The precise time of our arrival io the eouatry ia uneeHain. but in the 
bog I lining of the 17tb century wc ponscased foctorlea at Syriam, Prome. 
Avn. and cOatlie borders of China, probably at tbo Bunueso fronlJer- 
towji of Dhunino or Bonnuu. Wo were cstaUlisbed by peruiission and not 
by treaty: but owing to aomc offensive and insolent threats of the Dutch 
to the King of Burmah. wc were both expelled from tlio kingdom, and 
were not pennilted to rctura to it for many yean. The Dutch never 
relumed. At this time maps. were made of the I'pper Country, 
which perhaps incght ovQp now ho discovered amongst the old recortls 
of Madras ■» wc have never had such opportuoitica for obsi^ation since, 
and probably shall not again. Da/ryMi/jfes OrientMl B^pcricrif contains 
extracts from the records of the Government of Fort Saint George and 
other docurnenU. giving all the aceoont which can now be obtained of 
our intercourse and transactions with the kingdoms of Ava and Pegu, 
from the earliest times down to the year 1760.

The Portuguese, who had been in the country since 1640. if not before, 
were in Ibe begianingof the ITthccntnry in considerable force atSyri' 
am,* under the celebrated Philip De Brito and Nicote. who was even 
proclaimed Ring of Pegu. His conduct, however, in attacking Toongoo 
and carrying off the King of that country, a chief styled in Burmese His¬ 
tory Kuti ya men, King obtained or seised by foreigners, provoked tho 
King of Ava, MahaDhamma ima, who besieged and destroyed Syriao. 
and impaled Do Brito on an eminence above the Port Tbo Bunnese 
Monarch removed many of the Portuguese and their descendants Dorn 
Syriam fo the vicinity of Ava, where some traces of them oaist to tbu day 
lA anoe of people with light ooloored hair and eyes.

pany> to rc-esU)iUsb factories in tbU counUy effected nothioj^. 

The BHtish Govenmenl a^ain made an unsoccessful attempt tbroofli 
a Mr. Dodds to obtain a selUcmcnt In ibis country, and particularly 
at ** Prcaimso on tbc con fines of Cbloa.*' 

In tills year, as Ibc Burmese insisted npoa some person of conse¬ 
quence bclan sent to tbein, all tbougilts of settling in tbcir country wore 
firco up; but a resolution was taken to settle at Negrais, wliicU was 
considered at this time as part of tbe Arracan dominion. A sloop was sent 
(0 make a surrey of that island,* but losing ber passage she was 
Obliged to return. At this timo, letten from tbe Borman King wore 
rcecived ut Madras, and tbe King of Arracan also made an InoflcutuoJ 
effort to obtain tbroogb tJiat Government, tbe assistance of some Native 
fiutics for the purpose of <tarUiog disturbances wbiob bad broken out la 
Us kingdom. 

CapUin Weldon was sent to Mosni to declare war against Siam, 
and on his return, be surveyed Uie Island of Negrais, planted the Bogiisk 
dig, and took possession of it in tbc name of tlio BriiiaU. Ncgrula at ibis 
time appears to bavo belonged to Sion, os tbc report says, '' thatCap- 
** tain Weldon destroyed soioc^iamesot Luts that were on tbo Island.*' 

Tlie UuTeraor of Syr'iaiB invited ibe British Governmeot to rc-estnbllsli 
a factory at tbot place, but tbe offer was rcjoctcd, owing to a projected 
expedition agaiusl Cbltlagung. 

Notwitb Stan ding tbe early dale of tbc arrival of tbo British in Bur- 
mail, no retulor ofiicial intereonrse appears to have been instituted 
until (lie year IGU5, when the views of Gevemmeot towanls Burinah 
being elinnpul, Messrs. Fleetwood and Lcsiy were sent us Ambassadors 
to tbc Court of Ava, wilb pruscuts, and a petition to tbo King for tbe 
rostomUon of tbc property of one Adrian Tilbury, whose estate, wbcii be 
died iutcHtate at Marialian, bad been seised by the Burmese Government: 
nUu fur Uio release of tbc ships Saint AntMonjf and iSstar ArrA^br/, wbicli 
had put into a Burmese port for wood and water, and bad been unjustly 
confiscated, and her commander and crew detained captives; aud to 
obtain, If possible, rertaio commercial advantages, and a re-establish- 
ment of oor factory at Syrtarn. Mr. Fleetwood, wbo alone appears to 
have proceeded to Ava, was welt received by the local antlioritics at 
Syriam, and forwarded to tbe capital, where, after much procrastinatloB 
and delay, be obtained an audience of tbe King, who restored tbc cap¬ 
tives, but pot tbe property, and ^riMited a remission of une-tblrd of tbe 
Custom duties, and leave to build a factory as tpquircO. On entering 
tbe Palace, tbe Ambassador w;is made to kneel down three separate

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^ times, and ** three obeisances each time. On his retarn to 

Sfriam, the Bannese chief of that place maintained, that the Kind's IdW* 

or^rs anting an ahatcmcBl of ope«third of tlie Custom duties, applied, 
not lo the India Company, but to Mr. Fleetwood alone, fur any omc ship 
he might seod or come in. GoTomment did nut aroil itsell of the per- 
taissioQ granted to build a factory at Syriam, and u the main points of 
(Tie Mission were not obtained, In the year 1(07, the Government of iNihTini)ir'«o.ifftUiRe. 
Mncliu deputed a Mr. Dowyear u Ambassador to the Burmese Court, 
wUb a linniliatjog petition, praying the restilotion of all ship-wrecked 
property and persons, but pariicnlavly of that mentioned by the former 
embassy, and ropeating the request for permission to bn lid a fac¬ 
tory at Syrians, and to have an Agentwesident there in (he name of tho 
Company, for tbe protecGon of commerce. Theresnllof this misaiun is 
not known; probably there was none,and Ur. Dowyear may have refrained 
from proceeding to tlie capital, as the Bumese King, 
died in 1698, Just after Ur. Dowyear's arrival in the eountry. 


Bfr. Dowyear remained nntil this year at Syriam; and trade and 
cominerco appear to have boon carried on wlUiout any further protocUug 
elfurts on the part of tlio British (/oversment

From 1007 till 1700 there appears to have been no important inter- 
courso between the two GoverDraeoui. In this last year, however, Mr. 
Pitt, Governor of Madras, deputed a Ur. Richard AllHnson or Anison* to 
the Court of Ava, the aceoont of whose missions must exist among the 
old records ofUadras. This gentleman was twice at Uie Court of Avu 
and Syriaiu on the part of the Government of Madras, and we may reason¬ 
ably conclude that his miaslons were successful, for although we can lind 
no record of important 001 cial comniunicati ons with Ava, yetwc may ob¬ 
serve tliai for several years aAer the date of his misaions, the English were 
seltied at Syriam and trading freely between the British possessions and 
Uununli under the protccti^p of Residents, who were however mere super¬ 
visors of the private trude, and not immediately in Uie service of tlie Com¬ 
pany, that budy itself having bad no commerce with Burmah since Its 
expnlsion in the 17tli century. One of these itesitlents, named Tomery, 
Is said to have writlcn a comploto description of tius Empire, hut what 
became of so curious a work Dairymple oonld not learn.

Between Uio years 1728 and 1740, the English were still settled 
at Syriam, and eommoree continacd to be carried on. There are letters 
from different Residents on record, some complain lug of grievanecs, 
and others of no further importance than to shew onr continued connec¬ 
tion with this country. In 1740 the Peguers and Siamese leagued toge¬ 
ther and reconquered Syriam from the Burmese. The British Agent and 
MerchanU, as well as all foreigners, remained uomolcsted. In 1741 the 
Ring of Fegu, Simento,t being anxious for the assistance of the British, 
wrote to Mr. Smart, the British Resident, proposing that he should have 
the regulating of the port charges and Customs, invating him to Pegu, and ptnorr, »•!. a »Jf>i i*

Siflof free {wmlttion to the Eoglieh to build sbipi, end to tnule And 
export eJl kinde of i^oodt. Mr. Smut evaded Uia Majesty'a offera, being 
apparently dUpoeed to favor the Unrinesc. / 

The Tegocfa vacated Syrian, and the Burmeae ro-took iti they bold 
It for the three daya only* when the Pegnera returned, and having' 
Itroog injipicion of noftimcaa and duplicity on the part of the British 
Agent, tliey bo rat tiie Company *a factory to the ground, wbicb, together 
with Ibe unaeltled ataie of alTalra, occaaioned Hr. Smart to retire from ibe 
country, and thereby, tbroogh the niadondoctof its Agent, the Company 
forfeited ita advanUgca. preaeut and proapecUve. 

Aboot ilie year 1760 a very interesting paper on the eonsoqnenee 
of sotUing an European Colony on the laland of Ncgmia. was written and 
deUrerod to the Government of Port St George, wMob paper, afterward a 
In 1763, aeeina tobavo been Uie foundation of what waa called **tlie 
.graia Expedition." 

tfav'uig quitted Syriam under cireamstanees of aueb an onfavorable 
nature, the King of Tavoy (nt this time setting bimaolf up for an inde¬ 
pendent Prince) made overtures to the Britiah Oovernment, to ealaUliili a 
acttlciiieotnt that place; but the terms propoaHl were ao cxorbiianl in a 
pecuniary point of view, that ibe acceptance of them was not likely in any 
way to tend citlier tu our honour or idvantngc. The offer waa conso- 
quvntJy neglected, though not positively refused, without any attempt tn 
obtain a MtUement at a lesaer aacrllice. ^ 

In 1067, aa was before abowo, tJio laland of yegrali waa anrveyed 
and taken posaearion of in die llonorublo Company's name, and in thia 
year, 1763. the Governor of Madras etUbliahed a settlement on It, under 
nMr. Hnnter, a clever, but haughty, ill-tempered, and diaappolnted man, 
who, ignorant of the requiaitea for a good, faeallfly, and advantageous site, 
and impatient bf advice from peraons capable of giving it, acted in such a 
Danner aa to diaguat bis followers, and place the aetllemont in a very un¬ 
promising condition, ao that In 1764. Mr. Brooke, one of the membera of 
the new settlement, wrote, that the Fort had been built in a swamp, influ¬ 
enced by the tides, by which they were suffering great aickneia and mor¬ 
tality. augmented by a acarci^ of proyiaiona and mismanagement Mr. 
Hunter, however, soon after died, and waa eucceeded by Mr. Brooke. 
At tliii timo tlie Bunnan and Pegu war continued with varioua 
suceeaa, and each party waa anxious for the auiatance and eonn- 
tcnance of the British; for which purpose the King of Pegu wrote 
to Mr. Brooke, and also dispatebed Ambassadors to Governor Pigot 
at Madras. Wo oontinucd neutral, although British interference would 
have decided the contest either way, aud have enabled na to obtain 
some advantages fw ounelvei.

At this tint we had a settlement at Bassein,* and Captain Baker, 
who waa there in charge of the Factory, w rote that the Peguera having 
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^^aitted BMStifly the Burmeee cene thd deetroj^ the pUee^ refpectibf 
bowerer the Compen;’>i feetoty eod property on bciejp ieromed to whom 
theyd>elon|red. Mr. Brooke poioted out totheMadrae GovcTnmeDt, the 
improbability ot obtainlnf any adv%oUg;ei from tbe Pe^ Kiopt who 
bad been juioeU by the French, and i^ommended oor joining the Bur- 
meio, for, eliould either party gain the aeceodant without onr aeaUtanee, wo 
could expect no advantifei. He, therefore, etrongly ar^d oar declaring: 
for the Uurmanj, whose cause was in a floartthing state, and their King 
auxioos for oar assistance. The Banuans had now nearly re>con4iaercdthe 
ooQotry from tlic Peguers, and his Burtnan Majesty sent Ambassadun to 
the English Kesidontat Negrais, whither they were escorted by Captain 
Baker from Buscin. On their return toTUs.M'id, they foand the Peguers 
h(td retakin it, and being there in force, they demanded the persons of the 
Burmese Ambusodura and snito; but Captain Baker refused to deliver 
them up, and retoned with them to Negrais. The Burmese, however, 
evontoally prevailed, and a friendly eonmunieatiun took place between 
them and the Resident, who rereivod from the Kiiiga present of 9 horses, 
and in July depntod an em1>assy to consisting of Captain 

Baker and Lieutenant North with presents, and a proposed Treaty of 
Alliance, Mr. North <Ued on the way op. TheobjeeU of this Mission 
were:— 
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Ifft—A treaty of Friendship and Alliance. 
2nd.—Certain Coraincrcial Advantages: and 


5rdJy.—Legal grants of Nograii Island ^nd grounds for Company's 
Factories at BaSleio and Bagon, sineo called Rangoon. But through 
oar vaccilaling policy, this applicatioo was too laic, tJie Burmese having 
defeated ilio Poguers, and eitahlished themselves withoot our assistuncr. 
The Mission having entered the Royal presence, knelt down and ^ Skeh* 
Asrd'* three separate times. Alumpra received tbem haughtily, and after 
a long diKOssion, granted verbal permission for a factory and ground at 
Bussein and Dagon, batrefasod to give Negrais without eomc previous 
pledge of the Company's sincerity, which he had good reasoif to donbt; 
fur when we could have assisted him wo hung back, and whilst Mr. Brooke 
ttws professing friendship, and was really desirous of assisting the Bnr- 
mese, when such aid was needed and sought aAer, some English ships at 
Dagon look part with the Peguen, and fired upon the Burmese Army. 
This, however. Captain Baker explained away as an anauthorieed act, for 
which the p erpelratorst would be punUhed. On reading that part of 
the proposed Treaty of Alliance, which saya—^ by which means your 
Majesty will obtain the friendship and assistance of so great a power 
** as tbe Honorable Company,”—the King laughed heartily in derision, 
and puilmg up bis pidsAo or waistcloth, and slapping his thighs and 
arms In the true Burmese bravodo style, he exclaimed, ** look at lAir, aud 
do not talk to me of assistance,—I want none/* Ho then eanmeretod 
bis various feats, real and imaginary. The eourtiera, as in duty hound, 
joined in a roar ot laughter against Captain Baker, whoso eloquence on 
this ocoasioB was of no furtbor avail. Captain Baker had several 
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ftadieneet of the Kinji, but fiaftll; qoilted Court witb oat olitaiolng tbo , 
gronadf or ftoj one of tbe olJecUofbu Mu&ion. Tbc Kiog protended 
to diitriut 00 . 


Daring the contentiou betveen tbc Bannese ond Peguere, Mr. Brooke 
wrote to Sjrriam for some gnoobelbagiog to tlieEngli eh Factory, and or¬ 
dered socb Britiab ships as were tJiere at tlialtimeroand to Negrais. Tbc 
Pegu chief however accused Mr. Brooke witti assisting the Bunacsc» and 
refused to part with the guns and ships, until be bad obtained satisfaction 
from the Madras Government. The English were consequently confined, 
and Pegq troops sent on board tAeir vessels, whilst the Proneh, who 
bad declared for Pega, were free and unmolested. * In December, our 
ships were still detained by the Pegaen, and compelled to assist thorn 
MrrnstovOriMUiis- in the War sgaiust the Burmese, whose cause Mr. Wkitehill (before- 
swtMT.vtLi.p. iTTtoSSi. neQtioned) vainly urged the British Government to espouse. 


1750. liloation of the British in Bonnah was most 

unpleasant Alternately solicited and suspected by both States, Pegu 
aud Ava, the Madras Goveniment in opposition to the advice of its 
Itesident and others, would neither take advantage of passing events, 
nor ibe offers of tbc eooteodiog parties fur its own eggraodiscmcnl. 
Mr. Brooke, tlicreforo, desired to be relieved; and on i2tJi April was 
luccecdod by a Captain Howes, wbo died in a few months, a boo tbe 
management of affairs devolved upon the senior officer present, a Lion- 
tenant Newton. 


1757. In the early part of this year, Alompra* the most^ celebrated of 

4 ll tbo King's of Barmnb, wrote a letter to the Resident, requesting a 
meeting at or near Promc. On tbc same occasion, be also addressed a 
loHor in bis own name to the King of England, writton on a leaf of 
virgin gold, ornamented with mbits, and which be delivered ton Mr. 
Jiobn Dyer and stimc other persons who visited him at Rangoon. It would 
be curious to know what btcarue of this Ictia*, a copy of which, with a 
description ^f the hnudsome style in which it was prepared, is given, 
1 sm infurmed, by Colonel Burney, in the Bunnese History, nnd in a 
cullcctioo in Ids possession of Alompra's ** orders.** Aluinpra con¬ 
sidered it derogatory to write in bis own name any tiling but an ** order/ 
either to tbc Governor of Bengal or Madras, who, np to tbc period of the 
late war, were styled ** Ben^tU tkanbeu-geit^U^'* and “ Tsioapatdn* 
** Eater (or Lord) of tbe Ports of Bengal and Madras 

, ** also O^mkmu^ Benyeis Myo-sa** ** Tho Company, Lord of tbc City of 
** Bengal." 

lieutenant Newton accordingly prepared presents and a Treaty of 
Stitorr.'stl, p.nuaa p,|eB^abip and AUiaBcc, mod d«pnted Ensign Lester ns Ambassador 

Extraordinary to the Court of Ava. Tho embassy left Negrais on the 
SOlb lone, and was met em revte by a Portuguese named Antony, who was 
appointed by the Bnnneso to escort it to the preienee. Mr. Loster 
oaperienecd much insoleneo and* dlsrespcetfnI treatment from this man, 
and was lopplied with very nnsuitable boats for tbo jonracy. At Ibis 
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time tLe Kipg wae on his return to Ava, and the embassy oTertaking 
him, received audience on board the royal boat. Mr. Lester left his 
shoes and sword outside the audience room, and opon cntcriog tlio 
presence, knelt down and throe times. Ilis Migcsty received 

him aiTubly, and accepted his prosen^, bat at first seemed indisposed to 
listen to Die proposed terms of alliaoee. At length, however, lie 
acquiesced, and the meeting broke up. 

This Treaty consistedof five articles. The 

1st.—Conceded to the Drltlib GovernmeDl the Island of Kegrais in 
perpetuity. * 

Hd .—Ground nt Dnasein to the exjent of one iboneand four hundred 
square cubits, and more if required, in perpetuity. Fur these two 
gmuts wo were to give uno 12-poan(I cannon and fiOO viu of powder. 

3d.—Tnkde between tlie Chiefs of the two countries to be duty free. 

The Company to aid and defend the King of Ava against hJI bis 
OQomies, tbo King to pay the ext>oaie of any troops with which be may 
be furnished. 

6tb.—Pledge on the part of tbe Company not to ossut tbo King of 
Tovoy. 

Nut withstanding tbe King's promise, Mr. Lester dUeuvered that nothing 
could be obtained without a bribe, and tbe Prince of Bossein and bis 
vassal Antony rcfuscil to get the King's siguatnro to the Treaty, until 
Mr. Lester gave a bond on the Hon'ble Company for 30 viss of silver 
(about 3)000 Rgpecs), which, after much discussion, be reluvtoatly did, 
rather than return with tlie Treaty unratiGed. Had this Treaty heca 
respected by tlie Barmeso, it would have been worth the sum of money, 
which Mr. Lester was compelled to pay for it; bat its pruvisiuns wero 
not observed; and rumour said, that Alompra was ignorant of its import, 
wliicb is very likely, os tbe Bunuese, even np to tJic period of the late 
wur, never dreamed of bein^ bound by Treaties, when it apjreored to be 
Uicir interest to brettk them. ^ 

Mr. Lester received an audience of leave and also the Royal return 
presents, consisting of 

24 Heads of Indiaa Com, 
lb Oranges, and 
6 Cucambers; 

he was then iarormed, that he might depart; but as His Majesty required 
tlie boat in which be earae, ho was compelled to embark himself and 
baggage on board another, which was in such bad condition that it sank 
duiing the nigbl. The treatment be leecivcd gave him a very unfavor¬ 
able opinioa of the Burmese, and happy in escaping, be retraced his 
steps to Basse In, where on the 32d August, having measured oat the 
ground granted by the Treaty, he planted the Company's flag, fired a 
volley, and took possession in the Company's name. 

Tbs oatabliiUment was (his year withdrawn from Negrals, 
and three or fear persons only wore left la charge of some pro- 
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petty iod timber, u veil m to bold poMOMioa of tbe, leloAd. 
The troopj asder CepUio Nevtoo retojoed to Oelcotu it Uay^ nh 
in July of the dftiao year GoTerament depoted CapUio Soatbby to 
Kepnii to luperinteod eaeb portico of the eetabllebiDeDt and Timber 
ae reinMV)d. He jailed oa board the Vtrfona, Captain Aires, and 
arrived at Ne^^rab Island on 6tb October, and on the following day, Antony 
(the man wbo attended Mr. I«ester) delivered to him a letter, purport- 
ing to be from the King of Burmab. Antony dined with Captain Soniliby 
that day, and on tbc following was invited to meet all Ibo European gen¬ 
tlemen then at the station. The goests assembled at the appointed hour, 
and were on the point of setting down to dinner, when at a signol given, 
a large body of annotl Bunneso rdsbed into the bouse and barl»arously 
murdered every soul, except n Midshipman of the InglU, todiaman, who 
made off to bU ship and gave the alaroL After the Europeans (10 in num¬ 
ber) bad been dUpatobed, a general nassacreof tbe natives took place, 
and of the whole settlement, only sixty meo, four women, and one child 
escaped to the ships. Captain Alves, wbo foitoDately had not been ashore, 
returned to Bengal wiUitbe tidings of this perfidious massacre, which it is 
said was planned and executed by a Frenchman named La vena, without 
the King's uutboiity; but tbu truth was, Alompra believed'that our Fac¬ 
tory at Negrais bad been in eommonication with his enemies, the Pogners. 
At all events, we bad declined to assist him when bo reqnlred and applied 
for our assistance. Our ships were much damaged by the Ore of tho 
guns from the Fort, which tbo Bunneso shortly aftorwards bornt to 
Uio ground uiid then decamped.

On tiio 15tb of May of this year ibe celebrated Alompra died, when 
return ing from bis invasion of biam i and in tbo same month, Cap¬ 
tain Alves returned to Negrais with letters and presents from Govoroor 
llolivell of Bengal, and Governor Pigot of Madras. Tbe objects of this 
Mission were;— 

Ist-^atisfaclion for the massacre of ^egnds, and liberty to all pri¬ 
soners at tbul time. 

Sod.*->ReDancration for tbe loss of Captain WbitebiU'i ship, which 
bid been forcibly taken by tbe Burmese, and employed in the wnr 
aguinst the King of Tavoy. 

Having anchored off Biamond Dland on the 6tb Jane, be sent tbe mate 
of his vessel up to Basiein to report his arrival. Antony was forthwith 
dispalcbed to tbe ship, and on meeting Captain Alves, be entered into 
a long defence of bis own condnet In the late massacre, attributing the 
blame to ttie Frenchman Lavene, and Gregory, the Armenian Sb&bunder 
at Dagoo, wbo from private feelings of revenge, had exceeded the King's 
orders, wbicb were merely to take the Eciglish prisoners la hopes of 
obtaining n large ransom. Tbe pretended excuse fot this outrage was 
our baring tsAen part with tbePegners at Sjriam, and n Mr Hope, a 
settlet at Negimla, having fomiihed fire-arms and shared In their spoils# 
together with a suspicion, that ibWas tbe object of the Honorable Com¬ 
pany to aubjogate Bonsab, u it bad already done the Coast of Conmrin- 
deJ and Bengal. Tbli open and appaiantly friendly reception^ eonpled 
with tbo leaky oMidilion of bis vessel and tsmpestuooi weather, Induced

Dariiif the pu* 
aage to Coart, a great portion of hto prl^to baggage, kc» waa taken ont 
of hie boat, on pretence pf llghtaning her, wbleb It did moil eATeetually, 
aa no portion of it waa arar ratnmed to him. OnarriTing at Court, he 
found tha City of Am in a itote of rebellion, and Hie If ^eety, the eldeet 
eon of Alompra, atyled yewiy dan y y e r, great elder brother, beaiaging it 
from the oppoaite City of laagaio. Heparformedthe uanal eoremooiea 
on recairlttg andlenee, when the King aeoeptod the preaenU and reiiored 
to liberty anoh peripna aa had been taken aUre after the maaaacra at 
Kegraia i he alao gaee pemiiaioD to tranaport the remainder of the Com- 
pany'a timber and property; bnt peremptorily refnaed to remunerate 
Mr. Whitohill for the loaa of hia ship. Hia Mqjeety waa aatoniihed at onr 
demanding redreaa tor the maeaacre, which he waa deteminod not to glee, 
doelaring that hia aoldleci might kill anyone they pleiMd: Anally, be 
prohibited the retam of the Britiab to Negiaia, bnt granted a apot of 
ground for a Fagtory at Baiaeln. in order to obtain the little wbioh Hia 
Majeaty had promiied, and after mnch texatioua dHay and the tempoiary 
loaa of hia privKIapapera, which the King had (wdered to betaken f>om 
him and examined, he waa compelled to bribe the Miniatcra largely, 
beaidea paying a anm of money for (he releaae of each priaoner, and the 
expenae of gilding the bordera of the King'e lettein to the OoTemora of 
Bengal and Madcaa \ At U|p King'a deaire, aome private trade which 
Captain Alvea bad token with him waa aont into the Falaowfor Inapeo* 
(ion, where on the plea of ** onatoma,’* it waa ptandered by the King and 
hia MinUtora in tha moat ahametol manner, and after taktog aamnch aa 
they required, permittod hia to diapoae of the remainder to any oae he 
pleaaed. On taking hia departmre, Hia Mqjeaty, with nea-eUtoaca peea* 
liar to Bnnnah, de^red him to bring more things next time, aa theae were 
acareely worth the tronbUpf eennting I! Re qaktod Taagain beartJiy dia« 
gtmted, and proceeded to Bigot, where be obtained toe releaao of toe pcl- 
eoaer^ and haetag appointed Meeara.

After the fhllare of ‘Capfalu Aires's Mission in the year 1700, 
and the ceuse^uest withdrawal*of the establishment from Hassein, 
eomoierce cootiuued to be carried on to a greater or less extent at 
JUogooo, (foraerly known by the name of Pagon) where at this time the 
Honorable Company poesessecl e factory surrounded by a brick wall, on 
which its *'eoloara was hoisted.'*—EofUsb reasefs, however,on froquenling 
this port were still sobjecled, without a prospect of redress, to groat and 
unnecesia^ delays, and (heir cominanderi to personal indignities. The 
Company's vessels were, however, better treated than f>ee traders ; hut Its 
Agent had no authority or weight in the Burmese Councils, gnd in this 
state, affairs contiaued until the year I7b4. 
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Large parties of Mogbi, or native inhabitants of Amoan, who bad 
been driven by the tjiuuny and oppression of their oonqaerorsi ifae 
BunneM, to fly iato the Jungles, became a wild and lawless banditii, fre- 
qaeatly attaoklng and plundering the Bonnah traders, a^ then unknown 
to the British authorities, taking refoge ia Cbiltagong. On its being as- 
eertained that three dlstlDgnished leaders of diese robbers bad sought re¬ 
fuge in the British districts, tho King of Ava, without previously aoqoaint- 
lug the Eaglish Mthoriti as of his intention, or can so of oiTcooe, uncorc- 
ttouieuily sent a party of 6dU0 aimed men into the Gliittageng Province. 
10 arrest the robbers, dead or alive. Besides^this gross riolation of firitisb 
tetritory. a^nnaese army of 90,000 moo was collected in Arracan fur tho 
purpose either of intiiBidatioa or actual aesaaIt. To meet these threat¬ 
ening and hostile deaoostntiens, the British Oovemaeot pnKoptly 'dis¬ 
patched a force composed of European and Native Troops under OenemI 
Ertl^ine to the Chittagong Frontier, where it had no sooner arrived, and 
Burmese Oeneral percelyed onr determiaatiea to resist them, than a 
messenger was deputed to the British camp, with proposals of frieudehip, 
followed shortly afterwards by tte Bunnose Genend himself. Previously 
to entering upon any disouasioa, Oeueral Srskiue pempcerily demanded 
the TeaMval of the Burmese troops tnan their threatening poritinn ofl the 
froutet, whiA being done, affairs were speedily aoeoamodaSed, «ad the 
piiecnom hwvlag been wind and feund gmUy, were sumudmd.'

On arriving at Rangoon, Captain Sytoea waa doomed to experience tbe 
uaual n^teHai of Burmeee arrogance and Inaolence, io aome meaanre tbe 
efect of the oonoillatory conduct of General Erahine, and tbe anrrebder 
of the crioiinaJ Mugh fugitivea in the year I7P4, wbieb acU were con- 
atruoted by tbla benighted people aa tbe reiuU of fear of tbelr mighty 
power. Tbe oommaadere of the EngUah veaaeli then at Rangoon were ^ ua a«. 

forbidden to hold coaunanicition with the embaaiy, which alao wpa 
reiUtoted in Ilyintercoarie with tbe toi7o« After aufferiog neglect and 
every apeoiea of arrogance for aome time, he informed the Local Govern* 
ment, ibatn&lew be waa Immediately acknowledged and reapected aa tbe 
repreaentatlve of the Oovemor-Generml, be would rctnn to Bengal with 
the lettera and preaenta.intended for the King. Tbia remooatranoe and 
tbe foar of loitng the preaenta produced a good effect and nil vesnSoui 
reatriciiona were forthwith ^removed. Ordcra for hia proceeding to Conrt

Captain Cox** in*tnietioBi directed him, oa all ooeation* to make it 
clearty aodentood, that he appeared only ia tbe capacity of Rceideat at 
Rangoon, and not u Ambamdor oa tbe pari of tbe Oovemor^OenerHl. 

He WM not to proceed to Conrt onlei* invited by tbe King, nor lo eodeo' 
vour to obtain any relaxation of tbe degrading ceremoaie* exaeted from 
Captain Symci. The mi**ion having lelt Calcutta on the liith Septcinber* 

1709, got aground at the mouth of tbe Rangoon river on tbe 6tb October, 
but receiving prompt as*Ifltance from the Local Govemmont, arrived off 
Rangoon on the lOtb, lalnted the Port, which aalute wa* retonied by an 
cquaLaumber of guna. On tbe 12th, Captain Cox landed ouder another 
lalute, and having previonaly withatood several attempt* to induce him to 
go to tbe King'* Custom House or godown, like a private trader wr Com* 
mander of a veasel, be wa* received at tbe Wharf by the Sbabunder Jban* 
see, and Baba Sheen, who were civil and polite, and immediately escorted 
bento a house,m’biob hi* private Agent bad prepared for bis reoidenoe* 

During the day tbe principal officers of the Local Government waited 
upon him, though not until they bad tried in vain, to induce him to re¬ 
ceive hi* first audiDocc at tbe Custon lion se. At tbU time the Viceroy LHfrrfiwc«rtaiiCA« 
wa* at Court, whither Captain Cox wrote to him and forwarded trantia- 
tion* uf hi* publio letter*. 


y^tmber, —Order* having arrived from the Ministers, preparation* 
were made for forwarding tbe mission to Court; but, notwithstand¬ 
ing so large a sum as 96,000 rupee* was oollected from tbe inbabitant* of ctpuis

piled. Captain Cox quitted Rangoon on the 5th of December, 1706, and t>Bry,9MSNoT., vm. 
without any'occurrence of moment, arrived opposite tbe former capital, 

AmarapCora, on tbe 24th January, 1797, where he was ordered to halt on a mvr. ^ 

barren sand bank, and doomed to snifer a series of premeditated insult* 

and degradations. At tbi* time, His Majesty held hi* Court at Atwigvon, 

a few miles above Amarapoora, where be was luperintending tbe building 

of an immease Pagoda.

^ V re ‘iSib FAnkry. —Captain* Cos tried in vain to procure an 
answer to a ’ letter wbleb be bad written to 'tbe Wttonggtft 
ftom Banfoen reiardiny tbe ceremony of his reeeptioD: and vbicli 
letter, el thou |h forwarded on tbe I4tb October, and accompanied 
by a translation, he learnt on his arrlTbl at the capital bad not 
even 'been opened. Ko public notice had as yet been taken of him, 
abd on the dth, he was surprised at reeeiviDp'intimation that the 
*btb bad been Qxed for bis Introduction to tbe Kio^. He rembn- 
etrated against sneb precipitancy, and objected to leave his'bouse until 
furnished with a written statement of tbe forms and ceremonies expected 
6f bira, seeing oleariy that their anxiety to become possessed of the State 
CarHa^e, kt. was tbe cause of this early interview. On the next day tbe 
Vleerayohlled upon him, wearing his slippers in the bouse, and in tbe 
evening he received a formal statement of the ceremonials of hls’ lntru- 
duotlon.

On this day, Uis M^esty had tbe meanness to 
return tbe rupees which bad been gratoitoosly coined for him in Calcutta 
at bis ow|i request, on tbe plea of having none but pure silver current in 
bjs douinioDi I Captain Cox indignantly refused to receive them, and 
eoatplained of this act u an insult offered to the Oovomor^3enerU. 

ilfercA IM.'^BeingstiJI nnnoticed, and finding ail former remonstrances 
vain, he again complained of their insulting neglect, and applied for 
suitable boats to convey him from Court On the 16tb, he was informed, 
that if he wantpd boats, be must buy tbem, and one belonging to the 
Viceroy, which bad been hitherto attached to the Mission, was this day 
Withdrawn. 

.At this time a Rajah of Assam who bad usurped the Throne, and had 
been deposed witli the aid of the British, made an application to tho

Burmese Court for assistance, and great preparations were making for 
invading Assam, although^ Captain Cox bad previously informed tlie 
Ministers, that that State was under British protecUon. Me therefore 
reiterated his complaints, and applied offlciallj for boats, he likewise 
remonstrated with the Viceroy, who was the only person of rank with 
whom be could eonuDunicate, and warned bltw of the oonsequences of 
such conduct. On the following day, affairs wore an improved aspect, 
end he received trifling presents of elephants* teeth, a ring, and 25 Ucals 
in money from tbe first and second Queens, to whom he bad made liberal 
pr^ents i and on being desired to shew his inclination and ability lo 
serve the King, he gave la to the Government bis extraordinary proposi¬ 
tion for coUecting a revenue from Beetlennt, Salt and BaJaeboug, by 
which His Biajest^ was to derive several lacs of tickals yearly^ and 
eoDsUtntingblnisdf and the Rangoon Viceroy tbe managers, Vho were to 
jUvidt the surplus revenne between them, with his share of which he In- 
^pded to have defrayed part of the expenses of the mission. This propo¬ 
sition, fortunately^ was aever^ accepted or perhaps bellevo4 
by the avaricious old King. It woa^ jUve dreadfully oppressive to 
sm already overhorddied people, and I am infeed thaisome of the old 
ooarUen yet talk of it as a "frWWtinfi? In

Affairs condo ued in this state on til the 
doth, when a coaiio of the heir apparent, and a young Tsaubwa,proposoct 
to him lo^yfur anaudience of the Prince, but to this ho objected and made 
fin unsuoccwfol effort to obtain by letter and remonetnoee that which he 
refosed to purchtac. On tbe btb June, tbe King returned to Amarapoora, 
on which oecasioo Captain Cox decorated bis boose, and on tbe 10th he 
uveeptod an invitation from tbo Afyra*IFeeiipy«e to bring over bis dlnnor 
and spend tbe day at bis pirate bouse; be accordingly went, but waa 
kept so long waiting In the lobby amongst a crowd of supplicants, that 
Leartiiy disgusted, he returned home, leaving bia dinner for tbe 
and his interpmter to explain the reason of bis quitting.

possessionlM Captain Cox now feared personal resiraine, and mestions 
that a Womink who bad promised to assist him, had given up his cause 
from a dread of being thought friendly to tbe English, and strongly urged 
him not to quit the capital. He attributed this disgraceful treatment to tlie 
jealous fears of the King and Court, which continued to he fed and

Accordingly from this time to the I8tb September was spent 
in unavailing efforts to obtain redress ;*he was lavish of his presents, but 
obtained only empty prqmlief in retora. Dlerepatable Mognis aad 
Porliignese wore busy, as uiual, to eireoiatiag reports of disasters and 
combinations of native powers agaiast the British m)e in India, Bur¬ 
mese oroduiity was sharpened by Dannase desire, and every rsgcMq^a 
with ingenuity to invent a tale of British misfortaae, foand ready and 
altontire auditors in the Members of this imbeoile Court British mer¬ 
chants were plundered aad imprisoned, and Captain Cox was anable to 
assist them. On the 20th September be nuule an appileatiob to the Jlfyra- 
IfsoNgyM for redress of Insults offered to himself and l>r. Keys, whose 
servant had been falsely ireprisooed, together with a British nerobant 
named Reeves, who, without eommitUng auy offence, bad been privately 
seised, tried, and condemoed by two of the tPseapps*'# writers. The 
Wotm^^et found It impossible to understaivS the merits of the case, with¬ 
out a fee, and in nply esked Captain Cox for a watch, which the latter 
gave. A mock investigation then took place, and the Woonpjfff, with 
affected gravity, told Mr. Reeves, that ** if ever his people did so agala 
to punish them 1** This Mri^serisa was afforded amidst the laughter and 
jests of the by-staaders. Captain Cox then applied for two peons to pro¬ 
tect himself and people from the mob, whieh was continually pelting 
tliem with stones, bnt was wefused. The Viceroy with his family bad 
returned to Court, and made great protestitioos of friendshiif, for which 
the whole of them received bandsome presents. He promised to procure 
permiMlon for Captain Cox to depart, and some days after, on being 
asked for It, said be bad not yet applied, but requested Captain Cox to 
send him s^e qnioksilver, which the latter immediately did. Thns 
every insult and broken promise was rewarded with a present

and on the Otb issued a Court order, prohibiting the departure of the 
Mission from the country. lie now made teveral efforis to obtain an 
interview between Dr. Keys and the Viceroy, but failing in this, be 
renewed bis acquaintance with tbe Yi-Wpon, who had behaved so ill to 
him when at Court. British merchants continued to suffer both in person 
nnd property, and appealed in vain to him for redress; he had no ppwer 
to help them. On the 27th November be wrote to inform tbe Supreme 
Government, that he was nnder restraint, and dreaded that his private 
papers would be taken from him, stating also that in defiance of Captain 
Symes's treaty, a Mnssulman bad received a monopoly of all trade, 
and was styled '*the Company," in imitation of the India Company. lie 
also charged Captain Syraes with sinister motives in recommending the 
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Shabunder and Baba Sheen to his confidence, baring previously de¬ 
nounced them in a private letter to the Vieeroy as two **villains," and 
concluded by advising tbe British Government to treat the Bormah 
'Uwotd In hand," and to demand complete indemnification for all past 
insult On the 91st December, 9707, he infomed tbe Bnpreme Oovem-

The 
Viceroy continued bia civilitica, and at Captain Cox'a requeat, reatored 
the property of two peruna, one of whom bad died, and the other been 
ahjp-wreckod. In the mean time, he waage-called. The Honorable Mr. 
Speke, the Vio6-Preaident in Council, being of opinion that aa the con¬ 
duct of the Court of Avaand iCa officers waa accompanied with alrong 
indications of poraonat diaiatiafaction with Captain Cox, the removal of 
which coold hardly be expected, no benefit conid reaalt to the public in* 
terefiu from bis continoance at Rangoon. Letters were at the same time 
addressed to the King of Ava, bis Miniaters and the Viceroy of Pegu, 
oxproaaing the Vice*Preaidant's oonccra at bearing that Captain Cox had 
returned to Rangoon without obtaining an aodience of ttave of His 
Majesty, notifying hi* recall, and offering, abonid Kia Majesty desire it, to 
depute another gentleman, in whom the Vice-President bad the greatest 
confidence, to reside at Rangoontbaa tacitly blaming Captain Cox, 
whose chief faults were, stipuladng for eoremoniea, which by bia inatrnc* 
tiona he waa partienlarly directed to avoid, and not quitting Court seven 
months earlier than he did, by wbicb much expense, and hundredi of 
indignitiea would have been avoided. Captain Cox waa no fortunate in 
having engaged as hia Interpreter a Mr. Monconrtuae, who deceived him 
upon every occasion. It does not become ne to criticise the motives, 
views or %oti of the Sapreme Government; doabtloM the then state of 
Europe, onraitnation in India, and an erroneoua idea of Bumeae power 
had tbeir weight in infiuencing its decision: bnt it is evident that the 
temporising policy whleb it adopted was % little leas than a premium on 
future aggreuiona and inaulia, whicb^e reanIt shewed this aemi-barba- 
roua Court wu not slow of peofltlug by. Captain Cox having made 
known hia intention to depait, paid two or throe viaiu to the Viceroy, wbo 
received him on equal tenni, and a^earad anxioas to aloao for hia past 
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ol^veM, wbtcb were indeed Donercme enoofb; hie elvititj, however, tike, 
every tblof Bnnnnn, led iti origin in interest He wished to he permitted 
te pnrcbaM ire erme end emmoBitioB nt Cnleatti wl^ont rcetriction, 
nnd wrote to the GovcrDor«OeDerml on the eohjeet. His inbordinate, Bftha 
Sfaeeo, else wrote, obeeiringthat “Aptein Cox had met with every at- 
tloD, and that every aaaietance bad been afford ed bim to bis basiBeas''M! 
At this time, Hii Majesty bad been token witb a mania for arms, and 
witbiog oor Envoy's assiHlaBcc to procare them, sent down an order, 
acknowledging bim as resident at fUngooa and granting groand for a fac¬ 
tory and garden. Tliis order, which would hare lasted only so long as 
Burmese policy rendered it advisable, came too late/ for the mission was 
at tbe mootb of the Rangoon KiShr on its return to Bengal. Captain 
Cox left Rangoon on tbe 1st of May, ITDd, on friendly terms with the Local 
OovemmcDt, bat witboat either letters or presents from tbe King. On quit¬ 
ting the country be gave Baba Sheen a letter to tbe authorities at Penang, 
to permit tbe fiarmese to export fire-arms, hcc. There is no oflicial re¬ 
cord in thisofiioe of the final opinion of Ibe Supreme Government on the 
conduct of this Mission, but from Captain Cox being immediately alter 
sent in civil employ to Cbltiagong, it is presumed, Dotwitbstandlng tbe 
Vioe-President's letters to the King and Court of Ava, that his strenuous 
and long contiaoed exertions in Bumab were approved of, and that his 
eighteen months of toil and painful anxiety met at length their due 
reward. 


ITML Asemher 19<fi.~About tbis*time tho Viceroy of Rangoon addressed 

a letter, on terms of equality to tbe Oovomor-Oeneral, the Most Noble 
Marquess Wellesley, requesting bim, after the usual quanGty of bombut, 
to send to tbe Xing of Ava from 10 todOthouaand muskets, ammunition, 
ko. to be paid for on delivery. This letter, it appears, as well as those on 
tho same subject written in April to the Deputy Governor, Mr. Speke, were 
unanswered. Captain Cox attributed the eivilitioi which he received 
during the last month or two of bis stay at Rangoon to an apprehension 
of au attael from ua, and their great anxiety for fire-arms may perhaps be 
ascribed to the same cause. No remonstrance wu ever made ngaiost, or 
explanation demanded, for (lie iusults wbieh tbe British Government bad 
received in the person of its representative! azul as the Burmese, who 
are a compound of arrogance and ignorance, had not the faintest idea of 
power tempered with Justice and moderation, they attributed oor dis¬ 
regard of insults and desire for peace to an inability to maintain war; 
and actuated by this spirit, the R^ah of Arracao soon after wrote a 
most insolent and menacing letter to die Governor-General, demanding 
the instant surrender of some Hugh fugitives who had taken refuge in 
Cbittagong from Burmese oppression. 


In this year the OoTemor-Oeneral, Marquess Welleslsy, eontemplated 
some furtiier eomauioatioo with the Burmese Government, on which 
Ttmumum.Oswiv TnwkUmt of the Bengai Army, was to have been employed,

Bari/ io the followiai* /«ar, boverep, Captaia Sjaei retaraed 
from Gnrope with the iacrtaeed rank of lieathAant-Coloael, and the 
Go^Dor-Oeoeral reeolved on depatiof kiio to the Covtof Aea, relying 
upoa hii a<ldrew» maaftfiemeiit and koowled^ of the Bunuete, to con* 
citiale their haughty ipirit, mod to rempve from their minds the onfavorable 
iiiipreiiioQ left by the failure of the lut Miasion. 

COLONEL SYMES'S SECOND MISSION. 

This Miselon was attended by an escort of 10(1 sepoys, and was 
fiirniiljed uod e<iu]pped in the msgdihcent and Imposing style which 
charsoteriaod every act of Lord Wellesley's GovenmeDt. It bad for its 
ubjvcii:'-* * 

lat An improved treaty of friendship and alliance. 

dnd. Protection to commerce against the daily catortions of the Dur- 
meso. 

3d. To demand an acknonledgment, or disavowal, on the part of the 
Brilisli Government of the ioiolent and mepaoing throats of invasion wn- 
taiued in the Governor of Armean's letter to the Oovemor^Oeneral, nnd 
to explain to the Court of Ava, that according totlielawsof oiviliaed 
nations, the Mngh fngitif ei could not be surrendered, and that His Excel* 
leiioy's doubts of the antbentieity of the letter was his only reason for 
not inime diately appealing to arms, to eonvinee the Burmese Government 
that the British power could not be insnltgd with impunity. 

4th. To establish a Resident at the Court of Ava, and a Consul at 
Rangoon, for the protection of trade, the enforcement of the Treaty of 
17D5, and the prevention of French interest in Burmah.

Colonel Symei arrived oS Rangoon on the 91it of Hay, 189S, and was 
well received. The nsuai dispute, however, occorred about tbe place of 
reception, the who was now acting CoTcmor, refnsed to salute 

him unless he agreed to prx>ceed to the Cnstom Hoose, which being dero* 
gatory to bis public character, he objected to. At length it was agreed, 
that the should receive bim at the Pnblio Wharf, and on tbe 

3d June, be landed under a salute, and was met by the Shabunder, wbo 
conducted bitp to a shed prepared for the purpose, and after waiting about 
33 minutes, the arrived in great state, and took his seat at the 

head of the room. During tbe interview, which was a very short one, 

this upstart of a day treated Colonel Sjmos with great hattisar, and after 
asking two or three ridiculous questions, retired in the same state as be 
bad come. He arrived last and quitted first, which in this country are 
marks of superiority, an assumption to which by his actual rank he wae 
no means entltied. Colonel Symes^bsemd on his arrival, that the 
feellAg WM evidently against the British, and in favor of the Preneh, 
who had just seat two vesseU from the Mawitios loudod with arms sod 
ammnoftiep, one of whicb ra wreabnAin Urn Qnlf af Martaban, and 
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tlw^lWkftd joft imved* Havlof freat oaualoba <liMatUa«4 »iUi 
]»b iBterview, be wroie a r^oDBtranee apaaft ibe eonduct of the 
MTopn, aad DMtteia weretpeedlly aecommodatcd. Trade aodibip^ail^ioi^ 
appear at tbit Uae to have beca floorishiaf, for Colond S^ei writei, 
** eeverat ehipe are laid dowa and Jaoached every week/' and attribatea 
tbie proeperily to the proteciiai^ iaflaeace of the Treaty of 1706, wUioh it ie 
well known, waj aerer observed.* From the date of hU reawnitiaiioe to 
the lull Augoat, IdOS, he waa well treated by the Local Ooveriiment, 
aad oa this day, in pursaanee of orders from Court, he qoUted Hanf(oon 
for die Capital, a^a attended by the cunning Baba Sheen, oontinued to 
receive every atieotion and civility, nntil be arrived at the City of Pagahm, 
when the Afye-IKeen, thoogh eicil, refused to |hew him any mark of 
public attention, and the hitherto respectful conductor the people hence* 
forth declined. Ou the 90ih of Soptomber, 1809, be arrived at Menymon 
(where the King temporarily resided) totally nnuoticed by the Govern* 
meat, and was made to halt at an Island, on which corpses were burned 
and criminals executed. Here his assistance was implored by two Eng* 
lishnen who were detained as slaves to the Heir*apparent on a monthly 
subsistence of two baskets of paddy! Colonel Symes attributed this 
unfavorable change to the inorease of French interest. His Hhjesty had 
openly avowed bit friendship for them and hostility to us, and as bis at* 
tendant. Baba Sheen, gave him reason to fear actual violence, ho ad* 
dresseda letter of remonstrance tothcHeir^apparent, who foolishly enough 
excused bisfalber's conduct, by prelendiogto think Colonel Symes, like 
Captain Cox, had been deputed by Sir John Shore, Bari. The explana¬ 
tion produced no relief. « 

i4/A—The Rangoon Viceroy paid Colonel Sydies a private 
viiit, and for want of a better excuse for the abazneful conduct of bis 
Government, commenced by iradncing Captain Cox, against whom bo 
pretended His Majesty was highly inceniied, and concluded by inquiries, 
which shewed that information regarding tbe presents for the King was 
not overlooked in tbe objects of Ibis visit t>n the I6th he repeated his 
visit and frivolons excuses, and eoncluded by begging Colonel Symes to 
exert bis patience for afew days longer. On this day tbe anpercargo of 
the French vessel which was wrecked, arrived at Court, and deposed that 
the vessel contained a Utter and presents from the Oovemor of the Mau¬ 
ritius for HU Hajes^, and that the peace concluded between the Eng¬ 
lish and French nations was at tbe urgent solicitations of tbe former, who 
had agreed to restore all tbe places in India which they bad taken during 
the war, &c. These were jnst tbe kind of stories in which HU Majesty 
delisted, and probably with a view to discover further disasters, he de¬ 
tained and opened a packet of letters which had arrived for Colonel 
Symes. Tbe letters were delivered tbe next day, tbe seals remained on* 
broken. In tbe oaenntime, tbe Company's aimed vessel which brought 
tbe despatebee, was prohibited from coming up to Rangoon, unless she 
unshipped her guns and rudder,. and HU Mqlesty, in a fit of gloomy 
dhspotiso, ordered Colonel Synfcs's Escort to be disarm^. This latter 
disgracefhl outrage was however avoided by ^e good sense of the Heir- 
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Appwfii, eYtded the order, eftd oft the Met eeat hla e preeent of 
*Hoe, fhee, ke., epoo vhich be vrota to iate* Hi* Hifhoeu of the 
•tp^te of hii UiMion, aad remooetreted oftt&et fervor deity. No to* 
tioe wte ttken of thie letter, tod two dtyi tfterwtrdi, toother wu die« 
patched in retroh of It, when the follt^itK taewer wta recelTod: ^ The 
King etye yon nOft wtit;** oa wbieh be thretteacd to qnit tbe ctpital 
nnleu apcedily tnd tnittbly tcknowledged. 

ad.—Being still unnoticed, he again aotihed to the Gorero* 
meot, that lie would renaiD no longer than the and of the month, 
unleu publicly tod suitably receiTed by the Court; and His bfi^esly 
being preuedon all sides, at length provused to* receive the MUsion oa 
his retom from Tu-yeta, whither he was going for a few days. 

NfA.—Having been forty days oon^ned to his boats and tents, be this 
(lay received an order to move into a house, which had been long tloco 
propared for bim, but which be had not before been penniUod to occupy. 

He took possession of his new residence, unattended and unnoticed by any 
<ji»vornnient officer. It was thoa, and is still the custom of this Oovern* 
ment, to furnish foreign ErabaMiea with supplies of every kind, and they 
were accordingly ordered for this Mission, but tbe purveyors were tbe 
only persons that bencAted by the order. The feeling against tbe BKtish 
still continued very strong, and His M^tjoaty consulted with a refugee 
Englishman named Rogers, upon the propria^ of sending the Embassy 
back to Bengal unnoticed. He, however, was dissnaded from this plan ; 
but notwithstandlbf bis fonser promise to rocelvo the Mission on bit 
rolum from be now refased to do so until (he arrival of the Cap* 

tain and Supercargo of a French vessel, who had been ordered to Court, 
lo be converted into French Ambassador, to bo exalted over Colonel 
Symes, to witness hii degradation, and to enable His Mgjesty the more fnlly 
to demonstrate his partiality to our enemies. Sometime previous to this, 
tbe Burmese flag bad beco incited at the Isle of France, whose Governor 
wuhiflg to conciliate the Burmese, had written to say he would fftioisfa the 
oflenders. The Ring, by some mental obliquity, misunderstood tbe letter, 
and inugined that the French Governor bad thieateoed to punish the 
EngUib, who, he supposed, were the offenders,* beuce, probably, (he 
continued bostiiity of this proud and ignwmnt monnreb. On the I9th <» <b» 

November, Colonel Symes made an application to the Heir-Apparent to be 
either speedily acknowledged, or pennitted to return to Bengal; bnt no MnirT. m 
notice was taken of it On tbe I6tb, tbe Frenchmen, whom His Majesty 
had ridiculously invested with the importmnee of Ambassadors, althougb 
nothing more than private merohanU, entrusted with the Utter abovemen> 
lioned, arrived, and were immediately ushered into n bouse prepved for 
them close to thnt of Colonel Byrnes I The parly oonsisted of an American 
Supercargo; n Frenchman, Jut escaped from the Calcutta jail; and two 
half Freheh half Boimese youths,,vassals of one of tbe Bnrmese Prineeil 
Two days after the arrival of this ** motl^ gmpi” His Mqjes9 eonde- 
icended to aokaowiedgeColoMl Sjmu asMtisb Ambassador, he having 
then been entirely unnoticed for flfty days; feityof wbieh be wueompolled

Hie M^eetj at length cooecoted to receive tbe 
IdiuloD: and on the 28tb> Colonel bynce wai escorted from bii residence 
hj a TAsn-dsV'rm,* and reached the Palace at 6 A. H. The King 
reeeived the presents, and soon after retired, vitbout once deigning to 
nentioD the Govemor-Geaeral's Dane, giving the Mission a most disres* 
poetfol reception, ud very unlihc wbat Colonel Symes had boon led to 
expect 

—Visited the Heir>Apparent, who like liis Royal father, i^ndv- 
scended to receive the presents, but not to inquire after the donor. 

D 0 efmUr Sd^Ia answer to tbe Govemor^Generars ieltor, tbe Ran¬ 
goon Viceroy brought a verbal mesiage, as if from tbe King, that no 
further demand should be made for tbe Arracan fagiiives, and that tbe 
Governor of that district was not autboriaed to make any disrespectful 
or threatening demand for then. His Majesty would olfer no apology, 
neliber would be listen to any new treaty, nor permit tbe establish men I 
of a British Kosldent at Rangoon as promised to CeptainCox. Commer* 
eial alfairs should remain on the footing setUed by the treaty of 170d, and 
His M^esty would not grant either lands or settlements in BumiaL to 
any European power whatever. Colonel Eymei now ysited several of 
tbe Princes, who were anxious to soc him on account of tbe presents, but 
none of them made any thing approaching to a suitable return, and tbe 
Heir-Apparent was the only member of the Royal family tJiat conde¬ 
scended to inquire after the Governor-General, and this was at a private 
visit. 


IdtA'—Thls evening a son of the first fVoond^uk privately brought a 
letter, purporting to be an answer from the Ministers'to the Oovornor- 
General's letter to the Ring, which, Instead of resenting as a gross insult, 
Colonel 8ymes good-naturedly accepted. Tbe Viceroy and the Sba- 
bonder, however, soothed him in private^ for the insults which he received 
in public. At length, the pretended French Mission died' a natural 
death, and Monsienr Besbrulslais, one of its members, renounced his 
country, married a Burmese girl, and became a si^^^ to the Heir-Appa¬ 
rent 


21r(.—Colonel Sjmes never having seen tbe ITeenpyee#, or been 
acknowledged by the Bonnese Government except tn M far as was 
necessary .for them to obtain the presents; and having now submitted 
tomonifybsg jieglectf. and gross insults for a period ,qf nearly three 
a^ths, tflla day quitted Court without au4>^M of leave or notice ftom 
nhy one but ^e Vle^rgy of Baa|pozt who fom|sbed[ him wlth^ war boats 
to procgo4 to Aanrapoorg, where, after viewing^ ^0 ^i^nt onriMltJoi,

Tbe Yi weoa, who had behaved eo ill on tbe first arrival 
of tbe MlisioD, now prohibited the Miasion ahJp from aalutiog Colonel 
Synea ; bat this pleoe of insolence was disregarded, and the salute fired 
os nsuah On landiag, tbe gates of the town were closed against bin, 
uud be was forthwith sauinoned to the Venn. He, however, refused to 
attend, but sent bis assistant, Mr. Caaspbell» whom tbe foaming 

with rage, most grossly insnlted, and aectised tbe ship of faaviog fired 
ball into Uie town. Mr. Campbell tried Jd vain ioeaplain, and then locfk 
leave, bis interpreter being deuined In custody. Colonel Symos i(unic> 
diatcly sent two gentlomcn of the escort to demand his instant UUerallon, 
which wss accomplished, although not until they bad reeeived a liberal 
quantity of abuse. Tbe Ye-wotm now detained Colonel Symos’s dis¬ 
patches, and otherwise behaved in a most vloleat manner, prohibiting tbe 
departure of tbo vessel, and menacing tbe Mission with various acts of 
outrage. Tbe escort alept on their arms for several nights, and all further 
intercourse with tbe Oovernmont ceased. A native vessel at anchor bu- 
tween tbe Port and Uic Company's ship Afsrmjipisa, was directed to 
move a little higher up the river, bat at midnight, by order of the 
wovn, she resumed her original station, when Colonel Symes sent people 
uo board to weigh her anchor and Inform her Commander, that if she 
returned, she would be cut adrift without further ceremony. On hearing 
this, the Yi-wvon proolalmed, that the English had tahen possession of 
the Town, whlob In consequence presented one grand scene of confusion. 
Gongs were beat during tbe nlgbt, and psoas paraded round the Town, 
warning the people to keep awake, and gourd themselves against tbo 
English, whoso intenUon wa^** /» eai •U their. lAres/s im their s/esp/'' The 
inhabitants, though much excited, appeared to possess mere gense than 
their Oovemor, and kept quietly within doors; and on tbe Ifitb, tbe Yi^ 
wqea conscioua of having committed himsetf, sent Colonel Symes a 
present with an apology, both of which he rejeoted. Having reeeived 
some attentfOBS from BuLu Sheen and others, and made arrangements for 
forwarding a statement of the eondnet to the Viceroy at 

Cqurl. i)n the afternoon of theSOih, he took bis departure from Rangoon, 
under a salute from tlie Port, and without any shew of violence or 
opposition. 

Thus tenninated Colonel Symes’s second Mission. How different from 
hii hlgbly-oolored description of the first! quitting tbe countiy with ample 
cause for wv, but still a ereviee to creep out of, and of which, it was 
the policy of tbe British Oovemment to avail itself. The Mission was 
a complete failure. Tbe letter which Colonel Symes received at night 
from the ITeendviU'r son, mentioned Governor-Oeoeral u having 
** paid bosage at tbe Golden Veet, and aoUelted tbe Royal protection 
it complained agidnst Captain Cox, bat waa’aH^t oo the aubjeet of tbe 
letter wbieb It pretended to answer* • Xbaaa fvare letters also from the

CAPTAIN CANNING'S FIRST MISSION. 

tfeyStA—The friendly feel id n«evi need by Ae Burmeie towtrdo the 
Frenob. end the pnlpnble failore of the Uro precedkig MlMlont, hiving 
placed the Britiih Ooveminent b n aiUiation of aome diiHcally, more 
eepecUJIy u the etatc of Baropean poJitlci rendered a niptore^wiUi Bor- 
mah at thia time a very andealtible event, It beoame oeceiiary to devUe 
•offlo plan to keep in oheck, and watch over the inoreuiog epirit of Bur- 
meee arrogince, without appeariag to euccamb to It, and with lhi» view 
the Goveraor^eneral, Marquoae Welioaley, lanoUoood the appointioeni 
of Uontenint Canning, ae Agent at Rangoon on the part of Colonel 
Sjmea. The oetenaible object of thU appointment waa, to iMure tlie 
Burmcae Oovemment of the Govcmor'Qenenra ainoere wiah to main tain 
inviolate the rcUtiona of amity and peace. The real objeota, however/ 
were— 

lat—To give the Durmeae Court an opportnnity of apologiiiog for the 
inanttf, which it had ao InviahJy heaped upon the two preceding Mia- 
aiona. 

2ad ,—To obtain good and early information of the ^tato of French 
iotercatJ in Burmnh, and to obaerro the general condnet and feolinga of 
tho Burmeee Conrt towarda the Britiah Oovi^ramont 

Being furaiahed by Colonel Symea with a letter to the Vioer^ «t Ran- 
gooiv and another to the Heir-Apparent and Miniatera at theCoort of 
iUnarapoorm, and proaenu amounting to three tfacQaand mpeea, the Mii- 
aion left Calcutta on the Slat, and arrived at Rangoon on the Slit Jluy, 
t803. lieilenant Canning iMuog ordered to diapenae with all kind uf 
official ceremony, and to live aa a private gentiemaa, proceeded to iJte 
Go atom Monae, where bo waa very civilly received by Tbanay, ibe 
Sbabuader, who waa ad thia time acting Governor, tho having 

been removed, aa liontenant Cnning hoard, for hb ilUcondnot to 
Colonel Symoa. He agreed, ea a matter, of form, to land fam baggsgo 
and the Govern moot prcscnla at the Cuatom Honae, on condition toat the 
bozeawerc not to be opened. Bormoae faito, however,, pro red too brittle, 
and evciy package waa opened and examined, and the public preienta 
detained, bccaoae they were not for hit own uae, bnt were given up after 
aoMj diaouiiona. Thaaay. infomed him, that the King waa highly 
pieaned with Colonel Symea, although be bad nn awkward way of i^w- 
in^ it; On the drd of Jdae, 1808, by way of Inliing anapirion/hejbewod 
cojiiet of Hi lefteh to Thanay and Baba Sheen, who being auob rognea 
themaelvoa, auapeotod him of bav^g other objecta than be cboec to dvbw.'

LleateniBt Canning had not received permission to reside at Rangoon 
many daye, when a letter, dated 4th Aognst, arrived from the Italian 
Bishop of Ava, Don Lools, so often and so favorably mentioned by Colonel 
Symes, stating that tbe King had never seen, and probably never beard of, 
Colonel Symes’s letter; that be was directly opposed to* the wishes of the 
British Oovernmont; and that the who #as iopposed to have 

boon removed from oQIee at Rangoon, owing to his condnet to Colonel 
Byrnes, was In high favor, whilst tbe Viceroy, the only person that 
shewed the Mission any attention, Vas removed from office and disgraced. 
A French vessel arrived at Rangoon, briogiog a leUer from tbe Governor 
of Traaqnebar for the King, and 1,160 muskets, of which 1,000 were 
ostensibly porchased by the Sbabunder for His Majesty, and the remain¬ 
ing 160 distributed among the Officers of Gpvcnu&ent. Lieutenant Can¬ 
ning thought the mnskets were a present from the Prenefa Govemment, 
and that tbe sale was merely intended to deceive him; for shortly after¬ 
wards, the French Captain laid bis vessel up, and there was reason 
to think he had been privately appointed Agent French Interest was 
Ci^nsefluentlj on the incroaio, and tbe British Agent and followers, 
though lUlJ eivilly treated, were very narrowly watched. l%ese ^vi- 
iities, however, were not of long duration, for in Kovemb^, tbe y^-veon, 
SO las lh)m being disgraced as the Sbabunder and oibers repdhed, came 
down to Rangoen with fnlJ powers, and being as iaisiical to the British 
as ever, his first aet was, to direct all English letters to be opened. To 
raaano with Ibis violeDt and wrong-beaded man was impossible, and tbe 
Older* being persisted in, lieutenant Canniog retaraod to Bengal; and 
thas terminated tbe fbortb attempt to ** improve our relations of aml^ 
and peace with Bormah.*'

refdting to offer up compeuatlon for the iojorp the veitel had tat* 
tained, and for the bearp !oat eoeaiioned bp her detention.,

Oa tto receipt of CnpUin Ctnoiag^i reporti of tbe Mb nod 9th of 
April, the Bupreoe OoTeraiDeDt deteimiAed npoo withdrawing the 
Earoy, and on the 9nd of May, oent^n orden of roeal, whieb orderi 
were modified on the 19tb done, and aotbority giten to the Envoy to eon* 
tinae at Rangoon, witbont proceeding however nnder any elrcunatancei 
to the capital. On the 33d of the fame montb, additional advicce Indnced 
the Supreme Oovernmeat to renew iti-deierminatioa of ordering the En¬ 
voy to return to Rongal, but in the mean time, three peremptory orders 
bad arrived from Ava to forward him toCoort* ** by force if necessary/^ 
Tbe Viceroy begged he would eicoiw himself on aocoont of slekneas, 
and lend a British oflcer to Court with the preaents; to this he objected, 
bot espreseed bis wilUngneis to assist the Viceroy in any way consistent 
with hii character and truth. A private meeting was therefore proposed 
for the following day, when after adiscussioa of three hours. Captain 
Canning agreed to write him a friendly letter eacnsing his not proceeding 
to Court, on account of tbe licknessof many of his followers, and being 
out of supplies Ac., and promising to forward the presents by bis sob*in* 
terpreiur, Sir. Edward DeCnis. 

Jnly I9<A.-*A fourth order arrived for Captain Canning to be sent 
up to Court without delay; he, however, stlU refused to go, and the 
presence of tbe Honlile Company's armed veasol ifcZsAsr, deterred the 
Viceroy from resorting to force. 

SGtA.^Thc ^pn'ble Company's ship arrived at the mouth of 

the river, and her commander, Captain LyaJl, la bringing np tbe di^ 
patches in bUowQ boat, was forcibly detained at tbe Cboksy all sight 

On hearing of this. Captain Canning wrote n spirited remonstrance to 
the Viceroy, wbo seat orders for his immeditte release, and promised to 
punish the offenders. 

Tbe Amheyna Iroogbt tbe tppetition of the recall of tbe Missloiiy and the 
Viceroy dreading tbe oonsequences of Us disobedienoe of the Royal 
oMcrs, to the Embassy,** again begged of Captain Canning to 
feign siokneii, and hoped that be would excuse hii collecting a uomber 
of then as a shew of reriitanoe to bis departure, and not take offence at 
bivittg a'few shot fired at him, which would assure the Court of bis 
exCitlOD, Cud be satisfactory to all parties t M Captain Camring exbovted 
'him not to entertahi for a moment such a thought, sad ezplaiited, that 
the rerctlt would' be precisely tbe same as if bis iatefftions were hostile. 
After some discussion regarding the second Ineuvsleti of fUag Berring, 
against whom CaptUn Canning promised assbitanee of tte Brhisb 
troops after the rains, the meeting brAe up, and the Viceroy engaged 
to ihfld'U &lvoy to BeagU.

Tbii year King Berring eoatinaod to anoy the Burmeae from the 
Gbletagong frontier, and a party of Barmeae troopi again (6tb time,) 
invaded the Srhisb territwy in p\irin(t of the rebels, conunittod tarioni 
depredatiooa on oar viUagea, and carried off four of oar iubjecla. The 
Maglatrmte immediately wrote a atrong remonatranee to tbe Rajah of 
Arraoan, who, Is a civil letter denied all bnewledgo of tbe bnaineaa and 
promiied to pntiiab tbering'leadera. Early In April, however, the Ber^ 
meee defeated King Berriog at bit prinolpai ftrong bold, aad amall parties 
of Britiab troopa had aJao been aucoeaeful against the Insurgents. 


The nnbeaJtbiness of the country, however, and disagreeable natnro 
of the tmiee Indaced tbe finpreme OovemmeDt to aothorise the incrar* 
siODs oftbe Burmese troops into tbe hills and jnngloi ia punnitof the 
rebels,'bvt they were on do acoonat to eater the plains. Tbe Magistrate

1818. In July of thia year, the fUjth of Ranrce, in the name of the King 

nuo irth Mftjfk. ^ Aya, wrote anoAer moot ioaolcnt ielter to the Oovernor-Oenerai^ de* 
iM. fur. mending the oeaaioQ, of Ramo, Chittagong, Dacca, and Aloorabedabad, 

and gamiihed with a Uboml allowance of threata, in theevant^f arefbaal. 
In a letter to the Viceroy of Pegu, the Governor-Oeaeral revetted that 
tbe King oil Ava aboald be guided by aaoh fooliib CouoiUora, and hoped 
the Bidah of JUmree would be puniehed for hla iaaoleooe. Prevuma to 
tbeee eommanieatuwa, the Bonneae wore known to have made overiuree

warm In their interest, and for which, in September, he was deposed 
and a soccesior appointed. The Assamese were now g^win; weary of tlie 
plunderingand devastations of the Burmese army, which at this time bad 
to contend against the forces of the two deposed Princes, Poomnder 
Sinfh and Cbunder Kaant; onr frontier consequeDtly became the scene 
of various excesses for which the Govemor-Oeneral aathorised bis a;ent 
Mr. Soott to demand satisfaction. Tbo Burmese Commander-in-Chlvf 
apolopsed, and aUtod that onr villages had been attacked by mistake, 
and offered remuneration for whatever injuries had oooorred.

Mr. Broce now exerted himself in the cause of Rsdah Chuuder Kaunt, 
and applied to the Supreme Government for pennission to convey arms 
and ammunitldn through the Britiib territory to bis assistance. The 
Oovornment granted his request, being anxious to prevent the Bunneso 
from occupying Aiiam, by which they wonld command tbo upper part 
of the Burmmpooter, much to oor disadfantage. In the latter part of 
this year, Chunder Kaont was temporarily triumphant, having defeated 
the Burmese in several skirmishes, and advanced to Oowahati. Rajah 
Poomnder Singh idso continued to annoy the Burmese, in bis endea¬ 
vours to regain bis lost kingdom, when the Burmese Gcteral Maha 
Theelawa, being sorely perplexed, wrote in the niual lofty and arrogant 
style to the Oovereor-Oencral, not to assist the Amam rebels, but to 
deliver up both the Chiefs and their followers, to which letter the usual 
reply was made. 


The temporary successes of Chnnder Kaunt were arrested by the 1822. 
reiororeement of the Burmese army to the extent of 18/M) men, nuto sicu. pv. m. 
under the renowned General Mengyee Maha Bundoola, wbo, in /noe, • 
easily defeated and threatened to pursue the Assamese chief into the 
Honlile Company's territories. The Magistrate was therefore directed to 
repel invasion by force, and to demand reparation for the injuries done 
to bar frontier villagesby the troops of the nominal ruler, Rsjah Poorun- 
durasweU as the Dnrmese by whom he was supported. Strict orders 
hadjqst arrived from Ava to ponae the fafitives wbithereoever ttey had 
Jled, such wss the deihaoeleMstatoof oor ^tier that had the Bur- 
ipgto Qpnenda be^so detmlnod, we. oonlAoot have prevented them.

The eX'Rajah Poornader Singh haring failed to nogoclato hla reatora- 
tion with tbe BanncM, offered to become tribntary to tbe Britiab, and to 
pay alt the expenaca of re««stablUbiag him, heaidei ao annnal tribute of 
three laea of rupeea: hia propoaala were rejected. 

IfQ. 1 . Ur. Scott, the Maglatrate of Rnngpoor, brought to the notice of 

Ooremment, ^e yet unprotected atate of our oorth*ea«t frontier, and the 
facility for Bnnneae inraaioD{ ]ihewiee» that Ibedeatrnctlonof onr frontier 
riiiagee and iojariee to Britiab aubjeete remained oor^reaied. Haha 
Theelawa now applied for penniaaion to return to Ara, rii Chittagong, 
but aa BO aitiafactioo had been received for the exoeceea of tbe Burmece 
and Aicameae anniea, and ae be bad a great number of armed followera 
and Aaaameae alavea, bit reqodat waa refuted. 

The Aaaaaeae Cbiefa, wbo were again baaj in ooUectJng forcea for 
another attack upon Cbe Bunneae, received Ibiimatioo from the Supreme 
Gcvenmei^ either to quit tbe BritUb territory, or to deaiat from any fbr« 
ther attempt Lieutenant Pavidion had been offered tweuty-oae thousand 
rupeea, and our native ofleera largely bribed to permit them to aaaenble 
anmoieated. 

For years pait, the Burmese had been gradually encroaebing on tbe 
aouth^eaat frouUer of Chittagong, and advancing claims to tbe jungles 
frequented by our elephant bunterc, whom they bad nnjoJtly eeiaed and 
detained. Taking advantage of tbe conciliatory policy of tbe BritUb 
Goremment, and mlainterpretiDgita forbearance under iniulU to an Ina- 
biiitjto recent and punish them, they now claimed the Island of Shapooree* 
enu, tin Kom which independently of being aituated on the Chittagong aide of tbe river 
Naaf, fordable at low water, had for years past, been eooupied by 
British aubjeete, and paying revenue to tbe British Government Early

An anof of 16,000 men 
wee eolleotisg in Arraean, and eJxt> boete were already prepared to 
traoeport UacroM the river iotoChittagosg. Tbeao hoeilJe demoaetra- 
tiooe greatly aiansed the Hog poptUation, many of whom voluntarily 
came forward and oSored to aieist in prolee ting their own village*. The 
Oovemor-Oeneral, although determined opon reeUtanoe, asd the pnniih- 
meat of the offender*, wiibed to conilder U a local affair, aad wrote to 
the King of Ava demanding the dUmiaMl of the Arracan lUjah. 

In Ootober, 1033, tbe poeltioo aad deaeanonr of the Burmeee forew 
became leie tbrmteolng, and it wae thought Uat their origioai object 
wae excJuelvely eouflsed to tbe eeiiure of tbe Sbahpooree teland { the 
ordore of Goveroaent were ooseequestly modified and reitrictod to tbe 
ro-oooupaiion of that (eland. Tbe R^ab of Arracan, bowever, intlmatad 
to the Maglct^le, that as tbe Kiag bad bMS Informed of hie troop# hav¬ 
ing taken it, any attempt on our part to re-oeeupy It, would be reeieted 
and icnd lo a war. In reply to tbe Oovemor-General'e letter, bo denied 
tbal.jtte i^and ever belonged to.the Britieh, and itated that if we de¬ 
eded peace, we nuel be t^uicti if we rebuilt our etockade, be would 
deetroy it ; aad ebould we etiU pereiet, he would take from u# Dacca aad 
Mobnbedabad. He told tbe mcMenger of tbe Magiftrate of Chittagong, 
that the Burmese would iaVade Bengal by Amn ladGoafjpvm, whiter 
they bad sent an army of 3,000 men, and that they had amiie# ready for 
the invasion of tbe British dominioai at every point 

From the spirit of tbe above letter, It was evident that affairs instead 
of improving were getting worse; and that some decisive measure most 
be adopted to preserve not only our territory but oar chaiaeter entire. 
The Oovemor-Oeneral however in bis remonstrance to the Flfig bad 
treated the oatrage as an nnautborised act ^the local Oovenment, aad 
detcMwed* to await the result of his Hajesty^s answer. Id ikt mean

When the treaty of peaee was eoneJadod, Sir ArohibaM Campbell de« 
puted Captaioi LumeUen and Havelock to the Court of Ava with a eon* 
ciUatoty message on the tennioation of boslilities. They arriyed at Ava 
on the night of the 28tb of February, and were escorted by a numerous 
deputation of oAccrs to the house of the commander of the northern 
gate of the palace, Mnmf Sii99 Lee, where they were very hospitably en« 
tertained. The king, half distracted by die termination of events, at first 
deCennineJ not to receive them, but at length gave them a civil though 
hurried audience on the Ist of hfarcb, and on the 9rd they quitted the 
** Golden City," apparently well pleased with their reception; although, 
when it Is considered that they were landed late at nigl^ that no public 
place of residence was allotted to them, that Moung Sbive Loo, the com¬ 
mander of the north gate, was the only person that woold receive them, 
and.exeept their half smuggled audience of His Majesty, they received 
po public notice whatever, there was uo great cause for congratulation. 
It would have been a luocb more jadicions measure, as after events 
proved, if the British General had appointed an officer of rank to proceed 
to Ava, and act as British Resident, pending a reference to the Snpremc 
Government. Such an officer might have settled all tie ceraindblei of 
his reception, and established the British Residency on a proper footing, 
^fore the British Army retired from Yandabo.

Ava became alanned at the pretence 
of lile European eecort, and many vague rumoure werecirculatedaetothe 
object of bii UieeioD. On the 9th, at the urgent eolicilation of the Eyee« 
Woon*Atwcn-Woon, be agreed to enter upon bniineeeprevjoueto bk pro- 
lentatlon to the King, which Bunneee arrogance bad induced them to Ox 
for Aret ** itodev/^ or beg pardon day, when all hie Majeety'e Tmubv^i and 
vjieeali make preiente, ^ ehtiie/' and aek pardoo for paet offencee. On 
the 12th the Burmoeo Commieeionere* attended in full dreu, and held 
their Aret conference In a temporary ehed, having previonily refuted hi 
enter Mr. Crawfurd't hoaee, which bad been prepared for the occaeion. 

After the ueual proliminariet, Hr. Cranford tendered a draft of a Com* 
meroial Treaty, in which the free exportation of bullion and permitilon 
for Britieh Merchante to take away their familiee from the country, 
formed promlAent objecte. Tbe throe iuccewive daji wore devoted 
to boat racing, and on tbe lOtb another eonference took plaee, at 
wbieh nothing wae determined upon. Mr. Crawfurd'e preeentatlon 
wae tUo to have taken place thie day, bat owing to a fall of 
rain, it wae postponed till the 29th October, when two gilt and 
ten plain war boate conveyed bimeelf and eulte to tbe oppoeite 
ihore, where they were received by a deputation of 7>-<rrf"^eu y ye er with iwmi 9 / Ui Eiitawr.

Tbe Enropean eeoort wae prohibited from 
entering tbe town with their irme, and ae Mr. Crawfbrd wonld not 
permit them to be dieanned, they were remanded to the fteam veaeel. 

The -MKt ittpertineBee wae a reqoeet from the Tb ard yyeri, to put 
down hie ^imbreUa ae a mark of reepect to the palace, aHhough .not 
wdUiia eight of H. He wae then paraded round tbe weet and eoatb eldee 
of the palace yard, to give all pereone an opportunity of seeing him, 
and was made to diemoont at the south eaet angle of the palace com- 
popnd, and walk along tbe easteni face to the principal entrance, 
dthohgb the meanest Burmese oficere an allowed to ride close to tbe 
nte, if they wish.

No notice 
whatever wai taken of Hla Lerdablp'a letter, which was afterward a 
privately delivered to a NoHUeH'dea and tbe degrading ceremony 
broko up. 

22iid Oerpi«r.~BiIr« Crawford held another conference with tbe Com* 
mJasionerj, who were much aanojed on being told in answer to questions 
fVom themselvea, that tbe Siamese Court Is far soperlor to theirs, that the 
Xing of Slam had six white elophanta, and that Mr. Crawford was highly 
dissatisfied with tbe audience be bad received. A very ^ngtby disons* 
lien ensoed daring wbleb the Burmese claimed the Seluen River. 

Noting settled from tbe 79d to the 96tfa. Visited tbe Heir*Apparent, 
Tbarmwadi and Men*ua»gyee Prinoes. The latter kept him waiting a 
sborier time than the others, was more respectfal, and gave a fkr soperior 
entertain nent.

mese Commtsfloners having previonily objected to, now proposed the 
free exportation of bullion, and pennfssion for British Merchants to 
take away tbelr families, in retom fbr which they asked tbe restoration 
of tbe tribute and ali the ceded territories. These extravagant proposals 
were of course rejected. Finding Mr. Crawford immoveable, they at> 
tempted to bribe bim with five vim of gold equal to about 12,000 rupees. 
He then demanded an explanation, for the opening by tbe Burmese 
Government, of some private letters addressed to bim and his suite from 
Munnipore, the style and matter of which letters Mr. Laooago assured 
Lieutenant-Colonel Burney, bad given great offence, and cause for 
jealous and saspieion mgainst our proceedings In Mnnotpore. 

M Nsesaifisr.—At this oon£etence> tbe Barmese repeated their 
proposal to gnat the free exportation of bullion and permission to 
Merchant*! families to quit the coontiy, for free liberty on. their part to 
pnrobtse fire-arms and ammunition at CaJentta. This proposal ww 
also rejeeted, andaftar a long discussion on the delay in paying tbe second 
insttffimt, in wUoh nothing ww settled, the meeting broke op. At* a 
ee nf e i u i en held cm Oe Nth» the Bninmie eowMtod to' Bdr.

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propoMd Treaty aader eertain modidcatiODs. and eyan coeditioB that the

The 
Burmeea then, aa if fearfal of <hafiof graated too naob, reqaeeted 
a further exteatioo of three BM>Dthi.^bieh Mr. Crawford refoeed, and 
the raeetiDg broke op for the eaventh Ume, withoot any projpeot of a 
dual lettleiaeot 12 ih.>^Tbe diecouioo opeoed to-day oo the pari of 
the Burmere, with a long dieeertatioo OD the advaotagee of epright 
eooduGt, after wbieh they deeired to know by what anthority a Britieb 
force waa atationed at MoaimeiD, eoatrary, they aaid, to the treaty of 
Y.andabo. A very loog diecoMioo eoaoed, at the eod of which the Con* 
mereiaJ Treaty waa iotrodaoed» when 4t waa dUeoeered that they had 
elaodeiiioely altered the 4tb artiele r^arding oerchaat'a faailiea, mad 
the words *• returs to the coontry** were aubsUlDied for ** quit the 
eouotry." They were oot in the leaat abaibed at the exposure of their 
diigraeotul attempt at fraod, and after some further discussioft 
the meeting diasolved, the Burmese Commission era agreeing to deliver 
the Treaty ligDcd aad sealed on the I6th, ia return for wbieh Mr. 

Crawfurd agreed that the Army should evacuate Rangoon in 70 days; 
also, to postpone for one year the payment of the third, and fourth instal¬ 
ments, and to relingnish a balance of It lacs still due upon the second.

\6tk iVosmbtfr.—At the meeting to-day the Burmese refused to sign 
the treaty as they had agreed to do, nntjl the whole of the British 
army should have evacuated the Burmese dominions. Mit Crawford 
accordingly absolved himself from his former promises, wbiob were made 
under an impression that the treaty, as then agreed upon, would be 
concluded at this meeting, aad refused to hold any further discnssions 
with them, offering to accept of aay treaty they might think proper to 
give him. The Burmese Coauniisioaeri now altered their tone, and 
desired to see the paper of conoessions which Mr. Crawfurd had drawn 
up, and whilst reading it, they were detected in an attempt to alter the 
d^ of payment to foor months later. They then promised to complete 
the negociation in two days, and departed. 

IPM hToMSifor.^The Burmese negoeiaton now pnt off the final setsie- 
aeot, not having seen the King, and Mr. Crawford being uxioni to 
depart, gave np the question of gold, and proposed the exportation of 
silVe^ only, but they refused; upon wbiob he again expresaad his willing- 
oesi to aceept of any treaty they would give him, aad laid before then a 
paper oa the sutyeot, but whleb they decUaud to roeeJve. 

Mb XessMhsr.^The ComAlsiiouen met again to-day, aad without 
farther disouMl^ or refonaoe to pievlew usfnMatJsuj, doelared they

and ae tkere wae nothing objeetionable in the remaining arUelee, Mr. 
Crawford expreieed hii wiliingnau to accept of it. It ooneiata of the 
following articim, and wat elgned and agreed toby both partiei.

mah, aad le oomprieed In the lit, of which Hie nearly a repetition. 

4th.—Proridee for aMleUnce to Britieb reeeeli wrecked on the Borman 
coaat The Barmeee to be remunerated with a euitable ealrage, and all 
property recovered from the wreck to be reetored to the owoeri. 

The Commercial Treaty being concluded by Mr. Crawfurd tbue accept¬ 
ing the paper drawn up by the Bunneee CcmmUiionere, they again wiebod 
to negociate the poetpooemeiit of the third and fourth initalmenU, but 
Hr. Crawfurd replied, that hie bueineia war now eettfed, and that he 
muit haeten away. Betweea the 36th of November and 3nd of December, 
the Atwen-Woone visited him several limes, and urged him again and 
again, to delay tbe payment of the remaining portions of the tribute, 
but be replied ae before, that bis bniiaeu was finished, and urged bis 
speedy departure. 

At length, a dUonesion ensued relative to tbe captive Caasays and 
Assamese, who were taken at the eoBmencement of, and during tbe war, 
and when in order to ascertain the wishes of these unfortunate people, 
Mr. Crawford desired they might be called before him, tbe Ministers 
cunningly observed, that be bad no right to make such a demand, for by 
his own shewing ** his buiinesi was already done," kc. Ac. 

Deremher 4tA.—Be was informed that tbe King would receive him 
on the following day at the Elephant Palace. He again demanded 
the English, Cassay and Assamese prisoners, who weVe detained in Ava 
contrary to the lltk article of the treaty of Yandabo, and' offered a lilt 
of their names, which the Commissioners refused to reoeiTo. Ho then 
applied for tbe estate of *aa English Merchant named Stookdale, who 
had died at Ava three yoara befbre, and left propeftYto the amount of 
90,000 Bw wkiek bad been soiled by the Queen i but was again dooin^ 
to suffer by bis own impolitic admission, for they evaded bis demands by 
quesrioaing his authority to treat upow such points. He relinqulibed the 
captlTes without fbrther effort, tbou|A without the oonsoJatloii titat 
it was sofloient for bioreJ/ f* baviug fomaliy deoM^od them.'' - 
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' and December! received Badieaceeef tbe King *1 tbe Elepbant 
and Water Peiacee, at the former of which be wae obliged to remove hie 
^ae» and walk over icorohlof bricka* a dUtanee of about 100 yards. 

»> lUA.—The Bonneae demanded three oatiTca of India, 

(British subjects) who belai: anxioos to escape, bad son^bi refuge on 
board the steam Te«el, and Mr. Grawfurd surrendered them taking 
only a list of their names. 

12/A.«.>navlng received some return presents, though no letter for the 
Goveraor-Goiioral, and His Majesty having granted tides to each of the 
gemlemen of bis suite, Mr. Crawfurtt quitted Avatbis day, and getting 
igroand several times in the passage down, anobored off Rangoon on 
the 17th January, 1897, after a tedious and diflleolt passi^t^ of 36 
dnysi Here be refused to meet the Viceroy on busloeM, saying he was 
now merely a passenger to Bengal without any authority ;** be however 
afterwards met him at a pKvate boose, when the Woongyee delivered to 
him a respectful ^tter *' from the Ministers at Ava, to the War Chiefs 
in Beogal," wbiuh Mr. Crawford rceeived, having previously satislied 
himself of the suiUhleness of the letter, and informed the Woongyee 
that none Lot the King could address the Oovemor-Gcneral direct, except 
In the form of petition. On the 230 be quitted Rangoon, and touching 
at the now iculement of Amherst, arrived at CaJeutta on the 2ist Fe* 
bruary, 1827. 

It is much to be regretted, that Mr. Crawfurd should have acoepted the 
Commercial Treaty offered to him by the Burmese; Indeed It Is said, the 
Court of Ava opvor considered it as a Treaty, but as an ** AAlvAviv-dsa*' 
or royal licouse, which they usually stylo it. This Treaty concedes to the 
King of Ava the right of prohibiting the free exportation of the precious 
metals, as well as of levying ** Royal and at] tuiiomMty duties on our 
vessels and trade.** The free exporlation of the precious metals Is not 
prohibited by the Treaty of Yandabo, and if Mr. Crawfurd, instead of 
pressing the Burmese negqpiators so earnestly to permit, what it was 
not caitalo they had a right to forbid, had taken op another ground, and 
questioned their right to prohibit It, malntaiBing, that there was nothing 
in the Treaty of Yandabo to authoriie such an obstruetion to the opening 
of the gold and silver road,** perhaps he would have gained the point 
fur which every other object of his Mission appeaia to have been sacri- 
iiced. It is to he regretted also, that Mr. Crawford had not, during his 
stay at Ava, eodeavoored to maintain a more tegular and frequent cor- 
respondence with Sir Archibald Campbell, and to persuade that officer 
tp remain at Rangoon with the Brittsh Army, until such time as he 
heard Uiat a suitable Commercial Treaty bad been signed; for which pur* 
pose, fonr or ive dik boats mannqd by Bengal lascars might have been 
employed. It is well known, that the Burmese Court kept up a regular 
aad almost daily correspondence with their officers near Rangoon, and 
kopw the moment when the British General left it 

King finding the impoisibRity ef'eolleeting the amount of the 
third iMtaJment within the ipeetfied timci eoasulted Mr. Imne, an Eogliih 
merdiaat residing at Ava, on the probable, eogeequenoos of breaking 
his irnpgtniTrilt In reply, Mr. Lane explained the nature of treatioe, 
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bat eKpTMMd buoKlf ignonni of .tbe itept vbicb tbe Supreme Oorern* 
aoQt Bifbt Adopt, Aod Uoted ia plain Usm* nttbe forfeitnre of Rao^oon. * 
Hie npliee teaded macb to impress tbe Coart with a sense of the 
OAAiitj of falfillin^ tbeir cn^ai^Deat, as well as of tbejostice mod power 
of the British OoTereoeat His M|jestj, therefore, proposed to pa; in¬ 
terest on the oierdue instalmeot, for which purpose, almost immediately 
after Mr. Crmwfurd’s departure from Avs, the King,*ia defiance of the 
newly fonned treaty, fave aa Armeniao merchant named Sarkies Manooky 
the entire monopoly of aJl eaport trade, and laid a doty oa all British 
roods brought into tbo port of Rangoon, although not intended to be 
landed, with the proceeds of which monopoly tbe Armeniao bound him- 
self to pay the interest open the operdue instalment, should the Supremo 
Oorerameat agree to accept it These infringements of the oommercial 
treaty were speedily relinfiuisbed at the reiBOBstrance of Captain Raw- 
linsoQ, tbo British agent left at Rangoon by Sir Archibald Campbell. 

The second Instalmeot was paid four dsys before M^Crawfurd quitted 
Aea, and on tbe Seb December, the remainder of tbe British army evaou* 
ated Rangoon under Major-General Sir Archibald Campbell, who 
appointed Lieutenant Rawlinson to act as British agent at Rangoon, 
as well for tbe proteoUoD cf commerce as for receiving tlie remaining 
instalmentsof tbe Tribute. 

In March a Bunnete Embassy arrived at Calcutta with the following 
objeetst'— 

1 st—To postpone for atim^the payment of the third and foorth lostal- 
mcots of the tribute. * 

9ad.»To remonstrate against our occopalionof a small village near 
Bassein. 

3rd.—To object to British officers teavelling through and surveying 
Rj^ab Oumbbeer Singh's territory near tbe Burmese boundary, and also 
to the ocenpation of tbe valley of Kubo by that Prince. 

The Vife-Prosident in Council objected to any delay in paying tbe 
tribute, but most judiciously referred the Commisaioocrs to Sir Archi¬ 
bald Campbell for the adjustment of this question, as vrell as of tho 
disputed boundary of tbe Burmese and Mupipore dominions, and the 
negodatiog tbe release of the Assamese and Cassay captives, whose case 
tbe Govemor-OcoeraJ thought was not present to the minds of tbe British 
Commissioners who negotiated tbe treaty of Yandabo. The truth Is, the 
Burmese, although they desired to retain these prisonorv, never ques¬ 
tioned our right to demand tbeir release, and the argument, founded.oa 
tbe words of the lltb article of the treaty of Yandabo, that they did not 
provide for tho case of these oaptives, was first adduced by Hr. Crawford. 
The Burmese sever referred to that article, and even If they bad. Major- 
General Sir A. CampbeB's proposal to meet it, by founding our right 
npon the 6tb artiele, which provides that no person whatever, whether 
native or foieign, Is beroafler tp be molested by either party on account 
of tbe part wbieb be may bare taken, .or been compelled to take, during 
the war would have been successful at Ava. 

The Ambassadors airived at Moulmein on the 3rd Jane, and bad seve- 
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rm] wttli Sir Arcfaibald Cuapbell, io of vbieb Ibey eTiDced 

ab 'axtraordinarj dread of oontaittiDf tlioiaKive*, and an iodmaion 
porpoM, which indocod them to ronooacc to-morrow wbal they bad 
ar«ed to to-daj. They however pleaded their inabiUty to make good 
their payments to os, and onblasliiBgly denied the eaUtence of aoy 
prisoners within the Bormese dominions. At length, they promised to 
sign an agreement to pay the third instalment within 130 days, and to 
dellTcr np all prisoners to a British officer to be deputed to Ava for that 
purpose; but on the following day, atter dining with the General, they 
objected to tbe article oonoerning the prisoners m tste, and gave a writ- 
ten deciarailon of their inability to treat on that subject, for which they 
were well frightened and threatened with the fate of Tippoo in vain, 
riually, they gavo a bond to complete tbe third instalment within 60 daya 
from the 4tb Septembor, 1097, anil the fourth instalment within 60 days 
from the 31sl August, lOdd, and rctuioed to Rangoon, no doubt delighted 
at their esuapo. 

In June, 1927, the Supreme Oovemment removed a prohibition which 
MiOur*GeDeral Sir A. Campbell bad issued, preventing British subjects 
from inputting Ore arms to Rangoon forMle. The reasons which induced 
tlie Ooveroment to desire the ^ discontinue this Icterdiut 

were just tod valid i but U is much to be regretted that be, knowing 
bow ardently the Burmese at this time were dcsiriug to supply themselves 
with Oro-anns, and how much they bad been willing to coucede tv Hr. 
Crawfurd for a free traffic in fire-arms, did not endeavour to obtain somo 
return from tbe Court of Ava, for wbat tlfey considered as a very great 
boon, fn November the Uovemor*^cQeraJ in Council discovering bow 
totally impracticable it was to ascertain tbe Dumber of persons, natives 
of Arrucan, Assam, Cochar, 8tc. supposed to be detained captive at Ava, 
or to obtain any infomiatloo soffioiently accurate to enable us to claim 
the porlios, and adveriiogto a statement made by the officer in charge of 
Sundowaj, that tbe Burmese do not appear to exercise any restraint over 
the inhabitaDts of the odjoiniag territories who bad acoompan^d them to 
Ava, expressed to Hajor-Gcneral Sir A. Campbell an opinion, that with¬ 
out some more positive proof than was then possessed, we must be satis> 
Oed with the assurances which the Government of Ava should be required 
to give us that they will not oppose any obstacle Co tho return of 
natives of Assam, Munipore, Cochar, Sylbet, Chittagong and Arracan, 
who may have been carried off during the war and desired to return to

tbelr homes. Tbe Major-Generai was, at the same time informed, that 
whenever he obtained any certain information of the detention of our 
subjects, natives of any district of Bengal, be was to eonsider himself 
authorised to demand their release: but that officer having obtained a 
promise from the Bnrmese authorities that all sneb prisoners as remained 
should be delivered over to a British officer. Lieutenant Kawiinson was 
dopaUd to Ava to receive them, where be arrived on the 22d Febrnary. 

In the mean time, as It never was the intuation of the Burmese Oovern- 
ment io part with so valuable an acquisition as those nnfortuoato people 
proved to he, they were conveyed into tbe interior of the country, so 
that after a strict search Lieutenant Bawliiuon could not discover a 
■ingle individual that had been captured during the war.

iVoffmber.—For months past the Inhabitants of Moolmelo bad been kept 
in a state of alann and exoitenent by the incnrsions of robbers from the 
town and provinoe of Martaban, and tbo frequent aod urgent remon* 
stranoesboth of Major-General Sir Archibald Campbell and Mr. Commis¬ 
sioner Maingy being attended with no relief, ibe latter gentleman, by order 
of the Governor-General, wrote a.dnal remonstranoo to the Court of Ava 
and to the Woongyee of Rangoon, informing them, that if they could not 
keep tbelr frontiers quiet, wo mnit do it for them, and that if on the next 
aggression of BarmeM subjects, the offenders were not lurreodered to our 
demand, a Briliib force would be sent over to seise them within the Bur¬ 
mese toiritory. This renaonstiance shared the fate of ibe former, and 
another violent outrage having boen perpetrated, and ibe offenders not 
being surrendered to our demand, a detachment of British troops was 
immediately seft over to Martaban to seise them. On the crossing over 
of our troops, the Martaban authorities and inhabitants fled into the in¬ 
terior, the place was evacuated, and tho offenders wore net arrested: bat 
some Taliens, who accompanied the detacbment, UDauthorisedlj set Qrc 
to the town, which was totally consumed. 
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This was the most wise and energetic meuure which tbo Brilisb 
Government ever adopted against the Burmese, and no doubt all the 
quiet and freedom from deprodations which tbo inbabit^ts of Mosimein 
have enjoyed since December, 1820, are entirely owing to this salutary 
example. Although the town of Martaban was accidentally burnt, the 
accideot was not to bo regretted, inasmuch as it rendered the example 
more signal and complete. The fame of this proceeding spread througli 
all the nelihboaring countries, and greaCy raised in their estimation 
the character and power of the British Government.

May 4lA.—Mel the Woongyecs ia foil pivan at tbe TeaDm-daD, 
which be apeended with bit shoes on, follow^ by hit native escort with 
their side arms. After tbe usual preliminaries, Major Buroey delivered 
bis letters, discussed some minor points, and presented a memorial, pray¬ 
ing HU M^eily to dispense with tbe ceremony of removing hia shoes 
in tho royal presence, aod to receive him in the same tnanoer as the 
King of Siam bad done. Major Burney was in great hopes, that as tbe 


distance at which former British Envoys bad been made to unslipper, bad 
been gndually reduced from tbe palace gate to tbe foot of the ball of andi- 
ence steps, that with a Utile managemeut tbe remaining space between 
tbe steps and tbe hall itself might have been dispensed with. It is 
necessary here to explain, that this eostom of removing shoes is carried 
to UB extraordinary and tOMt disegroeabic extent at Ava. Yon mast 
not be seen by tbe Ring any where, even in the high way, with yonr 
shoes. Too are requested to remove them, not as ia other Indian Courts 
Just before yon enter a room or step npoo a 8o6 carpet, but in the dirt aod 
filth or bard gravel of public streets, a handred paces before you oomc 
to tbs spot where tbs King may be sitting. Kotwitbstandlog tbe good 
eteot produced on this Conrt by tbe recent destruetion of Martaban, 
Migor Bvney thought they were not yet sufloisnily baabted. 
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19U.—The Midiitort* met at ICiyjor Boney** bcnn» eod a 
diecusaioD of three boare doratiom euaed* relative to the eeremooiala 
^^bii preeentatioii: tbej wlabcd bin to be reeeived oa a ** b«N^ic* or 
begpardoD da;, and to ooelipper, both of which be refosed to do. Do 
tbo SOtb aod 3Ut, Mr. laoefaf o, the Rangooe Shabuoder, aod ooe of the 
Minietera, called to know bU detemiBatioD oa the above dieenaaloD. He 
eontisaed firm oot to aoallpper, and informod them that anj attempt to 
emog^le him into a Aodaa*' aadieooe woald be cooeidered ae an inault 
o^ered to the OoveraoM^eaerml. Hr. lAoeiage, who apeake Eoglieh 
imperfect];, miainterpreted the abor^ meeaage to the Wooo|;eea, who 
took ofihoee. aod refseed either to aee Iff^jor Bume; again, or to receive 
an; conioa&ieatlon from blm. Ria Majpat; alao iaaiatod upon the removal 
of hie aboei, and bU being preieotedoo a ** iodaa** daj. Tbla« however, 
Migor Borne; waa reaolved to reaiiC, and baviog made aeveral fraltleaa 
attcmpta at reconcMiatioa, OB the 271b 00 tbo ploa of ill health aod the 
inuiilil; of remalniog at Ava niiootieed, be applied for boate to eoablo 
him to qnit the capital. 

Jtm$ 111.—At thia time the MeQ-tha«g;cc Prince waa cmplo;ed 
in drawing up a act of frivoloua cba/goi agaioattbe Rcaldent; the Hinia- 
tera would neither aoiwcr bia letter nor grant boata to coovey him from 
tbo capita I, and be conld hire Done wlthoo I their coaacot. The King would 
noiaee hiio oacept on a **kedea" da;, and without bia ahoei. Major 
Bnmc; being without tbo meaoa of quitting tho oapital, and finding 
that he could oot remniD under eniatJog ciroomataocea ao aa to be oaefut 
to tbc Government, cboee the leaeer of twuerila, and reaolved to concede 
thepoJol of thc^hoea, and, aa bo ooold not now oommoolcate with the 
Miaiateri direct, he availed hjmaelf of the frieodl; aaalatanee of Mr. 
Lane, tbo EnglUh gentleman before meoUooed, who bad reelded at Ava 
ever lioce the war, and poaaeaeed at thU time conaldc ruble ioflueoce 
over the Court, which, at Major Buroey'a reqneat, be exerted in making 
those expUnationa which were required to elTeet a reconeiJiatioo, jnat 
aa alfaira wore aaaumlng an anpleaaant aapect. 

The Woongyeea having aasared the King of Major Buraey'a williog* 
oru to be preaented aa former eovoya bad been, the two Wooogyeea, 
At«eo*wouQj, Ac., obtained penoiaaion to visit him again, and at thia 
interview be conceded the polot of the shoes, opoo condition of not bo> 
Ing presented on a ladaii daj. The; were happ; to compromise the 
affair, aod coniented to lay hia deal re before the King, to whom they 
afterwards reported, that Major Borne; waa too nnwell to attend the 
Aodsa da; of audience. Had the Xing been apprised of the Rosideot*# 
detenninaiioo not to be preaeotod on that da;, there la no question that 
he would have refnsed to aee him at all. On the da; Mqjor Bume; and 
the Uinisters were reconciled, ^ey reqaestod him to explain (he objecta 
of hia Mission, which be did, and atroogly urged the payment of the 
fourth uutalinent. The Hinlstert were very sore M tho destruction of 
Martaban, which they were infonnod was an accident, against which it 
was their duty to have guarded, aod to #hich the town of Men«dorio on 
the Anaoan frontier, is well as Martaban, would be liable, if they took 
ao means to prevent depredations nnd laeuralons into > oar territorfes.

•ome farther diseoiiioD, the neetinf broke np. On the Srd, the aanie 
II ioiitere produced a tetter wbieb had j oat leoeived from Monipcre, 
dated in Engllah ** 16lh Maj, 1630,'' dectariiif that after forty daya all per- 
•osi found to the veetward of the KbjeodveBi would be oooeidered 
and treated aa anhi^t* of Onmbheer Sing; a declaration which they 
leared, If peraletod in, woold leqd to a war. Before M^jor Burney 
arrived at Ava, foe Supreme Govenunent bad received and enUreiy ap¬ 
proved of a report from Captaioi Q^aaland Pomberton of a aecond confer- 
eacc which they had had in thcnooth of January, 1690, with acmo Bunneie 
CommUaioueri on the frcntlere of Muolpore, and of their baviog planted 
dtgt and Ixed the Kbyendwea river a# the future boundary between 
Ava and that etate. Kobe Valley wae aooordinglj eettled to the eatie- 
faction of Oombhoer Sing u hie territoiy. At that ooorerence, the chief 
BoraseM CommlMioner, WociidoQk» Moaug-Kban-Y^, had contented 
hiaeelf with denyiog the aeeertioot of our ConsmiMioneri, refuiing 
to hear their wttnquee, and declaring, without attempting to produce 
any proof, that the diepoted clip of territory lying between thp Ungooch- 
ing hllle'tnd the Khyendwea river, called by ui Kubo Valley and by 
the Bumeae the territory of Thoongthwot, had been In their undliputed 
poMeeeion for a period of ripe thntMod yoare. Our Commlwlonora, how¬ 
ever, coneidered themecivee ^nnd by their order* fton the Supremo 
Oovemment to Ox the Kbyeadwen river aa the boundarg, and Inepiteof 
all the Burueee Comoiaiioner'e proteeta, remoaatrancee, and even 
tbreata, they carried their ordera into efTect The report wbioh the Bnr- 
Dtee Commifaionera made to tho Miuistora at Ava excited great diaiatia* 
faction, and believing that what our Commiuionera had done at the con- 
fereooe waa noauthorised, and not to be conaidered aa final, the Court of 
Ava had reaolved upon deputing Euvoya tc^Bengal to complain of the 
conduct df our Commiaaioaera, and aubatantiate tho claimi of Ava to tise 


Kubo Valley, when intelligence waa received of M^or Bumej’e ap*- 
pointment aa Reaident at their Court Major Burney found the Court 
uud partieularly the King, highly diaaatiaOed with the reported conduct 
of our Muntpore CommiaaJonara, and detenninod not to aequleaoe in the 
loaa of the Kubo Valiey ; he therefore, agreeably to hia Initruetiona, per- 
aoaded the Mlnlaten to allow him to invito Lieutenant Pemberton to 
join him at Ava, in order to explain to them the grounda on which Oom* 
bbeer Sing claimed the Valley of Kubo. The Miuiatera had rofuaed per- 
miaaioB to Mr. Crawford to eomnuoicate in any way with our officera 
in MuBlpore, but they now readily pionaiaed to forward a letter from 
Mfl(jor Boraey, and to eozsdQCt Lieuttnnt Pemberton to Ava In a suita¬ 
ble manner. AC this meeting between the Bunneae Uiniatera and Uqjor 
Burtidy, Wooodouk Moung-Khao-Td who had lately returned from Mu- 
nlpore waa conviolod oft groaa^foiaehood. The BUniateratbenrequested 
to ^e the GoverBor-Oenerui'a letter 4o the King, ^ut Mqjor Burney 
rutaiod to produce tt, until they promiaed to persuade Hia Majeety to 
aaewer It in hia own name, to wkieh, after much trouble, they agreed. 
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Tbe " aodiettce took pUeo; hot MiO^ Boniej did sol Attend. 

Ob tko Otk tbo B«|ociBU>n dined vitk kia, »Bd infoiuod bin tbAt tke 
iag hod Ueaed the neeeuer; order* for peyin^ the foorth ijMUImeDt» 
end for keeplof the frontieri gniot bmI meeore. 

IdtA.-^iDoe the abofo dote eeven) froilloM ettempU heoe been mode 
to fettle Che oereoiony of Mid Bame;'* latrodnotioB, end thie day the 
Minlfter* wolced opoa him, and propoied that he iboald ** riiAo" 
to the palaee» and leave hie ehoe* outside the palace coApooBd, 
both of which he refosed to do; pod it was afierwarde afreed that 
he ihoutd on slipper at Che palace steps as Hr. Crawfard had doae, that 
the Oovemor-Geaerars letter should ^ earned apoa a folden tray, aad 
a traaslatiea of It, as deUrered by Htjw Boniey, read la hisHajeety's pre« 
seoee, wbo should answer It in a suitable maaaer in his own name, the Oo- 
vernor*OeneraI Co be styled the ** A Mfn, orBoflisb Chief, who rules 

Ofer India and **the freat oounCries to the westward ;**—aad as Che Minis- 
ten objected to M^or Burney tfain asceadiuf the Yousdau'' with his 
shoes 00 , a small shed was to bo orectod for him as a reoelviop room, previ¬ 
ous to eotering the palaee yard. The l7Ch was 6xed fortbepreseotaiioo, 
and olepbants and horses were sent for bis accOBUSOdatioa. The necessary 
arraagements beiop completed, aad the presents made, the most of *'tbe 
processlca/' attended by some Tsare-dau-pyees, moved on to the eastern 
gate of the palace, where M^or Barney discovered, that, Burmah-Uke, a 
suitable shed bad not beeo erected, and they wished him to enter a small 
one on tbe pronod floor, which bo refused to do. The Myawadi-Woon- 
fyee then took^im to a place which be etlled **a leseer Youm/' where 
he was kept waiting for two hours, as bis predecesscHa had been, until 
the Princes and principal offleers of state bad passed in. He was then 
conducted to the palace, at tbe steps of which be unslippered as agreed 
upOD. He found the Court assembled In full dress, and in a few miuates 
tbe Bing appeared, and seated himself upon his throne. His Majesty 
enquired after tbe Govemor-GencraJ's health, but the question was put in 
such ao ambiguous manner, that it was doubtful whether be referred to 
tbe Governor-General, or to the King of England. Tbe letter was then 
read aloud, together with a list of the preseots, end after an interview 
of 10 or 10 minutes, the King retired, and Burney having received 

some trilling presents, returned home. 

lOtA.—Jhe Ministers hoped he was satisfied with bis audienoe, aad ap¬ 
pointed tbe Wh for his visit to the Heir-Apparent. Major Burney then 
informed them,Gkat by his orders be could aot receive the preseais, but 
they could aeitber discover the sense nor the principle upon which he 
refused to take them in a quiet way. They then begged he would 5 ^t- 
pone tbe pay meat of tbe fourth ins Calmeat until February next; bot be 
objected to this delay, aad they premised to procure him a private aadl- 
eooe of the King, nt which ho mi^t meation his cemplainti both npon 
this subject,* aad, some recently imposed obstrueiions upon tbe Arracan 
trade. On the Mi another long disonsalon npon the Munipore boundary 
ocooned, and on the Mth and subsequent days, be visited the Heir-Ap¬ 
parent aod other Princes of the blood i at which nothlDg particular 
occurred. 
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fStf.—Between tbe ibove tad tke prewBt Hajot BsM^ 
reedted ievenl vuits tnd eoamviilefttlm from ihh Kfiaiaiort, who have 
•Jwoyf evtscod moch anxiety to reeoTor the Ceded Provlneet, wb&at; 
diey bed beard were e great expense to the British Oovernmeot, and this 
day, at their lostifalloo. Hr. lAnaiego sonnded him npon thel^gratnitioas 
restoration* belieeiog each to be the principal object of bis Hiuion, and 
that delicacy bad hitherto prerentod him from broaching the sobjeot. 

36iA.—Received another andieoce of the King, and a day or two after* 
wards, obtained permiseioo to pay friendly risits to the Woongyeei, as 
often M he wished, and witUont reiboring bis shoes. He, however, after¬ 
wards removed them on entering the inner apartments, ont of reipeet to 
the ladies. This pennission to 'visit all the Hinisters at their private 
houses, whenever be wished to do so, most be considered as one of the 
most important of ooneessioos, for the iatimacy and friendship which it 
created between H^or Burney and the Ministers, and the frequent 
opportoolUes which it alTorded of amicable con vers atlon between them, 
enabled blmto cany many other points, as well as to feel bU way, and 
quietly to give suitable explanations and instructions to the leading 
Ministers, before any public question was officially brought forward at 
the Lhwoltau. 

AnffV4t Attended a royal feast In honor of a large block of 
marble, which was to be hewn into a Burmese Ood, and as a Woongyeo 
conseoted to conduct Migor Burney, be agreed to perform whatever 
oeromonia)swore performed the Woongyee ; advantage, as usual, was 
taken of this concession, nnd the Woongyee removed bis shoes on tbe 
high road the moment be saw tbe building in which their Uijestles wore, 
and Msqor Burney was bbliged to nuilipper and walk a distance of 
80 feet through sand to the sbed erected for their Majesties, who had 
not yet presented themielves. 

IglA.—liieutenant Pemberton mived atAvatbis day. In the invita¬ 
tion which Major Burney had scut to this officer, he was requested not 
uttn tm VtjwDvr Wptsclf of it, without a previous reference to the Supremo Co- 

MT to is^or Onftt tos vommeDt, to which Mijor Burney bad reported bis proceedings at Ava, 
Sf?w^Tl5?r^ pointing ont the iDconvcniencc of further inquiries and diicufsioo, and 

the advantage of communicating at onoe its determination, that tbe 
Kbyendiwen river should be the boundary. Lieutenant I'emberton, 
however, confident that tbe Burmese Ministers could not refute tbe 
grounds on wbicb Gumbbeer Sing claimed tbe Kubo Valley, and be¬ 
lieving that bis means of informatioD would enable him to assist 
Major Bomey to disprove the assertions, and answer the arguments 
of the Burmese Mlhisters, did not wait tbe result of the reference 
to Bengal, but quitted Mnnipore on tbe receipt of Major Burney's 
letter. 

ne Burmese have always shewn a rancorous hatred to the Muni- 
poosees, and no sooner did they learn that Lieutenant Pemberton was 
approaching the capital with a good namhar of followers of that nation, 
than they Immediately requested that the Munipoorees might be ordered 
to bftlt a fbw mUeo below tbe capital, wbieb 'was done t two or three dkys 
afterwtids, however, at Mqjor Euney'sYequos^ they were permlftbd to 
enmewp. 
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Peaibeftofl wu tlua day preMQte^ Bt C^grt. The 
feelinx cootioaed ?er7 atrOD^botf ifaiait lii«»e)f and the Mnnipereei, 
cbanpioB be «u coutdered to be. The Wooodonk Uobd^- 
KbaO'Ti, had aUo pr^adieed the llialitera against him, and His Ma* 
jest; looked ser; serioua, anti] Lleateoant Pemberton presented bim 
with a handsome gan, and oTinood a disposition to be friendly and 
conciliatory. On this occasion an Assfimese, diunesc, and Arraeanese 
prince were ostentationsly displayed. 

16tA.—Major Burney and Uentenant Pemberton held tbelr first con* 
forence with the Ministers on the Aibjcotof the Mnnipore boondair, 
when the latter exposed the barefaced fabrication of the Burmese maps, 
and the duplicity and falsehoods of fhe Wdondonk MouDg>Kha&*Yh, 
who, Barmah-llke, bad aaserted that at the oonferenoe of 1830, the Mani* 
pore Conunissiooers gave him but one lotervlev instead of four. 

SIsi.^A disenssiOD on the Munlpore bonndary took place on the I8th, 
and on this day the Ministers ealled on Major Bomey to shew to him and 
Lieutenant Pemberton, extracts from tbelr aoeleat records and hUtorieal 
works by which the claim of Ava to Kubo Valley could be traced back 
regularly to a very ancient date. Tbey produced also the original writ¬ 
ings, and allowed Major Dumey to veiify tbelr extracts. At this die- 
oBSslon one most important fact in favor cf Ava was established. Our 
Commissioners in Manipore dwelt strongly upon an old Sban Chronicle, 
which stated that the first posseuion of Kubo Valley by Munlpore arose 
oot of a cession made to U of that territory py a King of Fong or Mogo- 
ungiD the year ^76. The Bunnese Ministers, however, produced tbelr 
historical records, to shew that 39 years he/bre the King of Pong made 
such cession, be hinuelf had been conquered and rendered tributary to 
Ava, to which state Pong, or as the Burmese call it Mogoung, bad, 
not only before 1476, but repeatedly alter that date, been subject. The 
establishment of this fact delighted the Burtuese Hinlsters, and deter* 
mined them more than ever V> appeal to the justice of the Oovemor* 
General against the decision by which Kabo Valley had been bonferred 
on Oombfaeer Sing. 

25tA.—‘Muuipore disenssions renewed. The Hinisten wished the 
OoTemor-Oeneral to depose Gnmbheer and raise Maijeet Singh to the 
throne of Munlpore; they also avowed their ezpeetatlon of getting back 
the Teoasserim Provinces, so soon as tbe tribute shonld be paid, and pre¬ 
tended to be much sarprisedon learning tbe contrary. They then again 
agitated the Salaen boundary qoestioD, which Major Bomey declared 
both Sir Archibald Campel] and Mr. Crawford to have finally settled. 
HU Majesty was exceedingly annoyed at being obliged to suMnit his 
claim to Kabo to tbe decision of the GovenofOeneraJ, whom he bad so 
frequently refused to acknowledge as his eqnaJ, and the principal 
Wooogyee, Mouogna, after some reaMnitrance from Major Barney, wu 
heard to exclaim ** that except for tbe late war, he womid not have con* 
descended to speak to bim.^ * ^ 

SM.^The Mnnipoomes were prohibited from entering the town, bnt 
t^e dai^ aflerwardsi on Major Barney's remoutranee, the order was re¬ 
voked ie give them an opportunity of pnrebasing neoessadei for lhakr 
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retan trip. !■ tfce intarrenisf day*, Migor BnnMj aad UeoUaiat Peai* 
bettM viaited tbe Boyal boat racaa mod Water Palace. 


64A ,—LientcaaBt Pemberton reerieed andlenee of leafe, aE 
wblcb be «a* Introdnoed to Petomber Siny, nepbew of Gombbeer Sicy, 
and Mijor Boraey obtained penaiaBon to ectnbliib an overland d&k to 
Calentta vi& Arraean, an object of freat inportanee. On tbe folio winy 
daj, be paid hi* firtt vicit to the Lbwottan, resoTinf Ut iboea at tbe foot 
of the itepi aa tbe 6rft Mlniaterf of liate alwaja do, and foing in and 
taking hU aeat la tbe midat of tbets on termi of perfect eqnallty. Tbe 
King waa now in a graciona mood, ind waa pleaaed at Lientenant Pern* 
bertoa’a reqneat, urged by V^jor Burney, to grant tbe releaae of two 
Mnaipere oaptivea aa a apeelai mark of bia Royal favor. On tbe 8tb 
tbe Kyee>Woongyee and other Mioiaiera diaed with H^or Bnmey by 
regular invitation, and aince tbia date all tbe tfiniatera of atite have 
dined nt tbe Reaideney in n friendly and nnoeremoniooa way, whenever 
they have been invited. Tbia waa aaotber point gained toward! eita- 
bliabing a greater intimacy between hlmaelf and tbe bfiniatera; and 
faclUtatiag materially all publie boaineae; and it la neceatary to add, 
that no WooDgyee had ever before dined at tbe bonae of a Brillab 
ofloer. 


IdiA—Captain Pemberton quitted Ava tbia moreiog, having per- 
miaalon to proceed by tbe overland rente to Peag, whleb,aa be wu 
known to belong to tbe 8nrvey Department, afforded an additional 
proof of tbe good feeling ef tbe Bunneae Coort towardi ui at tbia 
time. Tbia ofieer'a viait to Ava onforUinately tended to aatUfy tbe 
Bunneae Court of ita right to (be Valley of Knbo, and oozkaequently 
of the injnatice of tbe Oovemor*Oenerara deoiaion in favor of Oumbheer 
Sing. Tbe Miniatera treated blm, on bia departure, therefore, with a 
far kindlier feeling than they bad evinced on bia Aral arrival. 

The difieultiea and meritaoftbe Kobo qneation are fully abewn in 
M^or Bnmey^a letter to Mr. Secretary Swinton, dated 6tb July, 1863, 
la wbiob, after a long and moat laboriooa reaeareb into tbe ancient re¬ 
cord! of tbe Gonntry, and n oonaideratiott of concurrent and eiroum* 
ataotial tcatimoey, tbe right of Ava to the diapoted territory la folly 
eatabliahed on tbe following ground!. 

Irt.—'Tbo Kingdom of Pong or Mogoung, upon n eeaaion from which 
in tbe year 1476, Monipore drat occupied tbe Kubo Valley, waa proved 
to have been conquered by, and tributary to, Ava, 36 yetra before that 
date. 

Sad.—Tbe hUterieal and other record! of Avn ahew, that Knbo Talley, 
diadnet and aeparate fimn tbe Kingdom of Muniporc, bad been, for a 
long leriea of yeaia, conridered ta a part of the Empire of Ava. 

3rd.^Kobo Talley, diatmot f^mn Hnnipore, waa in tbe nnlaterrupted 
poaaeaalon of Ava far a period ef 13 yean before the late war. 

Mr. Crawfurd'a Commercial Trea^ gave tbe BurmaM Government no 
ri^t to levy dndea on tbe overland trade rib Afvaoan or Monlmela, and 
for two or three yoara alter tbe war, no dndae were ebarged os Ike Ar» 
noti tnden, who, ooaaoqnently were enabiod to nndor>Mll tte Mtlab 
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Mrebtuti, vfao imported tbeir goodi to Arm Ti4 Bufoon, vbere tbe 
flnties on fer; hwrj> A Brititb vorchont ooBpUioed of tbit pre- 
ireao«> ind led tbe Hen-ibvfjee Priaee to koty dntiee to m mott iigu- 
riou eitent opoo tbe Amen tnde» Mijer Beniej recaoEiftrtted with 
tbit ^eoUemiin» od tbe isiproprietj bit interferenee, 4nd after tome 
ditcoiaion, he agreed to Mtlit in fetUog tbe Amcao dotiet pieced apoo 
a proper footinf; and on tbe Idtb M^or Barney held a tong dieonttion 
on tbit tnbjeetattbe Lbvottan, at wbicb tbe MinUtere admitted that 
by Mr. Crawfnrd't Treaty they had no right Co tax tbit branch of trade* 
and Anally agreed to draw op atoale of dotiet for hit approval, to be 
levied at Ava. It wat alto tattled that Brititb tubjectt thould make 
their oomplaintt tbrongb tbe Reaident, and that be might attend tbe 
Lhwottau whenever he bad any bnainest to trantact On tbe AOtb, a 
dltcGuiontook place relative to atntpeoted inirigne to place tbe bro* 
tber of an Aiiamete Prlnceti (one of Hit Majei^t ladiet) on the 
throne of Attam, but which coold not be proved, and the Minittert ad¬ 
mitted the advantage of having a Britiib Rotideot at Ibeir Coart, which, 
they laid, prevented the aocnmnlalion of petty, nofonoded charget, and 
wat a meant of preterving peace and friendtblp. M^or Borney then 
complained agalnit tome of their frontier oftoert barbonrlng daooilt, 
urged the epeedy payment of tbe foorth inttalmenl* and obtained permit* 
alontoeiport gram, wheat, and copper from Rangoon, which had been 
prohibited by tbe Woongyee of that place. On tbe SSrd a long and 
angry diieotiion took place upon the aobjoot of tbe Arraoan dntiet, and 
wat repealed on the 2dtb. • 

M^or Burney* by hit Inttmetiont, bad been dirooted to engage the 
Court of Ava to tend aReiident to Calcutta* and thortly after bit arrival* 
tbe Minittert appriied him of the King*# istontioD to do to, chieOy for 
tbe pnrpote of tupportlng hit clalnt to the Knbo Valley. To induce 
the Minittert to tend their Envoyc by the overland route of Armcan* 
M^or Bnniey engaged to appoint hit Aitittaot, lientonant George 
Burney; to accompany them* and to apply for a iteam vetipl to meet 
them at Akyab. When Lientonant George Burney waa appointed to 
tcoompany them* he applied for peimiiiion to nte a gilt ebattah* to place 
him upon a footing of equally with thete Oficere. 

SArA.^Mijor Burney bad been invited to attend tbe boat raeei, but tbe 
Miniitera were too buay to recollect tbelr Invitation. On tbe following 
day, be remonstrated agalnet tbelr a^lect, and thle morning a gilt war 
boat and two ooomon ones oonveyed bimself and suite to tbe Water 
Ptiaee. On receiving audience* be was inf<Mned that an application, 
wUeh be bad preriomly submitted to attend the King's levee once in 
eight or ten days, was now granted* as well an a title* gilt chattab* and 
pony* to Lieutenant Bnmey. 

Burney had already made many applieations for 
an antbentie copy of tbe reply which tbe Ministers proposed to send to 
tbe Govera0r*Oeneml In the name of M King, and this day he repeated 
his request. The Minister refused to give it* on tbe plea of iU not being 
•nstmnary. He then objected to bis Assistant LieMnaot Bomey ee* 
eenpanying tbe Eavoyi util he was saCisAed not Mly of tbe reipectfbl 
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Knor of the letter, but of iti h^iog writt«9 in ^ Kiog*8 aame, upon 
vliich they oeqaieiccd. On the 6tb efter manj pre?ioafl difouuiow aD 4 
deteji, the Arreeea dotiee were fixed et tea per cent, for tbe KipK, 
half per coot, for the loeeJ offleen on import*. No export dutp whatever 
to ho cliarsed. Tbeee doliei remain to the preaent day. 

OrieWr PiA.—The Burmese Envoys, aeeompanied by LteotevaBt G. 
Barney, quitted Ava, m reut* to BeoyaJ, bearing a letter from the King 
to the Govemor*^eeoral, who is styled the ** AagMs Mm,** or Baglish 
Chief, at bad been agreed upoa between Major Burney and tbe Minietere, 
in iune.* 

l 4 rA.—Major Burney attended the Lhwottau, and complained to the 
MinUtere of ibe many extortions ud obetractiona to trade*; nothing was 
settled, exoept that they were to meet again on the 17 th, when he was 
utio to receive an audience of the King. On reaching the Lhwottau on 
that day, nono of the Miaialera were present to receive him, and be 
retained home. They aflerwards sent an apology, and begged he would 
return, which be did, and received an audience of Hie Haiesty, who two 
days afterwards invited him to the Elephant Palace. 

Slrf.—Major Burney was now in high favor with HU Majesty, and 
consequently so with the whole Court. He was informed by the MioU- 
iers, that the King bad ordered him to he furnished with a copy of the 
fixed obohey duties at Ava. On the XHb they denied over having said 
so, and promised to lay his reqnest before tbe King that day; botae 
usual they did not keep their promise. On the 2dth, he held another 
and very long discaesJon with C^em on the retrocession of^be Tenasserim 
Provinces and Amcan, in exebange for Negrais Island, &c.; but tbe 
King bad determined not to part with one inch of territory in exchange 
for these Provinces, and on Mqjor Burney mentioning that it was possi¬ 
ble tbe Siamese might eventnallj make us an offer for them, tbe Atwen* 
WoonMonng Teet, threatened to wrest them from that State. On tbe 
.lOlh, the Ministers dined with him, and the above discussion was . 
renewed; the Atweu-Woon mentioned the numwous favors which tbe 
King had bestowed upon Hijor Burney, as an argument in favor of 
the gratuitous restoration of Teussserim. 

A*eim6er —Metthe MieisUrf at Uiwottan, and settled the rate of 
dulios chargeable on merebaadise and boats leaving Ava; repeated his 
visit on the 4Cb, and applied far a copy the eh^ey duties, which was 
refUMd. Od the 6tb, two of the Ministers dined with him, and appmated 
the foiiowiBg day for an audieooe the King; but whsa he arrived at the 
Palace, they infonned him that tbe King did no business on a wet day, 
and requested him to oomo again to-morrow, if it did not rain. On <hepdi, 
he ettendsd at the Uiwottau, and re-uiged the pnnishmeat of the M^Ai 
Myo-tboogyee, who had been assisting and enoouragiag robbers on tbs 
Arraean frontier. He also arged the settlement of a Mogul merchant's 
claim, and o^er business. On tbe following day be meived an 
audience, at whioh the King ordered a title and gold chain, a Bunneie 
badge of honor and dktlneUoo, to he prepared for hiB« The Ministers

daf» tbej agftiD refuaod to gi?e it. Tbij boiog tbe aecond time thoj had 
deceived fiim^he tDcmorialiied the Kiag apoa the labject, and oncloiod 
the lettet to the Atvea-Woona ; the Wooogyeee refaeed to forward it and 
retaraod it b; the clerk. Mijor Busiej tbea proeeodod io pereoD to the 
LhwqttaQ, bat found DO oae there to reoeire him; he therefore left the 
letter with the offioer coauBaodiag the guard and returned home. Oo 
the Idtb be remonetratod throagh the treaearefi and refueed to bold anp 
farther intercourse with the Ministers, unles they apologised for their cod- 
duct: but 00 the )6th iostoad of apolofistog they pretended to bo offeo- 
ded with him, for sending a letter to the Atweo- Woods through them. 
Two days aflerwardSf they sent an eschsc that that they were very busy 
wheo the clerk brought the letter. Mi^or Dumey, however, rofoscdto 
receive such an apology as this, and wrote a statomont of Ibe insult to 
the King. On the Idth they sent a second excuse by a Tsard-flangyoe, 
which be also refused, and on tbe 2l8t a suitable apology was made by n 
WooQ-dook, and the affair terminated. 

24 U.^Held a friendly meeting with the Ministers, who wished to in* 
ierdict the transmission of specie from one part of the Burmah dominions 
10 the other, in addition to tbe prohibition against exporting U from tliv 
country ; ibis M^or Burney objected io as being contrary to treaty and 
anoient custom, ond proposed to them to allow the transportation of 
bullion from tbe country on payment of a snail duty. He tben obtaine.l 
a list of tbe ehokoy duties, for which he bad so frequently and perscrer* 
inglyfooght ^ 

On the 26 Ui, Br. Richardson, Burgeon to the Civil Commissioner at 
Moolmein, arrived at Ava, having been ordered hither io consequence of 
the long impaired and docUniog state of Mi^or Barney's health. Shortly 
after a dispute occurred on tbe Munipore frontier, and Major Burney 
anxious to obtain a knowledge of tbe overland roule of that portion of Uic 
country Ibroogb which no Eoropetn bad ever before travelled, proposed 
to tbe Ministers to depate Dr. Richardson on the part of Ava to the Kabu 
Valley, and there in conjunclioD with the Commissioner of Munipore 
and tbe Bnnnese frontier officers, to investigate certain coniplainU pre¬ 
ferred against the Munipore frontier officers and others. The Ministers 
gladly availed tbemsolves of M^or Burney's offer, but being particolarfy 
jealous of Europeans travelling through tbe interior of their country, 
they objected to Dr. Richardson going overland. This objection, if 
persisted in, would have defeated U^or Borney's object, be therefore 
told tbe Ministers, that he could net persaade Dr. Richardson, so soon 
to take another long watm»journey, and rather than lose his services, they 
eaoridoed Uieir pr^udlecs and gave up the point, by which tbe Supreme 

Government obtained a knowledge of a portion of country bitberto un¬ 
explored by any Enrepean, and the opinion of an eye-witness as to the 
impraoticability of moving a military force in that dirtcUon in the event 
of gaotber war. OnBie day after Dr. Rtphardson's arrival, be received 
an audience of tbe Xing, on wblob occasion, as n mark of tbe Royal favor, 
Hgjor Burney was presented with a gold TWwoy and a Wondouk's title. 
On the SBth, tboy reoeiveti another audience, and on both occasions, 
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oOBdacted bj \ Wpoafjea, were obliged to removo their iboes A) or 68 
feet ijroQ the ehed ift which Hie M^eetj recelred them. Mijor Borney 
BOW jibtBiAod the eeUlement of lome Mogul merchaiite' oltime, whioh bed* 
bega. pendbeg for B loog Use, ud bet for the preioDee of b BritUh 
Reiideiit, had probabij itUI rcmampd BDBdjiutcd. After the Biidienee, 
be held B confereBoe with the Uinietere, when the AtweB-Wooo deeired 
him ia epeakiag of the Qow^not-OtowA in the preecDce of the Slog 
not to obI] him ** CempBoy Chiefs but ** Engliih RIng/'t that MU 
M^eety'i digoity might Dot be comprooiiod, by hBriog eoDt b letter and 
EffilBuy to any other than a crowoed bead» and reqoeatcd him to ex* 
puDge the word **CaJcQtta'' from hU I^rdehip'a letter, that it might 
appear la their hiitory, u if the Mirnion had been teat to the King of 
England. Major Barney repealed hU former obeerratloni npoa thli 
aubjeot, mad deeired them not to be alarmed for the Kiag'e dignity, aad 
refaaed to lead hJaitelf to aay docepUoo praetieed apoa the Klag. At a 
aiethod of galnlag time for the oompletloa of the fonrth iaitalment, the 
Boraeto aow began to dUpate abont the qualjiy of the illver in whioh 
the cfore ought to hare beea paid. 

lOth.—*Prom the above to the preecat date leveral long dUca*' 
eioDi Cook place, both regardlag the quality of the eiUer and the time of 
paying of the foarth InitalaeiiL Mqjor Dumey ia vain urged them to 
exertioa. Mogul aad Armesiaa tradere aow frequently aooght hii aeiUt' 
aace, without which they might apply for redreae in vaia. Oa tbia day 
the Riag laid the ftrut atone of a large Pagoda, which ceremony Mqjor 
Barney atteaded. He waa wma obliged to remove bia iboea on enteriog 
the eneloaure of the Pagoda, aa it waa aaid to bo conaeontoU ground, aad 
walk over hard mad and broken bricka, whiob, like Mr. Crawford^a aadi> 
on CO at the Elephant Palaoe, waa a rough and warm reoeptaoa.’* 

1S<4. The tetkor of dlapatcbea lately received from Ideuteaant'RawliD- 
aon at Rangoon, indaoed Mqjor Barney to apply to the Lhwouan for an 
injunction ugaioat two pereoaaof notorioualy bad obaracler, named Low 
aad McPgIder, who were euppoaed to bave^ade away with, and appro¬ 
priated to their own uae, property to a conaiderable amount, belongiog to 
the eatato of the late Captain Samoer, who died inteitate at Raogoon, 
they having fraudulentlj, it waa eaid, conftiiuted themaetvea exeoutora 
to a will of their own forging, to which they affixed the deceaaed’a name 
with hli owa band after hia death. Thia laat charge waa afterwarda 
found to be iBOorrect. 


On the 2d of faikQary,Mqjor Bomey received a dUpatch from the Chief 
Secretary to the Sopreme GoverameaL Tbie wea the firat reply received 
to Mqjor Bumey'i communicatioaa aiDce hia arrival at Ava, and ia it 
hia liordihip ia Coaacil waa pleaaed to accede to that offioer'a rdijiieit 
to have as catabUahment of gun-boaie and laaean attached* df Ihe

Reddency. TheM arrived ia the following month, and placed the Re* 
Adent atlaaton an independent and proper fboting. The boat hauHHhh- 
meat ia the moat Important part of the Roaident'a iolte; throagb the 
want of laeh meana, Captain Cdx waa ao long expoaed to ioault hbd deri* 
doa,aad U^9f Bomey, on hia drat airivalnt Avarmaaroamplotely help- 
leae onable alike to reaiat inaalt, or eommaad attontionr 
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* la thU aoath, llt|ot Bora^y tt oadlence of the f^**^*"*^ 

ood hold two or three dUoaMioao whh thh Ifl a l Hott, ud oa thU 
*doy, Bt. Uchmrdion received »■ endiemod preyontory to •tortlos for 
Eendat on the frootlere of Hnntpore : Major Bareej applied for a gilt 
cbtttah and title for him, tea mark of the Soverelga’e favesr, and to ea« 
jore him the reipect of the people on hie jooraey. Hie Majeity llkewlee 
granted a gilt ehattab to Burney. During thie interview, the Klog 

ignorantly or impertineatly styled the Goveraor^General theBen gal a 
Mjo»Woeo,’** against which M^er Burney afterwards remonstrated. On 
the |gtb,*Dr. Rletaardson received a title and ehattab, and on the following 
day started for Kendat. 

Sdth.—M^or Burney obtained judgment against an infiueatlat Mogul 
merchant, who bad embeaalcd upwards of 2,000 rupees, from the estate 
of a deceased Madras merohaut, and which M^jor Burney aiterwards, as 
a special favor, obtained ths peroissJou of the Ministers, for the brother 
of the deceased to esport The exportation from the eouotry, of the 
estale of deceased persoos, is provided for by die 8(h Ardcle of the 
English version of the Treaty of Tandabo, which says, that in the ab¬ 
sence of legal heirs the property of deceased persoos shall be piaeed 
ill the bands of the British Resident or Consul, rWidispest a/ 

tkt #«MS areerdin^ ta tka ttnor af the Britirh Xew," but this important 
passage is omitted in the Burmese version. 

/VhrtHtry 24rA.—Dr. Riohardsoo returned to Ava, having eompleted 
his Mission in a most latUfaetorj masoei*, and proved the complaints 
of the Burmese to be either altogether nufounded, or very much exeg* 
geratod. He marched from Ava to Eendat in tl days and reported 
the first 4 or 6 marebes from Ava to to well cultivated and abound- 
iog with fine cattle, and the rest of the journey a mere jungle. 

AfarcA l7tA.—M^or Burney thought he had nearly obtained the per¬ 
mission of the Ministers f^ Dr. Richardson to return to Moulmein 
overland vil Toungoo, but ou this day, they decided againit It, pro¬ 
bably owing to their inability to propoee the question to the Eing, who 
bad DOW shewn symptoms of insani^, and H^or Burney bad not seen 
him for two months. 


22Nd.-~ Not with staudiBg Major Barney's orgeat and frequent solici¬ 
tations, the Miniiters positively refused Dr. Rlebardeon's reqoeei, 
they also ceased to collect money for the completion of the fonrtb Instal¬ 
ment, upon which he inUmated his intention of immediately quiitiug 
the Capital and returning to Rangoon, taking great pains, however, to 
explain, that be ibonld quit them for a short time only, and with the 
most friendly feelingt. On the S4th he altcnded the LfawotUu; the 
Mlfiisters urged him to remain, and proposed applying (o the King to 
grant Hr. Riehardion'i reqnesti he agreed to this proposition, aod on 
the SSth, received an audience of Hit M^esty, who, however, refused 
his assent. • 


Major Burnuy now eaased to be appreheoded fourteen eonviotod 
ciiminali, who had escaped from (he Arrmoan yiJI and taken refuge 
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in the Bottnefe territorj ; but the HinUter* *t 8nt objeeted to eorroader 
tbemle tte Amotn iotboritiee, m there i< no proeisitm an oor treetiee 
with Are for the Botoal earreoder of erimlDeie. Tbe diicaeiion o 
tbieenbject luted eereraldeye, and tbe Mlniatere Intiated upon M^or 
Barney entering inti a geiierai engagement to eorrender every deicrlp- 
iion of fugiUre criaiaali. They vere utonitbed on being ioformed, 
that it «u eoDtnry to tbe practice of oivilkced ftatee to aorrender 
political olTendera, who might take ebelter among them. Tbe foartcen 
fugiUrea were at length aarrendered; and it waa mntnally agreed, that 
in future each iodiriduU eaae ahould he eonaidered upon ita own 
meritj, and each fugitivet only cbould be aurrendcred u the atate in 
which they had taken abellermigdt deem proper.

token! of their Sovereign’a favor and good-will will enaure to a DriUih 
Officer the reepect of all the inbabltaDta of the country, and from ibla 
coat id era lion, ao far haek aa 1787, Captain Con bad been erpecially 
dutboriaed to aoeepi of a title. At tbe aame time all further diacueaion 
OB tbe reltoration of tbe Profinec! wu prohibited, u well u tbe pro- 
pored rellnqnilhment of any portion of the tribute aa h homer for the 
adjuatment of tbe beuudary of Mouiporc, and tbe atrict prohibition 
againat theexportaUouof builion frwn tbe country waa not to bo inters 
fared with. 


Jtnt 27iA.—The Mioialen requested M^or Duruey to Inform the 
Goveroor-General, that according to tbeir /calculation, they bad com¬ 
pleted Ibd crore s upon which he attended at the Lhwottan, and after 
a very long diacnaaion, refused to comply with their rcqneat, and 
warned them that their ahufling and evasive cobcloct would probably 
lead to Ilia recal, and the forfeiture of their chance of receiving flie 
Kubo Valley. On the 14th of July be recommended tbe Supreme 
Government to grant a liberal allowance for the personal comfort of the 
Burmese Vakeels, hut to treat then officially witb the greatest hauteur, 
and to silence at once any attempt on tbeir part to stipulate for cere¬ 
monials of introduction. Tbe Miniatera now positively refused to collect 
any more money for the completion of tbe tribute, until they received 
from Calcutta, itatemeata of the out*tan> of what they had already paid.. 


On the 33ni, Major Barney received an audience of the Ring, who 
had partially recovered ; and on the 3rd August, after many previous 
uDioocessful attempts, be succeeded in stopping the cuatomary Govern- 
gpaot supplies to himself and followers, with the exception of dee, 
ffra-^ood wbloh, by tbe customs df this"Coart, they said 
coaid p9 yemitt^. "

Ovirijt to tJie circemstaoce of large^aomi of moaej hiTio; been lately 
imu^gled out of the country rib Rangoon, the Mioistera, about tbiatime, 
as a means of detecting the smugglers, Usoed an order requiring atl 
traders, on Jeavlng Are, to give in a list of their cargo. Ko one seems 
to bare been aware of this regulation nnlU this morning, when a Mogul 
merchant of Moulmeio, who was conreyiagaway a large quantity of trea¬ 
sure, and bad made no report of bis earjgo, was stopped at the Dnrmeio 
Cbokey of Kyonk-ta^lono. Migor Buraey remonstrated against this act, 
because tbe recent regniation bad not been properly proclaimed before 
the Mogul took bis departure, and wrote a Homorlal upon the sabjeot to 
tbe King, which, however, the Ministers evaded preseatiog. Ho than 
sent to say be wonld be triied with oo longer, and thai be would quit 
Ava immediately; npon which they desired to see bis authority for lukiitf 
suoli a step, but he refused to comply with their request, and repeated hii 
demand and determ!nation. Accordingly on tbe 9tfa, be embarked bis 
baggage, intending to quit in tbe eveoiog, but tbe Ministers became un¬ 
easy, and Issued an order for tbo Mognrs release. 


On tbe 10th Woondook Monng KhaaTd and tbe Treainrer begged of 
him not to quit, and in the name of tbe Ministeis apologised for the delay 
that bad ocourred la releasing the Mogul, and engaged to pay the balanoe 
of tbe crore imiBedlately after bearing freed tbelr Envoy ia Bengal. At 
Major Burney's request they promised to give this io writing tbe next 
day, and tbon took their departure. On the following day, however, in¬ 
stead of the promised written engagement, they brought a request that 
he would discuss the subject with the Ministers at tbe Lbwottau ; but be 
refused to hold any further communieatJOD with them ontil these points 
were adjusted. On the I2tb, tbe Ministers 6oding him immoveable, sent 
a very unsatisfactory letter, which in bis anxiety to avoid a total rapturOp 
he accepted, and engaged to meet them on the following morning. A 
long altercation then ensoed, and notwithstanding their former promises 
they positively refused to fis a day for tbe payment of tbe money. Major 
Burney being worn out with their tergiversations and want of faith, and 
seeing the iouUlity of further disonuion with snob people, left tbe 
Lbwottau, having repeated his most posiUve determination to quit Ava 
tbe next day at 10 o’clock, if tbe bosiness was not saUsfactorilj adjusted 
before that time. 


Avgust No notice was taken of bis Utreat and this day, at 

10 o'clock, be embarked himself and suite, and quitted (be capital in tbo 
gup-bogts attached to tbe Residency. Tbe intelligence of bis departure 
epAe like atbundpr-bolt upon tbe King and Courts, and before he bad 
proceeded seven miles, be was overtaken by tbe Treasurer, who entreated 
him to ba)t. A discuuioo then eosned, and Major Bnmey promised to 
return to Av^ (f tbe Ministers wonld agree to pay the balanoe in one 
month after bearing from tbeir Vakeels t and as a slight eenoesslon to 
them, be agreed, on tbe part of the Snpreme Oovemment, to refond aaj 
sarples that might be due to them within a like period. Tbe agreemeat

^ ^\bilL —The BBi we ram ved within tba specified time, and he returned 
to 'Jlva. On the 2Ut be bad a recoQciliatory neetins wiib the Ministers, 
who promised to annul the late rej^ulution requiring traders to report 
what Ihej may be conveying to lUngoon from the capital. On the 26tb, 
however, His Majesty i&saed an order strictly and positively probibiting 
the tmnsmiaiioD of specie from the capital or any town to Rangoon; in 
spite of w hi eh largo quantities of specie aredaiiy conveyed from the oapi- 
lal. Major Barney took no notice of the recent prohibition, but aliowed 
the matter to rest and reported hit proceedings to the Supremo Govern¬ 
ment, who approved of his conduct on this bead; but for various reasons, 
disapproved of bis quitting the capital. Although the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment disapproved of Major Buroey's departure from tbo capital, as a 
step onea taken not easily retracted, and as likely to cause embarrass- 
menk it is evident that Ibis decided roeasore produced a most beneficiai 
effect upon the Bonnese Ministers, who, when be threatened to depart, 
qnestsened his authority and supposed Ibe responsibility of tbo step too 
groat to be taken by bim, and Uiat they could practise upon him with 
impunity, the same gross delays and iodigniUes as they were io« the habit 
of practising open British Envoys beforo the war. They were eon- 
sequeotly both ulonlsbed and alarmed, when they ascertained his de- 
partare, and knowing tbcmsolves to be in tbc wrong, baitened to retrieve 
a step, the respoasibility of which they very naturally concluded, would

fall upon themselves. Had Major Burney been in possession of boats 
on bis first arrival, be doublless woald have bad a much belter prospect 
of success in abolishing that most degrading ceremony of unslippering 
in the presence of the King and Princes, lie was then, however, in 
the Burmese power, and they knew it 

On the 214th be waa groaily insnlted by one of Ibe city gate-keepers, 
and appliq^ to the Ministers to punlsb the man, bot they neglected to do 
so. On the ^9ih, be wrote a complaint of it to the King without effect, 
and two or three days afterwards, be again addressed Ibo Ministers on 
this subject, who now finding bim determined, promised to punish the 
offender. 

Stpteimifr ifiril.—Major Burney laid before the Ministers, a complaint 
which Hr. Commissioner Maingy had preferred against the Governor 
of Martaban, and warned them that a repetition of such aggressions would 
inevitably lead to a second destruction of that town. They took this 
threat very stoickally, and only objected to Mr. Maiagy*s haste in laying 
every trtfiing complaint before the Supreme Government. 

IfiiA.—'Mr. Blundell, the Depnly Commissioner of the Tenasserim 
provinces, wbo bad been temporarily appointed to relieve Major Burney, 

arrived this day, and on the i7tb, was introduced to the Ministers. 

% 

On the lit October t disenssion took place reprding ihe Islands of 
Pnh pywu and KtwtkUm in tbe SuIum river. The Ministers maintained 
that HO part of the Province of Martaban, in wblob Moulmein and these 
Islands were ineluded before the vrar, was ceded to tbe British Govern- 
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meat by the treaty of Yandabo; bat Major Bomey abortly replied, that 
^tbe treaty of Yaodabo expreailj declarer, ** that the Saltiecn river ahalt 
be the boeodary/' and that Hajor-Oeneral Sir Archibald Campbell and 
Mr. Crawford had already convleced Oie Banneee bcftotiatorv of the uo- 
tenablenesa of their claim, and that ibe Governor-General would neither 
relinquUb lliia territory now that it had been ao long incur poaeeasion, 
nor allow our right to it to be made a matter of diacuMioo or queatlon. 

Between the 6th and lith, two farther diariiaaione took place relative 
to our right lo the Txlanda in Gie Salueen, when the Minietera expreaaed 
their Intention of inalrueling their Yakeela in Bengal, to take ap the aub- 
jeet. Uia Mujualy, who for aome time ^ast had been too nnwell to attend 
to public huaincaa, now appointed a commlaaion for its diapatcb, conaiat* 

Ing of the Tharawndi, Menlhagyee, Bowoon, and Thibau Princea. 

Major Burney preferred ehnrgea againat the Governor of Martaban and 
romplaincd of illegal reatrictloiu npon eommeree, both of which the 
Miniitom promised to Attend to. 

30/ii AToeaNiker.—As Mr. Blundell had now become aequainied with the 
Miniatem and their method of tranaoetiog buaineee, Major Burney this 
day applied for Hia Majeaty'a pcrmiaaion to quit Ava on the plea of ill 
health. 

Dtftmier 4tA.—The Minialrra dined with him, and nrged him to aaaUt 
them on the poinU ao often diicuaaed, and in a friendly eonvoraalton 
which occurred ^hia day with the Myolat-woon and the Treaaurvr, It was 
clearly evident tluit the martial apirit of Ific Court naahy no meant 
subdued, hut that aome of them confidently look forward to a very dif-

ferent Toault from another war. This, with a few exceptions (as far aa 
I have observod) is llio general feeling of all classes, but particularly of 
those wbo were not aotunlly engaged with ua in the laic war. 

On the Idlb, Major Durnby received an audience nt tlie^Bleplient 
Palace, and on the noth, accounts having arrived from Bengal, a confer¬ 
ence took place with the Ministers on the subject of the balance of the 
crorc. 

With a view to gain time, and in all probability by orders from Ava, 
tbc Burmese Vekeols in Bengal had fabricated a ful.so statement of (be 
out-turn of bullion, by which they pretended to have overpaid 2 or 3 lacs 
of tiokals, although they had been furnished with an authentic statement 
of the actual out-turn by the Calcutta Miut-Masler, shewing a deficiency 
of a mneb greater amount. As (be object of Ibis behavionr could not 
be mistaken, Major Bumey peremptorily informed the Ministers, that they 
were more likely to iojare themselves than ua by sack low artifices, and 
that the Governor-General bad ordered the remainder of the crore lo be 
paid aa usual in ** Dain silver,'* and that our Mint Master's aceounl should 
not be disputed. Several discussions ensped, at which nothing could bo 
settled. On the SBtli Major Burney proposed that they should pay the 
balance in 160 days from this date. They replied to this eoneession by 
denying the aoeuncy of (be hfint*Masler^s aooount, and insisted that the 
balance shewn by an account lately received from Captain Robiasoc, (be.

January 4ri(.—Another long dUemeion oceorred, in whieh Major 
^unty expliined the difference helveen the Rangoon end CAlcottn 
eccoants to be owingtotoo high an apprtleement of ibe bullion by the 
oflieer in lUngooni and at length tbe MinUtora agreed to acknowledge 
the Calentta aeeonnt on condiljon of being allowed 10 months to pay it» 
promising to pay Interest at the rate of 1 per cent, per month, for all sami 
that might remain unpaid beyond that time. These terms, as they would 
put an end to the dispute about tbe raluation of the silver, Major Burney 
thought it best to accept, when docMments were drawn oot end the meet* 
log broke op. Major Burney's Journal ought to be rend in order to see 
exactly, what extraordinary tronble it cost him to settle this balance of 
the crore of rupees wliieh he claimed, bat wbirb the Bnrmese Court dis- 
pnUd. The Burmese have no regular monetary syatem, and no two 
pieces of their silver, one can beinre, are of the same value. Our offioers 
had been receiving the Burmese bullion by inspection only, and without 
stipulating that its real valuation should be settled by the outturn at 
the Calcutta Mint. There was a difference against ua of 5 lacs of rupees 
between the valuation of our reevivtng officers and the out-turn at the 
Calcutta Mint of the brat instalment paid to os at Yatidubooj^and on 
tbe second isslalment, there was a difference iu our favour of 1,70,000 
rapees. The treaty of Yandabo did not speelfy whether tbb erore of 
i^peos sboald be paid in siocar or Madras rupees, which last were the 
eurrcocy of the camp at the time that treaty was signed ■» and in the 
Bannese version of the article, the croro was termed ^*75,000 viss of 
pood silver, a very vague term, and one which enabled tbe Burmese 
Ministers to argue fairly, that their Yowrinee or standard silver of the 
oountry, was called by them pood, and that as they had paid us more than 
70,000 visa of bullion of that standard, their debt ought to be considered 
ail^nldatcd. Majnr Dnmey had to expl^fin and argue, and prove to 
nnwilling uiiods the eorreclness of tbe out-turn of the Burmese bullion at 
the Calcutta Mint, showing that a erore of sicca ru pees would not be com¬ 
pleted, unless the 76.000 vise were paid Id silver of the quality termed 
2)oia, wbich averages from 7 to 10 per cent, better than Yovetnee. At 
length the Court of Ava duly kept this their last engagemeot, and on tbe 
27th October, 1S32, they had not only completed the erore, but bad over* 
paid 14,000 sicca rupees. During the numerous and dtihcult discussions 
on this subject wUb the Mioisters, Major Burney had repeatedly assured 
them that any surplus over one erore of sicca rupees would be refunded 
to them: and the fact of returning such surplus unasked, will not only 
give weight to any future promise made to them by the Resident, but 
will teach them to rely with greater cOQJideDce upon the upright and 
just policy of the Supreine Government 

ilfercA 4fA—ArraDgements wgre made for preserving tbe tranquillity 
of the Martaban frontier, and several minor objects settled. To-day tbe 
Tsbau-Atwea-woon sounded Mqjor Burney on the abolition of tbe resi¬ 
dency, proposing to lubstitute a lO-yearly Embassy in its stead, after the 
manner of the Chinese Missions. BU Majesty is known to have suffered 
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BQcfa^AOikiet}' ftod diiirets of loiml tt ibe ooDtiouarHMlof Uio rciUUnc^ 
tb« capital, mod ii particalarly desirous for iu ttMral^coiuidering it as 

tbe symbol of our supremacy and his disgrace.

Oq the Mth, Major Burney reooired antltcnce of leave, and on the 28tb 
applied to the Governor-Generara agent at Assam for the release of a 
son of the Burmese General Maha Tlieclawa, and some Khans and Dur* 
roese who wore said to bo detained there against their will, but which 
turned out not to be the ease. Some Mognl and Armenian merebanta 
complained, that a close monopoly of trade had been given to tho chief 
f’lW-Zes or Agents at Ava, and Major Burney in conacqncnce desired 
them to meet him at the Lhwottau on the fullowing day. Ue accord¬ 
ingly attended and nrged the complaint, but not a single Mogul or Ar¬ 
menian was present to substantiate it On the dth April, Uio Ministers 
took a fiiroueJI dinner aiih him, and urged and re-nrged atl their ar¬ 
guments regarding the retrocession of Teaasscrlm,* Arraean ond Kubo« 
tho removal of the resideuey, &.C. Lc., but without olToring any equiva¬ 
lent. Finally, tiie Atwco-aoun iafnrmcd him, that Ills Majesty bad 
remarked lihe great increase of revenue at Avn since bis arrival. 


Ayril lOlA.—Major Burney qalltecl Ava Dili morning on terms nf cor¬ 
diality with the whole of the Ministers, and was escorted fur some dis¬ 
tance do wd the river by Wooodouk Moung Khun-Ye. 


During Mujor Barney's two year's residence at Ava, he suecoedod in 
bringing himself into frequent commanication with Uic King, from whom 
he received several marks of favor, and who, Ui rough his exertions, was 
induced to answer the Oovernor-Oenetars letter in his owu name, aud 
to submit bis claim to Kubo Valley to His Lordship's decision, flu no- 
oomplisbed m most fatniliar and frequent iuiercourse with the Wooug)ccs 
whose bouses be visited constantly without form or ceremony i csiublitbcd 
a dah vU Arracan and Honimein; protected iadiao mcrchauts from 
Burmese oppression and exaslions; obtained a fixed scale of duties fur 
tbe Arracan tradei effected the surrender of several fagitive Criminals, 
and arranged the reciprocal surrender of sneb characlors in future 
wlienever it is confonnable to tbe usage of eivilixed slates, and lastly, 
made the Court of Ava enquire into, and maintain a more strict conlronl 
over, the ponduet of all its frontier officers, and thus pat a stop to depre- 
datioos and inoursions into oar territories. It is bat just also to tho 
Burmese to mention here, that during Major Burney's resideoee at Ava, 
although 'bo received hundreds of packets from Kangoon, Uoulmein, 

Calcutta, Arracan, and Mnnipore, many of them brought under charge 
of Burmese officers, not a single instance ocoarred of a packet to hit 
address been broken open, or lost, or even detained. 

Mr. Blundell having been left in charge of the residency, continned to 
perform the functions of resident with advantage to his own Govemraent 
and satisfaction to tbe Burmese, ontil tbe month of October, when be 
was relieved by Captain Mtefarqahar, Vho was afterwards appointed 
assistant to tbe resident and continoed at Ava anlil September of the 
following year, 1833, when he was eompeUod to retaro to Rangoon for ISSS, 

the restoration of bis health. In November, 1833, Major Barney relaraed 
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to Avft witU M Ulter ud pre«eDti from the Go?emor-GeDerol to tbo 

KiOff. 

The Supreme Ooveromcnt h&viDj? at length dctermised to reotore 
the long diipuled Valley ofKoU) to the Court of Atm. Major Burocj 
wai iDStruetcd to depute a Jlritisb olFiver to accompany the BnrmeiO 
Coiomifliiioaer to the Valley, llierc to meet Mujor Grant and (!uptaiu 
Pemberton, who, 00 tlic part otMumportf, would deliver over (lie ter* 
ntorj to the Burmcec, and poiotout the lioo ofliilli which should ho 
3aod ae the future boundary. Lieutenant Mucl/cod, of tlic 30ib UegU 
Dent Madrae Native Infantry, waa accordlnj^ly aclectod for this duly ; 
and having received a title and^gold chalUiU from the King, on the 
23rd November he quitted Ava, in cnmiinny with the Uuiiiii*:*^ Commis<' 
sinner Moung Bhan Y^, and procecd«'d hy water tu Kcnilut, where 
they met Major Grant and Captain Pemberloi), who, according to instruo- 
lions revvivod from the Supreme Government, delivered over to the 
Uuriuc:4C the dUpuled territory, and murked the future line of buun* 
diiry bclwccu the two Stales, as follows: 

\it. On the west, the emifern foot of the chain of mountains, wlilcb 
rise inimcdiutcly from tho western side of the plain of Kubo Valley, 
lucluding Morcb and nil the couiilrics to the westward of It. 

2ad. On the south, a line extending from the eastern foot of the same 
bills at IIIV point where the river called by the Burmese ** Nansawing** 
and by tlie Muniporlcs ** Nunisaulung'’ enters Uic plain, up to its source 
and across tb« bills due west down to the ** Kalhe KbyouDg,*'or MuuU 
pore river. 

3rd. On the norlli from the foot of tbc same bills at the northern 
extremity of Kuho Valley, passing due north up to tho flrst range of 
bills east of ibal upon wbieli stand the villages of Choortar, Nooogbree 
and Noongbur, of the tribe called by the Mpnipories ** Loeboopha," and 
by the Bwmese ** La>gweng-Soong," now tributary to Munipore. 

Major Grant and Captain Pemberton selected as tbc western boundary 
a rauge of hills sometimes named ** Muring bills,” and wbicli bad 
before been considered to be the same as that termed the ** Yoma bills’* 
by tbo Barmese, but the Woondonk Hoa&g>Kbao-Y4 maintained, that 
it was Dot the Muring range but another six or seven miles to the 
westward of it, wbich the ISortnese considered as a part of the Yorna 
bills, and pressed and entreated our Commissioners to fix the line 
of boundary along this more western range, vrbicb ibe Barmese called 
the ** Yoma,” and considered to be a prolongation of the great moun* 
tainous chain which rises at point Nagrais and divides tbc whole King¬ 
dom of Arracan from Ava; our Commisitonera, however, refused to go 
beyond the ** Muring range, which bad been specified in tbeir instruo- 
tioDS, and after some days of fruitless discoMions, the Burmese Commis- 
sioneri eooKnted to sign tb^ agreement drawn out by our Commis- 
sioaen, on eonditiou of being allowed to enter a protest on the part of 
their Goverameot, against the line of bllti dov selected. They also 
requested, that such of the wild raeeof Khyens residing to the westward 
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of tbeUoeof bouadarj, dc^iro tortnore within the Bnrtaese 

territory, mi^ht be permitted to do eo, but onr Commiuionere refuted 
^ to aJiow the Burmese to interfere in any manner with these people. 

The agreeoient was then ti^ed, after which the boundary was walked 
over, land marks planted, and the eonfereoce broke up.. 

The Mission retomed to Avaon the IdlU of February, and after some 1834. 

discussion, Major Burney persuaded the Ministers to relinquish the utm mm b«p- 
idea of disputing the line of boundary selected by our Officers, and to 
be satiifled with what had been restored to them, wiUiout attempting; 
to prolong; the discussion for 5 or 0 miles of worthless jungle. They 
then wrote and dcUrered to him a suitable letter to this effect, to the 
Secretary to the Supreme Ooremmeui, and ibis question, which for 
years past had occasioned such trouble to the Supreme Government, 
and an inOnity of iU*will and irritatioa at Ava, was Dnally and satisfac* 
torilj adjusted. 

Xieutcnanl MacLeod and oar Commissioners in Munipore reeelved 
tlic approbation of the Supreme Government for the ability, temper, 
and Arronese with which they had coaducled their diacussiuns with the 
Burmese Commissioners.

It is needless for me to comment npon the conduct of the lastMiuioa 
to Ava, the advantages fained speak eloquently fur themselves: but I 
cannot conclude without expressing my obligations to Licutcnaot*Colone1 
Burney, for the liberality with which 1 have received access to bis valna* 
ble library upon the'Indochinese States, and bis publir. and private do* 
cuments relating to Ava, as well for the kind assistsmee which I have 
received from him in the oompilatioD of tbit Memoir. 



*tHE KING. , 

Tbe succession to the Crown of Ava is by strict lineal descent, but 
it frequently falls to tbe lotof him who has most power or eoterprlae 
to obtain it, end tbe death of tbe King is not nouaually the signal for 
a general scufQe, when tbe nnsuccessfal aspirants and their families 
are iaorificed to tbe safety of the Tietor. The present dynasty was 
founded by tlie Great Alompra in the Burmese year 1116, A. D. 1764, 
and has reigned unintemiptedly since that period. A crisis, however, is 
not far distant, which may establish anew line of Kings for Ibb country. 

Tbe present state of Ava is well known; the King is deranged, alter- 
nately gloomy and melancholy, seldom violent. He is utterly inca¬ 
pable of attending to the ordinary affalrv of state, wbleb have conse¬ 
quently fallen into tbe bands of the Queen and her brother Men-tha- 
gyee, whose avaricious and grasping natures are involving tbe-country 
in diealTeotion and ruin. Previous to bis illneaSy His Majesty was much 
beloved by bis people, to whom he was uniformly kind and considerate, 
Their loyalty Is not yet shaken, aithongh he U entirely in tbe bands of 
thOM whoM BMwacN ftn fw rm popalar.

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TUB QUEEN. 

Her Majesty ts a person of low birth, a daD|htcr of a fonner GoTemor ^ 
of the Jails. She was a junior wife to the present Kinf^, wbcn be was 
Hctr*Apparent. 8be is clever, of an a?aricioos, iotriguiag and uofor* 
fiving; disposition, asd possesses as aolimited influcnoo over tho King's 
weak mind, wliicli sho employs for the aggrandisemeat of herself 
and relalions. On the King's accession to tlie Uirone, she took pos« 
aoskion of thd royal apartments, and being a great favourite, soon per* 
soadcil Tlis Majesty to repudiate (he first Queen, and rose to her 
situation in tlic slate. Her Mnjestyliss a daughter 13 or 14 years of 
age, who is to be married to the IIcir*Apparent. 

The repudiated Queen is still living in penurious and miserable 
obscarity in Avs, sbo is llic daughter of tJie Mck>klicrra Prince, the 
King's uncle, who, to ftive his own life at the thiie of her repudiation, 
feigned madovsi until all suspicion and excitement bad subsided. 

TUB HEIIl APPARENT. 

Tills Prince is tho King's only son by n deceased and hrgbiy respeoled 
Queen of royal Mood, lie is now about 2o years of age, weak in Intel* 
loet, proud nod violent in disposition, and sboiild lie succeed to the 
throne, likely to be easily li*d away by the l> 0 Di 1 ia 8 lic adulations of his 
courtiers, and to pro%’o a troullesoinc, mther than friendly, oeighbour. 
By the custom of the country he should 'ere this b,tve been installed 
** vr wia, an ofljce of great weight, and little 

inferior in power to the King's. lie. however, is unjuslly kepi bark by 
tbo machinations of the Qiircn and lirr brother Mcn-tbs-gyee, whoso 
present usurped power wonld be abridged by his nssuming that rank in 
the state to which be is entitled. 

To reconcile the Queen's interest with the legal succession to Kic 
crown, ik is proposed to marry the prince to his sistrr*in*law the young 
princess, whom be is said to dislike, llis Highness, though without 
much public weight, is not without influential private supporters, and 
should ho inherit the throne of his father, be will doubtless remember 
the authors of bis prescal degraded situntiou. 

THE TlIARAWAPl PRINCE. 

The Tbarawadi Prince is the King's brother, and they arc known to 
possess a strong mutuDl alTcction for each other. He Is about 42 or 43 
years of age, elever, open-hearted, and liberal to the extent of his re¬ 
sources, which, by the bye. are by no means ample. He hns always shewn 
a great partiality for foreigners in general, but Englishmen in particular, 
and although bis proteges arc generally of do very respectable order, 
still bis coram uni cations with them have convinced him of the sn peri orlty 
of the British power over the .Burmese. He strongly opposed the late 
war, end his ofl*repeated remonstraneei against It end entreaties for 
peace, Induced their Majesties to suspect him of lake-wannness in their

cause* Smalt paper pellets accaslof bin of treacherj^y Ice. Itc., were 
frequeotlj strewn aboat tbe palace, and in the Kiag's patb, and powerful 
endeavours were used bj tbe Qneca and ber partj to prejudice the Kmf 
against him but without effect •, at leogib be absented bimself from the 
Palaco CouneUs for several months, since which time be has never taken 
any active part in the administration of tlie eoantry. He is a great 
boating character, and makes this diversion an excuse for always keeping 
a great number of men in tbe capital, who serve to guard against any 
sudden attack upon bis person, as well as to secure proteetion in tlie 
event of ibo King's death. For some time past ho bas been collecting 
mus<kcts, ami I am iofomicd by good anlUority, that be bas as many 
as K,(HK>. He is of royal blood, is lik^ by the people, and is supposed to 
have a fair cbaoce of succeeding, in any attempt wbieh he may make for 
Iho throne. 



THE MEN-THA-OYEE. 

Tills Hrince is the Queen's brother, and consequently a man of low 
origin. Ilo is now the Acting Regent, and is by far the most influential 
personage in the kingdom, lie is rather more than fiO years of age, and 
attempts to cuncoul bis grossly avaracious, cunning and intriguing dispo« 
sitloD, under the garb of meekness and religion, of the external rites of 
which he is a strict observer. He was tlio bead of tbe war party, moil 
though immentely wealthy, for a Burman, bas suffered less by tlie war 
than Aliy other officer lo the slate. « 

In 1831 owing to the King's continued insanity, this Prince, in co&« 
j auction wilb three others, was appointed to fonn a comniissjon for the 
dispatch of business, but be sooa usurped the office of l>ictator, and the 
otliors gradanlly declined in their altcndauce. He has now ilie principal 
resources of the Government at bis command, and should he aspire to 
the throne, wliieh in all probability be will do, he bas a fair cbaoce of 
success. He is apersonof iome talent and is said to feel the error of tbe 
late war, and to be anxious to avoid a repetition of it. His accossion 
to the throne jiiigbt probably be considered a desirable evepf, for not 
being of Royal Blood he Is less likely to brood over the loss of Arracan, 
Tennsscrioi, aud tbe territories to the Dortb-’west, than if be were a 
descendant of tbe Great Alompra, the lustre of whose dynasty bas been 
so sadly tarnished. 

1 have thus endeavoured to give a short account of the principal char* 
acters and tbe state of parties at the Court of Ava. There are many 
other members of the Royal family, but they m not immediately con¬ 
nected with tbe succession to tbe tbrooe, have no political importance, 
and are too numerons to require separate notice.

Th€ cetcbratof) Venetian traYeUcr,'M arco Pou>, (loe^AfARSDCN’s edition 
of his Travels, pn^cs 441 to 45f,) has us an nH^onnt of the war 

between the Tartars and the pcojilo of Mien (the (2^iineso,pABic for thir^ 
maL), whicli occurred sonic lime otter 127*2, and led the former to take 
possession of the thco enpital of the latter nation. Sviiv> Rnd Chawford, 
in the Journals of their Missions to 4xa,fts well af.llAvri.ocK and Taavt, 
in their accounts of the late war, Imvo descr^bedfthe extensive remains 
of Puf^an, the former capital of tlio Runndito empire, lyinp; between 
Promc and Ava, with Us innumerable ruins of temples and columns. 
Perhaps the followinj^ account of the destruction of that city, translated 
from the 6th volume of the larjco edition of the Royal Clironiclos of the 
Kiu(^s of Ava, (Mtthrt Vazawm tioKffifrr,) may be deemed curious. Purfnn^ 
also called Poukyon and ArifuadfioHa, is stated to have been founded by 
a king* TuAMO-niaiT, A. D. 107, shortly after the destruction of the Thuri 
Kheiiaraoj Proroo empire, and the kinK NAaATliiiiAVApe, in whose rci(tu 
the Chinese took possession of the city, was the 62nd from the time of 
its foundation. * 

‘^In the Burmese year 646, (A. P. 1281,} the Talain Warefroo killed 
the noble Alkimma, who was lord of tbo city ofMouthima (Martaban), 
a part of the empire, and set himself upas king there. In the same 
year, the emperor of China deputed ten nobles with 1,000 horsemen, to 
demand certain gold and silver vessels, oh the ground that king ANAir- 
RATHA Men Zau* had presented them. Some historians assert that they 
came to demand a white elephant. 

*^The Chinese envoys conducted themselves in a disrespectful manner 
in tho royal presence, when bis majesty ordered tlie whole of the ten 
nobles and 1,000 horsemen to be put to death.

*'The Chlneso continued the pursuit until they reached Taroup maw,* 
but their army, owing to the great distance which it bad marched, and 
its great numbers, began to experience a scarcity of provisions; and was 
induced to turn back from that place. 

*'Tn the Burmese year G46 (A. D. 1284), two pat or quarters wanting to 
oompleto the 27tb lunar astorism, the king NAiuTHBaHAPAna fled in fear 
of the Chinese. Hence he is styled V*kravp^pye^men, the king who fled 
from tho Chinese." 

After remaining five tnontlis at Dassien, the king, hearing that the 
Chinese bad retreated from Pogan, made arrangements for returning 
thither. On his way up tho river, it is recorded on one occasion, 
his cooks having been able to serve him up a dinner of only 160 dishes, 
instead of the 300, to which he had always sat down every dsy, he co¬ 
vered his face with his hands and wept, saying, * I am become a poor man/ 
Shortly after on his arrival off Promo, be was poisoned by his own sun, 
the governor of that plaeu. 

The building at which Marco Polo calls *a sepulchre of Uie 

king/ must have been one of tho large Buddhist temples, containing 
some relics of Gaudatna, The body of a deceased king of Ava is usually 
burnt within tho palace enclosed, and the bones and rcJics carefully col- 
looted in some vessel, and thrown into the irau'&di river. 

Like ilte early kings of England, named Pm/W, Btautlerk, Zackland, 
X^onpakankf, Ac., most of the Burmese kings are distinguished by some 
aabf’iqHet hr particular appellation. A king, Naratho, who was killed 
by some Kulaw or natives of India from Cliittagong, about tbo year 1171, 
is styled iTwZa-pya-mvw, the king who fell or was killed by Kula^. Ano¬ 
ther of Pounptt or ^ounpnffu, who was taken prisoner and carried away 
from TauHpnpu to Spriam, by the celebrated Portuguese chief, Philip 
De Brito and Kicote, about the year 1G12, is called ICula^ya^man, the 
king whom the Kuiat obtained or seised.—See Modem Universal History, 
vol. 7th, page 11 fl. 

In the sketch of the remains of Pugau, the large pagoda on the 
per right, is called Ananda ; it was buiU by a king Ryan-zret-tha, who 
reigned between A. I>. 1064 and 1093, and was repaired by the father of 
the present king of Ava, in 1796, when Captain SriiBS visited the place. 
The pagoda on the high point of land, washed by the river, is called 
JLaupa Nandm ; it was built by Anaopatiia-zau, who reigned between A*

Another striking feature umosg the Eng>

influence. Take for instance that beautiful 
building the Taj Mnhul at Agra.

whoso knowledge of architectiirs was 
great us could be expect04l from the want 
of any moans of ac<tuiring it. who Imd never 
beslowecf a thought ii|>on the subject or m«*n 
any buildings better than a common brick 
house in F.nglend and thoHC in the city of 
yutacps, profess tliet they were rather dieap- 
jtointed; while even those who Iuavs sulHd* 
ant taste to approeiato the beauty uf this ex¬ 
quisite work of art, are verv prune to qualify 
their admiration by aPribuling either iho 
plan or tbs exeenttoo to Italian artii»ts. 
Though it is possible that this may have 
been the fact, a moment's refleelion will 
show that tlio improbability it great. Th^ 
architecture of tlie building is of the same 
style that may be observed at all Mahomedan 
cities in HiiidosUn and Lahore: in Kabul 
aod Persia; and totally different from any 
thing b) be found in Eurnne except where 
the Mahometan power lins been eslabb^ied 
in Spain and Turkey. Moreover, there nre 
in many cities of the East, buildings of a at- 
tailar style of architecture, whose merit, 
though of a different nature, fufly equals that 
of tiic Taj, and which if they must yield to 
it the palm of beauty and elegance, far sur. 
paes it ID grandeur and splendour; and in

liana or any other Europeans could have as- 
slated as they were never domesticated ia 
their neighbcwrhooJ. Under such circum¬ 
stances wbat is the raiional conclusion but 
that the Taj Mahal was solely planned and 
built by aaiivre of the country; but in oiir 
seal for exalting ouraelvei at thv expense 
of the pe4»pl« of the East, we overlook all 
Ihia, and having learnt that some tiotiao 
monks reaide«l at Agra, about tbs perioil at 
which ibo Tuj was built or even at aa earlier 
dwte, and ob^rved some b»rabs at that city 
with Italian names insciibed upon them, we 
ul ondl* jump to the conclusion that so rare a 
work could ucvcr have been designed by na¬ 
tives, but that they must have had the assist¬ 
ance of Kuropeaa artists. 

Tht same spirit diwitnys itself whenever 
Jyepoor is ttenlionmi. I'be broad streets, 
Slid Uio regularity of the plan on which ibry 
are laid out, together with tlie besuliful seiie 
of the city attract universul notice; and 
because an Italian is known to hevu resided 
under the protection of iU founder, be of 
course enjoys tho credit of having bocii llic 
architect, yet the lUylc of the nrohib^clurs of 
the town and pslucc. and of the neighbouring 
palace of Ameer, is purely orirnlal. The 
regularity of the city, as justly observed by 
Huber, is to be attributed to its being the 
work of one sovereign who biid down one 
ivgular plan, and the complete division of 
the city into diflerent wards is perfectly ao- 
ooriling tu eastern idess of having a separate 
ward for each tribe ; and no more than what 
did, and to a coQMdersble d(*grve dure stiJl, 
exist in almost vvry town and even village 
in India. The chief superiority of dyrpoor, 
the Ureidth uf its streets, may surely, with¬ 
out any crest strsM of the miractilous, be 
couct*d''d l(> a native prince who was foued- 
wz a new city. Tht olwervatories built st 
Dkdhi and Benares by the s.ime sovereign, 
are^f ncrslly alludrsl to in tlin same spirit; 
yet%icrn is no difficulty in believing that 
such works odgbt be the produclion of a 
people who not only knew how la calculate 
an eclijise, but who were in possession of this 
knowledge, when onr aocsstori were clothed 
in skiDs. puiikted their budios, und worsliip- 
\wi wicker idols. 

The same dispnntion tii depreciate what¬ 
ever i« of nslieo prod action and prefer that 
of Europesn manufacture may be traced in a 
variety of other instances, some of them of 
rather an amusing description. Innumerablo 
articles of daily um are procured at a high 
pries from England, or frum some foreign 
country, which might be produced equally 
good in India, at much less expense. In¬ 
deed lbs wbols of tits aaslsra world mcim 
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to be placeil under (be bAn. Stme 
yean ego, herdly any one in Gdcutu would 
place (in hie dinner table any but ibu plain- 
e«t while Knaliah crockery-were. i^eeii 
KiiKliab CbiDu wee objected to for fear il 
might l>e Qiietokoii tor real Cbiaa, and not 

perceived to he of Kogliali mnaufacturc. 
All the rich aud IwauUful matenala fordreea, 
which nt home are eo highly prino«l by Udiea 
of fikftliioii, are licrc noted ** low and native* 
likei*’ to u-o the iil**iiticaJ vulgar expieaaion 
which U adoptod. To give ao ioaUnce in 
p<>int. A gentleman who huil been foraome 
time resident in Upper India, among'oiher 
apiximcna of the jirodticliona of ihe eoniitry. 
ImJ oolircted drawings of all the dillcr* 
riit deacripliofla of jewellery and ofua>neiita 
worn by the native women. On a visit lo 
CHicuUa. in one of llm It rat j a well era* idHipe, 
heobM-rved tlmt tlie oriianimiUof (he newoMi 
fiiahloM which hod been received from Eng¬ 
land were in ihu (liniloeUoee atyle; 111(1 
atrnck with tlie oircumtiance, he aheweil hia 
drawings 1 o the Jeweller, and offered to lend 
tlioin to him tor patterns. The jeweller 
thnnkt'd him, but declined Ihe offer, oliecrv- 
trig that U would be uaeleas to take id van* 
toge of it, unlean they were ffrat taken ta 
Kngland and executed there, in which caac 
(liry would he coniidered fashionable and 
immediately adopted here •, hut that oihrr* 
wisn no lady would lliiiik of wearing any 
thing in the native stylu. 

We may observe a kindred spirit and tone 
of feeling to prevail in ihe attvmpls to uc- 
count for any chock or want of siioceaa which 
has been experienced in oua military enter- 
prixea. When the different hordes of Piti- 
(Inrrios for some time eluded the fwrsuit of 
the BriUsli inraps ,* when the Goorkas reiwl- 
led our ffr^l atlacks; and when the hIow pro¬ 
gress which vriis made In the invasion of (be 
Burmese territories attracted public attention, 
we frit that some explanation must Ira given. 
The intelligence or bravery of the enemy, iu 
SOD)** instances decidedly superior to that of 
our own troofra, was seldom all udod to. A uy 
hint as to deficiency of proper arrangemeuts 
on our own part was scouted,* and in or¬ 
der to prove that we were neither beaten nor 
out manoeuvred by/acre nalivet. It was, in 
each case, generally asserted as a malter of 
course, that the enemy had aoma £urupeau

leadera.* Yvt with regard to lira Bur* 
meae and Pindarriea, tliere was not the aha* 
di»w of ground fur such aaauinptiofl : and, 
with respect to the Goorkas, the nnly fuun* 
da torn for any such idea, was the snppoeed 
exigence of an European ill tlie Nipul ler-i 
ritory, who never was even near one of their 
armies, but who whs reported by ihn natives 
tn be employed in one of their unenils in 
the mnnufactiiro of gunpowder. 

Ah long however as this style of Ihought 
tnd Opinion is current, U will be in vuiu to 
hope for any correct estinjuie of the people 
of India. The sltnalion of the English in 
India and ihe circuiDStauces under which 
tlioy Como to the country, present consider* 
able obstacles on tlicir part to the formation 
of a true coni|»uri»m between the character 
of ihs natives and curros|Kindiog classes of 
their own countrymen. But this at least is 
iu our power; to divest oumelves from pro* 
judice; to view the iraopla with imiinrtiHUty 
and beoevoh'nce ; emi to note cnrefully wliut 
we observe ; giving at the same lime the ex¬ 
tent of locality and population over which 
our obs4'rv%liou has extended and the roa- 
eons which have inffueoced our opinions. 
ThK at least, will enable otliers who are 
com|>etent judges of European customs, to 
form a core;mrisou belwceu the natives of 
the esKt and wrsi. with a greater prosfract of 
fairocss than any that lias ever yet been iu* 
Hti tilted. 

The great desideratum for judging of the 
people of India aud dvlitioaiiiig their charao* 
ter accurately, would Ira a body of intelli- 
geot nnd well in formal KnulUlimen of ma¬ 
ture age, well iscauaintcd with society in all 
its grades in Knglind ; men of knowledge, 
•bservBtiitf, and experiencs in the world, 
who had mixed in all clasoes at home, lud 
iu other Euro|raaii countries, with ample op* 
portuoities for noting the peculiar character- 
isLics of each; and whodjuuldat the some 
time be free from that exclusive prejudice in 
favor of England and English habits, which 
has BO often been attributed to our own 
countrymen in foreign countries, sod which 
in proportion to its cxisteace more or Use 
disquiliffes Uke mind from impartial obaer- 
vatioQ or ioveatigation. They should be 
prepared to treat witli indifference the patty 
aonoyaocea to which all travellers are ex-

Have we not humbled tbeir lulera to 
the dual, and deprived them of power, dig* 
nily, ‘and eelf-reapeel. appropnatiag llieir 
wealth io awell the rent-roll of the Britieh 
Oovernmentf* Have we not kept our¬ 
selves aloof from all but those whom necsMi* 
ty obligee ua to communicate with, the low- 
vet and the meanest of the people in the ea- 
peciliev of eervanta or officlele, or rather hae 
not our behaviour diaguated or alienated all 
other* from holding inlercourM witb u* ? 
And with auch qualifications and such re¬ 
commendations to facilitatn an acquaintance, 
we effect to judge of the native character, 
and to compare it with the only portion of 
the English with whom we have been brought 
inlo contact, a few aclecled iadividuala, who 
have every inducement tliat etiucation and 
aeif-intereat can give to exhibit themaelvee in 
the moat favourable light!

yet at the aame time affect to be rery good 1 
judgea of thair character i*^Dd wa hare 
many Mr. Thomtona in India. In abort ao 
far from having entered the mine, we bare 
BOt aven taken tba beat that the aurface of 
tba ground preaantad : the Sowera bava been 
too often neglected or Iroddea under foal, 
wa have been annoyed by the tborna tad 
the thiatlea, and wa have accordingly pro¬ 
nounced the land to be barren and incapable 
of improvamtnt. 

But it ii cheering to iierceire that a bat* 
tar feeling ia riling among ua. Wa are begin* 
ning to know both ouraelvea and the people 
of India belter than wa did.^nd the nature 
of our Oovernment ia revealing itaelf in ita 
true coloura. When we have advanced a 
little further into the aludy, we ihall diacovar 
that the difference between ua ia not ao great 
aa we have been aocuitomed to take for 
granted; and that if the Hiudoetaneea ex* 
caed ua in aoma of thair vicea and fulliea, 
thay are frea from otbera to which we muat 
plead guilty. Some of ibtit lawa and eiutoos 
are of aucb oatura that every frieod to them, 
and to humanity, would wish to lee them 
eradicated, but way have it in tbeir power, 
unfortunately, to retort upon tie in poiuta 
which we altCll find it difficult, if not impoeai- 
ble, to aoawer. With wbat face can we de* 
claim agunat the tyraanicalacta of aa oriental 
deapot ao long aa we retain the ayatea of tbc 
impreiiffleot of aeamcn, a ayaUm only reodar* 
ed oaceaaary by the inadequate remuneratioo 
for aarvice givaa by the Bagliah Govern¬ 
ment and the ill treatmaat the aailcrt 
too often receive t^Nay, we need not tra¬ 
vel, to Eaglaad /cr eiample^ HotwitlK 
•iaMBg the eloqaeal declaMtioa ao ofUa 


S roaouaced ia favour of the Britiab ladiao 
lovaroBMnt, and againat tba ** tyraaaieal 
barbariana" wbom we have aapplaaled, the 
truth ia atleugtb foroad upon ua, that wbat- 
evar might have baea tbeir aituition under 
thair former maatera, wa have not gained 
any auparior favor, reapaci, or popularity in 
tkair eyai: butoo the contrary ara regard* 
ed by tbem with the atrongeat feaUnga of 
avaraioo, and that they would hail with Joy^ 
the firat opportunity of emancipating them- 
aalvaa from our yoka ; ao bitiarly do they 
feel our oppreaaiua and injuatice. Yat had 
thia itata oi affairs bean only hinted at a few 
yeara lince : and bad any one darad to warn 
our rulers uf llie precipice on which thay 
stood: ha would have been transported 
witliout trial to the utter ruin of hia affaire* 
We point with horror to the mutilationa * 
and other barbarioua puniahmeiiU indioied on 
criminals by the native pnwvri, and we for¬ 
get ^at wa inlrodoced a law into India, by 
which a nan whoac cole crime was att^or* 
fvne might be imprisoned for Ufa, hia proa* 
pacts entirely ruined, and bia family reduced 
to beggary, to gratify iha malica of a viodic* 
tive creditor.f Indaed when we diaeiiaa 
the introduction of lawa unauitad to the 
country and the people, what Is to be said to 
the eaUblishnMDl of tha Suprama Court, 
with ita expensive parapbamalia, and the 
unjust extension of its jurimliction over the 
whole of India, which hat baea aaaumad by 
the Judges ? Put iha matter home, suppose 
our African conquerors, so often alludag to, 
had established a Court of which the ayatem 
of law was founded on tlie Korsn, and tha 
huaioaaa conducted by Mabommedan Moo¬ 
lahs in tba Arabic language, at tea tisaa 
the expaue of the moat expanaive Court ia 
England; that this Court had been fixed 
at Rome, and that ita juriadictioB eileodad 
over the British empire; that die aalarivs 
of the Judgea aod officers attached to the 
Court were fixed on tha moat exorbitant 
scale for which the people of England were 
taxed to pay. SuppM also, that when 
wa complained of the evils and injustice tu- 
dieted on ua by such a Court, wa wera taoat* 
ed by the autceeaive AfricsB Jodgea who 
preaided in it, and told that we were now 
enebled to obtain jualice, which It waa vain

iar V) the barberona and fvrocioua iiibabi* 
tante of IlindorUn,’* tlie eami' feeling pro* 
noting to either practice in l>oth iintioiu» t. e. 
the point of honor and the dread of ignomi* 
ny. In honeety if we ere in M>rne parlicu* 
1am Mi)»erior Ut the nalivee» in other* the 
Pnglbh inunt concede the point to them. 
Faltehood and want of truth b juetly attri- 
bnted to them, yet in certain canm, the lati¬ 
tude we allow ounu!lv€e ia freut; for auleran 
declarttiiina <m Amor are falsely made, with* 
out a man losing bb consideration in society, 
while inaccnrecy tnd exagyeratfon in com* 
non cnnveraatiou are of ao fn'qneut occur¬ 
rence that it become a proverb only lo 
believe half that is told you,*’ and ** the 
dificulty of getfinf at the truth * is a com* 
plaint that it universal, not only in t|ue*lioiis 
ofmciTM and fMam, but on tUa most trivial 
auhjfGt that ia agilatod betwssn pt'rties of 
opposite opiniona. In aome pointa of out- 
wanl decorum, personal delicacy, dfc. the 
•aperiority must oe awarded to the Englial^; 
in otiiarc to the nativea. When wa taa them 
with practioea which oflend our ooiiona of 
decency and propriety, wc must blush at the 
light or n party of officers, sitting up more 
than half the night, singing the most pro- 
pbaneand indecent ribaldry, and Anally car¬ 
ried to bed by ibeir native •ervaDt]p,iu a per¬ 
fect state or intoxication ; while tlie vory 
Beit day, before they have well recuverwl 
from their debanch, some of these very offi¬ 
cers are sitting on a Court-Martial, to try 
and puniA a poor private for having done 
BO more tban they themaelvea have been 
guilty off 

fiucb eomptrisona might be extended to a 
very great length, and would tend to leeeen 
In n considerable degree the imaginary die- 
taoce between (he two nations; but this ie 
not the ayaiaa we adopt wbeu contrasting 
onr enlighiened and superior aelvee with the 
despised anij degraded paimt. Every in- 
mdiOrd tnaUnoe of miac^pBt an their part 
il blasad abroad wkh ntmqa^ publicity,. 
Bid iDfereacee ara drawn of the lufitAteif 


of the people to be trusted or employed; 
while a ainiiar occurt'scc on the part of 
an Engliehmau is as lonch as punsible 
hustled lip* and all aorta of vxcuses 
are devisM to eatennato hia misdeeds. 
When areally fur and enuitable comparisnn 
shall be drawn belwcen (be two oaiioiis by 
men who are properly ijualifled for tha task* 
we shall pnesibly agree (o the Irutli of an 
opiiiioa which 1 once lieard I'Xpressed by an 
old man who hud travelled much and iraiisuct- 
oj busiiieas in various coniitriim, and with all 
descriptions of jN.'OpIv, via. (hat Miiing 
uMilo tiiose who W4TU entirely in the savage 
state, although between iadividvaZs the dif¬ 
ference was immense, yet that if we fairly 
bulaucvtl one vice or virtue with another, ua 
e fcAe/f, there wan ai>( t<*n per cent, dilfer- 
cace between the vrry beat and llin vinf 
trnr$t u|>on eartli.” The following obaervs- 
tions wore made by a Oiond of wine, wlu> 
hax passed several years iiuiong the ualive* 
engaged in mercantile afl'airs, and secluded 
from European society, in reply to winiu 
queries on the suhjcei in 1 B 21 >. 

** On the wliolc, however, I like the peo¬ 
ple, and <ko not think very ill of them. They 
are what formerly the absence of all luw, and

I am afruici, bnd ; but 1 readily 
allow he is what his situation has made him, 
snd as I said at the beginning of tills letter, 
after nil 1 like him, and indeed place more 
confidence in him (ban I do in llie majority 
of my own counlrymen. This seems some¬ 
what in op |>osilioD to njy fipinious; but the 
fact is, 1 have a high opinion of their fide¬ 
lity, if one goes tl<e right way to spcurs it. 
Donald Bean would nnt hare minded break¬ 
ing any ordinary oath to oblige the clergy- 
mau who attended him at the gallows: but 
having awom on the edge oi bis dagger. 
Ruse Bridwardine’s secret wss iuvjolable. 
Sojs it with the native—secure bin after hia 
own fashion, and you may rely upon him :

tittcl tier ao broad ai we have senerally aup^ 
boiedi and that, until we ehill bare learnt 
to briog them nearer to the eye and to eon* 
pare (hem nore minutely, our ayatem of go- 
vemioent and our conduct towarda them can 
never real on a aecure fouudation. 

In a ptpr^r of thU nature eome obserTutiona 
of a general nature be expected, on 

the prevailing fealurer of Uie nalive charac¬ 
ter ; but among a people w varied and dia- 
tH*ra«d over ao vaatan extent of country, aub- 
jact to iuch inhnile diversity of climate, cut* 
Ionia, and babtU, it ia extremely difficult to 
doaeribe any striking characteritic aa con* 
mon to the whole race. In reading lately 
Mme account! of tbe Spaniard!, 1 have betu 
much struck with the great reeomblancf 
which ihe^ are said to exhibit in tone poinu 
to the natives of III is country, particularly jn 
their habit of boasting, love of procrastina¬ 
tion and dilatory proeecdiogs, and in their 
natural civility ana politeness. The charac¬ 
ter of the two grand divieiona of Hindoos 
and Mootulmsna, and many of tbe sub*divi* 
siona of each class, is in many tbiugs eo 
radically dilTerent, that observatioDs oo a 
compreheofive seals can hardly be framed, 
w as to present a correct picture. One 
grand distinction is religion—their degrading 
aupentition and aboninablo and tbau^ sys¬ 
tem of idolatry, ailded to tbe inmiorality of 
certain domriptiuoi which it tolerates, have 
a tendency to render the Hindoos an inferior 
people to the Mahometans, whose code of mo¬ 
rality ia in many points pure and correct, be¬ 
ing principally taken from our own Scriptures; 
Vet strange to say that in practice, the dif¬ 
ference in the effect produced by the two 
systems on the conduct of the respective vota¬ 
ries h much less than might have been , 
aupposed. A rsrosrk which I fear will 
apply but too well to tlie profession and 
practice of Christianity, or indeed of any 
oth^r religion that imposes rsatrmuta «p. 
00 the mind or body of qm. Tbe morn 
ueiverMllt prevailing feature, and one 
which win perfaape m applU^bte v^al- 
ly to both ctasM ih India, ii i deficient 
In 4ruth,—a sfaaC of oxactaem ia ihefr 
ideas and babiti of eatimatisg asd do- 


6niS|, a dislike to trouble or cheriioo of any 
fcind^ aod the love of procraatinatioa. £1- 
pbieatone observes of tne natives of Persia 
and India that ** a mad of the first natioo 
seems Incapable of obferving any tbiog 
accurately i and one of the second of de¬ 
scribing It truly ;** but I am inclined to thiuk, 
that both remarks are enually appropriate to 
the people of India of ell cr^s, ranks, and 
elesscs. Tbe origin of most of Ihcir faults, 
1 suspecl, may bo traced to indolence ; and 
witli regard to procrastination, they seem tou 
ufisii to resemble die Spaniard in never do¬ 
ing auy thing lo-day which can by any 
means be poat)ioned (ill to-morrow; and any 
one who has any transactions with them, will 
have his msmory os well impresHed with the 
** Ao^a^a'* sod ** dfkka cluthici^' (Anglice 
**ws will see about it'*) so constantly uaod, aa 
be who deals with (he Hpanimds will re¬ 
member tbe '* man an a*’ (pronounced manija- 
oa—to-morrow,”} of procrasuDating indo¬ 
lence. 

And here the question may be with pro¬ 
priety proposed what it the best mode of 
inproviog tbe moral character of the people? 
But firel let me enquire what have the Aug- 
lish dune or elleinpted towards this desirable 
end ? £di>catioti and the endeavour to io* 
spire them with a higher tone of principle 
will undoubtedly be the surest means to be 
adopted ; but a long period must elapse be¬ 
fore this will accomplish the oliject in view; 
end we should endvavuur to discover whe¬ 
ther in (he mean time a judicious application 
of legal eaactments, a loiter lysient of ad- 
miaUicring the affairs of tlie country, and a 
change in our own conduct wUl not prova 
greet auxilieries. Mortifying as it may be 
to our vanity and self-love, it is notorious to 
sll who mix with (be people, and indeed ge- 
DeraJly allow«<l by almost every Englislitoan 
in India, that tbe more the natives have 
been brought into contact with the English, 
the more has their character deteriorated. 
Immorality and crime have increased; and 
many vices adopted from which they were 
formerly free. Of the efficacy of education, 
it is needless to descant, unleas one could 
entertain tbe hope of rousing the Govern- 
meat to a proper sense of ib duties on tbia 
bead, and the lepl enactments which may 
be suggested, may more appropriately he 
introduced under each su^rdlnate bead 
which will be discussed. 

Boots poeral remarks on tbe tendency ct 
lit Eoglisb legislatiou to snset extremely 
veto pdasldee wifi not be out of plM, (of 
thoegn OUT BHtiiffi Mian Coda b moch 
mttder than Chat of the* jMmicioua 

pkloolpls Ml b««k ffiffeh fartroAoed into 
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our Indiftfl laws. Some people «d?ocftt« 
eereriey of puDMuDeoi m poaaceA for 
the proveotion of ell cricDee. Provided we 
eoold eoiure the detection end pualthmentof 
every offender, or even of n oonvdembU 
rotjorily, the plnn would in die etid be pro> 
ductive not only of benefit to the connnni- 
ty, but bo one of compaeeion to the evil>dio* 
poeed who would thereby be deterred from 
ibe commiMion of crime; but ne the Eng;* 
liib police erTengeioi;iiU (which lerio I here 
use in no eninrged eenee to Bii^nify any pleue 
for tho prevention of crime) have lullierto 
been very delicienl in (bin respect, I should 
be rather inclined to draw the attention of 
those who administer tlje affairs of ibo couu* 
try Co this point, and ordain only a moderate 
punishneot. IFhen this becomes pretty cer¬ 
tain, should crime not decreeso, it will then 
be tioio lo encreasc the severity of the pcoal* 
ty. In tbefti, for instance, suppose that the 
police could be brought to that pitch of per-1 
ractioii, that every thief was certain to be 
discovered, and the whole amount of the. 
stolon property certain to be recovered with¬ 
in a dey or two after the occurrence. The 
restiiuiion of liie stolen property, acconpe* 
nied by a very slight hoe on the thief, would 
be quite sufficient to deter any one from 
COminitting this crime. Indeed, were such 
certainty uiuinod, it is probable llint the 
mere restitution would be sufiicicnt, and that 
not a single theft would evei be committed 
in tiie country in which the Police had ar* 
rived nt much perfection; while on the other 
hand to snnea the penally of death indiscri- 
niinately to every theft would not effect 
much towards aimiliilatiiig she crime, if po¬ 
lice arrangt^nisilts were so lax that few cri- 
njjnals were discovered. It is slmost need¬ 
less to advert to the numerous instances in 
which severity of punishment has defeated 
the oldect inicndcd, the reasons for which 
arc varioiie. In llie first place uiilem the 
police airangemeiiU« l»e improved ibis result 
is certain, iua»mucU os the criminals are 
more on the alert, and take greater precau¬ 
tions to preveut disci>veTy; tod consequent¬ 
ly detection becomes much less frequent than 
Mfore. Then, again, judges ind Junes are 
suors icDieni, witnesses hesitate in giving 
poalive evidence, and |>roeecutore often de¬ 
cline to come forward; all aotuated by a 
laudable feeling. The two former observe 
that ibe puniNment to wliich tbs prisoner, 
if found guilty, will bs subjected, is so se¬ 
vers, that bs ought to bs allowed every 
ebaaoe of esoaps; and latter have 
ffaqgsatly given as their reason that 
eonU not recoocile it to their eoB*| 
ici ei oei to be the cause of lAflictiDg t penal¬ 


ty so much more excessive than the crime de- 
nrved. It is also so obnervalioD founded on 
experience, that in whatever country punish* 
menu are iuovdinately severe, there the 
police is proportionably lax. Find lag crime 
incresse, instead of going to ibe root of the 
evil, ignorant or CHreless legislators have 
contented themselves with enacting an en¬ 
hanced punishoieiM, and have been aurprised 
to find that their object baa entirely failed- 
ladevd an over*severity of punishment has 
not seidom been tlie lamentable cause of pro¬ 
ducing worse crimes. A man who is perps- 
tratinj a minor offence, to which an over 
severe punishment is attached, will, if he be 
iu danger of discovery, be guilty of inuider 
to prevent such a chance. 

This axiom has at length, after several 
centuries, began to be understood in Eng¬ 
land even by the lawyers, and of late groat 
attention has been given to the improvement 
of the police, while the punishnienls for a 
variety of crimes have Iweu lemeiied, and 
With good effect- lii India, where we are 
not hampered by EuglUh law, aod the pre- 
judicft of English lawyers, the discovery was 
made in a much shorter time. Fur several 
'yejirs. tlie geiicril feature in the criminal 
enactments has been tu lesson the punishment 
prescribed to various crimes, and to render 
(lis cases cognisable by the 'subordinate tri- 
bnnab. At first, all but the most petty ensss 
were com mi lied for irinl at the sessions. 
The punisbenent for siropte burglary was at 
one tine no less tban fourteen years im- 
prisoament. It was then reduced to seven ; 
and in ISIS mads cognisable when unaccom¬ 
panied by aggravating cireiimstances, by the 
magiftraten, aod ofleii punished by only one 
or two years imprisonment Gang robbery 
cases were formerly referred by the circuit 
judges to tbe superior court (Suddor Kixa- 
mui) and tbe punulimeiit was death or im- 

( irisooDsnt for life. Since (Hegu- 

ation 10 ) this crime, if unaccompanied by 
aggravating circumstances, may be punished 
by the sessions judge by as little as seven 
years imprisonment. Formerly, all cases of 
affrays or boundary disputes were committed 
to tbe sessions: at present minor esses are 
cognisable by lbs magistrates, with a maxi¬ 
mum puDishment, not exceeding one yearV 
i m prisou neat, Several other in stances might 
be rdduced, iq all of which 1 believe the bt- 
oeficial effect has bean decrease of crime; 
at least, it b reasoeabis to infer this, since 
a greater bumber have been puoiifaed tban 
formerly- I should like to ses the same tx- 
parimeot tried with legAS^ to forgery aod 
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T bave before olluded to one skeene of 
checking thU, and iocleed many uthar Crimea 
and eviU^ i. t. a mnre fre<|ueiit commuoica* 
tion with Ibe p^ple and a better acouaint* 
ance with tbeir cbaracter aud modea of 
thmking'» and more particularly iatliUknow> 
Je(l|re requisite witb respect to those iftdiri> 
duals with whom we are constaoily brou(tht 
Into official contact. One of the bi*»t 
modes of ensuring this would be frequently 
to make local enquiries and invrsti^tioirs in 
particular case. A very diflerent result will 
often ensue from an investi^tation s^ con> 
ducted compared with what would have been 
the case, had it been carried on ia court. 
Our courts and public uffices are held in such 
abhorrence by the people, as the but beds of 
vi 11 any of every description, that it is the 
on<UaTOur of every reifwctable person to 
avoid the contaminulion of any connexion 
with them. Tho very nature of the people 
seems lo be chanf^eil when they come wiliiin 
their atmoephere j and almost all who do 
come are under some influence of fear, force, 
fraud, or their own bad passions, which 
seems lo transform them into totally different 
beings from what they are in ordinary cir* 
cumstsners. In a local enquiry, the very 
reverse occurs. I'ho people are in the first 

I dace taken unawaroa; and even if inclined, 
lave &<»t time to prepare a story. Seated on 
the village Chubootra,* one is immediate¬ 
ly surrounded by the most respectable of Uie 
inhabitants, who will readily communicate 
the knowledge they poesess; while thoiw 
who might be inclined to conceal the truth 
feel themselvee under the eye of all whom 
they are accustomed to respect and whose 
goc^ or bad opinion is a matter of consider 
able importance, and know tliat should a 
misstatement be made, it will be immcdiale• 
ly checked and pointed out by somv of the 
numerous assembly. I appeal to all tlios»^ 
who have ever made the experiment, pro¬ 
vided they have possessed some knowled(^e 
of the people end languase of the country, 
to corroborate the assertion, that one half 
hour's local enquiry will protiuce a more 
correct knowledge of the facts and Uutii 
of a case, than is usually acquired by 
days or even weeks of invesrigatioo in t 
court or office, situated perhaps from twenty 
to fifty or seventy miles from the scene of 
action. 

If this mode of proceediag were nior^ fre¬ 
quently resorted to, our British fitnctioMhes 
would not lie under the stigma of biing too 

• a MncTuiMS MfiOB co—mttH tkkft 
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stupid to diKorer what every clown In the 
village knows, or of having shared in the 
bribM which have been given to obstrnct the 
caeee of justice: and morfifying as the idea 
may be, thts b undoubtodlv the cflaracier 
we too often bear among ine people over 
wbcim we are placed. In every fli.Hirid there 
ere people wboee chief liwliliond arises 
from giving evidence in favor of any who 
will pay them. These people are notorioun* 
ly known to the uutivo public. Vet (ho 
Briljiih fanetionarieti remain tirtnlly ignorant 
of their persons or even of their existence, 
flow can the people believe us iu earnest in 
our professerl deh'slstion of falseboud and 
peijury when they see sndi proceedings, and 
entertain such opinioiii of us as those which t 
have above moutioned? Bui how, il may be 
asked, can such local enquiries be conducted 
under the present system, when evrry ollico 
is BO overloads with business tliat to got 
through it io the hurried and uiisatisriiclury 
manner so often described in these p.iperM, is 
all (hat can be expected: and wlion the 
system adopted regarding the subordinate 
native functionaries to whom onquirivs and 
investigations might ho intrusted, is to give 
salaries oflrn literally and utlorly inadequate 
forsiihsistofloe, so (hot ihov arc compelled 
by ficcsMity to use (heir official powrr as a 
means of exioriiun and corruption / I'rom 
men educated in such a school. 1 grnnt that 
little honesty is to bo expected; but i do 
nol therefore draw (ho conclusiou that thn 
natives ani not only unfit (o l>e Iruxted but 
incorrigible. When the ssmo liberal |>olicy 
shall have boen wlupted u»wards them which 
has been intrudeced In the case of (he cove* 
nanted civil servants, we sliall then have ari 
opportunity of estimatiug their characlers 
with some impertiidily, and it is probable 
tliat a very diflWrent order of affairs will 
then appear. 

lndee<l so niucli stress do 1 lay on the 
freedom of interoniirHe l>ptweva the Kiiglish 
functionaries and the people over whom they 
arc placed, that 1 em convinced no man will 
ever he a good piildic officer who does not 
adopt this system. 1 mean with reference 
to the interens of the people; for unfortu¬ 
nately (i is very poasible to acquire a high 
cbaracter with government though ibe indi¬ 
vidual who has gained U is the object of 
dcteslatiou to every class of men in bis dis* 
trict, and thoagh he has rendered die Bri¬ 
tish name a bye-word for tyranny and aitor* 
tloa. A nan might become a ** fireUrate 
collector,’' and yet be eitremely igaoraat of 
the coun^ and the people. Indeed iKt eba* 
rity it is lo be hoped tut this is generally

Had thay out been inoorant, some at leajt 
of ibefto V crack refenua officen*’ would 
bava feltaocna compunc^oa, and laoM pro¬ 
bably btva relaxed a little in tfieir eitor- 
tlouf, by which tbeir uamce would not htiTe 
beao 10 DigUy on the iiit of efficient Go* 
Teroment aerTaata. lo the praeent day, 
iraa knowUd|e ia reqniMte to form a drat- 
rjate collector, for the greater poverty of tlic 
l^opie reodera it much more aiiEcuU Co die* 
cover funda for tazatJOD. Aed here we 
ahould be oautioua of ettributing mofe blame 
then is juatly due to ibe eubordiiiate officers 
of tbit deiiartinent. Many of them are 
drivea to owtinacy and compelled to abut 
Uicir eyea to the iiMwry aad impoveriihment 
which they inflict; and they are only In- 
alrumente hi the hands of their eoperiore to 
whom they muit render the full meaaart ez« 
pectecl or loan tbeir sitoationa. Many of the 
** crack collectorshowever, have gra- 
iMitouaiy adopted means lo acquire this title; 
and some have even solicited to be employ¬ 
er! ifl aetUement making in oiher districts 
than their own, in the nopei of promotiug 
their advancemcnL* 

When the £oglieh shall have mixed more 
with the people, and acquired a knowledge 
not only goneraily, but to a cunaiderable de¬ 
gree of individual character, of those over 
wboai they are placed, they will be able to 
add the weight of their private to that of 
tbeir official demeanour which would greatly 
eucreaee their iiiflutncc. Jt hae often been 
urged acainat tho naliret of India tliat tbeir 
scale of morality is so low that they attach 
tto disgrace to succssaful villainy^tbat men.

crimes, mgiotaiaed np unimpaired etatioo 
io society sod are ratb^ courted than ahup- 
oed by their equals and iaferiofi, from admi* 
ration of their ingenaity or fper of tbeir hoa« 
tUity. A case bw just been brought to oj 
notice where ea individuel by some fraud got 
poeeemion of an estate, aad kept iht owners 
out for many years. A suit was at lengtli 
brought forward, and tbe defence fo( up was 
a protended deed of sale, which was how* 
ever discovered, and judicially declared a for.* 
gery. Yet the guilty person ists muchccairt* 
ed by* his native acquaintance aa ever, and 1 
am ashamed to say with one exception treat¬ 
ed with the saoM familiarity aa before by the 
i^ngliah fuDcUoneriee,ev€n by the man whose 
aeolenoe declared bis villainy. 

There is, 1 grieve to admit, too much truth 
io this state of feeling; but 1 cannot allow 
that it ia universal tnd it unfortunately tolls 
aa much In discredit of the English as of the 
natives. It is true that men whose evil 
courses ere eucceseful, too aeldom meet with 
any change in tbe behaviour of their country¬ 
men which should mark n reprobation of 
their conduct; but to our shame, be it said, 
Ui^ And as little among the EngUab. Na¬ 
tives who are discharged by one func- 
lionary for the moat infamous conduct, are 
often employed by bis successor with as Vit- 
tle heviuiion as If their characters were fair 
aud respectable, I could quote cases of 
native officers who had been guilty not only 
of receiving bribes and extortion, but of for¬ 
gery, who were notwithstanding appointed 
by civil fuDctioberiei who were pmeclly 
aware of their clkoracters, to situadons in tlio 
collection of Ibe revenue. And what was 
the reason 7 In some cases it may be at¬ 
tributed to the constant change of the Eu- 
ropeau officers and the consequent ignor¬ 
ance of tbe characters of those whom they 
employed; while tbe little intercourse they 
had with the people preventod their ac¬ 
quiring this knowledge; but in the cases to 
which I allude, it was done with full koow- 
ledge of what had oocured and of the cha¬ 
racters of tbe parties. In soma instancte 
tbe British fuaetioaary profemed his convic¬ 
tion that all the nativee ware equally bad, 
asd that tbe individual in queation was no 
woree than the real; and in others it was 
obeerred that although he might be a rascal, 
yet he WGsan exceilent reveaue officer, and 
coatrived to levy the Goverameat taxAS to 
aa ezttvl thgt no oiher bad baea able 
to do«

wim submits to an insult witluiut ^linx for 
an apology or the alternatlTe of a duel. 1 
do not defend this state of ^ings, and should 
rejoice to see them eradicated, end il is to be 
hoped that belter feelings will gradually 
prevail boili among them and ourselves; but 
10 estimating ihe character of any people, it 
ia but fair to view the subject in idl its lights 
led beatings. 

The Eaglish however canaot plead an im¬ 
perfect code of morals* a perverted sense of 
write and wroog, or an ignorance of their du¬ 
ty to t^tfpuate the faults wbich are com- 
plained of. In proportion to tlicir superiori¬ 
ty in ell tliese respocts over the people of In¬ 
dia* a higher tone of faeliog and conduct 
must undoubtedly be expected from them, 
and a correspondiug severity of judgment 
must attach to their misconduct, ft is with 
a view to remind my countrymen of this, and 
not to cast any additional stigma on the ia« 
dividueis tbemselvee that I would call their 
attention to the msnj instances nf Ihe gross¬ 
est dishonesty, immctality, and general want 
of principle which must ^ familiar to their 
recollection to which in some ceacs little or 
no public expression of disapprobstiun was 
awarded, auu which in no degree affected the 
general reception of the offendem in thv 
society of llmir peers. Have we not seen th« 
succeuful libertine received with smiles and 
attention, particularly if the character of a 
duellist be added to the catalogue of bis re¬ 
commend ationa? The man who hu cheated 
his friend or acquaiuiaoce ia the aale of 
horses is equally honored provided be keep 
wUhle cerlaio limita, la Ibe civil officer 
wboee infamous neglect of duty occasions Ae 
ruin of hundreds, and the oppremioo of 
thnusands, made sensible of hU miscoadaet 
by any change in the behaviour of his eoua- 
Irymen towaras him. Mr. Ravenscrofe, da 
plain English, stole two hundred thousand 
rupees out of the Govenmout Treasury. 
Not long linco a civil functionary of bi^

raoh was convicted of bribery tod corniptioa 
to tbe most shameful degree. Several otberf 
have at various times twen proved guilty of 
the same, and otben, though legal mt 
have hsea deficient, are known to have left 
their siluafioiis ia the poesession of a ooeb 
larger sum than the whole of tlieir salary ac¬ 
cumulated would have amounted to, although 
it wu notorious that they were uot only 
peuRvlam, but in debt, at the date of their 
appointment. Soiae uf these have been pub¬ 
licly dis.toiseed the aervice; yet baa any one 
of them been made to feel by the conduct of 
iheir friends and acquaiiilaaces that they 
were degraded members of society 7 Not—* 
to our shame and disgrace be it spoken. 

In conseouence of the disclosures caused 
by chelate failures at Cakulla, was it sol

THE CINNAMON TRADE. 


In the Penny Moffazitu forOctuber 1&33. 
wo have met with un article on the subject 
of the cinnamon tree, supposed to hav^lmn 
written by Mr. Henry Marsliatt, formerly 
4ia the tuedical staff of this Island. 

in (he coniueuts upon the second letter of 
VaitAZ. ws recommended that all parties 
should enter upon l be consideration of tM cin¬ 
namon question with impartiality, divsstjni 
ilisntselvesofail prc-conceived upiniunaon the 
!4iihject. No one will deny that Uie revenue 
which this Island has hitlierto derived from 
the monopoly of cinnamon, has supplied the 
place of tazes which the former profuse ez- 
pense of Ooverniuciit must have rendered 
uecessary;^tlie recent reductions in the ex¬ 
penditure of the Island ttisy hive rendered 
us leM dependent uptm this particular source 
of revenue, but it will not be contended 
that a stoderati^ revenue, raally so harmless 
in itself, and which from nnrurnf causes must 
be payable by the for«i|u consumer, ought 
to be abandoned, for, if the Government do 
QOt need it, there are surely utUet takes, 
which being iakco off will be more beneficisl 
to the trade and agrieullura^f the colony; 
if however the revanne sow depriveil it pro¬ 
perly appropriated, we do not tbiuk that 
there is any real uecessity for a reduction of 
tazalion, ezeepting some items of ezport 
duty which yielding but lilUe ia amouiii act 
as a restriction upou cultivation, and all Uiat 
cau be derived from the ezportation of ciu- 
namon ought to be secured, as a means of 
enabling the Govemmeot to continue ilsim* 
provementi of the country, by the formation 
of roads and other measures conducive to the 
progress of the civilisaiioo of the nalivea. 
Admitiiog this es a general principle, we 
propose reviewing the subject, with the ad¬ 
vantage we now possess of a full year’s ez- 

C srieoce of the enscis of a free trade—we 
j no means mean to uy that the past yea^s 
operation I should be considered as conclu* 
sive of the advantage or otherwise of tbs 
new system ; on the contrary, we conceive

is not, however, to be thrown away, many 
Opinions conscientiously entertained must be 
aureilted lo have been erroneous, and none 
will be mors ready to avow tbiee erroneous 
opinions than ouraelvos. 

Wt feel that we cannot enter upon this 
subject wilb greater claim to auantion than 
by in the first instance candidly abating the 
points on which our experience has tended to 
alter the opinioni we, in coniuou with many 
oUmra enlerlained, as to ihs quantity of 
cinnamon likely to bs brought into the 
market for sale by Ibe natives, independsnt 
of tbs quantity gathered from the Govern¬ 
ment plantations: and tbs probable price 
which tJiat cinnsiDon would realize in the 
London msrkct under the newmtem. 

t)nr readers are aware that of tbs quantity 
of ciunamon eoUected by the Govsroment 
in the time of the monopoly, a great pro- 
jmrtinn was from the private property of 
individuals and lbs jungles. At the com¬ 
mencement of the free trade a most material 
point to ascertain, was the preciae quantity 
which might have been expected to be gather¬ 
ed by tlie oativea. inde)>e&dcnt of the Qo- 
vernment plantations; without an accurate 
knowledge upon this subject all speculatrorjs 
were reduced to a mere gambling transaction, 
and knowing as we do that the Government 
devoted their particular attention to this 
enquiry, it is a matter of regret and. as we 
consider, honest reprobation of their con¬ 
duct, that they did uot communicate to the- 
public ths result of the enquiry they bad 
set on foot, ipd which lAey only tbe 
means of eliciting. 

Our opinion on one point has never yet 
bean altered, and that is, that this Oovern- 
maot did not enter into ths spirit of tbe 
inatructioos from borne, they foresaw the 
embarrassment which the fine trade system 
would causo to their finances, they knew 
that the aoticiMiion of this bad induced a 
etrarn eurtaiimant of expenditure by tbe 
home Oovevsiment, and Initnad of boldly 
meetlof the dificiUy tad tedsaTouring lo

to be the case, if it be not so» we have to 
thank our rulers for oor ignorance, for most 
assuredly they have taken care not to alTord 
the public any clue to their proccediugs or 
ifiteutioOi. 

The average annosl eale of cinnamon in 
lw>ndoD may be taken at 460,0001 l>e. and 
under a monopoly syeteni tlie average emiuul 
sale muet be assumed as the average annual 
supply: but under the monopoly syetein ilm 
innuu supply did not necesiarily imply the 
power or facility of annuel proauctioi>, and 
therefore it is not surprising that we adopted ^ 
a very prevalent opinion^ that a trifling in* ' 
crease of remuocratiun to the peeler would 
produce a more abundant lupoly of the com- 
nodity lo 6s psiAered from laejaapfes. 

Now the average annuel supply obtained 
by the Oovemmeikt under the monopoly sys¬ 
tem betiig 460,000]bs. it wes estimated that 
only one third was produced in tbeir pre¬ 
served plantatrons, end that consequently the 
rtmaioiDg 300»OC^lbi. inigbt be ez|)ecM to 
be obtained from She property of rndividuels 
and the jungles. ’When we state that within 
twelve months after the opening of the trade, 
only 300,0n0lbt. were actually collected for 
sale in the market, our reatlers may be sur¬ 
prised, but we must, to enable them to fonn 
a correct judgment on the subject, pmnt out 
that tha peeling season comnenciDg in May 
and the trade only beinc opened on the luth 
of July, ^e Goveramcot bad all the ioteraae- 
diato time to collect, through tlie agency of 
natives, armed with roving liceoses, as much 
ciouamoa as could be gathered by them from 
the a^eesnt gardens of iudividuala, the snice 
upon which did not actually become their 
own property uotll tbe tOlh o( July, and we 
are assured that every ezertion was aiade to 
peel u much oinnaaon as possible from tbe 
prtTste gardens in the month preceding tbe 
geaaral sarrendar of those gtrdeDs to tbe be* 
aefit of the owners.

the opportunity of shewing the nativei, that 
rAey at Imut had pii^asure in granting them 
the fi^ll extent of the indulgence compri^ted 
ifi the orders emanating from His Majeity's 
Ministers at buma; but this oppoHuDity, 
like many others, of raising the local Govere* 
ment ia tha estlsaUon of tba natives, was 
lost. 

We have thus, perhaps, only in part ae* 
enacted for tbe deficiency in the ouaotity 
i>f cinnamon expected to have beea Drought 
to msrket by the nativee. The produce of 
the present year commencing from May 
1694 lo April 1636 may further eo- 
ligtitan us upon Ibis head, but taking into

We bsve hitherto coasklered the produce 
of these gardens as • pan of the annual pro- 
liuctioD of the lalaad,and have always pre¬ 
sumed the supply annually dt'rived from them 
to be almurbcdl^rore the resriap tlccAwill 
be drawn upon ; but in order to render the 
trade really free. Goremment must get rid 
of these gardens snd therefore we have next 
to consider how tbia ia to be accumpliahed. 

Here we fear we have the greateat diffi¬ 
culty to contend against, for theGoverument 
attaching a high value to their plantation*, 
and knowiag that a reduction of the price of 
ciunamon will have the effect of lovrering 
the estimated value of tha gardeua producing 
it, will be inclined for tbe aske of Btaiotatn- 
ing the value of their plantatioas, also to 
mainUio the high price of cianamon.

But to cundncl the cinnamon plantations 
It will be seen iliat besides the purchase mo- 
ney, an annual outlay tn adeoace et|oal to 
one third of the whole net incomt is required, 
ucUveaupe rtuteodeoce aad acoiapeient know¬ 
ledge oi cultivation is also iudi ape usable, 
aad in ordvr to sscura tho» mimey return 
quoted, a degree of judgiaeiit as to the time 
and mode of disposing of the produce would 
be equally requisite. These several qualitica* 
tioiis are not always U* be met with, and

ted, and the prices we have stated be adopt- 
e<l ss tbe bssie of calculation, Goveromenl 
have only to corns to (he delcrminDtion and 
explicitly explain thsir intentions, present 
and future, to secure the almost immedialo 
investment of private capital in the pur¬ 
chase of tlicir gardens, and then, from tha 
aoxiety of propnetora Io improve their plan¬ 
tations, employment will necessarily be given 
Io a vast numl^r of natives, and tbo Govern¬ 
ment will indirectly derive nn additional ra- 
' venue from the increase to the circulation of 
capita), and the gradual improvement of the 
'condition of their subjects, which it will give 
rise to. 

We have now arrived at tlie conclusion of 
our subject, and we can only express a hope 
tliit we have Dot entirely fuled in the task 
we have undertaken, doubtless we have fal- 
ieo into some errors, at 1es«t we can affirm, 
that they have not been intenUonal, and 
most tliankful shall we be to have them point¬ 
ed out: but we believe thet the principles we 
have advocated are sound in themselves, ted 
that wa are fully justified io the adapUtion 
of (hem to the subject; if it be considered 
otherwise, we invite those who differ from us 
to come forward and place their opinions be¬ 
fore tbe pubiic, who will then be able to 
judgb of their respective merits. 

But in cqoclusioa we would reepactfully

and those peculiar cams in which variations 
may be Jott and tieceiaary, will be not nb- 
•Curely ahewe either by a reference to the 
average rates of tbe revenne prfviuuily 
ememed on those particniar estates and to tbe 
effects which their impoeition haa produced, 
or to other facta which intelligent enquiry 
will discover. Any oouia nay be an ex- 
ceptioD to the ganeral fertility or sterility of 
tbe tract of which it forma a part, or the 
extent of another estate and the rank of 
position of tha propriebir may, perhaps, ren¬ 
der ita maaagement more expentiva :-»theee 
and a multitude of other circumstances—

Tlie steamer aniM on tbe 1st Febreary, 
under the conitnand of Capimn Wilson wUb ^ 
an ogrevahlc jiarty of poeseazeri.t She cor* | 
ried thiriveii ilays* supply of cnal; her sve* j 
rage auiliiig wu** not more tlian six knots an 
hour, VHiying froui lour and a-hulf to eight,' 
althoiigU tUu weatln r was flue* .From Cnpe 
^artosli, wliich whs descried on tlie IHli, 
the stautttvr ukirted the Aroblau slnire, along 
a glooioy and Udnly^penpled Ciiost. On Ibe , 
11 th abe took in a supply of coals at MtculU, 
a paltry town nf dirty hovels, overlooked by. 
barren raounluina of great In igbt, and inha- < 
biUd by 1 , 01 M> or l,bOO half nuked savages,; 
mo*i uf whom were armed with awom, 
doggers, and shields. On visiting the Shekh 
or governor ami his son, whom they found, 
seated on a mat hi ibe enrner of a wretched 
apartment, during the interview, sums ne-; 
rws among tbe attendants wefe offered tbea 
fpr sale by peraoiia io tbe reooi. {

to Mocha. The deelise of this celebrated 
ciiy, owing chbfly to tlie imbecile and dis¬ 
solute character of tlie Iinan of Senna, was 
narked by the absence of sbipa from its 
harbour: on American trader and two 
Egyptian meo*of*wtr were all that wars seen 
in w roads. Tbs city itsslf was in the pos- 
ssmion of a body of wild Bedouin Arabst 
who had seised and sacked it some days be¬ 
fore. Tlie streets were a spectacle of deso¬ 
lation, moat of the inhabiianla having fled 
to the desert, and nothing being fX[>osed for 
•ate in tbe basaars. The rude Arab chief, 
however, who h^d established himself os go- 
vemur. received our countrymen very civilty. 

Farly on the 18tb the steamer resum^ 
ber voyage, and continued to propel against 
a constant ^ale till the evcuiiig of tlie 22J, 
when off J^Ut* though she could not enter 
that horboni^ill next moriiiog, in conse- 
r|uenee of the doDgeroos omai reefs. The 
streets, markets, and nuoMrous coffea-houees 
of Jedda were fohnd full of troops,—-the 
head qnerters of Ahmet Pacha, the general- 
iammo of lbs army of Hetijex destined for 
tlw auhiogatioA of Soutbem Arabia, being 
^en wTUiinafew miles of it. The soldiers 
were armed ibd dkeipliBMl in the French 
fashion ; btft ware far inferior in every rei- 
peet to lodioa dpofab- There were eight or 
nine Italian pftem with ibe army; and, 
strange to say, a 8^ Simon iso Frenchmofi,

The EoropmiH 
visitors were moet coertetiusly received by 
$uleinian A», the p)vemnr: ^ey welke^i 
without MiolexUtion throeeh tlie 
f Ale, lo iiiej>cct Uie tomb of Eve, and tho 
cantonment of the truo|M; and no objeetton 
was maiie (except liy s^nie idle children, who 
threw n few stones nithem) to lludr re-enter¬ 
ing tlic Mecca tfsio Mt simwrtf •» as in witnea* 
the departure of iUh pil^frims which Mr. B. 
dpvcribcs us a iniMt inttreeliiip a|»ectacJe. 
That deyN cnruvaii f fur one leaves Jedda 
every eveoini; for Mecca) omjsivted of^DOor 
dOO camels, which c^^rried cite a::ed and in¬ 
firm aiiiooust the pilgrims, meet of whom, 
however siriMle lioidlr forward, bare-fouied 
and biirc-headed. Amongst them were se¬ 
veral Pemian and Hinduetao Muesulmane; 
aod there were soroe wlio, fMOi their ouunte- 
oaoces, most hive net at this spot fnim tbe 
oonfiosi of China aoU Turtary, and ilte west 
coast of Africa. ' 

On the d^lh thv Uh^K £i«dsoy proceeded 
on licr voyage, and again encountered an al¬ 
most coiuiiiuai temimt to Ci»eiicir. The 
decks yr*‘n constancy wet, and ihv paddle 
boxes broken by the force of the sea, whjch 
was eo heavy, that her speed at one lime 
was redueea to two or three miles so hour. 
Late on the evening of tbe &8lh, iho land of 
J^ypt was visible at a .distanoe, and at 4 
o’clock on the 1 st of Mareh> she tndiored at 
Coseeir; from whence, after landing some 
passengers for Thehee, she agein tailed oo 
the and run a diatanco of iOO noiles, over 
smooth water, in about thirty-nine hours. 
Early on the 3<l she entered tbe Straits of 
Jiibal, and dropped anchor on the faomiog 
of ilia 4lh in Sues roads. The Lind- 

tny had now completed her voyage, and 
though struggling for ncarlflt 1,000 nilee 
ainidvt the lUngers of the Rm Sim, against 
a strong edvpreo gale and heavy waves, had 
run 3,242 miles in 311 days, Including stop¬ 
pages, which amounted bi 0^. She is, how¬ 
ever, described as a vessel onsnited for long 
paMseni: end, in additioa to Um extra 
webbt of code, was eminbered with tvrb 
heavy engines of eigb^ bam power to a 
tonnage of little more thaa ^fiOm

At 
$ucB, the Water is eo bitter as t» l>« ac^trcely 
drinkable. Oh tbe dtl« of March, ihe pas¬ 
sengers disemliarkt’d fieui Urn Mi umer, and 
after taking a slight ri-iMi*.! in a rnmn which 
had been occiiiiM by Biiniia|iaflc, about 
2 o’clock comKicNCi d their jouniev acrora 
Uie Istlnnue of Suez to Cuirn,*75 milcn, 
Csptuin Wih^ and two of the olfipors of 
the /htffk Litidtag having resolved to qc- 
cumpauy them. Tlie caravnu cuusImUhI of 
twelve gentlemen mounted on dfoniedaricf, 
eUemled by Arab guides, sod fullnwpd by 
I thirty or forty camels, currying the waU'r, 

' bagaai^e, tenia, and reqobite supplies. Tliia 
< jtMiraey was aocomplislipd in four dnys, and 
was attended with few of the usual dlacom* 
forts, ea the |»afiy hiwl fiirnislipd thnmselvos 
with moet of the comforts itiid vveu luxuries 
of life, in reepect to provisions. One had 
brought London soups and Scotch salmon : 
another produced a ham and longues: a 
tbird, French 6eMlfk},chsm|>agne,clarei, Ac. 
Fowls, mutton, end brearl were in pmfuilon t 
and, in fact, there wsa an abundance of every 
thing except water, which some of the party 
had neglvclnd to bring in bottles from Born* 
bay, end a quart of which wsa considered 
mure valuable than wine before the journey 
was over. On tire hth they met the |>oor 
Dey<if Algiers, who with his harrm and 
■ttendseu we#proceeding to Mecca: and 
by I o’clock they entered one of the stu- 
peodous Saracen gales of Cairo, having in 
the coarse of a sliort half hour made a trar»- 
ritioD from a silent wildernifss into tbe heart 
of a mighty metropolis, swarming with hu¬ 
man beings, and filled with interesting 
oky^cts. 

They remained at Cairo five days, ins|^t- 
ieg the curiosities ie the city and iU iiuigh- 
blimriiood. and wera presented to the Pai^a, 
who though rile war in Temeo appeared .to 
be his fovourite topic, declared liis intention 
of qtekiog a rail-road acroM iht isthmus of 
Suez, for which purpose English engineera 
are already engagM io curveye. On the 19th

partite marohed reepectively from Cannaflora 
and* ^Dfalore au aa to reach that piece 


and Lieuteoant-ColOQel George Jackeon aa* 
Burned the command, Captain M'Cleverty« 
11. M. 48th regiment, being Brigade* 
MqjoP. 

Bullocki not being employed tn Canara as 
carriage, and there not being time to procure 
tlieia rrom the Myeore country, and every en* 
deavour to obtain them eitlier through the 
civil authoiitiee ia Canara or the Cummiem* 
rial at Caiiaonore haviog failed, the oiScera 
of the 4Qt]i regiment were obliged, with the 
exceptiiin of a very few bidlocki purclieied 
in tJie linee of the regiment, to employ 
bearere and eooliea at great ex|>enae to carry 
ibeir tents and baggage, which was reduced 
ai much as pumible. 

The'column halted at Coomlab from the 
26tb to the 88th of March, during which time 
the Commieairiat, which wet also obliged to 
emplov coolies to a great extent instead of 
bulWks, procured grain, Ac.: and ever)* cn* 
deavour waa made toaatablish camp basaara 
independent of the CommiseaHat that the 
latter might be enabled to carry on their sup* 
plies of grain untouched for as great a length 
of lime as possible. This through tha assia* 
tance of Mr. Mallby. Aaaiatant Collector, 
who waa at Coomlab to superiotend Uia ar¬ 
rangement of the supplies, and who spared no 
personal trouble,*was accomplished by a na¬ 
tive undertaking to supply the camp with the 
common necessaries o Mife. While halted at 
Coomlah 1 jemsdar, 8 havildars, 2 naiquea, 
1 bugler and 84 privates, instead of 60 as or¬ 
dered, joioed the force.

cooplo of liuudred yarda beyond iho etock* 
ade, torecounoitre lo fkool, and to glee tima 
to deetro/eoficieol of tho etockade to let 
tbe elepheute with the Buropeaii tente poee, 
Bod for tlie baggage to bo got into nnler 
again ae the beerert ajidcuolieo had lUn>wn 
down their loade on the firing commencing, 
but were prevented from mekiiig (heir eecape 
by the uatura of (he country and (be rear 
guard. 

Tbe column moved on about three miJra 
further (lirough a very diflScuU and billy road, 
tl^ country affording many favorable |»uinta 
for the enemy to occupy for the pur|M>ee of 
eiiipping our progrcea, but which they ceglecU 
ed Ia do. We encamped un a Ubfe land in 
an excelleot poeiiion. being free from jangle 
and having no bilU near enough (o cauie 
(louUJe, although tbe enemy might havegi«eo 
ue acme at tlie watering place. TliU day'a 
march wua reckoned by the route furiiithed 
lo be 9 tniire. fl*fuvloap and 110 yard# be¬ 
yond Coomlab but appeared ccoeiderably 
more. 

The column halted on the 30tb and Slit 
of March for the purpoae of completing our 
baxaem. dro. wbea the lalal ametaka of iiaving 
beerert aod cor^Mifbr the baggage began to 
manifett iuelf by their deaertioe ia coBnider* 
able number*, cauaiogmucb aexieiy regard* 
lug our future procreta aad ooneequeet euc* 
ceee. Tbe MaogMort bearer* aod cnoliet la 
particular deeerM, aad their placea were 
euppkied by otbm from Coomlah. wb^n ilka 
amaaer took the firet Cpportuaity oPfopping 
away. On the morning of Um Slat. Oafwn 
Noble, doth regimeat. and Captain Mwle* 
varty. Bri^de*Mnj 0 f, proeebded io'advauce 
tofreconaoiife. acooM^gled by the ll^t 
company of tho 40^ dadar CmuIb RawliM,

On th« lit of April the column aoted off 
right la frool at 4 P. ii. preyed one boor 
prerlouelj bj the^eppera and Mlnaers 'and 
60 rank and file of the 40ih regimant under 
Captain Noble fur the purMae of deairoying 
the ebnndoned etookade. No oppoeltion wu 
made to the aHvabee of thie day, out the road 
wae atenp and rugged tn many pUf'ce. The 
encamping ground at a place called Roarika. 
about 6} milre from the laaC ground, was a 
small oondoed spot completely comnundtfd 
hy jungly .hills. Tbs detachment of *H.M. 
481h was encamped to the front and right of 
the 46ilt on ground eeparated from Uie latter 
by a deepclitch and acclivity; this wa^ 4in> 
avoidable as no other place of encempnent 
could be found within sevorsl miles. About 
j of a mile iu advatiee of this grouart wa« 
the el>ove mentioned etockade, well situated 
on a high hill; It was eompoeed of tnmksof 
trees from 10 to 14 feet high, placed upright 
In the ground cloae to each other, merely 
leaving amaU loop holes to fire through, the 
whole being bound lo ami fastened with 
eukes behiml. ll was a formidable defence, 
but could linvs been turned though not with¬ 
out coniidersbie loee on ilte part of the Is- 
ssilants; tho gateway and a space sufficient 
for the paiesge of the elephsnU were cut 
dowB by the iSappersend Miners. 

On tills day several of the inhabitants of the 
country made their appearance in apparenily 
a pscinc manner, but no indication of inha¬ 
bitants in general. Every protection wu 
given to their houses and fieirb near our en* 
camping ground to shew lo them that we 
wished not to treat them as enemies. 

Ensign Johnstone, 61st regiment N. I, 
arrived at thie eaearopiag ground to act at 
Quarter Master to lbs 4C^ regiment in the 
room of Lieuleoant Cannaa, who had leR 
for the purpose of proceediug to Europe on

The column moved on about four miles 
further through a eonoiry oomparatiwly open, 
to a piece of encamping ground near a plaoo 
called Esbwarmongul or Mudsnonr, which 
was surrounded by bills, but the juniiU On 
them was generally low; water was only 
procurable at one spot, and would have n» 
quired a covering party if the enemy had 
ukeo advantage of their ground. The co* 
lumn was not molested during ibisiiiarch,aU 
though ^e country afforded many cxoslUut 
positioosfor offeusive operations. 

At this vBCimpiog ground the potail of ibe 
I village of Psdsnpollie, about three miles to 
our left and rear, which U in the eatrene 
condnes of the Coapeny*e territory, came 
into camp. At thia place also the first in* 
formation was received of a formidable stock* 
ado about five miles io our fronton tho road 
we were to move by, and that a reioforce- 
Dsnt had joined it the day before from Up« 
per Coorg. 

Duriuf the last two days constant dsier* 
lions look place amongst the bearers end 
coolies, causing much inconvenience, a very 
few bulb>ck* had ia the mennUme been pro¬ 
cured from amongst Ihoeo which bad brought 
up baiaar articles.

Thia ia certainly a aerioua charge to bring 
againat the character of any nation in the 
tnaaa, and will require to be impartially dia- 
euaaed. And in ^e firat place, it ahould be 
conaidered, that a very bread line must be 
drawn between a wilful falaeKood or fabrica¬ 
tion and an unintentional deviation from 
truth. We nuat alao bear in mind the great 
difference of ideas on the aul^ect which ex- 
iata in the minda of the oativaa of India, and 
thoae which prevail among tbe Engli^ * and 
due allowance ahould be made for thia differ¬ 
ence iiiatead of a rigid adherence to our 
ataadard. 

Under the dmt bead muat be placed their 
prooenraa to exaggnratioBi eveo in tlie com- 
aoneat affaira of life; and In natlera which 
are not of the alighteit importance. Figura¬ 
tive language and anaplificatioa in the ex¬ 
trema, have long been the characteriaiica of 
orientid nationa.

wght of truth altogether; and when any 
point arises in which their own interest la 
ooneerued, constantly make the moil eitra- 
or linary exaggeraUvna and the groweat lois- 
atstements that can well be coucaivad; of a 
nature loo, which hat a material eflVct on 
the point at imue. They item to entertain 
a notion that such a practice ia naceasary (o 
ensure their being attended to, and that in 
order to obtain ten, it ia bast to bagiu by de¬ 
manding a huudrad^a prectioe, by the way, 
by uo meena uiiknowa to the dispetiaera of 
that lew which they would have ua balieva 
ia tba perfection of human wisdom. Euglith 
lawyers, either in framing a criminal indict¬ 
ment, or in bringing an action for damages, 
seem to have aa go^ a notion of this mode 
of proceeding a\any class of ualivea of the 
East. 

The effects which the Onvemments of ori¬ 
ental nationa have had on the minds, murals, 
feeliogs, and habits of the people, is not ge¬ 
nerally taken aulficienlly into counderation 
in our attempts to form an opinion regarding 
them. A pure despotism is not the most 
favorable state for developing the better qua¬ 
lities of human Dsture; and where this ex¬ 
ists, viaDy a man, eveo a superior mao who 
Daiorally professes and would practise a high 
tone of mnralily. ia drivan in self-defence to 
say and do many thiugs at which bia mind 
revolts.

It hat Tery 
oftAfi happened, that a story which, by at¬ 
tending only to tbe plain, direct course of 
ibings, 1 believed to be true, has, by ox« 
amiiiing into matters, apparently connected 
io a very distant degree with the case, turn¬ 
ed out to be entirely fals«. I am afraid that 
(be evidence of wiUieisoc in our Courts ie for 
the most part an instrument io tbe hands of 
men and not an independent, untouched 
source of truth.”— App. t<t Fifth Hs*

Times, seasous, dates, even to the month 
or year, are often stated with the greatest 
iniccuracy. An event that happened two 
or three months beck, will, by different 
witnesses, be described to have tsken place 
at various times from one to twelve months 
previous. A varlstion of as many years will 
often be given to tbe dale of an event which 
happened one or two years before; and all 
this too, in cavs in which the people bare 
not tlie remotest idea of lelliDg an uutrutJ:: 
tbe discrepancy arises from that want of 
thought and of tbe habit or reflection, which 
ie one of tbeir strongest characteristics. 
Hardly a native in the country, whether 
Hindoo or Mooeulman. educsted or unedu¬ 
cated, can tall you precisely his own age, 
or eren that of bis children, without* con- 
aulUng hk fabily priest or private memo¬ 
randa. In the Himaleyah Skoaotaiot, the 
people are still more ignorant than in the

The <)ueetion which natnrsny eriies it, 
wbst te tbe best modeofichecking this mo* 
peasity to exsggerstion and feleelum t unt, 
first, let me inquire, what bee hitherto been 
d(»e by tbe Bngllsh toward# this dcnrable 
end?' It is silo wed to be an nn deniable fact,

to tores years simple imprisonmeoi; ana in 
the second, to seven yeirs. 

It should be observed, that although these 
remarks are general, and apply more or Jess 
to the whole of the Regulation proviooes 
under the Bengal government; yet, that 
considerable variety will be fonnd in the 
people of the different sub-divisions, snd even 
among difTereut castes and seels iu the same 
Sietrict. 

Few persons are, I believe, sufficiently 
awsre of the impunity with which, uuder our 
rule, the most gross cases of forgery, perjury, 
sod fffise sceusationa may be committed, and 
tbe little disgrace or punishmeDt which is 
attached to them. Tbe people themselves 
are lost in amasement, at the practices which 
they daily witaess in our Courts and offices, 
and do not fml to draw comparisons to onr 
diaadvaolage between what they there eM, 
and what would bare occurred noder their 
own tribunaU, where such proceedings, (hey 
I remark, would never bare been tolerated. 
It it much to be hoped, that a new eyetem 
will be introduced. The first step should be 
to call the attention of the different faootlon- 
ariee tu tbe eubject. £ve^ instance, not 
poly of peijury and falsehood, but of preva¬ 
rication end exaggeration, should be care¬ 
fully watched, noted, and punished j and a 
very oonwderable alteration both of the law 
and tbe practice of the Courts must b« intro¬ 
duced. 

With raipect to a ponttve fordary of a 
deed, it is neadlem aayipg much : so palps- 
Ma a case u thm. If prom, will not, 1 hope, 
as bu biiherto hoea too often the cnee, be

There ere, uadoubtedly, im every dielnct e 
oerteio aomber wboee livelibooa is notorW 
OQily mede by thb prectice, eod by extort^ 
log money, by threeu privately givea of 
bringing forward fa)ee luiU; ana othern are 
tempted to be goiUy of tbieout of meliee; 
buttbe niJorUy, 1 certainly aeqaU of any 
lueh pneral eocniation. On ue part of 
tboee who come forward ta pUiataffe, wbe« 
ther in civil or orininBl caeee, there on* 
heppily, a great deal of prevarication end 
exaggeration; but there are eeually tome 
groand* at the bottom to ehield them from 
the charge of a totally falie eompUinl. It ia 
on the part of the defendaote and prieonert, 
that the abomineble ceeee of forgery and per* 
jury are «o often maoifeet, in their anxiety 
to defeat a juit demand, or to eecapa pu* 
niihment: aod this^KHiid be borne In mind» 
which it neter bu been eufficienlly, in the 
obeervatione on the litigioutoete of the peo* 
pie of India. Tbit too, will account, io 
•ome meaeure, for the diegueting eight, eo 
often oheerred, of eete of witneteee ewearing 
to facta diameCrUall y oppoeed to each olbei? 
1 will endeavour to illualrate thie, bv an ex¬ 
ample blea a auit againti B for a aum 

of money due on a bond. B. in hia deftnci 
admita the bond, and baviag rectived tito

Where the caae is 
coodactod by vakaieb (atiorneya) and writ* 
ten proceediega have been prepared la ibe 
office, it ia inpoaalble to learn more of tbe 
caae thao what ia juat naotioned; and tbe 
judge Uavai the Court In diagnat at the 
abomidable perjury of one or other of the 
pertiea. But if the witiieaaef be examined 
uy the judge peraonally, and eepecially if 
tbe pnrttea tliemaalvea are called and queati* 
onea pretty eloaely, the whole boaineaa will 
generally b€ brought to light. In auch casoa 
as tlieee, a moderate fine ahould be impoaed 
00 tbe plalatiff. Strange aa it may appear, 
1 can aeanre my readers, that Mtiiog aside 
tbe rvguler bankera and oierohanta on a 
larga scale, aneb laxity in tbe mode of coo* 
ducting their burinew la exlremtly commoa 
among Nie retail deaiere and their cuatomen. 
It ia in auch eaare aa tbeae that the benefit 
of the Local Moonaiff'a Courts iafelt ; and I 
am convinced that, oa the whole, thenmount 
of real joatice dttpeoaed in thoea Conrts is 
infioilefy greater than waa received from the 
Courts in which a Britiab judge preaided 
under tbe old ayitem, and fully ^ual to 
what in to be obtained at the preeent day,

But to come to the point to plaieta which 
art poiitively and literally faJee, aod aup* 
portM either by forged documeota and pe^'u* 
ry, or founded on accounts rapported only 
by perjnry. There is not e court in the 
conatry in which esusea of thia nature base 
not beao brought forward, diacoversd, and 
diamimed ; in masy, the Judge bae openly 
recorded in hia proceed inp his convictioft 
that tlto suit waa a eompletaly fhlaa one. 
Here one would auppoee punianment-would 
follow, or at Jeaat a committal , for trial; yet 

each ia rarely the coeeequenoe. . Why? Hpre 
we have a speoiman of the anomaly aod In- 
de^on ao cbaracteriatie of tbe Britiab Ib* 
dian Admiobtratioo. Should the Judpabow 
juy indicaltoo of any aucb InteBtion^ thti 
AhMMiff would of courts appeal the oaoM to

Soselimee the tridence in faror of the 
ptieoner ie of a nature that could not in any 
way affect tbe deciaion of the Magistrate as 
to their committal for trial« although it may 
rery materially influesce the sentence which 
may ultimately be pronounced. For in- 
etaoce, such as witnesses to • good cberacter, 
or in case of an ameult, to tbe provocation 
the prisoner nay bare r^eived. But this 
deflorate encouragement to perjury which Is 
afforded by ibe ayetem of allowiog tbe sort of 
alibi witnemss aljudod to^ to pursue tbe coutee 
which is new foHowed, without the sligiitest 
notice being taken of it, ie carryingdbe priu' 
ciple of tbe teoderaees a little too far. 

The conseoUenceiathaC the syitem of bring* 
ing forward these alibi wifnessee on trials in 
itona, U becoming daily extended. The 


Tolres either a protracted attendance to all 
thoee who wonld be required ss proeecutort 
or witcseses, or attead.iaee at two further 
additiuual invsstigatiooe—once before the 
Magistrate, and senIu nt the seesions These 
partiee have, iu additiou to the inquiry they 
ongiually sustaiaed, p«irhH|M already speuta 
month or more in atteudance at and is jour* 
alee to and from ilie ditferant courts; and 
the dislike to occasion them any further an* 
iioyasoe. addetl to the pressure of busatess, 
is prol>abiy one reason why uo notice is tskeo 
of tbeie eases of perjury. It sesma expndi* 
silt tbit some plan should be adopted to en¬ 
force iuimoJiate punishment to the guilty. 

When two sets of tieopls swear diametrical¬ 
ly opposite to each other, it is avidsut (hat 
one must be io tbe wrong. Whether wilful¬ 
ly so, or by mistake, is another quest ion. 
There are e^rtaiuly cases of this nature which 
are doubtfol; aao in these we naturally lean 
to the aide of mercy and acquit tbe accused. 
In some, such as identifying a particular 
person or article of property, each persou may 
conscientiously believe (hat they are right: 
but io tbeee alibi casee, Io which I wm allud¬ 
ing and in which it is evident, from tbe wliolo 
lyooroftlie proceedinp, that the wiiiieHcs 
for Ibe prisoDeri come prepared to bo guilty 
of deliberate perjury, 1 ^ink that where lha 
prieoners are found guilty, the judge bhould, 
without any furtlier invifstigation, be em¬ 
powered to award puuUhoient to tlieir per¬ 
jured witnesses. 

Another point deserves to be mentioned. It 
repeatedly happens that before the ■•'seion

Tbe simrior CoMti have, in a Circulir 
order, ^ate July 10| 1830) rsqnirwl the su¬ 
perior Judges always to note such instances 
io tbeir proceediags, it is supposed with a 
view of pauisWeg & Pf coocersed; but 
here one of the anomalies of tbe British In¬ 
dian l^i^atioa nullifies all such intention. 
The proof oq which a sentence of puoisb- 
ment would be founded, would, ooe might 
aatortlly suppose, be the discrepancy be- 
twede ve evideooe offered to the sessions 
Judge, and in the recorded depositioo of tbe 
persoe before the Magistmte. Straage 
to say, this ie lot cooaidered sufficisnt proof.

the»e papen. Thut lbi«nio<le of doing bu- 
iineia in unavnidahle from the orerplua of 
busineaa I am well aware, and the auperioi 
Courla have ac know lodged it, aaiaaofficiently 
proved by the circular order once b«'fore 
quoted. It ia an ndditional argument, if any 
w>‘re wanting, for encrenaing the number of 
officera sufficiently to enable thorn to perform 
their dlltiea properly ; and then, tbe aUeata- 
tion uf a Mugisirate Co a written deposition 
niffht he coiisidared a auificiant proof of iu 
having been made. Aa matters are at pre« 
aaot conducted, all iucb caaea aa those now 
diacumed puea without notice.* 

There ia an extraordinary notion prevalent 
aa to what conatitutee perjury, which ehould 
not here eecape attention. Suppoee a man 
accuse another on oatb, before a Magiatrate 
of any crime, and that after inveatigation tbe 
latter ia committed for trial ; that the aceue- 
er, on coming before the eaaeioDa Judge, vo* 
liifltanly retracta hie drat amertion, which, 
however, he allowe that he made on oath, 
declarea tbe whole to be ftflae, and tliat be 
was instigated end suborned to make the ac* 
cu'ation by some one who bore an ilhwill to 
the priaonrr. Such cases do aoraatimee occur, 
purely the eonfesaion voluntarily made be* 
fore the aesMona Judge is aufficieot evidence 
of the perjury : or graoiiog that tbe 6rat ac^ 
cmition were correct, that the accuser baa 
been since bougbt off, and induced to accuse 
aa his inaligator some person against whom 
the prisoner bears malice* be li, norslly 
makiDg, equally deserving of punl^ment. 
let some oritim JudgeS and Idahomedsn

Indian Courts.* 

Much falsehood bas been caused on tbe 
part of native wilneasee, by our attempts to 
lotroduce a precieeuess in giving evidence* 
which ia quite foreign to tbe ideas of the peo¬ 
ple. We are not content with a generel de* 
•criptioa; we either fo^et or are ignorant, 
that the common people, when giving 
true evidence, are uoabU to panienUrixe* 
and that an attempt to extract such particu* 
Ian as we are accuetomrd to thick ncce»iary* 
will only drive them to tlie impression of con* 
tradictions and absurditise. However da- 
sirabie it may be to obtain evidence given 
with preciaioD, we must too often* when the 
commou people of India are concerned, be 
content with generalities, and by the concur¬ 
rent testimony of eeveraJ, and collateral facts 
and amertiona, draw the beet inference wa 
can. But in some esses* the English judicial 
officers commit tba most extraordinary ab- 
sunlitiesin their seal for precision. For in¬ 
stance, an affray occurs between the inhabi- 
tsntsof two villages, in wbiob perhaps fifty* 
a hundred or more persons are eng^d, of 
whom some have gone exprtmly to join In the 
affray, others to prevent it, aad others, as we 
should ex prem it, to see the fun;*’ almost 
every one bsiug armed with either sword and 
shield, spear, club, bow and arrow, soma with 
more than one weapon, and which ends in 
two or tiiree being ailled* and six or eight 
wnundeil. The evidence in all theae cases* 
is none of tbe best; liistthe wounded were 
concerned in the sffray is sufficiently clear 
from their wounds; but as to the otbera* 
generally apeaktog, the only evidence which 
can be obtained ia the sccusatioDS respective¬ 
ly of tbe opposite party; aod some of each 
side are allowed to come forward to prove the 
<uilt of those who appear moat to bUoie. It 
is rare, indeed, that in cases of this sort anv 
really independent testimony can be procured. 
Now, in by far tbe greater proportion of thsee 
caees, were the wilneaece to speak the tnito* 
the whole troth, and nothing but Iba Irw, 
it would be to the following effect:--That 
'»ong the crowd they dlstinguiehed am and 
aneb persona ;• that most if not all were armed; 
that they observed euch and such peraims 
ovrtainly to have been so: and that such and 
meb person# appeared to ha the most for¬ 
ward ; but that they could not pesaibly toil 
who bad atnek Iba blows that bad cooasioo-

OD avary species of homicide the same punish¬ 
ment. It is, in fact, Ukirtg a leaf out 6f the 
book of Draco.* 

Some, 1 am aware, du argue u|>on this 
principle, and assert that a men whr> would 
perjure hittnelfln a matter of small import¬ 
ance would not hesitite to do ao in oaa of 
mure senoiis oonseouence. Poeaibly tliis 
may ha just as regards some natiooe, but 1 
am cerUin that it does not apply feaerally 
to the ualivea of India, of whom it may 
truly bo said ** New» rtpmti fit twrpiui* 
mas.’^ Tba obi rot propoaisd by the forgery 
or pcfjury, and tiie benefit which is likely 
to be obtained by those who give false testi¬ 
mony, should be considernd, and the punish-

Suppoee a man to forge a bond or arocript for 
a moiderateeum of a hundred or a fi'w hiiu lred 
rupm, end to brinp aevcrel fnljm witneMs to 
ta^fy to il; what in iba probable inriuceinciit 
to tba wiiDceaen to coma forward ? in niuctoeu 
coaai out of twenty, or perhapa sinely-iiiiia 
out of a hundred, a lum of money gircu an a 
bribe; the amount of which may very ac¬ 
cording to the object in view pro)>osed by the 
person who procures tlieir tcaiimony. and 
which, iu noma caioa, will not amount in more 
lhao four or five rupee*. Were tiieae wit* 
oeeaea fiaed ten or tweaty immadintcly mi 
the diaoovery of their conduct, it stanJa to 
rsason that thie would have greet effect 
in checking such proceedings botli on 
tba port of ihoaa inimodiately concerned 
and in others. We have already a which 
allows a Judge in civil cases to fine a plarnti/T 
fof a '* frivolous, vexatious, or groundleis 
complaint/' (liegulstioa 11. 1009, Section 
IX.) and one which gives the same jiower to 
a magiaimte, (UeguUlion Vil.pf lOfl.) eud 
Id the latter case, it allows the raagislratc to 
punish positive perjury, «oce evetY com* 
pleint, even the moet trivial, must there be 
made on oath. I think it would be found a 
most beueficioJ enactment to lessen the pe¬ 
nally for the slighter species of forgery or 
perjury, and alhiw tba different authorities 
to iofiict it at once upon tba investigation 
which they have already made, and that 
this should extend to witnewes as well ua 
principals; and Uio power should bo given 
to every autbority empowered to conduct any 
sort of judicial inquiry. A ruaximuoi pu¬ 
nishment would of course be prescribed: a 
fine commuioble, if not paid, to imprisonment, 
with or without labour, necordiug to the 
mtuatiqn in life^f the person, would bn ihe 
moat axpedient punishment; and the amount 
and gba sort of coses in which tiia infiictioo 
was autborieed should be accurately laid 
down for each grade of fuociiooary—Com* 
■isniooer, Civil and SesiioDa Judge, Migia*

Setting aaida the general remarke on the 
edicacy of a cerUio but moderate pnnieh- 
merit, I have aeen ao much benefit reiuilt 
from the eame principle being adoptml in the 
auhjact under diecneeion, viz. |>erjnry and 
forgery among the native# of India, that I 
am aozioiie it eliould be attempted generally 
4>/i a legel and proper footing. I have known 
anme fuiiciioaeriei*, who, in the minor caeee ,' 
edopit'tl the very lAorU recommendetl under 
tiie plea of contempt of Court, and have, 
witn<*!i:^ed the tnont excellent elTncU from i 
prom pi notice of even the moat trivial caaee,! 
though the |>cnaliy inflicted wat of the alighu | 
eal nnture. F^ir iiiatance, a man prceente hie 
petition to a Magietrate of the iieual aggra*. 
vaied nature—** that ha haa been beaten' 
without ceu»e or provocation/* See. «Vc. In>' 
ateuil of pawing ihia over aa a matter of 
couree, arlminietering at once the oath to the; 
eoinpfiiiiant aa to the truth of hie petition,' 
and then ordering a eummona to the opf>oaite • 
party: the officer to whom I alluHa would i 
queelion the man aa to the origin of the quar* 
rel, and if ha preelated in hit etory of having 
been beaten without cauae, would perhape 
MV. ** I will nut hear any such story; go 
and find out the cause, and the orgin of the 
quarrel, and c<ime to-morrow and tell me/* 
Next day, on the man's appearance-^** well 
my friend, have you found it out”? *' Why. 
Sir, the truth ie, that he owed me money for 
a tohg time; 1 went tn ask payment and 
pressed him hard, on which he grew angry, 
and said if I plagued him, he would not pay 
me for a year to come; and then 1 did call 
him a cheat and a rascal, on which he beat 
m«/' *' Hum why did you .file your petition 
with such exaggerations? take it ba« k, and 
draw out another in wbieh you will pleaee to 
tiaie tbe case as you have now told it to 
me/' ♦ 

In the attachment of proparty in the exe¬

truth is, that the defendant rents it from me;

which account pUintilF may have supposed 
it to be his.” 1 have even known a man, 
after declaring himself to bo unconnected 
with defendant, to admit the next day that 
he was his own brotiter. It aeemn extraor¬ 
dinary that peopit should make such wanton 
and abenrdly false assertiuoi, particularly 
whan a moment's rsflsctiou would assure 
tlieni,*iiot only that tlis truth would appear 
os soon as the parties were confronted, but 
tiMt no benefit could poMibly iccrue to them 
froni so acting. The practice muy be attri¬ 
buted to that proneness to exaggeration which 
hts already bean noted; and to the foolish 
notion that any admission which they might 
make tending to exculpate the opposite par¬ 
ty, might be used to their own prejudice. I 
mention ilisae instances to show how much 
good might be dune by slight mrans, where 
these afv unceasingly applied. In the Courts 
hotb nf the Judge and MagUtraie to \^hich 
1 allude, these exaggerated staU'insots were 
after aomo time almost entirely checked, yet 
^th the exception of occasionally a petty 
fine the chief penalty ioflicled, was giving 
the parlies the trouble of attending twice, 
and putting them to the expenso of a second 
I petition, of which the prescribed stamp was 
of only eight annaa value. 

A more extended intercourse between the 
English functionaries and tbe people, to 
which 1 allude4 in my last and many pre¬ 
vious numbers, will have a powerful effect in 
coiinieracling the evil now lamented ; and it 
will also give ihem opportunities of marking 
and diBcouIIteDancing bad characters, which 
will be found to have a considerable aux¬ 
iliary influence. 

The ay stem of the perpetual administration 
of oaths which is carried to such so exceu in 
our Courts and <^fices,hashad no slight share 
ia promoting the freqaeacy of perjury aud 
falaebood. It is shocking and appalling to 
see a solemn appeal to the Almighty degrad¬ 
ed by being put in force upon tbe most tri¬ 
vial occasions. It it introduced into ovary 
•ort of proceediog; and to such a height is 
it onrriM, that a aaa cannot send an agent 
with a power of attorney to receive a few 
filings which may be lyisg in the Court 
treasury, due io him oa a decree, without at 
the Moe time sanding two witneeaua, who 
ara lodapose. on oath, that tha power of at- 
torMy was rtgulgrly axacuted: aod this loo, 
tbougb the dvtMCS may be fifty ur a bui^red 
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Mi4i0. $0 nuci) for Um fAcilitiet for biuineM: 
olTorded by Briii^b ladiso CoarU. Thoi 
ottaro of oath too, is another absurdity.' 
loitead of having of the differeet 

nodes of oath most binding on the reapectJre 
elassas of Hindoos, with Teryfew axceptioae, 
tbs oath by the water «» the Gaops” u 
inpoi^ upou all: yst. i' i* known, 

amoDfc the people at least, that naoy sects do 
not respect the sacred stream, or ooasider aa 
oath by iu water as toy way bindiaf. It is 
to be hoped that a more rational (to use the 
mildest term) custom will be abortiv iatro* 
duesd of reKrsini the appeal to God far the 
more serious cases. But this subject is of it¬ 
self suffioieut to form an essay, and is merely 
alluded lo here as being; one causa of the fro* 
quency of perjury. 

IncoiicluMon. I cannot refrain from offer* 
inir a few renarks, to obviste some conclu¬ 
sions which might be drswn from the nbsarra* 
tions hire offered particularly by tboae who 
are bent upon repraaantiny the ^ple of la* 
diaasan utterly dsfraded end unprincipled 
race. As to their moral feel mgs on the sub* 
ject of trull), the scale on which they nuii 
be placed is indeed eery low; but. I cannot 
perceire the policy or the justice of declariny 
that because they are bad. they never will 
be any better. In fairaesa, tho sUle in 
which they are placed by their Government 
and social ordioaoces, should be uken into 
consideration. They have fur ages been sub¬ 
ject to despotism, to foreign agression, and 
internal commotion ; the mode in which they 
have been governed is one which causes their 
life to bo a struggle against truth, and^ ob* 
ligeethem tobe viciousinselfAlereDce. These 
effects have been kept up in full force, under 
the British Govoriioent, by the extortion 
which has been pursued in revenue matters, 
and by its laocliun of the plunders and op- 
presiion of the polio# and other officials, to¬ 
gether with the utter insufficiency of any tri* 
bunals from which Justice might be oblaioed. 
It can scarcely benpeeted that men who bay# 
lived for saver a I generations under suck dis¬ 
advantages, can exhibit a high tone of mo* 
rality; but there is no reason whatever to 
suppose that this may not spring up and in* 
crease among them, when a favorable op* 
potionityahml be afforded. The Govera- 
ment most do tu duty, in aetting a limit to 
Ita cupidity; in eatabliahing seme seenrity 
of property; aad in promoting adaoatioo on 
a rations I sod practical pltn. e

CO on tries, it is difficult to any on whose side 
iba comparison would show to the gr<*atff^t 
diaadvaotage.

1 have lu-uni sevc* 
ralJusticesofthe Peace in Endand pniteat, 
that it was impossible to trust lo any asser* 
tiona of the commoQ people, where their in* 
tereeta were ai all coDcerned ; and more timn

Acad.” 1 quote the very expressions niuJe 
use of. Between Ihe middling rniika of each 
nation, the companion would proliabty be 
rather in favor of tha En^^lisli. Th(*re is 
much of good faith in thcNe classes of both 
nations: the merchanli and hankers of Hio* 
doatan are aa much to be trusted ea thoai' of 
any connlry, though soma do saaert, which 
may probably be true, that seir-ioien at l»*'ro 
has more influence from the uec<».^ily of 
maintaining a charecter than mural freling. 
Among farmers and auriciilliinsw. po^athly 
the balaace may incline somawliai in favor »f 
the English, thouuh Ena) i>*h loid lords in 
ricral might perhsps be »h>w lo allow il wl^en 
comparinc their rent-roll and the dishnrsa- 
menu together, and the excuses made by 
tlie farmers. Among the higher ranks of 
tlie gentry and the nubility thn differ- 
•*nce is immense. These two clasaoi of 
Hindoatannees are too often ciiilty of the 
moat audacious frauds ami falsehoiHla. and 
of (here again the worst are to l»e found 
amoog the decaved Moosulnian fainihra of 
rank and the Brahmins. They ar** by no 
means without eiccptiona; O'l the contrary, 

I many instances df high moral feeling vxist 
among them; but it is a peculiariiy among 
these two classes, but the individuals which 
compose them almost always exhibit ex¬ 
tremes; either very bad or very good. 
'There is another singularity regarding there 
two classes. When an European who is 
within the pale of respacUhility is tempted to 
be guilty of any thing mean or fraudulent, he 
I ^t least endeavours to conceal kia actions or 
jtodiaguiM them under fair pretencra, but the 
^above mentioned individuals will too often 
! aarert the meanest falsehoods and be gudty of 
the must disgraceful acts witli ao little shame, 
and that too often in maurn In which it 
would be very easy to conceal it, that it 
would seem as if tltey were completely indif¬ 
ferent aa to how much their character suff^f* 
ed; it is a characteristic which It is difficult 
toaooMutfor, except by attributing Ik Ui 
•omu iaetaneee to the recklemaaas wbbh a 
oeariaued eourre of prolligaay produoH* .and 
la otbma, to tbs wpfoaitfaa tM they ooo- 
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•tder th^iDMlvei (lUced by r«nk» •itufttioD» 
and caite, to compl^ly abova all acaadal* 
that Qo reports to their dieadrtaUfe would 
obtain credit.

Where the interests of these 
are concerned, 1 doubt whether, on tbe whole, 
they are iQiich worse than Uie seme claaees in 
England : buttlie latter do not certainly ei- 
hibit IhsI intollersble disregard of truth on 
points of not (be smalleit iceportanee which 
IS the disgrace of the natives of India. The 
most simple questions to a servant, such as 
** have yhu l>een to the bnsar to*dsy ?** **do 
you know who that person ie V* or a hundred 
others, are esoerally at onoe answered ia the 
negative, although it is directly opposed to 
the truth, the utterance of which could not 
io any way alTert the person addressed. The 
only solution one can give is, (hat in eacli 
ease the person supposes that to avow the 
plain (ruth might p^ibly occasion him some 
(rouble or in COB veni Slice, and ihat therefore 
it Is better Io profess ignorance of the subjeci 
alluded to. 

In elucidation of the remark that we must, 
in judging of any point in tbe character of a 
aatioa, take their habits aod feelings io con- 


•iderstioo, 1 beg to advert to a cuiton ullef^ 
ly indefeniive on tbe score of mdhality, which 
was piacUsed io JBngland, and would be 
agahi were Ae roguiation revived which 
oaoied it^thst of nilitary officers who used 
to asMrt <m lumar, the one that he bad not 
paid, and the other that he had not received

Falm oaths are 
regularly taken by the clerks of respoclahle 
merchsnte as to the value of goods at Cuitom 
Houses ia England. ** Costmn House oaths" 
are a regnlar phrase, and the Collector of 
Ciiitams at Calcutts. not long a^, publicly 
asserted that the maniifsciory of invoices was 
carried on so openly io that city> lhat tliose 
impers dated Lomdtm were ofien brought to 
him, with the ink scarcely dry. Oh t but 
these cBsee ire mere business, matleis ol 
enurse which every body does, and ondar* 
Stands to be dons"—I imaiimn t hear it said, 
Tbe fset is, indeed, too true and too much 
to be lamented. But while our own mora¬ 
lity is so IcHwe, let us at Isasl exhibit as much 
charity and leniency in judging of the na¬ 
tives of India as we bestow upon ourselves.

Only Inferior to HuMia io extent, it sur* 
pawes all other counlrivs on the globe in re¬ 
sources, which however fall short of tbe 
exigencies of the empire. It may be com* 
par^ to a slumbering giaoI, who might by 
activity destroy the pigmy beings of Ihe hu* 
man speokfa, but who is saliifira with pos* 
seesiog (he spot where he rests in peace and 
r^uietoem, and boastirtg of the strength of his 
limbs, wblch by long disuse cannot carry 
him, so that even children may tease him 
with impunity. It is Dot our object at pre¬ 
sent to discuss its political strength, but to 
preasnt a general view of thecuuntriea which 
oontiitute this bugs empire.

It b ve^ WTident, 
thfi An Cbintae are the^met prolific aatiou 


on the globe. Instead of conquering other 
aatiema like the Romane, they took pusaewiou 
by the numerical force of their populatiua, 
colonised end spread until mountains end 
deaerts prevent their farther progreu. A 
nation lixe the Chinese, ao numerous, guided 
by tbe same laws, attached to tbe eyaiem of 
the ancients, were more likely to abide tha 
subjects of one prinof, than the helerogenoue 
iribea who acknowIHged tbe away of the 
Romans. The siriklng cliareeteristic, wliich 
doubtleee conetitute the Chinese nation, a 
people distinct from all human kindred, con- 
jiributgd much to that uoiiy of design, which 
csumJ tbem to abhor Cereigners end lo 
crowd under tbe protection or their native 
lead ers. 

Has China ever been as populous as it is 
now 7 Can the aation continue to increese 
in proportion, without absorbing finally all 
resoorcest These are tbe quesiions, which 
we should fairly aak, to come to a satisfac¬ 
tory cooclufiioa. The rising generatiun b at 
tbe present moment eo greet, as to frighteu 
tbe mandarins, who tremble at the prospecte 
before them. Fully persuaded, liowever, 
that ia ihe providence of Ood, the popula¬ 
tion keepe pace with the mesne of subsieteoce, 
and if increasing to excess finds an oullot in 
omigrsiiuu, we fondly hope, tliel the threat* 
eiiiag evil nay be averlea from this empire, 
Mentclioorii presenta sUU a large field for 
Cbineee coloiibta, they may aleo find un¬ 
cultivated lands on ibe weslsrn frontiers, and 
may even send colonira to the west coast of 
America. It is very obvious, tbat this gr^at 
oiaM of mankind is near a grand crisis. The 
world has changed, withoat their psttakiiig 
in Uiose changes, and it will be finally Iheir 
turn to yield to the common impulse given 
from the west. If a handful ot harbarinns 
from the deeert could change tbe face of the 
country, ^ould the snlightenad ^iril of en¬ 
terprise, which now pervndcs Europe, re¬ 
main doraant on its approach to the Chinese 
frontiers? We ^loald regret if eo many 
^illi one got iuto a state of fermentitioa, for 
the consequencee would be awful: but if 
tbev do not advsneo with the world, the^ 
will sooner or Uter fall a sacrifice to their 
siiibborDnem. 

lutelhgent Chinese in reading this paper 
might perbapa quote a passage of their Segea, 
end leeve matters to proceed in their natural 
course, wbi^ they with all iheir coiHitrymen 
peveevered li ibe beateo track. Such ii also 
the mexim of tbe government: nothing iofiu- 
eoces it, but here necessity. Time ia o^i Uie 
wing with its fsvolutions, but they do not 
beod hie iigbiy oeopanion, until it k too late 
to keep pace with kim.'-*-C«nton Napwfsr.

WooLLtNi.—BroMldoih U •sported to 
tli« Punjtub ia coQiidarable Tbo 

S revailinff colour U rod for the unifoRB of 
lunjeotSinf • rtfuUr iroopo« oud the oo- 
tivM art in the habit of wearin|( lon^ piacoa 
of red cloth in tiie cold weather throwfi over 
their ahonldera. Next to rod the colour in 
greuteat demand ia, freen, and there it one 
way in which green broadcloth ie conauneil 
which it well deaerving of notice. Some yeare 
•go the naanfaeturers In Caahmare found out 
that freen ahawU were in dcmaad with the 
EoMpeana, and having no other mode of 
procuring the dye» they were obliged to ex* 
tract It from green bro^cloih, and they have 
continued Che practice ever aince. Two 
yarde of broadcloth, Co the value of about 
ten rupeea, art apoilt in the proceea of ex* 
traciiMg colouring*matter auficient for a tin* 
gle ihawl, and it would vf courao be a prodt- 
able apeculatton to import a imall quaniiCy 
of the dye itaelf, fumiahing at the fame time 
directiona for ita proper application. Tba 
remainder of the export ii made op of every 
colour. 

Onr hroidetoth la held In eeteem by the 
AfFghana for making up their winter arem; 
and after tha epeoing of the trade, it w 
likely to be extenaively eovumed by then 
and their neigbbourv, the Uxbeci tad Tur* 
komana. The excellence of our broadcloth 
ie fully appreciated by the Affghana in com* 
moo with tlie reet of the AMotica, and it le 
their dearnem alone which preventa their 
having a more extended oooniDption. A 
low atandard of price therefore ought alwaya 
to be kept In view, and thia ehoold be com- 
biaed aa far aa poeaibla with a tpecioua gloe* 
ay appearance. The lighter kiade» ladien* 
clotna. caanmere, and camleta. will be re* 
quired only in amaU qnantitiaa. Our flao- 
nela and blankets were never io much de¬ 
mand in the eaet. but they will probably be 
required more to thewaat of the Indue on 
account of the coldnem of the climate. 

When the north.wastern trade ie opened, 
Che market for woollena will bq^tirely por 
own. Tha Indiana never had any, ax^ptl 
Caahmera ehawle, and a coarse itaff balled 
piirpei or pnttoo, and after the openieg 
the lodge, the Rumiani will be aa Infarior Io* 
us In the means of tfMaport aa they are at 
preecnt lo the manufacturaa, 


Silks.—S ilk of the natural colour or 
light yellow is very much worn by tlie Seika, 
this being their aacred colour. It ia all 
Hoorahedabad silk exported by the Mar* 
'warriea who buy it at Mirsapoor. The 
I countries beyond the induaaremoailyaup- 
'plied over*laml from Persia and China, but 
when the trade ie thrown open, tliey will 
mainly depend upon ua for their supply. 
When there ia no great didVrence of price, 
n^tinoa always Jay in Uicir supplies of fureigu 
goods at th** place! where they are able to 
di«|>ofe of choir own produce. 

We have not yet acquired ao decided a 
avperiority over the Indiana in our ailk ms* 
nuractures aa wo have in onr woollrii and 
entton, and the French are alaoablu auccees* 
fiilly to compete with us. Tb** market of 
the IndIIa therefore will be aupplird at drat 
from all quarters. Alter a time it will l>e 
seen what kinds of silk are moat in dKoiand, 
and our merchaota will then make it their 
etudy to get up their inveatmeiits accordingly. 
Keemkbah and other Incliso ailk atulfe, 
velvet, aatin, crape, broemUs and embroider¬ 
ed good# will aeli to a certain extent for the 
consumption of the rich. Although iliese 
articles can be consumed only by a few iu 
each community, yet being light and valuable, 
thev are capable pf the lungeat land carriage, 
and when an iogress has been giveu. ihoy 
will Sad their way into the heart of Cenlt^ki 
Aria. 

Imitation ahawls will herealUr become an 
important article of es|»ort, but they must 
be made on purpose for the market. Tlio 
people to the west of the Indus use ehawla 
or saahee to tie round tha waist, <»r ae tur- 
baos to wrap round the head, and they ael* 
dom srear .them thrown over the ahouldera 
like the penpfe of India. For this market 
therefore ehawJs require to be made very 
long and Barrow. It la difficult to apeak 
with certaiety regarding the patters, ana the 
beat plan will be to seed to Eoglaod a few 
apecimeas of the genulae Cashmere shawl, 
^ the kinds which are most in use.

of the export trade. They are not an arii. 
da i>f Jttxery. the uee of which ia limited to 
a ffiw, but they are in ganerat requeai. and

Neither 
llusda nor Peiiio priHlnca spices, and there 
is, therefore, no other <(uurter from which any 
supply can be ohtainod except HiiMhkwtan, 
the whole uxleriuit <tomm«rcr of wtiich is in 
f>ur hnndi. When the iiavii;ntion of the (ii* 
dus is opened, spices will l>e hruiicbt by 
sea to Hukkor, almost as cheap an they are 
hrouuht nl present to Bombay. From Buk* 
ker ihev will l>« sent hy wbUt to every part 
of the Punjab snd Cashmens and on the other 
side, tile Atffihan merchants wifi convey 
them hy hind tn Caiidahar, ITerant, and 
iiukhnra. from which they will find iHeir 
w:ty to the frontivn of Tlussin and Cliina. 
Aleeiiiitf with no com|fetjtion and havinir a 
heller market always wfore them, they will 
be pushed on an indefinite extent, only 
as they reevdo further from the mart, they 
will lieconip more and more articles of luxury 
and Irss of urnemi eorisumplion. Bven the 
most distant cr mi ntries nnist bnee spices to 
coiisiiiiM* more or Ics** as articles of laxury. 

Si^GAR.—Suinr-candy and refined and 
coninion sucur are Hiiother of tlie cx|M>rts 
uf Himlomian to the north*west, mcoHoiied 
hy Kinpemr Ihibcr. AHhough a little suffar* 
esne is grown in canlens, no supirismade in 
the eouiitrii'S beyond the Indus, and they are 
entirely dependent upon India for their su^w 
tdy of this necessary article, ek fi^KNi deal is 
sent from the Dooah to Shikarpoor by way 
of Pulrc. and the Itauiana export lump cu* 
yar made from beet rnotby way of Bokhara. 
But this RiippW is (|Uite Inadequate to the 
consumption uf tbe country, and the price la 
such as to place it beyued the reach of the 
bulk of the people. After a mart haa been 
eaUhli^heil upon the lodes, lURar will find 
it<« vfay in every sbape end throofb 
channel.

This will hecoiae a very important branch 
of traffic. Sugar it an article of general 
coosiimpiion by all, both hi^h and luw, uiid 
here we slull haye several nations entirely 
ilfpendcot up«)n us for their supply, for Iha 
ft uaaian commie tit ion with such inadequate 
means as they |ioasess, will ha too inaignifi* 
cant to merit altention when the market has 
once bseii thrown oiwit. In order to render 
it more capable of bearing a loug land car* 
riage, sugar rcHtuirri to ^ refined. Wlmt 
the Ita^wians extuirt is lump sugar, and what 
C4»mea from this side is siigar-c.mdy. 1'be 
hsst plan perha|>s will Ite to eiigage persona 
from llecaneer, Calpee, and other places 
where the best sugar-candy is made, lo settle 
a Rukker, where the sugar will be rofinvd 
and sent on. 

fNuiori, f'iVeef)—Is another permanent 
ax|)ort to the other side of the Indus. Nona 
is produced in the country. The article is 
one of g«*nera1 consumption, and Hindoostun 
is the only source from which any supply can 
be derived. Between one and two Jac« of 
rupees worth of native iadigo is aununlly 
<^porlc«l fioCD liw DcM>al> lo Amritvnr. Tiie 
fuctory indigo is not Id demand owing to the 
Croat dKTercnce In the price, which is snldorn 
h*sp lhau one hundred per cent. Tfivra is a 
kind of refined iotligo, however, which is cx> 
pi»rted from Bombuy to Shikar poor and Am* 
riiKui in rather considerable quantitiex by the 
r<»utc of Kuouucaur and Palee. It is called 
i<y ilie Native merchants f.Aeeii ka nee/, hut 
as no indigo cones from China, 1 conclude 
that It is Bvoual fuctory indigo, the refuse uf 
which is refined at Calcutta, and exfmricd to 
Duoibay und lbs tfiilf. The exports of in¬ 
digo to the <*ulf are very important, ainonni* 
tng ill s<Mne years to more than eleven lacs 
from Calrotta alone, and a great deal mo«e 
must be sent from Bombay. 

Indigo will find its wav to the new mart 
botli by laud and see. The produce of the 
Dooab «*ill he conveyed via DkIIiI and Beha- 
wnlpoor or Delhi ftamghur, Brcaiieer, and 
Jeesulmere, the produce of Bengal will ar¬ 
rive by sea ronod CapeCoroiorin and up the 
Indus. Purchasing it at tlie mart, the AIT- 
ghens will convey it toMusherl and Bokhara, 
Slid from thence it will fiud Us way to 
the most distant parts of Central Asia tVe 
have no competition ia this article from 
Ruseia ami China, Bvea the rnost distant 
countries of t'eolral Asia roust be sup|di*'d 
with indigo to a certain exlc»t, and Hindoo- 
staa is the oaly quarter from which it can be 
obtaiaed* 
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roc HINB A r., ( rCintm).—ThlB m iht 
mitsi precious nt'all ourdyine JnifS* 
ing the i«carii>e criio^oii »iid m^ny olh^r t«Iu- 
able dy«>a. It is a natita of Mexico, and 
arrives in tlie country tlirough ilia mcdiuis of 
Houl.ind. CocUineal U the dye which ia 
for the crimMii Cnihmeia sliawU, aod 
tliifl being tiia prevailinit colour, the eoo- 
sumption ie of course, coosiilerabla. It i>< 
al»» useil at AmriUur to dya the ailk, wUich 
is im|>Ar»Gil there from Bengal. Soinetini»‘S 
Inc dye is uiixo i with tha cochineal, but lh<* 
colour thus yieMad is very iitferior tii Uiat 
tlieBenuma cochineal. • 

Tlia mart n)>on (he Tudua will ffive to the 
c menmutioM of the nrlicla a much wider 
range than it has at present. The dyo is very 
inuoh admired tn Persia and India, and 
iiolwi(hi*(andinff its high price, it meets with 
an 4 vUnaive sale. When it be('omeaer|U.4lly 
accewibla (o tha citias of Aff^hanisian. it 
will no doubt he equally appreciated by them. 
Being very auseepiihle of land carriage, it 
will he trana|H»rte4l io Bokhara, au«| the most 
diHiant marts 4»f Asia, atnl as the taafe. for it 
increases, it will acquire a permaarnt demand 
which will flinka it a vary irojiorlant article 
of cx|>orl, 

Tra.—-Is not much useil in Ilia Punjab, 
except as a ma4ticiua. but it is in great da- 
msud in the Mussulman countries on the 
other side of tha Indus. At B4ikUara it is 
taken dailv l>y all classes, and tha tast*^ for 
it is prevalent in Aflghanistan, hut it is la«4 
accesxihle (o tha pa qile there, owing Io (ho 
auiirca of supply being more distani. Bo¬ 
khara is supplied direct frogi China over* 
lauil, and n portion finds its way as far as 
Ciihul. The principal eX)K>riation from 
lliisside is by Boml^y and Patce, and a 
small qiianliiv is sent up the Canges from 
Calcutta. The whole quantity at present 
ex|>ortad is under a sack. When the new 
mart is estahlishrd, it will l>e brousht direct 
from China to the mouth of tha Indus, and 
it is imiKMsible (o say how much the con* 
sompiion may be iocraased hy tlie saving of 
the long laud carriage, and the opportunity 
which will be given to the AlTghans of lay* 
ing in an investment to any extant that may 
be required.

Camphor, (ATv/wr).—I s an articU in 
great request io all the conotries of tbs Bast, 
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and it is exported both from Bombay and 
Cslcutta. 

Span Wood, (finknm) — Is In great 
demand with the dyers all over the East. 
His exported in con aid era I dc quanliliesfrum 
Calcutta to Amritsur. but 1 caiiuut find 
that any is sent from U^mibay. 

VtBMiuoN, (SAvrr^rN^.—-Is in S'una 
demand, and it is exporleil i<i sini.il quanri- 
ties both from Boiulisy und Cakiitld. 

DaT&s, (CAoAero).—Arc in gt rnnsl de¬ 
mand thioughnut the Vnujab, t'liHliinne, 
sod ths whole of tVntval Asia. 1'hoy form 
mi tni|Hjrtnnt article of C4>mtiieTce« and there 
is no competition, uom* iH'itig jiioil4in<»d in 
the c<Mintry Tho sliorea of ihe Pvisiun 
Gulf fcirnish the principal supply. 

Coco A NUTS, f.VariyW or G/riffota.)^ 
lliis is an artivle of geiki^ial consumption in 
the Knnjab und i*s«hii>pre, iMOng much iisi^d 
by the llindoim in vsriini* ridiuiiius ur remu* 
uien. They nre not much in demand mmmg 
the Mahnmeilan |>opiilatioii <m the other shte 
of tih‘ Indus bill a few arc exported for iho 
use of tha Jlinilooa who are vcattcred pr«<C(y 
thickly, especially in the laigc L»wris. The 
principal exportulion lakes place from Ibun* 
bay, and (it Piilce they Are stiipt of their 
shells, after whieh they nrs called ciri-gola. 
The original cost being litllcor nolliing, tha 
price is mule np principally of (he ex|>f>iiso 
of carriage, and by (llmiiiishirig tlii« (he con¬ 
sumption of course will greatly iiiciensa.

EXPORTS. 


Every trade is limited by the means of 
realising returns diBm>eabU in the markets 
of other countries. The difliculi j of obtain* 
ing adequate returds is the great inrubus 

K o our Indian trade, and the impurU rri>m 
jiand arc limited hy the amoUMi of the 
available exports from India, aloioet as ef- 
feotnally is they could be by legislative en* 
actment. Our merchants bring out ship 
loads of EugUsh goods for tlie India market, 
and think thrinselvea fortunate if they can 
occure themeeWea from loss In making their 
returns. Under these circomstances how 
can the trade irjcrroseT What ioducimeni 
does tire single profit and the double expense 
offer to our merchants to engage in it, sad 
what a check upon consumption is the com* 

r sratively high price of our minufacturee in 
ndis which these dissbiMtiee involve f On , 
the side of the Natives the check instill more 
decided. If we open a market for their pro* 
duce, we may depend u^wn their taking off 
onr manufactures, because no trader ever 
makes hie returns in cosh, so bmg as there 
are any gonds which yield a profit, however 
small. Betides, unless we take off the pro*: 
diice of a country, what*reso«rces can it 
have for buying our comiaodiiiesT Agri* 
culture and internal trade will do a great 
deaf, but no country can become rich and 
able to ^orchosc foreign commodities to any 
extent without the addiuooal source of 
wealth which it raises from foreign trade. If 
there is no foreign demand for their priKluc* 
ti<ms, they accumulate upon their own hands, 
and there can be little ourplus voluo to pur¬ 
chase the goods of other countriet. 

In order, therefiwe, to incregse the demand 
for our manufactures, we must andeavonr 
to take off os much os possible of the pro* 
diioe of the countries with which we trade. 
In the obundsnee of exportable eammoditiee 
the new iMrt upon the Indus will be more 
fWvoured Ihtn any of the porto of India. 
The ooootHes on the Ia0 bank yield all the 
productione whieb are pecirliar to the bot cli* 
males, and on the riffae bank m to ba 
foaed many of thoee whtoh beloiB 

lo a cold lemperotirre. lMn of tto 


productions which have a demand in England, 
are osgafstida, saffron, madder, tol>acco. cot* 
too, rice, ultpelre. sal ammoniac, tinm. 
Cash me re shawls, Heraut carpets, and many 
kind* of drugs. There is also a brisk de¬ 
mand for most of these artioles in thn other 
markets of the East, wlieooe returns are pro¬ 
curable in various kinds of merchandise, dt 
for the Englidi market, tod there are some 
orCiclae, sack os groceries, rock salt, Cash¬ 
mere paper, borses, d^e., which are ooW in de¬ 
mand for the coentr^ trade, and for the rea- 
lintien of returns m other markets fur the 
Europe trade. On the whole [ am of opioi* 
oa that, with attention, ample returns may 
be procured for the imports from England. 

• It will be observed that all the exports are 
I raw produce, except Cashmere shawls and 
Heraot carpets, and so far from interfering 
with our own manufactores, these will be 
found to give material ossUtaece ia procuring 
on extended ctrcuUtion for them. 

AlSAFtSTiDA.— Called by the Persians 
AnposcA, and by the Indians Seenff, is a gum 
resio of a strongs disegresable, fmtid odour 
end a bitter lubecrld taste. It is produced 
from a plant called Ferules Asstfcelida, the 
stalk of which is cut off near the root and a 
milk exudes which gradually hardens like 
opium. The plant reqipres no attention but 
wbet it necesnry for exlrocting the gum. 

Assafostida bu medical properties: it is 
used ia aedicine os a powerful stimulsnt, 
particularly of the nervous system, it also 
poesesees carmiontive and expectorant pro¬ 
perties, which make it an article of general 
conoumption in Europe. In India it is a fa* 
▼oritc iagredieot in the cooking both of Hin¬ 
doos and Mahommedans, and its dearness is 
therefore the only limit to itt consumption. 
It wsa used ia a similar manner by the toci- 
eot Greeks and RomoBa under the name of 
SyTphiom or Laeerpilium.

It ie the oatu- 
ml growth of AUghanietan, end the agricul¬ 
ture of the country i" at fireei»iit to that eiage 
of ite progreee which is beet mited for the 
raining nf prodtme for a foreign market. 
Thera iH'ing few tuwnt and nomannfHCturiog 
population, the prod octe of agriculture poneeee 
little exchaugeaoU value in the home market, 
anil the cullivatore tharefora gladly avail 
tliem'<elve« of any demand there happen 
to be from abroad. Tbe caea wee neerly tft 
eeme in India, end it was no sooner diKOver- 
ed after the pacification of Malwa that there 
wee a foreign deromd for opium, then it be¬ 
gan to be cultivated in quantities which 
threatened to overetock the Cbineea market, 
ill England, on the contrary, where there ie 
a great demand for com, nobody thinka it 
worth hie while to eultivatq madder which 
yields a raturn only once in three years, and 
the ea me obeer vatic ns apply Co saffron, tbe 
cultivation of which, though an annual pro¬ 
duce, is still more expenaire than madder. 

The demand which will eneqe tipoa tbe 
opening of the Indna, will give a eertaJo im¬ 
pulse to the productions boA of madder and 
sadron. They will be brought to market in 
much greater qnantitiea, and the expense 
nf iraosport to tbe sea shore will be reooeed 
to lem than one-tenth of what it is at present* 
We may therefore hope that England, and 
perhaps the greater past of the continent of 
Europe, will derive their prioeipat supply of 
these valuable articles of commerop frm this 
qiiartefC 

TOBSCCO—Ii another very important 
staple which will be laid open ip our earn- 
tnerce bj th* navigation of the ladas, A iBvy 
sujwrior kind, wuieb gone by ibn geae^ 
name of Kuknr tobacco, ie pr^uced ia Imi 
irrigated laade of tbe lower parts of the PqB* 
Jab^ where the riyers coaverge towi^ 


od>er. It is of a much milder flavor thsa 
the Bengal iobacco, and gppeari to be of 
tbe same kind as the UBnilla and Persian. 

There are three mieties of the Kuktr to¬ 
bacco. 

Tbe first called Mull a nee, is produced la 
the immediate neighbourhood of Multan. It 
is of a darkar colour and stronger flavor ihae 
Uie other kinds, and sella at a much higher 
price. It is both ebswaJ and smoked, but 
principally amuked. The prime cost at 
U ultao is six rupee# a maund. 

The second is called Mussa Tobacco from 
a place of that oama where U is said tube 
produced. X have not been able to ascer¬ 
tain the exact sicuacinn of this place, but it 
appears to be somewhere between Multan 
and Brhawulpoor. It is of a slight colour 
and miMer flsvor than what is pt^uced at 
Multan, and both men and women chaw it 
io gieat quantiti«*s, the Utter generally mixed 
in their pawn. The prime c^wt of tais kind 
of tobacco in the fleld is four rupees a maund. 

The third kied is called Amanut Khanee, 
from its being prmluced, they say, at a place 
called Amanui Khan. It differs vsry littls 
from tlie Mussa, but Mils rather cheaper. 

Cotton. —The exportation of raw cot¬ 
ton from iiidia to England is almost extinct, 
hut th(>r< is still a brisk dstaaod for it ia 
China. The opening of the navigation of 
tbe Indus and its tributary streams will fur¬ 
nish an easy water carriage from wery part 
of the Punjab, and if the quality iesumcient- 
ly fine, raw cotton will be largely exported 
lor the foreian market. U is at present 
grown in the Punjab as far as it is required 
for internal consumption, and there is every 
reason to belsvmihat it is at least as good 
as the produce of the Delhi territory, which 
is ex ported to a considerable extent. The 
whole of the Bengal transit duty upon cotton 
is remitted upon ssportation by saa. 

GaocsBISs— Form an important branch 
of the exports of tbe countries beyond the 
larius and Sutlej. The cliotate of Hin* 
doetan is too hot to allow of the grapee and 
other fruits which constitute this bnooh of 
traffic comiitg to perfvctipo, while tbe tempe¬ 
rate climate of Affghanietan ie admiraoly 
adapted for tHbm. The traniltioQ from the 
temperete climate to the bol ie aleo SO tud- 
deadhat there ie no .interwediala space be¬ 
tween the coquUim which require toeee com- 
■odiUee and ihuea which produce them.

From ibeae,we see, that iu tbe firaf ex¬ 
ample, tbe number of suits dismissed is barely 
five per cent.; and in tbe lecond, a little 
more than nine percent.

while tbn amount dun from them was Rs. 
60,430, Isaving Rs. 48,300 dun from 41 i 
debtors, wIh>, ts they would neiihsr pay nor 
seemed inclined to nuke any exertions to 
liquidate iiieir dsMs. were sent tojdl; yet 
tbcH found so little viadi< tiveaess on tbe put 
of their creditors, that they were speedily 
released. Very few paid at once the whole 
demand againlt them, and no great number 
paid soy Uiieg before their release: but no 
sooner old tliey eidier pay part and promun 
iBstalmeotnof the remaiader, or even evince 
aa isclinatioo to make some exertion to 
liquidate their debt#, than their creditore et 
once ooossnUd to their discharge. They 
were sot on tbe average in confinement h^ve 
a mooibearh, as is sufficiently Ptofed 
thn nimstwiv in tbe Civil Jail. Thtpi 00 tbe 
firat of January, 1633, was levspAys tn .Oo* 
tober of the present year^ii vu Mtentj-two:

1,676: all of these ehuwing po iocU' 
nation to pay their il**bte were at once 
releaeed from arrest by their credilore with* 
out evHD being brought up to court, atllioosh 
the whole amount actually paid on the 
urreets wae Us. 69U : and thb, let it be 
reneathered, is after they have waited years 
before they have beeu able to realiie their 
juii demand!, white every aneeles of legal 
delay, fraud, and chicanery has been prac¬ 
tised against them by tUoee who were 
iudebted to them. 

But although 1 deny thet like epithet of 
litiuious," in ita proper sense is generally 
jually attributable loihenBiivaa,it isalainent> 
abU fact, that in n given populatiou the 
number of law euita an<l complairiU is much 
greater than it would be in iiiigUnd. The 
causes of this are to he found partly ia the laws 
and in the custnios of the people, and partly 
ill tlioM which we have eslabliehed. When 
we consider the diderence in the manoers, 
CMitome, and eystems of law cxiant amoni; 
the people of {ndia from tho«c which exist 
111 our uwu country ; the ^uulh end inex¬ 
perience of tliOM to whom the adminialratiuJi 
of aFsirs was inetrusted; Itow much these 
bad to learn not only of tlie above points, 
but uf the language, or rather languages, in 
which bgstueas wes condncied, aud the 
immense mete of current dulht which 
devolved upon them ; it might have beec 
expected that one of the nrai caret of 
goverooient would have been to have caused 
the coQpiUtioii of a coociae code both of 
Hindoo and Mabomedao law for the gold* 
aoce of thoea who were to administer the 
laws. To this day nothing of the kind baa 
been attempted by authority.* The British 
Regulations are little more than rules of 
prac^ce relating to the forma to be observed 
so the different courts and ofiees : while 
the rights and ioteresu of the people are left 
to chance, the caprice of the preaidiag fane- 
tioiiajy, or the dsctuni of a native who is 
styled ** law eCcer,*' who, from education 
and fitoeie for his sitoatieoj is about oa a 
pas wi^ an atloraey'a clerk ie Boglaad. On 
tUa kaad, 1 beg to refer lo No. 67 of ihim 
pa|iMk The extraordiaary aod almoct ia* 


compraheawble jumble of equal division of 
property—arbitrary and moat snequal divi¬ 
sion—the law of primogeniture in soma 
cawe, and all but cummuoity of properly in 
iithera (which were alluded to lo 19) 
which obuifis among ilia people, and the 
undefioed rights and claims to which this 
uoaettled aUte of sffaira gives rise, is aootbtr 
great source of dispute. All these must be 
horns in mind in viewing tbs present subject: 
and then my readers will be able to under¬ 
stand tbs following detail of causes and anils 
which are constantly occurring in the British 
India Ponrrs. Nothing bearing any rfi< m- 
blancs lo them could happen in England : 
and some of them will prc^ably appear b> 
an untravilled Englialimau rather as 
uf the im^inatioii, or at best, only what 
mieikt possibly occur once iii a century even 
inlikdia; but any judge who hit attended 
to Ikia duty, and many oiher civil oficers not 
in the judicial line, will bear teetimooy to 
tlieir being aattare of every day's exDsrisnce 
I will now proceed to detail, and tor con- 
veoisnee sate shall number the rsspsclive 
illustrations. 

First.—A. dies, leaving three son a. His 
properly grists of a go^ bouse, value a 
tffonsand r^tee*. and stime personal nHsets. 
The litt*^ are divided between the suns; 
but as ihtrs u great difficulty in dividing 
the bouse, and as the sons agree and con- 
linue to live togetlier, every thing goee on 
smooihly at firvi. But af\cr some time, as 
iheir respective families itkcretse, and differ¬ 
ence of irilerssis arise, disagreements ensue, 
and one of the brothers demands lo hare his 
sliars of the bous9 divided off from tha^ of 
the others. Jn many cases, this is uttvrJy 
impoesibis. without complelely ruioing the 
comfort and convenience or ibe abode. 
Someiimes an aitempt is made to apportion 
off different epartmenta, (which iu some 
cases, where there is room to msks separate 
entrances can be done) Ibis gives rise to 
complaints of partinlily in the division— 
fresli iospectiooa, measuremsnis and re¬ 
apportioning are the consequence afresh 
complaints from Ihe other partles^and so on. 
Then, again, euppoeing an equitable divisioD 
beruade: if there be but one entrance, the 
jealooay and dislike which have ariaen 
between the parties creates all aorta of quar¬ 
rels and aniays, with complaints lo Ike 
Magistrate. I have actually known cases 
of fhis tort go on for years, until it ended iu 
the ruin of all the Forties, ibe house btieg 
sold to pay their reepoetivo debte; while 
the pertiee ibeMelvee, after having beta 
sore than oace in jail, finally become diare- 
putable ebaraoura, and liva by gambliag 
and tblevia|. !■ tome iDataucea^ lha dispdle

Sucoml.—It not unfroqnontiv hinpeot, 
that ono of the eniifl, eharer* or the nouee, 
geUinft in debt » eoed in Court, and ihit 
to liquidate the aum decreed ageinet him, 
hiiihare of the houee ie ttucbed: but a« no 
diviai^n ba< taken place, the creditor cannot 
know winch portion of the houee bt1nn;:e to 
hie debtor, and wliich to the oiher ilierera ; 
he Mceordingly, ittaehet the whole bouse, 
siul afRxea the proclamation foriala on lome 
conepicuoue part; and the oilier ehnrera 
then come forward to claim their portiona 
This ia on# pieee of litigation, which, when 
the family haa lived in the houee for two or 
three geiieraiiona, without any diviMOo hav¬ 
ing taken place, U often no easy matter to 
arrange: inotliereaseaU ia aimpte enough. 
The neat step ia to divide off the share ol 
the debtor with a view to its sale. Here the 
difficultH'i arise which have just been de* 
acribed in the drat illustratiurr, and the reaolt 
sometimes ie, that finding the disputes and 
complauits endless, an oraeris pafim) to sell 
the riiiht and interest of the defendant, with¬ 
out defining what these are. The conee- 
qiiences of this are various. On some cases 
it virtually prevents the sale taking place a* 
nil; if I he rest of the family are numerous, 
and tolsrably rich, they tlireatao all intend* 
ing purchasers with persoua) ill •treatment, 
and with ruin to their affairs by conslani 
cnnipllints against them in the different 
Courts. In others, if the Creditor be far 
more powerful hy his wealth and connexions 
than the family of the debtor be, in defauli 
of other purchasers, buys the >hare of the 
property himself at the eels; and ha then 
says to the debtor's relations, ** uow, If you 
choitse to pay mo my demand, 1 will give 
up the purchase to you: if not, 1 will make 
you repent of it, for I will rent my share of 
the bouse to a set of bbungies (a tribe of the 
sweeper cast) to keep tbeir hogs io it| or to a 
set or choomars (another low tribe who bare¬ 
ly rank as Hindoos), to establish a Uontry of 
cow-hides and eat beef (accordiog at the 
party addretwed be Mahomedana or Hin« 
dooa)—'' you may complain u you please, 
I an rich enough to ruin you all if we go to 
law.’’ The result of this is, eiUMr eoatiaual 
quarrels and com plain tl until the family are 
ruload, or that tlmy with dificnlty raise the 
sum required, altboogh it may be tee times 
the value of the share of properir sold, end 
pay the creditor who gives up bis porcbast 
to them. In othsr cases, when a third per* 
son Km bought the right and iatereit of the 


debtor, he of course demands tiwt the Court 
shall at least put him in pomeesion of what^ 
has been add by its authority; and here 
^ain ariie all Uie diffieulUes alluded to in 
the first illuairatiou. Yet all ihii masa of 
litigation mad evil might be remedied by a 
simple rule, io which \ shall advert liere- 
afler. 

Third.—B. dies, leaving a mud house value 
fifty rupees; clothes and furniture, value 
twenty rupees, to which bin t«o sons, C. and 
D. succeed without any disputee and live in 
harmony together. C., an active man, poet 
into aervicr, or enters into some trade, and 
gains conshltrable nroporly. D., of a differ¬ 
ent dispomtioii, either works enough, inde- 
pendantiy. to procure a bare subsistence, or 
perhups makee himself useful to his brother 
by going on errands or affording him other 
little ane)aian>e, in return for which the latter 
maintdua him. After some time C. pulta 
dnwo the mud bouse, and builds a subslanilal 
one of masonry at an exjwoae of |>erhaps two 
ihoiisand ru|»e>’S, which occupies the whole 
ground left by B., the father, in which ground 
each brother hat an equal share. D. rnnkes 
nu objectioo, as both five together In union, 
and he will have a better house to reside in 
than before. In Biigland, in such a case, 
the matter would b>* minpJy settled io one of 
two ways:—Either C. would just purchase 
D.*s share of the ground, or would draw up 
an agreement to pay him ground rent, to which 
payment the house, if suld, would be subject; 
but in the exiraordinary way in which iba 
natives of India carry on their concerns, 
anch a thing would rarely if ever be thought 
of. Bui to return.—Some lime after G. falls 
into difficulties, nfiis in debt, and ultimately 
fiia bouse is sold for satisfaction, No sooner 
IS this adverlixed than D. claicns hli share of 
the ground, on which it stands: be warns all 
creditors and purchasers that only half the 
house can remain as it is, and that of the 
other half, only the right to the materials ia 
sold which must be pulled down and carried 
away. Tbia ia often done at the instigation of 
tha insolvent C., in the hopes of deterring 
creditora from causing tha sale, because the 
whole houee would, under such circumstan* 
ces, be of no mdVe value than what the ma¬ 
terials would realise, which, after the ex¬ 
panse of pulling it down» would not clear 
above two hundred rupees: end C. would 
escape confinement under the Insolvent Act. 
Now, the common aenee in proceeding in such 
eaaea would be, either to sell the house, na 
it stood, with the condition of a apectiM 
ground real payable to D or what would ba

It is true the large bankers end merchants 
receive money for. which they allow mode¬ 
rate interi'sis, just as our English agents in 
Catculta are in tbe habit of doing; hot the 
former, like tbs latter, will only receive 
■umi of cuniiderable amount, and will nol 
be troubled with the petty savriige of tbe 
poor, amounting to a few annas or a few 
repeei monthly. Tbote, thsrefure, who do 
save, in order to avoid the risk of losing 
their money by theft or accident, end to 
Increase their hoard, immediately begin 
lending to tboee of their own cIsh, tempted

I With respect to the poverty of the people, 
—%e have heard eo much of the blcinings of 
the British Covernment and the weolih 
which the people have accumulated while 
wpoaing under its beneficent shadow, tint 
some of my readers will probably sneer at 
the mcniion of poverty. It is neverlheless 
true. Kaeh district of tbs Benpl presidency 
averaiies about a miliiou of iiibabiiunts; yet 
in each there are notik'in the average, fifty 
men ainoNg the ca^ientere, Macksmilhs, 
masons, jewellers, boat-builders, ami other 
artificers, who could undertake to perform a 
piece of work y> tbe value of fifty rupees, 
without receiving an advsnee in cam to •ena¬ 
ble bim to procure the necessary materials ; 
and tbisie a fact well known to all merchants 
and others who have ever bad occasion to 
build a house or construct any work or ma¬ 
chine. What should we thinx of tbe wealth 
and promriiy of Eogland, if there were not 
fifty artineers out of every million of popu¬ 
lation, who ^uld engage to perform a work 
to the value of fifty pounds, witliout rreoiv- 
ing an advance of money ? It ie precisely tlie 
same in the cnitivation of tbe noil. Tbs laud 
is sub-divided into small portions, each tilled 
by its respective owner, who hss bU owo 
pfoDgh and bullocks: nineteeo*twentieths of 
these sre so poor, tbst without periodical ad¬ 
vances at every hatveet to procure cced and 
to live on till *the crop is ripe, they 
would not be able to cultivate stall. 

In Bnglaod. ia eve^ oouatry, there arw 
hundredi of matter artificers, each of whom 
pomeasss capital to enable bin to undertaka 
o^an to the amounl of tbonsands of poandn, 
whUe tlwwork ie performed by mea^wlM 
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receive refular w«ges. Sn the lend ie divided 
into farmr of conaiderHble aise» held by 
men who/ave capita) enough to undertake 
improve men la, ancltu carry on thecultivaiion 
by labourers at a ate ted liife. In cither case, 
a moderate share of auperimendence is sulTi* 
eient; for, if a workman or labourer be negli¬ 
gent, lie ia discharged and another engaged. 

Ill India it is totally different:—after the 
advances are made, a man cannot ait down 
uii'tly in anticipation Dial the work will be 
Illy performed, or the ground lillnd by the 
stipulated time ? oiUiof he or hie agenia iuu:«t 
be conaUiitty on the alert to atiiniilate Che 
people to their work, and sea tbat tliey 
not !>r|uand«r the money tliey have n'ceivrd, 
nr waele their time in going to some fair or 
feaiiral till the seaaon ia paaacd. in ilie old 
timea. at sowing aeaaon, an indigo •planter 
would keep seven or eight horses in constant 
work in ins^iecling the land*, to the owners of 
which he had iiuulc sdvonces: and with nil 
rhv labour and precaution thutcaii be taken,

Maoy 
nrtihcerH and ciiltivutors will dobberately 
take udvaiices, without any intention of per- 
forming the slipulnted work : others receive 
money from two or three at once, altbougb 
they know that they will not be able to fulfil 
their engQi^omeiils; and 1 am aorry to say 
I hat this spirit has occasionally beau fostered 
by EnglUh merchants and indigo-pi an ton in 
their anxh ty to promote their own, and in¬ 
jure their neighbours’ concerns—short-sighted 
policy! as they have at length discover¬ 
ed. Here agsin. Is another source of liti¬ 
gation, which would never exist, were the 
system of Mrformiog work by hired Jabouaers 
substituted fur that of making advances, 
which, however, is prevented by tbs poverty 
of the (leople. 

Much ot the litigation In India again is to 
be charged to the system which we hnvc 
introduoM for tht admiulstration of juiUce. 


It is obvious, that in a country where the 
customs first described are in exuteuce, it 
was peculiarly necessary to establish Courts 
on a simple plan, in which causes should be 
beard at little or no exfwiise to the suitors, 
decided, and the decision cnforceil with as 
little delay as possible; so far (rum tins, it is 
now universally acknowledged that our 
Conrls were so overloaded with busmi'is that 
Justice was unattiiinable. The fundurnental 
principle of the British Indian Guvcriimriit 
has lilt lately been 1 o take as much as pov- 
sible from the people and to do for them as 
little ss |)oasiblv; and iu prosecution of this, 
one couit of justice was cslublislicd where 
four or five wt-re rci|uieiie; thus, as suits 
rorild not be heard, offVririg every tempta¬ 
tion to the peojila to commit breach of con¬ 
tracts and withhold just deinaiuN; which 
species of roguery has lH*eii progressively 
increesing for Iho la>*t thuty Years, until the in- 
UodueVum of ibc new system in in3*i. Thu 
coiiiu»^uences wera mo it bnneiituhlo; for at 
the latter pari of that |»eriod, coiihilcuce and 
enuiit were so dt^utroyed that trade und 
mnnufaelurcs worn at the lowest vbb; while 
people refrained from bringiiiir forward just 
cnmplaints, on thu oilier hand false and fruu- 
dulcnC'>u*U( were on the incrciise; those who 
preferreil them, knowing thni thu pruMiirc of 
bu^inoss was such that a full and iinfMrtial 
Mivrstigatiun was out of the rjiiestiun ; for 
what with the burry of business and iUu little 
ntlcntion which was paid to tbe nff uirsof tUo 
Civil Court, even whnii discovered, a simple 
dismissal was all that was to be apprehended 
-^pnnislinient very raicly followed. 

This WHS par^eularly apparent in the 
ahamsful maiiuei*in which pauper suits were 
brought forward.

Un¬ 
fortunately, however, the law, if duly en¬ 
forced, does not provide s sufficient penalty 
to prevent fraudnUnt pauper suita from be¬ 
ing preferred. A man who has no property 
has only to iwear to this and bring forward 
a couple of witncitsOH to corroborate it, and 
he is immediately allowed to prefer a suit to 
any amount against any person. It is to no 
purpose that the upimsite parly attend in the 
ririt stage of the busineee to show that there 
cannot be a shadow of ground for the suit: 
he is told that this forms no proof of the pre¬ 
sent Inquiry: ifhe can disprove the pan* 
perisR) of the complaint, and that ihs latter 
possesses money or property, he will be 
nearcl, but not otherwise. Cooscqurnlly all 
that the freudnlent plaintiff has to calculate 
on is the chance or gain against the only 
punishment which can be indicted on him, 
vis., siz months* i in prison niSnt in the Civil 
Jail, where be is comfortably lodged and well 
fed.* 

The following are a few only of many si- 
milnr cases which have occurrerl witliin my 
own knowledge:—A man named Purrum- 
sock borrowed various sums of money from 
a great many different people, on pretence 
of trading: but he was, in fact, a mere 
swiodler; on his character being discovered, 
one of those be had defrauded sued him in 
the District Court for five hundred rupees lent, 
and obtained a decree. No kmner was this 
decided, than Purrumsook sent a common 
servant of hcA, whoM whole wagee were throe

lapaujier. lie might have cansed Piirriim- 
iM*ok*e sorvaiit to bo put in jail ; but the lat¬ 
ter would, probably, hav« been imme<lintely 
released by a petition under the InMolvent 
Law!«. Having filed this suit, Furrnmaook 
went round to all his errdilors and warned 
Uicin, that if they sued him in the District 
Court, he would adopt the course above do- 
aenbed regarding every one of them ; and 
ihUR effectually prevented any plaint being 
halged agaioat himself. 

I have repealHilly known sums of money, 
a hundred or two hundred ru|>ee 0 , extorted 
from rich merchaiiU hy the threat of filing a 
jlknper suit against them In the Provincial 
Court for Ion or fifleon thousand rupres. 
Tile petacm tbreatrnet! knew that at the worst, 
the Court, if it did its duty, could only im¬ 
prison the plaintiff tiz roontlis, and that the 
four or fire hundred rupees w hich lie would 
lie obliged to expend in defending the cause, 
could by no (Missibility be recovered; there¬ 
fore, as the lesevr evil, he paid a moderate 
sum to the rsseal who threatened him. to 
avert the heavier loss. J have known people 
whose livelihood was chiefly gained by these 
and other fraudulent proceedings; all which 
roguery, let me observe, has bMri introduced 
by the system on which our Courts have 
been conducted, lidid uot exist under the 
aalive Governments, corrupt and loefficient 
SB we chiKMw to pronounce mm. 

This ia not, however, by sny means, the only 
way in wliich the system introduced by the 
British IndisD logislatioD has tended to pro¬ 
duce litigation and frsud. Much is to be 
attributed to tbe rules of practice adopted by 
us, which are at variance with the customs 
of the people. 1 must here allude to the 
rule of succession to property which practi¬ 
cal (y obtains both among Hindoos and Ma- 
hoinedsns in India; being a strange com¬ 
pound of eqaal division, arbitrary and very 
unequal,division, and all but community of 
property, according as chance, or a variety 
of concurrent causrs, may determine, and 
which were described in No. Iff of these 
papers. It te extremely common for a family, 
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cotDf>OMd of fAther, Mns, uneie«» 

nephews, cousiue, and »<jme oUier brMochee, 
to live togetlier, end virtually enjoy tlicir 
propefty in common. Ono or Aometiaies 
two uf the whole are llie inanagifl^ head, 
but by iiu lurans always the eldest inenher. 
or even of tlie elileat brancli of the family : 
ill (tenerul, the noet clever, active, buttlin*^ 
iiidividu.it is tacitly aelectiHl. All mniiey 
lui^niraJ for the u«eof the fiimily collectively ; 
for the iMurriHBe of an individual; for 
carrying on their cultivation or trade, or fin 
Ally pur|Kn»e, ia borrowed Uy the lii'ad in his 
own name and he aigna tlie bond. Ou the 
olhi'r hand, all iMU*a ofiirnduce or melchaM* 
dixo are conducted by the manager, (adved. 
ao far la it often carried, that should one or 
more individuals of the faiiiily be iu service 
which enables them to save money, they trails- 
luit the nninunt, not to ilieir one nearest ro 
lative, but to tlio m.innger of the wbnle. 
Nay, further, so very contrary ii> our Notion^ 
is the mode of arranging these inattcr« among 
the iiativei, that not unfrequuntly, sliould 
the manager chanen t<i have any business in 
hand which renders it inconvenieut for bini 
to go to his bankor, he will send some other 
member without any letter or even token to 
procure the sum rerpiircd, while the bond p* 
drawn out in the name of the inanAg<*r. 

Jl is obvioiiA that whom such customi eaist, 
whon dubis are contracted fur the bciicdt 
of the whole fiiiuily, they conjointly, snd 
not the inanugiT alone, ought, in strict jus* 
tice, to he unswerable for the money due; 
and such wm invsriuhly the case under every 
native Gowrnmeut that ever eaieted in India. 
But we have reve led a1 lathis. Sliould u 
suit he Hied against a family collectively, it 
is tlirowrt our, and a decree is only given 
axaiiist the luajiagnr, in whuHe name thi' 
money was borrowed, and his pro] hit I y alone 
is allowed to be seised in execution, Thi>« 
iiulivtdual’s share of the real property in, 
perlispa, a twentieth part of what belongs Ui 
the family in general, and K is so difficult tu 
separate it from the rest, that very oflen no 
one can be found to brave tbe ill-will of the 
clan by pnrchasiug it; aud as to houscliohl 
furniture, cattle, and other personal properly, 
none but (he members of the family and their 
nearest relations can possibly know wb4t 
portion is under the immediate superiQieiid* 
aoee of ('* in the ponsuesioa of,** would, 
where such extraordinary customs exists, be 
a misnoiuer), each Individual. Whatever is 
attached, some member of the family claims 
bis portion aud briogs forward two or three 
of the others as witoeesos to subsiaiitiaie it; 
it is couiequcutly released from attachment 
Thirty years ago such proceediugs were un« 
known, but they are daily becoming more 


frequent, tlie people being instigated by the 
officials about the Courts; and latterly, a 
uew plan is adopted. In cases where the 
manager has svnt snoiUer momber of the fa¬ 
mily Ui borrow Oie money required in the 
name of the former, he denies the debt alto* 
geiber; declares it Ui bea false domaud; and 
brings a boat of witnesses, who in fact only 
iw«ar (be iruUi, to prove that un the day 
spvuitied, he w.isatsoiue other place, inany 
miles dkstsiit from tliat iu which the bond 
WHS written. 

The result is, that by one or other of these 
luodrs, the creditor losna his money, and the 
Biiglisli are ridiculed for ihofr ignorance of 
the cnsiomsof the people, and bitterly in¬ 
veighed against for the ruin of juitioo which 
Uicir alnurd lawit have caused. I have 
known ree|»ectable vakeels, (attoriioys) when 
usked how they cauid iusdgatc men to act 
iu dviiarico of justico and the cusioio of thn 
enuntry:—'* yuur ohsurvalion Is iriie enough, 
hut my bnsiness Is, If pusiiblo, to gain iny 
client's cause, for tliurvupoii depends my re¬ 
putation and profit; —I would not willingly 
do any thing fraudulent, but whut the law 
allows is not fraud* Tbe rules which (he 
English have introduced, both on this and 
other points, arc uhsurd and unjust enough, 
f9o<l knows—bill sUieo tvcAu Me faar, it is 
all fair lo take advaiihigo of it." It in uUiolly 
among tho ngrionhural classus that this 
ooiuinunity of property exists. Tliesu now 
dud grral difficulty in uettiiig credit or bor- 
rowitiir money: aud inis is ono of (he causes 
(hut azricuUurc is at such a low ehb, and of 
Uie difficulty which hus been latterly experi¬ 
enced iu realising Ihorevenue derived from 
lands. • 

it is needless dcecanting oq the increase 
of litisatioii which ia always Caused by (he 
iupodiuientx of delay and expense in (he 
way of obtaining jio^tice; that is anoint al* 
lowed by all uupn'judiced men, who have any 
kiiuwledgi* of human nature. Sufficicntalso 
has been said on the insufficiency of the British 
Indian esrablishmeDt lo jierform the business 
which devolves upon it: 1 shall, In conclu¬ 
sion, show how much temptation Is given to 
a man to withhold a just demand, allowing 
the business to«be conducted by an upright 
Judge, and without any delay bayood what 
tho law acluallv prescribes.

After Cbie, U being the 
hiteriiion of the defendant to eurt*ef the euit 
to go by defaull, plntutiff ie celled on for 
hie proofn: he filet the bond aad list of wil- 
nesses, who are luoamoned end tbcir evi¬ 
dence Itken : this may lake about ten days: 
it will require a day or two between each 
process to write the necessary pa|>ers, so 
that a decree cannot be obuiiird under a 
month and half. Plsintilf then (petitions 
for the decree to be oaecuied, on whicli de¬ 
fendant comes forward declares that ho In- 
lends to apjieal, and gives secnritv» which 
cfficiuully stays the < aecution for three 
iDonihs flora the dale of the decree. 

On Ihe last day of the three raontbs de¬ 
fendant gires a iieliiion of apiwal to the Su¬ 
perior Court, (Sudder Dewaunee) in which 
Jio decinres that he has repaid the debt; 
urgi’S that the notice snd pnwlsmation were 
never served upon liiin,—the court-runnel s 
having been bribed by theplsinlifT to report 
faliudy that they had been duly served; — 
accused the Judge of having comiive«l with 
the uativo officers who lied been bribed, in hur¬ 
rying on the Knit; —decleres lliattlie pluintifi* 
js known lu be one of the niosi notorious 
rogues in the country. See. The Hiitish 
functionaries have such estraordiiiery noiioMs 
of tile roguery of the natives, that they ap> 
p«ar to ijuagine thst too much leniency can- 
l ot be sltowii to the defendant; iccordingly, 
if an exaiiuvrated and violent petition of ap- 
peui be pu'sentrd to the Sudder, well seasoned 
with accusations of fraud and hrihery, and 
abuse of the district Judge and all bis officers, 
it is sure to attract altcntioa. and the Supe¬ 
rior Court will not only rensnd iba case 
with an order for hearing the defendants 
plea, but return him the value of the atainp 
paper he has purchased for his iietUioii of 
appeal and very often, without the sliglitesi 
inquiry or investigation, send word to lUe 
Judge that they consider his proceedings 
harsh and contrary lo justice.* 

By the time this order reaches the Dis¬ 
trict Judge, another month will have elapsed. 
The next step is to send a notice to th«* 
defendant to prove Lis plea of having repaid 
Ihe mnney by a certain date, on the average, 
at a furtoight's distance of time. The 
defendant takes no steps in the cause; and 
the judge, to avoid the repetition of an 
order, similar to the one he has received, 
sends him another notice, giving him another 
fortnight, at the end of which as on oolice is 
taken of it, he confirms his first decree, aad

The deferalaiit, 
being a rich toan, and as no force is allowed 
IQ civil process, easily avoids arrest; but his 
property is attached, and a procismaiion 
ordered for tlic sale. Hy the time tliii is 
affixed, anotlier fortnight has paMcd; and 
the sale cannot take place for thirty duys 
after the data of the affixing of the procla- 
Qiation. 

Oil the last of llte thirty days, dt'fcndurit 
sends lome perwni to prefer a claim to the 
whole of the property attached; the hivesli- 
gatioii of which cannot well be got through 
witlk a very little managemurii on the part 
of the claimunt, in Ism tlian a fortnight. 
The cUiiD is disslloweii; but no matter how 
alisurd it may have been, at It has been 
preferred wiihiii tlto period of the proclama¬ 
tion, tbeaslu cannot l>e carrioil into effect 
unii) tlirve months from tbo date of the 
order. At the cod of this, an order for tho 
aile is iraued: and then defeiidunt pays 
plaintiff the whole sum decreed with his 
cools end interest from the date of the filing 
Uie suit to that of payment. Just one 
year! nud coolly snys lo him your interest 
IS t3 |>cr eeot. 'rii« costs of suit iiiuount to 
8 |ier cent total ^0. i have realised thirty 
pi»r cent by the use of this oioney during the 
year, i. e., char gain of ten per cent, no 
11.200 Its. or 1,120 rnpeet in my pouket, 
by resisting your just demand.'** 

This mode of proceeding on the pnrt of 
the dcffridant «waa introduced after (he 
British Courts hod been establislied some 
time; and it became eveiy year rAore fre- 
queni. until ilie nrw ^y>tem was introduced, 
which liaa given some check to it. It never 
would have been rewirted to had we allowed 
the common market rate of interest lo be 
given, instead of introducing the usury laws 
in defiance of cuTHmon sennc, juMice, and 
the CMStoiDS and inclinations of Ihe pe<»plc. 
It shouhl be observed also, that in the 
Couvbi of the subordinate judicial officers, 
(8udder Ameeiisand Moonsiffs,) for the time 
occupied in a suit of the nature described, 
would not be above a third of the above, it 
is a strofigo anomaly, that while wa are so 
eteroslly descanting on Ihe corrupt and igoo* 
rant ehsrtcCcr of the natives, and trumpet- 
inf the praises of our upright and intelligeiit

The extraordiuarv.^isnrd 
and unjust decisions, subvening the customs 
among the inerchdnta which are |:ivrfl in 
iuiU arisipjg from mercuntile Uanaactions, are 
notmious: in pHilieubir, ttie almost invari¬ 
able disutlowing the enfc»rcement of a re-

eiieourugeinent to men io act in a fraudulent 
luaftiier 

Much more night be Mid on this subject; 
theie is hon aver quue enough advanced to 


induce our rulers fo examine Che maMer, and 
to enact the so much rcouired improveoiaot 
in our Judicial system, ii they are really so 
inclined. 1 ho|>e also it will be allowed, 
that the propositions with which the paper 
commenced have been pretty wt'llrilabbshedi 
via. that the* term litigious, in the strict 
sense of the word, cannot ph>)>er]y he ap¬ 
plied to the |ieople of Indta; that ticveriUelrsi 
there is, in a given population, a much 
greater amount of litigation than would 
exist in Enginnd—that this ia attributable 
partly lo Iho ciicumslances of the country 
and tlie customs of ths pi'oplt*:—partly to 
our igiiorauce of the native habit*, opinions,

At a meeting of ell British aubjecU, in 
Canton, convened by circular notice from the 
secretary to H. M. Superintendents, and 
held yesterday at half paai ten o’clock a. m. 
in the hall of the British Consulate, Uie 
Chief Superintend ant, tlie Bisbt Honorable 
Lord Napier,deliver^ tbe rollowiagapeecb: 

Gentlemen,—1 bate celled you together 
here this day becaoec T have been ialonBed 
that yealsrday a notice from the Hong Her- 
chants was senttoyoo stvorally, iiiritJDgyou 
to a meeting or conference with them in the 
Consoo*hsU at oue o’clock to-day. You 
we doubiloM aware of my present position, 
and of mv iostructiona and powera; but, 
perhaps, I may as wsll sow state to you 
that 1 am oot here for tbs purpose of enm- 
vouriof to form any commercial traaty, nor 
have I authortty to communicate directly 
with Peking. My orders extend no fnrtber 
than to the Viceroy, l.hare aucceoded in 
altainiog my preseot ras^Snee against the 
wishes of Im Viceroy and the Hoag Uer« 
eban^ and my buaioeaa at preaaat is oolf to 
colleff information on all p«oti coanacted 
with the British iaieresta with Chioa,. in 


order that I nay send such information 
boms, to be submitted to tbe crown for 
guidance in the future instructions with which 
H. M. may honor me. Gontlsmeo, I now 
, advice you not to attend this meeting at 
the Consoo house, for I consider your coro- 
pliaaca with the requisition of tbe Mar- 
cfaanU would ootooly embarrass my present 
views, but ultimately recoil with two<fold 
effect on yourselves, and be highly detri¬ 
mental to your own interests. I do not 

S rofess to have much knowledge of China, 
urther than what I have beanf, and gained 
from books; but 1 appeal to your common 
sense whether if you once, by an overt acr, 
eckaowledge the authority of these Hong 
MerebaoU, such procsedinc will not here* 
after be quoted as a preceoeot, and entail 
serious consaquancas oo tbe British trade 
with this empire. I cell upon you to asuit

A respectful noUficetioo. On the Otb 
(laib of August,) we received yoor answer, 
stating, that the copies which we bad 
respectfully made and eeai to you, of four 
orders from hit eacellency the gOTsroor, had 
been offered to your honorable officer, hut be 
bad refused to receive theo. Wo hod on 
eiamination that the great comnands of 
bis eicoUency the goveraor have all been 
enacted in accordance with the eetablisbed 
laws of the celestial empire. Now your 
honorable officer hes oouie to Canton tr> 
examine and bave super in tenUence of the 
affHirs of merchant vessels of your honorable 
country :-~but having come to the dominions 
of the celestial empire, he certainly should

Now the refusal to receive the govern* 
mental orders is disobedience to Uk taws of 
the celestial empire.

Since now your honorable 
officer will not act in obedience to the 
established Inwi, we dare not hold commer* 
cial interc4»urse with ilie gcptlemea of your 
boQorsble nation, and can only detail tbe 
circunittanecs in a full report to the great 
officers, that they may put a stop to buying 
aod selling.

His Lordship said that 
Mr. Jerdine had occasion to see him on 
bueinem, when be (Mr. J.) stated that four 
edicts had been received, la the course of 
conversation bis Lordship remarked that 
allbough he did oot receive the sdicU U 
would be as well to have copies of them to 
send home to bis sovereign. And hii Lord- 
ship further said that if making these copies 
occasioned any delay, that diHsy ought to 
bo attributed to himself; and as to tha 
advice which bis Lordehlp had giveo on the 
lllh inslanti respecting the receipt of letters 
^ro (be Hong Merchents, that advice had 
been unsnimously approved and adopted hj 
the British Marchauts themselves. Hie 
Lordship then again referred to the establish¬ 
ment of a Chamber uf Commerce, in order 
that the etfain and interests of British Mer- 
chsDls might be put into a course of regular 
maa^craent, and a proper cIihodcI of com* 
muoicniioii Im opened with bimielf end with 
tbe flung Merchants on all poinu connected 
with those interests. Hb Lordship observed 
he was happy to bear there was a gentleman 
preseut who, from the knowledge he pos- 
sei^d would bo able to point out tlie prt^r 
course of proceeding on the occasion. His 
Lordship then observed tliere remained a 
very pamful enbiect for him to notice, but, 
however pstiiful, it was, nevertheless, hli 
duty lo notice it He had hesrd of it since 
his srrivnl-^and he had beard of it before 
bis arrival—ho bad besrd of it in England ; 
bis tDstrucrioni alluded to it; even the beoe- 
v<»knt heart i»f our gracious king had been 
moved to notice it: this was. the dissensions 
and animority that existed in the British 
mercantile community of Caoioo. His 
Lordship obserrsd be was directed to exhort 
them sll to concord. Here hit Lordsblji 
read the following parsgrapU from bu 
Instructions:

Hit Lordehip feeliof ly IftmeDted that such 
diMeneiooe should exist, and the British 
subjecte in CantoD not life in their own 
hoi&ee ID respect and quietness, end enjoy 
and iDproee their present adrauteges. They 
were formerly, in tome degree, subject to 
tbs £. !• Company, but now they stood 
upon that independent ground which bad 
been the object of their cherished hopes; 
these hopes bed been realised: this inde¬ 
pendent ground had been attained, end the 
proper use of it now remained with them¬ 
selves. He begged for the sske of H. M.’s 
good intentioDS towards them—for their own 
sakes,—sod also fur a slight feeling oo 
behalf of himself end his present position, 
that sll dissgreemeniB ^ould be arranged 
and cordiality be the feeling aaKmgst the 
British meruhenU in Canton, as their own

** Gentlemen/’said bis Lordship/* H. M.'s 
ship will return to her former anchorage." 
His Lordship then stated he bad conferred 
with Captain Chads, who had readily come 
into his opinion : that the Andromache 
should proceed to sea, and cruize for about 
a week,* and then return to Cbuen-pe: and 
Captain Chads had promised, in the erent 
of falling in with H. M. S. imogtnt, be 
would communicate to Capta^ Blackwood, 
bis senior officer, tbe vnebee of his Lordship. 
It had been hie Lordship's c^ect, by t^ 
sailing of the Andromaahe, to Ael tbe pulse 
of Um Chinese, and that object bad been 
attained. Their demands had becom more 
msDiffift and absolute. *' Tbe trsde is 
already, or about to be stopped," his Lord- 
ahip observed, ^'and of couree yoa know 
what for: His because I will not go down 
i6 Macao." He continued to say, tbe 
Cbbieee were alike ignorsnt of the retnvo 
of the jMdroMcke and the arrival of tbe 


Imogtme. He expected the return of these 
two sbipe would operate on the Viceroy and 
Hong Merchants; and when the merchaats 
form^ themselves Into a coBimittee> they 
would exhibit a more imposing attitude, and 
; show the Chinese the advantages were not 
: altogether on their side. If, however, it 
' was thought necessary, H. M.’s ships should 
come up to Whampoa: sod, if tlieir presence 
there was not sufficient protection, they 
should anchor under the walls of the town ; 
his Lordship conceived tire local government 
would speedily slier its proceedings; iliat, 
however, remained to be proved. It only 
rested for his Lordship again to recommend 
the formation of a Chamber of Commerce, 
and he read tbe following plan for iU 
formation : —

His Lordship then said that the ball of 
tills house should be at all times at tbe ser- 
vici of ffie Chamber of Commerce, if 
required. He bad beard that there was a 
su^riptiofl rsading room in Canton, and 
perbipa tbe Chamber would rather meet 
there; but whether they met in tfast room 
or this bsll, he recommended that they 
rnnsdlately proenre writing desks, Ac. wilh 
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lock# and keys in cbar|i^ of their secretary, 
to be kept id their place of neeiiag;. 

A few raahUn^ desultory obeereations 
were made by various penoue when his 
Lordship had finished speaking, which his 
Lordship checked, IS they unded apparently 
to no good result, nor the esiablisament of 
that harmony which his Lordship has so much 
at heart, and had ao strongly recommendsd. 
His Lordsliip, having left tlis chair, recom¬ 
mended Mr. Fox, as a proper person to 
preside at the meeting of the Merchants; that 
gentleman, therefore, with the genera) 
consent, took the chair, and the meeting 
proceeded to pass the following resolutions :

Baferricg to the invitation of the Hoag 
Merchants to the British Merchants to meet 
the whole Hong in the Conaoo bouse at 10 
o'clock on the llth uitaoti and the reftual of 


the British Merchants, ^after luYiag beard 
the MDtimenta of Lord Napier, as detailed io 
in the preceding pages, to atUnd the meeting, 
we now lay before our readers translation i of 
tome Chops from the Viceroy and Hoppo to 
the Hong Merchants, which were sent by 
the latter to the British Merchants on Mon* 
day last 

The first document, which we think unne* 
ceasary to publish at length—«nd indued, we 
have curtsilrd the whole, ns contaihiag a 
great deal too much useless verbiage and 
repetition—is a letter from the Hong Mer* 
chants, dated on the llth instant, in which 
they state that our‘‘honorable officer*' had 
refuted several limes to see them, and receive 
the “government orders." Consequently, 
they had not been able to return any report 
lo the Viceroy, who, they say, “ lor their 
not baiug able to enjoin the orders, will iufiict 
puni^ment, which it will 1»e irnposaible for 
them to sustain.'’ As the British Merchants 
had refused to meet tiiera at the Conaoo 
house, they forwarded the four orders of 
H. £. the governor, praving the British Mer- 
chan la to inform their honorable officer of 
the contents. The following is the first 
document. 

“ Loo, Govemur of Canton, Ac. to the 
Hong Merchants. 

“ The flee (or the naval officer) of the 
llcangshnn district, with others baa reported 
‘ that an Engliah war vessel, having on board 
one barbarian eye, bad anchored at Cabreta 
point. On inquiry, it was atated, iliat he 
waa to examine and have superintendeuce 
of the said nation’s merchant vesaeli coming 
to Caaton to trade, Ac. As duty requirsa, 
a report is made.* 

** According to this, I have examined and 
find, that hitherto, outride barbarians trading 
at Canton have only had taepane (chief 
supercargoes,) buying and selling goods. 
They hare been permitted t«> request permits, 
nnd then come to Canton. But ordinarily 
they have only bad peimiasion to reside at 
Macao. The English have traded at Canton 
upwards of a hundred yesrs; and with 
regard to all the regulations there had long 
bw mutual trlnquillity. The said Hong 
Merchants before reported that this year the 
English Company is dissolved. The barbs* 
risn 4 ye who baa now come, it of course, for 
the nperintandeoce nnd examination of this 
borinesa. But the barbarian eve is not com« 
parabia with the taepnm. If be wish to 
some lo Caaton, it will be necessary to make 
first a dear report, requeatiug tbs iaparlal 
will on the subject. As<o the oommeroial 
aflaim, if there be clrcutastaAcas absolutely 
requiring the astabUskmeni of other regula* 
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iiORi* ft pfttitioQ of rdqftMto mwi iIm be tent, 
i^r ioauiry ftn4 cUlibmiioo oo tbe pert of 
Hoof Rorcbeati, tkroftgb then; Ibet ft bm- 
BoriftI nay be prepared, ftod obediftaea 
called for. 

** Uaiiinf Iheaa oiroumiUacee, tbU order 
ia iHued. Wban Iba order U received by Uie 
eaid mmhaota, let them ioimediaiely go la 
pereoD to Macao, and aecereaiQ clearly from 
the barbarian eye, for what be ha» come to 
Caatoa province. Let Ibem alto iaquire 
fully aod minutely aa lo what other regala- 
tioaa require to be now entabliahed, aiiica tliie 

J aar the aaid nation'a company haa been 
iiaolved. Tbea Jet them rapuri in nnewcr, 
to afford avidence on which to maka a plain 
aod full mamoriat, for dircctiona aa to what 
conduct ia to be obeervad and to what obe¬ 
dience la to be required. 

And let tbam aeilioritativaly enjoin the 
aetabliahad lawaof the ce/eihel ewpire, that 
with exception of the teepoat end other 
barbarian merebanta trading at Canton, nooe 
can be permiUed to come lo Canton, without 
ft report beving been made, and the mandate 
rteeived. The aaid barbarian eye, baring to 
txamiae concerning, and au peri a tending Ibe 
affaire of comnerce, nay reeida at Macao. 
Ifhewiahee to come to Canton, he must 
inform the aaid marchanta, tliai they may 
previoualy petitioo me, tbe governor, and 1 
will by poat conveyance mm a memorial, 
aod all muit reepectfully wait till the man¬ 
date of the great emperor haa been received. 
Then ordera will be iaaved to require obedi¬ 
ence. Oppoee not! a apecial orJer.*' 

Taoukwaag, 14lh year, 0th moon, 16 th 
day, (July at, 1604.) 

Wo can diacovar nothiog very alarming in 
ibb letter; the governor appeara to be a lit¬ 
tle prudiab, aud fearful of the coming change 
in hit condition: there ia no doubt, however, 
but that he will toon be reconciled to hit 
fieie friend: tbe coincidence of hie opinion 
with Utoaeezpraaaed in tbeQiwrrer^ fteview 
and Jlcmtn^ Peat, that *'ihe barbarian eye 
ia not camparable with the taepana^* ia 
remarkable ; there nuat be a communion of 
aoula between tbia trio, tbe two aditora and 
Laatayin, * 

Tbe governor to taia aacond letter, nfUr 
repeatiog part of ibe firat, and referring to 
tbe pnai daya of traiuinillity, and ordering 
the Dtercbanta, lingaieta and compradom to 
initrnct Uie '^naw-coma barbariana in all 
thinga,'* prooeeda to remark that hitherto ika 
forvigaera coming to Cairton have been per- 

S tlM to requeat and receive leave from tba 
bppo; and he then obMrvea^ 
pB thU occaaion, the berbarUo m<ihat 
baadman, principal-man) Lord Napiar, 


hu oome to Canton, without having at all 
reaided at Macao, to wait for ordera. Nor 
haa be requeated or reoeivad a permit from 
the auperintendeot of cuatoma; but haa 
haatily come up to Canton. A great in- 
fringe meat of the eatabliahed lawal Tbe 
cuatom-hou*e wrilera aod otiiara, who pre- 
aomed to admit him to enter, are aani, with 
a commuaication, requiring their trial. But 
in tender coD«i<leration for tba vaid barbarian 
eye being a new corner, and uaacquainteJ 
with the aUtutes and lawi of tbe eeUttial 
empire, I will not airictly iiivaatigute. But 
U it Qbt expedient that the aaid barbarian 
eye efiould long remiuii at Canton provincial 
^city: it muat bo required, that, wh«n the 
!coniiaercial buaineaa regarding which he haa 
to inquire and bold juriadictioii ia Hniahed, 
ha immediaUly relurii to Macau. And 
hereafter, without having requeated and 
obtained a permit, he cannot be permitted 
to come to Ceiiton. 

I ** Aa to the object of the aaid barbarian 
eye'e coming tn Canton, it u for commercial 
bueinees. I'he caUitial empire appofnCa 
' oAcera—civil onea to rule the people—milU 
lary onea to intimidate the wicked. The 

t atty affaire of commerce are lo be directed 
y the merchanta thamaelvea. The officera 
I have nothing to hear on the luhject. In the 
trade of tlie mid barbariana, if there ore any 
'changea to be made in reguUtiona, dro., in 
all caate, the aaid merchanU are to coniult 
together, and make a joint italement to the 
auperintaodent of cuatoma and to my office. 
Whether (tbe propoiala) aball be allowed or 
diaallowed muat m learned by waiting for a 
reply publialy. If any affair to be newly 
coornenced, it ia requirita to wait till a rea- 
pectful memorial be made, clearly reporting 
to ike great emperor, and hie mandate 
received. Then U may be commenced, and 
ordara may be iaaued requiring obedience. 

** The great miuiatera of tbe oeteetial ent- 
pire are not permitted to have private ioter- 
coarae by letter with outnide barbarians. 
Iftbea^barbaiian eye tkrowi ta private 
lettera, I, tha governor, will not at all 
receive or look at them. 

** With regard to tbe barbarian factory of 
the company, withonl tbe walla of the city, 
it ia a place of temporary roaidence for bar- 
bariant coming to Cantoa to trade. They 
are permitted only to eat, sleep, buy, and 
aa^l in the factories. They are not permitted 
Co bring up wives and oaughtcra; nc»r nre 
tbi^ permitted to go out to ramble aboot 
All theaa an points decided by died and 
oertda lawa and atatutM; which will not 
bear to be confusedly iranagTeaatd. 

•• To sum up : the nation has iU laws; U ts 
so every when, fireD Eoglaiid has it laws 
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bow much more the ctUstUl empirt! How 
Bftoiing bright tre ito greit liws aad ordi* 
DoncM. Mora tcrribU than the awful thoD* 
derboh I Under ihia whole bright heaven, 
none dares todbobej them. Under its sheltM 
are the four seas, Subject to its soothing 
care are the ten thousand kingdoms. The 
•aid barbarian eye, having cooae over a sea 
of several myriads of miles to eatent, to 
examioe and have su{)ertnteiideiiceof afairs, 
must be a man ihoruugbly acquaiuted with 
the principles of higb dignity; and in bis 
psrion hs suslains (he duties of an officer*-^ 
an * eye*. Ha must necessarily In every 
affair act in accordance with reason/then 
only can be control and restrain tha bar* 
barian merchauts. 

1, the govem(»r, Itiokingup, will embody 
the extreme wish of the preat emperor to 
cherish with lendernesa the men from a 
distance: and assuredly I will not Ireet 
slightingly the outside bvbarians. But ibe 
anlMo/ £ik)s are eatremsly strict and does* 
drawn : we dare not in the least transgreM. 
Let the said barbarian eve be very careful 
not to liiten to the artful iostigatinna of evil 
men, enticing him, until he fails of the 
objaci of tha said nation's king in sending 
him so far, ' 

** Uniting nil, I issue this order to be 
enjoined. HVhen the order reaches the eaid 
merchsnts. Jet them immediately act in obe* 
dience to it, and enjoin the order on the 
said barbarian eye, that may know it tbo* 
roughly.—Oppose it not. 

The said merchants have had intercourse 
with the barbariaaa for many years. Their 
knowledge of their Ungusga and feelings 
must be good. The linguists and compradors 
are mure closely allied to the barbarians. 
If they truly explain clearly, opening and 
guiding the unoeratanding, tlie said bar¬ 
barian eye assuredly cannot but obey. If 
there should be disobedience and opposition, 
it must be owing to the bed maoageaieiit of 
the said merchants, and to the instigation of 
the linguists. Assuredly, the said merchants 
tball be reported igainst Uiat they may be 
punished i and on the Unnista the laws 
shall Instantly be put in fnlf force.* Their 
reapectability^their livea are concerned. 
Tremble fearfully here at. Make not repen* 
tance (necemary). Tbeee are the orders.'*

The third order, dated July 30, 183/, 
repegta, at usual, the former orders, Lord 
Napisr^a coming to Canton, without bavieg 
6rst paiitioned for peroisaioo, the goveroor 
aayi indeed, a gre at iafringemeot of the

laws. Cooalderi&g that the aaid harbariao 
eysbas but newly arrived, and ia unaequainted 
with the dignity of the atatutea of the oefss* 
tiiU tmpirt, be is absolved from strict iirvee* 
tigatioD." He again blames the msrehantn, 
and threatens to report them to the emperor, 
but yet, indulgently, **oiice more commando 
urgent bsste.** He says "the barbarian rye 
must immediately set off and leave the poK, 
and not slop in the foreign factories outside 
the city, loitering about."—"The affair 
concerns the national dignity. I, the gover« 
nor, will be able only to report against the 
said merchants, that they hsay be brought to 
trial." He then tells thsm to *'tremble." 

The fourth document contains the following 
report to tbo Hoppo of the arrival of H. M.*a 
SuperinleBdenls iu Canton. 

" On the lOth day, Olh of the moon, in 
the I4ih year of Taoukwang, (July 26,j 1 
received the following communication from 
Chung, superintendent of the Caoton mari¬ 
time customs;-* 

** The * domestics’ at the custom-houae 
station behind the factories (on the river side, 
in front,) have reported es follows;— 

" In examloing we perceived, during the 
night of the 16 th of the present moon, Aout 
midnight, the arrival ol a barbarian ship’s 
boat at Canton, bringing four English devils, 
who went into the barbarian factories to 
reside. 'A fter having searched and examined, 
we could 6nd no permit or pass. And hav¬ 
ing beard by report that there is st present a 
sbip-of-war of the said nation anchored in 
the outer seas; but not having been able to 
iesm for what purpose, we think tbnl such 
coming as tliis is manifestly a clandestine 
stealing into Canton. Whether or not the 
Hont Merchants and linguists are in any way 
coDforting with them, we must, making our 
report, request you, as our duly requires, to 
examioe. This is a list of the four barba¬ 
rians' names: Lord Napier, who we hear ia 
a war commander, Davis, Morrison, Robin¬

He must not 
linger about at Uanton. Should there be 
any opposibon, the ssid mrrebanta will bf 
h^ld eolely responsible. Tri^mble berest-^ 
iolennely tremble. These are (he order*.”

Now, uoiUng all these clrcumitancee, to 
nee a favorite phrase of the governor, what 
coneulsion is to be drawn T simply that the 
local government will soon fall in wiili the 
new system of things. The edv«ote|es of 
having a conlrolling Bhtieh sQibortty in 
Cantua, or elsewhere, both the emfieror 
and his officers will quickly discurer the 
tone of ibese edielsare anything but rtpul* 
stve; ateadinese. quiet, and union oo the 
part of the British will have the desired and 
deaerved effect. Let us undmiaud no 
communication from the government or the 
merchants but what is for our own jolcrrst; 
it is easy to say puAtun^—»o con nndentand. 
Jt is their own way. They will not aei: 
and even sliouM tlje governor be so energetic, 
which we scircely hope, as (o stop the 
trade until he hears from Peking, Taou- 
kwaog, •* the brightncM of reason” will 
surely not be lo uureasonab^e as to turn bis 
jrwO'haoH, the designation of the years of 
his reign, into a rehearI. No—any edict 
from Peking which permits Uie continuance 
of the free trade will be the first self-inflicted 
blow on the exclusive system of the Chinese 
court We consider a stoppage of the trade 
by the local government at the present time, 
and for the aseigoed reason of the presence of 
Lord Napier in Canton, the best thing that 
could happen for its future froedom and 
prosperity. Our opioion, perhaps, may not 
be a very general one; but surely when a 
reference is made to a supreme authority, 
it is better to be the aggrieved tlian the 
aggressor; and especially when that supreme 
authority baa the most despotic power as in 
the present case, to punisn its officers for 
their rash impolitic procetdinp. Tbe purses 
of the Hong MerchanU will suffer—perhaps 
their penogs; they may be degraded and 
banbootd for their imputed ntglipace. The 
neat step of the officers will M to permit 
and reconcile themeelvee to what they must 
be fully aware they cannot alter or prevent 
ttJh^om^roT and hii govemori are onoe 
nifbly impremed by the detenuoatioa 


of the British nation to have art open trade 
with China, that open trade will be con* 
ceded.

HOST OFFICE IIBGULATIONA. 

(From Ike Centen Reffirttr, Anguet 90.) 

A t a meeting of British Merebants, held at 
tbe office of 11. M.'s Superfntendenb this 
eighth day of August, 1884, for the purpose 
of re*considering the preliminary resolutions 
of the 4ih inslant regarding the formation of a 
Post Office establishment at Canton end 
Macao. The followlog resolutions were 
ooanimousiy agreed to regarding tbe receipt 
of letter* and parcels. 

1. Mr. Mark wick is recommended as a 
6t and proper persoo lo take charge of a 
Post Office. 

2. A Post Office is to be established at 
Macso and Canton, 

$. Authority to be given to Mr. Mark- 
wick or bis deputy to receive all letters 
from British tbf^ arriving in China, such 
authority to be shown to the muter* of Tea¬ 
sels, oo application. 

4. To defray the espeose and leave a 
fair remuneration to tbe Pott Muter, a poat- 
age must be levied oo all letter*, u follort^: 

Five cent* on each tbip letter. 

Twenty cenis on uarcel* not exoeedlug in 
weight one lb. and ore cents additional per 
lb. tbe niaimott to be one dollar. 

Newspapers, end parcels costainlog 
newspepera, to be delivered Cres, 
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&, A receipt lo be ^ven for ill leMere]

We are glad to bare it in out fiower to lay 
before nur readers the following autlieiitto 
report of the Conference held un Saturday 
last between Lord Na^Her and some Cliinesa 
officers 

On the evening of Friday, the 'i’id Au* 
gust, H<»wqua and Mowqua came U» l.ord 
Napier, requesting tbat ha would nH;eive a 
visit from tne K wangle ho w*fuo. the Kwtiug* 
chow hee and the Cliaou*rhnw*foo, in the 
hall next day, at 11 o'clock. On SHtnrday 
at nine ihe linguists and others arrived with 
the chiin, slouls, ^c. of stale. These having 
iKon placed in a man nur altogether deroga¬ 
tory io the dignity of His Majesty’s commis¬ 
sion, an immediate alteration was made, 
more consistent with the relative importance 
of the two parlies, and very much to the 
dissaiistsetion of Huwqua and his coadjutors. 
The ssUling of this imporlsnt point took up 
above two hours, when the mandarins hsviug 
arrived were received by the Nupt^riuteudsnU 
in full dress, and tJ>ok their seats, without 
any remark, according to tbs more recent 
arrangement of the chairs. 

The mandarins having thus kept the^uper- 
.intandents waiting for ubove a couple i»f 
hoors. Lord Nnpisr stated in the strop cest 
coDve* poisibls his extreme dfsiatiifaclion, 
ac«tuainting them that such coiiiluct would 
uot be suffered no a second occasion. 

Ths mandarins stated the object of iheir 
visit was in obedience to thu commands of 
the Viceroy, to inquire: &rst, the cause of 
Lord Napier’s arrivsl at Canton? second, 
the Datum of tbe business he was instructed 
to perform 7 and third, when was it his 
intention io return to Macao? 

To the first, l^rd Napier replied by read¬ 
ing from the records the edict of the Viceroy 
dated 16 th Jan. 1831. Stating that *• la 
case of the dissolution of the Company, it 
was iucuuibent on the British Government to 
appoint a chief to come to Canton for the 
general management of commerciai dealinn, 
and to prevent affairs from going to confu¬ 
sion:” Aud hereupon Lord Napier pro¬ 
duced HU Majesty's commission in accord¬ 
ance with the said edict, and suggested the 
possibility of bis excellency the Viceroy, as 
well as the n selves, hav log al together forgottea 
(he existence of such a document. In re¬ 
spect to the second question, his Lordship’s 
Utter to the Viceroy c4»utaioed an explau^tlM» 
and be recommended the propriety otjbelr 
cooveytng it to bis excellenCT, or ^j^adiBg 
it ifaemseUae, on conditino ttmt ft ghould be 
deposited among the other natioitil arc hives. 
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it being ftltO|«tber iippoeeible to conniUMch 
weighty meitere to the boearUi of verb*) 
cocnmunicetion. Thirdly, his Lordehip'e 
reluro to Mtcao ivould b« resuUted entirely 
by hii private conveaience A great deal of 
Jeeultory coiiveraatiou then took piece, ia 
which the mandarine argued that tlie king of 
England ehould have add reused a letter to 
the Viceroy on the eubject, to enable him to 
report to the emperor 

Lord Napier eouceivcd tiiat auch would 
be a degradation rui the part of HiaMajeety; 
that the king had appointed him, one of hie 
own liouialiolJ, and bereilitary noblfmaii, 
and a captain iu bU Royal Navy, to perform 
the dutiee luggeetcd in the edict, and that he 
conceived himevlf to bo upon a perfeet par 
in rank with rhe Viceroy, and of conree the 
proper chnniiel of com muni cat ion. The 

meiiJarini aim appeared dreirou* of holding 
Lord Napicr'e letter to the Viceroy in the 
light of a private commuidcilion, which 
might bn opened by the Hun g 
ptopoanl wbici »>( CiilOp^-ffSTliriSly re- 
eieted Mjijwftr.iiigM of llie day being ihoi 
Hio oiaiuUrine partook ofa refrvOi.

About sixty ,persons 
sat down to table, the Parsaee who tUolinod 
dining, came after dinner to drink the king’s 
health : a separate table beieg laid for tbens^ 
in the versnoab. 

The cloth being removed, Lord Napier 
pr<»poeed the health of our most gracious 
sovsrelgD Ring William IV. with four 
times four. His Lordship said, iu rising to 

t iropose UisMajesty’s health, ho was at a 
ow for words fully to express his feelings. 

I The suvereign whose health the corapany 
present were about to drink had dune more 
go>dto his country then any of his uredoces* 
sors. The passing of the Keform dUI alone 
would trunsmit bis name witli honor to (he 
I latest posterity. That greet measure had 
not only had a mesical effect on Knropc, 
but Its influence hsd bvsn felt around the 
wide circle of the globe itself But tho 
efforts of our beloved king had not been 
conflned to tho destruction of parliameiiUry 
monopoly alone; in his reign commercisl 
monopoly hud also been overthrown. The 
trade to China was no longer hampered and 
ihackletl as it bad once boen. The gentle* 
men who formed ihe present party inii>ht 
now push their spirit of coiumercinl enter* 
priae to Ihe farthest verge that British 
daring would carry it; nnd he trusted their 
effbrU might bu crowned with ample succeiw. 
Our grsu 2 iMus sovereitu had once sailed the 
salt seas himself, and iu his heart ha was still 
la true English sailori He stucercly loved 
the profession, and it was his ardcut wish to 
'patronise to the utmost of his power-*navi* 
gstion^and her twin sister*** trade. The 
British residents in Canton engaged, in a 
peculiar degree, the paternal care of ills 
Majesty, nebad it from bis most gracious 
Majesty’s own lips how much be loved them ; 
and it was now in their power to show that 
they were not wanting in loyal feeling to 
tbeir patriot king. 

Never was toast drunk more entliusiasti* 
cally. It would have done our beloved 
soTvreigu'e own heart goo«i (Gud hless him) 
to have heard the cheers with which bis 
health was drunk by bis loyal subjects in 
this difitani partWthe world. A gentleman 
faeetionsly observed that the cheering was 
loud enough to startle the governor from bis 
bed. After the king’s health bad been 
drunk, Mr. Compton senior, sang God 
sava the King,” in very fine style, and the 
whole oompany joined in the chorus, 

HU Lordship then gave the ** Qumb,^ 
and said that within the wide circle of 
British dominioDs there is no woman wbecan 
add a greater gnee to her private chareoter, 
or a brighter lutre to be* doaeitio virtnee. 
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Drunk with three tlm«8 three. 

Lord Nspier then geve the " Princcw 
Victorin/* end vben it ihoulJ |»leaee Al* 
nighty Providence to cell her to tbo throne 
of the British enpire, may she prove ea 
good a women aa her tOoUier, and as great a 
^ueep aa Qoeeo Beta. Prunk with three 
tinea three. The •* Army and Navy** were 
then drunk witli heerly cheers. Captain 
Blliott, R, N. relurncJ thanks, and gave 

the Commerce of Canton.*' Mr. Jardine, 
at ona of the conmcrcisl community, return¬ 
ed thanki. Lord Napier then proposed the 
health of two geiitUmen, the pleasure of 
whose company he had hoped for that even* 
ing. but, frum some nistako or other, they 
had not arrived. These two gentlemen, his 
Lordship aaid, were ornamenia to one of the 
profraeions we had Just toasted, and were 
now in this country merely to afford iie pro« 
lection. 11c gave Captain Blackwood and 
Caplain Chads of the Royal Navy. 

Their henlthe were drunk with cheers, and 
Captain Elliott having retiimeil thanks for 
the honor dune to his hrulher officers, begged 
all the gehtlomeu present to fill hum pars, as 
he wss going to give a tosst which he kuew 
they would drink with loud applause. H| 
gave tilt heslth of H. M.*s Chief Suporln- 
tendent, Lord Napier. 

There certainly never was cheering more 
tremendous. 'J'lie hall rang with one univer* 
asl shout, which wia heard over the whole 
range of the forclyn fsclorine. After the 
cheering had subshred his Lordship rose and 
•aid« were lie gifted with the eloquence of a 
Cicero, he might even then feel at a lose to 
mike a meet return for the courtesy with 
which hia health had been drunk. He feared 
the applause wss above his nierita; all he 
could boast of^and on that }>uint he wonld 
yield to no man—was a eiiicere deuiie to die- 
churge his duty. He deeply lamcnt&l that 
in ecliiig up to the iDStructiuns contained in 
H. M.*s commission, he bad been involved in 
a iniMiidersUodrng with the Viceniy, which 
had, for the present, caused a stoppage of 
the irada. He irust^. however, this would 
be for no (eagth of time; and he was of 
opinion that a show of lirmdto in the present 
iDstance would have a good eCect; that the 
principles of free trade would spread 
among the Chinese, and that ere long Britieh 
rnemi would visit every port of China. To 
efTocl this was the worthy object of his high¬ 
est imbilJon. It was an honest pride—and 
•Ot ashamed to avow it—that he 
in bsTing bis name handed down 
as the man who had thrown open 
field of the Chioest empire to 



spirit and industry. UU Lordship have passed away. 


then adverted in a very feeling manner to 
the East India CompaBy. It did uot become 
us to cberish feelie^ of enmity agaiust the 
mighty dead. Tbs East India Company was 
DOW defunct in China. There might be 
some present who had felt galled by its 
monopoly, when it existed; but now that its 
|Miwer in China was extinct, hostility should 
be buried in oblivion, The influeucs of tlio 
East India Company in China had been over¬ 
thrown by the genius of free trade; and, 
perhaps, in a few short years that body might 
no iouger have a being. We ought, there¬ 
fore, smly lo remcuiber.the groat men it had 
given to tiio country, the lustre which has 
been added to the BrilisU name by its deeds 
of glory, and the solid sdventagos which our 
native country is actually deriving fiom it 
while it still sways the rtkl of empire. He 
would give Tbo Itouorable East India 
CutajMiiy, and succeM to its measures when 
they are iii»t opposed Xu the good of the peo¬ 
ple,** which toast was drunk with loud 
applause. 

Sir. Young, who was a member of the 
late factory, returned thanks; end iimde 
use of a mvtaphor of the branch and parent 
Nten. We regret that wo were too far 
removed to hear the whole of Mr. Young’s 
speech, who evidciilly s|>oks with impai- 
sioued eloquence. 

Lord Napier then gave Captain Neish 
and the country tra<le : loud cheers. 

Captain Neish, in returning thniika, de- 
claiwa himself very much taken aback by 
tile honor that bad been done him so nnex- 
pectediy. Asm return he begged to propose 
the health of L'jdy Napier and her tiuiable 
femily. The loa'^t, which was given with 
much gooil tasU and gallantry by the veteran 
captain, was drunk with rapturous applause. 

Lord Napier, iii returning his sincere 
thanks, vowed to make Captain Neish liiio* 
self, as the youngeit tuarried man, bearer of 
the news to her l^yship of the honor that 
had been done her. 

The Parseet having now joined the party, 
his l.ordsliip rose, and pro|)osod the lieallh of 
our Parsce friends. They were, his Lordship 
observed, a must industrious, enterprising 
and valuable class of BrilisU subjects. Tbeif 
peculiar siluaiioo made them especially an 
object for exercising the generosity of X\i^ 
English people. The remnaot or a once 
mighty iiatioo, tliey Lad been driven froiu 
their nomee by the iron bands of tho Turk 
and the Arab. They had sought protection 
under tbe ehadow of our banners, and lived 
in the hope of yet returning to their native

The party broke up alMut o'clock, but 
several joined the Porseea in the verandah, 
where their festivities were prolonged to • 
lets hour. '' 

The dinner passed off extremely well 
Lord Napier did every tiling en able chair-, 
man could do to make his guests feel atliomo. 
We never witnessed a greater display of gene¬ 
ral good feeling. We must apologise for 
giving a mere outline of what Lord Napier 
said; wo did not take any notes, and have 
been obliged to trust entirely to memory.

MERCHANTS.

The following ie the official tranalalion of 
the notice hung up at the public entrance of 
tiie Britieli Consulate on oaturduy last, and 
generally distributed throughout Canton

On the lAth January, 1831, the Viceroy 
Le, in consequence of edvice from the 
Uoog Merchants, issued an edict requiring 
the ^ief of tire factory to write lioma, 
itstiflf that in case of dissolution of the 
East India Company, it was incumbent oo 
the British Government to appoint a chief to 
come to Caoton for tite general mauagemeot 
of ooomeroia) dealiop, aad to prevent 
affain from going to eonfunon; whereupon, 


at the disMlutioo of the Compgpy, the king 
of Great Britain, la aecordaooo w^h the 
wisbee of the Viceruy, app'dnte<l Lord Na« 
pier, a member of his own huiiseboTd, . 1^1 
liereditary nobleman, and captain in htt 
Ruyal Navy, to come to Caotun for tha 
above most laudable purpose; and report 
himself by Utter to tlic Viceroy. Accordingly 
Lord Napi«>r strived at Canton oo the 3fitb 
July, and next day forwarded his letter to 
the ciiy gates, which wan offered to the 
mandarins for the purpi>se of being delivered, 
and refueed by tho whole of them. It is 
false to say that the British officer who car* 
ried the letter desired to force hie way witbio 
the preciiicis of the palace. The Hoag 
Merchant^ it la true, desired to take it, hut 
it was quito derogatory to the dignity of the 
rep resell tail re of the king to commuiHcote 
ihroiieli the reerebanis. The Viceroy uow 
compluicis that he knows not for what reason 
Loro Napier has come, at the same time 
forgetting the edict of bis predecessor, which 
brouaht him here, as well as his own obstinacy 
iu refusing to receive tho letter of a roan of 
equal rank with himself. Ilia excellency 
then publblics edicts requiring Lord Napier 
to retire to Macao; and on the IBlh August 
publishes another edict, in which be states 
that the (long Merchants have requested 
the trade to Im stojipeil, but in commietera- 
tion says he ** 1 agnhi give temporary 
indulgence and delay;*' knowing dt the 
same time that tha trade had been actually 
skouped by the Hong Mt'rohnnU two days 
IwlWc. The Vii’Croy then sends the Kwang- 
ciiow-lif.p, and the Chaou-choo-foo, to re- 
uire of Lord Na|ner the object of his visit, 
le nature of his duties, oml the time of bis 
relunt to Macao. Lord Napier replies to 
the first by a reference to the edict of Janu¬ 
ary 183 k ; to the second by a referenue to 
his loiter to Ibe Viceroy, which contains all 
the IntelHgeoce, and which they refuse to 
open or convey; and to the third, that his 
return to Macao depends en^rely on his prU 
rate convenience. The igaorarice and ubslU 
nacy of the Viceroy has thus allowed tho 
Hong Merchants to )>ui a stop to the trade, 
when he himself only threatens to do lO. 
He tends his mwdaruis, and they return ns 
empty as they itent wbsn the official docu- 
neat wss offered for their conveyeoos ; and 
the conaequence is, that tbouaai>da of indue* 
trious Chinese who live by the European 
trade, mast suffer ruin and diacomfort through 
the perversity of tbeir goverrtruent. The 
merrlitots of Great Britiin wish to tradw 
with all China on principles of mutual 
they will aever relax to their txertwM till 
they gun a point of e^ual importtnoe to both 
countries, and the Vienroy will find it 
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«iiy to f^top the currfot of iUe C*nCon river, 
at to c<irry into effect iHA iuttae determioo* 
Uona of tbe Uoiift.

STOPPAGE OP THE BHITISH TRADE. 

(Pr0m U« Cenlen Seplem^r D.) 

We publiab the official tranalation of the 
edict of governor Zoo. ordering the atopnage 
of the Britiab^ trade, to which we nave 
•ubjoinad a few notes : — 

^ Edict of the OooemoT of Conton* 

Loo, governor of tbeproviocee of Canton 
and Kwang-ae, drc. dec. and iCe. Pooyitne of 
the provincea of Canton, &c. hereby ia»ue a 
proclamation and clear order; that in eon- 
sequence of the Engliab nation disobeying 
the laws and etatutee, the holds of its abipe 
are io bo closed, anti a stop put to its Irade. 

* Outside barbariana being ndinitied to 
a general marl(pt, is owing to the good favor 
of the celeetiRl einpire towards men from 
afar, it it of no advantage to the commercial 
duties. All wlio are of the barbarian people 
should in every thing obey the Uwa and 
atalutcs. thev must n»t transgress or oppose 
them. England has traded at Canton during 
a course of a hundred and several tens of 
years. For all matters regulations have 
been established, having beeu reported to 
the emperor. The chief supracargoee and

* In Uie 0th noon of Ui« prcaeotyear, an 
Bngliab barbiriao, Lord Nepier, wboa^eerts 
that be ia a barbariiD eye (or head>aan) and 
baa come to Canton to inquire into and diraoi 
the alTaira of trade, auddenlf caaM*\ip to 
reaidc in the barberiaa feetoriee outaide tbe 
city. Not baring prerioualy reported re* 
ipecting himaelf, ana not haring requeeted 
and obtaioed a red paeaport fron tba aoper* 
inlendant of cuatoiea, tbia conduct wae raab 
and ignorant. I, the ^rernor, coDOaedad 
the Hung Mercbaote, woo«Tunyuea(How- 
qea) ead tbe otbera, to iiireeugate raepaeling 
tha oeeaaion of bie oomiog; and I ordered 
that, if there were any coBeMroial affaire in 
which cbangaa were requiaita and ntcevary, 
he ihould inform tha Hong Mercbaate, that 
they mif^it make a prepared report, tberebv 
affording groueda woereon to preaent to tbi 
great emperor a memorial, reoeeaiing bit 
mandate, to he i^bryed and acted on. Tbe 
aaid barbarian eye did not at all pay oba* 
dience lo the order and inform tbe mercbanta; 
but haetily preaented a letter. Baaminiog 
at that time the eefabliabtd rulee nf the 
celeatial empira, and finding that miniatera 
bare no outward interoouree with outride 
barbariaai, I dimdiowed any prirate Inter- 
ouune by letter. But Lord Napier, in com* 
ing to Canton, ia wholly without an official 
communicalion from the eaid Qation*a king: 
whether he be a merchant or an officer can* 
not be known. Heretofore, when, in the 
affaire of foreign commerce, nfficera hare 
had to inrealjgata any natter, th«y bare 
ordered tbe Bong MerchanU to enjoin tbeir 
commanda. And when the barbarian mer* 
cbanli bare had to petition on any eobject, 
they bare petitioned throngh the raediam of 
tbe Hong Merchante. Eraa though Lord 
Napier be really a barbarian eye (nr bead 
man), how can be hare intercouno by letter 
with the commiaaiooed offiem of tbe ceUe- 
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ilalemp^l It would be gread^ detrimentbl 
to the digmity of goremmeot. r 

* I, at that lime eomBaided the Kwang* 
ckow*heeto make it kbowa autbontatieely, 
that be wae not permitted to report reepeot- 
iag, or to present Uttera. Conaidering Chat 
aa it waa tbe aaid barbarian rye'a 0n>( 
eniraaoe into the central flowery nation 
(China), be wae ignorant of the prinoiplee 
of dignity. 1 further made a minute ex* 
ami nation of tbe old regulatiunA eatMbinliad 
ateucceewre perioda by eanction o^memnriitla 
to Um emperor, and arranging thnue, I 
coDBanded tba Hong Merubaoti to enjoin 
them authoritatirely upon bim: to nake 
him plainly hear the prohibitioni and tha 
cuelome; and to inform him of the decorum

f ARer thie, liow-qua and the otbera 
atated. that tha eaid barbarian eye, I^rd 
Napier, would not obey tbe ordera enjoioed 
by them, and wiahed to have official correa- 
pondeoce with the officare of China; that ha 
did sot keep tbe Uwa, and they therefore 
reqaested that a atop abould be put to the 
aeid naiioti'e trade. If the circunitancei of 
hotA Napier*a dulinem and Cupidity 
referred to, it would have bean right imme* 
diataly to have clueed ihc nhi^ia holda. But 
1, the governor, coneidered that tbe eaid 
natioa'a king liaa hitherto been reverently 
obedient: that Lord Nnpier'a want of sn* 
deratandlDg in affaire waa not in conformity 
with any purpose of tba aaid Dation'a kiog: 
aod there were no meana of aacertaiaing 
poaitively whether he had been tent by the 
aaid nation'a king nr not I aleoconaidared, 
that tbe eaid nation'a barbarian merchante are 
many, and it U jut now tbe time when they 
are Mnging on cargo in great quantitiea, 
having cromed over the aea leveraf myriada 
of milee, and bra«ed dangera, all in the hope 
of Iraflkkiog and getting gain : and that 
while tbe woollena, clocka, and wntehaa 
bnnght from the said nation are in thia inner 
land extremely ummporUot, Oie tat, the 
rhubarb, Ac. of thia inner land are abioldtely 
aecemary for tba support of life, throogbout

At halfpaat IS. on the 71h September, Et. 
M .*a abipe /mopeueand dadromodto, under the 
command of Capimn Blackwood, got undar 
wiigh to proceeo through the Bogus. A atir 
Wat immraialely parcelved among the war 
junka in Anaone Bay, and tbe Chunpee and 
Taykoktay forte. All of ihom at fint com¬ 
menced driag blank cartrid|a, and the two 
forte follow^ it up immediately with abot, 
which from tbe distanoe fell far abort and 
attern of H. M.'a abipa. The Junki, about 
a doten in number, got at far at they could 
ioto the aboaly receaaea of Anaon’t Bay. 
Aa H. M.'a abipa aaared and gol wiibin 
reanof ibe Bogue forii, the wind tuddenlj 
ahiiied to tbe norIb, the /aupene atendiog 
towards Wnngtoog fort oo one tack, and 
tbe AndromocAe towards Anungh^ on tbe 
other. Tb% /arepene waited until Wangtong 
had 6red aevaral ahoti, when tbe last one 
having nearly reached her, was loawered by 
two: another waa anawerad by two more in 
quick aucoaaaion; the AndromecAe in tbe 
meanwhile returning the fin of the Anung- 
boy betteiy with aevaral well aioaed shot, 
tome of which plunged into the parapet with 
prodigioet effect, and raiaed clouda of duat, 
while other* pamed clean through the embra* 
sona. The Britiab fire while it luted si¬ 
lenced the forte, but aa it soon appeared that 
any peuM oo the part of the ships produced 
a ritoewal from the balteriea, it became 
oeceasary to diiebotiaue tbe order lo ceaae 
firiag on the malndeek. Tha ncrioa erne 
most brink on getring into tbe middle of tbe 
ctMonel, but tbe Chioeae fired like men io 
n panic, aiming vary wild, or rather latiiog 
By aa the abipa arrived nearly at the line of^ 
fire for eaoh gun aa it was laid.

R« who cao tnduro with eqoaatAit^ a 
dead calm at Ma for thrao daya tofiittt^r 
under a rartical tan. may' truly be iaid to 
k^ep bii heart, like Benedick. •* ever on Sfe 
windy aide of care.'* Fur myaelf, I fuund it 
Cjuite aa difficult in auch a aituatlori to |t«t lo 
tor windy aide of care an to the windy aido 
of ilia ahip.

The 
night aet in dark aa jtilob, save when the 
lightning ahone uni frith a*.fearful and daa- 
tliug bngbtneaa that paled the lighU in our 
cabina througEfbe ▼orychinka in the bulk* 
heada. We wera,glad to anchor. All i)orta 
aed acuttlea were ctoeed in. and in a afiort 
time, nought waa to be heard but the raging 

of the aea.'tbe creaking of the ahip aa ahelgodowne; built with amaU pretanaiona i» 
laboured heaytly, land ttior awful craabing of t the open and uiry atyle of eaatera aiebi* 
the thunder OTcr head aa if Ibo eery raftcreof I teclure. and chiefly pleaaing from the roman* 
bearen were breaking. I fell fust aaUep^u j tic beauty of ita* aitualion. Notliiog eaa 
my cabiD^ and did not awake till alter ^ «ull^e conceived more picturcaque than

the rdmantio billa of Penang, which but a 
foMibyndra^ yards oo our right, towered ip* 
toAyipodl^ fanatic groups from the very 
water'e^e^gh. covered to their, aummiU wiUt 
luxuriant fuliqge Falnug gently bnek in 
forin of an amphiiliehtrc*. they bounded a 
verdant plain baneatli, whose sandy beach 
winded oflf in the distance, apolted' with 
pUaaaut white cottages and tertninatinx 
Anally in the lieadland where the flag o?

row of ship's anchors, not to bs out done iu 
the heavy listleasness which reigned around, 
seemed as if they had taken root fur ever 
arooog tha long grnss that shot np ahont 
them. *' A weary land of drowsy huadn it 
was." Aow strangely did this apppnrance 
of lifelesanesa in nature called aniffiofcri, jar 
with tha aclive emotiona of delight and 
admiration wbidi the oaimnre acciic had 
previously awakened within me!

Malacca, from its political adventures, 
1 ms acquired s aUange union of charncieris- 
iica in themselvea the most uncongenial and 
iin amalgam able. Its fori wet originally 

wery strong, was built by tlie ^orlugucse. 
stren;!thooeil by the Dutch, and blown up 
by the English—ao that it is now reduced to 
eorae picturesque ruins. Its aonihilaliori in 
ld 06 , when the place was restored to the 
Dutch, gave vast offence to that worthy 
oatioD. Tbo houses which are still occupieil 
Dutch from the'oearest street in tb^ov^. 
l%ey are not built with veraodalis after the 
Anglo-Indian fashion, but arc sheltered 
from the sun by far •projecting eaves, and 
tall trees of deep shade at i(»p. The ground 
apartments are all tile-floored and some times 
Banded in genuine Batavian taste, while 
from their dark, well-polished waiiiscoating, 
their broad-latticed windows graced with 
flower-pola, and sometimes a massy and 
capacious flre-place with its black marble- 
chteka and lofty mantlo-piece, aurmonnted 
by aa.tlld fa^ioned nirro(, decorated with 
fragiMiita of venerable China-ware, a,Dd tb^ 
walla perhapa animated with the solem^ 
visage of aeme artt redoubtable Burgo- 
^ inaiter.or bia^equally redoubtable ^^mate 
...^Kuropaaa BMoaiatioos are iBieiill^ re¬ 


called to the mind of the looker-oo, and 
beguile him for a moment into a forgelfuliiess 
iltai he U a lojouriicr in the east. Should 
the broad-bownied ** house mother" ]iass 
herself across his vision, in sll thu pomp 
and plenitude of petlicoal—** fold within 
fold, voluminous, in ecru table,", tlie euebant- 
merit will for an instant ba complete. 

But ** the day" of Malacca has " gone 
by"; some old names and recollections are 
all that remain to it; and it looks now for 
ill the world like a superannuated Dutch 
clock tliafbaa flopped yoiay. 

But let no stranger who visits here, pass 
by tim house of a ccrtAin venerable matron 
who keeps, and who has kept for Lord 
knows how long, the principal place of 
eotertainenent, so called in the town, Mrs. 

(1 cannot trust myself with the ortho- 
arapby) is quite the tutelar goddess of 
Malacca; her ian is her tempts; and the 
heavy oaken table in the Urga well-sanded 
labile room, and which aeema coevul with 
^buquerqne himaelf, is her aitgr. Ah, 
ibe libations tliat have been poured Uiereon I 
Tba air of aver-duringnesa and imperUb- 
abdity in this MACtom is conceivably iiB- 
poling. One in irretinlibiy impelled to 
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** quaff looa immortality'* in Um mutj 
wocxian-bottomed aroi.chair, whoM Ull. 
etilf back baa m now, he ie alooat par* 
aiiaded, given eaaa to the limba of many a 
eUlwart hero, jaded aad weared with cBiraM 
and (aslet, and whoee eyca luuet have 
repOHvd, tliioiigh tba cloudiom of a 6flli 
fltigoii, with something elion of a holy Itiatre, 
on the ewaet of the Virgin which once 

graced theea walla. Dut no I Theae thioge, 
dear traveller, if they occur to you, arc the 
mere coinega of the brain. The motiquily 
of ae^wet which no geina ou you is not 
i^emolc ; thia daeky apaitment baa bean 
hallowed by the pren^oca of othar Wl»rthiefl 
than tfioee of tha field, and blaekaaed by 
the amoke of other pipaa than avar fomad 
beneath plume and heau piece. It a aacred 
to the memory of ,>allv Burgbera—** aeciant 
men, men of re now faithful diaciplee of 

him who held that *' not to be at oed at 
mulnight, waa to be up betimee,*' and who, 
have kept moialening their barren clay in 
theae their eaay chairs, (for the other is the 
only one that is not so) till either their kind 
help-meks withdrew the goblets, or Mrs. 
- ■ herself hinted tha propriety of an 
adjoiirnoient, dropping something further 
perbspa touching ** go^ hours'* and ** evil 
tongues.'* Whoee else than the awful and 
impressive weight of a real Burgomaster, 
big with rltsigna that would bava crushed 
any other than au Atlas, could have 
stamped" on that spacioui and welbworn 
velvet-cushioned chair so vest "an image 
of himself?*' What powerful political infiu*^ 
enee is expressed in that huge iiidenliire 1 1 
M'hit comprehension and , magnitude of 
design in this wide circuit! Whst calm 
resolution and unshskedness of purpose in 
the equable compression 1 What impertur¬ 
bability of temper, and what gravity of 
deportment embiMled in that soft rounding f 
and withal, what solemn (I may not exactly i 
say consciousness of worth and dignity I 


diffused to every pnrt, and what resignatioii, 
as it were, to the arduous labours of civio 
office I

—here! if you wish to rulutvp the tedium of 
a aoUliiry tho^igb *’ lusiy bnmuirr" on a 
long moony evening, you may hava tha 
strangest stories told you of the oM Duicb 
gnvernars, and lUeir dv|wtioi, and tbair 
wives, and their daughteis, and bow Com* 
miaiionar VaA This onlervtl one tbiug, and 
Coiaamsioner Van 'riiat ordered tlie other, 
and how they quarrelled: and bow the 
Burghers tharaupoD eat vast diunen bare, 
sfuoaklag away weak afUr weoa and mouth 
after month, id remoustrancu, as they said, 
though to no purpose ;-*«arid liow three 
Frencb sailors were once haoged for kissing 
sofue vrows in tbe twilight, and then stab* 
bing ibiiy gallant swastUearts i and bow one 
of tha Council lore, who was a Duron, honest 
mail t actually went the lenglli of tAreatcniNg 
to resign his seat because ho could not con¬

A truce with ceremony ! Come deer reed* 
er, thy band,—'Siid away with me to one of 
the many lovely emiaences that overiook 
the town and harbour of Singapore. Gan 
you look round now od thcee pleasaot hillifi 
and Tiles and the uiooth ocean far beyoad, 
bursting from a summer ^ower lato all tha 
glad beauty of aunshioe, nor feel your apitit 
refftsbed by the scene t See bow the ciltle 
oa that bilt*ai4e top tbeir tails for pleiiore; 


the birds that bare been hu^iad for a little 
time by tbe raio, come forth from the thick 
corer of the woods and fill tba air with their 
happiness: the brook Uiat creeps along the 
dail to our right overfiowe ils little banks, 
and as it winds away seems, la the beaulifal 
language of the Bible, to " make gfhd tha 
ihlrsiyVsd"; every nobt leaf that glUters 
in the e«a bts ils silent expreiMon of grati* 
tude for pracious BoisUretoatbathdesceoded 
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00 i( witH the bltssiQ^ of heevcn Ae we 
fftze , the ihower i tore I a awey over the dis> 
UutliUndf uakinf th^ir hills and yaUftye 
consmenoua by coatrul with Uie sunslnaa 
vliicn poraues ii; and now a little white 
eeil—eoothrr—are seen stealing forth oo tlie 
waters, like sister spirits in a dream, now lost 
behind the treos. A gentio gust from the 
tea swee|rf up the wc»o<ly glen ^what fra¬ 
grance in iU cooling breath! what life in its 

S rnial embrace 1 'flie little shrubs rjuiver 
sfiire ii In every item, and even the gigantic 
jMlciia condescend to shake their leafy to)>s lo 
it with something of a soleoin playfulaew 
bedUiiig their ataturo and yeaerabU age! 

Every thing io this interi'sting and impor¬ 
tant eettlement bespeaks the recent enernaoli- 
meat of man oo the realms of savage uaiere. 
Alas I he has broueht vice and nieory with 
biiD SI well as the blesaings of industry. 

^ The Chinese settlers who form a^rinci|»al 
part of ilia population of the Island nrn the 
* most desperate gaiuhlcrs on tUn face of the 
earth, and are pu^ionately aildicUd, ns is 
well known, to the use of opium. Their 
Brojwnsiu to these vices has l»ern availed of 
oy tbs British GoTernment as a source of 
revenue, and a portion of the town of {Singa¬ 
pore, when 1 visilnl, it was occupied hy 
licenced houses for tlieir eiprcse indulgence! 

I strolled away one evciiing on a tour 
thrnugli this scene, and never shall 1 fpv»« r 
the impreMion it made on oit< The elrect 
was lighted up by torches flaring from every 
ahop,—the crowd of people was immense ;! 
stalls with fruit, vegvishivs, tea and sweet, 
meats were scattered by llic wayside, sad the 
ateiicli of po]»ulaHon was intolmble. Tlie 
aesne remimbd mo of wbnt I bad wilnRcml 
in passing through some of the great sfreets 
in the dt^ of Ix)ihIou on a SaliiiHay night — 
the busy idleness, the stare of lliu louncer. 
the buttle of tho vcnder^Uic Aetid s<pi«lur, 
the lurid light, the loathsocue mcrrimvnt. 
1 involuntarily securul my pockets, and 
p jdied on through the crowd. Stepping into 
one of the gambling houKs 1 found oi^ht or 
4‘>o Cbinameo aittiag in a circle cross-lega^d 
o 1 s mat covered plat-form scored with black 
li us, where an old ^y be^ed man, whose 
hand appeared to shake toe dice hox by 
its own natural palsy, superintended the 
orgies with a stem coontenance* The board 
was covered with small copper coins which 
wkre evfiy iastaat swept a war bv some 
winaer^ and as aooa succeedei Jgf other 
stakes. All vm mteosely occupi^ with 
the gaiM 2 1 remrktd oas men ia particular 
QDevsiy line of whose countenance anxiety 
4tha paie^ most bitterly; his last stake was 
loat—hs fflue a sudden spring 


to the door, but wss iostautly pulled back, 
and lie resumed his seat witli a siogular air 
of uDcoooeru. A woman and a little boy 
were gartakeriis the game! a gong suddealy 
sounding, this scene of lbs drama endeil in 
the dispersiou of all the clisravtcrs; but I saw 
a ocw party instanlly sit down, as I was 
leaviog the tiouse. 

In llie street I found a Urge crowd aisom- 
hling a little way 00,10 front of some i*xhibi- 
tion, wbich proved on myneerar approach to 
be a Chinese stage-pisy. The scent* w.is 
conducted on a pUifrum priijecting frt>ro one 
of tliejiousea and illuminated by a nunibur 
of torches and idlud-paiwr lamps. TU^ pr^r- 
formHiioe wss wretched and indscvMt in tho 
last dt'iiree, but eaciied great mirth in tliu 
degraded audience. The uviorswere hab'ilcd 
in groiesque but miscmbltf garments, niid 
Wore mesks: and the dialogue was carried 
on in a sort of rvcilativs to the low rnunic id* 
a piper who sat iu bis cninmon dress at the 
Moa of the stage. The owners of tho gsni- 
biing-houses maintained this company of 
strollurs as iin ailrsciion to iUeir kelU. 1 
went afterwards ioio other gambiing*Uouses 
where the slakes were higher, and the aperi- 
ments flMetJ up wiih greotor care. Wouien 
and children were in almost all ilipss places, 
and Ihc same terrible eflecLs of this accursed 
pQ«sion GTcrywhern more or Ivs^* conspirnous 
in Ibu haggard counUnancisorihe play vis 

Vrtiru iliG gambling houses it is hut a few 
step 10 the Opium-tvvcrne^/acibrs deseea- 
[i>4tf hut you leave all the dio, the glare, ami 
the bustle thst <kere bewilder into vict*, 
behind tom ; ai^U in lAese dark shtuWs the 
miserable look for Dolbing hut an oblivion of 
ilieir wicicbvdness. It is impossibis to con¬ 
vey un adetjuate idea of these horrid aho<lcs, 
where all seemed chm^rless, gloomy and unin¬ 
viting. even to ibe Dio»t depraved voiary of 
vKe. In along, low, dnmp floored, dimly 
lighted a^iartuient, whose walls and roofwrivt 
black and greasy with smoke, siid Ihs air 
close almost to suffocation with the tainted 
brralU of its occupants, 1 found at least a 
score of people in all diflVreat stages of jo- 
toxicatiou. 1 noticed one who bad just come 
in to provide himself from the stand at lirn 
door wiih a portion of the drug, and throwing 
himself down on a bench, begin in melt itin to 
the bowl of his pipe by applying it to the 
flame of the lamp besids him, when hs sucked 
ig tbo noiiovi vspour at one huge draught. 
He reposed for a whole, tod then renawad it. 
Another gauat wretch 1 perceived mure fre- 
r^uent in his iiiflammetioos, his reason evidently 
Mginoisf to fall him, and bis head to swim. 
Some were made loquibloui, though not 
loud, and coarersed together till their toagae 
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gol and ihtxt eyes heafy. And in 

nUiarn. tlie helpUss exhunsUtioo of «v^ry 
die fixed fiery oyeball, the iwolleii 
clieek, the ilobberiiu betU*»lained lipe.

Wlifreee an Act was passed in the ninth 
year of the reign of (I is lute Majesty King 
6'eorpe the Fourth, intituled m Atl to 
protuie for tke Relief of /aeo/vem DcA/ors 
IK ike East Indirs, tMlif tAe fret denf of 
March, One T^ovsenJ Eifol UunJred attd 
Thirty-three ; and by another Act passed io 
the second year of tbe reign of hie present 
Msjesty King William tbe Fonrdi, ilic said 
Act wu cuQtinued in force until the first day 
of March, OneTboouodEight Hundred 4 ud 
Thirty*aix i and wbereu in tad by the eaid 
Act to provide for the Relief of Insolvenl 
Debtors to the Saet Indiet p certain provl* 
alone were enacled at to a oommiaeioo of 
banltruptoy iesuang afiinet any ittcb tosol* 


vent debtor as therein mentioned, end as to 
the proceedings consequent thereon i end 
amongst other things it was enacted, that a 
certificate obtained under such commiasioQ 
os tlierein provided, should have the saoM 
force and effect in all places situate without 
tbe lioits of the India CoDpany*!

Gentlsniti,—I t having be«n atAe koowa» tbat 1 had auboiiltod, w1i«a 
lit honia» a pUu for a Military Kctiriog Fund to iha conaidaraiioR of tlio IloiionbU 
the Court of Directors, aod as it wos deerntd probabla, that tbe Ilonorahlo Court 
would adopt no Immediate steps with tlia plao» because It had not omuBulLnl f^ooi you* 
and had not your asaclioii, I was a»lvised by sumo of youiscWes to reconsider lUe subject 
to your behalf after my arrival in India. 

Aa I had the awirance of Uic Governor*General of the Id^b interest 
which he took in the ailjuatment of this qnr^Uon, and of Iba imnonso iiuporiance nf it, 
both to you and to the Empire, aud ii* compliance witli the argent request of some of 
tJiuse who had a more diri'ct inU^rest in Oic question, I drew up a lutter to your uddrew 
l^iving a detail of the plan, of which it was pleasing to tho Oovcmor«Geueral to diroct^ 
tlist 1 would submit an abstract to bim. 

In compliance with Ihis injunction I drew up the paper or outline which 
was subsequently published in Ihe Catcutru Papers, ami in consequence of the fuvorablo 
reception which that abstract had met widi. it was pleasing to the Governor-Gcorral tu 
appoint a Comnitteo of OiBcers, of whose competence to form a comet opinion on tbit 
subject yon can entertain no doubt to exumine and to rc|>ort upon the plan for hia LntfU 
ihi]» s private information. And aa the Comoiitiuo a as pleased to rccomiDCuil the plan 
to ma Lordship's favorable consideration, it has been submitted to tlte Government, nnd 
1 have becu given to uudersUiid is to be referred to Rnglaiid with a rccomnieudaiioii in 
the strongest (eroie to tlie favorable consideration of ills Majesty's Government ntui of 
the Honorable Court, provided the data aivl the results deduced from thoeo ditla eliall 
be found to be correct, and ss a mailer uf course, provided the plan shell not involve 
too great an outlay uf the rei^iurcea of the state* 

Vou will see from this outline, that the onus devoivca on mo to justify 
thia measure both to His Majesty's Guvernmeni and to tlic lluiiorable Court; and as 1 
have 110 aid, and bnt little leisure tu draw up the various staicmenlH on which this jnstU 
tiuation must be made to rrsi, I trust you will not c<mKidcr that 1 treat you cither with 
slight or with disrespect, if 1 sbatain from enleriug into di»cus»luns which may appear on 
this subject in the public papers: but when you aball liuvc formed committees and con* 
aidered tho subject in every way in which it can be viewed in ridel ion to youraelves, 1 
shall be happy oud desirous tu oftcr any cxplaiiatlUb which your Cummitteos may require 
from me, or to adopt and to recommend any impruvemeots in the plan which may occur 
to you- 

The Biiitor of tho Ilnrharu having obtained the pnrmiswoD of the Go* 
veroor-Gencral to publish the different papers which vrero sent in to Guverouicut on this 
subject, I take upon myself tlic respousibilily that those papers shall appear in the 
ITariloni in an authentic form.

B.—The prictieebility of th# propoeed meeeure depends, dret, upon tbe 
oonsent of the Honorable the Court of Pireetc^, to eJait no edottlun to ibeir preeeiit 
iiabllitiee for oiT-reckouiiip tod penMone to the extent, et it# mexlmum, of eboui 
per Corpe, or £6i,(IOO |ier annua, fur the Indian Aray, which ia under the amount 
implied w the CouriV oder to the army of the 0th March, aecomlly, ou the 

correctoeee of Mr. Ouroin a eelcalaiion founded on the law of aortaiitv which he baa 
xecertiined Co prevail among llic Officereof tlie Amva intereet being allowed at 0 |ier 
cent. Tbeea calculations have been eo tceled that we have entire conHdence in their 
Mcuracy, but they would doublltM be subjected to eaamioalton by other ikiliil actnariee 
or CAmpetciit pereone. An able expsaitioo of the plan baa been prepared by our Presi- 
dant> and ia berewilli submitted. 

d.—The point which we consider not to be fully ratsblished by Mr. 
CurninV cnlcnUtions, ia the.de;;ree in which promotion will be scealrratvd. We anf not 
aatiafted that it will attaiu the oxtraordiunry rapidity ajsumed by Mr. Curnin: but this 
ta a point which under any arrangameota muai remain uncertain. We are convinced 
that promotion will be greatly accelerated, and an over probable eatimeie of tlte precise 
rate appears of less CAn^uence, provided the high j>enaion» which the acheme essiiriis for 
apeciBed periods of service be obuinable, and herein lien the superiority of Mr. Cnriun's 
plan, over all which have preceded it, that whether pronotian be qnivker or slower, it 
providee eomfietent pensions after moderute terms of service, and whether an individual 
retires on his penaioo sooner or later, or Bnds inducements tu prefer remaiaing in India, 
the character of the service will be decidedjy Improved, aud tlie evils of protrauUd 
absence frocirour native land greatly alleviated. 

4. —These observations refer to the future prospects of ihc Army aa influenced 
by the proposed rates of psnsiona; but for the immediate relief of those who hsvo now 
served upwanie of 25 years, wo earuvstly recommeod to the geiicrona cioisid era lion of the 
home authorities the suiipUmi^ntary part of Mr. Cumin's plan, even If its 0 |Hjnition ahould 
be restricted to the TaoKs of Major and LieutcoanuColomd. 

5. —If Mr. Cumin's plan sliould appear complicated at first view, we sub¬ 
mit that it is only on scconot of the difficulty of applying tho oidi'iary doctrine of an¬ 
nuities to the circumstances of the cas^ and that when the home aulborities hive verified 
tbe calculations and defined the new condition ou which increased pensions will be 
panted, the few points to which it will be necessary for officers lo attend will be per¬ 
fectly clear and simple. This objection is therefore in our opiuiun entirely groundleie. 

—We think it desirable that Government should as^anie the entire lua- 
nagement of tbe Fund aa it U now framed, or with such modifications as cney he deemed 
expedient, and in the mean time we recommend that the abstract of tbe plan and the 
accompanying papers be circulated for tbe cousideratioe of the Army.

In the event of die officers continuing another year in tlie service after he 
becomes entiiled lo this reiiring |»ension, the first payment of the pension is withheld; 
and I he officer gets credit for thn additional pension, which, at his standing in the service, 
the £525 would purchase. This sum is found to be £50, so that au officer having served 
20 yt'srs becomea entitled to a retiring iiension of £575. If iho officer should cniitioue 
another year in the service be also relinr|nie)fee tlie fiisi payment of his tacreoseif pension, 
and for this ridinquiafiinent he gets ert^dit for aa additions! pension of £02 10s ; so that 
after 27 years service the officer's irenston would become £007 lOs. In this oiaiiiier the 
pension is increased each year, by the amount which the acquired peuaion of the pre¬ 
vious year would purchaee, till the officer has been 35 years Iu the service, wheu iiis 
pensiou is finally fixed at £1,500 per annum.

residence of twoMly-hva years and upwards io this cunniry. You will also iwrcciva that 
the value of an annuity on a life in England, which had resided upwards of twenty-five 

J eara in thiscMuntrv, or in any other tropical clintste, oujht to be lass than if that life 
ad never quitted Rnjrlaud. By looking into the East India Register for this year, page 
103, you will observe that (he value of an annuity on a life of 43 years of age, which it 
is prevtimed bad spent 85 years in this country, has been fixed as being worth 10.3611 
years purchase, when the iiiterrsi of money U assumed t<^be 0 per cent. p< r annum, 
which value ia taken from the Norlhamptou Tables as prepared and published by Dr. 
Price. "Sow 1 eiitertaiii tiie conviction, and iu due time I will eudeavonr tn prove tliat 
COQvictlnii to be well founded—that that value ia greater than it should he; and acting 
on this impression, I have adopted 0.379 years* purchase as the true value of an 
annuity on a life of 43 years of age, of which twenty-fire years have been spent in (his 
country, when (be interest of money isO per cent, per annum; which value, is that that 
my tables indicate, tacTeosed&y 10 per cent, 

AVbat is meant by ** be has an annuity aetUed up<»n him/' is generally, 
although vaguely, undcrabHxl; but what the value of an annuity or of a peoaion U, ia not so 
accurately conc«'irod. With the view of clearing io aoma degree the way before us, aud 
of showing ihe deference io value between money t* be immediatuly paid or received, 
and money, the payment or the receipt of which is deferred for a given i&tarval of time, 
1 Buums tbatteO'thousau4 Cadets who are all certain of living over tweiity-fiTe years ta 
India arrive together, and agree to aubecribe aucb a eum each, as shall, when twenty- 
five years shell have been aerv^, amoaot to such a sum as shall entitle them, upon retire- 
Bent, to an annuity af£i per annuo; that is. to the payment of If. one year after their 
retirentent, and to one pound after iho lapee of every year till (liey eball have all dropped 
off. Wi^ this view they will each b*ve to pay down aooba sum of money, aa being im¬ 
proved etcompound tutereei, and at 8 percent, pef annum, shall amount to i39.d79 or to 
£9 7c. Td. in 86 yean. Bui ao annuity and a pension are ementially differeotfor if an 
annuiiMt be not aUve when the payment of the annuity becomes due, bii heirs or execu¬ 
tors have ao claim; whereas ia Ue case of a pension uey have a claim ** for the broken 
pariod'*—for that pari of the peasioit whidi was io coarse of accumulation, from the time 
that tbs last pay meat of the po&Hoa became due. This dii tin ciiou between an annuity 
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«nd t p€ 0 »i 0 Q to this principle-—that t pennoo payable till tbe day of one's desUi is 

alwsys worth one half yeer’e purchue more than an annuity : Hence, a pension to an 
ofljcer of 43 years of ai^c. who has been lwenty*6ve years in lnilia« if of one potiad> is 
worth £9.670 or £9 17r.7d. Or, if the pension was £339.14 its present Talue, to a life 
of 43 years of age. would be worth £3350 7#. steriiog. 

. It will be fouod ihet if £780.03 were iueested at 0 per cent, compound 
Interest, it would in 35 years amount to £3350 7i. This, therefore, is the eum which 
each of the Cadets aiiouid invest, when enterina the service in India, in order t^i secure his 
own retiring penuon of £330.14 per annum. But if only 3035 Cadets iliould live over 
the twenty*Ave years out of the ten-tluiiisand who hud coma out togelher, it is manifest 
that the sum widuli each should subsuribe in tliii case, will bo leas than the abore in tha 
ratio of 10.000 to 3015 4 or, that in this case, the subscription of each Oadi*t should be 
£307 3s« Ojd. This, QeotUmeu, is precisely your case; and I have thus endeavoured to 
jfitroducc it. ill the simplest form to y<(ur notice, witli the view of diMipaling scepticism; 
and of showing you the effect which lime provinces on the value of money. 

It will be apparent 5) you, that it is the same in principio whether the 
£307 3s, O^d. is poid upon the Ca<lets entering the service, or that he engages wtihm 
95 years to make go^Nl ihe sum to which that will amount, or thnt ho engugn after 
having been in the acrvice snme time to pay aucli con trl but ion a and Jonalioni as the 
regnlaiions of the fuml muy reonire, and the sum to make up the claims against him on 
account of the fund as aeon as ho poesibly can. The con tri hut ions which 1 reniiire from 
a Cadet will accompliih this: and on a future page you will sea what should be paid 
down hy every officer in tlio service, so thatthai i<uni and his fulnro conirihutiooa sball, 
when h>a95 years shall have been served, amount to 33503.6 rupees. iiiUKst being allowed 
ou each at the rate of 0 jier cent, per annum. 

The opinions of so many of you at to ihe necetaify of a Tlctiring Fund, and 
your will ingn ess to subscrilie towards it ha A beeu so distinctly and unequivocally #<• 
prrsMd, dial at lir»t sight it would appear tv be a work cf supererogation on my part to 
allude to it. Bui as 1 have underlaken to represeot your present prospects to you, wiih 
thu view of inducing you to come to tho resvluUon to atuead them, so i fep) my sell bouud 
to bring this picture prominently before you. for your guarantee and confirmation of ila 
fidelity, that Ihoee who are yet to succeed you may be enabled to compare tbeir pro* 
specie tud yours, and to form an accurate estimate of the measure of gratitude which they 
sliall owe you, for having come to ■ Mfe and a final conclusion gu a question la whlca 
their ialerests as well as yours, were ao justly considered.

4 iQft that but for those nu^metilatious ^ some similar measure, the condition of ibe ludtan 
Army at the present day would have been any thio^ but envtablo, as tiie conclusion of 
jUie fOrc(;oing paragraph, and the (olhiwing table must amply testify. 

The foiJowing Table of the limea served by the Field Officers of the Indian 
Army who vrere promoled within the eight years, ending with the 30th of April, 1B32» 
and of the cnstialtiea from which luuU prumotion lias arisea is submitted for your coitiider* 
ation and iuspectiuo.

from which you will sceilie gradually incroaiing time which the junior Officers of the 
Cavalry and Infantry have bad to serve before they bad been promoted, ami it 1 had 
been certain of tbo real state of the Indian Army on the 1st of May, 1834, so as to 
have been enabled to form tho Table from the experience of ten yeera, rathiT timn from 
that of eight years, i bavo no doubt but the aubaeriueiit promotions would hava 
marked tliuac differences in u much more disquiet and particular manner. The jirotnotion 
III tho Artillery and Engineers seems to bean exception to niy coiudiisioii, hut llieir 
esao is owing to inordinate augmentation, and in some degree lo the imdiicicnt state into 
which those corps were allowed to lapse about the begiiiDliry of the pre^eut century. 
This however, is not likely to occur again : as there ore several CaptniiH, iu ettoh of 
those corps, wbn srem to have scrvutl the regulated time to eutiile them to tlieir pensions, 
and who are yet f.ir removed from the line which separates them from their Vivid Oflicers.

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Now at frocn the 1st ot^January, IBSd, the Junior Majors on tlieet EeU* 
hlishments will have t«> seree nt least six years before tJiey can lie promoted to Lieute- 
nanUColoiielcies, the present Senior Captnine will, colleclively, have tr> aerrd^ the 
average duraliim of iliree yenrs before ihey can be pronolerl to oiajorilies; ami, a( least, 
Rtae years Iwforu they can hope to bo Lion ten ant-Colonels.

Lieutenante have nothing aoticipation whereby their future progress in the service 
can be accelerated, it is eviaent they will have to serve much lunger as Captains, 
than the present eenior Captains have aerred: but os the amount of correction wiiich 
ouffAt to be added for the acceleration of promotion caused by ihoM events, will vary 
with the temperaznent of individuals, I wall omit the application of any corrsetfoo and 
assume that the present senior Lieutenants will have to aerve only as long as the pre« 
oant senior Captaiua will have bad to serve before they are promoted.

Bniigns must asrve 19,196 yaaM before fhe/ can be placed in the same position: and 
Iba, tberefbn, without tone ohaoge the Subalims of the army amt bsoome in luoees^ 
aioQ*older and oUormen, as well as the Captaioe and field Ofteeia: and that, m by 
the augmenUtioo of 1894, youg men were made ColoMle» who have yet many days to 
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li?«, tht foodneit of their lire* nreoflurily render promotioa to Colniielclre from 
>eu to yetr elower for aererol yeere yet to come. As thee |>rtfiiiotioB on the one hind 
will become slower, end men oh the other hand older* with leee renk, meny of theM will 
strike a bilanee bc^iween their pri»epect8 of promotioa and proapecU of dying in this cotin* 
try, and gire up the content liy retirexoent. On UiU principle, retirement and promotion 
will become more tiniform: and on it, ( conceive* 1 am justified in making a daduciioit 
from the last reautt and to conclude 
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Having now placed before yon a picture of your future proepecte to a 
plain, and 1 fear, ton faithful a shape to be either gainaaid or eontrovertea, it must rest 
wiih yon to dolermine wticiUcr you wit!* through epethy or indifference* permit ibis pio« 
lure to be rcaliAed* or resolve at some ucrifice to attempt to correct it. 


1 have no cinubt as to the imue of this communicatioD to you : I know that 
where (hrre is in those proiiosals uo feeling to bo discovered hut honoKty of pnr|>ose, and

Tfa««e p«|kMon« tre to large and liberal, (bat I ba?e oo doubt hut you will 
imDediateI;r adopt the icheve which it to coofer them npon you; and for the piirchaie 
of wblob, if the |>eBfk)Ciere whom yon may now create, to accelerate your own promotion, 
hud the enquiralent of their pensiooe provided for, would only involve the coniribuiion of 
a coiBDiiralively small eum for 26 yvare, and the relinquiabmeot of the diifeience of pay 
and allowaneea fur one year lo vrbich you would bMome entitled oo promotion; and 
your olaiiui to the off reckoning money when you eball have become Uolonelr, which 
money I pmooee to cumbine, for general nee, with the money which may be aetiigoed for 
tbe lietired Officers and for the payment of the Retired allowaneea for your Fuad. 

Ve now rome to the moat impurUni part of tlie subject: and, that is, Ihe 
power and the will of tbe Huoorable Court to assist you to the eatent which the prc'vions 

e rlion of this letter would aptHJir to imply. 1 know, from many considerations, that the 
irectora are mo»t anxious to do all that ie ia tlmir |)Ower to esaist yon; and you know 
from Ibeir pnblio declaraiioMs tlinir inabiliiy to assiat yon to the extent wliicb this measure 
will absolutely rvriiiire. As then, any request that is made and involving a condition 
which it is impoMiihle to comply with, itiusi neceassrily be rejected ; so, to avoid refut^al, 
and. at the same time, to carry your point, ihe safer phia for you to adopt is not In ask 
for more tJisn tbo Honorable Court can with aafety and prudence allow you. 

Now tho Honorable Court knows tbo average annusl amount of Ihe 
Off. reckoning Fund :~it knows what it has to pay per annuo to the Retired Officers; —it 
knows also the sum by which ibis is being increased from year to ysar ; aud which, if llie 
present system prevails must go on increasing for many years yet to come. The Honorable 
Court can therefore, aMign with tolerable accuracy the uaxituum limit lowarda which 
your claims upon them are likely to approach. Alt, tlien, which 1 should deem it proper 
for you lo require, it. tliat the HonorabU^ Court, in order to aid your laudable uod highly 
expediaat and politic endeavours, would have the goodness to auticipate the future, and 
assign lo you nt once, and per annum, that dimi ting sum, not as a right, hut as a limit 
beyond which if your Retiring allowances should extend, you, or those who may here- 
after enjoy Ihe benefit of the proiuniiun cauwd by tho excess of retirement, should con¬ 
tribute among yourselves tu make up tbe excess of ex|»enditure wbicU those retirements 
may have occasioned.

1 am tinablo, but even if f were able, it would be unwise so far as 
your interest is cooceraed; and presumptuous, with reference to the fenlings end the 
prerogatives of the Ilouoreble Court, to give eny opinion as to the amount of the limiting 
sum which the Honorable Court miglit feel disposed to fix, but as 1 require a sum in 
order to develop my entire views on this subject lo y«Hi, 1 w/ll assume, simply, as a basis 
for calculstion, that the Honorable Court has rrsolved to allow, to each Presidency, such 
a eum |>er anuum, payable in.London, aeaball bo cquivslent to a pension, to each Re¬ 
giment or Battalion on the Rstabliidimciit of £l,500, including the Off-rcckoning mooey ; 
aod, as one of the conditions on which Uiis grant U made, that yon shall p^ out of it the 
present Retired Pensions and tlicir Off-rockqiiing claims in the present Colonels and to 
eucb other Officers as may not come info the present scliwc. if tliis, or an analogous 
arrangeoeot were made, you would have so immediate and available excess of capital 
to pay up the peusioos of the Officers who may retire on your Fund ; which excess, you 
muat see, will, from year to year go on inrressiog, as you become Colonels, and as tbe 
preaeot Retir^ Officers drop off, or are otherwise dlipiMed of. 

As then you would have an annually increasing income, available for tbe 
payment of tbe pensions created by, and chargable to, your Military Retiring Fund, and 
as you would be enabled ao*o to pay up tbo amount of immediate duaation doe from you 
to tbe Fund, there would be but few Officers, except those who should retire in the nrst 
instance, who would become in any degree cliarsesMe lo you. And if, up fortunately it 
sboold be the case, that in tfie first instance tome officers, trum inability, or any other

Tttking all thie into coukinretios. 1 en bound to conclude that you can 
experience no difficulty in the adoption of en efficient Ketiriog Fund, unteee Chat 
dimcuUy ehould be created by yonrauleet. You can D>eet with no difficulty from Ufa 
M^eety*a Govern meat or frocn the Coort of Directora; aa they will doubilfta gladly aid 
you in the adoption of a acheme which abould 6x ao iwaaonable and pro)>er, us well ai 
expeduol a lioiit aa 6'J, at the average age of their aeuiorOfiicera in India, oiid attheaaiaa 
tiine, a limit to your cloiina upon thotState: and.aa tlie Honorable Court meat see that aa 
tliia would be a final iDcaaure, and'by which your promolinii mid liappiuetw. aa wi*U aa the 
efficinney of the Army would be Oioai cflacuiielly increased. 1 have no doubt but they 
would bo liberal in the extreme in eupj>orting it. 

Aatliore are officers lit Oie aeivice, in the poaseNsion, and otliera in the ex- 
prctetioii of appointmenU, the emolumeota of which they may eatirLntv at a higher value 
ihuii yonr pensions, however liberal, and tlie eiiJnyuM'iit of Jilieriy nn«l th«* tmsociatnmsof 
home, these must nccesaarilj eiyoy ^e acceleration of protnution whiub w ill have been 
occasioned by the retircoenl dilhoee above tlieiu. And as thi*se bring mm of lerined 
and lioiiuruble feelings would repudiate iho idea of being dependant oo their juniors for 
thoir advancement in rank, they niglil, in iho first instance, m» averso to the institution of 
a scheme which would be Uksly to emb^rrun them and plaiic them in an uufavorable light 
to their aaeociates: but aa the celerity of promotion becomes slower as an officer advances 
in the lists of Msg ora or Lie uten ant-OolonHs, nearly, although uol exactly, in a geometrical 
progression, 1 have tables by me, founded on this principle, whereby I can estimate the

5. It has often been alleged that the ufiicers of tins Army, especially the 
juniors, have not the means of supporting tbem.iclres, I do not tberefure are how we 
c:iti exhibit them as candidates for tiic purcha^* of I.ifo Rstates of from £400 to 
£l,oi>0 per annual evnn on this plan. 

0 . It is suid when Uio oiwration of the fund comes into complete efiVet, 
tlie want of means will be greatlv remedied^higher rank and pay will acconijiaiiy lengG) 
of service. But tliis scheme will hare to l>e submitted to mco who are now in the Army 
and who have actually served, so as to subject them to the bi^ rotes of coatribution, 
and yet they hold ioferior commissions and small allowances, so that tliose who are Uie 
mast nnforiunaie are by this plan required to pay most. 

7. I conceive the principle upon which tills fund is made to rest is objec¬ 
tionable. viz. upon time and not upoo ranVt involving is that does superaeasion, which 
1 hold to be an obelacle of thp greatest magnitude to the reception of thia pfnn hy the 
Army. We cannot expect that nien will become instrumental in their own (comparative) 
degrariation, and therefore I think it is certain that thoee who stand well for projaoiipa 
without this fund will not pay fur itandiog worse. Every corps which had not an officer

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ready to accept tba pension vbeo entitled, would be ezpoaed to auperaCBaion. But it in 
replied that when the operatiou of thn femi will have been c»Diple(e<t, that U, iimuy 
years lienee, all who are eligible will haee attained tlie rank of Lieiitenaot-Col one I and 
thus there will be no superseasioo* But the plan has to be submitted to those who are 
now iu ibe Army, The ooaaectuenco seems to me iueritable. 

6. Tlie senior officers of tlie Army will in all probability object to 
the offi*reckoDinp beiug merged into this fund. 

O. Other objectioQB might bo stated—sornc are recorded by one of our 
colleague*: but on Ibe whole, as far as my jud^^mt at goes, I really cannot take it upon 
me to kuy that t eiilurtain n hope tliat this fund, as projioaed, will nioui wilti either the 
concurrence of the bume autborities or be acceded to by tlio Arnty. It t* beyond the 
meapisof the laiter, and from the former iU requisitions are such that I do not expect 
they will be granted. 

10. My own opinion in, hut 1 state it with grest deference to the sen* 
timeriis of others, that there is no way of aJTording tin* desired rclii'f to this Army so easy 
of oecoiuplishment, ur that would Ih* mo acceptubte as by goveruiaent granting to such of 
the senior officers whose resignation would not create supersemioa as might wish tu 
retire, u oomponsation for the nniignatioii of their Commuaions, the amount (with uhui- 
ever doaaliuii tlin Honorable Court may he pleased to grant,) boiug reimbiiisrd by the 
aruiy««»nni by payments from prctwut alluwiinci^, but by giving up the dlowHnvrs of tlie 
higher rank which the rrliremout» shall have created until tlie amount of coiii|M'iiMaiic>ri 
paid to the ritiring officers shall be liquidated. 

11. For this them is the prcccilrot of HU Majesty's Government in ro* 
gard to the disposal of uuhought comniasioiw in seniority servius corps, and tha Honor* 
iible Cuiiri have iheasslves iutrixluced the principle of promotion witliout full eiiiohi- 
nieiits in the case of Cohuiels of ItegimeiiU, who dh not receive olT'rcckunirigv, uotwith* 
standing proi&otioD, until certaio liabilities on the ofbrcckoning fund aio liquidated. 

^19. With respect to the Army this scheme would call upon them for 
nothing wliich it did not first confer, whiUl the advanlagc of runk would ba immediate 
aud their rise to all their present ex|)ectalion8 would be accelerated.

1 «ay 
it would not; and for this reason, that aJtUongh ipoat officers, nf'er liaving ha<l a Ipsson or 
two from the men of the world io Europe, might manage to lake care uf what was left 
them, it does not follow that all would exercise the same meavnrr of prudence; and 
hence, the Government would bi* ever exjtosod to calls upon it. that a regard for the 
resppctabiliiy of the service would force it to admit t and, thret-fore, that although this is 
an exception to a general rule, it is a ease which should be guarded against. 

It is worthy of remark that Coloiiftl Galloway oldccts, to the Army being 
called upon,/or a time, to subscribe towards the payment of adequate pensions to their 
senior; and yet wnihes to render thet ^stem of payment, with reference to hit own 
plan, perpetual; without being eble to determioe when circurostanees would render tha 
contiriunnce uf those payments possible; and his system would offiird the Government 
no additional security fortbe seal, or the coaleiitnvnf, or tho efficiency of the Armv ; 
whereas, with reference to the plaa agaioit which these objcctione are directed, l)ie 
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Govornm^nt has posAiblc security: —an officer’s contriHutmns .ire in Jeporii for his 
own uliimatc nse, and thus, as liia money and Ilia ultiiDatc prospects are secured to hlui. 
bis allej$iance and zeal in the cause of Ibc stale will ever be above siu^icion. 

ft is aincutar that ibrrc is no objection made, €iGC(jt that with reference 
to time, that does U(»t apply acaiiist aoy system of retirement; and khnrcfore» with at 
least equal force, agaiust Ua* pIsD proposed by Culoocl Galloway.

That is the precise motive : and I may remark that so Ion? a^ it was 
discretionnl with ollicers to n'lire, Uie allowinis the oIT-reckoning monry to Colonpfs had 
IImh cfTcci, it r**prtNwcd the desire to rolirc, and thus impeded promotion ; but wlion the 
itnte vhniiges one part of Uie mtem, by givhi^r Army a |H*rpstui(y as the equivalent 
of nil cluinis ^the judicy may wtdl 1 h* qiirsUoned of ooiilinuing the application of (hut 
inonvy in the snmc luanaer wlieii Urcre is aaollirr modu of application uic»r»* condneivn 
to the weiUbt'iMg of the atnlc. To mu that aiqiear* to be the prcTuiaUle m<idu of upplU 
cation wlareby a trifle is given to promote tiic uliimatc happiness and the consequent 
imrutdiHtc; coiiUnlmcMt ut lire many ; rather than bt the few, tliut they might uci as a 
dead weight u|K>ri the eiiergica of the Army*. *

If au ofTicer, seeing the conscqucnci's of the otf^reckoning system* should 
resolve for the aorierai goo^t to reliuquiidi liU eventual claims to it, he cannot at any 
future time regiet his haviue done so; as he will liavsquitii^ the service on an ample 
competency long brfurc. and without the agency of the retiring fund lie could have had 
any claims to off-reckoning. 


** To another part of the scheme for procidintf iheneeessarp funds, precisely 
the same o^'eefiofe applies. I mcna that part which slipHlatct for our beinp entrusM 
with the vumaffcmmt of the UonoraltO; Company's present pension list, upon a grant, snp

It the pension list had reached lu maximum, I agtee that there could he 
nothing gained linaucially, hy recpiving reonuv with one hand and paying it away with 
the other. What the Hunoruble Court is a*kvd for is shortly this—to give the Army 
credit for an annuity iKjnal in amount to that to which the ulticnate claims upon tlu 
Company will citciid. But as it it conceived that the pension list has now reached iti 
maainium, I muni eiiler into some slnlcmsiits to show that it has not, and that before the 
msaimum is attained, the cadets of 1028 must brst be disposed of: that is, the psusion lisi 
wiH have attained its maaiiouxu about 1860 or 1860. To giro yua something like a prool

With tlie view uf poiutln^ out tlic eventual expense of this plan to the 
Oorernmeut, we must sup}K>se, tUat we sne it in full operation ; and ibal in cotisoq uence, 
tbc rotiremeats have become so regular as to require au annual supply of one cailct for 
every corps. Now of tbe ^00 cadeU so require, aappinu&g none of them to have been 
dismissed in the interval, 00 would survive after being 23 years iu tbc service. Tbo 
whole question is reduced to this. Uow will those OOuieu dispose of tbemssives? Now, 
aJUiou|b U appears iiD|wsaible to give any thing like a precise answer tu so gaueral and 
indaffnite a question, it is possible to have recourse to probabilities which oiay be found 
to square actually with the results of experience.' 1 conclude therefore that if those 80 
raeii, and of the number who allain to every ago to 48 inclusivei ten per cimt, retire 
atiiiually, and that afterwards Utey retire in a liigfter ratio in conscaucnce oi the iocreased 
peiisioD, till they have all been db|Kned when the last bad attainea the age of 68.

allowances bolwveii tbeir old and now rank for twelve inonUis. There are also certain 
lulrsidiary ohjrcta of Ihc Tund for which they are liable to be culled Ujion lor u4uy*s pay 
and allowances onc« in every mouth, if tliere sljall be u necessity tor it. 


d.—Tn return every Officer after twenty*fiv« years* service, is to be enli- 
tied to an annuity from the Eiind for lile, of per snnuTn; anil ssch ysaily pvvmcMt 

which may not he cUiincd, in conicqusncc of my individval declining to rclirv immedi¬ 
ately uflcr comph ling the period obovvtacnlioocti, is to ho spproprinlcil to ih^ [mrehnse 
of another anituity, to be added to the former; so that, by thin s|iccies of nccnmulation. 
his income will have increased in teu years, or after thirty •five years service, to Cl ,600 
per annum. Iwyond which no further Accumulation is to bo permitted. Every oUiuor 
compelled to ipdt tbe country on account of ill heuUh. after l<'ii years' service, but before 
he is enlltlcd lo his pensiou. is to receive hack the sccuauhiicd amount of his cuntribu' 
tioDS, including lapses, togethir wiih an aanuiiy from the Eund equal to the half piiy 
at pressni allowed. These are the benefits accruing to officers who may rctire^to those 
who Eomniii, Mr. Ournia stateK Ujat it has i>cen satisfuctorily slicwri, that whei«as an 
officer will have (o sc>rrc, on the present system, forty-six years before lie can atuiii (ho 
regimental rank of Colonel, he will by the agency of tlie proposetl scheme, obtain that 
post in twenty-six years, and conscqueutly gaia Iwcuiy yearn promotion by means of tlio 
Euud.

This arrangciDunt would accordingly 
provide for 47 Licuteriuirt Colonels and give u step in the lint instance lo somewhat 
more than every sccoiid regiment or baUalioo in the serviceand, of the (ig|«regiite 
sum,—£20,700,—a smull balance uf £00 would remain for the folUnviiig year. 

7.^1 have spoken of all Lieutenant-Colonels accepting the proffered 
pension, ** who were not more than half way up the list/’ under the idea that those who 
were higher up would be inclined to remain for the cbanco of succeeding to off-reckuningo. 
The possession of stoff-appointments and of commands, and indood many okher circum¬ 
stances, might operate as a hindrance to retirement in the first instance, although consi¬ 
dering the vary precarious tenure of life in this climate, the immctliate enjoyment of an 
aohuiiy of £350 annum is much belter than the mere arithmoticai value of a rever¬ 
sionary exjiectation which cannot be realized till after arvoral yrars of suffering and 
exposure at an age wboo the constitutioi^ie least able to b< ar them : still however, os we 
can probably count upon only half the Lieuteiiant-Colonels, tbe rest must be considured 
as reurJing the period when the off-reckoaings will full to tha dis^msul of tho Fund. 
Now, it is not pnibable that the upper moiety of tho I.ieulenaol•Colonels would be 
absorbed by promotion in less tiun 7 or 8 years, and during that period, at least, no 
anistance to the Fund could be derived from the olT-reckoniugs. But in order at once 
to tix a limit to tbe retardoeut beta alluded to, it would be axpedleui to accompany the

And now let us examine these a little iu 
detail. 

First.—The alwlition of the practice of 
SuUcc, Bvery friend to humanity will 
rejoice at this; but very iittle merit is due to 
Liird William for tho measure. Tbero was 
not an individual Eiiglisliuiau in the country 
wbu did not wish to prevent sucb a barba- 
runs rife, and who would not have given his 
bi'St endeavours to eHect its di'struction. 
The queeUvn was ** can it he done with 
safety,*’ i. e. without occasioning distur- 
baoces and iasumetiuns which should cause 
s^ greater oiuouot of evil and misery than 
tliat which it was intended to abrogate. 
For a considerable time this was answered 
in tlie flcgaUve; and oa long as it was roii- 
scieiiliously believed, that an attempt to 
abolish Suttees would prcnluco more evil 
than the SulUe ilselli the local rulers of 
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Intlla were mortlly, ami in eirjf point of 
vittw, perfectly justified in reeiatiiig the 
Gavrcioiiat of |>iiilaiiti]mj>ieU at li 0 oie» who 
wci'« ignoruiit of the cu»toiUi and ojHnioue 
of tUo i>c*»|ile of ImUn.

As to the levitation for ccmmnnioslions 
and suggestions from all parties, in or out 
of tbe survico; the public have yet to learo 
how far those which have been offered have 
ever been suffered to supersede Lord ^Vil¬ 
li am’s preconceived notions; end there are 
not a few anecdotes current on good autho¬ 
rity of poaltive evib, nay, instances of bn- 
bery aad extortion on the part of tbe officials 
of different fu action dries, having beeo 
brought to his Lordship’s notice, into, which 
no iuqairy whatever has been iostitated. 

The coovictioh that many abuses exist 
both io ^e system of Governmant and the 
mode of adminislration in detail, is still 
nearly as strong as ever In the minds of those 
who possess any acquaintance with India or 
its anairs. It ts, we may conclnde, equally 
present to tbe perception of the Gdfemor- 
Geasral, if we are to judge by bis non-wter- 
fersoce system; ana the implied candoor 
nod plain detliog of ibis measure is entitled 
to tiM bigbsst prairn. His Lordship has 
itreauuasJy supported ihe system ot boo* 


force. Tbe commerce nnd manufactures 
of tbe country are daily drleriorated by 
the vexstioiiH vystem of internal duties 
which is still preserved; the people are siill 
opprcMcd by having the busiiiSM of tbe 
courts and offices conducted in a language 
foreign bolli tu the governors and tbe go¬ 
verned ; the |Miiiuu arroiigements have de¬ 
le liorutuil ; men are daily appointed to situ- 
■tiona offtsiioiimbility; who, for any thing 
that is known of tlieirqualiffcations, may ha 
unable even to npeak to the people; the 
people are neither happier nor richer than 
they were before: iade«m their impoverisb- 
menl hesbcca progressive; for, while the 
evils enumerated have coDtinued in full force, 
the revenue screw has scarcely been relaxed 
half a thread of tlie many hundreds of which 
it is composed: and to crown all, the govern¬ 
ment servaDts of all classes have been iilled 
with disgust and discontuiit at the imputa¬ 
tions and aspersions with which they nave 
been assailed; at the dixnppointment of hopes 
and expectations on the strength of which 
they left tbeir home, their kindred, snd their 
country, and which have cheered and sup¬ 
ported them lo tbe discharge of their la- 
iMnrus duties w{iilc exiles in a forciga land : 
while the Datives, the Cast Indiana and the 
Boglisb settlers are found equally tnurmur- 
iog at ibe little which bas beeo practically 
dooe to improve tbeir conditioo. 

Of the exiateace of tbe feelings amoot the 
EoglUh populatico, both in aod out of the 
■ervicc, Ouveramaut is suffictanily awtrs; 
our rulers do and axyi for soma time to come, 
set it at defiaoot; altbougb the evil ooosa- 
queoces will b« ulUmately felt.

we have been lo long accueiomed to eet et 
nought their opintODt, tad eren to coaeider 
them aa t&capable of forming any, that it ia 
Almost like t new aense to entertain the 
notion of regttlatiog onr proeee^jnga by the 
conaideralioQ of their eflecling upon, aad 
reception by, the people. The day ia paat> 
bowerer, when they can safely be treated 
with such contempt: they are most eccurate 
judgea of character; and the circumatancee 
in which they are placed, defencelem end 
open to altacka from all around them, hare 
encreaaed this oatural quality to a degree 
of kcenneaa and activity of which the spider's 
eye, which is aatd to *' lec all rotuu/,*^ is 
seoirccly susceptible. Thsy are erer on the 
watch, for at present they feel their weak' 
nesa, And know that they are in our power; 
and bitterly do they murmur among them* 
udvei at our extortioiia and oppressions. 
They see the daily retrench men ts which art' 
taking place in every department, which so 
far from benefiting them*, are only an ad* 
ditional means of depriving them of the 
advantages which tliey enjoy^ by the former 
expenditure; and native soldiers and em¬ 
ployed of all raoka are now wandering about 
the couutry, carsing the wretched parsimony 
which has deprived them of the moans of 
subeiatenev, while they know tliat the taxes 
are levied as usual to tlie utmost, and that 
the money thus raised is hoarded to be (rans- 
initUd to Bnglsnd. 

The 
ques^oo Is now more sUongly agitated than 
ever what right have we to rale the 
million fur the benehi of tlie few t**—and 
further, the point is also discussed, what it 
the amoont of our power to ao|^Tt this right? 
Many induential individuale among thooi are 
now familiar wiUi our language, and many 
more are daily becoming acquainted with it; 
a native press exists both in Bengal and in 
the upper ^t6vfeces, and one of the leading 
Bnglisb Jouraaliof Cglhtita has lately be¬ 
come tn part the property of a oativs of 
wealth and talesU—conunudlcatioii belwesn 


people in distant parts ofthe country is daily 
becoming more frequent and will become 
still more so. By a wise and enlightened 
system of legisltlion, all this might be turned 
lo the consolidation of our power and the 
iaproveraent of the condition and consequsnt 
happiness of tlw people of the whole Indian 
Peninsula; but if nothing be done to turn 
sentiments into a different channel from that 
in which they now run, the warning which 
predicts the dowofsil of the British Isdisn 
rule will not be long ere it be futfflled. 

It may be asked, why such an attack as 
this is levelled at Lord William Beotieck ? 
What has he done worse ihnn former 
Governors«Oenoral uf India to deserve U? 
It must be remembered that ho is a public 
man, and that as a public man alono his 
proceedings are here discussed; and that 
he bss brought it upim himself by bis abua« 
dsnt professions and non •performance. If 
fiiH predecessors in the high and responeible 
office which they filled, did little for the 
people andi the country; if they contented 
themselves with the enjoyment of their ease 
nnd dignity and all the splendour and luxury 
nf their situation and solace themselves for 
their teparalioti from their home and friends 
by the prospect of a pension after their return 
to Bngland; they at least made no grand pro« 
fessions. But Lord William Bentinck has 
gratuitously placed himself in this position. 
He may have recommended more liberal 
measures to the Home Government, he may 
have endeavoured to rouse them to a sense 
of their true interests; but if so, the secrecy 
with which the affairs of Government are 
administered, bis prevented the public from 
beiug made acquainted wiNtit; and the 
general result of bu meesuresbas been to lay 
a foundation on which may rise ooasequeoces 
of greater moment both to the^Bnglish rulers 
and the Indian |K>pulatioQ than have ever yet 
resulted from the acta of any preceding 
Goveraor^wbetfaer these aball be produc¬ 
tive off ^ ood or evil time alone can show.

In common with all British milgecU we 
h;dle(l your Lordship here with Joy» and 
looked for the happiest rerndt to ilie trnde 
and well-being of foreigner* in China. Wo 
did not expect that the change in trade could 
be brought about without some difficulty, and 
were prepared to |>OBtpooc our individual 
iiitereete to the general good. We ruceived 
the Arat order of the etoppage of the British 
trade as one of tbe cusCumary measures of 
the Chinese Government in such case*, and 
thought it would eoon yield to your Lordship*# 
lueasurcs. 

We can, however, no longer conceal from 
ourselves that the affaire ha* aeeuord an 
appearance which does not hold forth pro¬ 
mise of early adjustment; add we therefore 
respectfully lay before your Lordship this 
our memorial, and point out to yonr Lord¬ 
ship the dreadful consequences which must 
result to our constituents, whose interests 
we are nut authorised to commit by any act 
of our own, and wboee comroerciaf existence 
may perhaps depend upon the coosequonces 
which must ensue to tlicm If the present 
stoppage of tba trade be not speedily 
removed. 

The fflOBths of Ansust and September are 
thoea In which tbe principal sales of cotton, 
ScG. are made here, and the Chinese buyers 
tbongb accuatomed to the arrival of several 
shipe at a tiuye, way form most dangerous 
combioatioDS against the Importers,* when 
tbs large quantity which will arrive coring 
tbe preaent difficulties come to be tiAn^t 
into market at ouce. 

Our coQtlitneoltin India calculating also 
upon the usual praioptitude of remittance

the province of Cantou wherein, among other 
things, it is stated that, oo eiauination of 
the rules of the celcettal empire they fiud 
that ministers have no outward int^ruourse 
with outride barbarians, and that it cnniioi 
be kiiuwu wlirdicr l.ord Napier is a mcr« 
chant or an officer/’ I beg to acniiuiut you, 
fur the ii)foriDatlon of the said Ilong Mer* 
chants, ami Loo and Ke. that during tlie 
Inst *200 years a constant personal intercourse 
huH been mainlaiiied between the Viceroy of 
Caiih>ii and the British subjects resorliiig 
thither ; for example; in the year 1037 on 
tile part of Captain Waddell, after having 
destroyed the fort at the Oogue; in I73<t 
on the part of the Suprecorgoev of the H. I. 
Company ; In 1742 on the part of Commo¬ 
dore Anson ; in 1754 on the part of the 
^upracargocs; in 1750 on the part of Mr. 
Flint and the Supracargoes ; in 1702 on the 
part of a committee from England; in I7D5 
on the part of the Supracargues; in IBOS 
on the part of Mr. Roberts and Sir George 
Staunton : in 1006 on the part of Mr. 
Roberts, and again on the part of Mr. 
Drummond and Mr. Elpbinstone; io 1811 
on the part of Sir George Staunton ; in 
1816 on the part of SirTbeopbilui Metcalfe 
and Captain Clavell, R. N.: and on many 
other occasions by the chiefs of the jactery 
on their annual return from Mscao to Caotoo. 
So far, tbersfure, tlie allegation of the said 
Loo and Ke is not fouodid on fact. 

Again, that they know not whether Lord 
Napier is an officer or a merchant is ennally 
false i for the Kwaog-chow*fuo, the Cbaou- 


cbow'foo, and Kwang-chow^hee waited on 
Lord Napier, when they saw him in the 
uniform of a Captaio in the British navy ; 
and when they might have assured them* 
selves of that fact, as well hs of all utbers 
counected with his oiission to Chinu, had 
(hey carried bis Utter to the Viceroy, or had 
his Excellency given him the sutae reception 
as had beea usually accord«*d toothers. 

And, whereas, it b further stated in the 
said Edict that the trade was stopped by the 
request of the Hong Merchants on llis 10th 
of last month, but that he, the Viceroy, 
replied to them, ** commanding indulgence 
and delaywhich comnaod was issued on 
(he (Bill ultimo, aad was never obeyed by 
the Hung Merchants; nod whsreoi, la the 
present Edict of tlie 2d inslant, il is now 
declared by Loo and Ke, (hat from lha lOth 
(lay of August all buying and selling on tlie 
part of the English nutioQ is wholly put a 
stop to, with the oseeption of all goods, the 
sale or purchase of which was settled pre* 
vioualy to ths stoppage; and whereas, in /ull 
reliance on the honor of tlie Viceroy and the 
authority of the Edict, '* commanding tempo¬ 
rary indulgenca and delay,” the Briliih 
Alcrchaou have transacted considerable 
husincm with the merchanU of China 
between the 16th of tbc last month and the 
‘id of ilic pressat; and io the face of that

Aguin, u)>prv 
heading that ilic s^ild in<'rcliant<<, in eiijouiing 
the orders, had iiotnUaiMcd |N>rractclearncMa, 
I also sent ollicerv to ]iroc**(*d to the barba¬ 
rian factorii’S, und pi rtfoiially make inquiry. 
On the purl of niv, the governor, it wuh the 
utmost, ihr extreme of c.tn fnl rcganl and 
perfect kindness. Out the said hurharinii 
eye, even in the presence of ilin deputed‘offi¬ 
cers, did not f«ponk plainly of the object «<f 
bis mission. Still, appmUemUng that their 
words might not he truly delivered, I com* 
mended them io take with them linguists 
and proceed thither. tVlisn the flowerj 
(Chinese) and barbarians lisve oral inter* 
course, linguists intci prei whnl is euid;

Thus it may lie seen Hint I 
the governor have not tyrannically treated 
the oulfide barbarians. Even with regard 
to the said barbarian rye, when instance 
upon instance, he boa presumed on force and 
power, whatdi/Ticuliy would there lie iu iiiy 
meeting him with military terror* t But 1 
cannot bear forcibily to drive him out.

of the said nation*! king, aor sre they accor* 
iliug to the wishes of the several merchunts. 
I, I he governor, looking up, embody ilie 
heaveudike benevolence of tliu greut cai^Kror. 
OqI^ by reforming his errors can he avoid 
ciiUing himself off, and obtain reformation. 
It ihe suid hurharian eye will s|>eedily repent 
of bis crrois, withdraw the s1ii|»s of war, and 
rcni:iiii obedient to the oUl rules.

We immediately took 
the letter, and, having laid it before the 
Ewang-chow-foo, received his commaoda, 
saying, that be bad minutely looked over the 
letter, in which ia the expression endeavours 
on my part to reason with tlie Viceroy, dec.*' 
As to this reasoning, it is undiscovered what 
19 the subject reasoned about If what is 

spoken of approach to reason, the OoTsiaor 

will assuredly report it to the great emperor, 
and perhaps it may be granted. If not 
reasonable, an order must also be awaited, 
commanding Its refusal. 
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As to what the affairs are which your ho* 
Dorable nation hat tent ynnr honorable offi¬ 
cer to Canton to transact, it if necetfary and 
right to ex|»lain there fully, that a re|iori 
thereof mny be at the fame lime made for 
the infarni'juon of thr ^real enii>eror, and lii» 
reandarc awaited, to be obeyecl and put in 
opemion. 

As to the Rhips of war cutcriug the |>ort*^ 
it 10 a thiii^ long pruhibiled by the lawa 
All the nutions know it. How U it that on 
tikia ocraaion the ahipR of war have nreaureud 
to break into the )>urt, throwing down the 
forte 1 Jet it be examined what U the ^auae.

to the Governor's own showing ** I was 
quite ignorant of tke laws of the celettia]

Hope, in ihn 
Sfnrrov'kfnDhe, Cr.ptain Rngrrs. and with 
Air John Warren in *1hc Fourdrotfani, nnd 
was fqr a long period of yrars engaged iu 
serving his country, aotne notion of the roiw 
siancy and tevrriiy of which may be formed 
when the fad is known that in the twrlvu 
following years he was able to spare only six 
weeks to pass with his fnrnily in .Scotfund. 
Oo the neace in 1815, Lord Napier retired 
from active service, but hofore settling on hi* 
family estates, though then ^9 years old, ho 
spent hi* tint winter in a course of study at 
Edinburgh University, and then l>egan a aeries 
of agricultural pursuits «Uh quite as much 
cne rgy a nd su ccc* s as ho Ibl 1 u wod h is p rofession. 
Joining the difficult objects of improvement 
of his estate with the comfort and happiness 
of the peasantry, ha succeeded in making him- 
self beloved by hia father's tenants nod esteem* 
ed and respected by ilia whole neighbourhood. 
His l^ordklup wrote a treatise on the system 
of agricuUurv udupted to the pastornl district 
where hr rcaidecl in, which treatise is favorably 
noticed in thc^diHbunrA Heviev, and the be¬ 
nevolent succcas of his other plans is recorded 
in the <Specr/tlor«newspapers. Literary rewards 
from such *' honest chroniclers" being above 
what royalty can bestow, because they never 
attend except on merit. 

His Lordship succeeded to his father in 
I82J, w*s re-called to hi* profession in 1824 
when be commissioned the DiamonH of 50 
gtins, and was with her on the South American 
' station for two years and half. 

On his ratarn he was chosen one of the 
sixteen Scotch Peers and took his place in the 
House of Lords daring three Parliaments. 
His votes on the Catholk question and Uie 
I Reform bill, thongh with the present spirit of 
the age, being contrary to the conservative 
feeling of the Scotch Dobillty, he loot hia 
election for list Parliament. Lord Napier 
was appointed one of the I^rds of the bed 
Chamber almost Immediately after the sue-, 
ceslion of his present Majesty. 

In religion Lord Napier followed the Pres* 
byteriaa faii^* which had been vary airly 
adopted by his loaettors, and hii Loraship's 
father pra&dad as hU Umesly's commissioner 
for many yaart in tha OeoeTtl Asiambly of 
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thfi Cliurch of Scotland ; ihc laic Lord ihougfi 
■ ftrici foliower of tlie fsuth of his fetltcrs wut 
most liheral to ull; though liberal also in 
politics he was ocYcr viuleal, and abhorred all 
party spirit. 

His pure and straighlforwaril \o%t ofjus- 
tice and patient aitciiiioii in weiithing the 
value of conflicting arguments, eminently 
qualified him fur the judicial functions with 
which he was invesUMl here. 

Much of his Lordship's spare time was bes* 
towed on Astronomy and Ihv hi;ther branches 
of Mathematici, stimulated thereto by the 
fame of his illustrious ancestor. Whatever 
he g<(ve his niiiO to he did it nrdcutly? Much 
energy and pcrseveruncc in ;ill pursuits wore 
the prevailing features of his character, with 
a placidity of temiicr uiid bcucvolcncc I hut 
were fingutnrl^ eng«igiog. 

His LordHinp rinirricd his present lady in 
March Ifll6, and leaves u family of two suns 
and six daughters ; Uic preicnl uubtciiian is 
DOW 15 years old. 

Hii Lord»hip was of a vigorous constilii^ 
tion, a Sparc frutno t and his turn for pursuits 
in the open air, simple tastes, one! ubstciuious 
habits, gave his family a right to cxt>ct:l a 
good old age. nud the end of a useful and 
honourable career lu bis native land.—His 
Lordship died on the 11 ili October, at the 
comparatively early age of 48, in this distant 
country, of an illness (so fur os limilted niorlnl 
intellect can judge) brought oa by his arduous 
duties in a burning cUmate; and his fate has¬ 
tened by unusual delay, barsh and irrUaliiig 
treatment during bis passage from Cuntoo 
to Macao 


THE LATE LORD NAPIER. 
(From ttu Cuafoa Register^ October 28.) 


TO THH EDITOR OF TilS CANTON aSGtSTSa. 

Sir.-^Considcriiig it due to the memory of 
the late Right Honorable Lord Napier, and 
to the feeljDgs of ao aiixions aod kind pub¬ 
lic, we are desirous to couvey our opmion 
with regard to the cause of his illness through 
the toediuen of your paper, and to state tbal 
wecoDceive the origin of his complaint is to 
be wholly attributed to the severe labour and 
anxiety which devolved upon him while at 
Canton. 

His Lordship's health began to fail aWut 
the begioniog of September, and an attack of 
fever supervened on the 9th, a period replete 
with events of a most harassiog desenptiou. 
and under circumstances the inost dUadvau- 
tageoui to the nature of such ao aiFectloo. 
Feeling vompelled fiom a high sense of obli¬ 
gation to Lis country to persevere in the exe¬ 
cution of bis dutiesi he^ leftised to leave 


Canton until the 18lh, on which day Mr. 

Col ledge prevailed on his Lordship to relin¬ 
quish the toils of office, and proceed to Ma¬ 
cao for the more complete recovery of his 
health. At this time the violent symptoms 
of the fevvr subsided, and a change alone 
was looked iipou as necessary for its rc-esla- 
blisliuiunt. The 21st Iiih Lordship embarked 
for Macao, accompanied by Mr. Collcdge, 
and passed the following day comfortably, 
though much annoyed from ocoiirrcnct's al- 
rc;idV detuiled. On the 23iI, clui ing ihc cruel. 
nrcdlcss and vexatious detention expvrienoed 
umoogsi ibc noinc of songs, era 'kers. and 
firing of salutes which nur mandarins kept 
up by the boats iu ailcuditace, in spite of re- 
jw.ilcd remunslrancei, his IjOrdship suffered 
a relapse of f^vernnt] luudod at Macao on the 
morning of llie 2dth. more exhausted, and 
nitogethor in a worse state than he hnd over 
l»ecu from the comiueucemonl of his illness; 
and from this time, notwithstanding the 
comforts that surroundcil him, and the uuro- 
miuiuguUcntiouof his alFenionate family, he 
continued to decline until tbe day of his 
dcnili.

GcDllemon,-^! have this day perused the 
Uttiisluttuu of a nicinmial from his Excellency 
the Viceroy of Canton to his August Majesty 
the Emperor of China, and regret to fiod from 
tbe statemeoi of his Excellency therein con¬ 
tained. that my words used to you on the sub- 
Jei'torthe departure of the Right Honorablo 
Lord Nnpier from Caolon hare been totally 
fa 1 sificd; bu t th c matter o f ili a t comm u oi cation 
having been already submitted to tbe consi¬ 
deration of His Majesty, my most gracious 
sov«;reigi% Willism IV. I have now only to 
draw your attention to the personal iosuU of¬ 
fered to myself in this same document. It 
would appear, gentlemen, that you have had 
the audacity to represent me to hie Excel¬ 
lency as a private merchant," and have 
wifkh( Id from him the reasons 1 gave, as hie 
I<ordshi|/s mecitcil attendent, for entering 
iuto a hcgc»ciation with you ; thus dietorting 
and misrepresenting the whole of the inter¬ 
course between us os well as tbe real cause of 
my interrcfence; and grossly deceiviog your , 
own sutborities, and through them, your 
sovereign. Moreover you, gentlemeD^ biv* 
iug known me both personally and profes- 
•iooally for maoy years, and beitig purfecily 
aware iKat 1 am not in any manner engaged 
in trade, I do greatly marvel at yoar pre- 
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tumption ia bftving dared tg alter sueh • 
fgUcnood an the above*mGDtioiied itatenieDt 
would imply. Tour long continiied inter^ 
course vttb EuTopeens hat Uu^tyon to dis- 
tinguiiH between profetsiooel men and mer- 
chanit, and none are more familiar with the 
fact Qt the existence of thU disdnotioo than 
Tourielves.

That the Engliih ships of war and 
the barbarian eye have all been driven out of 
the port, and that the naval and mMitary 
forces^ have been return id to their stations, 
on which report they, looking upward, in- 
treat (hat a second glance may be cast. 

An English barbarian eye, Lord Napier, 
having presumed, wilhoul previously obtain¬ 
ing per;nits to enter tho river of Canton : liav- 
mg also irregularly presented a letter; and 
haying in disobedience to repeated orders 
plainly given, continued ohstinale and |ter- 
▼erse, I your Majesty’s minister Loo, closed 
according to law, the holds of the said na¬ 
tion’s merchant ships. The said barbarian 
eye having further ordered two ships of war 
to push in suddenly through the .maritime 
entrance, up to Whampoa, in the inner river. 
I, your Majesty’s miniaier, Loo, stationed 
guards of civil and military officers aud sol¬ 
diers, and wrote for the appointment of a 
ynmber of naval vessels, from the Tartar 
force and from those under the admiral’s 
command, as well as of rivci cruisera from 
Sin-hwuy and other districts, to spread them¬ 
selves along the paisago before the fneates, 


verent memorial, wherein, also, the conduct 
of the naval TsM-tieaay of the admiral’s own 
divi^n, for his neglect of guarding the pas- 
Kflge inward, was severely animadverted on. 
according to the facts, and on the conduct of 
mjielf. Loo, in vest iga lion and censure was re¬ 
quested. This is 00 record. 

Hie commander-in-chief, your Majesty’s 
minister Tsang, marched up his forces, 
spread them out. and placed them in their 
stations in perfect secrecy and Mod ordar. 
The people of the said barbarian anips of war 
saw, on (he passage before them, inirs ranged 
out across and all around, with guns and 
muskets as it were a forest, large and small 
ntnl vevsals ranged along for several miles 
and aoldiera stationed and encamped in every 
place on ahore, their force compactly Joinea, 
their military array imposing and alarming, 
and the ships of war being anchored at 
Whampoa, among (he merchant msela, 
plainly p4rceived boats full of firewood and 
alraw. and fearing nothing leas than an at¬ 
tack by fire, remained aubdued among the 
vetself. They did not dare to advance one 
step, nor did one person dare to ascend tho 
shore. Among them alao were some peraons 
who came from Macao, wishing to go to 
Canton to see tho barbarian eye, and they 
too were turned back by our men. The bar¬ 
barian rye, when lie fonml that the pasaage 
by water was intercepted, became timid and 
fearful, and told tho said nation's private mer¬ 
chants tossy for him to the Hong Merchants, 
Woo-tun-yuea and the others,* that the 
ships of Wit were to protect the trading bar¬ 
barian ah ipa'*; iiv order that to shew that ha 
had no other )iurpose. 

When our soldiers accumulated daily, the 
said barbarian eye, seeing the inlemat and 
external communication cutoff, and no way 
oprn to come in or go out, became tull more 
alarmed and fearful, aod again wrote to the 
private merchants to speak for Him to the 
Hong Merchants, to beg that a sampan boat 
might be given him to leave Canton. We, 
your Majesty’s miniiters, considered that the 
said barbarian eye had presumed to come up 
to Canton, without having obtained a perroir, 
aod that the ships of war also had tailed into 
tbe inner river, which acts, although in no 
way heavy o^eaces against the laws, were yet 
committed in wilful opposition to tbe prohibi-

fd the measures ukeu have been already 
ported fbr yottt Majesty's heanng, in a re- 
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miiiioB. Iherefore Again commanded 
the Hon; Merchania to queatioo him with 
aathofitalive aUrnoeia a» to vhat he wished 
to do in pretomptaQatly coming to Canton 
without having obtained a permit, and intud* 
dcnij bringing the ihipa of war into the ioner 
river; and we fequirM that he ahould make 
plain nnd distinct answers, in which case he 
should be permitted to leave Canton; but if 
otherwise, we threatened that eaterminating 
power should assuredit be brought imo ope* 
ration, and that there decidedly should be no 
alleviation or indulgence. 

Tfiereal\er, qn the 16th day of the 8th moon, 
(September I8th), the Hong Merchants 
WbO'fva^peiM and the others, reported that the 
said nation s privaU merehant$, Colledge and 
others, had staled to them, that Lord Napier 
ecknoi* lodged that, because it wu his drat 
entrance into the inner land, he was ignorant 
of the prohibitions, and therefore be had 
come at once to Canton, without having ob* 
tained a permit: that the ships of war were 
really for the purpose of protecting goods, 
and hadentered the BoccaTigris by mistake; 
that now he was himself aware of his error, 
and begged to be graciously permitted to go 
down to Macao, and that the ships should 
immediately go out, and he therefore begged 
permission for them to leave the port. We, 
your Majesty’s ministers again considered, that 
although the said barbarian eye repented of his 
fault, yet it had been repeatedly inquired on 
what account he came to Canton, and what 
was written in the letter originally prssenled, 
but from first to last he had not told plainly ; 
that ai to the statement' that the sudden eo« 
trance of the ships of war into the port was 
an offence committed through mi stake,’ that 
was but a glossing pretence; and that when 
the soldiers opened from their guns a thunder* 
ing fire upon tliem, they had the dariug pre* 
sumption to ditchsrge their guns at them in 
return, causing ral^rsand tile within the forts 
to be thereby shaken and injured: * how 
came they to be thus bold and audacious 1 
On these points we further commanded the 
Hong Merchants to inquire with stern severity. 

This being dons, the said barbarUn mer~ 
rhant Colledge, on the 18th day (September 
20th), again stated to Woo-tun-yuen and the 
oiherf, * that Lord Napiar has roally come to 
Gsnton for the purpose of directing commer* 
cial a(rairs,-~ind therefore considering biiq* 
self an officer, is called enperintendenl; that 
what was written in the letter formerly pro* 
seated was, that he, being an officer of ths 
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berbariaos, was not the same as a ferpeu 
(Supraeirgo), and wished therefore to have 
official correspondenco to and fro with the 
civil and military offices of the celestial em« 
pire, which is what courtesy enlilies to,—* 
nothing else whatever was said in the letter t 
ibai as to the ships of war enleriog the port, 
it was really because the merchant ships 
having their bolds closed, spprsheniions ware 
entertained, that owing to the long conti* 
nuance of the goods hereto, evils of remissneas 
might arise, and therefore they entered the 
port for the purpose of protecting; that the 
soldiers of the maritime pass having opened 
on them a thuoderiogfire, the barbarian forco 
also fired off* its guns in self-defence, whereby 
the forts received injury; and that the error 
is deeply repented of, and the damage done 
shall be immediately repaired; but that be 
(Lord Napier) begs to be graciously permit* 
ted to have a passport to go down to Macao. 

A prepared Kport, as above, having come 
before US, wc, your Majesty's mioisiers, with 
Sze and ToeuoAicers (the heads of ths terri¬ 
torial end financial, judicial, gabel, and com- 
tnisseriat departments), have maturely con¬ 
sulted together. Lord Napier hHS repeatedly 
resisted, and adhered to his own opinion, that 
he being an official eye among ihe barbarians, 
there is no distinction of honorable and low 
rank between him and the officers of the luncr 
land : and he has thought to contend respect¬ 
ing ceremonies. But the dignity of the 
nation sets up a wide barrier; and wc, yonr 
M.ijesty's minUters, would not suffer the 
progress of encroachment. The ships of war, 
haring entered the port, nominally for the 
purpose of protectiog goods, immediately felt 
tkzmselvzt to be closely restricted. At tliis time 
the naval and land forces were ranged out in 
order, arrayed as on a chess board; the fire 
vessels also were ready made ; were advantage 
taken of this occasion while they (the ships) 
ttill found it imposMt either to advance or 
recede, sod an attack made on them on all 
aides, there would be no difficulty in instantly 
having their lives within our power; our 
august eovercign cherishei thote /Vom far 
virfuoWy, and tooikingly tread ouitide bar- 
barianf, exerciriiig to the vtmoit Zimtf both 
benevoience andjusike. If any be contumack 
crus, they art corrected; f tuhinitsivt they are 
pardoned; but never are extreme mrusures 
ndppfedfotoardi them, Atthough Lord iVopter 
hoe entertained absurd visionary fancies fte 
yet has shown no real discard of the lawt: 
It would not bo well precipitately to visit him 
with evtermioating measures. Besides rAe 
private merckante of the said nafiofi, eeveroi 
hontands in number—off consider Me ^ar- 
6<iriaA rye's diio&cdie/tce of the kwt to k 
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wron<f." There it not one who naitefl mod 
accords with him.t SUN more, therefore*would 
U be improper to lomke oodistiacUon between 
tommcn and ppectoar elooee. Now, l4>rd 
Napier hmviof acknowledged his error, and 
Rolioited favor, and oU J the separate mer« 
chants having reiterately made humble sup¬ 
plications, there certainfy should tome slignl 
indulgence be shown; and be should be driven 
out of the port] to the eud tliat, while the 
foreign barbarians are made to tremble with 
terror, they mey alto be rendered grateful by 
the favor of the celestial empire shown in iU 
benevolence, kindness, and groat indulgence. 

Vft having all coosulted together, iho views 
of every one were accordoat, whereupon per¬ 
mission was given that he ahould be let go. 
And it is aut) ten I lea ted, that the said Hong 
Merchants went to the Canton custom-house 
to request and receive a red paseport; while 
I, your Majesty's minister l/>o, deputed 
trusty civil end military officers, who on 
the Idth (September Slat) took Lord Napier, 
and under tneir escort (or guard) be was 
driven out of the port. At the same time 
orders were given to wait reverently until tlie 
imperial mandate has been received, tbat it 
may be obeyed niid acted on. The Slid two 
barbarian ehipi of war got under weigh, also* 
on iho same day, and dragging over shallows 
the whole way* were on tho 22d driven out oi 
the Bocca Tigris. AH the govern meet forces, 
naval ami military, wliioh had been ap|)omted 
to guard places weie oidercd back again, 
and returned ar^'erally lo their regimenia or 
to their cruising greunds. 

With regard to Macao, Lantao, and otliei 
places, I, your Majesty's minister Loo, ordered 
the Foot-i€anff in command on tbc flcan^tkan 
station—TfiD*yn*r|iar>g and the Tsan-ttcany 
of the Typoong Station. Tan-scucn-mbig— 
severally to cruirc about* guarding those 
places. Afterward 1 uUo appointed, in 
addition, the ToO‘Szc com mao ding at Woc» 
cApv, Wang kin-aew, to |»roceed with a 
body of 300 soldiers to Macao, to join the 
garrison in guard of the place: and I ap¬ 
pointed also a naval force of vessels fiom 
yanaAean^ to cruise al>out, with real aciivity, 
in the anchorages near to Macao. The said 
barbarian ships of war bav^pg now gone out 
of the port, it is still more requisite and neces¬ 
sary to keep up a strict and close preventive 
guard. While we again incnloate direc¬ 
tions to cruise about with fixed purpoae ol 
maintaiuing guard ; and also bring to trial 
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I the careless and negligent naval officers, that 
^ they may sufier the punishment of their 
stupidity ; we will prepare likewise a distiart 
memorial respecting regulations of the forts. 
Besides whicn, we now respectfully take the 
circumstauces of having driven out, under 
guard, the barbarian eye and tlie ships of 
war, and in conjunction with the garrison 
lieutcaaut geacrnli, your Majesty’s minis^ 
ter Lun of the imperial kindred, apd your 
Majesty's minister Tso, as well as with the 
commAnder-in- chief of ihe land forces* your 
Majesty's inioiatcrTsaDg, we unite in forming 
this reverent memorial, to be forwarded by 
the post conveyance, whereon, we proitratu, 
beg our august sovereign to east a sacred 
glance and to grant iastrucliooi. Res|iccl- 
fuJly reported.

ELGCTION OF A CHIEF.

A respeniful communication.—Wo have 
received from the Governor an order, roquir* 
tug us to lOiike to you, gentlenien, the 
following communication. 

Hitherto ships of your honorsibto naiiori 
that have come to Canton, when they have 
happened to have had any oflicial brisinesi*., 
h^ive always had it transacted liy means of 
orders scut to the Compuiiy's taepan (or 
chief suprecargo) for him to delibv'rau and 
act. This inelhod has been obediently ad> 
hered to for a long time past Now the 
Company’s trade to Canton has been die* 
solved^ nnd the ships of your lionorablc na¬ 
tion which come to Canton to trade sre 
separate and dispersed, without a head.

If some 
other taepaft be not appointed, all affairs will 
become scattered, out of order, aud with out 
arrangement. Just as is the case with the 
barbarian ships now anchored 4b the offin* of 
Motaou which neither come up 

to Whampoa to trade nor yet get under 
weigh. And the said nation's sampan vuMstls 
presume of themselves to sail in aod out, not 
lubmiUiug examinatioo, and, when ordered 
to inquire and icivestigate, tlie Hong Mer¬ 
chants make excuses of igoorance. What 
state of things is this! 

With respect to tbe liarbarian merchants, 
whether they have or they hare not a direct 
head is in itself a point that needs no great 
inquiry into. But we of the central flowery 
(or civilised) nqtioQ> is all matters of th« out¬ 
side barbarians that relate to public affairs, 
always roaks the said senior mercbaols alone 
respon^ble. If the said merchants have any

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matter of a public nature, on wbat parson, 
then, shall they enjoin orders to act! Or 
shall they go to the extent of quietly leaving 
the matter disregarded. 

When, I, the governor commanded to decide 
respecting a person to be a direciing head, U 
was with consideration for the said senior 
merchaois* transaction of public affairs; it 
wu not at all in regard to the barbarians 
buying and selling. What the said mer¬ 
chants have reported is wholly with respect 
to the bartering of goods. Tiiere is no regard 
shown as to public affairs. This is indeed 
a great misnoderstanding. Let them again 
consult and deliberate with tlieir whole 
miuds, and repurt in answer^ and at the 
same time let them act in obedience to the 
ether order, and make known to the said ns- 
tion's seoeratc merchants, that they ure itn- 
mediately with haste to send a letter home to 
their country, calling for the renewed ap¬ 
pointment of a commercial man, acquainted 
with affairs, to come to Canton and sustain 
the duties of taepan, to direct buying and 
selling, and to^reitraiii and control *all the 
mcrulunii. Especially do uot again cause a 
barbarian eye to come bit her to control affairs, 
thereby occasioning, as Lord Nspier did, the 
creation of disturb a nee s,io vain. All nations 
trading at Cuntoii do so iu consequence of 
the good favor of the celestial empire towards 
Dull from afar. It is altogether necessary 
that they should obey and act according to 
the old rules, then may Uiere be nuiual 
I irauquilUiy.

LIEUTENANT MACOHBGOK'S MINUTE. 


The only part in the aboTe report to which I ohjectji to Uie statement, of a 
fixed aum to be demanded from the Hooouruble Court in incrcaee of their preaent Retired 
Pension List. To fia any turn mny* uerhapa. seem presumptuous. To tia such n sum as 
neither asks from the Court too tnuen, nor for us too little, is difficult If we exceed the 
fair value of our claims, the demand yiU, most probably, be refused, if we underrate them 
we sacrifice our own interests. 


The HoDOurahIc Court however has already made an offer which may in 
some dei^ree guide the Army as to what ita demand sfiould be. In March, 18.12, they 
wnctionM Ahe EsUblishment of a Fund to purchase out Senior Officers, the lead* 
ing conditions of which w*'re that, in the three Preaidenciei, the nurnber of annuities 
to be granted should not exceed 24, nor their aggre- 
grate amount £7750 per annum. Such retirements 
would, in ell probability, have been from the rauk 
of Lieu ten an I* Colonel, in which alone could they 
have accelerated the promotion of the Army gene- 
ruUy. The juniors of that rank were the most 
hktrly to rrtire, as to them the Annuity or Bonus 
to be offered by the Army would have been more 
valuable, aa the value of their claims was less, than 
if they had been nearer to tliefr Colonclcfes. The 
average ago of the junior Lieutcnant-t'olonels is 
49, their (Indian) expectudoii of life is 14.5 years; 
to which if only 2.5 years be sdded for the improve* 
ment of life, oonsiqueot on removal to a better cli* 
mate, Ac., the European rx|>cet;<tmn would be 17 
ye.irs; in which time tlwrcfore the maximum of the 
increase which the Court saiiciioncd, would 
have been obtained. 

The marginal calculation shows the pro* 
gressive increase until attainment of the future 
Truiximum at the end of the 17th year, the amount 
of that maximum, the total of paymenu in that 
period, and the average annual paynieiil, the di^er- 
ence between which und the proposed annual pay* 
ment of £61800, shows that we nsk, for the first 
17 years, a sum averaging £7950, less than has 
already been offered, while U tween the future maxi* 
mum and the proposed paymeot, after the I8ih 
year, the difference of loss will Iw no less than 
£69900 |ier annum.

Of the tombs the engravings of two or

rious stages of i)u I refection or eryatalisation : 
many of these shells, more partteularly the 
oyster, retain their form beautifully. When 
will m:m turn from the work of his fellows to 
bobold the mightier works of his Creator ? 
when will OeoloKists bestir themselves, as 
we cannot, by looking upon a needle, des¬ 
cribe the various process by which it is m^de ? 
so neither ccto man describe the first and 
eailiest growth of nature by looking upon 
lier after she has attained perfection. Ho 
may give names to, and describe the^srious 
properties of Stones, in the desert he may 
bciiold the growth of them. 

The catacombs are interesting only from 
their numbers, they nre in fuct the work of 
succesfiive generations; confined as the 
Egyptians were within very narrow limits, the 
land, wiien occupied hy a numerous people, 
was much too valuable to waste over burial 
grounds: It is not therefore to be wondered 
at that they should look to the mountains for 
deiiosltorief of their dead ; while from the 
cateareoiis nature of the rock, still softer at 
that early period, little trouble oliended the 
excavating them. In these retired s|)Ots, far 
removed from the habitations of man, the sad 
relies of mortality mi:;lit rest for a::es undis* 
tiirbed: they indeed did SO, until modem 
cujiiJity, until CKristians^Eoglisbioen-^vio¬ 
lated their saticruarics to plunder them of a 
fow worthless baubles, and exhibit the flesh- 
lees remains of their fellow men for the 
gratifieullon of the curious. lam happy to 
any these mummy scavengerl have been dis¬ 
turbed in their revolting employment-^Mo* 
liammcd All, whose nutrvrs are cttanll^ nvu- 
ricious, has been awakened to attention by 
talcs of gems and wealth having ber>n fonnd*. 
he bus, therefore, ordered that all antiques 
which may be found by his people be bruught 
to himself, and that no person shall excavate 
unless with hii especial permission. Mum¬ 
mies are still to be procured, but wUhr>ut his 
permission it will be impossible to convey 
them out of the country, ^ebes is at present 
deserted of permanent residents, receiving 
only the flying visits of travellers who are 
indeed pretty numerous. The Csve Temple 
bears no comparison to those in lo^s. 

In passing down tlie river I visited Den- 
dara; as is said by many travellers its sculp¬ 
tured ornaments are inferior to those at 
Thebes, its pillars arc much too crowded, 
and their heavy capitals detract from the 
height, and otiterwiie noble appearsnoe, of 
the building. Homan coins and c^t lo* 
acripiions are still found at this place in great 
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abundance: f purchased a few at llio price of 
old copper. 

From Dendiira to Cairo almost every ves¬ 
tige of ancient building has been moved to 
furnish stone fur building muierials in this 
Hod other places: much has been luken from 
Dehdara, which temple, in a very short 
time, will exist ouly in the page of history. 
Thebes will naturally follow aipopulaiion 
and civilisation increase. 1 confess 1 am 
harberian enough as to wish this may soon 
take place, a flourishing country and a happy 
|>eople being to me IW more beauiiful than 
piles of precious rubbish or gaudy p;untings. 
It IS sck error to suj>i>ose that the ancient 
Egyptians made a very common use of stone ; 
it is evident this material wus used only for 
their palaces and temples: the dwcNinga of 
the people were of unburnt bricks.* this may 
^ proved by examining every mound wliere 
an ancient town or village existed, the 
latter strata of rubbish will bu found to be 
ever of this material: burnt brick appears to 
be of a later dale. 

From Us intiquities f now turn to the 
country Itself. Egypt, in its climate and 
scenery, possesses no doubt many charms in 
the esiination of those who have never 
beheld an Eastern country : but to the Indian 
traveller, to those wlio have passed the finer 
parts of that enchanting country, it possesses 
few objects besides its aniiquities to uttract 
the eye and win the heart. In passing down 
the Nile you look in vain for the magnificent 
expanse of waters for which the Oangos Is 
so celrbrated: you look in vnin for the 
spreading banian, nstiircv proud lemple to 
the Deity : the ioviiing mango tope, the 
refreshing shade of the tamarind, tiie deli¬ 
cately twisting bamboo, tbe scarlet blossom of 
the cotton tree, the ever blooming aracin, 
and a hundred other trees of beauteous foliage 
and growth: you look in vain for tJie bound¬ 
less fields of flowering shrubs j for the birds 
of beauty and of song; fur tbe fire-fly*s mel¬ 
low light, the variety of the insect tribe; you 
look in vain for the busy hum of men whose 
cleanly ap;)carance and gentleness of de¬ 
meanor go iiand in hand and are proverbial. 
Eoypt,* narrow and confined by mountains of 
forbiddiogapfiearance, presents a monotoouux 
sevnery, in mo efts pari of it can it be caih d 
claasicaily beautiful. The land, it is true, is 
parcelled out with grain of diflerent kinds and 
growth, the yellow flower of the dwarf cotton 
is relieved by the blue lupine, by the pale 
faced poppy, by various sbades of ripeolDg 
com, and ms of the greenest herbage : bnt 
Nslure, or the waste of man, has dasiad the 
country trees of the nobler growth: the date 
and tba palmyra stand alone in solitary 
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$:rouj»H, r6ii<*mb1in0* drork^tiQi^ pliim<'K wavini; 
uvrr ilia re lira of depariad grout : t(io»o 
Sind t.lie ncaiiia, wMcb i1o*a not blonsoio ko

Ibit it now but raady te«*n, game it far from 
being abundant, ond of lillle variety i even 
I be intent trilie are coudnoil lo br'e>(, t**a 
mbrei and vermin: the UUer altt! for ihc 
comfort of the I rave Her olToriU a mont iibiin- 
eftnt btfve^t. Kerpenrt and ve'trpiont arc tiu* 
rnerout and venomout. L'tirdt nbound Imi 
lue not of beautiful colon rt. Crocmlilft ure 
tlill teen in great numbert backing in the tun 
on the banka of tbe river br>tween Thebet and 
Mamfalout, leltlom appearing lower than the 
latter place; they are in no wite dangerout, 
alinking into ihe water nt the. least alarm ; 
they do not. as it ttuted, ** plunge with 
turpritiog majetiy into tbe wavet." 

The Cows in Egypt are much the tame at 
our tecond rtlet at liomc: ilicy have a sleek 
prelly appearance, their milk it Huh hut of an 
exceeding canttic quality, canting an uQ|ilea* 
tant heat throughout the body wluui taken 
in any quantity: the draught bullockt s<n* 
large and handtome, but the bniralo it infe* 
riur 10 tluit of Iiidin, and it nut, at with yuu, 
used Qt a beast of InirlUcn, Ihe nunjcioiii 
camelt tupplying iit place; the tbeep are 
long^lailcd like the Abytsinidn, they yield a 
fine wool, but nre iudiirt rcnt eating; fowls 
are plentiful, cheap, and good, there ore 
throe placet in Egypt where they liaUdi 
chickens bv artificial heat and tell them by 
Rieatiire, Gheaeii, Cairo and Foula. Tur- 
keys, ducks, and geese, are rarely Lo be met 
with between Cairo and Sion, winch latter it 
their native place. Geeto between tliit latter 
place and Alexandria are in general told at 
^Aree plat tret each, or the 6ih part of a 
dollar. Large Dockt of pigeooa arc seen 
throughout tbe country, they are told in 
every town and village at a very cheap rate. 
It U the custom of the viliagera to bodJ 

S ilacet for them, which tometimet rite io the 
orm of a cone cooiitting of unialeable 
earthen peU: iu theae curiout valla they 
intert iticki for the birda to perch upon and 
to attraot ttrange onet to dwell there iike> 
wite: they taldom kill the old Urda, but 
toko the young at the price of prolecUoQ : 
from tint cutiom arisei a tort of proprietor- 


thip, iind this acnounu for Mrt. l.usbintftoiiV 
fHjrt holes and bmimlu t nf trert iimerlcd in 
the wulU: her usaertions of u junlicubir value 
being altachud lothem, nnd nf an English man 
hiving ixKin m.illrcaicd by the villagers for 
shooiing at thmn Inivc no fouiidaiioim in fact. 
Tiic idua'of jHgeons being preserved fm* the 
manure they produce rvfiiics itself by its 
absurdity. Ooo<i hornet are dear, from SOO 
to ^000 dollurt. A gnml camel mny hn 
]iiir<:1ia>u'd for .*J0 dolhirt. Kvcrv rlung ^is 
ehoap^r 100 per cent iu (lj>(»cr Exypt tli tii 
bclnw Cairo. 

The climate of Htiypt it in general plrn<nnt, 
and in Avinler exlrnmdy ckhiliraling. and if 
wc except the 0 (u;usioiial visits from (he 
plague and Ihe la^e atinck of ilic eholoia, it 
may be coniidcroil healthy, und (lie lost of 
life among Enro|>caut arc not more in ]>ror>or- 
tion than in the liiictl |iknls of Europe. fikO 
aitark of the cholera was dreadful, ilD^OtiO 
I |KHjp]c imritlied in Cairo alone, und ^,000 in 
Alexmnirix, the cxlent of rnoriulity in (lie 
provinces was said to be 100,000 peu(ile. 
The climaie was said lo he iniinlcal to tlic 
growth of Fnropeaii children, hut wut (hr 
truth fairly tjiokrn this would Imfouml to ori^U 
natc too often In (ho laxinett ond depravity 
of inotIhTt lliHusi'Ivcs. OpMuihiiiu it the 
(error and tcoursfc of tliu country: whenever 
exposed to the uir, the Imt t^nds of (he iJesi rc 
borue upon tho blast, cuter (he eyes, ood 
route a most miolcr*blc smarting, and by 
nibbing them ever to little, inflamutnry op- 
thalmia ensues: this no sooner takes jdaev 
th'jii inyrMrU of Hies (oriucnt llie wrcichrd 
tulfcrcr to a matt nn support able degree: ihn 
eyes, and tlic ejts alone, ure lUe objects uf 
aiioek: in vain he endeavours lo drive tUein 
away, one swarm destroyed, an other succeed t, 
uuli) his iHilfcnee exhausted he snITeit them 
to feed at leisure: the loss of one or both 
the eyes it too ol\cn ihc conscqueca; blind¬ 
ness it in fuel prevalent throughout (he Ibud, 
aud many a f,nr peaaant girl has to mourn the 
eclipse of her beauties in the lost of an eye. 
Other ditcofct are not to prevalent among the 
Egyptians ax they are with the Bedouins. 
There are several tcorbntic diseaset arising 
from filih aud bad feeding and diseases arising 
from debaucheries. l«eprosy is rarely teen: 
the stale jest of the Arab vathing only once 
in hit life when the duties of nit religion 
required It is without foundation. I have 
•ecn all clatxet frequently in the water, the 
voQien and children et]>ecially, they iwiia 
far, but in a very clumsy manner. 

The population of this couolry, including 
Syria, Arabia and the potieMioiti on the 
Abyxinian Coast, cannot be estimated al more 
than six xnilliona of souls, rpper Egypt* 
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lilerally speHkin^, is witlioiit po|iulnltoN, tlie 
. ^»art of Mohautmed Ali h;ive so Jcpopulaird 
this rich and fcrlile (^untry, n country ca|wble 
of tu]»porting 30 nhllior.s of human beiuj^s. 
Syria, my heart blmls to hear the talc of lU 
joUeriei. 0|ipreMioi>su)k« tbtoiigh the In&d, 
with locust appetite carrying in iu tr.iin 
famine, pcatitence, untl death. 

Of the nianufaclures there are many of 
Sii^ar, Kuiii, Salit>etre, Indigo, Oi^um, &«t. 
in the whole of which there has been a great 
rHlImj; 0 ^ thi^ year. At Doular there U n 
very Hue 'Iron fiundry in full operation and 
at >11 due led by Cnyliahmen. under the au|ier' 
jnieridencu of Mr. Galloway. In the cHudel 
is a foundry for chi moo, and n manufortory for 
Hiiialt ann^; there is likcwinc a mint, hut like 
the Pashn'a coin it is u va*ry h:oie oonccrii, 
foreigners have Hvufkd tliemacives of the 
d<'|iri'ciat)i)ii of tha currency, and having 
iiiiindated tlie country with couiiterfviu, 
w hirii are Iciiowo only by lieing n IriHa more 
valuable tiiim his own : his gold U 70 pt'r 
cent, alloy. 

Th^ wliolo of the public works are like 
one v.i»t machine driven upon a small pivot, 
that ia me bayonet* This, in F*i:y|>t U every 
thingwiih this men (dough nod sow ami 
reap, witii this they manufacture their goods, 
with tills they dispose of them when iminu^ 
factured; this gentlu instrument is a good to 
them by day, a atimiilunt to their industry, 
n security lor their gooil belinviour. n com« 
pnnion to their sleeping hnurs: thi:* instru* 
merit, more precious ihau the philosopher’s 
Slone, eoins blood into gold, eouveria wastes 
intn gardens of pleasure, hu^ into palaces: 
happy, Indeed, will its owner be if it turn 
not un<l pierce his own bosom, if the rc 
cording angel demands his presence to an- 
swer (he accusing spirit of iHTishcdthousnnds 
of victims to his tyranny, lie has intrusted it 
into the hands of those who have little to 
thank him for, into the hands of men i<riin* 
rant and brutal, and torn by vrolencc from 
their families —he is held in hatred by all 
parties, spoken well of by none but cringing 
slaves and greedy foreigners wlio fatten on 
his spoils: he has. in fact, many enemies; 
))Oison rosy disarm a single adversary, but 
not a host. 

What Is Cgypt now—.-its towns arc drained 
of an industrious population, its lands are 
lying waste, while infants and grey beards 
arc compelled to labour beyond iherr years. 
My heart has throbbed wiih anguish a# t 
hefield the wliip coil around the half naked 
form of the timid female, or the sickly child: 
when I beheld the burdens bow (heir bodies 
to the earth, ihe mortar tempered with their 
tcHrs: when 1 heard the rooumful compul* 
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satory song of cruelties reHneinent to conceal 
their sufferings. The Fellah, they say Is bad 
—what makes him so? Henson und Kx|)crience 
answers, Oppresrioo'—Want! f He is not 

learned that Uc may discriminate between 
ihe mere distmctious of good nnd evil: but 
he feels as a tnuu possesAod of ihe social 
passions, he loves his family and b«iice those 
who half starve and ill use ihein: Is lie a 
tliief, he pleads the force of cxiimplc, and 
.uiswcrs ns the robber before Aluxamler. 
And is not Mohammed Ah a thief also? 
Does he not roh us of all we possess ? Does 
he not com pc I us to sac ri lice health, nay life, 
to satisfy his craving passion, of ninhition and 
uvarice? Are not his niiiiiuus all thieves, 
who, when their master has robla'd us nf tlio 
linrvext, themselves seise U(ioii the gleanings f 
l,ogk at my wife and my chihlren; wauimakcH 
them go miked in the world, want d>*atiens 
them In every feeling of shame, corrupts their 
luoraU, aii.l d.'lMSi's their imderstuiidiug: 
want eomjK*t* I he in 1 o be sl.ivcs to every 
vllhige despiU, loheenme vietimi to his cri|.* 
elly or lust. And is the Fulhih bad? Aru 
not hi4 Oppressors inorr to lie condemned?— 
To rpirntionii like these, put iu the simplest 
and most nrthss way, the English traveller, 
wlio is coiisideri'd as (lie soul of liberality, 
has nothing to re]»ly; in fact, wiih tliufuelirigs 
of a man, he must bow to their truth. Thu 
Fellah is placed mudi iu the situation of the 
uuixslej Oi, he fiiws but cjhuol cat the fruits 
of his labour? Nature H bounieoiii, hut not 
I to him does she extemi her blefsings, Uie iruii 
hand bows him to the earth, seir^et the fruits 
of 1ms industry.aml leaves barely sufficinit to 
] jro|>ugate a race of siavus. V rom his Irouhies 
lie Hiids no alleviation, lii^ has no doctor, uo 
public hospital to fly to in his hours of sick* 
ness, he has no pluee where ho ran find :«hcllcr 
and support in old sge or infirmily, U F.gypt 
then aba(>py country ? Alai, no! Its houses 
arc tumbling to the dust, its stn ets are doiert* 
id and uutroddeu, and wur,pluguc and pes(j> 
luiice, aj)pcar to have in birched tlirougfi thu 
land in triumph. 

It is said those evils are about to be remu* 
died 1 tliat the sug^tstluiis of philanthropic 
indlvidua*lH, strangurs to the limd, have had 
the desired effect. It woi stated to Mahom* 
ined Ali that, pn^ious to his oppressive re¬ 
gulations, almost every man, woman and child 
I bad two changes of raiment: that every cliilil, 
las soon at it was able to mn about wus 
: taught to spin the thread of which (heir 
oearse dresses were made, and every woman, 
where other business did not hueners, did 
the same, aoJ that every village iiomiiad 
its loom. At present few of tha peasantry 
have one perfect dress, one half ifideod may 
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be itiJ to be naked, private looms are mreW 
to be met with, the women are seldom found 
epfnniag, the cbUdren nerer. The peasant 
too when unreitrictcd in the sale of com 
took delight io iu cultivation, but when he 
found bv oppressive enact ions a bare existence 
was all his labour afforded him, he heoame 
ctreleis and loattentive, and let everj thing 
run to waste. The Pasha lisb ued to these 
snggeillnns and projiosod to his Council 
certain measures of relief, which, after some 
debate^ were agreed to.—After their decision 
was made known to the Pasha, be U said to 
have expressed himseif sati^firMl, and lo have 
delivered himself thus: ** That since the 
Almisrhij had gr^inted so much success to 
his arms, and |»coee was established upon 
a drm basis, he s^^ould now have leisure 
to attend to the wants of his people, and 
to study their happiness.'* In this he may 
he sincere, hut many doubt It, and ssy. 
that his messnreisre all artificial full of sound, 
hut not of sub<tance *. his monopolies ate 
indeed so extensive, that the very dun? in 
the streets is collected end sold on his ac¬ 
count, and the peasant, not having the seal 
of Mohammed All on his garment,is liable to 
bs seised and punislied. 

The Pasha has some magniScienl projects 
in contemplation, too extensive to be carried 
into effect speedily. The 6rst of these a 
** Rad Rome from Sues to Cairo is said Co be 
determiiisd on, not (as is ridiculously thought 
by our people) for the accommodation of 
Curopvai^s to and trun India, but from the 
hope that in doing so he will be able to mo* 
nopolise the whole trade of the Red Sea, to 
keep the Bedouin Arsbs in order, aod carry 
into effect his long prujected conquest of 
Abyssinia. Whether it is our policy to as* 
Slit Him in his views, let Eiigbnd and th< 
Honorable Compsny determioc. Abyssinia 
is a fine country, has manv and rich produc¬ 
tions, and prodigious cnpabilUics of improve 
ment.—fta vicinity to Bombay offers great 
fiidlities for trade, which the |>eople them* 
selves frum hatred to the Turks, would hi 
heppy 10 have thealllaoce of Eiigland.^He 
ineenJi to build and keep a Fleet on the Red 
Sea.—Another noble is a Bridge 

across the Kde below tsiro. He likewise 
intends to employ 32,001% men to deepen 
the cannei of Alexandria from Atfe*—^ay 
tbe results be less fatal than those of Ma* 
homudis.* He likewise intends to hsve 
Syria surveye d and to rebuild Antioch; 
from a French gentleman just arrived from 
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this country 1 hear their siiffetings exceed 
those of ^ypt; this I had thon^t iinj>os« 
sible. 

On of the most singular things for a despot 
to determine upon js the atmlition of the 
pexuAmeaf c/ dectk ; yet such is said to be 
the intention of MaUainmed All commuting 
to iabor in the ffoiUyt. In ^ypt the 
psnishmeat of deaih is indeed uoniceSi^ary, 
the mild disposition of the Egypt inns svl* 
dom provoking them to the crime of murcUT; 
jnd for thefl alone death is too sen re. I liave 
since hemd that the above is mere repOiU 

It is pleasing to observe the rapid chsnge 
which had taken place in the bevrinu of the 
natives of ibis once impassable country to* 
wards foreigners, and more vs)>eoixlly English¬ 
men. We walk the villagei and pUiini. or 
traverse the nountains alone* witii us much 
safety as in our own country: respevtaiid 
atteniioo await upon our footsteps, and if the 

C r peasantry are a little clamorous it is for 
ret we must recollect they are dephtrshly 
poor, and tins iheir poverty ariies not from 
idleness, bni the bad policy of tlieir rulers; 
while, from the profuse folly of many of our 
country men, they hro led lo cnieriain the 
most exiavegant ideas of our boundless 
wealth. I was at first disposed to quarrel 
with them for this, and to set them down 
as a greedy, selfish iteople as the Bedouin 
Arabs generally are! out subsequeni observe* 
lion induces me to trsnsfer my resentment 
from them to the fashionable tourisi, wlio 
walks the earth delicately, and travels from 
country to country not to expand his ideas, 
not lo gain more intimate knowledge of tJie 
mauDcn and liabiis of other people, but 
simply to make parade of bisownim|»ortoone, 
to visit the great iniii, to receive his flatteries, 
to be fooled aod cheated by his people, and 
to return pluming himself upon his superior 
discrimination of character, and giving the 
world a pei fumed lie.—These people do an 
infinite deal of tuischief 10 tlie traveller of 
more limlUed meaus who cheerfully submits 
10 toils and privations, that he may, if possi¬ 
ble, benefit the world by his discoveries, or 
ihe fruits of his personal observations—to 
walk in the wake m the foicner is to pay 
doable for every thing you reqaire, lo find 
every luutce of ioformaiion sealed, opeoed 
only try a silver key, and lo find impediments 

t urposely thrown in your way in order to en* 
snee the value of iresglntry services: thus 
it js throughout tlie land of Egvpt, the most 
estfHvagant prices are asked snu obtaiued for 
every piece of worthless rubbish; and tlie 
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of European knaTei fi excited to* 
Ulundate tlte c<^untry with faUe and 

mtaglio's, ea^rl^ purchased ai genuine 
the lirnple-minded, who thui apend their 
wealth in collecting memorials of their own | 
folly. Even the Arabs, blockheads as they I 
are, have found a way to make mummies, sod ^ 
the corpse of a few weeks old dried in tbej 
hot sands passes current as a genuine FIgyp* 
tin 11 of three thouasnds years si and lug.* 

To revert to Mohammed Ali, whatever may 
be his secret incllniitions, it is certain that hit 
interests demand a cordial co*K>peralioii with 
foreigners, and they arc so inilmately mixed 
With his present system. Chat to taka them 
away, would bo to derange the whole, aud 
nrobably put UU own safety in jeopardy: 
from this cause alone they are ever sure to 
meet with respect and protection. He is a 
man of great luicnt, and wonderfully versed 
in the intrigues of life, who can follow ail the 
turnings and windings of tho human heart; 
seise hold ofUa weakest part, and turn wis* 
doiu into folly by his auplicuy: upon the 
principles of self interest, wlilch actuate each 
scciet motion of his own heart, ho governs 
those round him, and by an uti'ected display 
of liberty, blinds the eyes of those who visit 
him—the traveller thinking it a breaoh of 
hospitality to ij»eak ill of one whoso liberality 
and kindness to themselves has been beyond 
dispute. Thus it is tlie true character of 
** this'* prince,who Is so little koo wn ioEngland: 
his greatness of mind is ever ovrrmled by 
avance and ambition, and his policy is thort- 
aigbted. as be venfies the fable of killing the 
goose for the sake of bvr golden egg. Still 
it cannot be denied that he has done much 
good in tho establishment of manofactoriei 
and of schnols, although his wish to educate 
hit people is counterected by the gross stupi¬ 
dity of those who ure employed as teachers. 
Uoder his foatoring eye Cairo has wonder¬ 
fully improved of I ate years, many new build¬ 
ings have been erected,—heaps of rubbish, 
which formerly intercepted the fresh current 
ofairtothe city, have been removed, and 

E ardens supply their place, wbde trees have 
ceQ planted in uvery direction promising 
some future day a safe and pleasant shelter 
from the suD aoddust. The lynx-eyed vigi- 
laoce he uses to protect the revenue has its 
advantages in securing the peace of the city, 
which is as peaceable as any capital in Europe. 
Ibrahim Pasha likewise has contributed (lis 
<juota ill this respect to beautify tbe place igid

He was riding out one morning, and heard 
a woman scolding and muking great lamen¬ 
tations, upon iniimring into it, he was told 
that one of his attendants had purchased 
some milk of the woman, but aiU'r drinking 
it op he had refused to pay for U. The Duf- 
tar Bey .ordered the man be lore him who de¬ 
nied the charge: the woman persisting in it, 
he ordered the man's head to be cut off, and 
afterward, hU body to be ripped 0 |>eii, and 
the milk to be taken out and given to tliu 
woman; this barbarous order was immedi¬ 
ately put in execution, and the milk being 
found, the Bey turning towards the woman, 
told her It was well the milk was found, other¬ 
wise she should have sufft red the same 
panjphmcnt, at the tame time ordering her 5 
paras, the price of the milk. 

Ruling one morning he found liis horse was 
lamed, upon examming his foot it was disco¬ 
vered that the beast had been pricked in 
shoeing, sending for his groom he asked him 
how long he had been in his service, *' 

S eam,'* replied the man. ** And you have 
ren 15 yean iii my service, and do not know 
how to shoe » horse, I must Coach you;" so 
gayiog he tent for a smith and ordererl bun 
to shoe the groom, and this barbarous com- 
cnaod was actually carried into execution. 

This monster died of the cholic and ahliougb

E sar to have any foundation. Ac his death 
Kohamdied All seised upon his riches, which 
were immense, so great indeed as to preclude 
the counting of them; the spoil loaded 44 
camels, and the toUl value in gold, silver, 
jewellery, shawls, silk, drc. is said to have 
amounted to 8,000.000 dollars; since hia 
death the cilisens of Cairo have dwelt in com¬ 
parative security. 

Among those whom it was my fortune to 
have iutrodueed to me was a Mohaenmedan 
uacher, who was the primary cause of the mu- 
sacre of the Mamelukes. His account of ibe 
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•fTs^r was aa foUowa. At t)ja time m qaes- 
tioD he wii a writer lo one of (He OoYemmetit 
departments; an accident lied made bim 
acquamted wiib circumefanoea which led him 
to bekiere that a conspiracy ex I sled between 
the Mamelukes of .Syne and of ^ 

troy Mohammed Aliond to place niiotlierBej 
in the seat of (he Viceroy. In tlie vurmtliof his 
frieodship he im|>arlvd ell he knew to o per* 
son con&rcled with a foreis^ consulate, who 
beings then out of favor with the Pasha re* 
ceived the in t el 1 ip^n ra wit h joy, t1 un ki n ^ there¬ 
by not only to effccte roroncilietion hut to 
be hendsumely rewarded. Demanding a 
private audience of the ?Qsha» which was 
grantedi he proceeded to lay before him all 
that the writer had told him: the Pasha list* 
ened in silence until he had finished, and 
then in a stem xnnnncr asked liirn how he 
dare repeat such foul and wirkeil charges: 
** you are my friend,*' luld he, *' and one vim 
baa had my confidence; hail it not been so, 
yotir head should have answered for thus 
traducing my friends, the Mamelukes, who 
have ever been faithful lo me, and wonid 
willingly lay down their lives to preserve 
nine: begone Instantly, and brin4 the m.an 
who gave you the information: (he cliplomatic 
Tetired in ailonishmcnt at n rpccption so con¬ 
trary to his rxprrtaiions, and meeting his 
informant, told him, in a fvw words nil that 
had transpired and enrried him tearing and 
trembling into llio presence of the Pnsho.— 
Again bH were ordered to rclirc, except the 
the Physician Oiovsnoi Dosari who was ip 
his confidence.—The Pushu li^cn sternly dc* 
manded of the man what he kiicw% this he 
told as well as his fears would |M*rmit him, 
giving severnl circumslan^ini proofs, nnd the 
name of a camel driver whu was the bearer 
of the correspondence between (lie parties: 
when he had finished the Pasha put on a face 
of great anger, called him a lying knave and 
ordered him (0 the galleys for endeavouring 
to injure his friends in his esteem, bidding the 
diplomatic look to his own safety, this he did 
^ embarking on bourd a vessel immediately 
for Italy; from thence be departed to hts 
own country, and there <iird shortly alter. 
When these men were dismissed, t|ie Pasha 
turolng to his confidant and relaxing bis 
oouDicDance, said ** these shorUskgbtetk fewto 
are speaking the truth, it il time for us to be 
acting, find out the camel driver,and bring him 
to me—he was found without ditficnlty, and 
tbe Paaha thus addressed him. ** I am aware 
that there is a conspiracy between tbe Mame- 
lukei of Syria and Egypt, and that you are 
the bearer of letters between tbe parties. It 
U in my power to taka away , your life, and 
tt^ too with the greatest tortures: but 1 
will gather make you my friend and Unit to 
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your fidelity in bringing me every letter before 
It reaches tbe hands Intended: to secure yon 
my friend 1 make you a preaent of 1000 nol* 
lara for every letter you bring to me.** Tl>a 
poor fellow filled with consternation at find¬ 
ing his secret discovered, and himself in 
the power of the Pasha, fell at his feet and 
vowed implidt obedience to his commands. 
He kept bit word: and from the letters which 
the man faithfully brousht, Mabntned Allob- 
tmned a perfect knowledge of the conspira¬ 
tors, after which the letter was aealed as be¬ 
fore and delivered to tUo owners. The p'Ot 
maiured so fust, that in the last letter the 
Pasha found he had only eight days to live, 
some 'of the Syiian troops liaving already 
commenced their journey towards Egvpt—ha 
then took his measures scrordingly, diKpatch* 
ed a body of troops into Syria, und destroyed 
the Mamelukes at Cabo, the dcinils of which 
have oltcn been laid before the public. Tlie 
camel driver rfccivcd 18,000 rlollan as riia 
price of hfi tteneficry. but when the Pasha 
had destroyed his enemies, he ordeiedhim to 
be strangled, and (be money to be* taken from 
him. 

It is said by Europeani who arc about the 
person of the P.isba, that he lias a great 
aversion to proselyli«m, and to those who 
thinking to better thvmselves embrace the 
Mahommedan religioo: in this he dors not 
believe them sincere, and rightly siippcxes, 
that those who forsate their God uiid the 
religion of their forvfai tiers for temporal nd- 
vnntDg s, will he as ready, on the first fuvor* 
able opportuhiiy, to betray tbrir princu: he 
is saia to have disnilsird several of these 

E ile lately. «Our own countrymen, I aru 
jiy to say, in lUis respect Imve kept them- 
, selves untainted, with the aniitury exception 
of Osman Eficndi, who, in trutli, may be said 
to embrace no religion at nil. In the Pasha's 
service are many of the St. Simonians, soma 
of them men of great talent, they do well to 
reside among Turks, wiil> them their loose 
ideas of life are congenial, and should they 
possess handsome wives they may employ 
them to advantage as insCruments of convert¬ 
ing the rest of their own countrymen,and the 
heaps of beggarly Italians, who awarro in 
eve^ part of tha Posba's dominions. 

Tlie Paaha was very fond of bis Physician 
Giovanoi Bosarri who attended him through 
his early career lod was bis confident and 
companion. At the taking of Mecca, Glo- 
TBoai wu riding hj the side of tbe Pasha to 
enter the gates, stop, said tbe Paaha, you 
caoDOt enter tbe Holy Ctly.Oioranni ;** but 1 
moat tbougb: where very our Highness goes, I 
go. ** No; retire and wait outaide, why should 
you endanger your Ufa, not being a Mahom* 
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rapdau," Giovanni was datarninad upon 
entering; ^pUed, then, if 1 etnnot enter 
vptiioul bl'iiig a Mohonimedan, 1 vill imme' 
diafely becotneone, and be irumediateN be^o 
10 bawl out llic Moltommcdan confei^ion. 
" Stop I stop! criiO iHe Pasha, as you are. 1 
TCijicet you and g:ve you my friendship: but 
if you forsake the religion of your father and 
turn Moi.oinmedun. I sliould despise you; 
come aloii^ with me.** So saying he pushed 
into the gate will; bis friend.—A jiarallel may 
be drawn between Duona)Miie and the Pashit 
in this respect, both caridess of religion, or 
using it only in a pobtical view. 

In the above crilical observations, ^ have 
no wish to depreciaie in the estimation of the 
world, ihc soil and cliinnte of Egypt, or the 
imble rehes of aniir|iiity with which it 
abounds,or tn atro^ute to myself su|>erior |>e* 
tielnitioD to those trovrllers who have hither* 
to written on lii« subject: butaaaii exi»«ri* 
enoed travidler, uofetterciJ by nomance, 1 
wish to cuution those Ir^ss eaperieMoed, in or* 
der thut tbSy may avoid dlsuppoiotment not 
10 export loo muoA, nor to give way lo the 
fuHn and enihnsiaitic Opscripllons of those 
trading touiivts wbo vxnmiuc every tbiug with 
porfiiTTicd fingers, study to write poetically, 
und )>rerer4^rcrtofruf&the bnglitrroinameni 
of composition I'ourisU, iaf<<ct, like puiulors 
love high coloring: but when thev proft-ss to 
cater for the public thev should rvmcmher 
that too many swccis pall ujion the appeiitc, 
while nn occai^ioual admixture of bitters 

f tubU nn agreeable rc'iuf. For my own part 
am well oonUot to be condemned for want 
of taste, rjlbcr than run tli^ risk of being 
tbouglil ail ciUhusiast. 

Two thirds of those who have hitherto visit* 
ed Tbebe» have gone with no intention than 
to praise, or with the ambition of little minds, 
to have it to say, for the remainder of their 
lives, that they have visited Thebes aud 
climbed the Pyramids. While tbo<e who at* 
tempt to write ut>ontlie subject have rccuurse 
to the grossest hyperbole of language, and 
would convince the world of the truth of 
tbeir delineations by depreciating the talent 
and industry of every other nation exunctor 
existing: thus Denon observes, that no 
people, Mther ancient or modern, ever con¬ 
ceived the art of architecture on to sublime 
and grand a scale as the ancient Egyptians.'* 
Such an assertion has no ground but in 
his own poetical brains, sad can be easily 
contradicted by ever^ achool*boy vho ckoosA 
to read ancient mstory: the same may 
be said of the suppressed passage in Dr. 
Clarke's travels rcipeeiing the pyramids— 
Ideas of duration almost boundless, of power 
inconceivable, of majesty laprene, of soli¬ 


tude most awfttb of grandeur, of desolation^ 
aud of repose.** This is beautiful writing, but 
with due respest to ihU learned and generally 
accurate traveller, it is not the tiutb, and was 
t hcrefore wisel y s u p p rested. D ivesti^d of Ro- 
mance, to the thinking mind the Pyramids 
appear no other than monuments of lolly, 
ambition, and despotism, nnd I cnniiot look 
at them but I behold in Inta^ination tlio blood 
and ICMTS of thou sands by which tlic stones of 
these mighty rdihca^s were ceiiirnwd. Had 
they e|i|K*«red in the midst of a city, the 
uHionishinent might h»vc been us depicted; 
but sealed in the midst of mountaio^, they 
appear us mole hills to palaces, and a suiire 
upon human greatness and (luubllUy, To 
btosen the reins of imaginalJOii, many bvauti* 
ful scenes may bo depicted in the land of 
It is pleasing, undoubtedly, to sail 
down the river when all is cnltu uud clear 
and beautiful: when the wind is hushed, aud 
the 6erv tempest ia laid low; when the rays 
of an Baiterii suu ccuse to bcut upon the 
head of the panting traveller, and the bound- 
less waste of desert is bid by the verdure of 
,thc trees. It is pleasing to ^liuld ut a dis* 
UDce the high and walled town with its deli- 
rate minareii peeping from beneath the trees, 
the stream gliding gently bo fore it. rclU'cling 
the glories of a scuing sun: the dome with 
the solitary acacia bvndiiigover it; the ruinous 
pile; the mounuia scenery behind ; It is pleas 
ing to wander through tliv cypress grove, to 
listen to its pieusing melauciioly music, to 
pluck the orange from its verdant shude, to 
listen to the song of birds and guse upon the 
sun burnt villager bearing the product of bis 
rich sod rlpen^ harvest home. Scenes like 
these are beautiful; they arc such ot Titian 
would delight to paint, the soul of taste and 
of romance would love to gaze u)K>n. At 
these timet, and with these scenes Egypt is a 
place of beauty; hut, too often like the 
deceitful foliaue, approach, aud the delusion 
yanishes. The village is changed into a mass 
of sbapilcss ruins; the scene arouud is de¬ 
solation, aod the brow of the simple peasant 
U marked with care and bitter anguish. 

Few E^proueans indeed would love to live 
in Egypt: it (s a land of corn but not that of 
and oil: its fruits are few and infenor; 
itpraseaU no verflant meads, no pleasant 
ri<^ or walks, nor is such as by lu variety 
and beauty to eounterbalaoce its evils. At 
it tequirca time and study to acqnire a tasto 
for its aotktuities, so it acquires habit and 
long rcsideDce to accustom the stranger to 
the soil. 

Many reports ere afloat (n Alexandria of 
war ^tween Russia and England, it appurs 
that our Government are tired of negociating^ 
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and intend to do wliftt the^ ought long to 
have doue before, cotnjSel the Autocrat 
either to relax hit bold of fds pfty, or fight 
for it. Our abipa from the Mediierrauean 
arc drawing towards Constautinoplc, and it 
is currently reported thut two steam FrigAtei. 
with other sail of the line, are hasleoiDg to 
join them. Our brure ecamen long to itan* 
» touch at the northern bear who are ao puf* 
fed up with conceit of ihems«flvea. The pa« 
pera accompanying this will afibrd further 
particulars. 

Steam Navigation from ltidi:i to Eirypt is 
all the talk here ; the idea ii very favorably 
received, all parties promising themselree 
some advantage in its success: otir country¬ 
men seldom come empty bunded bat scatter 
their dollurs with jirofuse Jiberulity through 
the lund r the mau in oilicc and out of office, 
the peasant and the shop-keeper, fvei alike 
the benefit of this liberality. Gold occa¬ 
sions strange revolutions in this country, 
like the sceptre of a monarch its touch brings 
obedience: the insolent Turk is converted 
into a thing meanly submissive, and the iiea* 
lane, sulJcQ from want and id usage, rebacs 
his sun burnt visage into smiles us he pockets 
the buxeei of the pussiag traveller: we cer¬ 
tainly have purchased security and respect 
from all parties. 

AViih regard to M oh am toed Ali, it is dif¬ 
ficult to define Ids real feelings U]>oo the 
subject of steam He enters willingly into 
the scheme of a Hail Road, because he sees 
his interest in it: he cocijeniures that it will 
bring him an immense revenue, iodepeodent 
of anv expectatious from us; in bis calcula¬ 
tions he docs DOt look to the transit of goods 
alone, but likewise to the immense number 
of pilgrims and (lossenger# who pass by this 
route : be likewise sees the facility with 
which troops and stores can be conveyed to 
the Red Sea, as likewise timber for the ships 
of war, which he has in contemplation tu 
build. Far from befriending us by this 
measure It will be undertaken solely with a 
view of benefitiQg himself by a inooo)»oly of 
the produce of Arabia and tlie Red Sea, and 
for securing bis conquests, extending them 
to every |>ort of that sea, by means of wWh 
he can at any time close t^e ports agsinsvi, 
or compel us to purchase pearl and pearl 
shell, Yortoishell, Mocha coffee, drc., at his 
own price. He has fears bkewise that. In 
giving a passage through his dominions, g^at 
injury will accrue to his own trade, as many 
otour Indian commodities cspable of being 
tent bv thii route are prodnoed in hii own 
0eminent.* we may therefore undersell and 
dMiroy his market: to prevent which he 
i 0 dfiircus of placing a duty of 9 pet cent* 


ofion all goods sent by this route: ihis hi^ 
duty cannot, of course, be acceded to, it 
amounting In many articles to a prohibition: 
nothing has yet been said about store houses 
at Rues, or ImjIs in the river, or the right of 
Mohammed Ah*s officers to search; all uf 
winch things must be placed on a pra|ier foot¬ 
ing before a merchant will vemurchis goods, 
more especially the latter, which would be a 
source of endless dispntrs from the bung- 
gling manner in which this depariinent is 
condneted. 

To wbat extent this trade can be carried 
on we have yet to lesrii; if by regular mer- 
chaiif vessels It will never pay; as should 
they carape the |>erils of mivigation, they 
have sUil to encounter duties, enpences of 
lading and re-lading, rail road charges, 
bad river bonis (not at all Ihucs prrxturahU ) 
and re-all ipmenu, ai>d, sRci all, the Ameri¬ 
cans will undersell us iu the Mcditcraneao 
markets, tf confined to steam vessels; 
with passages and letters only it will never 

a the ex|>ence. Mr. Greenlaw may cal- 
ile upon the nnniber of letters passing 
through the Post OJlice, hut he must not sup¬ 
pose that men of business will reserve their 
packets for three months at a time the inter¬ 
val of the steam boiit'i departure and return. 

Il is questioned by many whether the 
Pasha is really sincere in his rail rcNid plan : 
mauy of those who know him will say it is 
only a trick of diplomacy en hU |>art to quiet 
us: it is certain that the two plans of the 
Rail Road and a Bridge were both brought 
forward at a time when the English and 
French Couai^U were too pressing upon ccr- 
taio |>oiDl$: it being understood the French 
were to have the building of the bridge : for 
this great qnanlilics of timber arc required 
which Umber may boused for other purposes, 
so the Sultan thought uhen be refused to 
send him any. It is nectss<iry to stule, that 
French influence prodominutes at this court: 
lids is owing to (he sujtcrior activity of the 
Consuls of that nation ; from our oivn we cau 
exj»ect DOihing. The Consul Gcnerol is a 
money making personage, whose only study 
It to save all and live quiet; with nim tha 
Fuaha is a kind of demi-god and all that he 
docs is sacred; he wants in fact the dignity 
and independence necessary for that station. 
The Vice Consul at Cairo to whemt he dele- 
! gates every thing it a Frenchman unac¬ 
quainted with English manners and oustons 
find absorbed Id trade, little therefore ean be 
expected of him, bie interests being with his 
own countrymen and the Pasha, the lattsv 
having the monopoly of trade. Mr. Thur- 
Horn, the Consul of Alexandria, is a man of 
gentlemanly deportment and receives every 
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traveller vi(h kiucloeM and lioa|ii* 
tality, ho ali»oo preserves a dsim to the esta¬ 
blishment. He, however, from pressure of 
business and other causes has loo^ given 
up his duclt>s of Consulate, and has unfor¬ 
tunately given us a bad substitute in the Vice 
Consul, who benrs a very d ilk rent cUaracicr, 
nnd is somewhat stolki for the situation 
which he holds. A chsiige throughout wonU 
be csstniial for the interesla of India.

1 know Lucknow only at a biid of paaiage. I 
wat aUracted to the court by ti»e num-rout 
pnrea which were awarded and awarding 
tome 18 yeara ngo to pfreon* of merit. Of 
thU commodity, to univert'illy valued in all 
paitt of India, 1 had actpiirrd a gor>d deal in 
tingle combat with a terrible Ooorkha, though, 
Iwiween the public and me, (at I told you 
lati ycur) he happened lo be dead before I 
en<*ountered him. The tevere wound, re* 
ceived in my hand while unwarily aeitinglhe 
tword of the vanquithed at a trophy, had 
ehone in the Govtrnment Gmritff, and I wat 
then a hern among peaceful folk*. Com. 
mender nf Et(*orlt, Aides-de-camp, Masters 
of the hnrte, and of other animalt, had been 
appointed by Hit Majesty of Oude. FAme 
announced that a grand Falconer wat in 
reqiiithioo, and panting for the honor of 
the office, with 3,000 rupee* a month, I 
grew very sick of Regimental duly, and pre- 
teatlv touk Lucknow on my way to try a tea 
voyage for my recovery. Wherever a Reildent 
it found, he holdt the first place in the etti- 
matioQ of courtieri. Your Editor, though 
fierce enough in hit advocacy of interfere/^ 
and ridicule of Doo-lnierference, doet not 
teem to know the tphere of euher iu prac¬ 
tical politici. Non-interference, If 

ever deviated from, permiti a Native Sove¬ 


reign to exercite his undoobled prerogative 
ie serving himaelf as heir to the property of 
hit aubjecU, whether dead or living, aua m 
executing lawa which he makes, altera, and 
revokee. according to circumstances, of which 
Hit High nett it tole judge. Dut the Resi¬ 
dent or Political Agent's prerogative, officially 
called duty, which he teldom alViwt to be 
infrfoged. contitu in thawing the Prince how 
to expend thit branch of revenue and other 
oioniet, in tuitable rewards to deserving per¬ 
sons, on fesiiviUex, and useful or agreeable 
ihingt in general- The repreaentivoa of our 
Government in Foreign States, like their Ho¬ 
norable matter! at home, are appointed to ad- 
miaister patronage, not to govern nations ac¬ 
cording to the pedantry of philoiophert. In- 
terforeo(*e is therefore a dream of vein aptcu- 
latort. Indeed, it has hitherto been impnttible 
in ihetenaeunderatood by the worthy conduc¬ 
tor of the DMi Gazette. To interfere, at he 
wuuld have ihemi goiuleracn in the pnlitictl 
line rouit have endowments nnd attainment* 
for performing the functions of itilesmeo, 
which it is well known their acquaintance*, 
three fourtlis of them have not p(»*aetsed in 
the memory of man. The Governor General, 
in past and pretent limes, has with fewexcep- 
iioQi chosen men to represent him. who, not, 
having capacity lo improve native rule, had 
no motive in meddle with it, while their pro¬ 
ficiency in oriental languages made It evi¬ 
dent to the pe^le among whom they resided, 
that British omci ils were not intended by 
their own Goveincrent, any more than na¬ 
ture, far higher undertakinga than the intri¬ 
gues of A court. 

Colonel Yeaandnay had at this time been 
Retideot for a year or so at Lucknow. Though 
very aoxiou* to learn something of his oba- 
rteter, no one could lell me more about him 
liian that be was a d—d clever fellow. 
The only evidence of his talents, again, ap¬ 
peared to be the Governor Oeoerars praise 
of him before a large company at Futteh- 
ghur, and the manner in which be was raised 
to poliiical employ. His predecessor in the 
first AMisUntfthip. a Medical Officer wbo bad 
been a person of iiifioiie merit while bis 
brother reigned over Oude. was summarily 
dismissed afterward* by virtue of the standing 
order excluding military men from political 
and civil duties, and Yvaandnay a field officer, 
doubtless less martial than the Doctor, ap¬ 
pointed in his stead. This marked preference, 
according to my in formants, shewed the high 
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opinion which GorcrencDt eotcrtwned of the 
ColoneL 

I found h\m on my arrival embowered in 
a grore of tiWer Mick!), rrceivini^ the bows 
of a crowd of Enroneam and Natires who 
had coma to breakfast* The Reshlent was 
placing the grant mtn with all liis might, 
which did not exclode much awkwardness. 
Having no conversation for his gueita, he 
relieved hla embarrassment by aD'ecting to 
talk on bosineis to the badged attendants 
who kept whispering iti his ear, goirtg and 
coming, with messages duiing the whole of' 
the repast. He continued, when the tne^l 
was over, in close commonicailon with his 
bookah alone, as loog as I remained at my 
first visit. Pewiving that I oould get DOlhing 
out of him beyond a scrape of the foot and 
a smite, I broke through rules before bre^ik* 
ftsi, end crossing the room where the whites 
were drawn up in exclolive array, and seuUng 
myself beside one who seemed chief of the 
blicks, made a most fortunate ac<tUHint:inee. 
The Nawab was a man of rank, in tiaing 
favour with bis Majesty, and just the person 
1 wanted to talk with. 

At his request the Resident allowed tl»e 
King to give me the usa of one of his 
furnished English houses t 1 wts cordially 
received at my new friend'e own residence, 
and subsequently took an excarston to teach 
him the art and mystery of ahooting par¬ 
tridges flying. Falconry was not furgouen. 
but I soon discovered that the post of Grand 
Falconer, havittg been intended only for a 
certain Seer Ool Fam, at bis own puriiciilar 
request, was ultimately refused for tome 
reason and would not now be revived. Thi* 
Nawab, 1 observed, had uniformly avoided 
with looks of alarm, to speak of the Resi¬ 
dent when* I mentioned liim until we got 
fairly into Ibe fields. Walls have ears, said 
he, and not a word ia uttered to a Kuro|>eaii 
by any person about the Court which tbe 
Colonel does not hear. His spies are inmi- 
inerable,'aod though bis people have all been 
taken into our pay, I believe they betray os 
notwithstanding. We were now on such 
confidential tertni that 1 could ask any thing. 
I inqubed whether there wns any fesi doty 
attached to the office of this high functionary. 
He does none, said my frieno. At least he 
has just that connection with the business 
done here, that hia bookab snake has with 
the tobacco smoke. When the King con* 
iulta htiQ about writing a friendly letter to 
another chief, farming a dialrict. or even ep- 
poiathif a aervant at bla own court, this Re¬ 
liant fall to ikcA the answer all the way 
nM Calcutta, and then he it out to 
Hie Mijesiy, after alt bis subyecta have been 


faoghing at the delay. This makes iiie King 
feel ridicalout and every person dissatisfied. 
Colonel BailUe was a tyrant, and very in* 
soicnt lo men of rank, but we could get his 
orders in haif an hour, and issue them in 
tbe name of the King without letting the 
people knr w was master. But the new 
Colonel tskiny^meusures to learn even the 
most irifiing and domestic occurrences through 
hit emissaries, deiere ui from doing a single 
act, and will authorise nothing until we have 
wailed twenty day>« for the Lord Goveruoi’a 
commands. On con tempi filing (hit ettrnor* 
dinury position of a Sovereign Prince and a 
whrde nairoD, it struck me that 1 might leivo 
boih, Ifid myself too. 

When 1 suggested the possibility of getliog 
ilio Resident removed and a more agreeable 
person appointed, the Niwnb was filled with 
delight. When I mcniioned tbe probability 
nf my liaving a private interview with the 
Governor Genera! at un early date, he said 
I was ibe sole hope of Oude. When I 
frankly olTered under such pressing circum- 
stsiices to carry a royal message to His 
Lord»liip's priva e ear, the faithful courtier 
seemed commissioned le give me one half of 
the kingdom if 1 would obtain for his sove¬ 
reign a decent share in the mHoagement of 
the remainder. To repay this gentleman for 
ills tnagnifirent reward to be, 1 was not 
p;irsimonions in my predicthms of success to 
the secret mission. An audience and some 
confirIciMhil cotivmslb>n with iho King, be¬ 
fore lereiviiig my crcJeiilials, wliere what I 
next sirggesied ns indispensable. 1*o this 
demsod ihe Nawab dcmuired with ad'ispaiting 
shake uf the head. How dare His M.ijcity 
■|>eak to you, said he, without first lelliug the 
Resident what he will say t It is Impossible I 

Here I begflii to suspect my excellent friend 
of having a design on me in his own belinlf, 
and of nniumlly desiring tc» krep the nego- 
ciatinn in Uii ow n hutids. But this was part¬ 
ly a mistake. On casting shout to find some 
hole or crevice by which I might creep through 
the Ime of circumvall«tion, that the astute 
representative of the British Government 
had drawn round the poor King: Ilesrntlhat 
each had a spy over tr. There is positively 
no admittance for you, the Nawub coniinuccf, 
but the Colonel still respects the zenana and 
if yon have a wife she may get to the pre¬ 
sence of the Shah fi^uni, and that Princess 
will comm on icata with His Majesty, Hal 
rq^lied I, you will inaure free admission to a 
Euro^n lady ? certainly, was the rejoinder. 
And suppose the King in the asylum of purity, 
this fair visitor mignt sec him I presume. 
No doubt, quoth the Nawab smiling, if the 
lady do uot object. Well, rejoined t, thou 
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fit tUe sUte,hetweeo ooraeWfi, I havine 
no wife, will penooate one dreesed in tbe 
moftt perfect coiiume. arkd His Majesty, if 
he enter into the plot, can easily clear e cor¬ 
ned room of the feniHle ipHrtmeats where we 
may hold a conrereoce without disturbiof the 
re^lar inmatea. On pcfc gi^ g the drift of 
this proposal, he emhracel^y knees and 
then ottered fifty interjeciioos of sdroiratioo: 
** such wisdom 1 such wisdom I HindotUnees 
ire nought to this man !*' 

Arr.mzing with tlie Kawab to prepare bts 
master for this interview. I set off on a visit 
to ft friend io the cantonment, who was a 
sckilous performer of female churaeter^nn the 
Amateur stage, and bespoke the dress of Miss 
Lucretia McTab for the part which I was 
going to act. Next day all was ready for 
the rise of the curUio, and die comftkt'nes* 
ment of my new Drama. Repairin;' to the 
NawubV house in my regimentals, ( pot on 
Miss Lucretia's clothes and muffled myself up 
ill a sliRwl. My worthy coadjuior had not 
only removed all human eyes from my toilet, 
but caused a set of bearers to put down a 
Udy*s palankeen in a solitary court with 
orders to dopAri, and when summoned again 
to oarrr it to the tenona of the King's palace. 
This being the wsy in wliich his own female 
relativei paid visits, it precluded all suspicion. 
Meanwhile the Nawab set off to prefmre for 
my reception with proper respect at the dcs< 
tined placr. and I stole furih to the vehicle. 
1 started back on finding it occupied by an 
old. fat, yet wrinkled beld«itu, whose eyes ro* 
taiiiing much of their yuuth turned upon me 
with strange looks of waggery, as she de¬ 
manded tauntingly if 1 ware afraid of a 
woman. ’* No, misiress, not partirularly. 
but where is c<»uveyancu '* Convey¬ 
ance 1 is not this it?" ** indeed, am i to be 
boxed up there, in such dangerous company ?** 
‘‘Wall! wafa! come behind me, there is 
plenty uf room for you, and witliout 1 sit be¬ 
fore iicre, who is to answer the stmtinels and 
eunuchs when they ask questions ?** In 1 
went in rear of (he old woman, who closed 
the doors, called the bearers, and we were off 
in a second. The Hag's voice proved a very 
necessary pass-port; and shut up from seeing 
one intervening object. I soon found myself 
liinded in a coridor where the Nawab ass 
waiting. 

I knew the King from having seen him do 
penance frequently at dinner in tbe Resi¬ 
dency and hii own house. He wu i^ow 
sUling on a carpet provided with cushions 
smoking acalleoon. It would be idle^and per¬ 
haps cruel, to pourtray the feelbisneu and 
vacuity of mind which characterised that poor 
Prime. Corrupt associates and early mit- 


usage had obliicrsied the ioitinctof right and 
wrong in his nature, to, thsl brought up in 
tbe grossest ignorance, be really possessed 
no faculty to guide him. My grotesque and 
absurd dress cxdtmg neither surprise nor 
interest, he desired us to sit down beside 
him, end motioned my companion to enter 
on busineM. The King assented to every 
thing propcised, and then began to drivel at 
great length on his arongs. 

He hud imagined that in making him a 
Padshah the Governor General meant to 
give him all the absolute power associated 
with the title. Instead of that, s^id he, in a 
fretful rage, he degrades me iti Uis address, 
he bas m.tds the other Princes mock me, and 

i am ashamed to look my own people in tlie 
face, and they Jest at me because 1 am called 
King and c.inDot reward mv friends and 
punish my enemies without asking leave of 
the Resident. Here ihe King of Oude began 
10 cry and blubber, declining that his on'y 
hopes of justice rested on lleavuu and Did- 
dler Wayward. 

I trivd in vain to persuade him that our 
nobles did not rake biihes in hard cash which 

ii was proposed to remit through Ihe resi¬ 
dent VukucI, but ho finally yielded to rny 
^scruples, and as the Guveroor General had 

C resented him with a crown on his elevation, 
e mighl, I iiitiiiiaied now, (hat His l.ord- 
ship liftd lately be en raised a grade in nobi¬ 
lity, beg Uis a'^ceptance of a nrw coronet 
which 1 drscribud. For the m iking of this 
emblem of the pecrjgc, I was allowed .50,OOU 
rupees. My salary as secret ambassador 
w«LS fixed at 5.000 a month, wiih nnliinited 
wealth in pmspect if i succeeded. Hundies 
were, at my particular request, written on 
tbe spot, one for 3 months allowance in ad¬ 
vance was payable in Calrutta at sight, but 
the Nawnb, by treachery to me, muds the 
one for llie coronet payable 51 days after 
date. 

My visit to the Palace in T.ucretiaMcTab'a 
attire was well timed. The Resident than 
surveyed the cantonment almost daily to 
enjoy, among other plvssures, the music of 
thirteen guns which were duly fired to pro¬ 
claim Ml entrance and exit. All the chu- 
prassies being summoned to attend birn, those 
who were wont io wait at my door and to 
precede me wheresoever I went, in testimony 
of their master's vigilauce over the welfare 
of his guest, had disappeared with tlie 
Colonel from the Residency, before I set out, 
end tbe second salute warned me to escape 
from the royal presence in order to get bome 
ere the greet man returned. Whea< he 
entered, I wassiuiog like one who htd been 
kicking bis heels for an hour to have the 
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hnoour of in tudicnce. 1 (litnked bin vitb 
ill pdiftibli mnij for hit ** polite Btteotion,** 
end Uking Juvi turted bj d&k for CalcuUft. 
Thi biit way of trivellioF io iliet part of tbe 
country U not to trouble Post-maiteri, bat in 
jiigle tbree rDpeei or lexe at each iUge» aod 
trail to provraence for beirera. 

About the laiitude of raloa I met a Ira- 
relief from the Preiidency, who ia;;2ea'ed 
thal we ihoolj tnko lome refreihmenl under 
a Burgot or Bartian tree, near an eioelleiit 
well. Tina was eii elderly officer with itrong 
clilmi on Government on account of ler- 
vieei. After running the gannilel, ai Uo 
laid, nf aII ihe officer, he had been dlimUi* 
ed without the appointment which he had 
eipect*d. I kn'^w you to be a dietinguiahcd 
yoong officer, obierved he, and you neturelly 
hope for iome reward, lo I will juet tell you 
what kind of peraoot you have to deal with, 
in aolicfting the Governor General fi»rjii«tieD 
or favour, Not one in the A. O.'a department 
hai the least influence, though, they are 
athtmed to acknowledge their innignificanx. 
Three or four intriguing lecrclarwa diapoaed 
olF every thing. Each of these, striving to 
be paramount, jealous of the rest, and 
unleift you can conciliate all, which U 
next to impoaaible, the sirongeat claims 
will avail you nothing. That ii discou¬ 
raging, said 1, applving myself to a Goer- 
pooree or portable hookah. Do you know 
the Minister at IFor? rejoined my in tel* 
ligenrer. Wo have drank wine together. 
Well, propitiate him, for he will certainly 
keep an eye on you. He looks on all military 
men as Ills aubjects. and strains every nerve 
to bring condign punishment on the disloyal. 
He somehow reckons your two generals who 
beat die Goorkhes, among the disaffected to h is 
authority, so beware of praising them. Of 
course he has nothing to do with the Political 
line, said I, how are aflairs managed in that 
department? Pont trust to thal, replied my 
friend, a subject cannot throw off his allegi¬ 
ance, and the war miniatcr exercises dominion 
over the military wherever they go. Mr. Secre¬ 
tary Pigville and he are oBeii at h»ggcrheads 
on that point. Pigville? why he is a subordi¬ 
nate. No matter, he it the intrlguii^ patron 
of hii office, and being also chief of the Persian 
department, he considers |ll Native Courts 
under him, and coniequeotly those residing 
at them.

Chewing the cud on this trNveller'i coun¬ 
sel, I digested it while jolting along to 

I he Presidency. Mv first care, on arriving, 
was to re|>ort myself to the Adjutant Gene¬ 
ral in writing, and to proceed in jwrion to the 
War-office The Minister, who unites in his 
oharscirr the atuibuiei of Wellingbin and 
Cliesie>field, in prelly equal projKirtions, 
received me with remarkable courtesy. Me 
hoped that my wound Und not caused the 
limirney I was taking in quest of health.

Af^er silting from 11, the hour at which 
flttcndsncc had been commanded, till about 
one o'clock, I was ndmiUed la to the presence 
chnmhcr.

His 
hair appeared to bare Just escaped from 
paper durance, but I was assurea bv wiser 
persons lliat it owed its ringlets and gloss 
entirely to Kalydor and Maenssar. He had 
a sort of olive complexion, and the Spanish 
or oriental eye, wnicb poets and nuvsIisU 
admire so highly. 

To this paragon of comeliness and dress, I 
now presented myself, with lint white locks 
falling naturally over my ears, and a very 
good, though short nose, a little turned up at 
the point, to which (be small poz had given 
a decided character.

scene recalling my instructor m manners, e 
French profiuor of tko dance, I made one of 
his bows by dra^'iQg up the left foot to ihe 
right, and then countermarched the right to 
the left when asked to take a chntr. Yuu are 
from ihe provinces. Sir, I perceive, said he. 
bending towards a heap of carda, and adding 
Major Scamper, T presume? Lieutenant Way* 
ward. Sir, 1 wear two epaulets as belonging 
to a Hank company. Have I the honour 
to see yon on a tisir, Mr. Wayward, or 
do you come on business? I am desirous 
only of paying my reijierts to you at preseur. 
Sir, but since you put the question, I may 
now stare my anxiety fp consult you at a 
convenient time on an affair of roiisi^i^uem^e, 
though perhaps 1 am not entitled to intrude 
it on you ss buiincs*. Tis the same thing 
10 me. he replied, this ocraslon may answer 
as well as any other. A Native Prince, Sir, 
(I begun when thus encouraged.) the King 
of Oude. believing himself much aggrieved, 
has importuned me to make an B]tpeal for 
justice in hii name, direct lo you. The pre- 
arribctl channel through which Ilia Mnjasiy 
ought to complain to the Governor *Ccnvraf, 
fs the Resideni, 1 am awnre, but it is unhap¬ 
pily with tlia conduct of that Officer that 
the King it movt <] its a i is fled. Considering 
this i private interview, I woiiM beg your 
commands whether to communicate the whole 
of the message, or to desist from what may 
appear to you hii irregular proreediAg on my 
part. Here Don Pompoio, changing his at¬ 
titude from the graceful to the sublime, with 
excellent effect, observed, that, if the subor¬ 
dinates of the Government wronged or op¬ 
pressed the princes of the country, it was his 
duty to hear their representations, and find 
them redress: so, under rather extraordinary 
circumstances, thinking f might be ezeuseo, 
he permitted me to state what I had been 
directed to say to him.

Utera was no emphasis on token, 
yet 1 probably gaped at the sound of the word, 
and remenbat well saying iowardly^an this 
confounded mansingcr have got scent of the 
hoondles and coronet f No, answered 1, ihak- 
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in^ off toy embArrMiment, Hit Majoity bat 
•eot nofio: though be eagerly deilrM to mot- 
mit tome acknowledgmeot uf hia high cooai- 
de ratio u for you whom be identifiea with the 
OortrDor«General. And pny» may 1 inquire, 
who preveoted him? waa the rejoinder. 1 
beg pardon, Sir, for not makiogcuyaeif uuder- 
atuod. The King wanted, according to ori« 
eatal faabion to make ceruio preteola to hit 
Lordship, and doubitesa to you, on aolicitinc 
a favour, but t, knowing that you would be 
aerioutly displeased if 1 pitaumed to reovlve 
them for you, without first geiimg orders. 
i^restntff said Oun Pomposo with deep gra- 
Yiiy. Yea, Sir, lie cannot throw off naiire 
prejudU cs. When 1 explained the proffibition 
agHinat Company's aervanU taking any thing 
or value, Hia Majesty seemed to think tiiatif 
did not apply to one phiced above them in 
the service of hit own Sovereign. 

Ke now smoked for the apace of 3 minutes 
without speaking. Then layiog down the 
hookah and retting hit clasped hands on the 
wriiing desk, Don Pomposo was pleased to 
observe (hat 1 h^d conducted myself with 
much jndsmeiit and prudimcu under very 
trying ciroumstances. It is a case of unwary 
ramable opprt^ssion, continued he. The 
Resident is positively forbidden to interfere 
with the King of Oude : but liiough be may 
observu ibe letter of his insiruetioos. he 
violates the spirit of them by keeping His 
Majesty under SHrveiUanic and iDlimidatiou. 
In submitting bis rompUiints Co me, Mr. 
Wayward, you have done what you ought, 
to vindicate the chuncier <f your country 
Uut you could not, perliups, avoid offending 
the unforhinnie Prince in onsepartioaUr, and 
mny unmCeDtionuliy have led him to distrust 
my inclination to listen to his represemaiions. 
It is considered an incivility, you are aware, 
to refuse preaunta from a Native of rsnk. 
And as the King seems to uodersiaod the 
scope of the order which proliihiis Company's 
Officers from receiving valtiables without 
permission, I regiei th«it yon did not comply 
with the whole of his wishes and leave it to 
me, in returning the youveaiVs or any trifles 
in token of friendship from him, to explain 
my own reasons for declining to accept them. 
However, I thank you for what yon have 
done. You are further at liberty to eommu- 
nicaie my sentiments to His Majesty, telling 
him that presents are not necessary to secure 
my good offices in bis favour: I tske the 
will for the deed as to what be offered to 
transmit through you, or, as we say in Hid* 
doo, i>tfie K^ool Ay. 

He then spoks oiide, in the fraok tone of 
I brother soldier, csmarking thetas I belooged 
In person to the War Minister, and my 


business to Mr. Secretary PJgTllle» I hU|bt 
shew proper attention to theit officit) station 
by sdveruzing my intention to solicit a pri- 
vateinierview of the OoveniorOsacral, thw^H 
there was oo neceuity, and as a peison 
of my discretion must perceive, U might 
be imprudent, to let them know wbat I had 
to say. 

While I was preparing in eloqnent reply, 
Don Pomposo rising from bis lest, extended 
Ills band witli the mr»sl affable shskr. and 
wished me good morning. He had descended 
•uddeniy from the stilts, I would say, tlm 
suUlimiiies of office, not to the ridiculous but 
10 the naptivHting, in geatlcmanly courtesy, 
without the least abruptness of trensition I 
was really charmed, and I scArcely retained 
iresence of mind lo obtain his assurance 
that he would pul ihe buainess in train, and 
recall me soon to learn the result, t went 
home wiih a heart singing for joy that my 
liplomatic mlenis, besides being so highly 
praised in ihe cause of distressed royally, had 
got me a second patron greater and Miter 
than the first. 

Tlie two disiinguiihed patrons whom I had 
already secured, it Will have been observed, 
were not, as tlie simple public might suppose, 
servants whose limited duly it was to loceive 
and obey orders. By no means. In their 
owu opinion they had the iniiiutive in all 
meusures, like his Uril.«nnie Majesty's Secre« 
lurici of State, ami c<»nsenied rnerely for 
form's sake, lo act in the name of a nominal 
superior. Expecting lo find in Mr. Secretary 
Pigville another of the eame, 1 now prepared 
to profess exclusive submission to his guidJ 
ance as 1 had had done so successfully to 
each of the nat. After thus gaining over 
the three leading intriguers and dispensers 
of power, my object it will be remembered,

I did noi 
omit, however, to examine the fore-pjwa, 
Angere.andthucnba, and to meaaurctlie UcmI 
angle of Maharajah, in the moat approved 
manner. Taking leave of the Monkey, I aeni 
mv card upataira, and «aa immediately ad- 
muled to Mr. Pig villa wilUoui any pt\Tade. 
lie began converaatlon by ubaerving ihatl 
waa fund of natural hialory, and un bring 
duly aniwared irt the aHirmaiire aiili a corn- 
man t or two on the rare and iotuicatingapecL 
men at tbe door, he gave me anacconutof 
tbe capture of hie mojik*'y. 1 iroUed him out 
until I got ita complete biography. I then 
expreiaed e hope th»t he would nut lose the 
valuable opportunity enjoyed by him of 
aettUng certain doubtful puiiiti wUiv.h pliilo- 
aophera had left undecided, relarivc to the 
morikey'a place in lltc acalc oflKing. dl 
tbia hia countenance brightened iniu a look of 
anxiety to know what 1 alluded to.

Have you ever met with mty 
cttfkmihary iostance of sagacity in the in¬ 
ferior monkeys of this country, mat you su*

metnory and iaiagination, ck owning them 
with the story of the French Ape that cracked 
wslnuta by applying the principle of gravita- 
li<*o. 1'his phib^sophic quadruped seeing a 
tile fall fiom a boaae and break some bottles 
placed a walnut, too strong for its leclh, at 
the foot of a wall snd tumbled down a stone 
on it from ilte top, so hi to ersek ttie abclUnd 
get at tlie kernel. Here all the fnoultiea of 
the human mind, including judgreeot, the 
Kigheil of lUem were put in requisition by 
one inferior in jK'digrte to Maliarajah, 
who beRidei beloogiog tn a more intriligent 
elsu of the tribe, had a facial angle that pro¬ 
mised whatever hii admirerfi could wish. In 
short Aoiliing but such an* education, as hU 
owner could so well bestow, appeared wartt» 
iog to elevate my friend at the door, or at all 
evenle hit first-born, to equality with nn 
average Bengalee in undn stunning. This 
delighted bim amasingly. Tl\e Stereiary en- 
treated me to put* my thoughts on monkey 
eilucotion on pRper that he might givciUcm 
the coiifideration thev dcicrvcd. \ hope, 
coniiniied be, I shall have the ploaiiire of con¬ 
versing with you further on this most inier- 
eating and r ally importunl sabject.

I did not like 
the surprise nnd sceplirisin with which Mr. 
riljvillc Iriif ned to whnt look so well wiih 
the 01 her greut men. He oonhl not concHve 
the fionilnliiy His Mujetty asking » f.ivour, 
•■xeept through his oflice: and vent for se¬ 
veral naijvee who. wiih their usual tact, con¬ 
firmed all his imagining:!. I apparently suc¬ 
ceeded iu reconciling him to my secret 
embassy bv laying indirectly great stress on 
Its being soLly to himself, as the constituted 
adviser of Governrecsi, and frum a Sovereigri 
placed in ciicumsiances which deterred him 
from trusting his seutiments to paper lest the 
Reridcnt shoold discover it, and treat him 
mote severely than ever. Lnlike tlie other 
two, he was not above recognising the superi¬ 
ority of the Governor General, and oonsented 
to submit the business to his considers- 
lion. His Lordship, however, was busy 
then, and if 1 could delay my request for a 
private audience fifteen or twenty days, I 
might expect a more pvtieoi hearing. This was 
aU I wanted, provided the Secretary did not 
in tbe mean lime enter a caveat against me.

He was what is called a 
brail* sucker, a son of iniellectusl leech, too 
indolent to read or think, who drew what in 
formation he coold from the natives and nn« 
conscious viAitors, that he anight at conveni¬ 
ent lensoni disgorge it on the council and the 
Scieiitrfic Journals. Tima he got credit foi 
va»t knowledge, and prodigious njodesty 
wlih'h made him confide it to other* for piil>« 
licaiion, insload of revealing it tu tlie woild 
under hii own name. N^tsalisficd widi g^vijig 
him many new ideas of the inlviior, ami of 
the in:iny throned powers which lie governed,! 
I imprudently conected his geogiiiphy and 
reduo* d some aVites from a mighty space, 
whioh they held in hia imagination, to their 
actual diniciisioii*. Kor instance, on heHiing 
of my sojourn at Saugor, he asked Ifbw much 
8<ilt might be manufjcLiired annually from 
tlie wntcr* vf the lake* Tnc couteat "f uur 
cliseourhe lel\ no room for a mistake of the 
word, so 1 abruptly said bemustmciui ifamhur 
in Uujpuotana where salt was deposited na« 
tiirally from the water of a lake, that of 
Snugor being Ircsli. On oiiotber CHx«i*ion 
the Secretary alluded, In rather u reysteriuu* 
wayi to the negligence of a certain locsl func* 
tioniry who had allowed Europeans to enter 
the SOI vice of ihe R«dah of Alwur and to dis¬ 
cipline a foi mid able army with which the 
British Forres in the Uppew Provinces might 
be unable to cope In case of a rupture. 1 
happened to know that the two boys, whose 
father was called the iMacherry RojAh in t^id 
irake's time, were then under the tutclHge of 
Abmed Buksh Khan, a Jageerdatof the Com¬ 
pany, who had entertained a few discharged 
drummers aud dressed about fiity of the 
AI wav Najevbs in aeimys* cast-ofT coats. 1 
doubled if tiie princii>aiity could muster 5,000 
tag, rag, and bobiail di to stand a volley from 
one battalion of our Native Infantry. Excuse 
me, said Mr. PlgyilU confidently, and called 
in a rascal of a Hindoosianee who, contradict¬ 
ing me fiatly, affirmed that the Alwar Riijsb 
WM not tlie Macherry Rajah, and that he had 
a lakb of drilled horse, foot, and artille^ 
comroonded by Sahi^log. 1 saw ny error 
when too late, but tt he did not eanlt over 
me I got off cheap at ihe time. * 

Let me bare caution all young friends »bo 
visit the City of Palaces, to bewsre of tbe fa¬ 
tal omtHtion of appearing clever. It is there 
a word of similar omen to ona’a bopea of ao 
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appointoieot, u was PhUoiopM at ffie Tul- 
leries in the reign f»f the restored Bourboaa, 
end Radical in Downing Street wMle 
George the Ponrih lived. The practice wbicb 
t had adopied of sharpening my wits for i 
little exhibition on particular occasions, now 
gsve colour to the calumny, and I afterwarde 
safferod tbe penalty, though innocent of 
ihe crime of cleverness. But is it U an of- 
feiirc ugAlnsi both person and property 
wiihin the Mahantta Ditch, it will be oi ser¬ 
vice to ignorant Mofussulitei to expound 
the principles of the law that makes it penal. 

In those day* the Honorable Company 
having a ivgal monopoly of trade, salt, opi¬ 
um. and raw silk, their Secretaries of Stale 
in Calcutta were with equal Justice entitled 
to I hut of all the lulrnls East of the Cape, 
which did uot then compromise Dantaic. 
Hence any person but the monopoliitJ, con- 
vicicd of having the commodity in his pusses- 
slou, was deservedly excftcyaered and treated 
like Alderman Wsithman, who suffered to 
ihe Amount of £3U00 for illicitly owning a 
OaudAiia handkerchief. Tho necessity fur 
Hticli restriclioQs is olso evident to the un¬ 
prejudiced. The Court of Diroctors hive 
oRen declared their inability to govern India, 
and so might their Secretaries to hold office, 
without their respective monopdiics. Gentle¬ 
men who grow up in one spot performing one 
round of duties from youth to middia age, 
with an official iin|)orLauce attached to their 
situations, being soon able to reduce iheir 
fuii6iions to furmulitics which they do not 
need any obilUiea to get through, can dispense 
with those f’crsOTial acquirements and exer- 
tloni of mind from which humbler pe<^le 
gain coDSeqaence among the vulgar. But 
for the same reason that a CapUin, however 
worthy, cannot command a Major, a Secre¬ 
tary, if nature or accident have made bim 
dcticicDt, cannot cooreiiieotly rule the rest of 
his countrymen eod the 100,000,000, unleia 
superior talvnts be conferred on him by law. 
I uu not find any clause in the new charter 
which dvprivea our functionaries of any of 
their rights and privileges. Let me, therefore, 
solemnly conclude by warning oil ‘'clever/* 
'* talented,'’ and '* able*’ persons not in oIBm 
that they are iadicuble under the black ^le 
act fbr possessini^ contraband property.

subsequent appearance, as Jeremy Diddler, 
drew forth mueb fi.itteiing com mend alien, 
before I had lime to speak. It encressed 
space, but 1 reserved my powers for the 
breakfast sr'cne, koiwing tnat as the cli* 
mate of the faUl dilch denies an appetite to 
those it surrounds, the ability lo eut well is 
reckoned a high accumplislktncnt amoag 
them. PesI after peal of applause rose from 
boxes, while 1 sat buttering and mssticaiing 
rolls. My hunger of rrcaiure-comforts and 
fame wus fairly luiisfied for lh| night. But 
the delighted beauty and fashion of Calcutta 
next set up a vociferous encore /" ** More 
breakfast for Diddler ** Encore Jeremy ! 
encore Urged <>xi by this second call to 
glory, I prolonged the new repast amidst re* 
iterated piuuditi, until I full my mid i iff crack¬ 
ing ood my paunch large enough for FolstaS*. 

This marked approbation was certainly 
premature. I had yet no right to it, nor lo 
ihe appellation ol ** clover follow/’ which 
now got ailachcd to my name: for, it will bs 
rt^olTecicd that, ( wus only ofiiciaring, act* 
iiig, or as Njiivrs say, had but one foot 
(vA tunff) in office; end no btnly ought to 
have lalenif of unv sort before ho is gazetted 
or regularly inst illed in a good appointment, 
within Job Cbariiock's domain. Honca I, 
though innocent, an (Tv red forbearing the con¬ 
traband tide. Mr. Pigvillc'searly suspicions 
were cunHrmed. Ho postponed the educa¬ 
tion of ilia monkey, and shrunk from me into 
urbane stolidity. Pomposo resumed his 
stilts, and fixed hit eyes on mine as when he 
asked for ** tnkei/' and got none. The 
Minister at War appeared unchanged, but 
gave me a piece of disagreeable duty to 
execute, which i considered out of roy line. 
I waa directed to make inquiry iuto the life 
and coDversaiion of a Staff Officer, at a dis* 
taot station, who bad been reported, Heaven 
knows bow, or by whom, to live above hit 
income.* As the necessary information could 
not be obtained pnblicly, ray instructions 
were to write pgioole and conjidentiai let* 
Lara, under my patron*s fraok, to persons 
likely to know most on the snbject. I knew 
the mao thus suspected of deserving to lose 
preferment. He bad received it lor services 
in tbe field: and though one '* ready to hail 
the wine odd as tbe fight/' too fond perhaps 
of hearing Uie chimes it mid-night; be wai 
nfit a person to do any thing nnbtcocning a 
geoUeinaa. After renecting on these hoU, 
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I lielU itkwfttd ooUoqoy vttb myself on the 
niDUves of the M.olHer in coufiJio^ such «o 
ipvMtItfetioQ to me. A dlitio* 

<|uiihea Officer, high in office, quoth 1, 
cannot serlouelv tneea to make 4 hes4 spy of 
hia friend and nrother Officer. No, no: he 
proposes it iderety to try my virtue: just to 
ftfcerteiri tlitt 1 ein abuw such vile doings, 
and Uien to give me a place worthy of my 
merits. Accordingly I got into heroics, on 
meture calculation, of virtue beiag, for once 
something more than its own reward, and 
decUoed, iu the blandest terms imaginable, 
to undertske the ioqQiiitiou. The Minister 
received my excuse with a bow, which had 
rather more of forraahty in it than of good 
omen. He wrote a letter on the sobjeci, 
witb his own hand, to the Commandant of 
the Staff Officer*e sution, and though ) 
as>oredly gave no notic>* to the partice of the 
CO nfng event, 1 was afterwards held answer¬ 
able for the irreverent reception of my pa* 
troo'i commands. My C'^nbdential office now 
became a sinecure, and Its never honored 
me with another order. 

Seeing, in all these occoircnces, a hurri. 
cane aitcad, 1 thought it time to tack. Tlie 
Socreiurice had hitherto kept me 
from approaching the head of the Oovern* 
ment whom 1 no longer cx|>t!Cted ever to see, 
through their influence, it was tiue, they 
would most probably frustrAte whatever i 
might gain at a private interview without 
thsjr conseut: yet there appeared a chance, 
and that the uDly one fell, of success in a 
direct appeal to His Lordship. I iUeref<»rc 
took imorodiale steps to solicit an audience, 
and It was gniOUJ. 

As the Aide-de-camp inuoduced me and 
ahut the door, the tall Unk figuie of the 
Marquis of Coudrscensioo rose erect, and 
bent ID acknowledgment of my bow. I ad¬ 
vanced, and ho smiling, witn a semi-circular 
sweep of his band, pointed to a chair, on 
which 1 bowed, and my Lord buwed agaiu. 
Not to be outdone in good manners, 1 sub¬ 
jected my back to a third iiifiection, and HU 
Lordship, after retuiniiig itaat down, and 1 
followed his example. 

The features ot thia celebrated Peer are 
familiar to t^ frequenters of almost every 
ale house In BnUlo; and ia India there are 
few bungalows without bU picture. 1 never 
'knew a face wbicb natare bad favoured less 
or art multiplied mote. La regard to hU 
manoere, tbot^h he went tbroueb kll the 
eTotmioDS which I liave described in a very 
brief tpaoe* diey were conducted with too 
much pracimeo to jostle one o ether, or to 
detract (rom that koAy ait of condespeadon 
ky vhioh be seemed deeirous, in pity, of lei • 


sentng ibe immeasurable distance which fate, 
he was aware, had thrown between him sml 
Lteutenaot Oiddler Wayward. The convrr- 
latioQ with which be honoured rae, was too 
well bred, passionless, and vague in its appli- 
nability, to admit of being iUusUateJ by 
examples. 

He hstened palisntly to my often-told tale 
of an oppressed King, and an inert yet vexa¬ 
tious Resident, at Lucknow. The narrative, 
1 could at once perceive, was opposed to the 
Marquis' preposseMions and ioformstion on 
the subject. After expressing some polite 
wonder at roy statements, hs proceeded to 
d scre4it tiiem with some, eingular assump¬ 
tions. which served to shew by what ex¬ 
clusive chennels the mind of thU ruler re¬ 
ceived intelligence. Do you not think it 
possible. Mr. Wayward, said he, that some 
designing coonier may have imtioaed himself 
on yoo as the King ? Suck a state of things, 
as you mention, it is certain, formerly existed 
in Oude: but as you have no doubt heard, 
all grievances complained of by Ilis Majesty 
and the peoplu have been reclrtascd, uiid ilie 
rscurreocu uf them prevented, by me. The 
cUaracter of Cuionel Ycaandnay too, whose 
nppuiutment is su aalisfuotory to the whole 
Army, and to the population of Oude, must 
»ippear to you a sullicient guarantee for ilie 
fulfilment of my wishes, and the execution 
of the orders of Governmenl.*' When I 
ulludeil dilfidcutly to the slavish liubits of 
naiives, and their dread of appealing from a 
Kubordiuate lo Ida principal, His Lr^rdihip 
silenced mo by saying that the Princes of 
Lucknow corresponded regularly with Mr. 
Pjgville, a gentlcmao of the first talents, and 
deepest knowledge of the oiienial character, 
whose entire confidence the Kciideot pos¬ 
sessed. it W.1J, therefore, impossible for tlie 
King to be dUsaiisfied unknown lo ibe Go¬ 
vernor-General, and hence, I might infer, my 
story had no foundation. 

Never did knight in the days of chivalry 
essay more eagerly to find entrance for hit 
spear through some opening in the panoply 
of a mailed Baron of old, than 1 tried to dis¬ 
cover a vulnerable point la ** the cold shade 
of aristocracy," which enveloped t)iii modem 
Lord. 1 began to think him made of impe¬ 
netrable stutf, and had nearly retired in de¬ 
spair. By way of winding up, perhaps with 
a gentle reproof, the Marquis observM that, 
like most yonng soldiers, 1 bad probably en¬ 
joyed few opportunities of intercourse with 
the higher clasMi of Natives, whose prioci- 

J iles and babits, be said, were very diSersnt 
rom tknes of our servanU and workman. 
Wkbeot eaeapUfyictf tbs diflereose by six 
and baU a dossn, f guardedly dtsclssmsd 
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the excuM of i^oortnce for mj iu$p#c(ed 
error, by mentiooini^ iatimxcy witli which 
I httd ^en hohoured by ceruin rnmbenof 
the Royel fumilieg of Uelbi eod Jcypoor. 

My gentle reederi of the Qeeetie, during 
the lest nod preient jeer, know how correct 
1 wee in thii part of my etory. It proved a 
home-thruit to the Noble l^rd. One who 
bad kept euch excelleot eompioy ei that of 
Prince Jeheogeer end Maharajah Juggut 
$ing1i, appeared now qaalihed to be a wii- 
oeia concerning the new made monarch of 
Ourle. Kit Lordehip leemefl to have a vast 
veneration for the hnuae of Tiionr, but eome 
dialike to ite present repreaentaiive at ^elUi. 

I wan qucitiniied about many Hindoo and 
Muagnlman Princes, of theio two linee, to 
whom Hii LoMahi|i ticribed an imporUnce 
in tudicroue contnat wkli their real inah^l* 
ftcance. Raising from diacourHe on die dc* 
scendantMoftliR Son nrtd the Tartar, ne cainc 
buck to the work uf the Murquiv'a own handa. 
ihe Royalty of Lucknow. Allowing that the 
firit King of thia r)*ce could not poasee« all, 
the reual excellcncka inhen nt in the blood 
iif the illuatiioiia pcmniiv of whom we had 
been talking, Hii Lordaliip eoniidercd him 
** a high*xninded Prince of good natural 
ports," though hii education wa^a imperfect. 
On One opinion of the Sovereign, who haa 
already been gnn;;ed by me, hiaiecrvtaio* 
ha<aaHor,nowtruatcd for a favourable re*henr- 
ing of the caae. His M^ijcaty, laid I. haa at 
leaat a noble aenae of ilm debt of gratitude 
which he owee your Tajrdanip. In proof of 
it, 1 mny be permitted to mention tiiut, in 
coi>f)oding the inesaage to me, which I im¬ 
prudently undertook to deliver, the King waa 
deairouf of cniruaiing me with a larga aum 
of money to get a Coronet made in |ireac?ni 
to your Lordahip, in token of hia joy at the 
additional diatinolion lately cooferreu on hia 
noble fnend. Bur, indcpendeiiUy of orders 
agai&at receiving preaeota, l,of courae could 
not presume to accept any thing valuable on 
account of your Lordahip." The King*a ia- 
teationa, aud ray reaaona for declining to 
aid in executiog them, eviiieotiy gave the 
Marquia a very favourable impreaaion of both 
artjee. The receipt of any article of value, 
e laid, waa out of the queaiton: even a 
trifling present would be objectionable, and 
I bad pot a very proper conatructlon on the 
ordere of Governmeot 1 am always pieaa^, 
he added graciouain to meet with a 
military man, patticularly a young orte. who 
oao onderttand the iplrit of a public mW- 
aura. I may be pardoned for itating, amd I, 
that your Lordahip bu juit commended 
^at quality in which the King Oade 
ibtnka the ^ideot eipecmUy dej^ve. 
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** How en, Mr. Wayward?*' Why, my 
Lord, Hie Majeaiy unagiiwi, though it may 

be a natural prejudice, that a plain gentleman, 
like ColouH Yraandnay, cannot enter iolo 
your Lordibip'i elevated views, cor feel ibal 
sympathy with greatness which, he I'uncies, 
is peculiar to emineot rank and high lineage. 
Hence, instead of comprehending that tha 
perfect independence or the King, and (he 
friendly advice to be given him, were both 
aoU of grace on the part of your WHship, 
the Resident has virtually rendered the ad¬ 
vice obligatory, and therefore humiliating on 
the most trifling domestic affairs: and fui thee, 
in place of doing immediately what ha ought 
to know your Lordship would do if on the 
spot. Colonel Yeannduay Is scrused of bring¬ 
ing a Sovereign Prince into ridicule snd con¬ 
tempt, by often keeping ihe houechnld busi¬ 
ness of the Court of Lucknow at a stand for 
three eeek*, uiiLil he can get speciHl orders 
from CalcuilN." 

The Mnrquis now put eovcral questions to 
infoim himself fully of the import of my ob- 
airvuiions. Then with t condescending smile, 
he coniiniied: you will excuse me, Mr. 
Wayward, for having had recourse to a little 
strata gem to diecover your general capacity 
to appreciate ihe oharacier or Native Priuoce 
generally, sod of the King of Oude in parti¬ 
cular. who I Htn happy to call my personul 
friend. Your answera to my inquiries have 
iieen extremely aatisfHrtory. From the inti¬ 
mate knowledn jon possess of his mind. 1 
can now conflde in your rcprcsrniation re¬ 
specting his wants and wishes. You will not 
be displeased, therefore, to learn that It is 
tny present intcnlion to employ you in oon- 
veying a friendly message to lUs Majesty 
in reply. I shall prepare your instniciioni 
and rommonicaie them to you in a few 
days." His Lordship rose and bowed me 
out, as I had been wch'oraed into the room. 

I beg pardon, my dear Mr. Scratch, for 
notbeiug «t home when you called, for these 
three Ust weeks, to give you the sequel of 
my secret embassy from the Potentate of 
Oude to tbe Potentate of Fort William. The 
fact is, that the absorbing interest of the Delhi 
Races, 4he deep bets, and frequent private 
Inlerviews, which 1 nreessarity nad with the 
Jockeys, left me no lime for reminiscences. 

Bhi y m cannot have yet forgot roy recep¬ 
tion, and tlie diitinguished manner in which 
I WM treated by tbe Marquis of CondesccD- 
sion. The couferenee of two hours, which I 
had tbe honor to hold with His Lordship, 
nod the lofty bearing with which 1 retonod 
for my hat to tha Aide-<le-04a|>*s IOOD» as¬ 
tonished the jnllant aatelUtas of tha great 
piaoet of (he Bui, aad through then ail Cal* 
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cuUt. Instead of enWrinj a room and sit¬ 
ting through a (ireiozna eveoiiig uauoticed 
even by my old acquainiance, ovcry bi^ wig 
whom I wu IcDOWQ to only on the 
pestorad me with reoogn tioiis. Desidea a 
auha of clotbea from CoaaitoHah. bowovur, I 
had now Uarnad ihe maQoera of ilia Slack 
Hole. On arriving in a brdltaot p^rty, o<i 
one occasion, a eoxi'ornh, in a pUci*, who had 
beeo my oHum at Agra for Hfc mooth«. 
though he ready coiiid not recollect where 
ha had lean*' me, when 1 came lo the Pted* 
doncy, laid hit hind uCibly ••n an empty 
chair next to Uimself, and aaid. with a lam • 
liar imile, ** come Wayward, uy boy, ait 
down and tell mo wint yoa no i the Lord 
were Ulking about (he other diy '* R<goic. 
ing at an opportunity to return liis peculiar 
compliment, while twenty or more ** faahi* 
onabica'* had thWr eyet on ui, 1 coolly put 
on the Chowrinitbea look nfunacquujntance, 
which oonaiiia in dripping the under Jaw u 
little and atarin:; aa wiuc ea ptmihle: upou 
my word, Sir, ant'd t, quoting himself, you 
have the advantage ot me: Ciinnot recollect 
where 1 have seen you, but I dare lay 
wa have met ao me where in the Moihaanl.** 
*• Oh !“ rejoined my old clmm, and die 
guiaed hie chagrin by turning round and 
talking nonseuse lo toe lady of the honee. 
A lUil mightier man, who had in former 
time! drunk und noutched with mo in Delhi 
street, received my visit nt his honre withoui 
rising from his chnir. or once addressing a 
tyllahle to mo, though he gosaiped abun 
dandy to visitors, then with him. whom ht* 
had seen daily for years. Hearing of my 
wonderful sucoess at Government house, thit 
ge I ulema II im media tv ly sent liis card to my 
Induing, by a chuprussy, who delivered it 
without pretendinv that hit in ister had enme 
or was canning wjlli ft I gave ord«*rs lo 
cries qnesliou the messenger, who (old my 
servunl he hcfieverl it to b:* a *' mir^aaec kn 
feriif,'* which great folks there orcnsionally 
sent to Hide ones. I shortly afterwards, to my 
delight, found this bestower of (tekefs of fa* 
vor at a family party of 150 persons, and in 
the tumult of taking seals, he got jammed be 
tween roe and an Officer from Barrack pore. 
Haring concerted measures, by whispering, 
in Calcutta fashion, behind his chair, we kepi 
up a cross fire over his posiltoo, without^oore 
■peaking to him for two hours. Imitaiing the 
fashion able*' habits of the Cbowringhee 
grandees, we discussed the affsin of the 
Upper Provlncei across my quondam reveU 
ler's plate, or relieved him ocoasiooally by 
changing our line of coromnnication to the 
back of bit neck. Revenge of thii sort ii 
exeee^ngW aweet to the avenged, nod by no 
metos naetess to the victim. 


But the high panacle of honour, on which 
I DOW stood wltJiiu (he Jethean ditch, exposed 
me to the fatal arrows of the managing Secre¬ 
taries. They beard, suspected, and—oh horror 
of horrors I roet to compare notes. I had an 
acoouQt of the meeting from an Eurasian 
clerk in the service of Don PompoR^. As no 
such awful oonferenne has takau place aiece 
that on (he raft at Tilsit, 1 roust record it 
in the dramatic form.

Thn Above places are usat etch other, And 
the pursuits and class of inbAbitanis nearly 
ainiMAr» ibey are aKuAled in ib« centre of the 
8aharunpore district* Aod are unnoticed in 
Hamilton’s Gaeetreer. 'Ibetown of TbaiiAh 
Bbown hu a population of 7.000, of which 
4,000 are Hi ndotM, and the rest Mussulmans; 
the inbsbitant* are jKior and peaceable people, 
principally employed in the manufacture of 
cloth. At one time In former days this was 
A famous place for the Tnanufacture of srnall 
Arms, in which a very few now find employ- 
aent. The town has beert very quiet aver 
since it came into the British rule-*the last 
brush they had was from aPathunof Lulisree* 
wbo commanded aotno of Juswunt Kao’s 
troops, and who look an opportnniiy while 
reireating^ from before the Ihitisli Army to 
show off his prowess before his town^iiien to 
revenue himself on the inhabitants of Tbanah 
Bhown, for some insult. He lost 25 men on 
the occasion, the Thsnah people fought man¬ 
fully, expecting; relief, and drove the Pathan 
off, but they bud 15 men killed on the occa- 
eion. There are 25 Suttees at this place-^ 
the Isst occurrrd alx>ut 26 yearn axo. A 


old building which marked the spot, to her 
new home, and erects tlie usual Suttee build¬ 
ing over the relie^lierdauabtersdothe same, 
aod hence the number increases without end, 
all over the couiiiry.

Fort of Ohoosourii.—T he old fort 
of Ghousgurh contains an area of about 
2 B 0 acres; the walla aie conitruoted of 
mud, end are of considerable strength, but 
the want of a ditch mado it easy of escalade, 
a mode of attack, by the bye, not ouch ap* 
>roved by the natives; the streets appear to 
lave been regularly laid out, but tiie only 
hulldinae remaining are the ruins of tome 
M u«jids and housea. all more or less in decay; 
at one of the Musjids there are the remains 
of public hot baths, the marble hes ell been 
made nwny with, and the stones and bricks 
of bnildiugs are disappearing fast; the 
natives of luls coantry have no idea of pre¬ 
serving places uf this kind, and both neb and 
poor heedlrssly look on at the indiscrimiaate 
plunder. The little villege of Ferozpoor is 
sitimlcd in one of the bastions; it contains 
300 iDhabit'ints; (bay tell curious sbirias 
of furmer timeR, and make oot that Oolam 
K had ur*s conduct was a just retribution on 
Shah Alum for deep Injuries in exposing the 
females of the family when in his power; 
tlie building from whence they were exposed 
is pointed out: they further add, that 
Oolam Khadur bad besides personal injuries 
to revenge ; the King having caused him to 
be made a eunuch while a youth under bU 
protection. There is a Isrge well in the 
hirt about 22 feat in diameter, a piece of 
water of this exient cannot be defiled ac« 
cording to the laws, mod it was customary to 
make wells of this size in former times. 
The laud within the fort is now mostly culti¬ 
vated and produces good crops of wheat and 
jooara. 

The Mussulman youths of these towns 
and neighbouring country are good soldiers, 
but they dislike the Britiah discipline, and 
few of them arc found in our ranks ; many 
of them take service with Runjeet Sing, 
and a number of them were with dhab 
Sbuja Io bis late attempt to regain histbrona. 

D to BUND.-* Before I proceed further 
south, 1 muat stop fora momeotto take a little 
ootice of the town of Deobuud, which is 
situated nearly half way on the great road 
fron Mosofnroagger to Saharaopore, aod 


where a comfortable (ravcller *8 bungalow has 
b«>eD erected by aubecription. llit town of 
Deobund is of great antiquity, but little notice 
can be found concerning it; it has a popule- 
tion of about 14.000, half of which are 
Muaaulmuns, and half are ITiodoos; tliere ii 
acoumderable traffic carried uu in the pn^ 
dues of the nciglibouring country: cotton 
cloth of all kinds, blankets aud shoos sre 
maoufactuied for esporUtion. Three slaU 
lions, belonging to Guveriimeut. used tu be 
stalioood here fur the iiuproveroent of the 
breed of horses, wliiuh the people uf this 
pari of tlie country take the greatest interest 
in: almost every respectable f.irmer has a 
broo'l mare, the constant care of all the 
inmates of the family. The sninll pur^unalt 
of Kutnh is particularly famoiiR for the 
succesB iha Ztimeendnrs have in their breed 
of cattle, and a pair of young cnrringe marea 
may be had fur 300 Rupees, which by proper 
traioing and management would, in a tweWe 
month, be valued at 1200 rupees, ami no 
where could a goinl jiiilgo uf a norse make n 
more profitable visit. Tlia present Su|»er* 
intcodent of tlte Stud baa bitidv mode the 
moet judicious arrangemenls for keeping up 
and extending this )>enericial spirit among 
the people, who are much satisfied, and put 
the greatest coofideuce in him. The fliird- 
war fair takes place io the beginning of 
April next, where a great show of horses are 
always to be seen, but nu place being ap- 
pointed or cleared for tlie purpose, much 
inconvenience is fell, and it is lo ba ho;>ed 
tbe hint thrown out last year will not ha lost 
on the aulborities of Saharunporu, and (hat 
tbe prisoners will be set to work in forming 
a clesr way of 60 or 60 feet in breadth, for 
about 100 yards, along the high road a littlo 
south of the town near the place where tbe 
horse merchants usually put up for the 
purpose of showing off horses. 

Deobund was at one (ime the most notori¬ 
ous place in the Dooab for thieves and 
robbers wbo used, when they borrowed or 
owed money, to any they would pay when 
they got tbe money from Deobund. Like tbe 
London Flash Notes of tbe Bank of £le* 
gance, too, they used to give boondies on 
nominal houses in Deobund. There are 
eight fairs or leligioua cneetlnge during the 
year at cerlaio sacred plaoea, where consider¬ 
able gifts are offered. 'I'bere are three achools 
for Persian and Arabic, attended by 66 boys, 
who pay from 2 rupees to 2 annas ner mooUi, 
according to tbairmaana. There are four schools 
for Na^aree aod Hindee, attended princU 
pally by Brahmuo boys, whoaretBU|bt|ratlf. 
There are no lem than 130 Suttee oaiTdings 
here of all claMti of Hindoos, five of them 
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occurred within tbelui ISyean; do £ar<^ 
pean wai present at any of them. There 
are a great number of mangoe grorea aJi 
around the towa» which must aerre to keep 
off a free circulation of air: the atreeta io 
which the ahop# are si mated are so hot that 
it would be imposaihle for a £ur<»peao to 
axial there in the warm moiilha; the place 
it howerer heiUhy, and tlie only epidemic 
which ia troublesome^ is the small pox» which 
occosionully coruniim dreadful havoc. The 
fruit of the manguc in ibis dUirict issmill 
and stringy, wiih a strong turpentine daror; 
they arc not reckoned uuwlmlesumoi psrticu* 
larfy if milk is drauk afier partaking of 
them. Doobuud is tlis principal town of Ihs 
purgunnali uf lhal name. It is about ]&0 
square miles in extent, with a population of 
obout 60,000 inhabitasts, and pays a reve¬ 
nue to Government of sbout one and a half 
lacks annually. The soil it mostly of a 
sntidy nature, aud a good deal of sugarcane 
is produced without irrigation; indeed, 
most of ilm cultivation is without wells, or 
othrr srtiOcial supply of water, oud the 
crops arc cunsequeoiiy not heavy. 

MozuruRNVGunn.—The little town of 
Mozufumugger, in tlio great road Iron 
Meerut to Sabarut>|>ore, is the sudder sta¬ 
tion of a smull district under a Collector 
end Magistrate; it eoiiluitis a |M>pulation 
of 7*<K)0 inliabitanis, 4,000 of whom are 
tiindooe and the rest are Mussulmatis: 
the town ood neighbourhood is healthy, 
although, as at the unhealthy town of Saha- 
runpure, a Nuileo (the Weat-kalce Nudee) 
flows past the town, its banks are however 
clenr of weeds nnd .jungle, and the soil is 
sandy, which is sufficient to account for the 
diflerence. There are three 11 in dee schools 
attended by GO ynutbs, who pay from four to 
two annaa per iiiotilfa each, aisn two Persian 
schools attended by 60 youths. There are 
24 Suttee buildings: there is a religious fair 
on the 2d day of CAepf, and another on the 
2d day of BhuiUo, and Saturday is the 
market day which is well attended : there 
are a ouml^r of mangoe groves, but the ap¬ 
pearance of the country ia otherwise bleak 
and uninterestjog ; there used to b4 a Go- 
y arc meat stall iou from the Hauper Stud, and 
there are about thirty go^ msrea io the 
town. The purgunah of Moaufurnueger is 
about 72 square uiiUs in extant, ia well cul¬ 
tivated and pays a revenue of about thirly-ais 
thousand rupees. 

Shamlsb.—I n the district of Monfnr- 
nugger the town of Sbamlee is the pHoeipal 
place vf trade, and the merchanta are con¬ 
noted, aud carry on traffic with the cooa- 
trite westward of thodumna: the principal 


artictea are ghee, aogar, salt, wood, bam- 
booa, spicea, &c. The carriage ia ou 
hackeries and ia all done by coniract. Su¬ 
gar can be transported from Shamlee to 
Bbowauee, a distance of DG miles, for four 
anaas |>er maiiud of 04lbs. 16^0Z. and 
oilier goods in proportion to bulk and weigbt*. 
tbe town oCShanilee coiitaios about 13,000 
inhabitaota, IH.OOO of whom are Hindoos uud 
tbe rest are^ussulioans. The Hindoos, 
particularly tlie merchant*, of whom ihure 
are upwuTila of 700 families, are very jpulous 
of their religious fcelinss, and no bulliKiks 
arc allowed to be killuJ iu or near the town: 
about .seven years ago the Muai^ulMiuna 
were allowed to kill cattle outside, and to 
bring the flesh into the town. Tlic Thaua- 
dar, who wss a flfuMulman, took imuicdiutc 
advantegf of the order to insult the 11 imhuiH. 
A bullock wss slauglitereil outside of the 
town, and the cercase reeking wiih blood 
was brought In with a triumphal (irocession, 
end it is aaid, blood was sprinkled in some 
of the Hindon*s houses, who itnniodidUdy 
shut up their .shops and rviircd to the intcTun* 
of their residences, and not one was to be 
seen : complaint wos immediuU^ty made of 
tbe outrage, which was initently rodreased, 
and the Hindoos returned to their usual 
avocstioiis, and now pride thfmselveu oii 
possessing an order, on they say, from Go- 
vernmeot, that the Than ad ar shall always be 
a Hindoo, and that cattle sliall not he killed 
or beef brought witliin tbe town. Whether 
tbie is true or uot, 1 bare no means of nscer- 
Uiiiiug, but it clearly enough points at wUnt 
tile priiK'ipat enhabitauts of the country con¬ 
sider as immunities beneficial to their ideas 
and circunsiatices. I have known a bazar 
out 100 miles from Delhi erected by Buuyns 
at considerable czpeuss on an undentandiiig 
from tbe Civil officer, that their prejudices 
would not be interfered with, and particu¬ 
larly that cattle would not be allowed to be 
killed. Aootlier Magistrate came, who was 
induced to upset the order of hia predecessor, 
when a MuMulumn of course instantly de¬ 
filed the piece, which was deserted, wd I 
saw tlie buildings afterwards in ruins. 1 wish 
the worthy Magistrate bail heard the deep 
curses of the community he had thus driveu 
froD their homes. There is a fair at S barn- 
lee on tbe 16 th of BhadoOf called Jogee 
Doss* Mein, aod another on the first Thurs¬ 
day of Ma^k —there ia no particular day for 
market, but the bazar ia always crowded. 
Although Sbamlee ia such an orthodox Hin¬ 
doo place, no Suttee has occurred within tbe 
last century, and there are only 20 Suttee 
buildiop. About forty yeare ago Georp 
Thomae attacked and plundered tbe Chou- 
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dree of the town. In Lord Lake'e tio* the 
iiihabitaniji rpfueed enpiilies to a detachmeal 
under a Oidonel Burne, end ftvored the 
trntips of Jpswuiit Rao, wliich (irored mu 
VHtcttard pipce of poliiice on tlie part of thp 

Shnuilep people; for, hii LordaUip to makt 
nn exntnplo, fiave up the place to plunder for 
two diLva \ it ieaaid the Europeans oado the 
Heat use their liiiip, and some people re- 
cosniae extraordinary fair European lo<ikinu 
BiJiiyaa in iho aliopa occaxionully, at iIk 
irpiriit day, na tlie edecte of bia LoedahipV 
arj^esM on tiic occasion. 

Shiimice lithe head town of the Pur;ttin- 
nah nfiUat unme, cmttuiuiug about 40%i}uare 

uiilcs, and paying a revenue annually ol 


aboat 40,000 Ruppet. The pargunah le wel! 
cultivaleil by induitrioui peo)>le, and le fa* 
<nous for the superior crops of sugarcane; 
furuierly M ax well and Co. hud a ru m distillery 
bpre, which, it is said, wia a profitahle con¬ 
cern. The slreeU through the town of Sham- 
Ipc are in bid order, particularly in hot wea¬ 
ther; I here are a iiumbpr of m an •'oe groves 
and the fruit U sii|>eMor—the best inungoes 
in the DoiMb are procurable at llio iipigh- 
iioaring b>wn of Kyrauuh, wliich is fHinmis 
for its pro«bice of this fruit, the only luxury 
of this uaturc in ah undance at tho command 
of natives.

THE CHIEF MAOISTIIATES CIRCULAR. 


TO TiiK owuaas ako occuriKas or rKeuisas iw Calcutta. 


OcxTLPMFx,—Having thought it my duty 
to lay before Ooverntnent two projiosiiions. 
vis. one to levy a tax on the inlubituots of 
the principal thoroughfares for ihc purpose 
of defraying the charges of watering Ihecn, 
and another to enable you to elect Com- 
miasioners to examine into your municipal 
accounts, I was nalurully desirous that yon 
Mhoiild not be ignorant of mailers to nearly

I am not aware of what may be the deciiton 
of Government on the subjects thus submit¬ 
ted, but conclude that it will depend a good 
deal upon the sentiments that you may sec 
reason to adopt and express in regard to them.

Sir,—It is with some concern that I have 
to report to Goremraent, that the Conser¬ 
vancy Committees, proposed to be instituted 
for tne better tnauogement of that depart¬ 
ment of the town business hi my letter of the 
1st December, 1833, have not yet been apy 
where nominated, and that I do not at pre- 
lent lee any immediate prospect of tneir 
btiDf ao, 

9. In explanation of the atepa taken by 
me on the aunjecl, 1 have the honor to submit 


a few primed copies of letters addressed by 
me to tho inhalntants, which 1 trust will satisfy 
Government, that no slop tiuit I could jiro- 
pcrly take has been neglected by me in order 
to stimulate the people into a liuto moro 
concern for tlieir own ad airs. 

3. The causes of this apjmrent apathy 
vro, no doubt, the ubxcnce ot any grievous 
evils connected with the Police, the removal 
of which could obviously bu clTeotcd by the 
means of Committees—the want of idle men 
of talunt for business — the be lief that Govern¬ 
ment is bound to effect improvements—the 
general belief that the funds of the town are 
honestly managed—the apprehension that 
the CoinutiUes pfao might lead to heavier 
taxation—thn want of any kuowri Co<(e of 
Rulea, pointing out the mode in which Meet* 
iu;;s could beheld, and Commissioiicrs ap¬ 
pointed, aud their powers defined. And 
lastly, the want of a sufheient personal stimu¬ 
lus, arising from cx|>ected honor, rank, or 
political influence connected with the dis¬ 
charge of the duty. 

4. Sfleh being the case, it might be said 
that Governmeot have now only to economise 
the old, aod to in^iose additional taxes, and 
carry proposed improvemeois into eRect 
through their paid servants. 1 think, how¬ 
ever, that this is a course to which Govern¬ 
ment should not resort, till hope of attaining 
the end, through the instrnmentality of the 
people themselves, is exhausted, 

6 . By the statement 1 have the honor to 
append, it, appeara that Government do, In 
pCHDt of fact, expend the whole of the town 
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duliei upon Police of the town, eschi 
eive of tne pay of the Me^Utnilfean4^u[>er* 
intendent. I see no reason why the people 
should not lie told dlalincily that Gorem- 
ment will not allow of a single rupee being 
expended upon the town, beyond the average 
annual proceeds of assessment and town 
duties, and that it is not their intention to 
noutinua the lotteries hi^yond the period when 
the debt is paid oft'. This would at once put 
an end to that vQgne dc^iendcnce upon Go* 
vemment for tlic excrution of every work of 
improvement, and the care of all public 
business whatever. 

6 . In a separate address of this date, on 
the subject of watering, a new tax is proposed 
to be imposed; If that he ordered, it will 
probably bnvo thu eftcot of drawing in creased 

attention to the auhjoet. 

7. in order to remove every obstacle to 
the assembling of the oititens together, for 
the purpose of looking into and controlling 
their municipal aftairs, I see no reason why 
ix)rl I one at least of a law passed for Ireland 
in 1829 should not be eniieted here, this 
would obviously be only doing more efiVetu* 
ally what was proposed to be done in De* 
cember before last, as staled in Mr. Muc* 
iwoen's letter of the 3d December, 1833. If 
the clauses remained inoperative, they could 
not do any harm, and would afTord a com* 
mencement for more extended insiUutiont. 

9. It surely deserves censideration whe* 
tber Government should not have the |»owcr 
of conferring local rsnk of some kind upon 
persons elected bv their fcllow-citisens to 
offices of trust under this, or any future law. 

9. It is not my part to advert to the po« 
litical advantages of such a course. The main 
ends at which t aim, are that the municipal 
establishments now existing should stand well 
with the public, that the improvemenU or 
changes, of which they are susceptible, 
should be introduced with the knowledge and 
consent of the people, and that such a share 
of power should ultimately be entrusted to 
the inbabitanU, as to enable them to axeente, 
or cause the execution of, the improvements 
they might desire to see ducted. 

10. So languid would opnear to be the 
public appetite for business of this sort, that 
It would be wrong to de|troy any existing 
establishmrnts in order to make way, for con¬ 
fiding to the public Committees, the arraitge* 
meat of the details of the town business. 
They must at first be auditing, inquiring, and 
reporting Committees, with power to call for 
papers and accounts, to moke suggestions on 
matters relating to expenditure of town 
funds. And, finally, to petitoo Government 
w.rtgsrd to any matter that might seem to 
ohu for that course. 


11. Supposing the Government to ado])t 
the above sug^'estioiis, a very importaot sub¬ 
ject of inquiry with the Commitlees would be 
whether better means of raising the sum now 
realised from town duties coutd not be de* 
viiud, provided that Government would con¬ 
sent to reMal the tax. This measure, it is 
plain, would be no sacrifice to Government, 
since they have for muny years expended that 
amount on the town, and it being a purely 
local tux, they ought perhaps to conlinua 
to do so. 

12. In conformity with the abivc senti¬ 
ments, 1 have the honor to submit a draft of 
an Acs. to enable the householders of Cal¬ 
cutta to elect Muinoipal Commissioners with 
curtain powers.

2 . 11)0 plan of voluntary oubBcriptioi) 
•Qjrxealed by me on ihc 24lh August 1834. 
bnej snnclionod by Govrrfiineiit on the lit 
September, 1834, hat boon only pailiaUy 
tucccMful. SubicripUoa books veie tent lo 
every houta early in November; many per* 
tom tnbscribed, but tonie of thcac huve 
vrilhdntwn.bectute iheir nt4glibourft would 
oot contribulc. and many more were only 
willi))^ to do to, if their neighbours would. 
Some few objecicd on the tpreifto ground 
that, when the town duliei were given up to 
the public, it would be lime enough (o talk 
of voluntary subaeription; and some said 
they would submit to no new taa, till they 
bad a cootrol over the old.* 

3. fhe objection founded on want of con¬ 
trol over ibo old ussessment fund it hardly 
chargeable on Government, and tlie excuse 
that, the town duties are not applied to 
Police par^ioiet. it not tenable, fur by a 
ttaUment appended to tbit report, it appears 
that, over tnd above the atsetimeni, tod 
exclusive of HtgistraUs* salaries, more than

4. It roiEht here be arened that, berauae 
the bulk of the persons ollcctcd by the an- 
tjoyance of duity ronds have nriiher sub¬ 
scribed when asked, or i>otiiioncd to romps I 
rscusaniB, nor complsined in a public ma»mi*r, 
there must have bci'n little iDronveoicnc** 
felt, and connrquently noruuae for the m« 
tcrfrrrnce of Government, and probably to«it 
U a just ctinclusion for in the cold season 
when the days are short and the dc«*s heavy, 
und the wcailicr culm, people do not saflvr 
much : still the annoyance has been consi. I cr¬ 
ab le f and must ^rmtly increase towards the 
eiidofFchnmry, and be inlolcMble in March, 
April, ami M.iy. Yet the fvcling caused by 
this unnoyaiicc is almost sure tu csra|ir in 
other ways then in a quiet busioess-like 
meeting; of ncif^hbours, to devise a rrmedy, 
and 1 doubt wliether, even the southerly 
winds, with Ibeir su^ocattni; dust, woul^ 
induce people to petition for a law to impose 
a tax, or to enable them to control, nitd so 
attempt to save eiiouRh out of the old taxes 
ns to pay for this additional convenience. I 
»m Indeed justiiio^l in this conclusion from 
the fact that, the most populous and fie- 
quenlcd parts of the town, such os the Bow 
Basur, Clive 51(rcet, Cotton Rtreet, ICnda 
15.iSiir, China Baear, and Unite Khola, never 
have bt^en watered at all, end no movement, 
that 1 know of, has ever Inken jOnre to cau^n 
llirm to hv so. Such brin; the state of the 
case, the following questions occur. 

1. Whether the old system of wnterini; a 
few principal streets at the Government {nr 
town) cx pence, leaving other parts uucared 
fur, sliouhl be rccurrvd to ? 

2. Whether the inhubiinnU should be left 
to petition for the renewal of the evil of 
rhisty roads, OovcrDtuciit remainiog iuaclivc 
till they do so ? 

5- The principle involved in the first 
question would seem to have been decided 
by the letter of the Honombie tl;t Vice- 
President in Council of the 1st Sept’^mber, 
1834, in fa?or of e xton<l i ng yraten ug. I m leed, 
1 think there can be little doubt on that head. 
Government are surely.exposed to a cimrge 
of partiality if they water the European 
streets, and neglect tbo native, thus distri-

6. The second quesfion I look up ns very 
important, not with reference to (he n mount 
pm loosed to l»e drawn from the people, (ihui 
is small) but with n ference to the principle 
involved in ir, vis whether Goverumcot on 
(he mere report of a public oHircr, nnd 
without the petition of parties inicmstctl, 
should proceed to exercise thoir fxiwcr ot' 
tsxiition, which is assuredly tlie most invi¬ 
dious office of the Govern nicut. A stroiii; 
feeling of the delicany nnd diHiculty of (lie 
question, in (hit |H>int of view, has k*d mu to 
Irr-spass at so much length on the time of 
the (iovcmmcDt. 

7. Amonga people* be (ter a equal 1 ) ted with, 
and more disjiosed to menace (heir own iiHairs, 
1 think (he above question should bu an¬ 
swered in the negntive. in Calcutta, at the 
present juncture, 1 think it should be an¬ 
swered In the affirmative. 

B. Government is aware, from a separate 
address of this date, that the schmc of 
Conservancy Comniitiees pro|)OKed by me on 
the Ist December, 1833, has not succeeded; 
uiuong the causes of failure therein assigned 
la, die nhsence in Calcutta of retired men ef 
business, or idle men of oharacti r and lulonrs; 
the pursuits of every man, with talents fit 
for public business, arc of un engrossing 
nature, and there is in Calcutta no r^wsrd 
of fame, rank, or considerable influence lield 
out to conntcrbalauce the sacrilice men must 
make, vrho devote much time to any other 
than their appropriate duties. It is not there¬ 
fore very wonderful thnt the mere ho]M* of 
a little better management of some of the 
most uninvUmg details of the town business, 
should not have had the eficct of culltug 
much energy or a cti vit^ in to ex erris p. 1111 n k, 
however, that (he irn|)Osi(iun even of the 
very slight tax now pro|> 08 t'd, may have die 
efle^ct orsilmiiialing men TO o thorough in¬ 
vestigation of their municipal aflhirs, and 
some progress being TD.ide in formxig the 
mateiiats for a municipal constilution foun¬ 
ded on proper principles. 

9. Whatever may be the eflcct in this 
respect, it scemt clear, that a fair case for 
iaif>osiog the Uxonthe great thoroughfares 
is made out, because, first, the evil to tbe 
piitlle and the inhabitants is great; second, 
there are do fuods fairly available for the 
purpoee of removing it, and no prospect of a 
movemeDt oo the part of the people to create 
then, 
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]0. There are two ways hi which Go- 
Tcmtnent mi^ht fracne their law, vis. to levy 
an adequate money ooniribution, adjusted 
according to value of premises, or lo impivse 
a penalty ou every one wlio did out water the 
road in front of hie door.* 

11. Tl»e former of these it the more coo* 
veoirnt cou'^se: it ensures certamfy, and 
reffularky, and rcsponsilMlity is firmly attach¬ 
ed to the puMro servants. The Jntter has rhe 
recommendaiion of jiossihle economy to the 
nitriie'', itiMmcich as those who hav% a small 
rroiila4re might mrMi^ge lo wuter io font of 
tliclr houses by means of the servants already 
enraged by them. And furtl*er, Ihee^ienie 
would he rc^vhited by the extent of fronta^, 
whidi many may consider a better crUerion 
than the amount of rcnt< 

}‘7. Tide plan, however, could only bci 
adopted when the whole, or a majority, reguU- 
ting the whole, desired it, for the grvaUrst 
iiiconvvnieiire would hu found (o arise from 
the mixture of public and private servants 
tasked to water a given extent of road, while 
the impodrion ofa p<‘nalty for neglect, would 
Jiot only he invidmui, hui, lo bo eHectnut. 
would require an establishment to watch the 
parties who agreeing to water might fail, or 
neglect to do so. 

M. Ti^e next point is, tl>e amount to be 
assessei], ihc staiciucnt forwarded with my 
letter of the 24(h August last shows a con¬ 
siderable vuriely of rate, and it would be for 
the interest of streets of the low mto to main¬ 
tain the Ikt, hut the prinoiple will not bear 
being applied to its utmost oisicnt, for that 
would lead lo an assessment oo each house, 
varying in amount according to the fronlago 
of the premisrs, and the width of street, and 
the having or not huvlug an opposite neigh* 
hour; a plan neither admitting of such easy 
and economical ncljiistment, nor in itself so 
equitable as the assessment according to 
re Dial. 

14. A general nvemge of the expense 
would give about one per cent, on the an¬ 
nual rental, as sufficient for so ouch of the 
expense of watering as tbe inhabitanta are 
now asked lo nay. If the tax ia levied only 
for the 8 months tbe dry wcaiber lasts, then 
about Rs. 1-4 per cent, for S months would 
be required, this would be the better course 
in regard to those cases in which teoontj pay 
tax, and the payment would becommeniur^e 
in point of time with benefit enjoyed, but 
preativ the more inoonvenient, os causing the 
introduction into the account of fractions of

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quarterly bills. Allowing for vacanny, and 
percentage on collection, more than one per 
cent, would be necessary, but one and a half

1.^. A clause in the new enactment to 
enable the majority of house-holders in other 
streets or divisions to apply for compulsory 
watering would be useful. 

16. The |M>or are evidently not much in- 
Urusted in Ums matter, all houees under 10 
Rs. rent per month should be exempted. 

17. The method of collecting the tux 
would be the vumc as that of the assessment, 
vis , by demund, through the Collector and 
Ills eeiablishmeot, and piocess of distress, 
rn the event of non-payment. The jicr 
cent, allowed to the Collector oo assesment 
thou Id be Hllowvd here. 

18. It would be well to commence the 
urmngementby employing the MagJstrutcs us 
the udmioUtrators of tue fund, and to give to 
house-holders the right to meet and nppoint 
thmr own ad mini sirs tor, should they toe fit, 
as well a» to increase ur diminish the amount 
to be levied at pleasure, so long as it did 
not exceed one and a half per cent, on the 
rcoul of the house, 

19. It may be said that the present pro* 
position it onf of pivoe-meal legislation, aud 
rliat u scheme should be chalked out which 
would provide for the whole expense of the 
Sieam Eagioe, and of watering tiie PInio 
roads. In the way of such a plan, however, 
there are difficulUvs not easily got over. If 
Ooveriimeot does not water we plain roads, 
nobody will, for if left to a subscription, by 
those who use them, the same failure as I 
have above described, would be incurred. 
Tlie idea of a loll is not to be entertained. 
Gener^ nsscsimeui all over the town would 
be unjust, for the native inhabitants of the 
ccolral part of the town do not frequent the 
Plun, nod U)e great balk are too poor to have 
any interest in the question beyond that of 
Qot wishing to pay any thing at ell. Again, 
a l av on account of an engine, the benefits of 
which are confined to a few streets, could 
never be made general. 

SO. The present plan nay also be called 
piece* meal, since it leaves Che item of lighting 
to be pmd for as heretofore out of the general 
funds, although cbe locality benefitted is very 
limited. If Committees, such as I propose, 
are iastitured, iHis would be a subject for 
early consideration: it tnay for the present 
be leR in its present state, tbe amount ex* 
pended being so small, about Ri. 6,000 per 
anntutt.

THE HURDWAR FAIR. 


On the tit of April, \H—l quitted Kdrnani 
in company with > > —»; our intention be* 

in^ to vine Hurdwnr. Mu^ioorie. und Na* 
hun, returning vift UmbulbH to Kuroaul. 
Our tents were sent forward early in the morn¬ 
ing towards Kurowicc (distanre 15 mitri) and 
we foUowed them after tilBn. On reaching 
the ^Uaut at the Jumna, to our great annoy¬ 
ance, wc found our baf^a$ro de|)Oiitcd on the 
right b^ink, while the only ferry bout wni 
quietly floating down the stream on llie op¬ 
posite side of the river. At sunset we were 
joined by another party similarly circum¬ 
stanced, and our united eaertions effected 
tite passuge of the river, and the esublisix- 
ment of a dinner table on the left bank, 
where, at midnight we sat down to a hastily 
prepared menl. Next morning we com- 
|0eted the stage to Kurowlee, where our 
|mrly was greatly increased by the arrival of 
other iravullers, and wc formed a respectable 
cam]». 

Jrd.'—Proceeded to Kaira about 13 miles, 
on II mude road, leading through a beautiful 
country, well wooded, and highly cultivated. 
Passed several good towns on our way, and, 
after a ride, which we sll enjoyed, found our 
tents pitched in a large grove of mongoes. 
At noon, a smart iliower of rain fell, and cooled 
the air so completely that we sallied forth 
immediately ufterwards with unr guns, and 
got excellent sport; the quail being very 
uumerous. * 

4th..— Eleven miles to Sahamnpore, over a 
country somewhat hifenor to Uiat of yesler- 
doy. Our tents were pitched close to the 
compound of Dr. Royie, the Superintendent 
of the Dotanical Garden. In the evening we 
visited tlic garden, and wore highly pleased 
>vitli its appearance. Dr. Uoylc's compound 
forms pixrt of the domain, which occupies a 
tract of slightly undulating ground, through 
which a small stream is led from tlie Dooab 
Canal. Every material afforded by urt or by 
nature, Dr. Royie bes made the best use of 
in beautifying the place. A small Irregular 
hollow in the ground hat been improved into 
a plctur<*8quc little Itdie with its island of 
willows, Ac. The garden 4s laid out with 
great taste, and contains a variety of trees 
and shrubs collected from all quarters of (he 
world. Amongst others the Deodar from 
Kepaul, and (he Australian A rare particularly 
worthy of attention. 

5th.—Fifteen miles to Seeunderpore. 


6tli.—Fourteen miles to Dowlutpore, where, 
the breete being dcligl>tfuUy cool, und the 
country a promising spot, some of our party 
shouldered their guns immediately after break¬ 
fast and were rewarded with a very good 
day*s shooting. 

7th.—Kunbul: the encamping ground for 
visitors to the fair. ARcr travelling about 
four miles wc entered a perfect forest of man¬ 
goes which afforded us shade all the way to 
Kunbul. Onr tent was pitched upon ni\ 
open plain without shade, all the groves be* 
ing pre-occupk'd by other visitors. The 
brand road about one and half mile long, be* 
tween our camp and the fair, had evury clour 
spot on each side occupied by tents or horses. 

I was disapjK>inteil in every circumsianco 
attending the fair. The ground about Hurd- 
war is broken into ruvines, and covered with 
bamboo jungle. Most of the roads follow 
the course of the ravines, and are conse¬ 
quently 10 or 12 feet below the level of (he 
country. This uot only condenses the crowd 
in a manner both disagreeable and dange¬ 
rous, but also make it impossible fora spec¬ 
tator to oldoin from any ])oiut a view ^ the 
immense multitude eoliected. The best street 
in Hurdwar is very narrow nt all times, and 
is rendered particularly so during the fair, 
by the projection, from the walls of the 
houses, of sheds to rover the rubbish Uid 
out for sabs 

In so dirty a place, of course, no valuable 
goods are exposra to view, and a stranger can 
only see these by treating for their purchase 
at bit own tent. 

I rode through the town once or twice and 
was quite disgusted. Tlio stalls, as 1 have 
mentioned, cootain nothing but what is to be 
seen in the commonest bsxar. The nose is 
offended with the effluvia of asafcelida (a 
principal article of traffic) and the more dis¬ 
gusting steams arising from liuge cauldrons 
of bomo*g ghee in the sweetmeat shops. Ele¬ 
phants, camels, aud horses pass through the 
scarcely uenetraUk crowd of human iMiogs, 
who by the way are the very dirtiest 1 ever 
saw in India,! really think they take pains to 
carry their bMy in the filthiest state possible 
10 the place of ablution at Hurdwar. 

While riding through Hurdwar one morn* 
1 took oeca>ion to visit the sacred ghaut. 
This was formerly a very iooonveoient place, 
and numbert used to be squeesed to death in 
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tH# j^rancl ni»h made at t1i« of th« aaa* 
aon.atan hout when the wati're of lUe Gan* 
jtM are tappoaei) to be usuallv effiracioua. 
The ghant is now formed like a large embra- 
anre, the gorge bemg towarda the atreet, and 
the cliecka obeoiog out to a considerable 
breadth into tne itream. It lias a 6ne flight 
of ate pa, and the water bring quite aha Mow 
'between these and the iaUnd opposite, note* 
eident can well happen. Cp one jKiir of 
Btfiira, in a building forming one of ih 
cheeks of tliia embrasure, it slalbned a 
guard of Goorkha Se^>oys fur Uie \»reM*rva- 
tion of order In the stream, pUifurms ur< 
erected where the most holy of the B rail mins 
take their station, oth<*r Prieitt pi; *»inm ihe 
stairs and Hcconijnmy to the watv*r such 
Deotaa at have an; money to giro. I stood 
for nearly Uo hours in ihe guard rr>OTQ and 
had a complete vhw of all that psssi d below, 
and the resulis of m; ins^ifction wns, thai 
none but old and iigl; women come u* Hurd- 
war to bathe, nod the oldest uud uitlbsi .I'f 
those old and ugl; cresturcs Um* grented 
pains to concenl their persons b; KxinL' Kan- 
nauts aionod them in the stream On the ls« 
land wiiicb I mentioned at Wing opjxisite 
the ghaut, numerous camps were pi re bed, of 
s’hich ilie Begum Sumroo's and that of the 
Qoorklis Cor]is were the prircipni. Tlie 
police was so well regulstrd l>; Mr. Crnlmm 
of Baharunporc, ihai I only henrd ofoneense 
of stt<mptra robher^r, and on that occasion 
one ol the thieves was cut to pieces. 

On the 13tb April, we proceeded on oui 
tour, and the flist part of our march bcin^ 
through the main street of the town, «i 
ataited veiy earl; to avoid the crowd. Tl.r 
fair being Ht an end, the Goorkhes al»o star¬ 
ed for Deyrsb by the same route: and, t< 
avoid their camp, we sent on our teals I? 
miles lo Dooawura. After passing ilio town 
ofHurdwnr, you enter st once iniothf [Ihoon, 
by a narrow pass, hoJ travel about a qnsrU i 
of a mile along a road built on the hill side. 
Above us, the hills rose evvry abruptly, and 
we observed, at a consid« ruble hvighi, tl c 
entrance of a cave said to be capable of con- 
tajDing a great number of people. • 

The road to Deyrah is stony, but otherwise, 
excellent, and imsses through very fine sce¬ 
nery. The Dlioon is a narrow valley, lying 
between the lower ringe of the Hluialayah 
and anotlier very low range of hills which 
separates it from ibe plains, sod are only to 
bs passed at oeruin places. At Hurdwar 
the entrance is very narrow, and is almost 
entirely ooenpied b; the bed of tbs Ganges. 
As you proceed towards Deyrah, the valley 
Wideoi, uoul it atiaini a tnaxinom breadth of 


sbont H2 or 13 miles. That part called the 
Deyrah Dhoon is about 56 miles in length, 
its eastern estremity being at Hurdwar 
and its western bonnaary being the Jumna, 
which crosses it directly at Rajh Ghaut. Tlie 
valley beyond tlie Jumna is called the kyar«la 
Dhoon, and stretches N. W. until it reaches 
Che Pinjore valley, beyond which the southern 
boundary of hills gradually vanishes. 

Our first march id the Dhoon was too long 
to allow us to enjoy the si'enery, which, not¬ 
withstanding the havoc connnitted amongst 
the timber, is very wild and pleasing. 

On dbr right hand the high range of hills 
rose abruptly to a hriirht of 7000 and 8000 
fret, while to nur left, the vullcy was hounded 
by A gradually sloping range of inconsi¬ 
derable height, but covered with brauuful 
forests. The Intermediate spaces was occu¬ 
pied on eitlier side by a forest of snul and 
<issoo. mixed occnsioiially with other (reri. 
fhe Goorkha Corps having march id only 9 
or 10 miles, wo saw them preparing their 
camp in a nagnificcni forest, with a ch ar 
trout stream rippling through it. We reached 
Dooawara at 0 4. si. und were much vexed 
4t having made so long a inarch to so dis¬ 
agreeable a place. There was scarcely a 
tree to afiTord us shade, and the ruins of u 
hut erected there by Mr. Shore, udded to the 
dreary appearance of tlie place. 

In the cvenin*' I walked out for an hour 
*itli my gun. and saw a few black partridges, 
lud several ht^ deer, of which 1 killed ono 
irith po. 6 shot; but my people were too 
much fatigued enable me lo give the 
ground a fair trial. I am told it is u famous 
pUue for black partridges. 

On the l"llh we gladly proc.eed<*d towards 
Deyrah. The road passed about 4 miles 
through a snul forest where the trees ciossed 
their bmnehes over our heads, forming a 
screen iin|>erTious to the rays of the sun. 
The road was as hard and smooth as a gravel 
walk in a garden. This avenue terminated 
on an open Uwn, extending some distance to 
the n;:ht, and nearly to the foot of the hills 
on our left. Around it tlie jungle was luxuri¬ 
ant and its edges exhibited the most beautiful 
shades of foliage. The dark leaf of the saul, 
which pridominates in these forests, was 
relieved by tlie bright young leaf of the aissoo 
4nd the dhsk jangle in full flower gave a gay 
appesranpe to the whol^landscape. At 4 or 
5 tnilea from Deyrah we quitted the forest al- 
together, and passed over an open culiivtied 
ground to the station, where our tents were 

C * ed in a large tope of mangoes and bent- 
near a fine Beik tomb. 
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Dejrah i» titaated ia iht broadeft part of. Toou^h the atoaea which co?er (Ue banlw 
the DhooD, about 4 milea from the hill of I of the stream were so hot at ^moat to Uia« 


Kal(iD(!;a. The forest and jungle have been | 
pretty well cleared for some miles aronod, 
and the station is perfectly healthy, indeed, 
it experiences few days of really hot weather 
throughout the year. Its altitude, and that 
of the Dliocn generally, 1 conceive tn be 
greater than that of the table land of Malva 
by 400 or 600 feet. The town of Deyrah la 
a wretched place, and wjtli exce^dion of 
Officer's houics and puhiio buildiogi, the 
Seik tomb ia the only res|>eotah1e edilire at 
the station. In rcur of this tomb there it a 
fine atone tomb nbont 70 yarda sqii;ve and 
many feet in depth; it is supplied by a small 
hill stream anti is always biimful of clear 
wotcr. 

Mussoorie being only 14 miles distant, we 
paid it s flying visit, and proceeded ufier* 
wurils towards Nuhum. At 17 miles we found 
^iaheinapore, u paltry village, with one well, 
which afford I the inhnbitania a preeariona 
supply of water. The river Ason, running 
at a few hundred yurda south, wsurs tliefr 
fields Hnd works their mills, while to the 
s|>QrlBTnAD it affords shooting of all anrU and 
fishing OR a small scale. The country be¬ 
tween Deyrah and Rajh Ghaut has been aU 
moat entirely denuded of its timber, which 
ffoHted down the Jtimnu, furnishes Kuriiaul, 
Delhi, and the station brlow with budding 
material On the 9lh we reached Rajh Ghaut, 
passing over Smiles of the moat wretched 
country you can imagine. At the Ghaut we 
found a large party of sportsmen, and sox- 
ioua to eujoy a little sporR 1 joined their 
camp. 

Rajh Ghaut is a more ferry on the Jumna, 
juit below its confluence with the Ghirri, a 
stream of nearly equal magnitude. The two 
rivers unite their waters in the narrow ch ami it I 
of the Jumaa (here only about 40 yards In 
breadth) and rush down with such rapidity 
that the beat swimmer can scarcely cross 
quickly enough to avoid a rapid, about UDO 
yards dovrn, where be would be dashed to 
leces. The rapid on the left bsnk is not so 
ad, and the rafts pass it easily, indeed I«aw a 
strong boat nearly completed at the Ghaut. 

To a person fond ofsboodng, a week's 
sport at Kajh Ghaut will at any time well 
repay the labor of tht joarney. Both above 
and below our camp were i»aiches of cultiva¬ 
tion abounding in black partridges. ^*he 
steep wooded banks of the river were the 
haunts of iotiunerable jungle fowl, and deer 
Martsd from every patch of grass. Tbe 
Ohirri, too, is famous for flue Mahaseer that 
Cake the fly readily. 


icr the naked feet of the bather, yet the water 
was BO cold as to enable us to cool our wine, 
drc., wlucbwe suspended by strings from the 
hank. 

After remaining three or four days, three 
of our party Btarte«l for Kumaul, and the re-. 
mainder accompanied them one very short 
stage to PoQDta. At day hghl wc sut olT on 
foot, forming with our beutera a lino nearly 
three quarter of a raila in length, the right 
resting on the Jumna, and the leR being 
upon the ascent up tiie low range of hills. 1 
happened to be ou the extreme left, and after 
travelling about a mile, found myself buried 
in a grave jungle more than 6 feet high, with 
various trees scattered througli it. All sport 
was quite out of the qursliou under such oir- 
cumslances, and therefore exchanging my 
shot for ball, I carefully proceeded, rnilicr ex¬ 
pecting to see a tiger or an elephant than 
Inny other sort of game. Nothing, however, 

I in the shape of game met my eye during tho 
'journey, and we all met at ihe ferry opposite 
jPounta nitb scarcely a charge of powder 
I expended. 

At PoaDta,the Jumna is broad and smooth, 
and far less rapid, of course, than at the ghaut 
shove. The village is, like all others in the 
Dh«ion, a wretched collection of grass huts, 
but there ia a tomb nearly finished, which 
rlidiig above the trees give you an idea that 
you arc approaching a decent village. The 
right bank of the river appeared very paltry 
from the opposite side. It rises abruptly 
from the stream to a height of 30 or 40 leot, 
and is covered with trees end bushes. From 
its summit, however, a bare plain extends to 
the foot of the hilU. One or two boats were 
moored under Lite shady bank, and some of 
our parly amused themselves by fishing with 
floats, the stream being too smooth for 
the fly. 

In Uie evening, four of our party returned 
by the road they hod travelled in the morn¬ 
ing, but 1 preferred the opposite bank, and 
set ofl'*gun in hand, keeping close to the 
river. I reached camp just ^fore sunset, hav¬ 
ing picked up five hares and one spotted deer 
on the way. * 

The near approach of muster sow obliged 
us to think 01 returning to onr station, a 
prospect nearly as grateful to ui us that of 
black Monday is to a school boy. 

We detensined to msreb leisurely back to 
Deyrah, and then run Into our cantonment as 
qnickJy as pos«ble« 
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Our first retrc^ndu toarcK took ui to 
Puttipore, about 4 milet up the Atoti, where 
we found csptUl fiehins and ibooUnR. The 
peat four cnilei we walked extending^ our line 
of beaten arroee the plain. Numerous flori* 
can rose before ui at freat distances, but 


we only succeeded In killing some small 
ESme aod one or two ixog deer. 1'hts inarch 
brought us asuin to Saheiotpore, whence we 
rode into Deyrah and proceeded to canton- 
loents by dawL —Delhi Oozett:. . 


THE NORTH RAS^TERN FRONTIER. 


We now Intend offering some observations 
on the subject of the countries on our north 
eastern frontier. lie fore entering into the 
details which wc pro]>ose submiiiing, we may 
prKmisc, thit wo v.OiMtd^r Cubool niid Cush* 
mere us the key stones of our power, und iliat 
tlie possession of these, gives permanent se« 
curity to our autlionty : but should viiWr 
one or both fall into ih^ handn of tlic Rus¬ 
sians, they will cniiuTC to thut power the fu« 
ture conquest of Hindostaii. It is tnic, the 
possession of these provinces couM not im- 
mediately cause such a revolution ; a few 
years must doubtless elapse, a few changes 
from peace to war, ticatics ratified and 
pledges be broken, but tlie iiltimate result 
would not be tbe b*ss certain, for in her, 
Russia obtains this base for her future' scheme 
of ambition, and the eastern sUr of England 
will tlien have passed (he time of its meridian. 
Leaving C&bool, therefore, us the uhirf |ioiiit 
which IS to give security to (he Drilish, or 
jrONver to our wary udversury, lei ns seriously 
review the occurrences which passed under 
the eye of our present Govirnor GeneruL 

We may premise ibul wc err priocip'illy 
indebted for our present sketch to native 
evidences, but as these were eye witnesses of 
acts described, w« consider thut rcIUoce 
may be rc|ioscd on their general veracity. 

When Dost Mahomud was aware of the 
intended invusion of Sujah, his first ohj>»ct 
was to obtain accurate hi formation usio whe* 
ther his opponent was supported by the Bri* 
(ish Oovernmeiit, and the means he i^dopted 
for this purpose will be afterwards attended 
to. He. however, gave out that he was con¬ 
vinced of the good faith and4)onourable con¬ 
duct of tlie British, because had be not done 
so he would have exposed his own weak* 
nese. At this ^wriod, hit half brothers at 
Cand«»bur had been induced by the other half 
brother at Peibawur to depose Dost Maho« 
mud, while a large party is said to have 
existed within the walls who desired to see 
British masters of Caboof^ and would, 


have supported anotlter> powerful party fa* 
vorahle <0 the cause of Sujah. Dost Ma- 
homud felt himself surrounded by no com¬ 
mon difficulties. As head of the Borskses, he 
seemed to have only that tribe to depend 
u|)Oo. The Kas Khomul, or standing army, 
were in favor of.^ujah, or ruthcr prepared for 
a revolution, that being ever the period for 
advancing their own interr st and for reaping 
for themselves a golden h or vest. Tlie Ludo- 
^e tribe which hud for long given kings to 
Cabuol, were cvidcotly inimical to Ins cause, 
nor were their troops employed by Dost Ma- 
homud. The other powerful tribes in the 
neighbourhood were indifierent, honed for 
advantage in the struggle for ]>owcr between 
the Borakses and Ludosces. Dost Maho- 
mud's resources were insufficient for the 
struggle: his private fortune obiviiied from 
the jiTimdcr of lleer.U iiaving been expended, 
Dordid lie possess the rneaiis of uonductiug a 
campaign. Mis half brothers at Candahar, or 
I w I latLunl Brougham would cal I thr Oil Family, 
consiaiiijg of 5 A>rOthcrs, Shcr l)il, Khan 
Dil, Mccr Oil. Ksm Dil und Poor Dil, hud, 
as wc have said, combined to depose him, and 
when Rujah wns yet at Sldkarpore, Moie Dil, 
a man of sjiccious manners and a uotorious 
intriguer, carm* to Cahoul lo urge bis brother 
to proceed lo Cundnlar, it having been ar¬ 
ranged to depose him in his absence. Dost 
Maiiorond took up the couse of Candshar 
most warmly and proceeded to increase hit 
forces, makiog forced levies of money on the 
inhahilantsof the city. Notwithstanding this 
alacrity, he found pretences for not niaruhirig 
until toe winter set in, and the common roads 
were declared impassable, still he asserted his 
detcrminatioti to proceed, and placing Ameer 
Mahomud Khan, his only brother, in command 
of Caboot, be actually set out. While thia 
was passing, Sultan Maliomud at Peshewur 
evixy^ unequivocal symptoms of defection, 
while Zeman Khan at Jallaiabad, son of the 
famous Failey Khan, and therefore nephew 
to Doit Mahomud by the father's aide, was 
almost in open oppcaitioo to hie half uncle ; 
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he took the roa.d to PesUnwer And arrived ai 
JelUlabad before Zemna Khan was prepared 
for him. The of the cU; were imme> 
diately closed and Dost Mahoruud opened a 
battery a^Uist the town, which it but badly 
forti6c(i. In eight clays a breaoii was made 
and the town taken by assault, lathe mean« 
time IVlom<l Alley Sirdar, who had been sent 
by Sultan Mahomud Khan to oombine in his' 
i(itri<;ue, Red alon^ with Jumahamud Khan; 
they succeeded in making their escape from 
the army disguised in women's clothes, but 
Zeraun Khan was taken prisoner. Return- 
iug to Cabool with his nephew, Dost Maho¬ 
mud now prepared to proceed to C^ndahir, 
and went to Ohussni, apparently afraid in the 
distracted state of his domiulons to prorecd 
further, rindinir. however, thut thcCnndn* 
har brothers could mnlco no head against 
Sujah, but were cooped up in the city and in 
an entrenched cump outside, ho nut out, ac- 
coinpanii'd hy only SOfH) horsemco, chiefly 
Boraksus, making forced marches to their 
asiistnnec. Fearful lest his troops would go 
over to the enemy, nnd knowing that almost 
all his Sirdars had written to ^ujali, stating 
their desire for his success, he led liis men 
neat morning to tiio oitnck. Sujah's army 
lay encamped in a mangoe crove on the soutli 
or the city, with an old wall on the north or in 
their front. The new troops of Dost Maho- 
mtul were on the westward, while the en-; 
trenohed camp of the Condaharees was on 
the westward. The Gandahorces hn<l sac- 
coededin bringing over a Sirdar of Sujah, 
named Shubnr Khan, and hit defection seeing 
to have decided the action. At 1) o'clock in 
the (luy, the action commented by the open¬ 
ing of a battery from the entrenched camp, 
which did considerable execution. The 
troops of Do^t Muhomnd at the same time 
took possession of the old w.ill, from which 
they securely sniped at the camp. Shumbah 
Khan went over, and at the same time Sujah 
fled without n struggle, probably suspecting 
further trcdcUery, and that it was not unlikely 
he might be surrendered to the eoctny. Hie 
Belochees now formed witliout order to op¬ 
pose the approHohiog troops of Candnhar, 
but this was but for a moment, their camp 
was quickly in possession of the enemy, and 
themselves scattered in every direction. An 
Englishman, named Camel, in the service of 
Sujah, is said to have alone opposed a mo¬ 
ment's resistance with a parcel of ragamuffins 
whom he had collected; he was himself se¬ 
verely wounded, and on the total dttconifl- 
ture of Sujth's troops, he took service with 
Dost Mahomud. 

Kotwithstanding this tueews it was not oon- 
eidcrecl prudent by Dost Mahomud to pursue 


Sujah ; for a rejiort arrived that Meet Md- 
homud Khan was at the point of death, and 
Dost Mahomud had therefore to provide 
against tlie chances of a revolution from the 
powerful parties, whotn he knew, were in op* 
portion to him. 

Ho accordingly posted back to Cabool, but 
did not reach the city till Amucr Mn ioinud 
had expired from the efleet of an iiifluinma- 
tioD of iho bladder. Thest* brothers appear 
to have been really attacheil to onu anotlier, 
and Ameer Mahomud at his death left the 
bulk of his fortune to Dost Mahomud, urging 
him to exert himself againH the further pro¬ 
gress of the Sikhs. Ills loss, however, de¬ 
tracted greatly from the great moral odvan- 
Ugo obtained hy Dost Mahomud from hU 
recent success over SujtUi. 

Wc now turn to Pcshawur, which Runjeet, 
watcihng hh op;>orlunity, had tak^m posses¬ 
sion of. almoH wiiUoul a struggle; its former 
priuec, Sulian Mahomud, has rclnrnud as a 
fugitivo to Ciil>ool. To account for this, we 
may mention that Sultan Malmmi^ had mar¬ 
ried the (laughter of Fysoolah, and that 
the hitler had risen to power in cniisi'qucncc 
of his connection. WheUicr he hod bohuved 
with arrc^ncc, or seemed inclined to Uiko 
advantage of tho weakness of the Govern¬ 
ment to render himself indvpcuihuit, Is un¬ 
certain, but Sultan Mahomud after cudoa* 
vonriiig by diflerent Hiratagcms to get nd of 
him, at length invited him to a feast, wlicre 
he treacherously murdered Inm. NotsaiU- 
ficd with this, he immediately sent to seize Ids 
villages and (irivute property, endea von ring 
to get hold of the brother Mamoollah Khan. 
The latter, however, cITectcil his escape with 
Ilia family to the lulls on the Teem llaiigr, 
and placing Ids fatnily in the fort Jalookhiiv, 
he proceeded to i$hurspitloo, wliere he bid de- 
flaiice to Sultan Maliomud. Dreading his 
increasing power, SulUn Mahomud sent 
several embassies to him, but MainooUnh 
would not believe either his protestations 
or oaths; at length some holy Syuds suc¬ 
ceeded in effecting an apparent reconcili¬ 
ation, where each party was preoared for 
the treachery of the other. Sultan Mshomed 
was afraid lo engage the Sikhs, lest his bro¬ 
ther‘io-law shoajd attack him and prevent 
bis Sirdar Kakun Pattau, from pursuing some 
partial successes he had oblalnM. At length 
lie abandoned the camp, while Mamoollah 
Kban went over lo the enemy with 2000 
troops. This was of great consequence to 
the Sikhs, who had hitherto held only miU- 

I tary possession of the country. They ob- 
taioM by Mamoollah's means ownmtad over 
the country around Neshert and Hust-Kug- 
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•'fir, their nortficro boundary, but tt Cobuut; 

their •oathem evtrciDity, no ono cnn now 

JeuTo the camp without bein^ liable to be cut 
off. 

We ibali now proceed to the banka of the 
Sutlej and lodge, leaTing die field of con. 
teat at Peahawur, for oontidera>ion, on re. 
viewing the condition of the Sikh Stater 
under the prea^nt dominion of Runjeei 
Sing. We ahull also leave Doat Mahomnd 
for a brief apace, now comparatively a)»euk. 
ing, firmly fixed on iho throne of C.iboni 
thanka to the abortive attcnipts of the Bri* 
tiah Government to depose him. We mua( 
firat allude (o the policy of opening the Indua. 
aa a aiihjert of poliHcaJ intereat, Uaviog oar 
remark! with regard to the mercantile advan* 
tagea of tlic fneaiture for future nonsidemtinn. 
Some 10 ycara ago, Captain Murray, PoUci* 
cal Agent at Umbala, auDmilted a proposition 
for opening the Indua, we believe, to Sir C. 
Metcalfe, who aiyled it a splendid but im¬ 
practicable measure. Lord William Ben- 
tinek took it into his head to carry ihit pro¬ 
ject into c6Errt. and was for a short ^ime warm 
as any school boy on its executivn. He hc- 
cordingty purcliascd the navigation of that 
river by an act moat injmioui to the DriUali 
interesla, namely, the recognition and drclar- 
ing independent the powers of the Ameers 
of Sinde and the Sirdar of Dawulporc. Let 
ui attentively observe the position of these 
States, and we believe all must join in the 
conclusion, that whether as regards the secu¬ 
rity of our dominions against a foreign ene¬ 
my, or ihe peaceful establishment of our pro¬ 
vinces within an unsettled barbnroua eountiy, 
uncontrolled on their skirts, the policy can¬ 
not be supported by a single solid argument; 
neither was the measure in the slightest de¬ 
gree called for. The opening of the Indua 
required not the recognition of these States, 
and it la alledgcd that Runjeet Sing, who 
well knew that a desire expressed by the 
British suthorities, either to the Ameers of 
Sinde or the Bawulpoor chief, would have 
been auScieut to ensure their acquicsence, 
was ao struck with the measure, that he gave 
Lord William credit for concealing aqpie mas¬ 
terly stroke of j>oiicy, under an absurd exte¬ 
rior. The temtory of Bawulpore skirts the 
Biceaneer country, forming a long uarrow 
stripe on the left bank of the Indus. Now, 
tbit State owes iU present existence to the 
protactiog infiuenceofdte British ; the Sirdar 
oeing unable to defend htmaelf against the 
ower of Runjeet Sbg, who having deprived 
im of the best half of bis domiDioni on the I 
right bank, is only deterred seising tbe 
renainder by his treaty with the Biuisb. 
Whh this dependant authority we most go 


throngh the foroeof negociatiug, and for the 
declaration without any specific engagement 
being agreed on, the Governor Oeneral con¬ 
firmed him m his present dominions. 

The Sindians, formerly an appendage of 
our good friends hi Cabooi, were likewise 
confirmed in their indepeudence. This is 
probably oue of the most barbarous ooun* 
tries in Hindosian. It contains about three 
millions of inhabitants and yields about GO 
lacs of revenue. At the period we allude 
10 , U was governed by Meer Morad Ally, the 
head of the family and chief of Hydmbad, 
Meer Husinm Ally, Ameer of Kyrepove and 
Meer Ally Morad, chief of Meerpore. The 
first art. therefore, of opening the hi Jus, was 
to estabiish a Une of feeble indopondent 
authorities, who were at liberty to league or 
form aUiauce with our enemies, we having 
for the ROmraai navigation of that river, 
surrendere*! the right as paramount autho¬ 
rity to diciaie the course they were to 
adopt, when tlic gencr^d peace or welfare of 
tbe coaiinent, called for suuh ao iuterlercnov. 

We now pans on to the next act of bis 
Lordship's administration. We may pre¬ 
mise that the British public were nt iengrh 
aware of the loasibitity of a collision with 
the Russians on our nortli western frontier, 
and we may almost guther from Peacock's 
examination before the House of Commons, 
as well as Mr. Grant's speech, that the a(- 
tcpticn of the authorities hud been entiled to 
the subject, and that most probably, in sir no¬ 
tions of some kind had oeen forwarded to 
his Lor<Uhip on the subject. To guard 
against this uvefli, the establishment of an 
influence in Cubool was obviously necessary, 
and we now proceed to detail ihe means 
which his Lordship adopted for efleuiing it. 

Dost Mahotnud then trembled on the 
throne of Cabool, while Shah Sujuli was a 
stipendiary of the British at Loodiaiiah. The 
crooked policy, therefore, of the Governor 
Oeneral, was to arm the Shah against Host 
Maliomud, and tlien take advantage of his 
anticipated success. Dost Mahomud was, 
we repeat, ruler in Cabool; we were at peace 
with him, neither had we cause of dispute. 
As we shall afterwards find,Tbe object aimed 
at might likewise have been honorably at* 
tained by the recognition of Dost Mahomud, 
without the necessity therefore of a wanton 
act of treachernr,oD the part of the paramount 
au^iprity in Hindostan. Sujab who bad 
formerly been refused permission to make an 
attempt on Cabool while in tbe Britifh 
territories, not only appears to have obtained 
leave, bat bad bis aanaitv sectM oa his ft- 
nuly during tbe period or bia absence, tMi 
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under that aauctioo, he commenced raiemg 
trpopa within the British dmniniODi, that le. 
the protected Sikh Slates, for t1»e avowed ob¬ 
ject of recoveriog his lost throne, yet his 
Lordship dared not acknowled^ him at his 
puppet. No! that would have too bold 
a measure for our cautious ruler who wanted 
to remain behind ihe screen, to reap the 
advantage, without sharing either in the 
rian(^r or diszrace. There can be little 
doubt, that had Sujal) been recognised, and 
aided by the BrillsJ>, hit success would have 
been certain, but without the open assistance 
of the British, we conceive that the recovery 
of his throne would not have brought us one 
point nearer the object aimed at, than before the 
Shah's expedition; we irual, too, we anticipate 
the remarks of the future historian of India, 
in atyling Che above an act that thuns the 
light, sn act which permaoently stamps the 
Governor Generafs reputation, afTordiog a 
color to other measures, scarce perhaps 
vorrantM without this clue to his Lordship's 
•i )e of policy. 

Sujah, as we have stated, having received 
the dsmi-support of the British, commenced 
making preparations forthe campaign, levying 
about 3,000 tromis within the Kotelah dis¬ 
trict. Runjset oing could not be deceived 
as to his haviOit obtained the cognisance of 
the British, and Bhauwal Khan and Che Ameer 
of Sinda were likewise thoroughly convinced 
of it,—Under this impression in an evil hour, 
Morad Alley of Hydrabad, inviied him to 
^iode, or rather promised him a free passage 
through the Sinde dominions. On the 6th of 
RuDsan, 1833, the Shah quitted Loodianah for 
Muleher Kotuh, with 5 guas, 600 Zincbal- 
chees, and two battalions under two Curopean 
officers, Camel and Dick. His brother-in- 
law Mahomud Shorilf Kban wss his principal 
adviser at this period. ARer remainlog a 
few days at Mulehur Kottah, he proceeded 
with bis increased force towards Bawulpore. 
This threw the chief of that Slate into the 
utmost alarm, and it was with great difficulty 
he could be brought to meet tbe Sliah at a 
friendly interview. We cannot help calling 
attention to this, as the passage of Snjah 
affords a criterion by which we may estimate 
the real strength of the parlies with whom he 
had to contend. It is indeed almost tbe only 
mode, for the British authorities prefer re¬ 
maining in dark, by either discouraging or 
prohibiting travellers from visiting countries 
not under their immediate conirouT. 

Tbe Vukeeli of RunjeetSingafrived at (he 
same time in Shah's camp and settled a treaty, 
by wUob the former chief, u the price of bia 
neutrality, wu to retain possession of wbat-| 
ever territories belonging to the Sbah's for*' 


mer dominions be might conquer, previOul to 
the Shah's being in tbe acknowledged posses- 
i(Oo of the throne of Ca^ol, 

The Shab having staid 12 days at Bawdl- 
tore, took Id days more to march to Kyra* 
pore. The Ameer of Ky repo re had soma 
well-founded miigivings about receiving tha 
Shah, and sent bU sirdar MeerJ unghee with 
some Sindians to prevent his advancement* 
Caslm Sheh, however, arrived about the sama 
period, as ambassor from Morad Ally Kban 
of Hydrubiid, and an arrangement was drawn 
up by which the Shah was only to remain 50 
days in Sinde, that be was to be paid a lao 
of rupees by two Instalmcnls of 50,000, and 
to be conducted to Shikerpore,-^rrived at 
Shikarporc, end the 6nt instalment being 
paid, be commenced levying contributiooj on 
the buneas to the extent of 2| lacs, and 
having collected in all about 20,000 followers, 
he took jtossession of Shikarpore under the 
plea that the remaiamg 60,000 nii>ees had 
not been pmd. The Ameers got alarmed, 
and proceeded to oppose resistance against 
the attempts of their faithless guest. The 
brothers, h;iog as usual, at enmity with one 
another, a proper combination of measures 
could not be expected. Meer Rustem Khan, 
a vain and weak man, sent a foroa of .50,000 
Sindians across to Sbukut at a short distance 
from Sliikarpore, and on aclion took place 
before roinforcemenis could arrive from Hy¬ 
drabad. At this |»eriod the Shah’s force was 
chiefly composed of Punjahees and Hindoi- 
tanees, the remainder King made up of 
Beloohees, Robillos and Sikhs, consisting of 
about 5,000 sewart, 12,000 foot solcUers, with 
1,000 jmjalchies and 8 pieces of artillery, 
A skirmishing of out posts having occurred m 
which tbe Shah's troops were worsted, nearly 
the whole of his force were detached next 
day under Summunder Khan to attack tbe 
Sindians. The latter were defeated and 
1,500 killed—many Sinde Sirdars also perish¬ 
ed in the action, aud Goiiim Shah who had 
lately come to escort tbe Shah to Shikarpore, 
was drowned in attempting to make his escape 
across the river, bleer Morad Ally having 
died about this time, was succeeded by bis 
son Hoot Mahomud Khan, whose force had 
advanced to Curoker. About the time of the 
defeat of the Sindians, a letter of defenoe 
had bven sent to ne Shah by Noor Maho¬ 
mud Kban, upon which the former made an 
advance of one march towards hlm» Noor 
M^omud then sent a Vukeel to tbe Shah, 
who DOW, aa the price of his forbesranoe, de¬ 
manded 12 lacs of rupees, but waa afierwude 
oontented with 7 paia down, and a proofiee 
of tbe remsunder on bis obtainittg poaMSUon 
of Candahar.

Shah Sujah retorned imniediateW on the 
elocution of the abore treaty to Shikarpore, 
where he remained eiRlit days, and theo eet 
out finally for Caudabar, alter a residence of 
9 monthi in lieu of 60 days, aa originally 
agreed on. NotbinE worthy of obtervation 
occarred during the march* which waa com* 

E lcted in one month. The inrudini; army 
ad increoaed* it woa aatd, after the defeat of 
the Sindians to 450,000 men. Tlie Canda* 
har Chiefs offered no opposition to the a^* 
Yanoeof the Shah, but retired to the city, 
ijid to an iptrenohed camp, immediately on 
the ippeoriDCe of his force. The different 
roads were immediately occupied by the 
8bah*a troops, and meesurea were taken to 
prevent supplies reaching the city, while the 
main body encamped in Nader Shah's Can* 
dahar, an old deserted fort, lybiE ebout one 
coss from the j>riocipal portion of the maiu 
town. It is said to be on the south-side, at 
right angles to the Cabool and Heerst roads. 
Here (45 days) was frittered sway in fruitless 
atterupts, at battering the walls, where 
the IfU Faml^ merely defended themselves. 
Just before Dost Mahomud's arrival, arronge- 
menu were made to take the place by as¬ 
sault, but the garrison received intimation of 
the intended attack; and the Shairs troops 
were acoordingly beaten off. Per hops wc 
cannot give a belter description of the rapid 

E agreis of events after tne arrival of Dost 
ahomud, than by quoting the account given 
by an inteUigent native, who arrived in the 
Snah's camp just at this period. 

We need scarcely apologise for giving his 
journal at length, as, after making the requi- 
site allowance for surplus bafuidering, the 
alatement affords, we Mlieve, as true a pic* 
lure of the occurrences, at least as correct a 
one, u we have hitherto been able to obtain 
from other sources of intelligence.

1 set oat for Caodahir. There are no wells 
OD tha rood to Kuoda, which ii 40 cost dis¬ 
tant. The people of that plane attempted to 
oppose my advance, having sutioneu 2000 
•owsra, and 3000 foot, on the road, aome 
distance from Kunda, at a place named 
Putts. I come suddenly on them in the night 
time, and we had a battle. The whole ran 
sway and I took possession of their water 
camels and a few match locks. Ou reaching 
Kunda. afaqueer told me to be on my guard, 
so I insisted on the thensdar's furnishing me 
with 500 men to shew ms tbs way. From 
this place I reached Bagnee 8 cots, and 
thence to Shale 80 cost, where I remained 
six duys. Here 1 understood, that the Mur* 
rces, Rakeus, and Boroees intended to defend 
the rood to Dhera. 1 accordingly marched 
in tlie night, and at Dhera I ailHcb^d them. 
The Af^'.ians had thrremen killed while 1 lost 
a horse and one man wounded. Noiwithstand- 
inglhis allray, I remained there lii days: my 
next march brought luc to a village of the 
Durackses, about 5 cost distant. My lownri 
having seised a doomba sheep, the town's 
people attacked us. wounding one or two of 
my men. 1 was asleep at the time, and 
before 1 got to the place, 9 of the enemy 
were killed, lu all they lost 16 men, and 1 
went off, taking with me 6 of their oamals. 
I arrived in the morniog at the Shah's camp 
when the troops were just retreating from an 
unsuceeisful attack on Koondili Candahar. 
It appeared tbit they bad had no proper lad¬ 
ders, so that even had the garriion not op- 

r ised them, they could not have got in side ; 

went directly to the Shah, and told him 
not to mind a* defeat, for intkallah taliah, 
I would make another attack next morning. 
1 found him encamped in an old fort, called, 
I believe, Nader shah's Candahar, lituated 
oppesite, and at a distance from Koondlls 
Candahar, agaiust which batteries had been 
erected. The Shah's position was strong 
and capable of opposing considerable resist-

vice of Shah S4jjah.-*-I arrived at Kyrepore 
with 500 hortetneo on my way lo^joio the 
Shah who bad then gone to Candahar. 1 was 
asked by Amud Khan on the part of Meer 
^Rustum to take lervica wifh him, end offers 
were made to me of Rs. 10,000, but I de- 
olioed them. An appikttioo was then sent 
tq H/diabad to allow me to cross the river, 
and meaaures were adopted io the interim, to 
pment my doing so; but after remaining 
there eight days, ] orooKd in spite of them 
and proceeded on to Shikarpore. Here, 
bkewUe, *1 remained eidit days, and then 
.4ftidg with me 40 camels, loaded with water, 


** News had arrived, however, that Dost 
Mahomud was within 10 coil of Candahar, 
and preparations were then made for retrekt* 
iog. There is a ruin called Condabar, on 
the Husar road, about 2 coss distance, and 
the Shah was recommended Io go there 
among the guns, from the batteries erected 
against the city. I ilroagly urged him on do 
account to take such a step; but if a move- 
n^nt should be made, ii ought to be towards 
Dost Mahomud, instead of retreating on the 
opposite direoiion. Tho Shah delivered over 
tome 15 guns, 4 large, the others si njals. 
sad placed 3,000 Doortnees under ray or¬ 
ders.^ The isms night they all run uway, 
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and in Ihe morning 1 foand likewiM three of 
my guBi ttniervieeable. The Shah retreat¬ 
ed ai proceed daring the night, ukiog 
the guns from the baturiee, and here we 
found ouraelres cooped up in a confined 
piece, full of treof, with gardeoi in all di- 
rectioni. some of zny horses being pick¬ 
eted within the ropes of the Shah's tent. 
1 refused to remain in such a place, where 
the men could not fightt and accordingly 
took out my party with the guns about 2 
coas distance, between the position whioli 
the Shah had abandoned and Koondils Can* 
'I altar. Before this i had recti red from the 
Shah the runk of Nuwab and the general 
com re and of his troops. Dost Mahomud hud 
now communicated with Koondils Candahar. 
and was encamjted. on the Cabool road. 
Zummeuder Khan waa encamped between 
me ar>d the Shah. Dost Mahomud's troops 
made several attacks ii|ion me which I re¬ 
sisted; passing ms on my right they then St- 
tacked Suinundee Khan, who retreated, leav¬ 
ing his guns, and while the enemy were plan* 
dering his baaar. 1 sent and brought away 
his guns to my own position. At night 
1200 Zinrhalcheet under Shubas Khan and 
6000 Rohillaa went over to the eneroy. On 
the previous night 600 of the Khas Kliana 
had come over from Doit Mahomud, each of 
whom received a gold mohur and a shawl. 
They were made over to me; but I was afraid 
of them and considered them as spies. Next 
morning the enemy bore down between my 
position and the city, directly on that of the 
Shah. Camel's corps came out to receive 
there, the rest of tl>e Shali'i troops, con* 
ceuliug themselves the best*way they could 
behind the trees. Camel was defeattn, after 
some partial success, and surrounded; his 
troops were cut up and he himself wounded 
and made prisoner. The Sbah bad gone ofl 
long before this, no one knew whiiher. but it 
was ttfierwarda understood he had taken the 
road to Furrali in the Heerat district Som* 
under Khan fied to Sibee Duuder and is 
since dead. I wss now left alooe, and de¬ 
fended myself the best way I could for eight 
or nine hours. 1 surrendered on an engage* 
ment made by Dost Mahomud, but noiwitb* 
stand log this, every thing 1 had was plunder* 
ed. I lost three bones, and property to the 
amount of three lakhs of Rupees; my son 

alio i>erished. 1 was offered service by Dost 
Mahomud, who kept me for two months at 
Cabool, but I declined it, and returned by 
way of Pashawur to my own home-” * 

Our observations on the Norih Eastern 
Frontier of onr Indian domioions. have 
already been spun out to a rauoh greater 
extent than we had previoaily proposed. 


We shall now from the daU» hitherto ad* 
vanead, andaavour to form our eouehtiiooa 
regard log khe policy wbloh haa bean or 
ought to have been pursued- First, there¬ 
fore, we conceive, that with regard to the 
foremost puppet in the drama, Shah Su* 
jsh, it has been clearly proved, that not* 
wiihstandtog his long residence within 
the British territcrict, we sent him out a 
true A^haii, as completely devoid of ho¬ 
nor and principle, as when he first received 

t TotecUon at i-oMianah. This is apparent 
rom his hehaviour in Sinde, and oonie* 
qucntly whatever professions he may have 
made to the British Government before the 
accomplishment of Ms enterprise; they 
would not have been fulfilled, unless there 
had been held out to him similar, if not 
greater inducements, than would have been 
required to make Dost Mahomud p^orm all 
that might have been required of him. Wa 
may here state on the authority of native 
evidence, on his own protestations, and on 
the reports of intelligent travellers, that Dost 
Maliomnd was at Uiat period prepared to 
igree to any proposal emanating irooi the 
' British Government, even, it it said, had that 
been the insistingen his yielding the throne 
to Shall Sujah. The latter's imbecility is evi¬ 
dent through his whole progress. He acceded 
to I useless and humiliating treaty with 
Runjoct Sing, without in return scipufating 
for a single solid advantage. Instead of con¬ 
ciliating the Sindians, after having thrown 
'off the mask; instead of rendering Shikar- 
pore the basis of his operations, he foolishly 
placed his fortunes on the hasard of a single 
campaign, which was lost by his own want 
of energy and glaring cowardice. 

The miserable Government and weakness 
of the Ameers of Sinde, may be estimated 
by the effect of the defeat of 5000 men, 
when the wbola country, containing a popu¬ 
lation of 3 mlilioDS, was at the meroy 

of a Pindarree rabble. The dutardly ooa* 
duct of tlieir Sirdars is, however, adt^mbly 
contrasted with their bahadtrinff towards our 
PolitictJ Agent; by their having deluded 
him into a contemptible treaty of commerce, 
and thdr unbluslunf effrontery in making 
him believe, that they would not assent to a 
British Agent bejng placed at the mouth of 
tbe Indus. This is the mostfavorible light in 
iriticb this srticle can be viewed, for we 
should othenvise havff to aisnme, that jea¬ 
lousy or some less worthy motive induced 
the rolldcal functionary to accede to their 
desire, thst a British Agent should not be 
placed at the mouth of the Indus. * 

Poor Bawulkhan was thrown on the meroy 
of Shah Sujah and obliged to shut bituieli 
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up in hit fort, from the dretd of the former*# 
3000 njnnidoat. With thit Sirdar, however, 
wboM territory ecareely yields a revenue 
equal to that of Urn protect^ Sikh State# of 
PatUlah, we likewite went through the faroe 
of negotiating a treaty, which prevented fo- 
ture Qorernor General# from remedying the 
rude neaaure of Lord W. Bentinok. We may 
here record the different iiolioy pureiied hy 
Lord Minto, Sir David Oobterloey, and the 
then raeident at Delhi. The protected Sikh 
State# yielding a revenua of 05 lac# of Rupees 
were received under our protection, not by 
treaty hut by *'i<efa and it would 

appear from thia document, that Che chief# 
only eierdie their re#]>eciive lutboriUee 
during the good will and pleasure of the 
BritiiU Oovamment.

OWD territories. Runjeet Sing and the 
Sindians bare seeurad similar ftvors along 
the whole course, and on both sides of 
tba Indus : and this, forsootb, is called by 
the partisans of Lord W. Bentink—opealog 
Iba navigation of that river. 

With regard to liis Lords)iip, had he 
openly spoused the cause of Shah Sujab, 
coward as he is, there i# scarce a doubt 
that the moral affects of such a recognition 
would have placed the Sbah on the throne 
of Cabool. Such a measure would at any 
rata have been superior, whan contrasted 
with the weak furdve policy which bis Lord¬ 
ship selected. In this case the terms of 
raoogoition should have been defined, and 
uotbing bean leR to the generosity of the 
invader. The case required, however, no 
crooked, Sicilian policy { it was* obvious 
as the day, either we ought to have made 
the eaisting authority the means through 
wbi^ wa might have obtained our object; 
or wa ought to hgka stepped in ouraelvaa, 
where a great proportion of the inbabiUntaL/)a#if Ukhbar^ 


were anxious for an mterferanee. Had we 
preferred the former, Dost MaUomud was 
prepared, as we have already stated, to make 
any sacrifices to the British, and the reo^ni- 
tioo by ua would have given him at leust that 
ascendancy, which he has now obtained, 
through bis Lordship*! efforts to depose 
him. 

But has this been the only consequence 
of bis Lordship*# measures ? have we placed 
Dost Mahomud on the throne, and only for¬ 
feited for a time that character for bold, 
open qnd generally upright conduct, for 
which we have generally been respected? 
No t wa have hitherto omitted to mention 
that Russia has been awake to his Lord 
ship*a plot—we dare not call it enterprise— 
•ad has on this account advanced her fron¬ 
tier towards Khewa, sending an embassy to¬ 
wards Kokund with an evident design of ob¬ 
taining an influenoe in that district. She is 
•aid to have been induced to this, by another 
of bis Lordship's measures, namely, the send¬ 
ing a British emissary to Boekhara, for no 
defined cause, save, Indeed, to arouse ap¬ 
parently the Jealousy of the ambitloua 
autocrat. 

Before concluding, we have but one more 
remark to make: we stated our opinion in 
another part, that, making allowance for 
change of lime, Lord W. Bentinok and Sir 
George Barlow ^iU rest aide by side in the 
pages of history. Both were endued with 
indomitable obstinacy, which In one instance 
eeused a mndny of tlie army, and in tlie 
other brought it just to the brink of one, 
which might have separated .India perma¬ 
nently from Great Britain. Weakness of 
purpose, contracted views, and conservative 
principles, have been however the distin¬ 
guishing features in the characters of both, 
and when we compare Sir George Barlow's 
oondnet to Jeypore, with that of his Lord¬ 
ship, in the instanoe we have quoted, we are 
led to Uie conclusion, the British reputation 
has suffered materially under the administra¬ 
tion of these distinguished statesmen.—ilfo-

bndy of a nalicMi. If we examine tho nature 
of the eii<fi eup|>oee4i to be accomplUhed by 
the constitution 1 hare deecrihecl ot a perfect 
one, it muHt at once be alfowetl, that tlie 
BiabTiiileofench a conMiiiitton,rfo not ae yet 
any where exiat. The liixheet aiteinable iii« 
leilcctual peifrction in the great body of a 
people, im|iiiee the utoioet practicable dilTu' 
finn amniicet them, of ihe most useful know> 
ledge : and l>eior< tide urcat ond can be 
br4'U|:ht about, there mneibe a previmie agrre- 
ment emongKt the leading tnimla, **Lhe choice 
and oiMier epiritV not only ae to what ie 
irufh, in the couMtleie queetione about which 
incfi'i thoughte hnve been intcrrslerl, hut 
oleo ueto dio relative imiiorianceofdiOerent 
truths, and the best nieaiu of communicating 
a knowledge of truths to others. Tie caR' 
not have taken a comprehensive survey of 
the state of humnn opinions, who fniicies Ihe 
world baa got Iwyond its intrllcctual infuncy. 
A selection or one of iw'o, from anmnxst the 
ianumeroble poiiiu of controversy dial re- 
main unselded, will he ciioucb loshew how 
slowly truth U renched, ami liow small is the 
progress that lias hem made iu resching il, 
even so hite ns the ItPlh century.* On the 
quesliuo vrhalisgtKxl morality, might we not 
expect the adride of most men to have been 
Jong ago made tip? On a subject which 
professes to ascertain, what is the duly of 
man, might we not rationally sup]iose, that 
an inquiry must have been m> earnestly un* 
dertaken,so zealously and indefniistably con* 
ducted, and so iuccc 0 '>fully compleiid, 
^ionIJ in some degree eorrespond with iU 
unspeakable importance f No one siirelv 
will have die hanlihood To deny, that it 
would be a knowletige fur above any price 
in value, could we but resch cerfeMfy, as to 
what constitutes a perfect ay stem of moraliiy. 
*Ws ahoidd then know, wbst feelings, and

what motives, followed hy what sets, are 
good, had, or neither c<^ nur hnd, hut sim* 
ply iudill'ereiit. Would not the uKsirimedt 
of such knowledge be a great gain? It 
would not necessiiiily, and of itHdf, make ur 
follow a course of undeviating rectiiude: it 
would not inevitably free ns from •* aovy, 
hatred, aud an si ice, and nil uiicbnrit.ible* 
uess:*' it would not deliver us from ihat 
fruitfij) causeof so many’bad and angry pa^* 
•ions, \he honest niiMpprebi udnn, imim ly, 
or Ihe wilfid misreprosMiialion of iho mottVf*s 
of oliicrs ; but leiiving no di»ubt as to whai 
was virtue, and what was vice, it wnuhl 
engnee Ibe deep, and earitest, and iinditiiki'd, 
alirntion of ibe wise and goinl, lo piomote 
the caiiae of virtue, mulistracleil by the futid 
and deep rooted diHoreuves of opinion tlmt 
now prevail. Let no one say, that, such 
difTerenres of opinion do not exist, or exist* 
iiig, ihot they are of no praciicul iiii|K)r- 
lance: they do exlxt, and Uiey nee of the 
nt4fie>iii prsclical im|Mirtance. Ono class of 
men hold, lhal true moraliiy consiMla in wtve 
bm^tofettcc, ditcowrable hif retiii> t and Cfm* 
tciettce, end ej‘c/as<ec/y directed fe Me in* 
of our feftow oroiNres >k tki$ tcorlU. 
The bare annoiM»CHment of tins us a fuuda* 
mental principle of iiior<i|«, exciies horror in 
another class. This living widiout God in 
the worhi. is to ihnr minds, the insiRiitoie* 
oils cun version of Ihe beauty of vanh into 
the ugliness of" hell; it is the presenta¬ 
tion Wfore iheir senses, as the scinal und 
frighlful realities of this world, of all tliow 
circuinstniicesof horror, which the suhlims 
rnagination of .Mdtoii conesivvd as belonging 
to tire shades below: —

Such a sepaMli«»u is not outhorizs<i in 
ilia Scriptures, and the ailmisdon of such a 
separaiion, wuubi amount in eHect, to a re- 
nuaciation by a Chribtiau of lhal religion, 
which to him is all in all. U'lmt U the 
practical inference from this nnlortunate 
dilferencsT It is, that until the truth shall 
6na1ly pravail aasonpt tbs leading minds of 
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botli partieit tbe tuecets, as an objeci 

xo Kovernmeot, cannot be g:ifen to tbe reali- 
cation of genuine morality, in th^ miiidi an<J 
hearts <if all clasaee of meci.f Let me take 
one otlier eaani|]U to eliew, how slowly tlif 
march of intellect, (if 1 may use what is now 
become a cant |ilinwe,) lias adeanceJ. One 
of the great ends of arivernmeni is, obeiouv 
ly, tlie utmust firacticable diffusion of physl* 
cal coniliirc anioiig>t the peci|de. Pliytioal 
eumlort in a coinpreheiislve sense, include* 
the con^idcrntion of the rorntnl condiiion of 
in.iii. Good health is an inil$*i|>en«oble ole* 
nicnl of physicHl comfort, and it will scarcely 
be denied, that tlin pleasurable salisfaction 
ari;*iiig from tlio conaciousiteM of a mind fiiU 
of useful kniiwlrd)*e, and omflnwinc with 
the 111 ilk of human kiiidnei<s, must have a 
stroll It edVet on iKxIily health, ^eo, then, 
hi»w widely spreads th** iiir^iiiry, fiow is the 
utmost aiuouiit of physical com fori amonast 
the poojde to Im attained t Kveit if wo take 
Che t«rui physical comfort, in the more limit¬ 
ed svii'e, 01 a ceitiMii deari'e of chnc, as re* 
luhiiiir froui a sufficiency of TikhI, clothing, 
and lodging; how numerous, and how dilfi* 
cult, are the qiiesiitms, that would spring, 
from an ntientpt lo ascertain, the best means 
of producing llie utmost iiiuonnt of physical 
cooifoii anionuat a peojde. One of tliew 
quvsiiuni would he, whether on the suppnsi* 
tioM, that reason and f>onevolence should 
progress, the noti^oii that now prevrtil, re* 
spi'Cting the usefuInrSBi of ihn in«tituiivi» of 
prirnte pio|H;riy, woulil retain their present 
stroll^: hold oil tlie mindaor uud? AimtUer, 
adiniitiiig the usefulness of privalc pro|>rriy, 
whether the rigliisof msn ms reaarrls their 
property end persons nre wise in th»'ir nature, 
and clearly drliueJ ; ihut is, r«liether, (if 
\v«l] »’ZtH:iMe(l,) they arc the best that could 
be iiurtgined, to promote llie security of jwr* 
soil and |»ro|ieity, and lo rrelise the happ:es( 
di:<triUiiiion ofnationnl wealth; and yvbvihrr 
lliK means exist, of enjoying the above rights 
easdy end safi'ly, that is, whether a good 
acJiidnisfration of the laws, obtains? In 
01 her words, uheibcr any existing system of 
Jiirii-prudence is the best that conld be clevis* 
vd ? C mid an answer in the affirmaiive be 
given to such a question ? Taking England, 
(« country that lins surely advanced as far in 
knovtledge and virtue, a< any other in the 
world) Hs an example, should I expose my* 
self to the charge of ignorance, were 1 lo 
assert, that very few Englishmen, are tbo-

cued few 7 Yet surely, correct opinions 
resjiectiag jurisprudence, must bo laoiiliar 
to the mimts of at least a coutidor* 
able numbfr, before the subject can be 
cither taken i>p compreArtuierfy by the 
government, or before a more jK>itoct system 
can be carried by the goveriitnent. into prao* 
tical effect. 1 have dwelt thus long in de* 
scribing the ends that ure siippoacd to be 
attained by a p«'rtect govcniiucnt. and the 
ililficulties that sturid eoex aoir, in ihe way 
of the attuinment of those einU, that wo may 
liave some eriti*ria by which lo judge, %vhut 
tliA conditi'Mi of our ancestoja, wiib riii}i€Ct 
to government, was, smne «I 01 > years ago. It 
it u nsatter of doubt, whether wu ure better 
informed men than onr furc-failieisT I'u many 
this may seem a sopi^rlluous quoslioii; hut 
inasmuch, as the nature of a govern client at 
liny given lime, de|>erids tipnii ihe knowledge 
of the people at that lime, 1 hiqm rn be 
ullowed to make a few remarks on lids sub* 
ject. If tliere is any truth uiore aiiiipJc and 
obviooa than anoilier: any truth witliuut the 
universal recognition of which, in any coun* 
“iry. the penpla of that country, can scarcely 
l>c said to ba above the hruies that |«ei ish, it 
IS, that tlie happiness of the coiuiumniy is, 
in the eye of rKSsnu, the uiily conceivable 
end for which government exists, in Eng* 
laud this principle is now univer-nlly adiiiii* 
%¥i\. We are far enough lioin ilie pro lical 
realisation uf this duclnne, but the doctrine 
itsidl no one denies. If certain iii^titutione, 
ceiisin cusioins, or ccriain piinciplce of legis* 
lation, are comUnined or upheld, titey lire 
condemned or upheld by a refnivuce to Clieir 
ulleged iujuiiousMsss, ur usefuhiess, to the 
public, bohie complain of a lloyal Court, 
because of its rxpeioie, and bccunse it ia 
generally a sink of intrigue and enrruptioM; 
many condemn a system nf heieditary 
leaislaUon, because Uie knowledge ond tbe 
virtoe necessaiy lor stsUsnisn, are not acci¬ 
dents of birth; some are op|Kised to sinecure# 
and (leiisions, because they are expensive^ 
and l^cause tliey*nre too uficn bounties upon 
indolence, and upon political profligacy; 
many set ibeir faces against tba prinuiple of 
iiieli|ibility to office, on the score of pecidi* 
ariiy of religious opinions, becutise such a 
uririciple involves the iwofold evil of ride* 
Tag up enemies to the common wealth, aod 
depriving it of tbe cervices of useful oitiaeasi 
and come coodema m aaliooal church, u 
favorable lo political eorruplioo, aod adverse 
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of all (b«a6 institutions, custoios and princi* 
cipUs, uphold them hy the very same s^irt of 
ressonin|.s that thvir enemies employ to con¬ 
demn them. VVitho*jt Courts ihey tell us, 
Kings could not exist, and without Kings, 
elious Would came auxin: hereditary peers, 
from their fortuties, and from the Blimulust4» 
honorable actions, that is alTordecI by tlie 
pridoof ancient descent, may be inisted as to 
iioiiealy; and as to lulenLi, bK>k to tlieir 
i|ieechea,—see how far they lurpasa those of 
tlie greaiy curninoris, and Uuw feHrful would 
be Ote dangers, from mooorchy on the one 
band, end democracy on the oUier, did nut 
privileged noblcastand between these sntago* 
liiars ; without airiecuree and |tensions, where 
would bo 11 wtcrir fostering fond ; as to dis* 
(juiihfying lows, liMs nut the removal of them, 
placed ail I’rolcstnnU. Witliio the clutches of 
the scarlet Uily thni aitieth upon the seven 
hills, and thut drillketh of the cup of almmi* 
nation: nnd as to a national church, by wbgt 
other course shnU wu aUwr clvnr uf the 
whirpool of fMnaticism on the one band, or 
the rock of infidelity ou tlie other? iiow* 
ever weak, or however powerful, may be 
the reasoning of either pHrty, on these, and 
iuiiumerable other <|i>eitioris, loith sp]K»al to 
one cooiinoo principle, the common g<Kxl: 
they both call fur that, as fur a ring, in 
wliich to atrip, and fight out the bnlllo, fair¬ 
ly and omofully. Is not this a mighty point 
gained ? Prejudices arc fearful weapons to 
coirlrnd against, ignorance is an armour of 
proof, and acihehoess is the strong buhl of 
Satan ; but reason, in the fair field of right- 
eousneia, ahull pievaii a^Bm«»t them nil I 
Uow did ninlirra stand in the tirecs of the 
Tudors? Did thejivople: did their cleri¬ 
cal guiilea. whether Itoman. Anglican or 
Puritan; did Members of Psriinjnent, whe¬ 
ther Commoners or l.orda; did Ministers of 
State; or did Sovereign Rulers wlielber 
l^ugs or Queens, maintain, or acknowldlge, 
tliiit the sole end of any form of Govern¬ 
ment, U the promotion of tlte coinmua bappi- 
nm uf hU? 

That not D single individual had a glimpse 
of lids great and now comimralivcly simple 
tiuUi, I will not lake upon me to say; bnt 
that it WAS generally iinderstoo<l, and acted 
on, in those times, it is qbito impusMble to 
admit. The people were generally ignorant 
and suUmlaaive, except when driven to open 
Jawleaaneas, hy absolute starvation: uf the 
clergy, (those of them at leait, who eoerged 
at all Irom a state of profound igooranct and 
listleia torp<»r) soma wars desirous to uphold 
the Uooiau Church bafora it was upset, and 
to restore li, whan the reformad creed gained 
a footing; soma bent all their eueiyiea to 


support the new hierarchy, and the royal 
prerogative ; some were fierce proteatants ; 
but all were hurried on by bigoiry, and 
a spirit nf savage and bloody in tolerance, 
as disgraceful tfp pure religion, os it was 
inconsistent with the very rlenients of enliuht- 
eued notions on the end of civil government: 
what Parbaioenis were, both in iheir mate¬ 
rials and acts. 1 have shewn by some strik¬ 
ing fHcts, whal they were in base and abo¬ 
minable selHshiic’Ss. when ciiciiinsiancvs per¬ 
mitted them to legislate fur their own inter¬ 
ests, it would be difficult for Liiinua^se to 
convey an adequate idea of: as lu ministers 
of state, it is notorious that the wholo brood 
of tlivm, looked to their iiersniinl aitgrumlise* 
meni, and the arauMing of wealth, as iho solo 
end of their being, and sought the iiUainiucnt 
of that end, by the most ahjecl and uiic<ni- 
dithiiial BiihUMsaivcni'S*, tn those who held 
the governing power; and as to suvereigns, 
who shall gainsay the unqurstiontihla truth, 
thut the grutiHcuiion of thoir own single uiid 
individual wjIU, fo*ine4k the sole riintive of 
thvir actions ; and that the n solves which 
sprang fiooi this iincnnlrouluble stdf-Will- 
ediitM, led ihcin, now into tuoliah nnd unjust 
warn,—now promoted them to the pasAiiig 
of the nio't absuru ainJ lyrsimical laws,^ 
now impflled tbein to^renk tlirir vougenuce 
on discarded fAVoritca, or innocent men who 
by soma fat.d chance hud incurred their 
capricious difiplcasure;—a scll'-willedness, in 
hue, which never urerd them to follow out 
the general good, for its own sake, and at 
Itie expence ol ti»eir individual power? There 
are oo nraos, by wtdeh we can better Judge, 
in a rough wav«*uf the cmidilion of a pi^ople 
as to Its Government, than by a knowledga 
of Uie state of justice emongst them. In 
•ny country, if tin re existed very little Uli- 
gaiion, and if tliia absence of litigation pro- 
ceederl, not from defects in the laws ihetn- 
sejves, or the mode of their admiriUtraliori, 
hut from a high srnaeof justice aiuongst the 
iriliabitanls themselves, it would speek well 
for the government of that couiiiry. This 
stronu and general tone of moral feeling, 
would indicate a healthy state of educa¬ 
tion, on the highest of all subjects,*^ 
morals; and morality cannot well advance 
far, unless it is fostered, indirectly, at 
I^^ast, by the government of a couritry ; so far, 
Uien, credit would deservedly be due to the 
Goverhoaeni of any country, where such a 
state of things existed : and as the character 
o( the gofeniing power la always more or 
has ififlucnccd by tha state of knowledge 
extillDg amongst tUa people, a high toned 
monliiy In tbs people would uriquesllno- 
ably h« seen in the acta of its Government 
On (be other band, 11 tha people of any 
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cooiUry, owing to whatever circomstioeea, 
were above tlie lawe; or ifjoatice wtt tre- 
qoeotty violaietl, by the undue iiiAuence of 
iudividiinte, or by tbe direct authority of tlie 
executive power, it would be a mieenble 
eltto of the state of die Government of that 
country. Itt I he hrst case a(ip|H*e»ul, it 
would ebew, that anarchy or a total absence 
of Governiiient prevailed: in the second, 
it would irolicate rucb a degree of ignorance 
and timidity in the |Kople> and auch dU- 


gTRceful iudifTerence in thoM with whom 
legielalion rested to what ought to he tiieir 
first and cliiefrst care, that to talk of good 
Government as computible with such ft lUto 
of things, would bo a curious stirt of contra* 
diclioii. What was the state of justice du¬ 
ring the times of the Tudors 7 Tliu quefttiun 
is wficienUy important, to deserve an ans¬ 
wer in a separate letter.

REMARKS ON THE CLIMATE. ^OIL, AND CULTIVATION OF PENANO AND 

PROVINCE WELLBSLEV.

Suns a.-—The sugar cans is partially cuU 
tlvutcd on Penang, but cxiensiwly iu Pro¬ 
vince Wellesley, especially ii» the central and 
louthorn poniMnsotil. To these last lUcCbi- 
neie were allured by ilia richness <ff ibe soil, 
the fieiliiy of water commiruicaiions, and 
clieapneii of fire wood. The planiaiioiis 
tlieie occupy about nine hundred acres of 
land, and very smnll porrioiis only of these 
are peimined to lie fslluw. 

When prices are rcmimcrating, cUyed 
Sugar U lbs principal product, oihciwi^tf n 
coarse block Sugar is made. Under very 
favorable piiccs the nvcrngc^uaniity of clay¬ 
ed Su;rur manufactured fn the ieft»on, of from 
14 10 16 Qjonihs, may bo esiimated ateleveft 
ibousund piculs on no average, or about 654 
tons, and from founo Bve lliousaud piuuls uf 
coarse black Sugar. About 16,750 piculs of 
clayed Sugar might, if exclusively mamifuc- 
tured, be g«»t fmm tbe quantity of Sugar liind 
cleared and that now lying fallow. When 
compared with a West India Island's produce, 
this quamity is indeed in^igDl6callt; yet it is 
encouraging here, fur it is the result of the 
labor in a new country, of freemen whose 
tisles are even luxurious, on a imck of land 
which but ft few years ftzu was ft wild foresL 
There ftie about 9000 Chinese collected as 
cultivators or otherwise on these planiaiiuus. 
At present they may be considered ee the 
sole Sugar makers at this seUlemvni, for the 
cane, which to a considerable addiiional 
extent, is raised by Malayan settlers, is patily 
converted into jaggery, and also into a coarse 
black Sugar and syrup, which all find a 
•peeJy sale amongst tbe populaUnn. *niere 
is no doubt much land a till available for 


Su;nr plantations, and the capitsliit will 
perhaps be enabled, hy n perusnl ol thedetaila 
which hdlow, to form his own judgiurnt re« 
gardirigihe probable re^nlli uf Sugar plsuliiig. 

It is nd known, nor in ii a mniler of con- 
Acqua&ce that it should be so. at a lint period, 
or from whence the Sngir enue was iuiro- 
diiccd amon-st the M days of Kcddiili: it 

has, however, been ruliivated by them from 
limvs beyond the reach of irAdition. 

They class the cane into sc'veral vnrictiff, 

1. The large cane or tutboo, (the gene¬ 
ric temi) hcro^oo, which 

as this dvsignation implies, is coiuparaiivety 
fee from the ashy powder fnund on several 
other kinds The Malays c<msiJer it to bo 
Irss SWret than the (ubboo CtwH, 

9. Tubhoo bittong beraboo: the powdery 
bark cane. 

3. Tubboo mernh : a red enno, the juice 
of which IS considered Entire acidulous than 
ihe two faregoiiig. This appears to be »im- 
logoiis to the species found at Tavoy on the 
Tenasseiim Cua»l, when it was captured by 
llie British. 

4. 'fubboo rotiaa: the rattan cane—thin 
and hard. 

5. Tubboo kdoku ksrbau : buSuloe honf 
naue—a b ird cane with a chocolate colored 
riud. 

6. Tubboo elam: a black cano^esteem* 
ed by the MaUys-^wtU attain to the height 
of 19 feet- 

l*he Chinese have selected the Ant men¬ 
tioned variety, because, they think, it yields 
tlie most juice and la freest from colouring 
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mitter. The evereES height cf the cene 
under good euliUuUon ii here eboui 7 feee. 
reckoning from the itote to the upper Joint; 

I Oil however not uncommon, or even 12 
feet ia virgin soil. 

Saperinr ai the Chineie must be illo«red 
to be to the virioiii clatici of Straite* native 
culuvetore ia the ajipticeiion of hersJiury 
tact and unceatin^,' intlmtry to wluitevei 
they undertrtke, they yet fall far vhorl of I he 
point, to which did not habit end prejudice 
int**rfere, European tcience and akUl might 
Conduct them. 

Tlieir mode of minufecturtng raw Sugar, 
•uperinr as it it 1 o the native mrthud employ* 
ed in HiiiduorUii, ii yet vrry impeifvct, nml 
would, bv a \Ve$t Indie plaoier, be ilioughr 
rude, ilovenly, and inefRiient. The ground 
having bren hnt vrell cleaned end ireuched, 
the cane planu are let out in rowe, which are • 
lix f et apAri; the planie are ul iuterveliofi 
two and u lialf feet or two feet seven iiicnes; 
the trenches or ho1h»ws betwixt the rows are. 
from one to two feet deep. The most 
approved mouths fur planting are ApiH and 
May; Ijui ennes ofuli ages may bo seen in 
the pluniQiionsf^'^ the Chinese cannot afford 
to be regular; and were all the cunvi ript at 
once, they would not have a lufflcivucy of 
juille to clear them off. 

On I he quality of the soil end the care 
bestowed on iis culture, depemls the peiiod 
of maiiiriiy of ihe cane. It is generally, 
liowever, lipe at lite end of the fiurievnih 
monih, in fnvora'de tiles. In uiher siiuutions 
ill matiiriiy is delayed to the 16ih or even 
the ISih mouth. There are on an average 
about 3400 hunches in one oiloog, each 
bunch having from 6ve lo eight or ten cancs. 
The ground ii chained four several times 
betwixt pidntins? and cutting, and ihc leaves 
lire snipped nff lo the pro|>er extent 6ve 
times. To each bunch a caitie of putrid fislJ 
is allowed ue manure. The cost of cuUi* 
vaiiiig until the produce is ready to be carried 
to the mill, may be stated as under:

Th# gaUl eolisisit of two Tertical rollers, 
whiob are «ther of granite, or e4Ctio&s of the 


largest and hardes; tree which the fronlMr 
forest yields. These are put in motion by a 
pair of buffaloes working on a long crooked 
beam, which is attached to the central axis. 
—These rollers are geoerally about two feet 
in diameter, and they rest op a platform of 
wood, which it i sited only al>out two fret 
above ihebulfdloes* circular path; betwixt the 
latter and the mill on a level with the buffu* 
loes* path, a barrel i$ suuk in thegjouiid to 
receive the cane jnice; to each mill sis buf* 
laloes are aiMched, and they work in pain, 
and are relieved every two hours, each pair 
woiking four hours; in all six relivfa only 
are thus effecied in every tweuiy four hours, 
and there ore occaiional stops and delays. 

The boiliDg apparatus IB under ihea^me wide 
open shed with the mill; and on the opposils 
side to it of the buffhloe path, it is raised nuly 
three or four feet above the latter. Thefiie 
place is well constructed with bikk sad mor* 
tar Hhd vaulted. There arc three iron boilers 
in all; a large barrel for the cuoe juice, 
which, iusicad of being conveyed in a pipe 
or gutter directly from the mill, is brought in 
pails to tins burrvi from the tir»t barrel; also 
a reservoir which stands st the side of one of 
the boilers, having a sypliou at the bottom; 
end lastly, a cooler into which the boiled and 
clsiiffed juice is put. 

The canes arc brouglit on men's ihouMers 
to the mill, where they are cut into convenient 
lengths. One nan feeds the mill und another 
relieves it of the pressed c iuc. The cune is 
passed thrice through it, and is then caue 
trash, which is used along with ihe brewoud 
when that is deurv Thus much time is lost, 
for, with a poweiful mill, it would not be re~ 
^ired ti» pass the caoe more than once, or at 
most twice through. 

It was found by experiment that one hund¬ 
red canes weic pressed the first lime in nine 
minutes, the second time iu twelve niinuies, 
and tlie third iu eight minutes. Tue length of 
this middle period iudicatvs iuroe defect iu 
the mill, or so over feeding of U by the wuik- 
men. On an average the quantity expended 
every day duriog twelve hours' work should 
be, were nu stojn to take place or reliefs, 
nearly 2,500 cancs. Allowing, however,one 
oilotig to yield about 20,400 caues, the mill 
will be occMpivd during nearly cighi deya 
(twelve hours each) in clearing them ofl.~ 
With West India machinery, and its cease¬ 
less operation, this number of canes would be 
preis^ ID about twfnfy Aours. 

Ona hundred (onseleeied) csoes yielded 32 
pUoos and 1)6 ounces by measure, orjuice; 
and iho produce in clayed Sugar of first and 
second sort, from twelve hours miUiog, sve« 
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MRtdthrM pifuU; |hui giving; aboat Iw«Dty- 
tonr pieuU for one oUongof cine*. Tvcniy- 
five ought, however, to be obUined from the 
best land. 

The cane juice flows from the mill through 
a gutter to tbe barrel, which, os before slated. 
U sunk nearly V* the rim in tire earthen floor: 
from this it is cari ieil in pails to the other 
barrel at (he boilers. The head Sugar- 
maker stands here and keeps sup|Aying the 
juice (o the qnallios or shallow iron bmlert. 
It may l>e observed that those arc imbeddo*! 
Tti brick work, extending a foot or more above 
their rim. and anionthly plastered inside so as 
to prevent loss by the jaioe boiling over. 
No parilcnUr nlteniion is paid to the tempe¬ 
rature of the liuiior at any stage of the opera¬ 
tion—the whole biing pucised by the force 
of practice. When the juice l»oils loo vio- 
Icritlv. some ro<M>anut oil is lll^»w^ in to 
check (he ebullition. When the juice bus l»eeii 
aoflit ieully healed in Ihc first boiW, it is jKiured 
into the clarifier or flat bottome<l wooden re- 
iorvoir. from which it is. after fecullurings have 
subsided, let oiTby (he t^arn into tlie second, 
and so on to the third bodcr. In this last 
it receives an addition of nliout a sixth or 
even more of a c/iwy^oA (;i ohunah is about 
one quarter and a sixteenth or a gallon) of 
fine slicll lime as an adjuvant. Tlic juice is 
here examined in small quantities on a sful- 
low saucer, aad when ready, it Is put into the 
cooler; after remaining (here a few minutes, 
it is poured into conicul baked earthen¬ 
ware jars, each calculated to hold 60 cutties 
of Sugar. Twelve of these jars are usually 
filled at each milling of 12 hours, and each 
jar, after the claying process, ought to yield 
from 24 to 26 catties (the catUc is IJ Ih.) 
of Huftar, about 20 catties nf which are of a 
fair dvacriplion, the remaining being dark 
colon rvil. These jars or pots are filled gra¬ 
dually from the cooler, by uhout one quarter 
of ajar at adimu lo allow of crystallisation 
taking pUice. They are then arranged under 
a she<l of slight materials, on a platform of 
split nifjony or pulio woml, raised about two 
feet above the ground; below are ducts 
formed of the large bambun, which is spMl 
longitiidbially into equal parts for Ihc pur¬ 
pose to collect the molasses. About twelve 
days after these Jars have been filled, when 
the 10 classes Inivc well drained otT, cakes 
of finely knc^kdcd and moistvcicd clay are laid 
over their coutents. 

The clay is removed two or three times, and 
a portion of Sugur is scrapp'd off the top^t 
each renewal. The Sugur thus clayvU is 
dried in the sun in wooden trays, and then 

t ucked uu in wicker baskets lin^ with pnhn 
*avri. r'loui ihv abovs-mciiUoncJ number 
of twelve pots, toglas^es are obtained in (he 


roponioo of one half of the weight of the 
ugar procured. Or pcihsps a little more, 
owing todvc water used with the clay. The 
moiosets are not in much request, so that 
the Chmase pay hitle attention lo the way In 
which they are collected. They sire generally 
filled witfi dead auta, dies, wiisp*. and other 
inseers which iwarin in the claying house. 

No attempt has l>ecn yvi made distil 
rum. The Chinese make a sort of arrack by 
distilling a fermented mixture of rice and 
molasses. 

The process in making coarse dark Sugar 
is the xime as that dcsrrih'*<l for the fine raw 
Sugar, only that instead of the concentrated 
syrup boing put into clayey jars, it is poured 
into shallow Iroituhs und stirred ahout with u 
wooden |)ole until it becomes lulfiricuily trys* 
talliscil u Ix' picked u]». It is too much 
saturuted with molusscs to be easilyted. 

For the take of pcrspicui(y, tlic ca Icutaiions 
which follow have Imcu mule fur a larger 
tenie Uian uny ind.vlrlutd planter has yet 
advontiired on here. They arc, however, 
founded on Chinese prticiice, and on the 
average rate of pmduetivrnese on (he very 
first dcN'riplion of soils. The shortest pe¬ 
riod within which these last cun bis made 
prOfluclivG has alto been assumed. 

Four months have bc-en allowed as the 
lime fur gathering in (he crop a ml maim Pic¬ 
turing the Sugur. For this ]»criod eight mil la 
have been aUolte<l for onu hundred oi longi ; 
hut tkrcn mills would sullicc, were they to ho 
kept constantly going as they would Ih) 
under European munagvmcul. 

CmS flKtse^errHrioy einfrJ Suytir /rMi ctiM*. tKn 
p-iirfrrf (VO prUmfM if U‘»it vr urrvi. 
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and merely to an extent loiBcicnt to supply 
the euluvAtore end the local market. 

The manaraclnre of Irtdigo is yet In its 
infancy, and the product is too erode to be 
fit for the European markets. It is either in 
the state of thickish liquid, or of a coarr^e 
concrete semUcrvetslIised mass» vrith an 
inordinate proportion of lime, for its base, 
and of a light blue color. 1 have been cre¬ 
dibly informed by aDutchgcnllcra&ii, that the 
dried Indigo plant was in former times oOrn 
carried from tno Dutch colonies to Hollniul 
end there manufactured into the dye. 

In the then ^Superintendent of Pro* 

vince Wellesley made un experiment, wiili 
the aid of a native from Bengal, to ast'criniu 
the probability of manufacturing Indigo

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Prices rctnuiiiingas above, the profit of each 
subsequent season ought to increuse beyond 


possibly bccocQO so; and it is well known, 
that numbers hove returned from tho Sugar 
plantations to China with welUfiltod purses. 

Perhaps, however, it might be safest In 
original ing a Sugar planlution to reckon 
only an averoge produce of piculs of 
Sugar, and the usual proportion of molasses, 
instcoi] of what has been given above, since 
It might be difiicull to get a large track of 
land of uniform qiJality. 

l*he Chinese nsvc occasionally received 
from 6 to 0 drt. per picul for their Sugar; 
there is hardly any imported to Penang from, 
othvr couutiief, s*nce the growers heie can 
keep down the price by glutting the market 
when there is a competition, sad rendering 
the speculation a losing one. Finally, the 
speculaior is warned against relieving all tlnil 
the Chinese may tell him regarding Sugar- 
making. It is against their iotcreat to speak 
trnth. 

T.\atrM-*-lHorco.—Tlicre arc three apecics 
uf (be Indigo pUot known tn the Malaya of 
this Coasr, —the rrirunt rtnM, or 4ruc sort 
Indigo—fera tinctona or anil—the rurvai 
or Kukor, the creeping broad lenred 
Jdnd^and the Turusi oMAr, also a creeping 
fndigo,which is a strong pereunial plant, found 
in great abundance growing wild in ibe 
Islands lying near Junkseylon nod on those 
in the vlctiiity of Trang. Its leaf is larger 
than that or tho Tarum bc$ar. This last 
spmes was IQ 1793 conveyed from Sumatra 
to India by Colonel Kyd. 

The two first mentioned kinds are cliiefiy 
cuUivutcO in PmangAnd Provinre W'elleslfy, 


daocc of land here lit for growing Indign, nmi 
the I nty drawback tu its cxtcnHivo culttvniion 
by Europeans might be the high pticc of 
wages cuDipared with Indian rates. 

I1ic Chinese are (he only regular culiivu- 
tors of the Tsrum. The idaiit is gsneruHy 
renewed every year in wenk soils: but with 
prosier management it will continue very pro* 
duclive for.(WO years. The sml is Hr^t 
raised in a nar^ery, and tbcu carefully irnns* 
planted. Shcl^limeis employed io kill tho 
insects on the leaves, a decoction of the tuba 
tdtar, a strong crcejuiig plant, is applied to 
the root to kill insects. 1'he Cliincsc have 
a bed of this sliiirb in all their gardens. It 
is a powerful narcotic; and tho juicehifuscd 
in water is said to stupify fish. Ii is an 
efficacious remedy in thnt nritutlug disorder, 
the ring worm, when applied externuUtf; 
it must be rcmeinberetl, internally it would he 
poison. The first cutisug cotnmcnccs at ilie 
end of the secod or tliird month after the set^d 
has been put in the ground ; about seven 
cuttings may be taken as the average of two 
years. The plants are cleared once u month, 
and after each culting a callic offish is given 
as maouro to each plunt. 

The cost of cultivating for two years may 
be estimated as followa :—

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The obove ii the ravorab(c side of the lob- 
joct. Should the cuUivation increaae h little 
Di^yond ict present extent, prices will fall so 
l^reaily in this orliclc, ill adapted as it is to 
prtifiiaUlfl exporutioD, that little or no gain 
can ac«‘rue. The case might be reversed 
wore the Chinese and MsUys wise enough 
to adopt the most approved method of mauu* 
fucluriiig the article. 

The Chinese allow one picul of dry Todigo 
es the average family obtained from twenty 
piruls of wet. Bui how much of the former 
consists of lime ami other impuriiiet must 
depend on llic will of the maker. Tlie 
Mnlays mix it in the proportion of nearly 
one half the weight oi iiic liquid Indigo. 
The weed is ateeped In mud wells lined with 
chuiiiim, and a large tub is {perhaps attached 
to the garden. The furinenlation is guessed 
at; iitthe end of the second or third duy the 
process is complete. The whole apparatus 
dots not cost above eight or ten dollars on 
the above luinibcr of orlongs, provided the 
crops can be cut in different months. 

The liquid Indigo has occasionally been 
imporiul from Siam to Penang in earthen¬ 
ware jais. 

Nd.AN.—This phint docs not appear to 
have attracted the attention of Dotauisit. 
From its name it might possibly be cod- 
founded with wi/a or Indigo. It is, however, 
quiie distinct from the latter and is useless as 
a dye. Tbc pluut reieniblcs a sniull rough 
leaved geranium, and seldom rises above two 
feet high, it is propagated by cuitioga, as it 
bears no seed. The cuttings are planted in 

5 ood forest hind two or three feet apart in 
ry and sheltered situations, but thrives 
well enough exposed to the sun. The plants 
are stripped or their leaves three times in a 
year, and the shrub will sometimes last to 
the end of tlie third year. The leaves are 
merely dried in the sun and loosely packed 
for sale; an orlong will yield from seven to 
ten piculs wilhin the year; they have an 
agreeable aromatic smell. Arab traders take 
occasionally considerable quatililies of Nilam, 
and lately it has found its way to Calcutta in 
smaller quanlitlea. The leaves are considyed 
by the Arabs as a luxury on account of tuair 
su]iposed warmth when used as stuffing for 
njatiruises and pillows, and their agreeable 
fragrance. The demand is cither oo the de* 
clinc, or the supply has iacrcased beyond M,

formerly. . 

The native comilry of ihlj,'pSht has not 
been, I belleve,asccrtaioed. Tlie Malays tup- 
pote that it was introduced from SiimaUu. 
The value of an or1oug*s produce now be¬ 
ing from 35 to 30 drs. the profit after deduct¬ 
ing labor is not remunerating. 

A Bankok Siamese describes this plant 
as being ruUivated at Siam. He statos that 
the people there prepare an article used in 
perfumery, interually as a medicine, and 
os n cure for the tooib-ache from a mixtuie 
of Nilam and the leaves of a plant called by 
the Malays ^ua cAnpa, or nlld sage; ihcsu 
arc infused in water and the whole is diiiillcd 
by means of an appjratua consisling of three 
pots plaeed one above the other. The pro¬ 
duct is collected from the surface of the up¬ 
per one, on which It is condensed in shape uf 
a while concreie substance. It sells liigh. 
Wild sage abounds in Penang. 

GAUSiaa^U described iu Marsdcn*s 
Dictionary as a shrubby plum, from the 
icavea OI which an extract cullvd 47u^aA 
^ambir is procured by decoction, and fur met I 
luto little hulls ur cakes,in urik-'r to iis being 
eaten with betel. Its culture is described fn 
tlie Batavia Transactions, which do not hap¬ 
pen to be at hand, so we have iiad rcC(»ui se 
to llic Cliincse for informalion. Hiis ehuib 
was at one period cultivated with success at 
Peuang and other places to the Eastward : 
hut as Java was th« principal market fur the 
produce, and the Dutch had levied a duly of 
12 Java rupees per picnl onh, the cultivation 
at the former Islaod did not repay Its cost, 
and it was accordingly abattdoDed. Prices 
have been lately advaociog, and the Chinese 
are tolkine: of trying U again. The plant is 
partial to hilly land Or slopes at the skirts of 
hills. Two hundred plants are usually 
placed on one orlong of tund, being six feec 
as under. They are raised from seed, and are 
topped to eight or ten feet when the Gainbier 
is to be prepared. Tlie Chinese dry the seed 
slightly, and sow in ruiny weather. They 
superslitiously believe that the pUnU will not 
thrive should a woman approach them, or 
the workmen drink arrack while employed in 
planting them. The seed vegetates in 40 days, 
and are planted out in the second or tliad 
month afterwards. 

At the expiration of 14 months, the first 
cutUog of the branches with the leaves on it 
made. These arc put ioto a boiler, and when 
the juice has been extracted, the branches 
uud refuse are thrown away, and the boiling 
Is continued until the liquor has obtained the 
proper consisieuce: when U Is put into 
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troughs, dfied emd cut into Blices for 
^alr. The second cuttia^ takes place right 
monibt subsequently to the first. The plant 
]in« grows strong and admits of frequent 
cropping; and it will endure for 20 years. 
No manure is used, but the plaulaiiun is 
kept clean. 

The Chinese conilder the refuse of the 
boiling as a very eacellent manure for |iop* 
per vines^ and that the two kinds of coltiva' 
tion might be advantageously combined.

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The six Inbourcrs on the plantation will, 
after the above pciied, lie cousiMiitly employ- 
e*<l ill cutting uud preparing iba Oambicr; 
the average pioduoc luouthly being consider¬ 
ed ticarly 16 piculs of dry produce, which, 
at 3 drs. p«i pivoh *^ill l>« 45 dib. tnuuthly. 
or 540 drv. per aimuiu. 

As before slated, this is Ihe account ob* 
Uined by colUtiug ditTcrenl Chinese state- 
mints. 

ToHACCo^ls raised in snail qiianiitJes by 
the Malays for tliei'own consumptiun. The 
quality is inferior, but Persian and Amencan 
tobacco seeds have been db^liibuud in Pro¬ 
vince Wellesley, and may prove advantageous 
to the Kyois. There is nothing apparently 
to prevent the cuUu 1 C nf this plant fiom bciog 
greatly extenUrd. 1'hc Malays are much 
less aiidicicd fo the use by smoking of this 
succcdaiicuD) for uhat their Prophet has de¬ 
nied lliem—wine oi spiriis, ihsu the Chinese 
and Bunnaiis. A Chinee hus always his 
bamboo pipe at his elbow, while the Durman 

t duces Ins siUet or cigar, clerk-like, be* 
lind his ear. The Malay, boa ever, rivals 
.luck ill the elegant coinjKwnd of Tobacco, 
Gambler, 5ec. with which he ornaments ilie 
8f)kir.c betaixt his U|rpcr lip and Wlh, u 
custom even mure disgusting thuu the mode 
in which it is retaioed lor use by the former. 

CovKiK.—This plain thrives luxuriaotly on 
the plains in tlie shade and on the hills 
without shade. 

Several years ago large tracts of mouotaio 
land were cleared ami planted with it, and 
Vood crops weie obtained, ootwitbstanding 
the tlct»rMatiou of mookics and musangs; 
bm Sir ptice of Coffee fluctuated SO much, 
that iU c ultivation,for exportation, was abaa- 


defied. A few thowsaad plants yet remain on 
the hill planiaikms, which have been con¬ 
verted to spice ones. 

The quality of that now obtsined to (he 
amount of, {wrhnps, 100 piruls yearly, Is 
considered equal to thu average of that tuken 
to the Eurojiean market from other regions 
excepting Mocha. 

CoTTon.—Colton has never been exten¬ 
sively cultivated at this settlement. It has, 
however, been long introduced, and the 
staple of ore of the varieties now cultivated 
(but wlicuoc obtained cannot be easily 
asccrluincd) i» of a very superior quality. 
It llinSes luxuiiautly on the light as woU 
ai the stiff* soils, and t^ually well on the 
hills ai in the vallvy. The chief ohstsclos 
to the cultivation arc the price of labor, and 
I the sudden virissiludes of climate Irom dry 
to wvl: the Utter being apt to Injure the 
pod. 

Dushos of the above-mentioned variety, 
which has a yellow blossom, have been 
observed fur the Ust six years in almost 
coostaut bearing. They begiu to bear in six 
or eight mouths after pMiiiiug. 

Tbs following calculation was given to me 
several years ago by an iotviiigent Chinee, 
wbo ioLended cultivating Cotton, but aban¬ 
doned the project for a more lucrative one. 

One hundred otiongs will contain 435,600 
bushes; and each bush will yield annually 
50 biidH of Cotton, or one tail, which is the 
lowest average rate, being 272 piculs and 
25 catties for one year's pr<»duce» 

I Tbe cx(»cacc sif cultivation and cleaning 
the Cotton, about 1100 drs. after the first 
cost, will bo nearly 2000 drs. yearly. 

SjxiiifOa tiisBetbl Viva.—The Malays 
arc great cousumvri of Betel. Custom fre¬ 
quently changes beauty to deformity and 
calls it lowly—so it is with the Malays. The 
best looking person of this clas8'**for (here 
arc numerous handsome individuals of both 
sexes in it, notwithstanding the generally 
received sceptical opinion to tbe contrary*« 
very speedily mars bis good looks, in un 
Euro[>eao's eye, by an immoderate use of the 
betel mixture. It is, however, a very harm¬ 
less indulgence, and perhaps serves to check 
the intem]ierate use of more demoralising 
luxuries. The use of the leaf by itself would 
not excite disgnstiiig impressions, aud would 
he salutary as an aromatic ; but the heter<^ 
gevous compound of tbe leaf, areca, shell 
lime, tubacco, and gambier!!—^Well, let it 
pass—no moial injury U sustained from iu 
use by any individual or the cooiuunity. 
The old men carry ubuut with them a sort of 
metal tube, haiing ■ ramrod-looking pesicl 
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with which they basy themscivee in pounding 
tht; mixture. The young make aHily nul I 
rruckers of their jawa; and althoogh the 
mixture iicriiapa rather tenUa to praierve the 
tueth, itill the eaerciae on the nut muai be a 
little too violeut for them, and the Malaya 
aay it injurea the aight. The Chineae an* 
not much addicted to the uk of Iktcl. 

Betel leaf it a commodity which will not 
1>ear exjmrtation to a conridcrable diatance. 
it cannot be preaerved in a aound ataie 
beyond eight uaya, but by being prepared 
over a 6re and rolled into balli, in whicli 
atate it ia called thenai, it will keep a year, 
only the quality ia much deteriorated^ Tiw 
Betel now raised on Penang and in Pfovinre 
Wellesley exccadi the coniumpt|on, and ad- 
mita of a oonaiderablc quantity tMing sent to 
Keddah, which lait country formerly sup* 
plied Penang with a portion of its 
annual demand. AI>out GOOD cultiogt arc 
planted by Malaya iu ooeorlong, but 3000 
would be a sufficient number to insure |ier« 
muncncy to the plantation. To each plant a 
post of bango or some other durable wood, 
from 7 to 10 feet bigli, is fixed; when the 
Vine has reached the height of about 6 feet, 
it itt bunt down and laid in the earth, which 
process is by some planters twice performed, 
and one of the itrongeai ahooti arising from 
it, is trained up the poat; it U twice dcuchcd 
Ht top fiom Old post beat dowu about a foot 
or two, llicn twisted and again raised. 

The plucking begins about the 6th or 6th 
mOQth; care la taken nut to pluck oftener 
than once in every 20 days in dry weather. 
The uumber of pluckiuga io^a year ia about 
twuoty«6ve, ana the avera^ of each ia 50 
leaves for each Vino. 

The produce during the succeeding twelve 
months will be 63,000 bundles. 

The rental yearly of the above number of 
Vines ia now about 213 Sp. dm. and the 
amount wliich may be realised by a iuisureiy 
sale of the same, may be considered nearly 
5^p. drs. per 100, land included. In this 
instance, as with mostly every other Penang 
product, the real value of a plantation can¬ 
not be ascertained frQm knowing tlie rent it 
bears and vice ver«&. 'Jlie rows are cloned 
once in two moolhs: and man are is applied 
twice a year where the soil recpxlreii it; the 
Vines are topped in a line with the heads of 
the poles, which being portions of a split tree, 
are rongh and afford sinnuoaities for the Vine 
to cling i the leaves of tlie prindpal lateral 
branches, and of the imallcr shoots only, are 
pulled. In Penang the betel leaf is witUin 
curtain limits farmed out for revenue. Within 
these limits the price of lOO bundles is about 
6 dra., beyond them the average of about 1^ 


both on the island and in Provinne Wellesley 
for picked leaves. In tlie luUcr district 50 
cents ere given for 100 bundles. The cost 
of cultivaiiOD, average is follows

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Two hundred drs. arc frequently givun as 
rent for 600 plauu, which were the risk of 
low prices left out of the question, might l>o 
considered as an enormous profit, but in 
fact the risk is great* An orlong covered 
with 6000 flourishing Betel Vines will liardly 
scU for more than 360 Sp. drs.!! But the 
diftproportion greater or less according to 
cireutnstances than the above betwixt actual 
outlay tod yent, and betwixt tho rent and 
the market value, obtains with reference to 
laosily every other kind of produce. 

Any very considcrMc increase to the 
present amount of culiivation of Betel, with¬ 
out an increase in tho dom.inti accompanying 
it, which, until tho population has greatly ad¬ 
vanced cannot be exfiecunl, must be attend¬ 
ed with a fall of profit sufficient to deter the 
speculator. The profit now h assuredly very 
remunaraling. 

The consumption of Betel by the inhabi¬ 
tants of Penang and Province Wellesley may 
fairly be stated at 6,211,440 bundles of 100 
leaves each, equal in value to 81,057 Sp. 
drt. which would be the nroduoe of about 
06 orlongs of land, planlea regularly. But 
allowing for tlie various distances, different 
cultivators give betwixt the plants, according 
to their individual fancy, about 100 orlongs 
may be asanmed. 


Tjir Areca oa Bxtbl Ni't. —This tree 

hav given its hiicn^ to the IsUnd of Penmng.— 
not from its growi&g there in larger numlMis, 
or being more luxuriant than elsewhere, but 
because h was the tree chiefly cultivated by 
the Malays who first occupied the Island, ft 
now better deserves the tale from its having 
been the eroporinm for all (lie Bdcl Nut (not 
intercepted in its wav) raised in Uie ^st 
Coast of Sumatra, fhe cultivation of it on 
Penang as an exportable article Is very in-

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yet it ii capable of advantageoat 
cKteniion. TUe tree Ti too aUfT aod uoiforn 
to be beautiful, yet a gtove of it liaa a pk' 
toresqueoeae of iu own, derived from the 
fileoder and wavy appearance of the fton and 
Uie tutl of leavci high over bead, leaving all 
below open to the breexe. Tbe flower, too. 
catUa uelicioua perfume uround, and a creep* 
lug plant attachei iuelf to the item, bearing a 
number of white flowers equally odoriferoui. 

Tbe cultivation of tliii tree hu hitherto 
been almost exclusively couflned to natives, 
although )ari;c plantations of it were con* 
tempi tiled by Ooverument on the first actUe* 
metilof the Island. 

It was, however, in this instaner as in others, 
found best condui'ivc to ilie prospf^rily of the 
place to leave U to individual enterprise. 

The tree is raisi^d from seed. Four hundred 
should be planted (after reaching a foot in 
blight in the nursery) on one urlong of land. 
Ml 12 f«ct asunder, and kcbl clear of jungle 
and luliang, which may be done twice a year, 
borne trees bear at the fourth year; but five 
may he allowed. Tlic exfience of cuUivating 
loo orlorigs, until the tree bears well, may bv 
estimated as followi

Each tree in good bearing yields on an 
average sis bunches of from 100 to 150 
nuts evch yearly The highest price is 3 
cents |i«r 100 Null, the luwest 2 ceots. 
Therefore assuming the lowest of these rates, 
the yearly produce value would be 4,800 
Spanish doNars, or 2 Sp. drt. the koti or 
fai4i<t [10,000] which Is the usual native 
mode of computing. 

NiPAtl AMD OTDF.Il P.ALMITtS.—The Nj* 
pah is a low species of palm (nypa frocticaQs) 
which grows in niaishy situations near tbe 
s*^a shore, and principally on the banks o1 
rivers and creeks. In the latter situations 
its stem and half of the shoots and leaves are 
coveied with wutcr at every flow of the tide, 
it is found ubundantly sand ioters|)ersed 
with tall trees and low shrubs in the ootan 
hoAau or Mmigrove belt, which lines a great 

K rtlon of the coasts both of Penang and 
ovinoe Wellesley. It Is a valuable palm ; 
from it the Malays extract a laccbtrine Juice, 
or ncra. which wfieik quite fresh, is pleaiinl to 
tlieissivbut a little too cloying, and becomes 
like ihc juice of the coc(*hiiu 1 aud oilier cui* 
(ivaled pulim iiicbriatiug in a few hours, 


owing 10 the rapid fermfoUtion it undergoes; 
when boiled in llie manner tfiai the juice 
of tbe sugar cane is, a tliick syrup is obtained 
called Monisaa. It is rarely bmled to the 
point whkh would produce Sugar. The fruit 
gtOMS in large bunches, and afihougU rather 
lasuleas, is preserved as a sweetmeat. 

The Island of Penang contains but a 
small number of trees, compared with the 
opposite coiit, whore it is very abundant. 
Although it grows wild, yet those who make 
it their business to collect and boil the juice, 
take much pains to cultivate it 

The plants arc thinned so that they shall 
be abokt 12 feet asunder. If the juice is not 
to be extracted, the palms are thinned of their 
long leaves twice in u year, leaving 4 IcaveH 
on each. These are freed from tlie central 
pith and then doubled and fustened by split 
rattans over latlii of the wiAtfn^ paltn. In 
ibU form they art under the name of arlap, 
used fur roofing houses. If the leaves lie large, 
and this thatcli were not exposed to viulvnt 
winds, it will lust for four yhars, although three 
years is the average period. An orlong will 
yield annually about 8000 Icsve*, the value 
of which, before they have been converted 
into artap, may be abont 4 Sp. dollars. This 
leaf is with much more difliculty ignited than 
the cocoanut leaf, which is used as thatch in 
Malabar and Cnnara, or than the grasses 
which arc used for the same pur|iose in other 
psTta of India, yet employment of it in a 
town where much property is ut stake, would 
be highly dangerous. 

When airu is to l>e extracted, and syrup 
made, the fruit bearing sliooi orshcath called 
mftifonff is lopped to within about one third 
part of iu length of the stem—an earthen 
pot is suspend^ to this at night, and tbe juice 
is collected in bamboos before sun>rise the 
next morning. A shoot, or mapanp, lasts 
about three months, and yields daily on an 
average ooe half of a cAwpok of juice. Only 
one shoot is upped at a time: this laits for 
about 3 mootlis when another shoot is ready, 
which lasU for three months longer. The 
tree is then left for one year to recover iuelf. 
The Nipah is said to sustain this treatment 
for a long series of years without suffering 
much ill vigour. In 800 ptrdoes or bushes 
only abont 400 are in bedrin? at a lime. 
'i']ic fruit appears about tbe third year after 
planting, and it continue to flower yearly 
afUrwardi. Until that pcririd nira cannot 
bCydrawD from the palm. When the syrup 
is converted into Sugar, the latter is made up 
into cakes abool three inches in diameter and 
heir an inch thick, the rim being cased with 
a leaf; but owing to some saline panicles, 
perhaps from the jduut growing hi brackiab 
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vaUr, the Su^nr from the cocoinut palm t% 
(irefcrred by the naum.

The juice it occestonolly converted into 
vinr^l^nr. The above caleuUlinn ie for a 
|iluiiUiion in full hvariojr, wIsicH it cannot be 
rapecteJ lo be until the Bith year. 

The taste or desire for su|^r, salt and in- 
loxtcaling, or to use a softer word, still eahi« 
lira ting substances, appears to he inherent in' 
the c iistitudon of man ; and few poriiorks of 
tlic globe Inhubitod by him can lie pointe<l 
oiri where Nature has not furinsheO him with 
the means of gratifying It. 

The Manerovc here forms a mariMe forest 
of various beeadlhs. In some places it is 
upwards of a mile broad. To convert the 
deep mud on which this grows into dry land 
would be a Herculean labor, even for tlie 
nmphibeous Hollander. At a diitniice rrum 
this—the outskirts of Neptuna's domains — 
has a lively apjiCArancc, exhibiting every lint 
of green with a bright fnliflgcd Irec glancing 
out hera and there. Dot on reaching it, ah 
U found to he dismal and rrcarly irnpcnctra* 
Me—an agitated mass of waves and branches 
at hi^h tide, and a noisome low met of 
splashy mud. interspersed with deep pools,at 
low water. Unsightly, and at Hrst view ap* 
pareiiily useless, as this sea*wood may ap* 
pear, it U only one of the many instur»ces 
where we shall find diat nature proposes 
ntility as the end where beauty und grandvur 
are denied ; besides the constant supply this 
Iract affords of artaps, it yields almost the 
wiiole of the 6ro*wood osed in (*caang and 
by I he shipping; and this fuel is considered 
far superior to tbc wood of trees growing on 
the dry Und. Another of Its products is the 
bark of the tree properly called bakAau, which 
is of a reddish colour, and is era ployed in the 
tanning ot lc4ihcr and dshing nets. 

{jioos.—This ii a low palm, with fandilce 
leaves, broad and durable. The Javatsese 
cut the leaf into thread ar»d then weave it 
into am I cloth. U is then brought hrre and 
sold in tbc basars ondcr die name uf 4<idoof 
layer. The shrimp catchers use it for their 
nuts or airing: the ahrub grows here ; the 


leaves are rarely ronnu facto red/ This cloth 
is not here in much re<inest. ii costs t> co- 
pongs for 14 cubiu. The huer sort might 
be died and used for light blinds, and would 
even be a good substitute for mosquito gausu. 
It makes excellent grain bags. 

KtcucM.—la alow forest palm, found on 
elevate<l ground. Its leaves strike off at the 
level of the soil. They are used like those nf 
the NipnU for thatch, and are more durnble, 
althoogh they do not iq»pcar so ueat or sit so 
close as the artsns. The Nipah being uii« 
known in Und, inis leaf is cfkieHy used. It 
has been known to last fur 90 years on the 
Lancavy Islands, where Ui'apceinlly abounds. 
The leaves are plahcd ana tied logether in 
broad rolls, ten of which will cover a house 
90 feet by 10 feet in dimensions. The uiico 
Ij dollars. 

DaaTftA»r<—Is a low dnik leaved palm.~ 
The pithy part of the louf U the Huttonod.and 
is then used for partition walls of houses — 
even the outer walls. It has a ligid und clean 
appesraoce. 

Dsnus v—I s a sort of spung)’ palm, the 
stem of which is used for leraporury fences, 
us it requires no |>cclinf or dressing. 

Nioowo CanvoTo vuknh Lin.—T his 
palm is valuable. The houses of the natives 
are chiefly built with ft. It forms ready made 
niftoHfj butuif or pillars, and when sphi, is 
used for the open sort of flooring und high 
walls of the houses uf the bulk of the ryots. 
U forms excellent and dunihlu li;tlit ruRers, 
rvcQ under a pled roof. The pirates have 
large bundles of ttigi or lances, formed of this 
wooil, which they throw before coming to 
close quariets, as the fibre is apt to d«^tach 
itself in sharp spikes, a common wound from 
such a wcupem is dangerous. The shcatfi of 
its fruit, which is a liite smaller than timl of 
the arcca, is extensively mantifaclured info 
those light water buckets, named 
which are tn universal use. The deeply 
pUoted fishing stakes are chicHy formed of 
Nibong. 

Moowow.tNG—is a low prickly palmitc, 
cultivated by the ryots as a fence for their 
lands. *l'he branches sj)read along the 
ground, or at abnut a foot above it. lu 
piickly or serrate^ lesif U about six feet long. 
It is dri»*d, cut up, and formed iuio mats and 
grain bags. 

Oqc hundred bushes rent for a dollar 
yearly; but they harbour rats, so that it Is 
doubtful if more is not lost by the rlestruetiun 
they ocoaston to the paddic than is gained in 
rent. 

POOAV PaNDAHUS OoOltATilSIUVV —fe* 
the frogrant Pandanui. lu fruit much re- 
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•emhIcA a fiine apple, but it Urg«r. It it a 
trrB^liaR palmiia, aetdom ;Uin^ above 6flees 
feet in The flowert are aoUl at ooe 

pice each, but the fragrance it too over* 
powering for Enropennt. The womea cut 
It into ihrcda and fold them in thor hair. 

Tilt PAROANvt.—A low palmite-lookiog; 
ahrub. 

Moosowaso LAYta oa Hutav. —Tills 
nalmite>lilte ehrab gr^iwe in the jungles. Its 
tcarU often Sftcen fuel long tful tlightlv scr<* 
rated. It is commonly used by int Malay 
for making seiU. A sail of about 18 by 16 
feet costs about 3 Spanish dollars. 

Koombah—‘I si palmite which grows in 
marshy places. There is hardly any ston. 
Tike leaves are oAen 30 feci long and their 
pithy central part is of the thh*kness of the 
wrist of a moil. This pith is extensively 
used for the suiiwales of boats being iHid 
lengthways and kept tight down by transverse 
wouden pins. This material, from its light* 
ness, acts like a cork plank and will prevent a 
boat, even if full of water and light tnvrchas* 
diae, from ainking. 

ft forms excellent Sailing rods, with which 
the whole papulation, of all ages, upwards of 
3 years, are well supplied, and ol which they 
make constant use of. 

Tax OB Tal— la a high fun palm. It 
yields abundantly a sweet juice which ia boded 
up into syrup. It is very scarce tree here, but 
is abundant io Kaddnh. 

Now OR AHAe**-Is a high palm tree 
(Soroiaus gomuios of Luln.) 

It is not very plontiful. It yields excellent 
toildy and some sago. The ijoo, or horse* 
hairdookingcnvclojkcof its stem near the top, 
is of value IW making cordage; and when 
Chick enough, forms the writing pens of the 
Muluys. 

Tho ijH or gnmmulo, os la also called down 
the Straits, is belter adapted than raUncis for 
fastenings of roofs or palings wlmre exposed 
to the weather. 

K.'tLOOm.^This is a palmUe which grows 
in deep swamps. Its branches are siender 
und covered with very sharp thorns ot spikes, 
The fruit grows in large bunches; is ubout 
the sise of a nutmeg, of ^ criiusuo brows 
colour, aikd contains a very acid inedulai sub- 
staDce. It is sidd in all tlie basars under ihe 
termB of ospuh kulotiOi, and is used in cur* 
riea. 

Co UN.^ Rice is the grain chioAy cultivated 
ill the 2$traiis of Malacca. Uii the Island of 
^uiiikug the Held is eooHned owin^ to the 

f aueraily l.illy inaure nf the surlsiw, but 
roviuev NVeUeilcy, which is uu alluvial dis* 


trict, oRers a wkkr range, irul Xo U, therefore, 
the following observations will principally 
apply. 71\e area of this Province has not 
yet been fully asoertained, owing to the inoor* 
rectocis of the mops of it; these having 
been constructed when it was in a jungly state, 
and to the irregiilsr line of its boundary. 
Dut Judging from a series of triangles which 
have been tnkon preparatory in n more cor¬ 
rect pUn, the area cannot well be less than 
ooe bundreil arid twenty square miles. How 
much of this luperHcua is well fitted for 
Rice cultivaiioD, will be known, perhaps, in a 
very few years hence, when all the lavoA 
Ui>a shall have Iteen cleared of forest, until 
when \\ can only be generally asserted that 
several detached patches remain to be locatoil, 
some of which consist of upwards of 500 
orlongs. The Malays nf this rvninsuU arc 
Hiroikgly attached to agriculture. The un- 
maritime Mulay could not exist without his 
bintiwigt or licv Held, nnd to the prepa ration 
of it every other passion for a whilegiv^a 
way. His enthusiasm in the work is such 
that a pMktivc and greater gain could hardly 
bribe him from it. With such a prcdii|>osi* 
tion. the Malay is e useful subject where (he 
cultivation of grain, and the obtaining of 
those supplies which naturallurise out of, or 
follow that cultivation, are durable objects. 
Ehryond this, Malayan agriculture is debcient 
in method, too often slovenly, end always 
falls far short of the fullest produciive point. 
But the Malay is nut stubborn, although he is 
indolent and capricious, Kxsmplc and pros* 
pocii of gaiu may iti time, as they now par* 
(iailj do, stimulate his dormant faculties to 
useful ctibrts, • 

Malayan husbandry difleri considerably 
from that practised by the ryuts of Indiii; 
the formvr is not subject to the village as¬ 
tern so prevalent in the latter region. The 
OritisU Malayan ryot or landholder, after 
having paid his rent or quit rent, is quite inrlc- 
pendent, and his ireshing Hour is never beset 
by those needy dependaitU wlio take custom 
from that of the more enduring Hindoo, 
SQch as barbers, village watchmen, asirolo* 
gers, brahmans, fakeers and washermen. 
He is a Mussulman, but can rarely, if ever, 
be charged with bigotry, fiinaticistn or inlolc* 
ranee. Tliat ^»urt of his creed which is bused 
on nalaral religion, takes bat little out nf bi^, 
parse, aud that little he can, althuiigh the 
Hindoo may not, withhold should his avarice 
master his devotion, while the lupeisiiiious 
|>Qftioo of it horn Its being mixed up with 
riles and games tciuling to umusu rutlicr 
then (0 lusiruci, be enjoys too well to buvo 
eny inducement to evade a voluotary conin* 
Inition for iu su|i|kort. It would be wnll for 
Ihe Omn^' Mulnyuo of this ru.isl wrv he tu 
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imiuto tile ihriftineM, perecvemice end 
foietightof the Hindoo. If he6nd» it diffi*, 
cult to get money, lie findi it much more eo to: 
keep it when obtained. Hit habiu ere ell of 
a leviah or a titoughtleu cast, end may 
fairly be traced to the insecndiy canted bt 
native despotism before the Malayan power 
of Keddah bupame eaiincit and to the creed 
which locks ap hit money by forbidding bini 
to take interest. TrdJe and buying of 
landptl property ere the only means left to 
him of parijaiiy evading this law. It has 
been sui^pueed that the Mulayt branched off 
from a Tartar stock ; this position, probable 
as it may eeeTik, might perhaps be rontro* 
verted by the consideration that ilie^artaric 
and Malayan languages are appareotly rodi* 
caltjf distinct If the eseuraption on the 
other hind be well founded, it might serve to 
account fur the err.it»c propcniitiee of the 
Malays, or at lost of the mariume portion of 
them. But (he population of Keddah and 
Petani, fium wluch ours has chieHy been 
druined off, lias a decided agricultural chn* 
racier, and is not more disposed to locomo¬ 
tion Iwtwixt harvest and harvest than any 
other people so situated would be. 

Province Wellesley was long the leai of 
the Government of Keddah l>erore Buddhism 
was supplanted there by Islamism: a fart 
which is proved by written records and nrnhi- 
lectiiral monuments. U bears traces of hav¬ 
ing been fully cultivated; but it must have 
lain under forest for several centuries^ and 
until the Kritish Ensign became the signal 
for the tide of population to roll back from 
the northward. 

The Malays are riot however the only 
rice cultivatora either in Penang or Province 
Wellesley, alihough they are in the propor¬ 
tion of about 41 to 4 of the other elastea. 

There are in the latter some iialive Chrie- 
tiaiis, for tbe most part Roman Catholic*, a 
good many people from Bengal and the 
Coromandel Coast, a number of Samsams. a 
clast who speak the Siamese language and 
worship Buddha, and a few Bugeae, Chi- 
uese. Burmese and rrae Siamese. The Chi¬ 
nese. with the exception of a few of those 
from Macao, look witli contempt on paddie 

i ilnntera. Yet what but lack of a paddy field 
orced them from their country. 

paddy means rice in tbe husk—Ace the 
grain, when uuhuiked, a diatioction to be 
kept in mind when adverting to the calcnla* 
tiona which follow. s 

Data are wanting from which a very pre¬ 
cise estimate might be formed of the quan¬ 
tity of Rice grown on Penang. It it pretty 
certain that tne quantity of aawab or proper 


Paddi$ iamd actually under eultivatiofi, does 
not exceed 700 orlongs. No proapecliva 
ciiimata can ever be formed of the quantity 

dry or oomaA laud likely to be used for 
light paddie crops, since the MnUy, never if 
he can avoid it. culuvatca such land for two 
^easoui successively. The quiiniity of jun¬ 
gle cleared foranch cultivation for the ensuing 
season may be rated at 200 orlongs. 

Neither can the actual extent of Rice land 
cuUivated in Province Wellesley be yet as- 
eertaine<l, owing to the quantity of new land 
constantly coming under tilUgc, and as such 
is not surveyed until well cleared : but there 
are aufitcient data for enabling us to rate it at 
not less than lfi,000 orlongs. or twenty 
thousand acres, wluch is rather more than 
thrice (he quantity which wns under culture 
in 1825. At the latter period Ooverumeet 
were iriduretl to advance cash to iho cultiva¬ 
tors sod to give them Rice lauds at h rate of 
quit rent almost nominal. This Uberality w.is 
but ill repaid. Few of the Malays who 
received advances culiivated the laud allot¬ 
ted, or returned the loan, wliilu the worst 
consequence whs (hat (hey hegan to (funk 
thnt (heir services could not be dispensed 
iwith, and thus s great incentive to cxeriron 
was removed. Prom (he period that the 
ryofs were Ihi^wn on tlicir own resources 
(1826) the competition for laud, and as a sura 
consequence, its value has lapidly incieased, 
ft is eslimuied that about lliirly ihoiisand 
seres of land of every description are in 
cultivation within tbe Province. 

The popniaiion of Penang and Province 
Wellesley combined, excluding troops and their 
followers, but including convicts, amaunts to 
84,500 souls, or very nearly so. Tbe annual 
consumption of rice by this uumber is now to 
be estimated. 

Tbe average number of persons composing 
a family is assumed to be five, which, from 
actual observiilion. is pretty near the (ruth. 
Tbe daily average cODtumplioo by each family 
is rated at 3| chupahs of rice. If there be 
any error Here, it will, it is believed, be found 
to be of excess, since the population does not 
lubsistvon s mere grain diet, but is abundantly 
supplied with fish, phniuins, Indian corn, 
pulses, and sweet potatoes, poultry and bat¬ 
cher's meat. * 

The common Malays are not over nice in 
(heir choice of flesh and flsb. They prefer 
the flesh of Uis buffalo to that of tiiO ox, 
and that of tbs young ground shark is In 
request at all times. 

Religion and prejudice deny to every Ma¬ 
lay tbs use of pork, which is hare excellent, 
being fed with great care in itiei by tbe Chi- 
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nw on rice end the ktledie pleat, the let* 
ter being broqght to Peneng from Province 
Welleeley by M^eyi end eold et 4 pice the 
burden. A thorough stickler for the creed 
of the Prophet would loethe the idee of car- 
rying pin' provender to metket The Melays 
admit tiiat their owq Prophet Mahncaed was 
an e|Mcare in pork, which wna his favorite 
dish. Once on a time, say they, Mahomed 
gave a feast to the men in aatSority, and the 
pork which formed one of the chief dishes 
was very soon discussed. Not feeling satis¬ 
fied. he addressed his daughter Faftnia, and 
inquired if any remained uncooked: she, 
au|iposing that nil had been dresseil, replied 
in the negaiive. After dinner Mahomed 
went to the kitchen, and there found a large 
jofiii of the meat lying uncooked; feeling 
angry at the diaappninrtneot he and his guests 
had met with, he pronounced the flesh of thv 
hog to be karam (forbiddeo) thenceforward. 

1*he Samsams in Provinca Wellesley are 
partial to pork. They hunt the wild bog by 
dogs, either spearing Idm or drawing him 
into a rattan ir>ip, which last, beingattached 
to a branch of a tree bent down for the pur* 
pose, is like a mole trap, suddenly flung up 
into iho afr with the astonished occupant. 
Tiicir Prophet, too, or Teacher Buddha, was 
fon<l of pork. 

The flvHh of the turtle is also haram to the 
Malay, although he is permitted to eat its 
eggs These are sought for in the sand with 
great avidity, as are the eggs of the lim- 
tong nr river turtle, which are oblong and! 
less oily than thoM of the sea turtle. The 
Malays assign two reasons for the interdie. 
tion: one, that as it kcept its head withdrawn 
within the shell, its sacrifice or timbUeh can* 
not be made, nor the bwniilah or ordinary 
invocation repeated according to orthodox 
cuitom; Che other that it ia amphibious, or 
as they express tt. Aayoea Jii darainet, 
possessed of two disunct lives, one adapted 
to the land the other to the water. The fine 
rock crab is likewise eschewed by strict fwU 
lowers of Islam, because, as they aay, it ex¬ 
hibits on its shell an impressinn of foot 
of the hog. and in fact all anphibto^ crea¬ 
tures are karam. 

The Burmese and Siamese arc tbe grossest 
feeders and the greatest Aonsomere of rice. 
The Ava Government during the late war 
with the British, gave the following radons 
to each soldier.

Rice land in Penang vields a return which 
may not bo averaged nigher than 75 fold, 
or nearly 300 guntangs of paddie for each 
orlong; but it baa been considered adviiable 
to /ate it here at 60 fold oniv. Hie rice 
land or bindang of Province Wellesley givea 
an average return of 117) fold, the maaimum 
degm of productiveness being six hundred 
guoungs of paddie on an orlong (or ]| 
tore) of well flooded alluvial land, or 160 
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fold, whioh number of ptnUogi vt «)atl in 
300 ipuntftng^ of rww, weigfhiof oenrij 4520 
Eng;Uih poundf. Tlie pretent avert^ pro> 
duce hii been verr modtrcitly ettioutea in 
this account it 470 fanun^i tbe orionf of 

E ^addie. The quanuty ofeeed InTariably a1* 
otlad for an or\on|( of land la 4 fuoUnga. 
In the eadtnate of^tare produce as aaailable 
for the jupport of the local population, 480 
giintangs an orlong ha/e b^en aaaumed at 
the net average prCMuce. tine increaae being 
adminible on the acore of the tcoproTing 
productiveneee of the land. The average pro¬ 
duce now derivable e$ above loecided from 
one equare mile of btndang land will be 
248^ ooyana of paddle, or ]42^*eoyana 
of rjce, affording food aufBcleot for tbe 
luppori of )915 fouli; ao that were ererj 
orlong to have iu complement, the population 
of tliii Province might be mure ibuo doubled 
without outrunning the menna of aubaiateoee. 
ProaI>eclively viewed, the number which a 
iquare mile will be aufficient to aupport may 
be rated at 1936 aouU. In 8iam 40 fold ia 
cateemed a good average produce. At Tavoy 
oti (he Toouaerim Coaat the maaimum rate 
of productiveneaa of the rice laud waa in 
1825, and ia a (ill believed to be, nearly riie 
aame aa the average of Siam, while tbe 
average wea only 20 fold, at which laat rate 
the produce of a aquere mile would aupport 
about 1000 touii. There the return for seed 
town ia not only thua amall compared witJi 
the return for the quantity aown here, but to 
obtain the above average of 20 fold or 260 
guntanga of paddie from one orlong of laad, 
it would be requiaite toaow ihirteen guntanga 
of aet*d. The difference in^avor of Uiia local 
Maluyan huabandry la therefore 219 gun- 
tniiea of ptiddie fur each orlong cultivated, 
heaidca the profit arraing to the latter by the 
aaviog of labor. To obtain on the Tavoy 
CoauL the clear return of 470 guntanga of 
p'lHdie, being the averase above stated for 
Province WcUealey. including laad newly 
ctearvcl. and not yet become fully productive, 
it would be required to cultivate 1) oilong 
and to sow 231 gunteoga of seed. 

The total preaent popnlatioa of the latter 
Province could be aupported on the average 
quantity of rice rniaed on 24 aquare miles of 
IU perinea, while on tbe Coaat alluded to an 
area of about 43 square miles would be 
required to supply food to such a populuitoo. 

The very auperior fertilittf of ths Province 
Wellesley soil depends on its alluvial com- 
poailiOD, and on iia being level and easily 
accessible to water, and in some localities 
00 its being comparatively new; but this 
lut circumttauce does not seem to operate 
ia might be supposed, for some land which 


baa been loi^eat aoder cultivation, or upwards 
of 20 yeara, yields the largest crops. 

The soil of Mautama or Martaban Pro¬ 
vince, of which Moulmein formed a part, 
seemed to me while travelling over its plaiai 
in 1025 to approach aenreai to the atandstrd 
of this coast. Pegue, however, being for the 
most part an ealenslve delta, composed of 
alldvioB, its soil perhaps takea the lead of 
ours. The productiveneia of the soil of 
Malaoca or or Siogapore will scarcely, it is 
supposed, reach our standard; but on this 
point data are not at hand to enable me to 
form an opinion. Out of 42,667 orlonga, 
the quantity supposed to be available At 
Malacca for rice cnliivatlon, only di297 
orlonga were under tillage three years ago. 
Acw>raing to the M<ilayan Ann4ls, and (hey 
are rendered crediide by Euro(>eAn conlem- 
porary accoonia, the population of (he city 
of Malacca when first attacked bv the Por¬ 
tuguese, aroouoicd. independefit of the coun¬ 
ty or interior (lopulation, to 190,000 aouls. 
It this rtoraher. or suy 200,000 for the whole, 
were supported by the grain produce of that 
country, it must have required an extent of 
I02| square miles or 49.602 orlonga tcj hnve 
been under rice enhivation, auppoimg the 
fertility to have equalled that of tnv Kcddnh 
Coast aa above given. Being a commerci.il 
I late, however, it is probable that it received 
grain from other countries. It is only in 
ibose Malayan States where agriculture acema 
to have sever been entirely subordinate to 
trade that we now find a fixed agriculturul 
population of aoy eonaidcTHble magnitude. 
Java was one of theie, Keddah, Perak, 
Pataoi aad Trangaud. with Ligor and Sangora, 
were probably aJeo in the list. Keddah irom 
its position and general features must always 
have been a grain country. Its commerce 
never exteuaive, was in the bauds of its 
Raja and his favorites, and when that was 
all but aooihiialed by the drain caused by 
the new channels into which trade (lowed 
consequent on the proximity of European 
settlements, the population sustained little 
comparative diaunution, and coodnued to 
raise supplies of gtaio for its neighbours aa 
well aSaitaelf, until falling under foreign domi¬ 
nion, iu ener^es were paralysed and iu 
population dispersed.

Thori* is no roaioo (o doubt the occurpey 
of ilio tiatemont of espurn and imports, y«t 
it is Uiglily probable that a good deal of Rice 
baa been imported in imall qaantiiiet through 
numerous channels both inio Penang and the 
opposite coflM wiihout being observe. The 
crops for Ibc last two years in Pioviuce 
Wellesley were very abiindpiit. as the present 
promises to he, and perhaps the produce for 
tbese has exceeded the average assumed 
hero. The produce of partially cleared lands 
too, may have been somewhat underraied. 
The grain dealers may also have had a sup* 
ply in band at the beginning of 1833. Some 
of these causes must have ^en in operation. 
Besides the registered exports too, it is well 
known that considerable quantities Of It ice 
bave been exported occasionally from Pro* 
vince Wellesley to tbe horders of Keddali 
and Perok. 

Tbe grain season commeucei about the 
middle or end of July on Penang, and about 
the middle of August in Province Wellesley. 
Ji> ibe latter the ryots continoe planting until 
the middle of October, being regained by the 
degrees in which their fields are fiooded. The 
grain is ripe within from d to 8 months after 
planting. 


Ute Rice produced here is ef the same des¬ 
criptions as that raised in Keddah, and it 
ranks next to Bengal Rice in the market. 

The varieties of Rice are very considerable, 
and they are nicely discriminated by tbe 
Malays. At first one might feel disposed to 
think these T>eop1r fanciful, but on a narrow 
inspection, the different kinds of Rice are ob* 
served to possess distinct features. 

The following are those sorts beat known, 
and they have been arranged ss nnaily as 
may be ancording to their generally rcceivrd 
value. The firal five m-iy be cut by the

The Malays here hs»e not yet attsnptsdl 
double cropping as on the continent of India. 
Tilers are no tanks, and it is only at a very 
few ij>o(B that they could bs made ; most of 
the Malayan wet land rice requires so long a 
period to reach maturity, *that there would be 
a deficiency of water for a second crop were 
an attempt to be made to grow one : bat the 
Malays are obitinate in asserting that were 
water abundant, still the rice sown here will 
not frucfify after the rainy seaion has ^asisd t 
but the jagong rice before noiioed leems an 
exception. 

The Chineae laet year introdoced from 
China a speclea of rice termed by them 
pttng4i-to, which is short grained, of a red¬ 
dish rohr, and goes to ear in 3 moaths and 
JO days after planting, and ss it is a species 
which rec^uires lobe flooded, it promises fobs 
ai> acquisition, aUhoiigh a very light grain. 

There are considerable tracke of land ber- 
drring the bakkau or Mangrove flats, which 
at present lie waste. It is understood that 
there is a kind of rice cnliivated in Chitta¬ 
gong. which is not injured by brackish or salt 
water ocesslonally reaching it; were this 
also iolraduced much benefit might accrue. 

The Malays never manure their rice flelds, 
nor is there any occasion as yet for doing so, 
especially while the syitem continues of al¬ 
lowing the field to lie from 6 to 8 mentha 
fallow every year. The people of Bengal 
render rice capable of being preserved for a 
long lime bv dipping it In boiling water to as 
to destroy the germ. The Malaya have not 
adopted this pisin, and therefore ^at or grind 
ont the rice from the husk just before it la to 
be used. The Burmese, the Siamese, and it 
is believed all the Indo-Chinese Governments 
maintain large granaries. The object is polf- 
ticsl witli reference to tbsir exposure to fre¬ 
quent warfare, yet it is of vast utility in 
times were the crops fail. 

SXED TIMS. 

Four guntangs of paddic are sown upon a 
well watered and cleared spot of land, of the 
extent of about a aixteenih port of an orlong. 
In about forty days the plants attain soffi- 
ei«nt vigor to admit of their being moved to 
the bindang orpaddie field. 

The task of transplanting is commonly 
performed by the women, ^fore the seed is 
sown in the nursery, it is twice measured rn 
order to aicerUln that nose has ereeperf pra¬ 
ter naturally. 

The iomui or rice plants are pulled op by 
their roots in bunches of suttcisnt sise to be 
easily grasped with one band. The roots 


are rapidly cleined with the other and the 
tops are cut off. A few of the whitest stalks 
are then selected and carried separately 10 the 
field. Ayer badoA, a fragrant cosmetic dis¬ 
solved in water, is now sprinkled over the 
ground in order lo propitiate the spirit of the 
padilie; the Malayan Ctt'ea, tor whom how¬ 
ever the Malays have no dixtinct appellative, 
but express their meaning by the words so- 
paddie, the cAo6a yradat of the 
Hurmeie, which implies that the Spirit of ilie 
Paddle vanishes through tenor when not con¬ 
ciliated. 

The spot on the field where the propitiatory 
evoestioo ia made they term ^umi putra, 
which are Sanscrit words, denoting Prin~ 
cn GroNiid.’' This might be supposed to 
imply that the spirit evoked is deemed mascu¬ 
line; but the nature of the invoratioJi*) whic^h 
follow, rather h*svc this in doiibr. The se¬ 
lected stalks are placed on a rest along with 
offerings of dreiaed eggs, poolool rice, or 
iorvsaagliilinoia, sugarcane, cocoanut, and 
sweet-mciils. These ofieringa are afterwards 
commonly left on the spot; but some ryou 
take them boms and eat them.

Hence il ia 
incumbent on cuUivatori to treat paddie 
with rcapect. 

One of the aingular cuatomi which may be 
observed at ihia leClleracnt, amongat a popu* 
laiion composed of many racea, and where 
about twelve diatinct Aaiatic languagea are 
apoken by conaiderable nombera, ia the 
search for cerei or proaerplne by the Chi- 
neio. 

They being ignorant of the real origin of 
the rite, callit a aeaich for charmed roota and 
medical aubatancea. Fowr men carry on 
their ahouldera a email punted wooden or 
bamboo box, with a canopy, and open in front. 
In thia an image of Choo Sookong, one of 
(heir deified mortale ii placed. A Juiguxcn 
or Phyaician, placet himaelfin front, and the 
whole move on over the country at a double 
quick pace. 

Choo Sookong ia beUevad to give himeeir 
a ibake occaalonally to aa lo impede the 


movementa of hia hearers. The Juzzvxtn 
then opens hit hooka, and that one to which 
the box inclinei, be conaulti, noticing the 
medicines whose names firat meet hia eye. 
The atteodanu then begin to dig up the earth 
to find the iubataoce indicated. 

It ii (he Chin«ehoo Chiuesa, who ohiefly, 
perhaps solely, prsctice thia rite. 

The Siamese andSamsam cuUivatora, who 
are Buddhists, oa'I Ibeir Ceres, fife PKo Sop 
Cfiou. ** the exalted mother of grain.*' In 
their iegands it is recorded that of old. when 
mankiad were yet in a stnte of innocence, 
grain grew apentaneoualy on (he earth. At 
length the women began* to steal, and men 
com passion sting their weakneaa, pardonned 
(heir error four successive times. It then be¬ 
came necessary to have a king who ahouM 
control the evil now first appearing in the 
world. The men, however, soon followed in 
the steps of the women, and they even ven¬ 
tured to show every degree of disreepect to 
fife Pfio Sop in the rough manner io which they 
cultivated the corn. At length disgusted wlih 
ihe insults heaped on her. and at the crimes 
of tbe human race, she fied and took refuge 
in a deep care on a high mountain. Famine 
now ravaged the earth. To avert this cala¬ 
mity holy men were sent io search of the 
lost goddess. Following the course of a 
river, they perceived toraa busks of grain 
fioating on ita surface and were thus directed 
to the cave. Here they observed the seeds 
of grain attached to the roof, and after much 
supplication induced Afs Pho Sop lo return 
and diffuse plenty around to a race now first 
aware of her value. 

The Buddhist ryots when about to plant 
the rice, propitiate this goddess by ofleringa 
of tbe kabooa fish orharooan (which abounds 
in the paddie fields during tlie raius) eggs, 
fruits, sugar, the orisa glotinosa, aod betel 
leaf. The goddess is represented by a bunch 
of the rice plants which are tied together by 
white thread. Waxen tapers are lighted and 
incenae burned, aod scented water is sprinkled 
over the typical bunch, which is then covered 
with a while cloth raised into the shape of a 
canopy. 

This ceremony generally takes place early 
in the morning. All the ryots present then 
evoke fife Pko Sop to favor the paddie crop; 
when the grain approaches to fullness, similar 
rites are performed aod acid fruits are added 
to the oblation, because, say the Siamese, the 
prediliciion belongs to it as well aa to the 
set in general under similar mrcumstances. 

^Tht paddy planter is provided with a short 
suck, with a fork at the end. Having inserted 
from five to nine stalks or ptanis into this 
fork, he pushed it down into the mud, to the 
depth of from 3 to 6 icicbea, according to the 
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Aatqre of iht loi). Saperttition oijoioo thtt, 
decoram ^ould be <^eerved duriog chat ope-' 
retioQ, and that do ooe abould apeak duri^l 
the planting of eaer; aevan bunonea. Thaae 
buQohei are aet at diatances Tirylog from 
half a foot to one and a half fool« In the 
richest soils even two feet mi^t be allowed, 
as the bushes expand lufficisody to cover 
the intervals. The owner afterwards inspecta 
hit field occaiionaUy, aeOs that ii hu the 
requisite qnen^ly of water and destro|r* 
weeds end vermin. As the ear begiDS to 
fill, he sirelches ropes over the field and 
aitsrhes scarecrows to it, and he erects e 
high covered perch in which one of his fa- 
miJy constantly watches, at the imminent risk 
at night of being picked off by a tiger. Birds 
and rata which occasionally in great 

numbers, contrive notwithstanding to take 
heavy c«i/om out of the crope. 

Newly occupied land near forest is most 
subject to their inroads: several insects also 
infest the rice fields. U is almost incredible 
the swarms of rats which overran tbe plains 
and paddie fields of Province Wellesley lest 
year They did much partial damage to the 
yoQQg grain, but the crop was nevertheless 
most a^ndant. It is probable that such an 
uncommon invasion was from the interior. 
These swsrms diesppeared nearly as sud* 
denly as they came, yet they are vufScienity 
numeroui at all times to furm one of thelegi> 
rim ft te subjects for grumbling to the farmer; 
they are most destnictive in rainy nights, 
such, say the ryots, protecting them from 
their enemies'—tne owl, snakee, dec. The 
Malays are obstinate in believing that they 
ewarm across from Penang, because ■ great 
many had been observed fioundentig in tbe 
mud after the retreat of the tide; but the 
roost current opinion with then is, that these 
rats were produced in oyster or other shells! 

As the ear of the rice appears, the water is 
generally allowed to gradually drain off to 
hasten its filling, bat it will fully ripen witli* 
oat this precaution. Tha ryots assist etch 
other both in sowing and reaping. 

The grain is cut with the sickle when it 
has been laid down by its own weight, or by 
wind, or is otherwise in jeopardy. But as 
the straw is here of little or no valne, grass 
being abundant throughout the year, and as 
the gram is often, from perhaps an intermix* 
ture of different sorts, not all ripe at once, 
and as the ryots do not readily walk oot of 
the path which hit forefathers followed, 
recourse is generally had to the more dila 
tory and expensive method of cutting by 
pingeeau, by which only enough of the staJa 
IB left 10 admit of iu being gruped by the 
baud and tied up in bunches. 


Viewed witii tbe eye of an aconomist, it is 
a beautiful object, a ripe waving paddie field 
of ten miles or more in extent The whola 
air is perfumed by the mellow aroma; tbe 
Malay tlien is in bis glory, and all the old 
women and elderly matrons are seen with 
comical straw bats pluoktog the ears of corn, 
the young married women and spinsters 
under a ceriain sge are left at the distaff and 
loom and other household duties. 

Tbe Hiilayt hold sacred the first three 
days of harvest, and the presiding spirit of 
the grain is again evoked and propitiated. 
These days are pantang, or under an inter* 
diet, or tabooed as the African would express 
biraseif, and nniil they are past, the culti* 
valor ie careful not to permit any thing to be 
removed from his house. On the first day 
waxen tapers sre lighted and incense burned. 
Peris of the Fo^rkJtan or Koran are recited, 
the rite being termed Avadurt—all the assem* 
bly calling out ametn at the close of each 
sentence. 

All iron nail is carried on tha first day to 
the field in order to avert some planetary 
influence, for the plants, it is well known, had 
in ancient mythol^y their types In the several 
meUli; it is stuck into the earth, where it is 
left until alt the grain has been cut. This 
charm may remind one, too, of the sailor's horse 
shoe. It is iflerwardi placed in tfie granary 
aa a charm to prevent the paddie becoming 
samoaya/, namely, taking fright and vanish¬ 
ing, as it did of old! A rude altar is then 
raised on the field, on which are laid offerings 
of rice, plantains, flour, eggs, oil, water and 
perfumes, a white cloth is thrown gently over 
all and tbe peasant evokea tbe spirit in the 
following strain—

On the same day one male and one female 
stalk (the distinction is perhaps fanciful) are 
select^, OB each a gold or silver ring is put, 
both are then tied together with a white thread, 
wrapped up in white cloth, and conveyed 
along with one basket full of tlie ripe ears to 
the granary. Some ryots cut seven instead 
of two stalks in commemoration of seven 
mothers who becAoe somanpof, perhaps the 
seven Rishlis or start of Hindoo mythology. 

On the second day, two, and on the third, 
three baskets full are cut and consecrated in 
like manner. When these first fruits have 
been thus with due rites Loused in the gra¬ 
nary, a jar of water is placed beside them, 
ancf the birvost is begun in earnest. Many

If there be certain periods in Uie history of 
every country, (as haa well been uoticeo by 
political and philosophical writers) at whicfi 
from circumatancea it may be conjectured, 
that a iiositive increase, either of good or 
evil, will be the consequence of certain 
adopted measures, such a cri>us is thnt which 
is now arrived in respect of the Continent of 
India. The incorporation of all Italy with 
Rome in the lime m Marius and Sylla, is one 
event which haa been marked out ai of the : 
nature of thoie which are thus s|ioken of; aa : 
the fate and progress of our Bnulisli House 
of Commons, between the accesaron of Henry 
Vn. to the year 1288, aud again from 1588 
to 1640, lias been another. 

The power of legislation to be exercised 
openly in the face of the world, witUiu the 
boundanea of India itself, is an occurrence 
which cannot hut be prc^uctive of conae* i 
queiices not unimportant: of coiisequenccs,! 
which undoubtedly give birth to hojves, but 
wliicK at the same time, may, not pnreason« 
ably, excite also some fears.; 

The measures which have preceded ibe in* 
troduction meditated of eltcodcd IpgiaUtivc 
jiower, have certainly not been of a kind very 
satisfactory to the lover of independency of 
legal institutions. It is another and late 
proof (not much, I own, reaulred), of the ina¬ 
dequate interest which is taaen io the affairs 
of India (vast though India be) by the pub- j 
lie at home, the ffuding, that tfic power a^ut 
io be vested in the Cabinet of India, haa at 
its very commencement been marked by the i 


abandonment to paHial, if not entire, neglect, 
of the King*# Supreme Courts. I would ndcl 
also aa another untoward incident, the eleva¬ 
tion (though temporary) to the first authority 
in all India, of that lodiridual, who, as a 
Member of Council, in the muat unguarded 
and unmeasured lone, attacked, tlirough the 
channel of a secret Minute, the very Court of 
Justice of the Presidency in which )ie held a 
high office. l.et Sir C. T. Metcalfua public 
hospitality have its due praise—let his excel¬ 
lent private qualities have their just reward 
of esteem.—but, that after his violent papers 
of April 15, and May 2, 1839. He, of all 
others, should be the Selected individnsl, first 
to fill the governmental chair, under ita new 
regrmd, is to me, I confess, a matter of lomc 
regret and of partial alarm. Neither can 1 
quite pul away the recollection, that the late 
Governor General himself, excellent and well- 
dexerving ns he is, lias so fur shewn himself 
imbued with oriental prcjudicfs, as to pro¬ 
test a}!ainst any limitation to be assigned to 
the local legislative power; and to declare 
aguiosl the use and continuation of a prolii- 
biiiou ** so vague'* (thus be has spoken) us is 
implied by the direction to enuct no laws re¬ 
pugnant to the law of England. 

Tlicrc is yet another circumstance, which, 
as a sincere well'wisher to mankind, and con¬ 
sequently feeling a sir<m^ interest in the hup- 
piness of h population loroiing so large u 
jiorlion uf it as India must be deemed to do, 
also aflecU me with unfeigned solicitude. I 
cncati, Sir, the feeling (to say the least) of in¬ 
difference, as to the Supreme Courts, exhi¬ 
bited by liie Eastern Press at large—an ludif- 
ference which, as 1 believe trial by jury exists 
only within the precincts of those Supreme 
Courts, may be fairly supposed to extend to 
that instilutkOD itself I arn not, Sir, una¬ 
ware that catching opinions have of late be¬ 
come somewhat prevalent even in Great Dri- 
tain, tlie tendency nf which has been 10 era¬ 
dicate from the minds of Engllslimen that 
just pride in which formerly they were wool 
to indolge, aa the possessors of i^pular judi¬ 
cial institutions, sod of tribunes, rendored 
sacred by tooieot custom, before which, in 
any contest of a serious nature, neither per¬ 
sonal power, however high, nor Dpulenc.c, 
however great, could avail in favor of u wrong¬ 
doer. 
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1am aware alao lliat Ihrse opinions )iave 
created a deiire not merely to hare jaatice 
cheap (a legitimate and pitiae^worthy object) 
but alio to have it amall—and tbut it U the 
raaliion of the day to call (or what ia termed 
a iiutural procedure in the way of juatice, pre« 
feruhly to what is denominated a techoical 
one. Now, that this natural procedure may 
be carried further than it haa yet been done 
at home, with good eMt, may readily be 
admitted: nevertheless, the notion sUU rnay 
wel) be deprecated, which would eatnblish as 
a just concluiion, that the Courts in West* 
mnisur Hall should be, as ioon ai poaaible, 
destroyed, and that the whole judicature of 
England should be efleoted by the mairn* 
mentality of Jud|^i appointed in local dis* 
iricli. The spirit of knclishmen ia siill 
likely to revolt against such a measure: but 
thut the bins given by Pamphlm end Rc* 
views has for years past been with a leauing 
towards an equalisation of tribunals is, I 
think, inconteitible : and that such a bias has 
already pro<luced evil edects I also believe, 
and am ready to rriaistain. When, however, 
it is acknowledged by me, that the natural 
pTOccduie (numely, a procedure without forms) 
may be curried, with good effect, further than 
it haa yet bees, I must be understood us ab 
ways bearing in recollccnon that Courts of 
this natural sort still caist in England snd 
uiwuys haveeaisted; our Courts of UequesU, 
and Courts of Conscience, or similar Courts,: 
exist and have eaisted for centuries; toon* 
large the sphere of action of these may be 
edient to have none other but such would 
e to despoil the country of Us most precious 
privilegcs^a change in the •character of the 
people would be the unavoidable consequence 
of buch a measure: its iQJc|>endcrioy audits 
liigh*isiodediicss would be gone for ever. 

I rightly, however, may here be corrected 
oud told that India is very differently placed 
from England, and that not only the Go* 
vernments of the two necessarily differ, but 
ulso tlie governed in an equally strong de¬ 
gree. 1 admit the position: but, having 
admitted it, it leads me to a conclusion, I am 
afraid, the reverse of that which is for the 
moment popular and current in this part of 
tike world, for what is the avowed olject of 
the present chaoge ?—the increased happi¬ 
ness, it is declared, of the subjects in India, 
and that increased happiness to be attained, 
not merely by giving them personal protec* 
tion, but by affording them the means of 
amendment in their moral character, and by 
roiling their feelings and opinions to a higher 
ita nd ard than tb ay at preien t stao d on. Sure) y, 
surely, it may be doubted, whether this can 
be brought about by a multitude of laws and 


ordinances: more especially, loo, if 
laws snd ordinances arc lobe interpreted and 
carried into effect by Minor Courts, deper^- 
enl uimn, and owing their existence to, the 
Government, whicli makes and proroiilgatea 
such laws. Surely, there is some ground for 
fear and trepidation, when U ii known that 
the new system is to be framed and set ia 
motion under a Governor, who, as an adviser 
formerly of Government, expressed in the 
Secret Minute of April IA, IS'^9, a sentiment 
pretty nearly coming up to thu uotUion, that 
ID every case the Government should hove a 
restrictive right of iuterjmsition, delaying, if 
not stopping, the process of law according to 
its will artd pleasure: and coercing the Courts, 
the King's Supreme Courts inclusive, accord** 
ing to iu own view of the necessity arising. 

More general expressions of an ungenial 
hearing, and hostile to all independency of 
thought find action appear in that state-paper 
of A]>ril lA.than in losiiorta memorandum 
Rouid be expected 1 U wuuld lie wrong, how¬ 
ever, not to make allowance for the lu^at of 
argument (even if that argument bo reduced 
to writing) into which the stickler for an cs- 
liecial measure may be led, under circum¬ 
stances strongly exciting him : and fuin, 
therefore, would I persuade myself, that the 
Right Honorable individual in question said 
in that Minute more tfcrhaps than ho really 
iTicaot—but said it has been, and success¬ 
fully said. Nor is it merely of the bias and 
tendency of Sir C. T. Metcalfe's mind that 
fear may not unnaturally be entertained: that 
fear is not a little enhanced, by the lone and 
feeling, adopted sod taken up, as it should 
seem generally, and as has already been no¬ 
ticed, by the public press of India. If it has 
not fully and oi>enly declared in favour of the 
unimaginative reveries of Benlham and the 
cold platitndes of Mill, it has at least shewn 
u leaning towards the palsyiirg system of 
those laborious (though acute) writers; and 
io this leaning there U, as / think, peril of 
the highest kind. 

J.et me not be understood as declaring my¬ 
self adverse to tbe establishment of what has 
been named the natural procedure in law, 
though, f believe. I am wellable to shew that 
the technical prot^ure, even of English law, 
is not os adverse to the eliciting of truth os 
lias been asserted.* Wbat I conteod for is, 
that added to the Local Courts, which it 
would be the desire of Uie Bentham school to 
create and Introduce, must or ought to have 
exiitcDce a Court of a higher grade^t Court 
of dignity sufficient to dec hie, according to 
law, questions In which the Oovernmeot itself 
may have to iniereet: lO short, an effective 
Supreme bog's Court 
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I gholl also ihlnk it expedient to point out 
that the naturo) procedure lids» in fact, been 
aitcmptcd und enforced tliruu^bout lodia.and 
has been found not to answer. To talk, ai 
some youthful writeri Imvu done, of the ilia- 
crediting by Beniham of all teclmical ayitciAs 
as his ftfst and grand aeliievoroimt, is, as it 
ice ms to me, to indulgu in the rank of school 
boys.

It ia confessed that the failure already 
noticeable in the present English state of 
feelings, is derivable from—nay that it owes 
its partial ob sc oration to—the too prepon* 
derating respect and reference to the possesion 
exclusively of property; were this new course 
of law and judgment alont to prevail and to 
be cstablUhed, property would be all in all.

All 
these you have bad: Courts, 1 should say, of 
natural procedure—or, if not of natural ]>ro* 
cedure, that they were not so as your own 
Government's omiitlon. These natural Courts, 
however, if reports say true, have utterly 
failed—failed in all your Presidencies'—the 
iransacUoot in the Zlflah Court of Canara in 
18J3, as detailed io'the Judicial and revenue 
selections, where the fruit and produce of the 
natural proccdore. Did the insurrection at 
Bareilly, the capital of the district of Rohil* 
eund, iu 1816, owe its origin to the proce^ 
dure, technical, or what?—1 seek for infor¬ 
mation.* In a country where, as slaUtd by 
Lord Tcigninoutli, even short txjastice is pre¬ 
ferable to protracted justice, causes in the 
Sudder Dewannee and other Courts were in 
arrrar to an amount almost incredible.

Let it not be asserted, Mr. Editor, that 1 
derive pleasure from the knowledge of these 
noiurious evils having taken place, and 
partly jwrhnps still continuing. My purpose 
«md the bent of my mind turn in a far dif¬ 
ferent direction ; hut, in correcting onescrivs 
of legal inconveniences, let some care be 
luken not to fall into ao opposite extreme. 
There is mii<?li of sclf*coondence displayed 
by the gentlemen still in Ute Civil service of 
the ('Ompany—-much of a too great reliance 
upon Uicir own power of discrimination. 

That many evils will be corrected by tlie 
labours of the new Law Commissioners, I 
(rust and hope; these proceedings will 
naturally be observed by us here in Ceylon 
with anxiety—my own fear, 1 confess, is, 
that they will set out in too low a key. They 
will have to let under tf)0 surveillaDce of a 
Government, which, however libcrully it 
may occasionally express itself, is yetjeatoiiB 
of ru authority, and prooe alio to think that 
jealousy justifiable—a Government, which 
having in uo measured manner, triumphed 
over the riglit aud privileges of the King's 
Courts, shews its triumph, somewhat too 
consciously—a Government, which it may 
be said puls the powers of these Courts in 
abeyanre—and does so, with the approbation 
of a partial press, actuated by a bias an<l ten¬ 
dency far too openly displayed to be denied. 
'1111 some cheuk be erected and put in force in 
res[>ect of the operations of the Supreme Ad- 
ministratioo in India, as far at least as judi- 
cial«mattars are looked to: till some Jiigh, 
eHeetive, Ring's Court be established, to 
control all other Courts, there esn be little 
really beneficial to the mtereiti of human 
nature ejected in India. 
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or the leven centuries and & half during 
which wai in growth, up to the hilincss of 
t>owcr, the Roman state, far more than the 
n alf of that ti me e I apaed, before a Code of Laws 
was sought for I founded upon those prevalent 
1(1 Greece, with an intermixed portion of or¬ 
dinances and rulea gathered from the ancient 
custocni of Rome herself. It was as late as 
in the 452J year before Christ, that the De¬ 
cemviri were chosen, who afterwards framed 
mid established the laws of the twelve tables, 
fragments of which are still found*in the 
history of that comparatively early period. 
It would be wrong to charge with neglect the 
late East India Company, because in their 
territorial sway, of not yet a century's exis¬ 
tence, they have done little to amalgamate 
under an e^usl svatem of administration 
the wide-spread and diHering parts of (heir 
new enormous domination t it muy, however, a 
little excite surprise, the consideration of 
tlieir early Jealousy nf, and bitter opposition 
to, the King's British Supreme Courts. 
Warren Hastings did, indeed, mAle vir, if 
not of the King's Courts, at least of the 
King's Judges, and the effect of his seduc¬ 
tions not a little contributed to the dhgracc 
into which they were after wards permitted to 
fall. Instead, therefore, of the King's Su¬ 
preme Court finding itself invested with powers 
of supenntendency and control over Courts 
(native and others) subonlinate, ns was ori¬ 
ginally designed by the l^gistaturo of Great 
Britain to its jurisdiction, jt found itself on 
every side cramped and counteracted, and 
incurred the haired and opposition of the 
whole service of the Company : a hatred and 
dislike even yet unextinguished, decayerl and 
gone nevertheless as the pova^ of the Su¬ 
preme Court long in a degree hns been. 

Yet to a plain, no sophisticated iinderslnod > 
ing, it might have seemed that a more direct 
means of drawing together into union the 
Home-Legislation and that exerted locally in 
liulia ilseir by the Government there, could 
not have been found, than thnt of planing 
confidence in, and giving jurisdiction to, tlie 
King's Courts. Such a senlimcnt, however, 
in 00 manner was rultivated by the Company: 
on the contrary, every succeeding Governor 
and his Council exerted tliemscJves to put 
down and impede the authority of the King's 
Courts. U It going too far, or is it ungra¬ 
cious to conceive, that the Company nmr 
has got rid of its desire to be considered, 
ilicir, as its own exclusive Governor?— 
hankerx, it may be feared, still after this 
unworthy phantom, for what is there to feel 


ashamed of in the bearing allegiance (o ■ 
country, so eminent amongst states, as is our 
mother country. Great Britain^ 

Wliy, too, should the followers of Benthum 
and Mill, more csjiecUlly endeavour to con¬ 
ceal the truth? ills diHicult to understand 
this:—in the meanwhile, such fjct huing 
barely known to the people of CiigUnd, the 
Company has been id the habit of lording it 
over millions, giving laws to tracts of coun¬ 
try extensive as tlie cultivated regions of 
Europe herself. Did the Company so do 
successfully ? the answer given by themselves 
U in the negative. Their system of legal 
admiiiislratioii has been in all the Presiden¬ 
cies a failure. Kxcept, howeviT, that their 
Courts ofApiwnl were, it is said, unncccs- 
sarily nuinerou«, the system was Bcnihurnitish 
and natural. Parlies, pluintifik nnd defend- 
an Is, were, I l>clieve, lio.ird in person; Istcul 
Courts have bc^u numerous; witnesses havo 
becu called and examined at pleasure; no 
rales of exclusion established; yet, on alt 
hands, it is admlUecl, that triilli in many 
cases, it has been difficuU, and nearly impos¬ 
sible, to utiain. then, these consiJcriUiona 
at least have some weight in cnuutcraciing 
the pernicious notions, at present given car 
to, that all good is 10 be cficctcd by natural 1 
procedure—its ad vantage I, though great, may 
yet be over-rated; and, ns to ruisiug the 
character of the people governed, the nutural 

E roccdurc has a direct contrary tendency, 
low U the character of a people to be rais¬ 
ed by having placed over them local Judges, 
little in dignity of character, more elevated 
than themselves? 

What is to invigorate the eliaractcr of those 
local Judges themselves, liable as they are 
and must be to removal, at the will of an 
arbiinry Oovcromcnil Unless some control 
nr other of a dignified nature he set over the 
Govcruinciit of India itself, hope of ameliora¬ 
tion amongst its subject-people it is vain to 
eocouragement; and where can a control- 
ing poitcr of dignity enough be found, save 
iu a Court of the King's? 

I aiD far, $ir,/rom underrating the great 
men of India; t believe its second race of 
great men is nearly oo a level with its first. 
Wc know more, through respectable literary 
publicatioBi (some their own), of Elphiiisione, 
Malcolm and Monro, than wo do of the Mar- 
•toissei Hastings or Wellesley, nor can they 
justly be deemM io Jotellect mferior to these 
latter. India dow would have a better chance 
of being well-governed, (wars being no longer 
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ilcsrrcJ) under ibeae former Indian sUtUU 
ihan under the latter. But in all of theee 
tNcre is ahewn an indifTerence to the high 
feelinga, and the independency of other* : aJI 
are jealous of restric^ns thrown q|iOq their 
own ad mi oil (rations; all evidently make rAeni' 
teivet the tole centre of wide judgment.

It is, amongst 
other mistakes, a great one ot' the Bentbainuu 
school, to contend with the pertinacity it 
I does, itist Courts of .Justice ought not to 
make rules for their own proceeding: nnd 
that it has been a aurt of usurpiition in them 
so to do. This is an error of a higii descrip¬ 
tion. ilad such a jealousy existcil of oiil, 
ihu liberties of England never would liavu 
secured tilcir present height and stead iucsi. 
There is danger at (his moment incurring iit 
home, lest the Commons-House should take 
too luucU into its own gmsp, Ustin its cugcr- 
uess to do good, it should too mnub inter- 
feri! with private property: and lest, in its 
UMxiety lo compensate sup;) 0 $ed or real indi- 
viihial wrongs, it should rashly crumple u(>oij 
gi'iicrul established Inw. Tuu sense of tbu 
puojde ut large—thvir good common sense 
will, douhl]e»s, however, stop short of this; in 
the mean while India will have her Comnns- 
sioners to ))rrpure for livr luws uud a system 
of pro<‘cdore8.

THE TOOARS AND MEKNAS OF BUTEESEE. 


TiiO Raji>oot8 of tlie small tract called 
liuieesre, are of the Tooar tribe ami of Pan-' 
(loo origin. Their present head, Itao Luch- 
man Sing of Patuo, considers bimscir the 
lineal descendant of Anung Paul,'the lust 
Tooar King of Delhi. How his auccstora 
came to Patun is not peybaps so very well 
known, but one of many accoants of the 
mutter is as follows. Rajah Anung Paul, 
with his two sons, having proceeded on a pil¬ 
grimage, left Uelbi in charge of hi# relative 
Prithee Riij Chouchan. The Rajah died 
during the Journey, and on the return of his 
sons, they 6und tbe gates of the dty shut 
agaiMt them. Prithee Raj having forineil a 
strong party, had usurped the governtnvui, 


au<l ilicy were obliged to seek tlicir safely in 
digUt. It happened that Anung Paul dur¬ 
ing his life time, had given thirty two villaj^ra 
in iky rot, 10 his Furshut Acliaruj: thvsu 
villages lay in a secluded spot, in the hilly 
tract near Narnoul, and to those hills the 
two brothers dvd. The Pars hut rt'ccired 
! them with great kindness, and pitying their 
misfortunot, gave up to them the villages, 
: wliicb have since been known by the name

He has Uic Noubut, the /«ree* 
pufee, the Tukht Rwan, and keeps his 
Dewan auM and Dtwan iatts on a small 
scale. On the great festival of the Dushera, 
he moves out with all his state inrignia, and 
wish as great a display of Tooar nobility end 
attendants as he can imssibfy^collect. The 
town of Patun is crowded with people on such 
occasions, and all are fed at the Rao's esi>ei)ce. 

The present Rao Luchmun Singh, Is the 
eldest son of the late Rao Jowahur Singh of 
PatuD. Tbe Rao showed, on several occa¬ 
sions, a preference for his youngest son 
Biihen Singh, and attempts were made by 
his mother, who was a AerooAee, and nearly 
related to the late Rao Rajah Bukhtawar 
Singh of Alwur, to have the eldest son, 

(whose mother as a IChatomeeJ set aside, and 
ber own son Bishur Domioated to the suc¬ 
cession. LuchniuD Sing on tscerUiniog this 
fact, counselled with some of liis profligate 
companions, and they advised him to pulfhls 
father to death, without deity, as the surest 
mode of securing his own rignU.

Tliey worthip Devee alone, and never com¬ 
mence any unucrUiking without supplicating 
the favor of the godJuts. When a night 
robbery is intended, the gsng proceed to one 
of her temples in the lulls, and there sacri¬ 
fice to her, and pray for an auspicious omen. 
The ceremony coniist# in piecing a lump 
before the door of tbe temple, where tiiey 
kindle at the same lime a fire, and prepare in 
a flat iron vessel (kuratu*) a quantity of 
sweetmeats, clarified butter and sugar. This 
ofTeriog they place bpfore the goddess and 
perform duHdwul. After the performance of 
this ceremony they rise, and make five small

Sir,—'* The power of thought, the magic 
uf the mind,"* ure but inert imwer and alum* 
Imring magic, excupl when they are aroused 
and pul in luotiuu by the fur miglilier im>- 
iency of fueling. Knowledge in man is fio< 
power, but merely the iustruuienl of |M»wer: 
tbo energy which employe it must spring 
from another source; must be supplied 
by some moral motive, or some natural 
instinct. This is no rccoiidiie trutli; bull 
a Iruism. Whence Js it that knowledge 
in. our own days has wrought out so woo* 
derful results? Necessilv the mntluT of 
inveutiori, selMntcrest, selfaggrsndiieTDeut. 
the love of a faoie, and (alns! that it 
sliould be sol) in a far lo«er degree ihc 
nobler muiive of benevolence, have been 
Ihe mainsprings ofiis tiiumphs. The homely 
but pre*eminently useful, nay indispeasable, 
maxim which wisrlpm has learnt from nature 
and which political economy has adopted 
that men should be left to discover for thciu- 
•elves, and buing so left will discover what

civi|iz<ti«»n ill which we hud oursKlvet (which 
must in port be referred to other priticiplns 
on which nothing need here be saiii) siiisl, 
at all evenie, have bceu an importaut ele* 
nient in clFecUng it. And this circumsUncu 
accoQUlB for the partiHl diffusion of know¬ 
ledge. M<»tivea must exist to put it id ac¬ 
tion and guide its moveraeute ; and though 
those who sre possessed of information find 
in their wants and desires a sufficient stirouJus 
to wield for their own benefit the gigaolic 
weapon which lii*s at their command, yet 
when mro are neither prompted by selbioter- 
est nor by ambition, nor by benevolence, the 
mighty engine which they do or may possess 
will not be pointed in any of the directions 
which tliese principles when operative would 
respectively ludicate. And ibis is one rea¬ 
son why our knowledge has been of an little 
avail for the beaeht of the people of India : 
sufficient beuevolenct has not been at work 
to call forth and apply iL Self-intereat bss 
goae jome way, out a very little way in 
urging ua to strive Cur the eollghieniBeut of 
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those arounJ ue. Wo have tauj^ht ih^m $o 
hr as to convert them into t>lerable artisana. 
to buil<l us g:ood huases, to cook ua good dio- 
ners and so forth. And here, too, ihetr self' 
interest comes into play: the wlvantAge is 
mutual: if we are cocufortAbly lodged and 
fed, ikrtf are employed aud well paid. To 
Ihis noini then we could not fail to (ulvance, 
hut how liule further hove we gone! The 
common intercourse of society has done, ms 
it i(M*vitub)y must have done,—a little. 
Ambition, Benevuloriec, ami Piety have 
nUo been st work; bnt how griuvouidy 
limited heeii ihcir action : tiiey have 
iijciteil n hondriil, a srihII Spartan bund, out 
of ull the hosts whom varying motived have 
impelled tojourney liftocn thousand miles; — 
fioni the other exlrcQiiiy of our world, to a 
luiid of !«ome real, anti more, funcied wealth, 
of imperfect civilisation and cunttrnted igixw 
ranee, of moral degradation end impure rcii* 
gioti, to Isboiir in behalf of ht r people abun* 
dttiitly it mny be, as concerns few labourers, 
but frcbly ns regards tlm.innumerabloolijvcte 
of their M>Ucitu<io. Ilowrainute a fraction 
i»f all those who during a whole generation 
Isa VC bcou scattered over llic fnev of liic 
country at ststions and in prwis which ulTord' 
cd them the amplest facilities for serving 
their generation according to Uml*ii will hy 
promoting education: and the spread of iiifor- 
iMUtion Ua6 even c/mred, and how many 
fewer have even nllcmpteti lu further these 
ends in the smallest measure ! 

Such are the fruits of the possession of 
knowledge without a desire to oommunicalc 
it; uor can ruy position as to the barrea* 
uess of knowledge in such scases, for any 
other than selfish purposes, be impugnal by 
the ossertiofl that the majority of tolerably 
educated persons have not the talents or 
skill, or, that acquaintance with varinns 
departments of science which would consti> 
tute them proper agents in, or snperin lend ants 
of, tho instruction of others: for on the very 
lowest supposition they are sufficiently in¬ 
formed to be aware of the advantages of the 
slenderest portion of real knowledge of its 
tendency to ditfuslon, and its infinite snpe- 
riority over the dreamy love of a compirng 
and newilderingsiiperstition. It might, there¬ 
fore, be expected that every person wonld do 
all in his power to aid in such extending the 
benefits of instruction in his own neighbour¬ 
hood, or at least whenever there were any 
persons with whom we might co-operste. 

If all wore to reseon thus in regard to 
their duty to do good, and in regard lb 
the means and opportunities which they 
possess for this purpose, how grest, how ge¬ 
nera), how rapid would be the izDpn»Tement 
of the people of India I it is an InUrestiog 


subject of speculation to advert to the rarioai 
sebrmes which might be adopted and acted 
upon for sliniulaling our native feIlow*sttb- 
jecU to thu acquisition of an ncquaiiitanco 
with tlie varying departments of knowledge : 
and it would be a iHJwerful encourageiuenC 
to every one who hav means at his dispossl 
10 employ them, if he would reflect how 
much might be effected in all parts of the 
country, even at the smallest stulions, at a 
Iriffing expence of money and of exertion, 
by some messure ofopiiiiou and co*oponitlon. 

The variiius lostcs of individuals might find ' 
every where scope in endeavours for the 
advMnccmeiit of their native neighbours in 
the several departments of improvement. 
Those who have a natural turn for rnpchoiiics 
might themselves endeavour, assisted by 
Olliers, lu stimnUte native eugenuity by sp- 
pisiisev and by rewurd**, bestowed on tha 
most skilful handicraftsmen**such as uro 
addicted to agriculture and horticulture, 
ruight ill the sumo manner call furlli the 
lowers of the people in ihnso urU. Those 
whose chief subject of iolcrest is education 
Qiiglit aid ill establishing seminaries on any 
scale which eircumslsnces might admit and 
in superintending tlicir progrvsi: and |>er- 
sons who in atldilion to this interest had the 
inclination and the leisure and capacity, 
might he engaged in compiling in the na- 
tivo languages Treatises, however brief, on 
whatever department of science, art, orliU'ra- 
lure, might suit them best, to form the com- 
|K)nent paits of a Library of useful know¬ 
ledge for India. The time when all this will 
be realized more or leas perfectly is fast aji- 
proaching ; but who that is all cnticrrned ior 
the welfare of his fcllowmcn, will not yearn 
to hasten on the happy day ? It is impossi¬ 
ble to duubt that bjf individual exertion 
would be general, if men were more fre¬ 
quently in a spirit of prophetic philanlhro- 
phy to bestow their support on operations 
of which they cannot expect to see the imt* 
tontane^t tttid results, " to ca^t 

tlieir bread upqn the waters, in the hope of 
fioding it after many days;"—and if they 
were content, io cases where nothing can be 
effected ia their own immediate vicinity, to 
lend theil aid to institutioDS of a central 
character within tbe circle of tlie locality to 
which they areattaq)ie<l, and with which they 
must feel themselves to be more iutimatcly 
connected. 

1*he edvantages of concentration require 
no illustration. Europeans are yet by far 
too thinly scattered, and congregated in too 
diminuiiva bodies in any part of the Western 
Provinces to be able by their union to form 
any powerful aseoclation for the improvement 
of the people. The largest stations are, 
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m\90, oot those where the Qtetns of iiidiviif ueU 
for ■drenciog such ends, ere the most ebuo> 
ds|it. In tbit point of view, it seems mettt»r 
for regret that either Cawopore or Meerut, 
where the military societj is so extensive, 
ww not chosen as the semt of the Govern- 
sent of Agrx. Had either of ibese canton¬ 
ments been aelected^ it is obvious that the 


combioalioo of the influence ariaiiff from 
r»rik aad of the meeos afibrded by atnueocr. 
with tl)e wide co-operation to be expected 
from the numerical atreogth and varied talents 
of the European commuaiw, could not have 
failed to be productive of tlis iiappiest ef¬ 
fects on native civilisation and imjirovement.

TOWNS OF INDIA.-^SrUDHANA : HER HIGHNESS BCGITM SOMBRE. 


In prosecution of tho object of my com* 
rounicatioRS, I row Iny before you a short 
notice of the city of Sirdhaoali, well knowu 
Qs the chief residence of Her liighncai the 
Begum Sombre. I am sorry llieso rougfi 
akotchf s prevent ny fully entering iftto the 
subject, which would naturally lead to an 
account of thla oxtraordisary aud iilentad 
Woman—at a future period* however, I hope 
to have an opportunity of detailing the par¬ 
ticulars of her history—at present 1 snail 
trouble you with a few short remarks only. 

The province of dirdhaoa cuts no figure 
in ancient story, and all 1 can learn ou this 
head is, that previous to the Mooeutnan in* 
vasiun it was governed by Rsja Sirkut 
The ptiacipality was granted by Najtf Kbao 


lo Sombre or Sumroo, and on his death in 
177(1 was mode over to his widow Zeboalssa 
Begum Sombre, on conditon of keeping up 
a furce of tfiree Battalions of Jiifontry. 
Whether we consider the celebrity of Her 
Hichness as a successful loader of an Army 
io the day of battle, against men of the most 
determined courage: or remember the highly 
respectable position she main talas in society 
for integrity, for her munificent patronage 
'of objects of poblic weal, or her benevolence 
to the unfortunate and lodigent, we cannot 
Jtelp yiddiog to her the palm of excelleDoe 
over all tfioee of her sex who hold a place 
in the annals of India. In her younger 
days, during periods of civil cooinivtioo and 
anarchy, it is possible ber career may not 
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be«Q nnmtrkcd by decdt of in ohjee* 
tinnable nature. But whera ia there a aingle 
iofltance on record of a |>cr8on who baa taken 
a prominent pari in ereutfui timea, being free 
from a charge of a Mmilar nature 7 

Cocppareo with the depraved, treacherous, 
and unprincipled Native Chiefe of whom 
you have no many iamcolable inataocea near 
Deilii, ahe occupica a respectable eiaiioo in 
m>ciety, forming, as she does, an almost 
Militnry instance where the eye dwells with 
aatUfaction, in finding ** ono aoeking to do 
gonil,*’ while h^r extensive charity com¬ 
ma ode universal apnrobalioo aod gains for 
her the prayers sna good withes of a vast 
number dependent on her bounty. • 

A few months ago, Her Highness publicly 
proclaimed Mr. David Dyco Sombre, her 
adopted son and heir, and invested him wUh 
tho government of the principality. Her 
ilig1iucv]i, however, daily hears the most 
important psport read over to her by Mr. 
Sombre, and oftco pasees orders. The re¬ 
marks wliich she causes to be recorded on 
Mine of these occasions, considsring her ad* 
vaiicod ago of OU years, manifeat an un¬ 
commonly acute uudvrslanding and sound 
Judgmcul. She is exceedingly jealous of 
her prerogatives, and in C(>riser|ncuco Mr. 
Bonjliro list a delicate part to perform. In 
the (irst place he hoi to satisfy and nMure 
Her Highness of not a little of her authority 
being usurped,* while at the same time he 
is rosponsibis for tho execution of the laws, 
and when this is taken into consideration 
much credit is due fur the quiet, unostenta¬ 
tious, and comparatively speaking, orderly 
govvrnnient at present estlibJiihcd in the 
principality. 

For some time past Her Ifigliaesa has led 
a retired life, owing to incrcssmg infirmities 
consequent on old age. She bos, however, 
excellent health, and all the appearance 
of having been, when young, a beautiful wo¬ 
man. She retains excellent good spirits, aod 
often enlivens conversation with witty re¬ 
marks and lateraating aacedotes; she is very 
punctual in attending to businem every day 
at nono. Her Highness has absolute power 
end is independent in her own territories. 
Slio uses her authority with great diseri -1 
mination and justice, and generally com¬ 
mutes capital punishment into impviMoment 
for life. 

The city of Sirdhanah contains a popula¬ 
tion of 40,000 inbobiUots, including abMt 
000 Native CbrUtiaos, mostly the descend¬ 
ants of Europeans, they are still provided* 
for as long as they conduct themseivss pro¬ 
perly, lisr Highness it of the Roman

Catholic persuasion, and has erected a verv 
handsome Church at Sirdhannab, wbicn 
contaios a beautiful Altar-piece, inlaid 
in the Mostic stylo with precious stones, 
and a splendid organ for the perfurmance 
of sacred music. This Church is endowed 
witli a lac of rupees. The Homan Catholic 
Priest, Julius Gwssr, was lately invested 
by the Pope, with the dignity of a Oisbop, 
at the suggestion of the Begum—and a bet¬ 
ter man could scarcely have been selected for 
forwarding the views of this Church, lie is 
a gentleinan of mild aod winning uannera, 
has considerable talents, and being wry well 
read, is an agreeable companion. There arc 
•sveral mud forta or cantonments near ilie 
city, bat only one of tiiem is of any conse¬ 
quence, having been planned by a very emi¬ 
nent French Engineer, who did not however 
live to complete it. A school hss lately 
been established, and a fund set about fur 
Us support. At present, it is superintended 
by the Binhop, who does a great deal of 
good in an uoostontatiuus way, and is often 
seen plodding through the norrow vlrouU to 
attend oo members of bis flock requiring tho 
consolttiont of religion : indcfutigablu oh 
usual ID tho cause. A neat and liandsomo 
Homan Catliolic Chapel has been orretod at 
Meerut, at tlie Bvgums charge, wliure a 
Frieet from Sirdhana ufljciatcs principally 
to tbe Roman Catholic soldiers in the Bi i- 
tish Army. 

A new and spacious Palace has lately 
been completed at Kherwah. It is on a 
very grsna scale. Her Highnssa keeps up 
a regular establishment ia the English fashion, 
and her table is daily nttonded by the princi¬ 
pal Officers. Her hospitality is profusotand 
a charitable Institution daily dlstrlbnUs food 
and raiment to the poor.

SaJong and Cachary 
families (tribes resembling much the Boo* 
meuhs of Burdwan in atrenglb and babita) 
may be engaged for 10 and 16 rupees for 4 
and 6 yeara,—ihoir women and cbildrea 
work in the fields. 

Besides sugar and indigo, the uaufacture 
of coame paper would, I am certain, prove 
very profitable* The consumption of it in 
the proviuco is daily increasing, and ilicre 
is not o singto sheet manufactured in it; llic 
littlo they used under the former rule they 
got from Bhontan ; it is much infuKor to 
diet of Bengal, which is the only one now 
in use. The price is 60 per cent, above the 
rclail price of the latter province.

TRISTAN D’ACCNDA. 


The following memoranda, of the inter- 
cstiog Island of Tristan D'Acuoha, were 
collected by Captain llennikcr, of the 
bar<piti Funchalf who touched at that place 
in Decomber last, on his route to Pnrt Jack- 
son. Captain Xleonikcr'a recommend all os 
of this island os a place of refreshment for 
water is worthy the atteolion of ship masters. 

*• The island, Tristan D'Acunha is now 
(1634) inhabited by 41 souls, viz. *7 men, 
their wires, and 27 children. Tbe oldest 
inhabitant, Mr. William Glssa, is, by com¬ 
mon consent of the others, Ayled and obeyed 
at Governor of this little colony; be was 
a corporal of artillery, and was one of a 
party eeot by the Governor of tbe Cape of 
Good Hope, in IBltl, to garrison tbe island. 
The troops received orders to evacuate the 

[ dace 12 moQthi after, when Mr Glass, with 
lit Wife, and 2 soldieni, obtained permission 
to lejnaiu ga the island. One, however, 


soon tired of the soliludo took au early op¬ 
portunity of leaving the place; tho other, 
(probably) from want of liis accustomed 
stimulants, society, and spirituous liquors) 
became deranged in iiitellsct, wsiidereu into 
the woods, and was ibere found a corpse, 
Mr. Glass was ioioed occasionally by sea¬ 
men, deserting frooi the whaling and other 
ships, that called for water, and others canic 
from tbe Cepe of Good Hope with their 
wives, on representation, hy the crews of 
vessels calling of Mr. O.’a stale of happiness 
and independence. Several of the unmarried 
ones, tirra of the solitude and hard labour, 
toon left tbe ieland again, so that there were 
seldom more tbau G aud 7 adolt males resi- 
deat at oae time; two of the last arrivals are 
now married to the oldest daughter of Go¬ 
vernor Glass, and a daughter of one of the 
eeaioriiibabilanli. They all term tbemscivei 
Bogliabaeu—6 are actn^ly ao~2 are Am«- 
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rlcotis. Six of the seven are joint proprie> 
turs of boats, and at all limes visit vessels: 
that arrlfe, and assist them io watering, &cJ 
A:e., the other man has no share in what the 
six thus obtain from the sliippin;,—he ap¬ 
pears excluded hi consequence of bis hueio^ 
settled there rather against the wish of 
Governor and the senior iuusbitaiibi: 

allUough excluded from porticipation in the 
boat, be lisa a ($ood hoifte, clears and cuUb 
vatca his land, stock, A:c.. and associates 
uuiiculily with tlie uthsra. stUi lis feels bis 
isolated situation aii<l would fain leave it. 
JUr. Glass assured me that there were now 
aa many on the island as could naiotalu 
tlieiusvlves comfortably, and they fisU no 
wi!<h to have tlieir numbers added to, except 
by ilia iiicrcaso of their respective families. 

Tliey Appear to be principally employed 
ill breaking up and cultivating the land at 
the iiQsc of the mountain, and can supply 
shipping with about 60 to 00 ton of potatoes, 
niiiiuully ; they formerly atteuiptod to cul> 
tiviiie wheat and other grain, and it grew 
wall, but they were so repeatedly annoyed 
by ilia failure of crops from clfecU of heavy 
gules of wiud, and after heavy, rains, occa* 
sional shoots of earili and rock-stona from 
tlio mouniuin, tbst lhay ahandounl tlia at¬ 
tempt, und now coniine tbnnselves prioci* 
pally to potatoes and all kinds of vege« 
tables, an<l rearing pigs, poultry, sheep, and 
bluck cattle, but they occasionally suffer 
groat losses from the stock straying amongst 
llic moiintaios, and falling over the prici- 
plccs. Arc. &e. Pigs and poultry also suffer 
much from cold, during heavy gales of wind 
and rain, as also their fruil trees, and, in- 
Ouud, nil Articles of agricultural and horii* 
ruiliural produce. They have good gardens 
Nitucliod to ilicir dwellings, und grow apples 
and peaches, and some gooseberries: tneir 
pear trees grow well,-^blossom and fruit 
forms,—but almost immediately blighu auJ 
falls olf. 

it has lately been much recommended ts 
the most conveoient place of call for vessels 
bound to India and New South Wales that 
might be in want of water and stock—those 
so recomniand it, stating, that plentiful sup¬ 
ply nay ai a//fimeiAe depentUdoM, and at 
the following pHcva. via. milch cow and calf 
£ 0 , sucking pigs 2s Od, each, grown pi^: 
10 s a 12r each, potatoes 8s. par ewt, beef 
3d per lb-, sheep 16s. a 20s. each, fowls 
18s. dozen, and geese 6s. each; this 
Mr. Glass informed me was correct as an 
average rate in times of plenty, but new 
(December let, 1834.) he did not care to 
sell a single head bf stock of any kind, or 
at any priee,—and vegetables, onions or 
|iotatues they had uot one for their own coq« 


eumption,—‘tileir growing crops not being fit 
to dig; and he assured me, it was often the 
COST, tliat during the spring they bad more 
to spare, and, they were even so improvident 
io autumn, that tliey bod dis[XMed of the 
whole of their crop to shipping, thus leaving 
nothing for their own wiiiUT cousumiition. 

^ It must also be remembered that they uo not 
often kill bullocks for their own coiisiimptiou, 
therefore, a vessel requiring frcNh beef would 
have to lake a wliole bullock, or iivaily so. 
Their potaioes, 1 understand, ure excellent, 
and keep well, but 1 had not an opportunity 
of proving them. 1. supplied them with a 
few superior Kentish potatias for need, and 
also, Some very superior onions of a kind 
that will keep well at sea. Their reason for 
not wishing io sell roo stock of uiiy kind, 
was tJtc great losHCSthoy hail siifTorcd hy an 
unnsally severe winter, which hud destroyed 
their poultry, pigs, and slinji, and no \v.iit 
tlian 2U head of entile hud been U»:tt by stray¬ 
ing and falU fruiu precipices and rucks. 
IVaUr is stall times good and plentiful, and 
should a vesiid require only water, Tristan 
D'Acunha is dcchledly to prefurrod to 
Ilio Janeiro, or tlie Gape of Good Hnpe,~ 
tliat is, iu point of lime saved on the pas- 
sago. 

The dwellings, and out-hou!ie» for stock, 
Are. ore all conuentraUd aad form u kind of 
village, (near the beoeb,) ulmut the centre 
port of tbe oorlli nido of the island ; they 
may be easily seen from a ship’s deck, on 
approacking within five or six miles, with 
the peak bearing suutli, or suuih by west, 
per compass, but are not very conspicuous— 
being built of the stone of the island, and 
thaicbed witli what Mey term tussic, (a des¬ 
cription of reed or grass.) When ffi'st seen 
from the westward, tliey much rusumhle 
bee hives. 

The climate oppears good, as no natural 
death has occurred on the iHloiid since the 
first establishiDL'ut of Mr. GIjss. The in¬ 
habitants are oil profenorv of the Prcitcslant 
religion, tbe Governor officictiitg as clergy¬ 
man. Tbe following is a copy of a letter 
lately published in one of tbe Capo papers. 
1 showed it to the parties whose Hgnatures 
are atuctied, they confirm its auUienticity, 
but its publication Las, as yet, produced no 
epplicaots. ^

Dul if lolornnt, lie feels too ia a degree pnv 
pur Hon ate u» llic iibuse of his indulgence., and 
fnvpicntly resents that abuse by killing the 
otfending parties. Such acts sliould be 
vii'wcd willi reference to the cducaUvn of the 
Miiluy.s.and espeeially of tliosc who were Uirn 
beyond the Urilisb Icrrilory. The respeetahln 
Mubiy is highly sensitivo to alights and pre* 
nicditiifcd insult, and be fancies, jicrhap.s 
rightly, timl no law nan compensate the in¬ 
jury MiMtaiDed. Ilia feelings are tlierefore but 
too apt to lead hUn not merely to a criminal, 
but iihflurdly criminal excess. Thus it has 
sometimes lioppcocd that a Malayan couple 
having been fomitiMy separated by Biblual 
consent and hy order of the Tm* KMie, or 
tiutive Judge of matters of caste, and tbe 
woman having married another mao. the first 
bushiind baa murdered both him and her. In 


SQcb a ease it is pnibablc that he had bad bis 
suspicions of her former intidciity confirmed. 
Under Malayan rule, murtlcr, nnleas coupled 
ailh treason, has generally its expiatory prieo, 
and ran without much danger he perpetrated 
by a rieb mnn. A native of India anif on the 
eontrury suinctinars kill himself to avenge a 
similar wrong. He impreeates his blood to 
lie on the bead of the nircnders. If they be of 
a simi la r enHMl with himself, liois nvoiiged in 
tbe terror Uie imprecation inspires. 

Notwitbstfinding the vices, piracies nod 
faults which have lircn ottrihuted to Malays, 
hut in far too sweeping a iiuiiiiier, and when 
ilrur to any coosidcruldc extent, only ho of 
isolated classes existing under eiiviimstanees 
favorable to the nneheeked expiiiision of evil 
passions, there is in their ehu racier a Home* 
Ibing as the late 8ir S. Kalllc Juts evprcssvil 
'it** congenial Ui flriliMh mlncl.” uud whieli 
jeertainly, with Ihal duo tidorance of Iheir 
lliabitsand prejucHres. which it is not diHienlt 
lo extend towards I hem, louvos a more fuvo- 
rabla impressioa than tbnl received hy an 
infvresMirse with the better cnJUviUed but 
mure crafly fawning natives of India. 

It has been observed that Malays are not u 
pastoml race. Ikw uf them keep any sort ot 
catilc except butValoes. The settlers fiorii 
India arc llic chief graxlers. They rear cattle 
for tbc dairy: the caltle for sluijgliter being 
imported chiefly froiii KedUah and l^alany.

Uiit 
when Hie rent is paid in itwf/, its luaoantis fre- 
<|ucnUy nearly Hmibled. Money rent U nl- 
iiiust itivariably paid in adps/icc, wiiila rent in 
kind is paid after the harvest. In Iho latter 
insUuee a poor tenant can Rive no other se- 
cQritjtban that of the expccU*4l crop, unless 
indeed be morlf URCS hU land.

When we revert to the firs I stage of society, 
wc liml*iaankiiul existing chidly as hunters, 
or shepherds. Neither of these conditions 
was fa V ora hi c to llic arts, and the Utter one 
ooly louvbcci «»c#uMorial(y on tbo regions of 
science, without being much collgbicned 
thereby. The soil was a gift to both, but nf 
dilFcrent value to each. The hunter required 
a w ider range, and the preearionsocas of his 
means of subalstcner tt^iided to ki'Cji popula- 
tioanta low slandaril. IluvMig ■atisfied his 
iweasing wants, und olhcr tribes being thm In 
as low or nearly as low a euodiUoo is his ow n. 
liitartiliciul waats were cxtrcaMly limitud aud 
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corM Tio ^applied hy binuielf. The ehepbcrd 
rtNiiiicd uver a more limited iipncc, aod the soil 
uf more value ti» luoi tliau a larircr 
tract to thcliuDter, liccausc not oolv could lie 
aocure food at alt but generally in nuch 
plenty tij* to allow of n surplus, whicli ImhI 
ICcncrslIy wentlo increase tliu number of hia 
retain era under tbc put liarelial rule. 

Dut llic tribe oflMinlerKaiidtlic trJht'orabcfw 
lienln from the nature of tlirir avorations could 
never acUlc lon^ aiioujeh in one spot to iidmil of 
uuy ancaiiiulalioii oJ earbun^’uldecnpiUiJ, for 
llien weullU l»cih|C all nearly of u like uuture, 
ond at any rate not very exportable, theieeoiild 
be no in<liieeineul to any inierclmjiae nf it. 
In process of time, boaever, some artilieial 
wants would be created by tho miturni rrsl> 
lessnessuf the Imnmn mind, iind am the Khep* 
lienlor more mrvly tliv liuiiier could not eon- 
Kuuie bis surplus or callte or milk, skins 

vr woo], lie would be fslod to save himself the 
lionbfeorMurnufiK tririiiE lbu<<e nrtirics, wbieli 
besides food he bej^an to Iind coiidueivo to 
Ills eomfort. After a while iIicm* wnnis would 
inereu.He, and ns n new class of men would 
now lunc been created by this approprlotion 
of surplus food, and as a eonstiiiit stnle nf 
Im'omotion joined 1 o Ineressinc popiilntlnn 
niid In cireuinscrib<*d Miiiits nrisinpr Ihmm tho 
grnwtii of nei^libourinic Irilu's, would In* Ini* 
ndnni to a full enjoyment of these new eonvc* 
nicnees, be would hrp'in to settle down uud to 
eiilfivtite I he soil. lien*, then, mankind would 
liavo ronehrd the sc^eond slnfe of hnpnive* 
meut in wenlrh, and he would now for the first 
time have been sepnmted into iwu distinot 
elnsses, tho supplies of fotKl or neerswries. snd 
Hie .supplies of luxury or conTeiiiuncc. But 
SI ill tJiuse two cbiHM's w unltl not i»e uhle to 
live far apart, for Hltbouxb the first Blight dis* 
pensc wjtJi luxuries, the sees»nd could noi 
ilispensu wiili food, and In tho more mpid 
pi'ux^'vss wIlieK wioirty would ufterwaids 
iiinke, il rniild only be in a very few detached 
spots fnvoralde us euipochiios for eonmieree 
that n popubitioii cuuld exist wholly by an ex* 
rhiin|re of luxuries for fnent of forei^ ^ntwlh. 
nnr in any sinxo of Ihn ndvanniiix .srurlrly 
hii^ht it be safe for a siieli si |w>piila:jon to 
<1e|iend on sitoli n supply, for, as hefortt o 1 >. 
se.j I cd. the eonsiiiiiers uf these luxuries nilxhl 
dispense with them in a time of scarutty, and 
thus deny food to the suppliefs of them. 
Nature wfiieh has so Imumiftill v ffi'tyf n 1o man 
the Krouiul (o till, has ordained tJistt every 
country sbull not produce the same species of 
fmid. Jlcnre it would happen that, except in 
caMrs where countries were near to eaph other, 
and peujded hj sinular races, the various 
kinds of food yielded by the diflerrnt regions 
iiti the ^hilK* would uoL bcvuiid iheir rca|wc* 
tivu lumndaries poucss much, if any, ex- 
chnnjteablc value, not even should the intrinsic 
vuluc of any ono species of food, whether com 
or olherwiso, Im decidedly Auperior to any 
other species, because nature has likewise so 
ordained that tho population of any iriven 
country, with ex tromely few, If Any,exrrptioiis. 
prefer the fcrnin or bmd which it yield! to that 
of any other country, and nusnut be easily 
Induct to substitute the lalior for Uic foruMr, 


even allowing that U were of a belter and mortf 
nuiriliou! kjaO, and that it could bocultivuleil 
ioslead of the food to be displaced, and it is 
plaio that if tlie latter could not l>e dime tho 
attempt at subslitutiou would fni). 

But ns each nation would rrfmt its soil, or 
|tuo;cnk|>Jiieal position, or oiherw'i«c. possess 
dUlinet naturul produetioiis iiidojieudciit of 
the principal one of food, heneo theso would 
iHS’omc one of the iiiediums for cuininente, 
and whenever the epUiv.Mors by the udditiuii 
to the supplies of laxuriesond oiticlesofron' 
veniencT produced bv this innreased supply to 
them of food, should have cn^atod a ^rualer 
<|uaniity of sueh urlilhdul objeeU Ilian tho 
l>upulii|tou of the ^ivcH country absolutely 
rviiuirc'd. then the surplus would hcenuio ex- 
rhuujreable fur fureiau luxuries uud ubJceU of 
couveniooce, 

Afier non had n'selnd this third slujre, 
enpitul would for the futim: oseilbite JuUwixt 
the priHliierrs <ir fuiul nnd the soppliers of 
artilh'iul Hauls und luxuries. When food 
heenuie so ehcap as to lower profits, eupiutl 
would xo to niunuraetures, and when hy com- 
petition here nu over supply was emitrd und 
prices fell, cspitnl woiibl im withdriiwn. There 
Mould ho a ronstunt tendrney to an e4iuili> 
hiium; thehulunec ulteruulvJy iiicliuiii|$ mure 
or less oil one side. 

Tlioso who have seen son lei y In the most 
fnvered spots on the frJuhe reiieh A hifch sluP: 
of reliuemnil, und have also visited no lions 
and tribes in nil the sUi|res of rivilixatiun,

Rnt Political Economy is ono of tlic most 
diOiuult of sidcoees, becAUSC it is not piirtdy 
ah exact our, and Wcuuse it iuitiosi*! the tusk 
of exploring the whole range uf human know¬ 
ledge and intellect, the politlvnl und moral, as 
well as the material world. Its grand prin- 
eipicH even could they be demonstrated to be 
truths, and many of them are valuiihic mies, 
can in .a great majority of cases, he only 
deemed abstract traths, which cither become 
kneswn toolate to be uf use oreannol he used, 
or when applied to the actual alTuirs of men. 
arc apt by a tUonsand cauaes to be dollociod 
from their proper appUcatiOD. If one wore 
requited to coat a largo stone down a ehasni.

It wni taken poMCMion of, and the liritUh 
flag wna Uoiated uo ihe7lli July. 17HU. cunae- 
rtncnl on iu ceaition ti» I ho J|. R. I. ('ompany 
by the Uajaof Kedd.'tli. The Isinod wa« then 
bul very thinly Inhabited. 

The insecurity of the harbour, owing to the 
pirnlei aud bandlui who lurked on the muin 
iiind oppoaUe to it. induced the Unvernment 
to oblam aocasiun of apart of it from the same 
lliijn. This bmk place on tho lal July, IHUO. 
Il wua then teriacrl Pninl Wellesley, which not 
Indii;^ a very CIO rei'l desjgnaliun fur a line of 
I'lmst, was ii4hsm|iienl(y changed to Provinrn 
Wellesley. At this period i^mny have con* 
tiiined l/MJO.inhabituats, iiioludiug a very few 
Chinese. 

In the month of November, 1921, the Raja of 
Ligor invaded Kcddah with an aroiyof seven 
thousand men, and took possession of il for bis 
iiege lord and maaler tbe King uf Sian. 

It would be foreign to the present subjetd 
to enter hero into any deltui of Uie causes 
wliinh led to that occupation. ItaelTecU were 
to place the Biitlsli rclatioxks ia tbU quarter 
on a new footing, and to pour into Penang, 
but ebiedy into Province Welle.sley. a large 
body of Malays who naturally preferrod Bri¬ 
tish to Siamese protection. 

Immediately after the shore event, tbe then 
Governor, tbe Hon'ble Mr. Phillips, took 
prompt measures for aevuring to Penang aU 
the advantages which were expected from a 
flcttlcmeut of tbe coast or province ailnded to. 
and placed as be now U in an bonurable retire* 
inent, it will no doubt be gratifying to bim to 
find that bis endeavours have not been tbrosip 
nway. 

When ibe invasion of Keddah took place, 
the population of Province Wellesley did not 
exceed 6,0U0 eoals.

But it should be kept in mind that a grent 
many of tbr agrirulturel rin.ss, as before ob¬ 
served, are siic»u*kuepcrs, trade, and otburwiso 
employ lUcmscKcs betwixt harvest and seed 
lime, and also occusiouully work us day 
labourers. 

Tbu nmlcs exceed females in the whole 
populalinti by 2.111, which is mainly owing 
to tho few females amongst the Chinese, 
where the males arc nearly as 54 to 1 of 
females: and to the excess also of mules over 
fcrimlcs amongst tbe Chuliubs and BengflJees. 
Tbe sexes are nearly on a pnr amongst the 
Malays, the males only exceeding by 112 . if 
Ujc reports uf deutbs arc correct, they liavo 
been 454 for tbo past yesr, Including acci¬ 
dental ones, which have beco unusually numo- 
runs. This would give nearly one In tbo 
hundred. 

There are three large villages, consisting on 
no ttvcragr of 3UO bou.seseauh, and ulso mime- 
mos smaller ones, averaging from 25 to 60 
houses cacli. 

Hut the ridges of I ight dry soil, which strcleli 
along the rountry, present in some places for 
three or four milrs in length continuous vil¬ 
lages, composed uf houses, with a garden sur¬ 
rounding each. 

The average noniber of persons to a house is 
very nearly 64. 

There are 21 baasars, 2H niosones of a slight 
ronstrociioo as yet,.50 natives schools, in which 
from 60(1 to GtX) boys are taught to read tho 
Arabic cbanicter and get the Koran by rote. 

Ills probable that this foolisli system of 
instroetion, altbough it is useful as mere dis¬ 
cipline, will in time givo way to a better. 

There are in the Province 321 large and 860 
small boats. 

The births have ifbt bean given, as there is 
some doubt whether all have been fairly 
reported. In fact, it will perhaps be some 
time before correct inferences as to increase 
ofpopolstinn can be drawn from native re¬ 
turns, moat espeeially as to tlie average dara- 
UoB of human life, which is a main olemeat In 
snob computations.

The cause of the dermpiilHiion K has 
aullereci cun easily ho 1 raced to the dranutic 
and barbimua rule of clitjointed os well m 
eonccntmiul unliveOosernments. whieh iu- 
avitably fends to shorlen fl o mrsin dumlion of 
humun Mfo hy dchnsing the moral, and acak- 
cuing the jdiysical encigies niul eapubilities, 
to firrelgn invwsmns. ineJoding those of the 
Portiiguesc, to consUint internal predatory 
warfiirc. to the divciaiuu of trade into new 
eharmels. and Into more cxi>ert hands, to 
changes in religion, and lastly to a oircum- 
stance, without wlilcli. aomc of tUcMi eau^es 
ijiigbt not have so widely opemted. the fucU 
lily for emigration a (forded hy the numerous 
rivers and etceks which intersect the couz^ 
try. 

It may sufely be predicted of this region, that 
Its regeneration will never he efleeted by a 
native (lotcniment. However Just the piio- 
ei|dc of population deljne«l hy Malfhosas an 
iibstruet one may bo, ami he hiiusclf only 
afairs it as n conditional nnr. the rhecksto its 
operation here would he siiflieienUy eonsnia' 
tury to the mind of any pnson disjuised to 
bold that priiicipio in nn ahsnlnfc Kense. As 
no condition could l>c supi>osed more despe¬ 
rate and hopeless for man than increase in his 
nunihers, until he had overpeopled the whole 
hahitnhle globe, so has nature wisely rendered 
such an event impossible, and U Whoves man 
to strive to spread himself over the earth so 
that his numbers may nutfbe dinunisbed. 

The case as regards the MaUcea peninsula 
might not indeed he deemed quite hopeless, 
w'ere it likely, which at present it is not, that 
European protection will ever ho extended to 
its inhabitants in the mnss. Fiiropesn eoloni- 
autiun. in the strict sense of the terra, would, 
it 1 h iruaglned. be bardly contemplated under 
fthy olraumstanees. when it is coosldered that 
Iho cUaiatc, although salubrious, would not 


admit of Bumpenns lahonring in the fields; 
but in a confined and local sense, it exists 
already. Capitalists, whether agrieuUuml nr 
inercanijle. are the proper rilmilx ufilonlHts. 
BurnpcAUS, in any numlK’t. wilhout espitnl. 
wooiri be sn evil. Sluvery wlieii it did ex Ml 
in tile Stmita, was of liltiv or nu ttdvuoinge to 
capituHsis.

the latter being gcncnilly preJerred, niul it 
would have eurtainly been no biH>n now 
bail it not even l^cn ahulialieil. since lubor 
has fallen to about Iwi^tliirds of lU foimer 
price.

When all tbe best and middling liinil shall 
have been eulUvutod.tbcn the uompetitiun for 
proliUwill keep tbe luUor down, and uoiiibincd 
with improvemontx in cultivation will most 
probably raise rents. 

It will appear from the sUtemenl of eoit of 
cultivation before given, that much rent is lost 
by faulty agriculture; and it may bo added, 
without involving a con trad ictirm, hy impruvod 
methods of cultivating, for in this latter case 
the landlord has not been taught by coui- 
pelltloii to see hU advantage in a rise of rent 
through its operation. Tho increased pro- 
eecda in money, if not in both pruducte and 
iiiuncy, by auch impruvomonts arc su much 
addcii to protiu and stotA: but the stuck ns 
yrt forms only a anuill part uf tho whole up- 
|illances to the cultivation of the soil. TUcho 
|» rufili, bio, must increase if the price of pro¬ 
duce riai’S, without a correspunding rise in 
wages ur price of stock. 

Ft may require more capital to keep pace 
with improve men ts, but rents will must likely 
rise eventually, because proUts will probably 
be higher, if rents and prulrts comlijned are 
BOW about two-tilirds of the gross produce on 
the richest soils, without the fartuer having 
sunk any capital worth mentioning on the land, 
then nothing but a wont of com petition oan 
prevent a land-owner from taking two-thirds 
at least of such combined rents and profits in 
shape of a money-rent, or even the whole of 
these, provided that in these cases be chooses 
to ruw the risk along with the cultivator, of 
bad seasons, fioods, droughts. &c. Ac., and lo 
penult him to repay bimself his ihitri-share 
out of the staitoing crop under all circum- 
stunecs, or as tar at least as tbe cron will 
allow of, and at a valuation oorre^ondlng to, 
Ibe average yearly price of grain. 

But su4^h a system would be doubtless in- 
jnrioue In the end. by cutting off those surplua 
prolits wbieh aru the spurs to increasing culli- 
vation nud iniprovenionU in it, and which

Ihul u burjcb of rice is raised from six or seven 
seed pfaiiU: bunches may be seep at this 
moment in Provioee Wellesley containing 
forty or even fifty slulks. with an ear to each, 
and fnini six to seven feet hiKh, and the ave- 
mjto numlicr of rir.c p^raius lo an ear has been 
found lo he about t 20 O, and 3(10 have hcen 
counted in a single ear; yet jtreat fertility is 
often a nofrstivc advnntagr, when not aecnm- 
panied by a disposition in a people to employ 
the leisure eAnfered on a luriee portion of its 
nuiiibcrs in procuring the luxuries iind ronve- 
iiieoces of life : and when want of dcunind fur 
these prevents it iHioominjr a source of iuercas- 
iii^ wealth, whielj lust will be of course the 
irmatest wliere a bi^li degree of fertility exists, 
along with socIj a distrihution of tlie people 
as sliall create tbe most effective demuud 
for produce. 

These particulars lisve Imen hero staled 
more us subjects of natural history tban with 
any desire that they be considered by tbe 
agriculturist of other than dctache<l facts from 
Wbieh no general inferences ought as yet.to be 
fairly drawn, hot which areperbups uscfBl as 
shewing tliut he has not lb all probability 
called i>ii1li all the whole latent eapubilities 
of the Roil, or devised expodidnis to prevent 
tbc fertility even already developed from 
being checked by extraneons circumstances. 

There are strong reasons for supposing that 
no improvements will ever be followed by a 
much higher degree of producUvunoss than 
that whiidi is cxbibitod l^y tbe most fertile 
laud when first thoroughly rescued from 
primeval forest Unless tbe increase of pro¬ 


duce were to bo considerable, it would Dot, it 
is plain, bo worth the while lo go to the expense 
of improving, lienee sunie of the best land 
which has Men upwartls of lifiecn years uudor 
annual cuUivation, contioucs lo yield such 
heavy crops that the owners or firniers do not 
Iind It rc(|uisite to give ii any other than Uiu 
usual dressing by plough and hiirniw. 

It is only in inferior soilx that improved 
modes will upply with a eerUiiuty of corres¬ 
ponding profits. 

Had the soil here f>ecn |>oor, it w oold still 
have been cultivated through nccesaily, if not 
choiou; but there would have bcuri few or no 
rents, nor any surplus produce or surplus 
capital, slili the |K)pulattou would have ad¬ 
vanced so longHH land rcniuincd U* givu uwuy^ 
but it wofiid have l>ceji little U*ltvr than a 
pnu|>«rojie. If the best land should be fouiul 
incapable of being prolrtably improved, the 
rents will of course not rise unless (be price 
of labor nnd stock full, or tbc prine of produce 
rise, or these three eoniingcncirs liappini at 
once here. Kicc land, even of the bext d'tulily, 
depends for its fertility here on a MUllicieiiifuJI 
of rain on drainage, distance from Jungle, eio- 
baakuients and other appliances. 

Tbe nuiulicr of cars of grain, however, arc 
not exact Indexes of the produce. Thui 113 
curs of the rioc cMlIud mMyanif m-Hti gate vno 
Hnglish quart and 13 ounces by measure of 
ptiddic, while ll>!) cars of the sort eiilletl 
Sfjwsy only gave I quart 4 oniiees ; again 17d 
cars of rice gave I quart 0 ounces, 

w'bile ItK) cars of the kind natiicd mcrysNy 
piMsy yielded I quart 4 ounces only. 

lint if improvemenU do not inen^ase the 
produce on the best lands, they will assuredly 
do so on all others in cuUivation. until a regu¬ 
lar and known gradutiun of soils, ronis, omi 
profits is cstahlUlicd; and if tho form or cun not 
Jie improved, which is by no me:kiis here 
asseru'd, they cau at least be prevented ii'um 
ihderioruting. 

Fortunately llic poor s<dls <:onip<ise but a 
snmil part uf tbe whole, and tliu very worst 
description, excepting wliat U absuiiitely 
stciilc, may, by judiciuasruajisgeineimyield a 
return, at least for labor, if not a ]>ruLit. 

In fart, the present profits of ordinary hus¬ 
bandry here arc owing to tlic bounty of imturc 
chicRy resolvable into the price of blmr 
engnged on the land; nod ut the rate at which 
a ryot can live, he can obtain evco from jKior 
laud & return aniplc when compared with the 
laltor bcsUiwedon it. fluids before remarked, 
tills arises from Ids not being entirely depen¬ 
dent on liee cultivation. 

Were profits and rents to be estimated at 
the ratetif wages absoluioly required tomain- 
tain tbe population station ary, there can be lit¬ 
tle doubt on referring bithe foicgoingcsLlmates, 
that these profits and rents would be much 
higher Uma- has been here allowud. But fur- 
lunatclv from tbe demand for liibor being con- 
srderabTe, nnd resources being nt liund to 
counteract any relaxation in tbc intensity of 
that deoiaiid^ tne rate of wages is such as to 
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admit ofanirptus forconTmience^; and if tbe 
Isiliourer wnuld not relax hit efforts, but $avc 
when be mi/tbt, tbcu labor would rite because 
uimifieiitiun would l»e diminished. 

It would not be advanUitcoufl to the State, to 
tlie actual proprirtor hniclintt under II, or to 
the euUivutor, were Ibo latter to take poor land 
fur a lori^ jicrr^Kl, or even for a nioilcruto uue. 
atari invarialile or bxed rate. Ineitbvrcue 
he would not improve tbe land, and would 
prob.ibl^ Inivc It in a condition tbat It 
would yield no rent. 

It it in favor of tiio supposition ilict poor 
In Oft will rise in (lie scale of prod u olive no wi, 
and in vntui*, that the privo ofthi* in^tromenU 
of aicriciiltare or slock, aud the tjuantily of 
Hdclition:d I ihor roquinul for lmprovem(:nu 
on it, do nut perceptibly exceed %hat are 
wiMdeil for the cultivotioji of I xml of nicdiiiin 
fcriility. Tlic chief inrrensr of expense will 
IIrise from inanurinjt; so ilmt if waitcssluiutil 
full at the same lime, a rent will ncncMerily 
Iw soparnted. TIiih it shmild seem thnt with a 
very trifling mldi(iimuleKpensr,poor land will 
be eulti voted without luituriai ly.ifatalUairect* 
intfthe rents or pmltis n»(t«ml land ; but while 
pmiliiue eoiilinuus to inrrejse on aoud Jaml 
ansceplihlv uf linpruveincnt, the reals may not

In sujne uim;* the lundiord gives a »#/j' or 
tbe tenth part uf u coiinrliA. uhoiii Jiulf a dol¬ 
lar's value, to the ruhivntor, w ho then eloirs 
and plants. The young crup is then imirked 
out into twui!«|UHl portions. I^ieli party lukes 
one, and each watebus bis own ■, cuts the crop 
and bouses it. 

By Ibis method the landlord may pcrhnpa 
obtain a little more than one-ibird uf the gross 
produce value. 

In other timestlie lamllord gives nnadvance 
of fourorflve gimlnnes for need to the nutU- 
vator, on wliiiin devolves All the cdmr|C<*s of 
cultivation: when the crop heconics ripe, it 
is ec|unlly divided while stunding on the licld^ 
and each party cuts sud curries away bis own 
half. 

The risk* of cultivation ere the chief causes 
of such diSereoC'Cs in the money rents and 
rents in kind. It is piubublc that these risks 
being diminished hy iinpiovrd Diuiiugcnicnt, 
the lundiord will be aide to get more, and that 
his sinirc w ill hear nn Increasing prupuriiun 
to the whole prodoco. 

it is possible that land which yields only 
too gunUngs will be cultivated. Uut this 
docs not prove tbat tJie necessary price <»ughi 
not to be biglicr than the amount of labor 
bestowed to obtain this i|unnUty, any mure 
(ban tiiat tbe price of potatoes over Grent 
ISritain sHuiild he rcgnluted hy the rale M 
which an Irish peasant can ugord tu cultivate 
them. 

Tlie cost of raising two hundred guntanga 
of paddiu on one oi long of poor land, togctJicr 
with that of transnurling it to market, will be 
fuutt^ pretty nearly t»i coincide with its ave¬ 
rage hssnar price, nllhnugb the latter is not 
tbe effect of the former, but accidental, and 
is ecnstnntly Tibbie to variation. 

It has been before observed tbnt the prc.sent 
average interest on capital sunk oo good 
lice lund isaltout 20 per rent n^ccived as rent 
in money: hot it is clear from the rates above 

K 'ven of rents in kind, that many a cultivotlng 
ndlord may now aclunify receive on tbe best 
lands, in favorable seusons, as much as 60 per 
cent clear profit, while on the third rate land, 
he may realice 30 per cent., and tbat bis rent 
in kind, should he not caUlvate, will In the firs 
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injtftnec f^ifo bim 60, »Qd in the latler o,ueJ 
only the eame 30 per eent 
TbeM rates are nut, exeept in tbe above 
Kern of HO per cent., higher tlian have been 
IcQOWO in Great Britain, where even 00 per 
cent, bus lieca realised ander very Tavorahle 
cireamatancej; altWogh it cannot fall to be 
remembered that in the latter case the capital 
embarked is much larger than that employed 
on rice cultivation, which is as yet a mere tri* 
6e, and entaila no loss w a tcnuiit iit Uie end 
of a leaae: hut here a medium of 40 per cent, 
might be assumml so long as Undtonls eould 
get one-half of the crop and seasons proved 
favorable. 

A landlord here should not say that he 
ought to have any fixed pr4»parti(ia of the pro* 
duee as his runt, for that last will only he tbe 

f rartor share which he cun obtain onder exist- 
i»g ci rauinstaooes, so that taking d uo care, bis 
tenant does nut Injure the land : he cannot fur¬ 
ther help himself against any slarkness in 
Compelition unless he farms the land luinself, 
with nil its attendant vexations. 

To realise tbe rents in kind above stated, a 
landlord must eonseiit to run all risks with a 
tenant. Including those uf bis death or failure* 
to enUivute, and he prepared to guard against 
f*i\ad, wIilcU unless he icsides on the Spu4 tuay • 
swallow up n largo part of the rent I 

The terms on whhdi lenses or grants for 20 
years are now given by Uevornment for waste 
rice land arc so inodenito, that \ery consider*' 
able scope Is allowed for roalif ing profits, and 
the Chinese have even embarked on the culli- 
vation. for as before ohserved. the ultimatum 
proposed as yet, after a suflivicut nuiolier of 
years allowed for recovery of capiud expended, 1 
will not exceed one half of the rent nctnally 
now received bv indeujndent landholders for! 
the host soil. Tbe t'hinose, and perhaps the 
other rinsses too, will, in various ways Iriogj 
the surplus tooonlribulu Iv tbe public prospe¬ 
rity and revenue. 

The Chinese Arf so systematic that next to 
Buropenn skill, their labors may be expected 
to bear the stamp of judicious innovatlous In 
cultiTnting, 

In sneb a new country landlords will con* 
suit tJieir own interest best by leasing their 
newly cleared lands for a few yean at Grat, at 
progressive rates uf rent; tbe last year's retd 
being calculated at a rate somewhat less than 
tliey might in a sanguine mood expect. 

Tbe present custom with land owners is to 
grant annua] leases (with a few exceptions) 
which not only checks improremetit and low* 
ers profits and rents; but if the land be not 
very rich, tends decidedly to deteriorate it; for 
the tenant cannot afford to embark any capital 
or stock in tbe cult)vation, and therefore makes 
the most he can with the least possible outlay 
of capital and labour. 

The landlord must in tbe eod bo fully reim¬ 
bursed fur bis reiinqnUbmeiit of high profiu 
for several years after Grst oeeupatjon to bis 
(eoant, provided the land Is capanle of being 
improved so as to yield them, for these blgb 


profits will entice eapitaf, which when once 
fairly sunk on the land cannot be removed, 
leaving tbe lanillord a greater gainer. 

In some parts of China the owner gets 60 
per eeoL oi tbe produce, the rate of wages 
l^iog about 6 cents of a dollar. Two crops 
are taken, and each individual bunch of 
rice is manured during its growth. The la- 
Itourer occasionally gets clrror brass coins 
( 1 ,U 60 nearly to une Spanish dollar) and fa U 
food as daily wages. ' The Chinese assert that 
in this way an urlong wo*ild yield one coyan 
and 100 guntungt of paddie. 

Rents in England are averaged at one-fiflh 
of the gross prmluco. The uveruge money 
rent here at present fur all land, agreeably to 
llie siatcsiicols which have been before given, 
is nearly one-Gfth. Ilut It U beliovod that tho 
rale of protits in the latter instuacc is much 
higher than in the former; hut the tenant 
and his family are also the lobourors, so that 
be with some hems of expense dedurteil, 
aetuully receives all but Uio rent. 

But Adam Sriiifh has laid down that a larger 
proportion of produce shncilcl go tci the land- 
iuru in rice than in vurn, iliut is. iiicaning 
wheat countries, owing to the differeiiuu in 
the oust of cultivatiag eavb. 

In this paper, Heo has been considered as 
c'Orii, for whnl are we to uaJemtand by that 
term, hut the indigenous grain food of any 
particular country. 

It U nut desirable tbnt very large capitnls 
should bo here invested in grain Inacl by a few 
individuals, as from tho Irmittoil extent of 
territory Uiis luigbt bocouio a sort of iiioiiu|K)ly; 
and because, If curried beyond a ccrtidji point, 
cunsuiiiplioii would be chucked and pojui lo¬ 
tion rcUtidcd, nor cun it be dcsirablo that too 
minute a subMlivislon should take effect so us 
to place land iu the bunds of those wh<» cannot 
afford ti improve*it; but in other kinds of 
land, the more capital which cun he embarked, 
tbe greater will bo the stiioulus to industry 
and to population, and llicgreuter tbe bonolit 
to tbe State and to society. 

As matters now rest, tfie lessee for a 
period of five years of oultlvuted land, might 
easily recover his capitMl ns well as proNts, 

[ IroTided the rent wns moderate: yet tbe land- 
ord would renp in tho cod t1tc l>cnulit of tbh 
capital in as full a inauoer as if it bad not 
lieeo withdrawn. In fact, it would remain with 
tbe land. 

It is plain that in a lease for a much longer 
period than five years, say for 21) yvars, tlie 
tenant might, without any considerable outlay 
of capital, and by an in crease of prices, without 
an increase of wages, derive an enormous pro¬ 
fit, ant tbe landlord none. 

Bnt short leases of two or three years, al¬ 
though they give all that the land under the 
actual condiSon of produce, prices and com- 

t rtiUon can yield as rent, is in effect only 
illid^ the ** the golden gnose" and shutting 
one's eyes to what it would lay if carefully 
tended .*—Pruic« ^ W»le/ hlund Gesritr.

Urnce huiled not with utort*xlow> 
liilt pride of apiril, uud wcarincM of MMly, 
ilic si|Cht of the rlsinit of tlie Nile, than we 
did Ihu uppcnrunce of the coInpHnn of the 
Ocpnty Secretary's labours, aoo the Testing 
pliivc of our weary literary pilgrimaf^e. The 
pidns of child'birtb, however, did doubtless 
enduur even C'nUImn to Sycorax, and oor 
<fWJi labour bus, in the srnne way. invested 
this uncouth literary bantling with a merit 
in our eyes others iiiay fail to fiod fwritio 
tlirirs. 

^till, of the contents of this work, it is nut 
too much to say, tJiat ** what's new is not true, 
Odd wdmt's true is not new and the ii/err«l 
Otisrrvrr doMcHl^es the Style, with Its usual 
fidicity, in a remark, that tbc author ha<l tlio 
liiippy art of snyinjt in twenty words what 
other pc4i]ile do In two.

not the simplest axinm in the theory of taxa- 
lion, and the Vade Mccum of Writers' Build* 
which is nut enlisted in the cause of the 
fHistoin's Code, with as little conscience as 
Fill staff pressed Bullcalf and Fcublo iato tfae 
stale service.'

We feel quite sure, tliut un ii lair oouxiilor* 
ntion of all these eireninstmiei^x. our readers 
will pronoucc a xysicm of frouLicr cuxtoiux ns 
expensive, elutn»y ami unequal—that in short, 
it offeiidx aguiiixt every priiieiplc of Iho xclcono 
of fixation. As the Agra Prcsidetiev lui.x not 
iKsen rx'pix'.xcntocl in (he newly •formed (hon* 
miticc, wr do trust that the Ciileulln Prosx 
will xtiind up for the righlx of the We.xiern 
Prorinres. and mvc our best intercsls, ond 
the liappinexx of our people, from being 
made the victims of Mr. TitHclyairx erudu 
nnd ubsuni scheme. Were thoHiibject not of 
xucU paramount importance, we shoiild enjoy 
H rich laugh at the manuer in which lh lx writer 
has alteitiptcd to run down Mr. IloU Mac¬ 
kenzie's plan. ** The only serious n(lum]»t, 
howevcr/SiKxervc.x Mr. Trevelyan hi bis re¬ 
port, ** which ha.H been ever inudo P» get lid of 
Uic iruBsit duties, ^as iu ltU6. when Mr. Ilolt 
Maokensic took up the qBcxlion in cominuni- 
eation with the morehanis of Calcutta. The 
rceource which was (hen prinolpallyoulciilateii 
on, for making up tlie defioit. wax the 
foreign trade oi Calcutta; and (o Ihix limited 
way eeosidering the aubjcct, tbc failure nf 
attempt Is inaioly te be attributed. SnlH- 
viaot pains du not appear Ui have been taken 
at that peritNl, to treat the subject as a whole, 
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Aud to nepftrate vKat is prop«rlj of the nature 
ot intoraaL 4 uty from that which is yielded 
l»y tJje entire foreiitn trade, whether it be the 
luarktime trade ,which uses the port of Cal* 
outta, Of tlio tra<ic with the Native statca 
which uroHsca the wrxtcro frontier. The 
foroiKn trade of tli'e western provinces, with 
the Native states in the interior, was left 
entirely out of tfac account a ith the exeeption 
of t)io si ogle article nf witt." 

The plun for raiMinK the whole of the net 
revenue of the Inhmd Customs, (except the 
doty on salt, which must be kept up to pro- \ 
teul our Uunpil monopoly.) from increased 
duties on the ca|iort and import trade nf the 
Presidency, is simple in Ihcetlrcmc. Jnd^* 
roc lit of course would be rc^iutivrd in fraiiiiiia 
the schedule of dulivs, so us to render the 
ehenk tr>|iiixIurtioii and consumption oa little 
as LuMsihlc. Much, however, has ulrencly hren 
writicii on the sulijecl, in the Calcutta prints. 
Nome momhers of the Committee just appoini* 
'Od, (and siipi'r*cmincntly Mr. K. M. Parker,)

The CnUuttn Courier, whoso Kditor unlike 
him of the //wrAvra, lakes up iiucsticns con¬ 
ned* led with cenmnuieuI science, io the inverse 
ratio of his ability, has at len|ttU iri'^on us a 
few remarks on the mmlification nvecssury lo 
the revisnl of the system. This sii^tjfosUon 
aecuis Ions perrcclfy sound; to levy aiiesp<»rt 
duly only on those articles of which we p<»s* 
SCAB a inunopuly, and to lay the chief burdciis 
on our imjHirts. 

Bat whatever may be finally determined on 
in thut respect, wo nu trust that the Inland 
trudu, frontier nnd transit, will Iw both emun* 
cipated from the fetters with wbicb it is now 
cunlined. Wc rnise our vuiee against Uie 
cuntiiiiiiinec of any parts of the old system, 
tliuiiirh worked under the au|»erin(eMdcucc of 
a Board, able and cflerlfve ss the western 
one is,* and we solicit tlie aid of our con tom* 
poraries, provincial and metropolitan, in 
denouDcin^t the cruelty and injusticeof any 
AtIumpI on any ground to resene so roiserable 
a source of rcvenue from merited destmetion.

The above reranrks in review of Mr. Trevo 
Ijaq's work on tbo Inland Customs, were di* 
rected, the intullif^ent reader will not fail to 
have observed, more immediately against the 
system proj>osed by our author and tlic atHtu of 
Uiinf^ referred to therein, os that existinjc 
prev ions to the late mod ill cations of the Uouh 

and Itobileund Custom llousus. But this sys* 
tern now in the murve of eumpletion by llio 
Western Board of Keveoue, was resurved for 
n icparate notice, for though based uu Mr. 
Trevelyan's principle of levyinjt duties only 
on the western land nxiHirl and import 
trudes, its line is CAsenthrlly diirercrit, and 
other pnrts of the plan filled up in u rnuru 
cirrcli^c and prmluctivc manner. 

The northern port of ths line uf frontier (his* 
toiiiN IftouACH. under 1 ho chargee of Mr. Muncy, 
shitioiicd III NchnrunjKirc, extends fnoii the 
IIills to tlic parallel of Punecout, one line of 

E isfs heiuir un Iho Jumna, the uthur uri the 
Mub Cunul, the extreme pu.st on tliHi line 
beinit Tindhun Bridire. The Hoard have, too, 
lately proposed and secured the i'e*estublish* 
iiivnt of the Itohluk line of poAls ciuMiii;t 
llurriariiin. alM>Hshed in April, iwkt, and In¬ 
tend. ibut the second line shall he loiiiovcd 
from the Uoub Canal to that of Alii Merduii 
Khan west of the Jumna, and the ilcpiily 
Oilicctor now at Schuran|M>re shall be posted 
at Kunmul. 

The line of ronntry irnmcdiotely under the 
superintendence of Mr. yniiih, the Cullector 
of t'ustonis at l>ellii, extends fiuiu Kurriuiil 
to Uunkcewur on the Jutiinn. some dislnncc 
below Delhi, and may proLuUly be inervused 
in that quarter. For the second line, the' 
Delhi Canal has been taken. 

The Deputy Collector stationed at ITorml,' 
has cbnrfteoi the frontier line from the purulJcl 
of the NujufftUur JLrel to Koiluh Chnul, 
incluiUnf the town of Muttra, which juriadic* 
tion is aMUt hO miles in length. 

From llural Vud Cosee the frontier itself 
bccuuies pretty nearly llie hrst cordon of imsls, 
«Md tJio Jumna cuntinucK the second line. 
This arrangement holds along tliu Bbiirlpoiv, 
Kvroulcc, Dhoulporc, end Gwalior couiiiiu's, 
down to the juDClion of the Chuinbull with 
the Jumna at the PacfimudJtu, This narrow 
tongue of land varies in its breodtli from about 
twenty miles above Muttra, and about thirty 
mites in the direction of the Banscu Psharpur 
llilUfTo about ten miles below the Utungiin, 
where the Cbujnball gradually gains upon llic 
Jumna, till the meeting of their waters take 
place, off the Etawah district, and Die juris¬ 
diction of the Ca wo pore Customs House. 

Below the Chnmball, we learn tlist tlio 
frontier line will run by Calpee and Bandu tu 
the Hills west and south uf Mireaporc, so us 
to cross the Saugor road and meet die Ganges 
at CbuDOr. A line it seems to be tliought, 
will then be estsblisUed by Jaunporo, Axiiii- 
gbur and Gomkpore. to prevent suit evading 
the special duty and being scnup^led into Iho 
Auotry beyond Gliesccporv. The furmstion 
of this line will enable the authorities to abo¬ 
lish the transit Customs cbokics, with which 
the Saugor and Nerbbudda territonoa uro 
studded, ood will bring under cootHbution 
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Ih^ khinkhftnbi and other imports into Leek* 
now Iron) Benarei. 

The arruOKementji rejserdlnir the prerenilve 
aorvice arc coiiipleie from tlie HiU)( to ilio 
CbiimbulL It is saperiatended by KurO|>ean 
patrol oflkers on a salnry of 300 rupees a 
niotiib, Of tlioae iwo are id the Scliaruuiiorc; 
fourintbeCV'nlral Oclln ; Ibn'e in the Iloml; 
and five in tiie Aicra Uivisiun: each officer's 
bent beiiijc alMiut.lu nulee ia Icnctli. 

Of the Oliftis on tiic Jumna anil the eorres* 
pondiii^hridices and forini of tJie Canals, three 
f'lasAes <»r poxlH have heeti furiued, two of 
ajiicli lire tnillt-d open mid unclosed. The 
iir.it I'lasv of ahokirs is opim for the irunsU of 
sail and every other eriiele. The ju'oond class 
of chokies Is open for the triiiisit of ull diiti* 
nliJe articles, except salt, sliaa Is, aoj indigo, 

uhicli are limited to the eliOkies of the lirsl 
rlitss. At eneh path way, l^rry ffhal nnd ford 
ou I ho two lines, where Ibcreisanyprobn- 
bilily of illieit trnilie 1 >cjm;c carried on, u small 
post is stationed, and no dutiable ^oods what* 
ever are nJJowed (o pass Ihuac posts, whieb 
ai<* strinly pro von live. 

The Nob Salt Muhull is under a separate 
I'.iiropeun superintciidcut, the Uoraree Mchall 
is Mionnftccl hy ilic patrol, in whoso hvnt it ia 
aiiuntcil. iind tlie buab salt ville^cs arc 
jdaciHl under an European olheor. 

The expense of the above establishment, 
exclusive of ibe allowances of the eovenanU 
cd odieers uud sudder native olkcvrs, exceeds 
iH n lacks of rM|>ce.v. 

Under llie orders uf the Board of Revenne, 
the duties intended to he levied under system 
of R«*i;. fl. 1810, will only l>e taken on articles 
pasairitf to nnd from the two cross chokies of 
tlic cities of Delhi and Ayra, wbilu tbeinter* 
rarrenen of llie preventive service beyond 
those jurisdictions, is directed tn be solely 
eon lined to salt of every kind, sbavrls, cotton 
piece w heu more then 6 pieces orslU lU.

Having said lliM much, we must, in praise 
nf a system as good os u ineusure cun hts which 
is replete witli every corse lliHlcanpossihly bo 
inllieted on the trade, the comfort and the 
feelings of tbe inhabitants of the most iinpor- 
tant sect!on of the inland trade, wc must re¬ 
peat our fervent wish, tbot the whulc of the 
new and old system, except as n'gunis the 
duly on salt, may be mode one neck of, and 
put an end to, at once.

Ths lulijeet. in fact, is'wf the greutejat impor- 
tiiuce to all in India •, for Ihouffh the eiTfuul- 
tiirnl teniiiilry is the only sj^K'eics roenltpAed 
ill the ipidtstion. yet I shall jnclude the wlioltf 
popnhdlun. whether devoted to s^riritltude 
or eomineree, nndorthiit demiminaiioii. The 
iDtcrcsU of the trudsBg portion of Uic commu¬ 


nity most he deeply alTcidcd hy I be slate of 
I ho actual Inhuurvrsot' Ihe soil. TJioso ocm- 
stitute the most numerous portion of tliu pul#- 
lie, and till Asiatic maiiuruc'tufes xliull huve 
so iiinr^ improved us to conipclu with tlioxu 
of Europe, am 00 ^ these only must u vent for 
the coinmnditivs of the indies be looked for. 

One of llic Krcalcsl r<ivrt to the increuse <»f 
the capital of tlfb landholder is payment of 
rent in kind. At flrst view, nothing euu xoeiu 
fairer than ibis arranireiuciit: a oertuin por¬ 
tion of the crop is abstracted, and If the 
Itovcrnmcnt vain a dispropoitionalc advao* 
tHKO in times of plcnly, it at lea si shares 
with the peiLUnttbct Imwes of scarcity. Uul, 
however fiuu this priiioiplo may appear when 
coiiNneilto theory, nothiof^can prove mure 
baneful when il ts put in practice. Where

nort'esary ; bot if theic be aoy wbo inn^iae 
iJial it it the ioiereet of a ruivr to deprive bia 
euhjecu of all but the neci;a*ariee of life, f 
liopo that al ioaat I ahull roovinoc them, be* 
fore 1 have concluded (Im> ueriea of Icitom, 
tbai both a pecuniary and every other laotive 
dcinund that he abould not rumuin a kinjt of 
beffara aod aovaKom longer than be iv vb> 
|j|re<J to do ao, and that the aum of bU wealth 
aliuuld bot conaiat in a fvw tliouvuitda buried 
ill bia trcaiury, but in niilliona and brIUoua 
fruolifyinfc in the band of hia Mubjrcla. 

Lxooaaivo iRXflIjuu, or aueb aa treoHica 
up«Mt capital uan never )»c the ]>an:nt of wealth 
to either a Br»vereip;n ur a ]R'nple. The former 
oiny inikvd a<|uecac the luat aliilUoi; from the 
trademimM, but, by »o doinir, he will redure 
hhu fo tJie aute of a locadhiinl. and ao forfeit 
every prolit which he miaht have ahared with 
him, bad be pomiitled bimjadidoualy to em¬ 
ploy hla little capital; and moreover, he ii at 
the uapenae of fuardin^ afpiinil, or punuhiiijt 
the chmva o/one, who mij(bt, hv the adoption 
Ilf wiarr lucaturea, have proved a aupp<»rt tu, 
instead of a drain upon, the nntion. The law 
ia a moHt expeuBivc agent, and abtiever be 
thought of \u terruri, the ino«l violani terror 
Mill ever bo that of a nan who haa proi>crty 
to hmc, and who. not reduced to a mere 
aniniHl aupply of food, ban taatod loo deeply 
of the le XU riel and picaaurva of life willingly 
to encounter tbe hardubi^ie of want, or the 
duercri of rcIwllioD. 

If, tlien, I lay, it be not a profeaaed olgcci 
to ruin tbo tenantry, (which God forbidabould 
ever enter the brain of an LngUalman.) pay¬ 
ment in kind I ahftll ehew to be a molt iidu* 
diriouR motbnd uf taxatioa. 

Pint, wp will aupiioM that iba ^ear haa 
boon a fruitful one, that llte crop m heavy, 
and that it baa lieen Racveisfully gatbererl to ; 
we will jinHgine. (tboogb I believe itii gene¬ 
rally more), OiuttUe govrrumoot share is one 
tliird of tile produce. Here, we have a labourer 
who works the vrbolc grnuod, and k.at 
every expense of tilling, reaploK. Itc., giving 
one third of his crop annually as rent. J will 
not say Anything about the iacrease of toil and 
expense which must takv place upon getting 
in a heavy harvest, over that wliidi gives a 
light one; the proportionate ineruaae in the 
two thirds whirb siiU tcmaiD may be a sulU- 
ciunt recompense for tbit. Jlut after the corn 
has been gutJierecI, what Is the consequence ! 
Tbe agent of Government dumands its share 
and it is paid. This share must be ^fumedi* 
aiviy converted into oioaey, in order to be 
remitted to the treasury where it is required. 

There are few who arc ignorant of the na¬ 
ture of tbe national aales, where the artiido in 
qaestion is often disposed of at far leas than 
its true valueiWhere the rnenied dealer j&ay 
make thousauds by a bargain, aad the pour 
one may see property kooeked down at such a 
price, as will enable tbe purchaser to re-acU it 
at a sum, which must pat down ail koaost 
cottOMMea, and in coDieqaeaee, be tbe ruin 
^libose who are tutable, from clreuiiutaoces, 
w aeep their goods tUI the others so cheaply 


obtained shall have beta disposed of. Every 
man wbo kaows anything of trade will at 
nneo confess, that where the ruling power 
turos mercliAnt, hII private capitals must witln 
draw; kow mueb worse then must it be for 
UiiMC who possess MO CM^>ital, but arc obliged 
to lire daily on their dully prnJits/ When ibe 
sovereign becoiues a coruselJer, 4md o corn* 
seller without reserve, tbe price of all corn In 
tbe country will be at once reduced to almul 
the sum which he is a.lilc to gel fur bis; a sum 
wbirh may do very well fur liiiu, who bus beoii 
at no coat of cultivation, but whieli niuy nul 
even replace tbe expenditure c»f the uiifor- 
tunule tenant, in other Irailes the dealer may 
buy ID season, and sell in seusun; the euro 
dealing cainhilUt may puridinsc chuHply In h 
period oPpleiity, to n^tail to enormous adviin- 
tage In time of scarcity ; buttiic farmer inuKt 
labour at all acasoDS, with nearly equal ex¬ 
pense, (o raise produce, whidi, by the nci't’S- 
sitics of bis priorc. may be rcodered valuclrss. 
This is DU fMncifMl picture. It is apicluru 
which is daily realised, mid which must of 
necessity be roalixed where (Uo farmer has 
neltlier capital nor credit to enable him to 
make bis sales at tbe luoiit opportune jnomcn(s. 
4n evil, slightly approacLiug to this, is felt 
even In Kngland. where men have Diercly the 
wealth of ilieir compeers to cooU'ud aguinst: 
but, from the greater fiu'ility there existing of 
procuriag loans at roasonuhlc rates on 
security, it is much mitigated, and those, who 
in their first ouLsel are iP(leUtv<l for their suc¬ 
cess to the pocuQjary assistance uf others, are 
thus, In time, able to amasR suflicicnl property 
lu be able to dispense with extranruus sue* 
coor. But even there, tbe instances arc not 
few in which small fanners, (wbo nevertheless 
are unmeasuraldy lupcrior to nny In this 
cuuDtry), arc ruined by tbe flueluaiiuns of the 
M4SU0S alone, when left to Gieir own resources. 
It Li this whie^ gives such an Imiiicnse 
advantage to the teDaiitof a lorge tract of 
ground. While Ub poorer brethern arc se11- 
iog their crops for wbai they can get for tbem; 
be is able, by lib credit, to keep his till the 
cheaper produce of tlie neighbourhood slmll 
have been ooDiaincd, and to muke bis own 
bargain. 

But if the principle whlnb I am decrying be 
rninoQs In a fruitful year, is it not. if possible, 
more destnieBve in abamn one I In tbe for¬ 
mer, tbe largeness of the crop may in some 
nieasnre eompenaate for its cheapness, but in 
the latter tbe only dependence of the husband¬ 
man is on the grealness of the sun which he 
n<8y be able to obudo fur what has proved so 
dcJicientio quantity. Hot here he will infalli¬ 
bly be disappointetl. When the Goverament 
share ooce comes into tbe market, adieu tu all 
Us Impel of wealth. 

An average year’s produce stay be takeu as 
the avenge quantity required for a year's 
cuDsumptioB. Wereffi less, more land wuiilil 
beoccapied; were it more, some now tilled 
woaki M suffered to lie waste. Tbe OoverQ- 
moDlaliare then may he supposed lulUcienl 
to supply the public four montlia This will 
bo sold for far less than the cultivitors would 
expect for bis portion. What tbca is be to 
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Ho? EiLberto mako Die moit hU wreck, or 
to wait four moothu, in eipcRtation of better 
times. 1 neefi not My what tbe 
without a pice in his pocket, aail perhaps 
with a Isri^e UM at bis bunys’s, will dOi in* 
<lKe<l, whul he must do; for, as tbe bunya is 
iatercMUul in causing ruin tu others if it bring 
rirhen to blnisotf, be wilt not fiiit to take sueli 
steps with bis debtor as must throw tbe bar* 
^esi iniu his bunds, at any price he ubooses to 
allow fur il. • 

Anil IS this the way in which capital is to be 


aoouired by the tenautry ? Is this tbe way la 
whicb that want, which, Hume says, ** prip* 
pies and conUnes erery operattOQ of. husban¬ 
dry." is to be obviated 1 Is ibis tlie way id 
which a people can advance to prosperity? I 4 
this a way in which a Ooveromcnl. will 
its road to aeuhh.'

fn iny lust, I endcavoared to shew tbo mis- 
eliicf attend mg the pii}inunl of rent io kind, 
iiM'fCUAiug or domeosrng c;u*h year according 
10 Uio UigeiiuAs or the scaiiUiu'SS of the crop ; 
In the proAciit letter I shall consiUcr n pay* 
iiii'Ot Aciuctliirig sijnllar, in its nature aod 
cMecU, hot dilfering froio it in this, tliaiinstead 
of u portion of the crops being reueired by the 
(luverriiuont, a Num of money is taken in its 
sicud ci|iiivuloQt, at the time of asscssmeoi, 
to tlic niurket value of the pioduce iUelf. 

But before 1 enter upon tlio subject, I think 
it would Jiu a.H well to state Hie iniuieirse dif- 
feriuinu wliieb shcuJd exist between rlie con¬ 
duct of HI) ordinary landlord in (citing his 
bdjil, and that of a landlord who is at cnee 
the owner of the soil and the scveiclgn of the 
state. To the furWr tlio actual condition of 
h(M tennnlry, (provided his rents be kept up 
to u high HtunUard), may nidttcr liUle. He 
inuy. if he hnd the clamours of the [*oot, or 
tlio outrages of the discontented, unl>eunible, 
rcalde in nnotber quarter, and so save himself 
the aiiiioyanee which would otherwise coo* 
si del ably iensen his enjoyment. In saying 
tins, I tiiko the plaioest view of the matter; 
I titke an insiunco where scJUsbucss U the 
only rule of conduct- 

In remarkingOD what the proceediogs of peo¬ 
ple urc, und what they should he, 1 do not 
cHrc to strain to lictter mankind ; 1 would not 
endeavour to uiake thuin more gcocious, but 
iiicrcly shew thorn what their true iuterost 
really is. Jf every man, bulb iu power, and 
out of power, will fairly cousuH that coauoon, 
Ihougit often perverted and gcoeralty abused 
rule, and wilt follow it implicitly, he will 
find, if he be not an idiot, that it will lead 
him to every Ihiog excellent, and if his career 
sliould unfurtuaaleiy couic to a dilTereut ter* 
(uiualion, be will discover, upon redectioo, U 
is not because he has steadily trodden in the 
prescribed path, bat because ibc graiifleation 
of some inoiuentary, perhaps iJ legitimate do- 
sire lias, in fact, led bim uisiray from it. 

The self-interest, I said, nf tbe owner of a 
small esutle may, if iiegligcnilj ooDsidei%d, 
app« ar to warrant rack-rent and all its con- 
couiiUnt evils. By adopting tbcM he may 
squeeze more from his peasaiiUy than were 


otherwise possible. If his present renters bo 
ruined, he is iu Uie heart of a kirigduni, iind 
utbers probably will lo roudy to succeed 
thviu. Ills laud muy, under this system, bring 
a suocossion of misery to a succossioo of fumi- 
lics, but be knows that, if the worst should 
happen, he will only have to ruour to that 
more benevolent plan which be should have 
pursued In the Urst iustauce. If vommotiuns 
tnke place among his people, the stale will ho 
at the exjmnso of quelling theiu. He will 
derive every advantage from tlio protcelioit 
of power, while bis payment towards tbe sup. 
port of it will be very inadequate to tJic 
benchts he receives from it: iu short, while 
he keeps within tJio bounds of the law, the 
Jhw will uphold him In bis proeoedings, how¬ 
ever inirruitous they may appear in the ab¬ 
stract. vt'ith a sovereign landlord the enso is 
reversed. Iffals tenantry be dcstroy’ed ho ciin 
find no successors tu them; for foreigners will 
not court ruin in a strange laud, of the laws 
of whirli tJiey are ignoTHiU,—tbe climate uf 
which, if not noxious to their cunsiUutions, 
will bo prohahly far from agreeable to them, 
—of the agriculture of which tkicy are en¬ 
tirely ixDorant, and of the maooora and cus¬ 
toms of which they have every tiling to learn. 
.Kti tn hU looking to persons occupied in civil 
employments witliiu his kingdom, citiaeiis 
would know nothing of farming, and the man 
who gave satisfHctioa and earned a oomlbrl* 
able subsistence in a town, would get liUle 
but hmkeo heads if he took svrvioe in the 
country. 

If, then, a sovereign landed proprietor of a 
kiDf^ODi canuot change nis tenants, he most 
do his bust to contcot himself with them; Ujo 
firet step towards whioh will he to make them 
contented.

Thus, the conduct of the two proprietors 
may be essentially different; fof the iiitcrrst, 
of the funner may exist sepiirato from that uf 
bis dependants, while the interiiit of the latter 
is bound up in tlint of those under bicn. and 
ruin or prospciity to them must he ruin or 
prosperity to hdn likewise. But regarding 
what should he tnc eondunt of the petty pro* 
prictor I Jiovc nothing to dci; it isonly that 
of (he princely laiidloid abich cuocenis aic. 

As this latter must parikipato in tlie profits 
arising from the Judicious em|>lo)nicnt of 
evury atom of capital in his doniinirms, to in* 
urease that cHpilaJ should be his first care ; ti> 
foster its growth, not to destroy it, should he 
his object. By so doing, be luay appear to 
auifer a slight loss ut first; but even tlic tem* 
poriiry jneoovutiieaeo will bo tuore opparent 
than real, aod he is by it sliengtiieuiug eacb 
day the foundation of woaItJi inralculiiUlc 
Lerenftcr. Cupitnl U like thegoosowbieU laid 
golden eggs; properly supported, it will nii* 
fiually prepuce uhundanee uf treasure, hut 
once destroyed, its fruit will depart for ever. 

luay assuinc lias a trutli. tJiat wbuiever 
measure tends to assist the increase of the 
capital uf die subject should at any nite be 
ewhraeed. and that whatever tends to diminish 
it he. at any cost abandoned. The profits 
indeed of capital are proper objects of taxation,

I have said so much Ay way of preface, that 
1 have iittJe Toom to devote to the mattKr 
itself, upon Which, in the eommeneemoBt of 
this letter, f expreiuied my fntMlMWto apeak:

I think here too the 
preface is the most important part. 

Bat to return te the mark. A gvent evil, in 
paying as rent a sum ssseMod aucordlng to the 
market price of the crop, is. that in orfler to 
raise it as speedily as requlretl, the cultivator 
must eidier hurry his produce into the mar¬ 
ket, however unscasouable the momenl muy 
be, Arbb must borrow the money from some 
hanker, to \w returned with interest, lk4^ when 
a more tltting time arrives. If he dispose olt* 
his corn at once, so lurge a quantity heing sud* 
tieoly ex|kMed for sale will of (fourse reduee the 
price, and in order te pronure tlic Oovernmont 
valuulion, he must neeeasarily. under this 
disadvatsge, sell mere than tl<e Oovenmivnt 
sbarq. In good seasons, this may noidustroy 
all Hope of cvvniual success; hut in bad, whoi 
will boeomo of him f if he prefer keeping his 
crop fora lime, ho must borrow money to pay 
Ms rent; (be charges of which, In cuKivators 
in India, are too well known for u person to 
suppose tliat any gowl luck, short of uilmru* 
loMs, ennid cnaldelheiii lo gain much by this 
nicnsuit*. Indeed, the terms are purposely 
mode ruinous by (he village money li'iidvrs, 
hceausc they being generally the village iHirn 
ftcaleis, kmiw that a refusakto lend will give 
the power uf purchasing at their own price, 
and granting llio fuvocir will s^mn throw the 
aOuirs of the ignorat peasant Into such ronfii* 
sioo, as w ilt eventually etTurt the some pur* 
pose. The roads arc too had. in Tiiost pnris, 
to allow of nicq's scckiog belter markets: 
where the harvest is raised, thejc, bH> orivn. 
must it be sold ; and what profits are made hy 
this trade go iuto the pockets uf tbo monicil 
hunya, not into (bosool the poor husbandman. 
’M’arit of eapilal is, in the first ploee, the cause 
of the mischief, but the plan foUowe<l in cunse* 
queocc of that want is such as must perpetuate 
iu existence; and thus, while mime Marwaries

nnd. therefore, a subject In which it would be 
proVanenesain haman legislators in interfere. 
Tbeaecurity also of the Clmrch Establishment 
lias been supposed lo bo ao inliniatcly con- 
ncctMl with Lno coatinuunce of their inetitu- 
tion^ Ibat'tbc numerous supporters of tbe for¬ 
mer. consisting of the larger portion of tbe , 
wcallli and talent of our native land, have 
always most strenuously opposed the abolition

foundation, can form no precedent for ordi¬ 
nary proceedings.

reserved for ua. Uut, while Ihe Jearuiug, 
eleganec, und good sense of the Mussulwaiis 
wuiu of great udvuntugc, and their eivij ^iily 
most rcsijeetublc, for the times in whivh jl 
fiouiislicd, their bigotry (which was indeed 
more the vice of tiio period than of (hem* 
selves,) seemed to dHinti up every fount of iin* 
piovuiiieiit UM Muon as it ¥ us opened, and made 
a |h:o|iIc slijiiik with disgust hum all intiiuaie 
cooijuetion with them, who might, had tlio 
topie of religion been avoided, have taken a 
pJcHSure ill fonning an ac4)UHiiitaiire with 
tlieir literature, ami thus gruduulJy imhibod 
the seiitiiuents uf the many eminent men by 
whom Ihevourtaof the invaders were adorned. 
We have Impinly followed adifTojcut plan, and 
while among us,ljltJc respect is to Iw ue^uired 
by uu interested conversion to Chrisuunily, 
every i»p]K>rtiiuiiy Is uA'urded In natives (u b^ 
couieue(|U(iinled with our pablieaiions, and tlie 
esteem, which is with he (d from ibc ignorant 
and luereenary proselyte, it freely gtwQ U» 
hrni who possesses with the faith of Dhrauia, 
of Miibomet, or of Zoroaslel, a desire to in* 
vestrgatc the sciupce of Eurdpe and an ability 
to comprehend it. 

You will Mrhnps pardon this digression, 
more especiHlIy as I briievc it (o be of some 
eonsei|uence to the illuslratioii of >ny subject. 
I intended, by the first part of it, to show that 
English rulers must, in those measures, which 
they may introduce for the benetit of this 
country, not be led away by brilliani tlicories, 
hot let their conduct be guided by that of 
their countrymen at home, and make Bncliah 
institudons the model of those they may form 
for India, mollified at the same time by a pro* 
per regard for Minduo laws and Hindoo preju* 
dices: that is. that the eonstltulion of England 
and the constitution of these territories are 
the sole matters to be imnsidered, aud that he 
will confer lUOAt beneht on his fellow sobjeets 
of this part of the world, who shall shew how 
these principles may be best amalgamated to 
lit them for the purpose of Eastern legis* 
latioD. 

In EegtanO, then, wo find, that, whataaer 
respect be puld to the oeoupatjoa of tlie mer¬ 
chant, the mere pleesure of a nercaotile life 
is not the only reward propoeed to themselves 
by most those who embrace it The weaJth 
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which shall cnabie them to cut the city and 
the country, is the object coveted, and when 
this is ac4)ujred, in wbst manner is it gene¬ 
rally usc«l t i ibink tJmt the whole, or at least 
a grcM purl, is most friK|iieniiy applied to the 
purchase of lund. The (|uonduiu Alayor, or 
tJiu worthy Alderman, finds a pleasure in de¬ 
serting (ho SQJoky prooincU which, if they 
rewind him of Uie gold ho earned lliorn, may 
also iwrhups rocail to rcoolUetion the labours 
he endured, und (be lowly occupation fie once 
lillcd: glad with aristocratic dislinciiua of 
laoded proprielurabip. be tuslui ilio pluasurcs 
which uecouijkHiiy anew purchase mid souml 
eivvaiion. Uis furtunu ia safely harboured 
from the perils of the ocean and tijc Hue.tua- 
tions of titide; Slid ho feels all tliu self snlis- 
far^Uon of one, who Juu raised his family from 
obseuriiy. and laid the fuiiniJaiiun of its future 
greatouM. Mugisleiial digiiily, and purJiuiiiuii* 
tary ill flu cnee (ill up the measure of his hap- 
jiiticss; and, if he himself may nut rise hoyond 
n sent in 2»(.

(If sueli u person exist in 
reality) is devoid of ioHucncc und cimdcmnnd 
fur Ins )K)verly ( lie labours severely, eoiHviit if 
he be happy enough to procure food and cloth¬ 
ing sufllcicnt for his fKiiiily i mid should his son, 
through any good fuituno, hceuniv iiosscssod 
ofiuouey, he will piohohly desert the iiieugro 
and despised calling of Jus parent, and dvcin 
that be baa at least risen one step in (he sealo 
of profess ions if he able to establish luniself 
even as the |>ohr«sl unong trudeis. Instead 
of the proprictnrihip liciog the lira! in dignity, 
it is pmcticaliy the last i coltiv.atiun will never 
be resorted to until all other ucuiis of gaining 
n sabsistence have failed. Instead of thu 
retired mcrcbanls using bis countless coin in 
the purchase of that whieli elsewhere confers 
political and social iniporUiiioc, Uigelhcr with 
a fair pecuniary profit, be, seeing ilie deplo¬ 
rable slate Co wljjcb (bat class is in his own 
country repluccJ, prefers burying tlic (rvasuru 
which should be fructifying in the hands of 
monkind, is n positive nuisuuce by wjthdiaw- 
ing so much spcHe froui eirenlutiOD. and, in¬ 
stead of proving the founder of a family, or the 
benefactor of his children, bis gold is oitlicr 
hidden from their search, or, if after his death, 
it be discovered, it becomes a fuud to be was- 
tod in ail sorts of dissipation, and so fills even- 
tnally the jiockcts of the panders of vice, 
where it U very likely to corrupt the moral a, 
but wil^assuredly never iuctcase the woalLb 
of the community. 

In CTcry well reeolated sicto, to ohfiu]i land 
will be the ultinaft object of indostry. Were 
the gronod juIBcient for all, there would he' 
no need of eatankive maoufacinring labour; 
were no land saleable, manufacturing labour; 
would be without the heat put of its reward. 
In such slates tberoisa perpetual eiroulatfoQ 
of land and iwcnniary eapital; he, Nhose 
laod is luffioient, betakea himself totradb; he 
wboee trading profits are am pie, betakes himself 
10 the oecnpatiOB of tend. That; Use landed 
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propriclor bat a safe investment, whirK he 
rnn at an/ time convert intoskonevs and the 
retired merchant finds a sure anil prufiUhle 
Diode of ditposinjc of his wealth: a mode 
which, while, it. yields him a fair interest, 
places his funds as much at the service of Uie 
public to be employed as bcncficiall/ai if bu in 
person superintended its increase. 

This, thoufh at first to superficial ohservers 
it iria^ seem the effect of chance, is not so; 
liut is the Bceumululcd fruit of tnoch wise 
le^islaUoa: such as if often obtained by (he 


remonstrances of the people, had not perhaps 
ili consequences eoorcaled from the govern¬ 
ment, which mnal have tomcen, if H were 
eapahle of forc^iftht at all, that, by making 
real property inimeasurably snperior to per¬ 
sonal, the sovemiipi's security for the ondis- 
turf>ed possession of his own rjjfhto beranie es 
iiumcasumMy snperior to what it otherwise 
would have been, as ull liie fixed land in the 
kin|;doni i«a hotter deposit thun (lie Kreat hut 
frequently intangible peraoDalilios which in¬ 
dividuals may possess.

I think thet, from wHat 1 have said, it will 
be seen that the agricuiturMl rlass in this 
country lahoiir under peculiar diOirultics ; tJie 
principal source of which is a wnntof capital 
umoQ^' iheni; and, that sorb measures arc 
pursued, in couseqnonce of this want, ds must 
proveut tbc evU from ever being remedied by 
their personal exertions; in shorf, that they 
are redueed to so feeble a state, as to be una- 
Ide to help themselves, and arc of eunrse Jit 
objects for the benevolent interfereace uf Oo- 
veminent. 

Nothing, I believe, can he more inJodirioBS 
thah the intonneddUnf of power in every little 
diffinolty In which any branch of Imde mny be 
involved. 8och difiioaltics arc often temporary, 
and will prohaYdy right themselves much 
sooner, anil much better than the Government 
ronld right them: but, when areally iiiipor- 
lani division of produedve labourers have fal¬ 
len into such a prcdicameut, that their own 
efforts bavo become impotent, and that nothing 
less than a sovereign band can res^tue them, 
it certainly is asmueb butb the duty and the 
interest of those in office to aid them in their 
necessity, as it would be to dcfenil them from 
the attacks of an enemy. The state machine 
may be aptly cumpaied to a dork; the wheels 
will grncrally work best when left aluno. but 
still a careful inspector is requisite, as, other¬ 
wise, the slightest casual deraugement would, 
instead of giving but roomeutaiy iocoaveni- 
ence, prove permanently destniciive. 

I have before hinted at the impropriety of' 
allowing the monied interest to elevate itself 
at the expense of the landed: however, per¬ 
haps it wonld be as well to say in Ihitf letter a 
few more words on the subject. I will consi¬ 
der the question ander two points of view; 
namely, under that of fi&nncialj and under 
that ofpolitical expediency. 

Id the fimt place, of finaDclal exnedi^cy. 
Of whatever consequence the merenant may 
be, ho U only secondary to the caltivator in 
real liuportaoce. Th^ culMyaior is the agent 
of the oountrj Id bis.sal^ the merchant Is fre- 

i uently the agent of a foreign purehaser. 
[oreover^ If the latter export, the mateiial be 


I exports most, In most esses, lisve been origt- 
I nuily produced hy the cultivator; if be iui- 
pairts, to him must he ptinripsliy look for the 
disposal of the g<H»ds he nin.y introdurc* I 
will not deny jliat comiucrcisi men may be of 
essential beuefit to tbc iinnnrcsof a kingdom ; 
but I will contend that no vrry lusting gtaid 
can accrue from their pntsenre, if tbe^v do not 
invest ibcir gaiiks in real properly within our 
territories, and if, by the umnucrin which the 
balance Is held between them and llie .igrieiil- 
turisis, they arceoMbied toniiseby Ibe |:i hours, 
and carry off from the possession of the la Iter, 
fortaocs, of whlrh a large sliirr should fall tu 
these, to lie expended in improving or in ex¬ 
tending their famis. 

The corn-dealers and money-lenders are 
generally Marworries. Here then we have h 
set of men, who arc by brith ulroost totally 
diseonnectdl with our dominions. They are 
I i kc i« ws. All A ai u is 1 hej r con n try. WJi ere 
money is to be made, thc.se are their hvartlis; 
aod should a residence in the enpilul of some 
ncfgbbouriog potentate offer the indiieemciit 
of profit, they would thither transport their 
fortunes, and leave our eilics wilhmit regret, 
as they entered them without pleasure. 

The landholders, on the eoofmrr. arc every 
where the main prop of the revenue of a stutc. 
They have given a security for their goml con¬ 
duct, and for the payment of all legitimate de¬ 
mands upon them. In a country like Uifs, 
their property is available for the necossitioa 
of Government In an almost unllmitcddegree. 
locrease io the valueof landed pttidace must 
doubly increase the wealth of the ruler; 
because he, not only bas the right of taxation 
as monarch, but is even hel<t, in many paits, 
to have a nroprietaryaright ia the soil. Ity 
raising the landed cl ass, he ii therefore raising 
the value of his own eiuies; while by raising 
the mosied, he obtains but traDsient advan¬ 
tages. Moreover, the present pay a for the 
reateithbareof tbe taxes; surely then. It ia 
ut/airtbatbe should In returu receive the 
largest portion of our attention. The most 
valui^le body most uothe treated as the most 
wdilhlosa, even though the joemben of It be 
Coo Dcquentl^ iuJlviddally poor. 
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If Vfl v^W;th« niftUer u ofl« of poliilva] ex- 
peUiefloy, huv far ts\u\\ we liad tbe ceuHO vf 
ihe fanper more momealou« than Otai of ibc 
were pOMo^dur of ricbes. TUe Utter Uu no 
iniJyenve buyoDtl tUat of his coU i aad even 
tbal hu is uot likely to be so putriolic as to 
exert io favor of bis sovereign, without rc- 
ogivini^a valuaUlo compousuUon for bis paitis. 

The monied class, hs 1 have said, are moslty 
M' a separate tribe, wbuse religion aeil country 
are very dlasimiUir to tlsose of Ibeir ueigb* 
boiira. The mernbants who inhabit the large 
hiwus are doubtless respectable enough: but 
largo towns eontain nujUier the inivsi noble 
lioniim of tlic popuUlioD. nor tlmt which 
ought to linvc most inlluence. 1 know Uiat 
luiiny public fuiiciimiarjeH huve bceo lUtiercd 
by the MllnilioJiB of thvHit puisoiiH. dtul that 
they huve frcifuuntly been bcid. nior^l onUr- 
tunuicly for Jmlia. of tar mure pcihiicHl im¬ 
port aucu iliim they ronlly are. They have uo 
sULu ill the cuuntiy bcyoiiil their pttrsonal 
oioney, wbioh rany t4>-iJiorr*>w be h>si. as || 
ycMtcrday a as gained by spcooUtion : and. if 
out pmduded fnuii buying any weight with 
(lirlr fellow siibjee.ts in eonscqiicrioo of profes¬ 
sing u h OK (i loo reed, aru dcspiMMi by every man 
of higli birth or eoMte. from the lowness of 
their origin. 1 will not argue whclKcr this be 
just or nou but only aHsert thni it U true. Wc 
jiiiiKt always reason tipoo things us they are, 
not upon tuiugs as iliey ought to be. 

It lias bruij said by tiiony men very well ac- 
quutiitnd willi thiseuuntry, uud who have bllcd 
the highest situntiuns in it, f but if ever these 
regions be li»st to ns. it will not bn owing U» 
dlstraciions w iiUout, bu I to comiiiuiious within. 
I will go fivrlhcr. and iitlinu that if ever 
sneli eoiiiniutions eHeet our uvrrlbrow. they 
will not be ilir work of the numied cluxs. bin 
Uuit of the landed. A few baltulioiis would 
redui'c the nu»st lupliulent city in ladin; but, 
how dilVnnmUy won Id it fare witli u». if the 
wlioln vilJnge |H>pu1ation urusn ill umis against 
US. i'rouL the uiiuuteuesd of tlielr bodies they 


would elude our grasp: with a few paltyy op- 
pOQcnls in front, wc should feel the trcowii- 
dous effects of thousands io our rnir; oar 
supplies wouUI be cut off: uml, coaleiidlnk 
! against an almost invisible enemy, we shonid 
probably, in tlie end, full vietiiris to poison, 
starvatiun. or the dagger. And to whnt party 
would the few who wore our badge bclongf 
They would be the relutives of tliosc ngaiiist 
whom wc were fighting. TJk Ir wives aod fu- 
milics in ilieir native villages would cither 
seduce them from our ranks, or make them 
treachemus meinl»ers of them. ^V liuluvcr wero 
their inclinalionH. they would be obtigml to do 
this; for, rclHdlioii never fails tosueun*, as 
hosingcH, the nearest and dearest eouueetiua.s 
of tile loyal soblier. 

Here, then, Isa body ofmrii, wliose influenno 
overoururmy, whrnever they cJknmc to exert 
it, must be exresslvc. This iiriny alone bohls 
in subjeetioo the great mass of eonquerod sub- 
jeein ; and it would not perhaps for a inoinmt 
besitaU^ to turn its |H>wer to the destruetroii 
of iU uuiploycrK. if these employers eeaivod to 
ri'Kpeei that class fruiu among wbieh It has 
been enlisted. Those know Jiltle of Sepoys, 
wbo suppose that Ibeir inturvKl in the welfare 
of the pciisunuy is trival. Many, very niaiiy 
of them look iurward to their disehurge and 
their |H*nsioii as the means of unabUng them to 
pursue, in their old uge, those rviml employ- 
mcnis which nt'eupind their youthful htiins, 
Dy dcproMiiig the fullnwrrs of iIjcsc louplu.v • 
nienls, you prevent the SiqHry from otiguging 
iu them ; by elevating them, you eiteourago 
vetemns in those pursaits, the result of wliiob 
will be, that tbousaiids of res{>ev.ialde. utbudiud 
soldiers will overspread our rcabnv. who will 
instil a love of Ihe profesaion, and n vuucra- 
lion fur the llrltish rule into the brniNtoftho 
rising gencniUoii; and w ill l>c ready and wil¬ 
ling, at any moment of emergeni*y. to train 
whole armies <*r volunteers, prepurutory to 
their Im'II ig regularly disciplined, aitd organ¬ 
ized fortliu uatioaai defeuec. 
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If. after ell that I have urged in liehalfof 
the lunlholdors. it still be suptmsed by any 
that totcrfercDce in favour of tliat body by 
tiovuroiBcnt is quite unoecessary,! would only 
beg loavo to tell such persons that 1 have no 
more time to waste in coovinciDg tbem, and. 
tbit, if they have kitberto taken the trouble to 
rend my letters, Uiey auiy o» well in future 
make a point of skipping over them. Were I 
to write a volume, 1 might perbatis be able to 
address more to them ; but, as my efforts only 
extend to a few shorUt epistles in a newspaper, 
I must pay some regard to the eifcumsupcos 
of lime and space. 

But to those wbo have been good enohgb to 
HMcq to me thus far. and who have gatbered 
both Iron what 1 have iaid| and from their 


own knowledge, that some bcnefichrl change 
in the situation of those who ** live by tbo 
sweat of their brow'' is aksoluUdy roquisitu, 
but who ncverthelcM arc ulrald of innovation 
lest destniction should follow in iU train, I 
now turn. 

Little attention, indeed, must these have be¬ 
stowed npou me. if they imagine roe to be ono 
of that parly wln>. devoted to the cause <»f 
novelty, forget that age is veoerablc. If tlioru 
be any fault in my opioion, it is that they 
lean too much to the opposite diroetioo. J am 
no advocate of anarchy, and the rights of man 
as dispayed by gentlemen of tbe r^tim rekoef. 
I seek iho establishment of property, not Us 
oveiibrow: 1 seek to remedy mb effeets of 
that aoareby which has fur a(ei desolated 
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Indift, DDt to upniie it* dominlno anew: I 
ttcvfc, IQ Une, by andeavoim to lictiar ibo <:oa« 
dtfion of tho loovt important and most name> 
roui nortioD of ournatiTe Hubjocutu inKpiro 
tbo luve of order whidi plenty invariably 
m>du««a; an({» by raiiinif tbcin from llieii 
vw level to ati equality with luen of aimtlai 
ocoupatiobM in Europe, to enable them to up- 
proiuate tliu constitulionul ri|^Jita which tbeae 
onjoy» and, at the tame time, to prvfiarc them 
for a rejcoiioo of their own unJ 

the aueepUQue of CbriAiiaoity, which mual 
certainly he the cnnuoqueuce of their aociul 
ejevutjun, and Uiv increase of ioujilisoiice 
whiuh will accojjipiiuy it. 

1 have auid before, tli.tt I would be the liai 
to advocate jtuihloII chiin^o^. Where uchunpro 
in 40 ho brfiu|cUt ahuul, ( cotifcA» that U ouxhl 
Iv he introduced very ^raduully : but thi'ii, at 
the iHiiiic lime (hut J allow iliia, 1 cuiiCcriJ that 
the ftrin€i^U of evou (he uiimI ettenidve hIio* 
rHiioii tuuxi be at oucc mlupU'd, or rejceied, 
abvn propuKed to a ncnaihlu mmUlnr. UU 
niy ojniuori tliut not only ou|thl the iiinnodiule 
c*oij»ei|ueiicc of a measure to be weighed, loit 
even Uic uiuhI disturii tu wUiehhuuiaiifuruHixht 
cun extend ; when itbjs laseu tried, its mcjiu 
or iU dciuuriU must deeldo iu fate. A wi«o 
ruler, (if 1 may dare to miy »<» without pn>- 
fauenesu) aueiiia to imitate the coniluol uf iho 
Alinigbty : oonaeious he fore hand of every «f* 
fccL of uD iiiuovulioo, ovcu the rcimdejit, he 
peiitlera on iU Mdvauta;;ej and iU disudviio* 
Uigea. Jf the former sink the balani^*, be at 
once enibr>u;ca it. The croud are igiioraiil of 
the inteution wtuch pi'oduecd It, aud, Mind, 
perbups, to ibe real stile of tbe mailer, they, 
uncojiseioiisly, wuik out tbc ends wbich Ibe 
origioaior hud in mow. 

In tbc case of the class whose enuse 1 plead. 
It willlH} allowed hy these who liud acruni* 
panied me thus fur. tbal innuvaliun of some 
sort is nccessiiiy. ) will therefore prot'ecd to 
oUer a few opiuions on tlio suhjeet, prnnis* 
ing, again und agaiii, that uolhing need he 
few red from sueli novelties ms 1 would recoio- 
mend, even by llic most tioiurous slickler for 
things as they arc. I will lint speak of inn<K 
vatiun in gcneiaJ, and second ly, uf inimvatiun 
in Ibis euUMtry. l>etalla of tbe |>articular 
epceies of eliunge which I desire to sec in* 
troduevd bore, 1 shall treat of in future 
letters. 

First, then of innOTatinn in general. I 
cannot picture to myself auy thing more eon* 
teinptible thun a person who would s|>uiD tbe 
idea of all change, merely because it is a 
oliangc. TUcru are indeed reasons why a mi¬ 
nister, ill Liigluiid, might be afraid of tfaodis 
CQssion of norel propositioifS in Parliameni; 
heegusu when a theory has once found its way 
tJiurc, It is uut easily driveu out again, how¬ 
ever absurd (he majority may conceive it; 
but tbe man who would refuse to talk over 
any new matter In privute, would either be a 
foul, and tbarelbre most onbt for the miDUlry, 
or a Ayracii, aod therefoie, if possible, more 
uafvalifted. In the former ease, he wonJd 
rMMble the %nack, who» afraid to meddle 


with tbc drags of tbe apothecary^ beeaase 
Ignorant of tbeir nature, deals out to his suf¬ 
fering paticoU. with ko air of wisdom, aoine 
imllry cosoposiiioo : with which be hopes not 
to cure them, satiafted if be prove at IcHut 
innoeuut of their deaths: in. the latter, 1 uau 
compare bioi to none better ibaii to Fro- 
curates; fur, like him, be baa a state bed oo 
which be would mousure men of eaub suc¬ 
ceeding generation, uod, Uke him, be wmild 
chop olT tbe JicuUs qf tb«>so to whom provi¬ 
dence boa givvu an experience too enlarged, 
to allow tliem to bear with comfort a siiua- 
tion, which appeared not uucuay to tboir uo- 
ccalors some ceulurius ago. 

If every change were unncceasnry and nn« 
cutiUM. ^hrre wuuld be tUu neresNity for Icgii4- 
iMtnrs, ciiinistry, and kings. It Is nut to stido 
all change that these are rc'(uisitu, but to 
guide it; Hs a wise Hrchitcri j» appointed to 
aupcrintuiid tbe rejinirs of n building, which, 
if cither unrepaired ulingethcr, or touched 
by uiiMAillul bauds, would alikv fall to the 
grauud. 

Every slate, in every jiart of the world, has, 
in all ijmv. been m a suite of rbangc; and, 
thcnianabo is acllrcud in ancient histury 
would hardly rccognixe in the cundition of u 
modern mu inn, Uiv rountry, of which he lind 
studied the maimers under kings of furuicr 
tlu)s. 

It is nul therefore novelty iuclf (hat U bud, 
but an immuderate rage for it, or injudicious- 
nest In ninuagiMg it. An iiiiotuderntu rage for 
wJiHt is new is a great, nod often a fatal, error 
ill a htatcsaian ; because, change will alwaya 
picss itself upuii us fast rnoiigli wlllmut our 
anliripaliiig it: and, iiijudieiousncss in the 
niaiiageiiicut of it is. at must e(|uslly injurioiis, 
because, insteail of muking (be necessity a 
miuins uf remedying sume uid abuse, it siicrU 
lie vs to its vurainiy tbc most valuable uud tlio 
most sacred instil utions. 

8a inucli for Innovation in general, and now 
for innovation In this country la particular. 
To tbc attentive observer of iiiaukind, to the 
bistoncal student, there is pcrliaps na empire 
in iho universe which will present su extraor¬ 
dinary a s|»cotacIe as that in which it is our 
lot iu dwell. Soiuo of tbc wisest and most 
useful i.iws adoin (ho pages of both tbc Hin¬ 
doo and the Mussulman codes; while sonic of 
tbc most barbarous and disgusting transac¬ 
tions are found to blot tbeir annals. Whether 
tbe Hindoo and Mussalman laws do renliy 
possess that antiquity wbioh^heir admirers 
claim for them, or not, is of little importance. 
Whether they be old or new, it Is quite cer- 
inin, not onJr that every vestige of wlrat can 
be discovered of nn Indian constUotion ig 
therein to be found, but also that not even 
(base conslitutional vestiges were res|»ecied, 
in the ages of misrule wbicb preceded our 
over these regions. Tbe Mussulman 
Duhtv eared little for tbe cries of tbe wretobed 
Hindoo, wbo pleaded laws in tbeir favour^ 
wbieh it would nave been Irrtligioes In bltn to 
respect I and tbe Hindoo Uigab fell less for 
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the min of »oxne Latcfut faaalicfl. whom he 
knew to be ftu powurleu at court, that a baj? 
of rupees would easily close ugaiost tbgm 
tho ears of Mtijealy. 

Itmovnticina were, in fact, tinder native 
prlnecs as common as vireroya. Each sucres* 
Kor to oIRce hronght with Jjim liia favourite 
notions: and. while some tolerated the roll- 

E ion of their suhjetU, all proved how luiicli 
cneatU them they held any attention to iberr 
civil instit lit ions. We b»\e ouraolvea been 
far muie Hcrupulona in this rrs|K:cl than thoae 
who went Itcforo ns; hut evru with ua, tJie 
man who pviusca Menu and the Koran «ill 
lind that wo cunnot elalui for ourselves free* 
dmn either from saiicUuiiiug tJie alterations ol 
others, or introducinK nevr oiir?i ouiscm's. 1 
know that our chuA|(cs have been dictaU««i by 
huDiHiiity, und a desire for the public welfare, 
uiid It is for I bat very reason that 1 entertuiu 
Jiopcs that, W'licuevcrlitiiuanity iiud the public 
Hvlfan^ sluili dictuto the necessity <»! mure 
nlterutions, they will alwaysunhesiiatiusly bo 
Hdopied. 

One tliiiiff, and one lUlnji only. 1 Ihink should 
never ho mvddlt'd with, e\eeji( at the reijuesi 
of the people tbciusclves. TJint one ihiu^; is,— 
religion, it is u uirlunchuiy fael, that, the 
less u nation undorstuud w erccd, Uio more 
IdffOUeil and portlnarions they arc in Its de¬ 
fence. Until, Ibercroi'c, vast in»pn»tcmcut 
shall have been made in the civil and the 
mnital slate of the coloured impulatlon. n4i 
gnud can be hoped for in sacred concerns, and 
nothing should he attunipted. 

When commerce Lcgan to introduce riebca 


into Eorope. letters revived. Those books 
which had U*en eonaigned to the dust of agoe 
hy the barbarous ininisicra of roligioo, were 
once aiorc opened by the aspiring laity, loj* 
prorcinent iu tlioir eondition of life caused a 
diwire of knowledge; und, from knowledge^ 
Ihutiree, so vivifying or an deadly according 
to tiic use that is made of it, earae tbe glori¬ 
ous fruit of Uie Kcformntioii. 

Such has been Ihr progress of true rtdigiOB 
iu alt ages. It in whovo the cniuprchuiisiun 
of tho suvage; it is despised, hivaiise nut 
underMinHl, by the ilUlerale. The poor man 
has no lime for sliidj, and, until lie sliull liuvu 
gained wimcaequaintaniT with other sciences, 
ho ad 11 not be uhlc to dip very deeply into 
theology, lint, if wo introduce gradual ini- 

C roTciueuts into nor civil system, such us will 
rnelit. yet offend nut the roinniunity, they 
wilt sfvon awnke from the sli^p of darkness in 
w hich they uow seem spell bound. Mnny of 
them will ncipiire the fortunes, nnil sn con¬ 
tract the babns and feelings of gentlemen; 
nml, when once matters shall have come In 
this pitch, the perfect btlemtion wdiich wo 
graut ti>oM religions, Joined with the cvample 
of tlieir rulers, soun lend them to persue tho 
stndiea, und examine into tho faith which 
hav'e made us so powerful. Of the rcsiiU of 
such cxmiiinalioR no one can cnlurttiln a 
doubt: Rfid thus, that bugbear of the fimllsli 
change, if seasonably embraced, and wisely 
nianageil, mill, instead of bringing with it 
deslruclinn, runsolirintc our power on the 
lirmoat hnsis, and eaiiso buth the Impinuss of 
roitions in this world, and tbeir salvation in 
tbe next. 
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Ooo of the first things, (after those concern- 
log payment of rent, tkc. which 1 have sp«>keo 
of ill former letters.) that requires alteration, 
is tbu degree of esUmatiou la w'bicb the fumicr 
is held : and, as the soniimcDts of the people 
will la a great meaiorc be awayed by those uf 
Oovemment, aothing more is necessary oo the 
part of tbe latter, than to exhibit openly in its 
conduct a depce of consideration lurtbo land- 
liolder, wbicE was forelga both to the Hindoo 
and to Mussulman nilem. 

I have forgotten the exact words of a pas¬ 
sage in MeoUy which describes tlie light inj 
which tillage sJiould be ▼iewed ; but, the 
sense of it ia as follows: that though many 
sages have held oaltivaiion to b« ea estimable 
employment, yet, the more correct do not; for 
this reason, that, Iu ploughing, living tbiogs 
must be coDstantly destroyed. Tbe Mnssiu- 
maa code, if not quite so severe upon bus- 
haodmen. authoriaes a tax whieh nust ^e 
equally, if not more elTeotual, in depreoiiag 
the agricultural classes. 1 mean tlie U»- 
rai^, which it is dsolaredi may embrace the 
whole ptpdace of the grouad^ after leaving the 


cultivator siiflicletit for food and raimentaatll 
Uie next harvest. 

Among the Hiodoos, then, w*e see a rollgioux 
priJudii:o contiaing cultivation to low ensto 
men, the furre of which Ihu.to who arc ao- 
quBfuted with the Hindoo cbiiractcr will be 
able to cslimatc. Aiuuug the MuHNulmanw 
wc find a regulation in existoiicr, which must 
reduce tbe pca.vantry to ilie coiidilioii of slaves 
and preveut tbeir ever rising to a high grade. 

Ifany one will advocate such a prejudice, 
and SQcIcui regulation, he is welcome to do so. 
I thank Heaven that his pleas will not be 
moeb regarded by Englishmen at least. Whe¬ 
ther our noLoBS be^correctly grounded or not, 
is of no consequence to tlie question. It is, 
at any rate, very certain that we shall never 
be content to view that occupation wdtJi con¬ 
tempt. which forms the pride of the most 
wealthy and most noble of our coontrymon. 

Here, we have a wide opening for n mfor- 
matioD, imbued moet deeply with a respect for 
hereditary esiatee, viewing the time when our 
fathom irst relinquished theis Ufided property

If, thro, oor Gorenmneni nlslics to reinstate 
the landholder in that poailjun which is bis 
< natural right, and to maintain him In which 
I IS tlie object of the wisest poIUlcians, il must 
I shew*, Ikoth in public and in private, peculiar 
estiuiaijoa fur his imucssion. Access tu 
olBrcrs of u civil description should be uialtcr 
of right, nut, as it is now. a purehaietl favour 
frmo the saUcliles of office. Whatever be our 
respect fur the cliaraoler of tUe nirrcliHnl, we 
shoulibehuw that ilio occupation ofbusimndry 
is nut second to it in our citiiualion.

Those leeebes who, in ipilc of all 
uur precautions, introduce misgovcnimciil 
and corruption Into every hnmdi of the rete- 
ijlie department, wdll be ufnid tu pursue tbeir 
ctil vmirscs, when they /ijid that those on 
whom they would practise Ibom, are nut 
likely lo rcomln unheard; and It ts not pru* 
Imble tbut fear of tbu uiulcrlings of offiiu;, 
which now delcn many uf the provinclaU 
from engaging in tillage, will Im very great, 
wheu they ahull find that those underlings will 
be counted much inferior to Ihcuisclvcs In the 
suite scale. By adopting these lucasarcs our 
power will no longer be based on mercenary 
suPliers, and mete mercenary peculators; hot 
our adminislfiilion will be eugiavod la the 
hearts uf oor subjects, and, wbenever the evil 
day may come upon us, we shall be ssaisted 
by tbe.preycn, by the parses, and by tbe 
anas of those to whom wc bare piuved beoe* 
faciere.

Is more 
to Vo regretted than otherwise as it wonld likely 
be the means of saving the lives of tbe esptives 
taken in tlioir almost continned fcuils: at pre¬ 
sent, without coos id e ration or compasiiun 
either for ago or sex, tboy immediately deca¬ 
pitate all that fall ioto their bands. An idea 
of tbe extent to which this horrible system Is 
carried may be formed from the following | 
circunutanco which occurred only 10 days, 
before 1 started on my late trip. A village of 
Kooog-Jacea, a tribe more uumerous and sa¬ 
vage than any other inhabiting the exlonsive 
tract of mountains between Cnchar and Kubo, 
named Moompee, attacked and completely 
succeeded in surprising one of Anals named 
Huee-ka, not far from MoDoJporc, and earried 
ofl‘ tbe beads of sixty-seven individuals, men, 
women and children. 

Tbe stentorian voices of tliosc mountaiueers 
astonished me i on one occasion they occupied 
the bills surronnding out encampment, and 
daring the night kept shontiag to each oUier 
from opposite sides, and at a distance to 
which it appeared incredible that the bnman 
vmco could reach, still ever^rarUeniatien was 
hoard as diitinotly in camp as if at only a few 
paces distant thongb bond reds most have In¬ 
tervened. On the same occasion they favour¬ 
ed us by showering arrows on us all night, 
from whioh, however, tbe greatest inconve¬ 
nience we eaffered was being obliged to ex- 
tidguisU ow fires, and tbe fiJgbt was bitterly 
cold! 


Tbe inhabitants of one of the villages at¬ 
tacked showed Gousiderable tact and j udgment 
in tbe selection of situations for breesi-works on 
tfac road leading op to it; and defended them 
with e<]uaJ obstinscy and bravery. They only 
gave up tbe ronlcat when their positions were 
turned, though they had previously lost a num¬ 
ber of men, amongst wlioiu were thoir two 
bravest warriors or^ leaders. One piece of 
Generalship of theirs might have iovolved tbe 
whole detach me nt in serious consequences, 
had not a sudden ebunge in the wind favoured 
us, as it was. It caused cossiderabla embarrass- 
meat and confusion. On tbe day previous to 
our stuck of tbe village our route lay for 
some miles through a bamboo jungle which 
had been cut down some mouths before prepa- 
mtory to the ground being cultivated,—to Ibis 
they set dre when we n*on) about half way 
through and the flames exteoded towards us 
with astoujsliing and alarming velocity: a 
isndden change of wind, however, checked 
its progress end enabled us, by clearing a 
spare all round, to avoid, ifnot the futc iu- 
Icoded for, us, at least some casualtios. This 
village was famed throughout the neighbour- 
Ing ones from the clrcnmstsnre of its haring 
fornierly repnlsrd, on two different occasions, 
detachments sent against it by the Tliinucse 
»ltb tbe loss of tbe greater part of tl)e men 
composing them—its conquest, coupled with 
the kind treatment of one or two others which 
had previously rorae Into me, left to tbe vo¬ 
luntary submission of all Uiat remained. 

Goo important result of my trip, and in 
whioh 1 feel assured yon will feel highly in¬ 
terested, is tbe discovery of the tea plant 
growing abundantly in numerous places 
tbroaghoutthe whole extent of my rente. It 
was pointed out to me by some Sbouns who 
have visited tea gardens on the Chinese fron¬ 
tier, and wboml took with me in consequence 
of information I had previonsly obtained of 
tbe plant being indigene ns in the country 
about to be visited. 

In the two first days’ journey from Soogon- 
noo, the most southern village of Munnipore, 

1 passed tbrongb extensive pine and oak 
forests, the trees of large size, also oceamonal 
eiurops of a tree called by tlie blunnipooris 
** ooatspebaop," of wbiob they build their 
boats, as It is found to last longer and suffer 
less than any other from water—the present 
state boat of the Rqja is cut out of a single 
tree of Ibis description, tbe dimensions of 
wbieb are—length fid feet, breadth 3, and 
depfb 1 foot flinches.

high market rates of produce and a more libo^ 
ruT system of cultivation. It is more to this 
last than to any increase of popuiation or fall 
of prices of labor that we are lo look for rise of 
reals beyond what they should now be with re* 
fereace to probu now derived by fanners. Ssr* 
plus produce will probably for a wbiie outstrip 
population and raise wages. The laboorers 
of one leaioa wUI become the buyers of labor 
JO the beat^by occupying land themselves^ at 
any rate they will be so many leas in the laoor 
market, and this gradual drain on tbe labour* 
ing class will go on until all the grain land kas 
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been cultivated, and unless srrions failures of 
crops takes place will incrtiuc the price of 
wages. <*oiupctition then will pruhiibly de* 
pr^ the proiits of capital umpltiyod on the 
soil, and wages will fall frinn lliu pressure of 
population on lUo menuM of subsisienvu, while 
rents will absorb mure of tho surplus of pro¬ 
duce over the bare costs of productiun limn 
formerly, these being of course gradiiuKul 
aocordiAg Iv Ibe degree of fertility of the soil. 

By the lime Uiat rents have thus a.<suiued a 
dehaite and tangible shape, divostod of the 
risks and inoouveuiunoes now uliending their 
roalisatioa, the furmiitg laMd>»wtirri will have 
risen to the r.mdltion of landlords living on 
ronu alone. But if from the pocnliitr situatlim 
of this coast—tbe oapiial generated on the 
soil—i»r that derived from trade or from the 
inllux of substantial setlicrs, a larger number 
of cultivators tlian theruisat pruAcnl in pro- 
portioQto the whole population should bo so* 
pirated from tbe agricultural mass, then the 
above tuppoiltions may not be verlAed. In 
such apopulatiuo as ours is,^hcmniDd within a 
narrow space,—it is greatly to be wished that a 
fair proportion of consumers, or rulhor of pi^r- 
sonseujployod in trado or iu other pursuits 
should accompany our Inoroaso of ugrloal- 
turUts. 

I*aDd io Its natural state of tali primeval 
forest as it oalsts here cannot be saiu lo yield 
any rent But the poorest land rocluiiued 
from this jungle, although it may be iDcapnble 
of l>cingadvantageously cultivated, will ylold 
a email rent as pasture fur cattle. There is 
hardly any natural paitare, so rent is Included 
in tho price of all cattle more or less. After 
harvest tbe caltle are generally allowed lo 
range the stDbble'ficlds, then dry, free of rent, 
Yet owners of poor land arc often glad to 
allow any one to occupy it on the mere condU 
tion of keeping it clear of jungle, looking for* 
ward to tbe chance of its iacreasing in value 
when land shall have beoomo scaroe. 

. The rent therefore which land might be sup¬ 
posed to yield in its natural stutc, but now 
yielding only 200 guntangs, cannot he taken 
into the acoount. It cannot be expected that 
land leas productive than this will be culti¬ 
vated at money tent unless tlirongli neceuily 
and the f^l of wages, two alternatives becom* 
ing every day more distant. But laud down 
to that wbicb will only now give 100 guntangs, 
may, and probably will, be culUvaM during 
sueb term aj it may be given rent free, or per¬ 
haps after, it a small rent*, beoiuse estimatine 
his labor as Uanits his caprice, tbe ryut win

gram grown hero, and to be of a quality equal 
with, if not superior, to this last, tend to throw 
out of cultivation to a certain extent socb 
land as could nut yield more than 20t> gun* 
tangi of rice in the husk may be true. Yet if 
we look to the triPing eJfects which large 
importations have already had in reducing 
prices, and to tbe inferior market worth of the 
greatest poKion of these imports, compared 
with that of grain grown here, oo reasonable 
cause of alarm would seem to exist. As no 
country is exempted from the evil of a failure 
loiucr<ipi, so it is an advaatage to have a 
resource at band rven at tbe expense of dimi* 
nislicd prolits. In iHUd there was a great 
scarcity in Keddab of rice, owing to the mnr* 
rain amongst the cattle; and in licht there was 
another scarcity. In 1H94 and ItOl) there 
were severe droughts. In a limited territory 
like this, rice cannot be pennanentlv i n excess 
to eon sumption, since its onltivation did not 
bait so as merely to keep the population sta* 
Uonary, that surplus would in time go to 
increase population and consampUon. When 
cultivation lias proceeded so far as to leave a 
surplus over the consumption of tbe settle* 
Blent, s thing which may happen, provided a 
sufficiency of rice land still remains uolocated, 
but wbieJj cannot be ascertained until such 
land (which Is yet under forest) shall have 
been cleared, and roads opened aeroas it; then, 
unless tbe population shall also have keen In 
an equal state of progression, importntions 
will cease, for tbe comp^Uon of sellers will 
tend to reduce prices. There Is always a fall 
of price iminediat«ily after a full crop here, 
partly because the poorer enUivatora are more 
or loss pressed to pay advances made beforv 
havest by speculators, and partly bccanse nev 
rice is never in ipeat request by immediate i 
coBiomers, or it is considered unwholesome.. 
Wbat the respective cost of production is of 
Java, Tennasierim, ond Aebcen rice at this 
moment I have no ready means of ascertnfniog. 
Placed here in this order of Ibetr enpposed 
market value, the extent to which tiiey can 
compete in the Malayan market with this coast 
produce, or wbat is nsoally called Keddab 
rice, will no donbt depend on that coast in each 
esse. Keddab used formerly to export 3,000 
cojans of rice; but the average importa* 
tioni from thence In 1030 were mbont 100 coy* 
ans only of paddie, and 50 ooyns • that 
country is now fast sinking into agricQltnral 
insirntncance, altiioagh for a while it will pro¬ 
bably he a market for our grain to counter¬ 
balance the fall of prices Here from Importa* 
tions from other countries. In the same year 
Che average annual supply of poultry wu 
00 , 000 . 

It is a tbecrero with some Political Econo* 
milts that if tbe last laud taken into cultiva¬ 
tion be rich, capital will be searce and pro¬ 
mts high; but this so pposes an unlimited ex¬ 
tant and chuioe of land. Here the last landa 


into cultivation will be as fertile as iJie lirst 
land cultivated, and that then capital will he 
abundant anil pruhts on capital uml sti»i;k 
small i but tbis will be the cfTect of tiie piipu* 
lalioo huviog then oo more land to choose 
from. 

In n previous part of this paper it has been 
shewn that tbe population, allbougli chiefly 
agricullural, is yvl supplied wiili numerous 
other sources of gain iJian tbal derived fn»m 
the soil. So long as these keep upon, and 
increasiifg cultivation draws more largely on 
(ho labouring class to supply the new raukH of 
farmers, the price of lab(»r will not full below, 
but prob^dy rise considerably fbr a while 
above its present average rate. 

Were these sources cut off, which is a very 
improbable supposition, the chauocs being in 
favor of an Increase to them, tlie lalior luarket 
would besoglulted as to reduce the price of 
labor to the Ivwest possible scale. Pur those 
who now live comfortably, and for natives 
even luxuriously on tlic meuns derive<i from 
Ibuea sources in addition to the prmluuc of 
their land, wuuld Itc thrown for subsUtcncc 
entirely un that produce. 

It is during seed time and harvest that 
labor is in greatest demand ; but improve* 
ments in cultivatioo would diminisU the de¬ 
mand eonsiderally. Farmers all over tho 
world have at one |>eriod or other heen obsti¬ 
nate, prejudiced, or ■uuinc, and huvo hut 
slowly and inspiulously followed in ilic tract 
of improvement. If the prudence of n few 
ryuts who have allowed themselves to lit con¬ 
vinced of tbe superiority of tiic sickle over (lu: 
ringgam will be Itonerally unitalvil. Ibis one 
improvement or saving alone will uiaterihlly 
rednee the price of labor and add to prullts, 
for there are no manufactures here suilicieiit 
to absorb the surplus labourers. The unpro- 
dnetive consumers here are those classes vari¬ 
ously engaged beyond the sphere of agricul¬ 
ture; hot many of these pick up but very 
moderate subsUteuce, and if labor were to rise 
they wuuld become day labourers. 

It Is impossible that either the demand for. 
or the supply of labor, can be equable where 
tbe chief grain produce is rice, and especially 
wb#e artilicial wants are not numerous. If 
crops be abundant they will induce a leas sup¬ 
ply tiiaa before of labor, if they fait tbe sup¬ 
ply will far exceed the demand. The will to 
employ and the will to be employed will 
not always meet on equal terms. As a taste 
for luxuries gains amongst the people, time 
will beeome of more value to tueni, capital 
will bo more freely embarked on the soil, labor 
will Ml and prohts arise. The natural price 
of iMalayaa labor here will probably be in a 
rrt^i measnre regnlated by tbe aetnal demand 
for it, in nev cultivation, without referenoe to 
the market price of labor on the Island, (to 
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wbich place the Provioce laboorcrs are 
averie to $o beciose the/ faire to leare tbeir 
faiuiliee behind) nbich iaat i« dopcodcotOB 
tlie auppl/ of Chiiica4; and Cliuliab labourert. 
The ownvra of land of every cla»i generally 
pjuier Malayan labourers in tbeir rice be Ida. 

But if tbe cultivation of sugar, indigo, cof* 
fee and other valuable M/Jor/aS/s produce were 
to iocrcHM: greatly, or even moderately,beyond 
the present exlenti a constant demand for labor 
would arise, and this lal^or would bear bigbor 
uatuml price unless aflected by external cir* 
cuiustatives, until grain cultivailoD bad reach¬ 
ed its extruute liimt. and population become 
in excess. wUen, should Ibe market price of 
giuin nut rise, it would necessarily fall, carry¬ 
ing alung witb it a portion of'prohts but 
leaving Ibv rent untouched. • 

As lueilities for distribution and inb-dU 
visjuu of tou land have from tbe first existed, 
and still exist, Llic number of small proprietors 
wiMi can do nu laore than support a family ou 
luu surplus produce after paying quit rent, will 
bear rather a large proportion to tbo 'mere 
subAtaiilial laaduaners. 

Jt IS natural to suppose that the cspiUI 
accumulated by tbe latter, joined to tbe neces¬ 
sities of the foruier, will gradually swallow up 
tiK'su siiiuller iftumtu and reduce them tu tbe 
class uftenanu or labourers, and since capi¬ 
tal will probably be then superabundant with¬ 
out Iho nieuiis of eiiiployiug it further ou new 
Moil, tbe price of labor will necessarily retro- 
gado. 

but it is possible that before this can hap¬ 
pen ifiurcasud civilisation will have opened 
new ohaiinels for employing tbe savings of the 
Jan I Hurd and farmer, if however this should 
not be the case, the population will be forced 
to ciihcr remain stationary or to resort to emi- 
gruiion to got rid of its supciiluous members. 

Women are the priitcipal reapers, or ratltei 
pluckers, of the grain lields, but when the 
more expmUtious way of reliptng by the sickle 
is subsisted, mvn will be most useful. At pre¬ 
sent a very expert reaper can cut 00 goinvh a 
day—a gumefa is as many of tbe upper parts ol 
tbe tleo stalk, with ears attached ae may bv 
grasped by one hand. Of this fMurii/ the 
jcaper never receives less than 10 per cent, 
and often tuore. But at Uiis rate he will gei 
about 7i vhupabs of paddio, ordl of rice, the 
value of wbicb will vary fiem b to l:f cent. 

A Ihiuily of live persons at an average of onl> 
hOguiacU each daily, can. by unreiniUlng laboi 
during tbe two harvest montlis at »he above 
t>ar ceiltago, obtain rice enough for sixixLpntbs 
ooosuDipuoD, or ample food by exchanging 
a pari of this of tbe usual dcsoriptiuus fm 
three monibi, including rice. In this case 
labor might be considered dear, and to it 
would be, bad the poorer labourer the option 
of constant work. 

A Malay is frugal in hU diet. Fish is his 
ebief annual food, and bo seldom indulges in 
buffalo ficsli. except on anoiversaHes, mar¬ 
riages, and other occasioni of rejoicing. ^Bui 
be is nevertheless of an extravagant turn and 
food of dress. He wjll subsist easily on a 
fare whieh a CblaeM, whoee habits are grosser, 


would consider meagre an duoiubstaniial. But 
frtigai as he is, be never stints hlnueifin qaan- 
tit/, and could easily be undersoM in the labor 
market by a Chuliab, provided the latter obese 
to make bis stomach the regulator of bis do- 
maud for wages, for no class of men can here 
subsist on less than a Chuliab can i and it is 
this cifcumitance which makes him. excepting 
as a labourer, a useless sobjcct, since Ills sav¬ 
ings arc rarely spent on the spot but sent to bis 
family in India, while Cbineie and Malaya 
spend theirs liberally enough, in whole or in 
part. 

If tbe Haley would only tax his physical 
capacity to tbe umiost extent, ho might drlvo 
tbe Chinese quite out of the labor market, and 
that without his actually porfumiiiig tho same 
quantity of labour as the Cbiiicsu, fur tbe lat- 
ior could not bore lung endure any further 
considciallc dimioutiou uf bis moaus of ub- 
tainiog luxuries as well as food. 

Tbe price of Chinese labor lias already fal- 
Icu by one fourth purt below wbut it formerly 
was, owing partly tu ibo dimiolshed capital 
in circulation, but ebiedy to tbe coinpotiiion 
ofCbuliab and Malayan labor. Tbe differ- 
once in the physical strength of a Chinese 
and iu that of a Malay Is less than tbe moral 
distinction existing betwixt the two. At pnt- 
•eni Uie latter cuauot be easily kept to steady 
moMt/i/f labor, and gvocrully prefer low wages 
paid daily to better wages paid uiuntJily. His 
surplus wages if not squaudered in extrava¬ 
gance, cbiejiy go to raise up a faiuily, whilo 
diose uf the Chinese aru roinilted in whole or 
in part to China to support parents Or near re¬ 
latives, in doiug which tliey rather comply 
with impcralive custom and arc actuated by 
tbe dread of supernatural punishment de¬ 
nounced against those who neglect tbe prac¬ 
tice tbaa by any strung feeling of affection. 

Although the Malay is on Uie whole frugal 
in bis diet, yet the grain or farinaceous pur- 
tiun of U Is of tbe bevi description indigenuus 
to the country he inhabits. Were be to be 
as easily satisfied as tbe African or native of 
^oulh America, he might subsist on maale and 
planuins, here both abundant, and discard 
luxuries. Whatever might be the abundance 
of other grain roots, and fruits, a scarcity of rice 
would bo considered in the light of afanjiiiu. 

lu tbe scarcity which happened several 
years ago, a great purtion of tlie population 
subsisted on a mixture of vcgeuble sub- 
siaacea, namely maise4 ebupahs, rice 1, arrow 
root or sago ’Z, wbich affoi^ed food for one 
day to 7 persons and being 3 cents of a dollar 
for caeb. A higher rate of wages would not 
greatly* alter the food of tbe people, and a 
larger snrplus for obtaining articles of con- 
vciueoee and commerce would rematii. An 
European juurncffIlian labourer might here be 
lubsisted as follows i—

0 f about £ d sterlin g. A day labou rer in%n g land 
is supposed to earn about a peck of whent io 
food times daily. An American help can 
earn two pecks. A cumiDon Chinese lanourer 
here can easily enoagh earn one peck of rice. 
The prek of wheat is about the average valov 
here of 22 cents, and the pock of rice aUiul 
l?S or 18 cents. A Malay can cam nearly 
half a peck of rice daily. In China it i» 
understood the agricultural labourer cannot 
earn abore 12 ^ pecks of rice in a monch by 
dally and unintti'r^ted labour. 

Tlterecan be 00 doubt that wbealen hresid 
Is a mure subsiaoUul food than rice* and yet 
the laUor Is well adapted to Uic crJiiuaie and 
people, and Europeans in the East often 
Insensibly become greater coosumera uf rice 
l iao of wheal. 

Sut wheat re^aires to be ground and made 
into bread before it becomes tilted fur general 
cousumptiuQ, while rice is used inunedlately 
after being cleared froiB the husk. 

A rtfereoce to Europe prices will shew 
that a peck of wheat there will probnMy 
always purchase one third more of other coin* 
Kuodities than a peck of rice will here. 

Wheat being thus a much more sobsuntiat 
food tfiau rice, it will exchange for uiuch 
larger quantities of other cuminwliiics than 
rice will; but the dilTurence bctwislLhe piloe 
of a peck of wheat and a peck of rive is 
about 4 cents uuly and sumeiinics less; tlic 
duarncsj of wheat cooipared with rice lies in 
the cost uf preparing it for food, while rice 
after the separation from the busk requires no 
grinding aud baking tu make it ready fur UM^ 
A catty or one-third ib. of hoe flour eosts 10 
eeats, uf coarse flour 7 to 8 cents. The same 
weight of rice costs two cents or nearly so, 
and a catty weight of rice flour 6 cents. 

II is of consequence to notice of anutber 
apecies of labor distinct from day labor, and 
perhaps in some respects peculiar to ibis 
country. In 1821>the Honorable Mr. PJiiJ lips, 
then Govemur of Penahg, bj humane and just 
regulations paved the way fur the speedy ex- 
tinetion of slavery; this was chiefly effected 
by tiiking as a stepping stone to the final ob¬ 
ject, the system then co-existlngwith slavery, 
of celling service or the debtor servant system 
as it is here called. When at length slarcry 
was abolished by act of Parliament, fhesysteiu 
alluded to remained under the wise reatric- 
tioni wbioh had been established, and it still 
continues to operate, buy with diminished 
sirength. Wherever a debt is inoorred by 
'wfaieh the debtor is bound to a oertaln service, 
the period of that service ii fixed by the 
Magistrate of the locality, agreeably to equity, 
and the debt at the expirattou of the peri^ 
is totally cancelled. Fonuerly a man would 
often Mnd bimeelf and hia whole family to n- 
his debt. Now As bas not the power to 
^^iMIade the latter. No debtor servaal'a agree* 


ment not signed and acknowledged before a 
Magistrate should be valid, and If the debtor 
servaut be a female and her master should 
plane her In his harem, she is immediately re¬ 
leased from her debt. 

Penons must have attained to the age of 
disi^rellon before they can Incur a debt of this 
kind, and neiihcr parents or guaullaus can 
contract such in their names. Debtor servanLv 
especially the men, as might be expected, are 
indulcDt and iniproridcot, and the wvriil of 
Jabuurcra, still the settlors from long custom 
do not seem yet quite sensible of Ibclr lo- 
eMcieney. 

In a few cases the women as household 
scivants may be useful. Thu dobl of a luan 
uud bi#wife some tunes exceeds £HK for 
repayment of which they can give no scrurUy 
but their labour, so that the risk of employing 
such persons is great These people nre hImo 
iucliued to theft, aud theD idle iiabiLa too oriun 
load them intu the rompanluHMbip of duspuiutu 
men*, which ends in rubbery. 

As a system of labour, tberefore. It Is expen¬ 
sive, dangerous, and demoralising; it fuslcia 
idleness, aud represses honest ambition. 

The value of such labor can acarccly bo put 
on a par with that of oonvicls, and Uiesnuiu'r 
unshuviled labor is solely resorted tu, the 
more speedy will be the moral luprovemurii 
of the Jowestaod poorest cUnui which uUmo 
IS aUcuted ; the system sccius already dying n 
natural death. 

If the labor of a gang of 100 convicts, with 
tlic usaal cumpllmeni uf overseers was to bv 
c4Mupulud, and including on ly current rhargrs, 
it could he easily shewn that the quantity of 
labor which could be obtained from the free 
lal»ourer at the saute cost, would, on the ave¬ 
rage, he somewhat more than double thal de¬ 
rived from them. 

The diOerenuc arises partly from the dif* 
Gcuhy in getting the convict to exert liinisidf, 
und u good cIvhI from tlie number of days do- 
ducted on which work is not pcrfonnvd, such 
as Suodnys, native festivals, also deducUoiK 
for sick in hospitui, which arc large when 
roads are in progress through swuuips and 
jungles. 

It only when free servants cannot bo pro¬ 
cured for certain inonja I employments uf the 
lowest description, as is the case hero, that con¬ 
victs will be employed by private ludividunls, 
and even then the expense will geoerally 
equal, if not exceed, that of limilsir servants in 
India, while the work will be less suUs&cloriJy 
perfonned. 

Tbc ecnploymeut of conviets in Provicc 
Wellesley has been a great boon to the people, 
and bas ooatributed most materialiy to the ad* 
vanco of culUvatioo and tu the iacrease of 
prices and rents. In the. districts where they 
have been stationed. But 100 meo, all that

linlly depend un the intensity of demand fui 
them. Labor will enter into the price uf sonii 
of these, but in many it will hardly appeal 
while ill# demand U great. High or low 
wages in eneb Instances are not the causes oi 
high or low prices: but liigb prices will ad' 
oiit of high wages being given, while low 
prices will probably prevent wages being 
given at all. Jn some roininoditlcs—the valu¬ 
able spicos fur instance.'—prices would jicr- 
baps bu ihe same even if rent were not to be 
paid, beeuuae they are In a great measure 
Httiurui JUOOOJHltius. 

While tJic reot uf rice land depends greatly 
on the produce, tbatof dry Untl will be regu¬ 
lated principally by the situation tif the latter, 
tloll'ue, spiccs, or sugar are not absolutely 
neucssiijy to support lifr. They might be dis- 
porisud witb altogether withuut cadangering 
man’s existence. The dciuand for them win 
always tliorefore lie the cause of tbeir prices, 
and so it will be of rent 

It bas been aliewn before that as yet tbe rent 
bore of valuable produce, sucli as uf spices, 
cocouuuts* &c., bears an uncuuul jnoportion to 
the original outlay of capital, so as oftcu tu 
Induce the proprietors to iiiaougo tbeir own 
estates. This arises from want of competion 
and eapitai, from Ignorance of tlie m^e oi 
managiug tbo dilTerenl kiuds of cultivation, 
and in some degree from the tiuctuatiog na¬ 
ture ofpncrv and risks in general. 

It is quite clear that until the capital 
originally expooded on valuable dry cultiva¬ 
tion, with the customary protils thcrooo bas 
keen recovered, there can properly l>e neither 
reals orprolits, the apparent pruiits being only 
interest on the capital, and that If the do- 
liiaod will not sulliee to return Ibis capital, 
and a fair addition beyond that the pursuit 
tnusl cease. The risks soinctiincs are great 
even when the person running them is the ac¬ 
tual lauUlord and would bo iuereased wore 
be ouly to be a tenant. 

Supposing for instance that a cocoannt or 
space planter were to take dry land on a 2 t>- 
years lease, one third of that period will have 
passed before retunis to any amount come in, 
and how many years beyond ibis will sulbce 
to repay the original and current outlay and 
interest, dcducuug the produce wemayobtaja, 
must quite depend oo demand and the thou¬ 
sand circumstances whiclk alTect it, while 
every year roduccsthe exchangeable value of 
the tenure until It loses nearty all ralue *u 
cseAssn's from tlie uncartainty of the future 
after tbe expiration of tiip luase. The culii* 
vation of sugar and Indigo, witb some other 
produce which like these yield quicker 
Was. are nut eo much wiUun the scope of 
llmee rcioarks. 


In Burope it Isdrr land, excepting where, 
rice is partially coltivated, which yields the 
chief fo^ for the people. Here the distinc¬ 
tion betwixt the dry and tbc licked is so 
marked tliat, unless we were to suppose it 
possible that an insuperable bar cunld be op- 
imsedtu eiutgretion, causing a resort to in¬ 
terior kinds of food to be only obtainable by 
a double portion of labor ou dry land, und thus 
doubling populution without an increase of 
surplus, if indeed yny such surplus produce 
could then exist, wo should bo eonstrainud to 
admit that in so far as regards dry land bore 
tbe population can never on it press against 
the means of subsistence. Tbe value of dry 
land is tJiervfore greatly ioferiur to wet land 
in respect to the respeelive powers of each to 
yiuld ViO mere nevussmry food of the people, 
40d us It is such loud or produce alone which 
can be expected to iiialolain a pretty equable 
exchangeable value in the market, whute«er 
loay have been the cost of raising it, so the 
qlemcnu, by which that produce, its value, 
«liu piulita on it, and rents aie estimated, aie 
intally disliuet from those wuioh, with a lew 
exceptions only, regulate tlie prices, rents and 
prohts'ofdry land produce, tiuti hut not being 
produce absolutely necessary to Uie crtrlsare 
wf man. Lodcr tbe above view it would ap¬ 
pear that there is little probability uf much 
of tlie remaluiug waste dry Uml on Poouug, 
and the territory opposite, heiug speedily und 
permanently euluvaied without the aid uf 
£uropcaa, or at least of Chjuvse, capital and 
skill. 

This reasoning u regards t'Ke Island is 
streogihcQod by the fact already noted in tliu 
description of vslnahle p.oduoe in the iirst 
part of this paper, that cultivation uf dry land 
on it was more advanced thirty years ago iliau 
Ills at this day, although it now Lids fair to 
relmce Its stops with accelerated velocity. 

Iaoono ok Ihihan Cokn.— TbU grain is cul¬ 
tivated both 00 the Island and opposite coart, 
but the greatest quantities on tbe latter. Newly 
cleared lands are preferred for it in order to 
save trouble and expense of manuring, and as 
it is a rapid exhauster of tbe soil, tbo Ma¬ 
lays generally intermingle it with tbe dry rice 
and pulse cultivation. They are not partial to 
it as a food, and consider it far inferior to 
rjee. When theydu eat it in grain, it is mere¬ 
ly as an accldeDtol addition to tbeir oominon 
fare, or as a cheap subsliiute fur it when they 
happen to be out of pocket; yet how many 
lUiliuiDs in Africa, and even in the Anterioas, 
are subsisted on this food.' 

lagong is sown in tbe months of April, May, 
and Juue, and sometimes at other timus. Ono 
sort of the j agong ri ngan ripe ns in ^ee month s, 
and jagoug batta in four tnontbs. The latter 
IS the most produotive, and therefore prefer¬ 
red.

tion. The tree is a low, dark erergroen, of a 
graoeCul and rather tapering form. The planu 
urc raised from aced, ond au orlong ought to 
contain sixty trees. They bear about the 7th 
yi«r, and one orlong’s produce at one dollar a 
tree will be therefore 6i> Sp. drs. Hut there 
are no plantations of'this extent, nor is it 
likely that there wilt be, since any material 
invrouc in tlio present supply of the fruit 
would so reduce prices as to absorb prollts. 
Sonic trees will yield l»0WI fruit. The wild 
iJiungostecn grows iu the woods and oeigb> 
bouring Islands. A isaogosteen also grows 
on the Malabar coast, the fruit of wbieb Is 
very add. list as the climate of that voasi 
usAiuiilates a good deal to ours, the cultivated 
sun might perhaps be introduced there. 

TAt DttruH, MtUyn DurtM—Diuio Ziho~ 
tkiiuo.—Curiosity, nut taste, first prompts the 
new settler to attempt this fruit; but although 
tasting it, as ho geoerally does with a preju¬ 
dice against it, he not unfrcqueotly eods io 
ai^quiriog a strong relish for ik With the 
Malays tbu desire fur this frttit is a passion u> 
satisfy which Uiey will perform toil some jour¬ 
neys and brave dangers. He who can eat and 
digest a dorian and not find bis liver stirred 
up by a host of blue imps, may well despise 
tJie antl-Ueipeptic precepts of a Klchener, a 
Sinclair, or a Johnstone. The dorian scarcely 
extends further up the Peninsula than Tavoy 
Province. His golden footed Majesty of Ava 
was wont before Iho absorption of that portion 
of his douunions to have the fruit transmitted 
to fats capital at Amerapoora by relays of 
horsemen and by boats polled by 40 or faUnien. 
The fmit can hardly be preserved exposed to 
the air beyond live or six days; the Barmans 
used thcrvforo to wrap them np in cloth and 
then coat all over with clay. As the vrte is 
bigh and wide spreading, no more than 90 csix» 
well be planted on ooe orlonr of land, mad 
one half of these will probably be males. Two 
crops in three years only can be expected, 
wlunb remark is applicable to almost all of 
the indigenoos fruit trees of the Straits. The 
fruit is allowed io fktl to the ground when 

tipe. The tree bears abont the end of the fth 
year, following the rule which also applies to 
other friilt trees hece. It is suppoecd to live 
BU or lUO yean. The average prodnee fbr 


three years will hardly exceed IfaB doriaas for 
e^ch tree. The cultivation is limited and 
could not be much increaMnl with adequate 
proiit. especially as supplies of it are imported 
from the bordering countries. It may here 
be once for all observed that the Penang 
fruit seusuQ embraces June. July, and August, 
and that there is an occasional siuult irre¬ 
gular crop ut some iutervening period, and 
also that the cost of raising the indigenous 
fruits is nearly alike for each, as are Ibe period 
when they respectively cotuu into bearing, 
the prices for all these lluctuatcs so niucU that 
it were usuless to make computations. Twen¬ 
ty dorian trees, wale and female included, iimy 
oow yield about dollars produce auiiually 
on an average of years. A dorian used, in 
foruier times, to cost a rupee, a large one now 
sells for from 6 to 19 cents. 

A'mtyAa—rAv »/ecA—/^rfscarjnu JiUryri/iifit. 
—This fruit, although it has J>eeji lung known, 
IS evidently an uxolic. It eaiiiiuifac said hvru 
to come to the perfeciion iu which it is fuuiid 
in Malabar and Cuiiara. and utlicr parts of 
tndia, where during the season it forms a 
eoQsiderabIfl part of the food of the people. 
Here U»e fruit is eollected twice in a year. 
Proru tk> trees planted on onu orlong. Including 
a portion of male Uecs, produce on an average 
of years to the value of perhaps 30 ddllars 
may be obtained, giving a prolli of about H> 
2 $puoinb dullirs. after deducting costs of 
watching, colleciing, be. 

CAunysdiiJ.—Is a speejesof (ho Jack, but 
, the smell of its fruit is very disagreeable, 

' and it is by no means so sweet and nutritious 
as the latter. Its value ii nearly tfie same in 
cultivation as the jack. Large quantities are 
imported. It is cxlunsivcly eullivntud aUn 
by our ryots* 

RmmAfi und JUmhuirnn .—These trees are 
little eullivated. They are found in the for- 
rest bordering on Province Wellesley. The 
few that are eultivuted yield sometimes pro¬ 
duce equal in value to a dollar a tree. The 
mmbei fruit is white and hangs iu clusters 
like grapes. The rauibuuui is rud and grows 
in bnoehci. 

MawtpUm SUm — tkr Sitm ilfeiipc.—This is 
a fair enough species of mangoe, nnd weighs 
about I lb. at most. It is n4»t very exten¬ 
sively cultivated as yet, as after the lOtb year 
it is very liable to be destroyed by a worm. 
The risk being great therefore the retnnu 
sboald be large. Perhaps one hundred dol¬ 
lars may be a pretty fair average rale for one 
orlong oft full grown and bearing trees. 

MmmptMM Tifor,—'TAtf -Is a 

small yellow mangoe, with too much of tlie 
lorpeotinc flavor, mid too aciduloos to bemoefa 
prixed. 

Is i high spreading tree, bearing 
a coarse msDgoe, the odour of whieh is quite 
overpowering to Europeans. Itls rather sweet, 
and is much sought by the Malays, who use It 
mUo in its unripe state in enrriee. Two hun¬ 
dred cost about one dollar, and the profit on 
an orlong planted with 90 trees nay be aboot

An oil Is also extracted from 
the fruit of this tree, or the kernel, and is used 
for the kitchen by Malays. 

JTmyway. Is a creeping plant used in dying, 
and Irom the fruit of which n lamp oil Is ex¬ 
tracted. 

Ktfomptwp, is a tree, the kernel of whose 
fhill also yields a lamp oil, as docs the fralt 
of the high tree called f*encyw. 

BumK Kwt or Emlelie CtmtWu, is 

tho Aard fruit as its Malayan namo iniplios 
of a high tree. 

CUuA 0 r Bird Lw. This Is made from 
a mixture of the vicid juices of the folieiHng 
trees: the J^duifn^t the Afk, \ species of 
boos Indions, and the Jack and tho CWrie 
Morti, or Indian rnbberin amall quantity, also 
uf the Fulei and other trees. To render the 
mixture manageable cocoanut oil Is added. 
The MaJays by their own accounts can do 
wonders with this lime, of which the following 
kamxy asserted to have been passed off on a 
tiger, in a specimen, A tiger having killed a 
nsan at Slac, the body was left on the spot, and 
a large quantity of bird lime was disposed on 
and around it. All around at a few paoen 
distance chaff of paddJe was thickly strewed 
and more lime laid. The animal returned Xo 
Unisb bii repast, and hit mouth and claws 
were soon clogged by tlie bird lime, while 
quantities stuck to his body. To get rid of 
this annoyance he rolled bimsolf in his rqge 
on the chaff, whieft soon swelM bU b^y to a

Sir,—Tlic circllcnt letter of Oecanus" 
which lately appeared in one of the Caleutia 
Joumnis bus not, as I liaci hoped, been fo|. 
lowed by anutlicr from the same able and 
amushift pen: in it. as doubtless most of 
your rcadors rcmemt^r, acre enumerated the 
many •$vryHt%$ of n winter residence here, 
COM pled with n few snientilic and p»|»olar ncK 
ticcs, to the latter only of which, can 1 aspire 
to add; more in the ho|>e of furniihinE to 
future visitors some In formation which may 
not bv unucvcpiable, than in that of addudon 
any thlnit new. Let me then supp<»su the 
traveller, most probably a helpless invalid, 
who has long panted benvuth a hot and cop* 
per sky, to ba«e arrived nt Uarli, (Uic lust 
sbige in the plains) deliKhled with (he earncxi 
of o|>cnlng beauties which bis morning's 
march has alTordcd, and already fancy iitg 
health in every gale; behold him (hen siMiti'd 
in a rumforlable bungalow, und anaioiis to 
make an early start on the morrow-tho 
** bearer” is summoned, and directed to ar¬ 
range for tho conveyance of bU traps—an or¬ 
der more easily gWvn than execnlcd. Per¬ 
haps, however, the coolies may hv in a com- 

( Jalsant mood, and if so, they will strap their 
oads on, and go tbeir way wilhoat further 
ado: but ifi u is the case nine times out of 
ten, they should be disposed to take their 
ease, woo and discomfort to tlic wretched 
valetudiuarian who sends for the man in 
charge of tfic bungalow, naturally expecting 
and reitucstlng his assistaocc. He replies. ** 1 
stn your slave, but can do nothing; a fixed 
ia(e is not allowed, you must make yonr own 
bargain; these afcr4ho orders, you must give 
whatever the coolies ask or let your baggage 
remain. At last the head of a gnng of porten 
advances, and proffers the services of himself 
and troop, (he is called mate from rendering 
no assistance on the fwcass moa fareado prin¬ 
ciple ;) which are gladly accepted at any 
price, and on any tenns, ooe of which usamlly 
IS, that the whole hire must be paid in ad¬ 
vance. coafunnably to tbc^arc-sAsAi^*/ AssAm, 
which must, liy the bye, ^ a taking of his 
name in vain, as I am infonned he is prohi¬ 
bited from any interferenoe. Then eommcD- 
eesa wordy war about the weight of the bur¬ 
dens, one varlet lasistinr that a petarrah 
contaiaftig a few dishes, ke., will break bis 
back;' and another great he-fellow waning 
^ver a bundle of clothes not so heavy ij a

f ields, and away tliu victors budge up ibe 
lill, cbuckUng triuinpliHiiUy. This state uf 
affairs is empbaticully called, by the niilivcs 
of tho plains ** and a most ex¬ 

pressive and appropriate tide it is. J litivc 
ofieii heard people say, that ibey prefered go¬ 
ing to Mussuric ralUcr (ban (u Simla, the lai- 
tcr being so much more dllhcult of accesn: 
this iliflically 1 sup|K>sed lay in the badness uf 
the rwids, the Hti'cpncM of tlio ascents, llic 
passage of niouiitilln lunvnts, and liuiigcrous 
proximity to yawning precipices and toppling 
crags; these I find were all the crralurcs uf 
my Imagination, for no where in India is 
there a better road than that leading friim 
Uarb to 8unln, or even as far us Hunpoor on 
ibe Sutlej, projecled by Major (tlicD Cuplaiii) 
Koss, and the credit for iLe construction of 
w hich is due lo'CaplainWclcbman: it Las also 
been widened and improved materially by 
Captain Kennedy. Now 1 emnprebcud that 
tbe digieully of access, consists in that created 
by (be conduct of tbe coulici. By the time 
Simla bursts upon Uie view, it will be fully 
admitted, tliat ** tricks upon travellers" arc 
thoroughly understood, and most adeptly 
played in these parts, and some persons tJicre 
are who affirm, tiiat ** doubtless the pleasure 
is as great of being cheated as to cheat.” 1 
however, am not one of these, and hope ere 
long to see tho “ covlif-lut~r^j^ ovortunied 
by a dynasty* in the shape uf a regulation or 
enactment to 6x the hire, kc. of tJiese men. 
a change of rule, or rather an aimibilation 
of misrule anxiously desired by most; and 
justly so too, seeing that the Hill porters may 
be limkod npon niueh io tbe same light, as 
paJkee bearers in the plains, or chairmen in 
Great llritaio, and cooseqaently in some sort, 
as public servants. The following extract 
from an official report on the Hills states, be¬ 
tween tbe rivers Touse and Hutlej, furnished 
by tbe present Political Agent to GoTurament

quarter of their demand. The approach ti> 
SiiiilH is beautiful, windingihrough the ** grern 
wood," openings through wliicli occasional ly 
reveal a giimpse of the pure, cold, glistening 
snows of the towering lliniulyali. To the beau* 
tics of the place itself, I cauunl pnrtcnd to do 
Justice, they ure raried by a number uf ex- 
trrmcly tasteful rouds, oflcringdin’ercrit points 
of view, some made by Captaio Kennedy, 
some huggested by Lonls Uomhcrmcre and' 
William Hentinck, others coostrnctrd by prl* 
vHtr individuals ; among the last I may men* 
tion one to the wuterfall. The lovers of the 
picturesque cannot fuil of l>cinggnitined, but 
the want of a lake or stream is sadly felt, and 
the Hills themselves luck Imldiiess of ooUlne; 
they have rniMcr too raueh of an analogous 
pliysiugiiomy." When 1 arrived, the Rhudo* 
dendron, and its countless crimson clusters of 
bril Uant hlosvoms. were exquisitely cootmsied 
with the sombre hue of th9 pines, and the 
bright clear green of the budding omkM ; but 
** all that's bright must fade^ und they are now 
no more. The liouscsarecomiiiodious, mostly 
naUroofed, coated with earth, as those in the 
city of Cashmere acre de»<Tihed to be by 
Porstor, (but no parterres on ihe terrace) spuie 
few are covered in with shingles, and two or 
three with an cxrcUcnl sort of mica slate, 
pitched in the Cbiaeac style: the latter Is by 


far the best plan, hat like most good things, 
expensive. The patliog of the dat-roofs re¬ 
quisite to,prerent loaks is by nu means an 
agrecwblc ncia^mpanitnont to the piauo forte, 
nor U it particulm’ly ploasanl to those who 
suffer from liead-aelics. The Swiss Cottage 
might be introduced with pretty ulfect. Good 
vttgoUibIcs urv nut easily preu*iirnbIe, gardens 
being scarce anil not well Htockrd, und al¬ 
though the apple, pear, praeli, aprieol, neetn- 
rinc, cherry, rurrant, rns|)berry, and in fact 
Acurly all our garden fruit tr<H.'s arc indigo* 
nou», their pniduito ia but indilTeroiil; lowurds 
its inipnivumeni, cultivation alone would do 
umch. but the planting of tiuriqicun varieties, 
ti»getbcr with grufting upon the wild siouk, 
would do more, ospeeiully with the apricot hiiiI 
cherry; but 1 aiu not aware that nsingle ullori 
towanis so de.viruble ail objeel Iuh hreii dinu t- 
ed, either by Govornineiit or ils funnionnrics, 
(who have tho best opportniiily) or niiy |>rj- 
vate resident. Tbnt sneeess niight not iiticrul 
the tirst uttr^nipls is probable, hnl we Inive »n 
cvHiiiple ill Ihe gurdens id Sent laud of tho 
triumph of artovenmlnre; here a helping und 
skilful hand is all that Is needed. Of the ge¬ 
neral climate 1 eaiinut speak ; nt present ihe 
thenn< line ter must stun d soniu or :I6 degrees 

lower than at Agra; und I uni letl tu cxpectnmcU 
heavier rains here than in the plains. The 
meteorology uf these I tills, says an iitdefnllgn- 
blc and uccurain observer, and I hr annual and 
monthly mean temperature of l$jinla is us w all 
ascertained us Uial of laindon. WuUt is good 
and nearer tJian at Mussorie. The buaaur is 
well-built, chiefly of wood, the lower rooms of 
stoQc ; it is clean uud well supplied ; but al¬ 
though DU ah'iAd very properly exists, a price 
current should be furnished, snirie hunyos 
giving 32 seers of gram and olhers Ici seers 
more, for the rupee. aUil on tilt* detection of 
this difference, the funner readUy agree to 
supply tbc some quantity. The name remark 
may be applied to all the iiceessHrius of life. 
The papers inturrocd me last year that a meet¬ 
ing of some of the rcaidenU wuanonveiiod, for 
Ihr purpose of endeavoring to destroy a sup- 
p<uutd combination urnoug tJic mootlret; its 
result 1 did not learn through the same chan¬ 
nel, but unilerstHrid tliat the steps taken hy 
tbc comiiiiUeo elected by the me cling, for 
Jnwering the prices on grain, ghee, &c., per¬ 
fectly succeeded, and perhaps the wily bunyas 
buve the recollection of Ibis interrorem, or 
altenitioiis may have been made in some 
quarters, for lliey now sell at fair rales. Tho 
factor this meeting was reported to Govern¬ 
ment by •Captain Kenuedy. and rumour adds, 
it aDDoyed him mostexeecxUngly. Lord Wil- 
liaoi expressed bis opisiou tliut tbe civil 
authority should have been anplicd to for 
IMfmissiuQ tn hol^ the niovtlng, but that there 
wfkM nothing obJecUon a Lie in ita proceedings; 
lhat they were necessary 1 am induced to 
think, from being positivoly told hy a friend 
who was here, that tliosi^ biiuyas who were 
deserted, offered Co furnish grain, &g., to tbeir 
former customers at a very coiuidenbly 
cheaper rate than tbu eummiilee could, n 
fact, Ihe iutcrences from which mrc ton 
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obvioot, to Deed rceoMiD^. Mooro and Cox 
keep a good abop, and two billiard tablet 
NotwitbJtandiDg abundance and«variety o 
wood, all fnmiture eonei from tbr plaina, vfid 
though a very large quantity of wax might 
be procured, not a tingle candle^ (tallow ex* 
cepte^) it nkunufoctured; iron la cheap and 

f lentliul, yet not h seer of tolerable nalU have 
been able to get. except tome brought up 
from Xumal. In fact, a clever tpecolatur 
would Mnd ample exercitc for hit geniut and 
parte, and there it a capitAl opening for a 
i^/ettional builder and hoiitc agent. Mr. 
narrett undertakot thu buaiucM, but he hat 
hit shop to attend to, betidoa many other pur- 
toftt. The Political Agent in hit capacity o^J 
Jattico of thu PoRcu oecldea catet whdroin 
Euroj»ctnt arc conocmed, and trr hvm Ktipim 
occatiimally obtalnt. 1 ditllkc the tyticm ut 
unpaid Magiatmtet; I am thoroughly ronvinred 
the puUilc do AO too. A knowledge of law t% 
not Intuitive t a Political Agent, however, 
tkilled in diplomacy, may cut a very ridieu* 
lout figure on tlic bench: will prvuably be 
much more deeply Vcried in Vattcl and Puf* 
fendorlT, than in lllackatonc or Hum, and be 
mntdi butler aequaiuted with the Courta oi 
Frlncet, Uian witblUotcof juitlce: arul it 1% 
oven pottiblo that n tmart Commandant of a 
regiment may be perfectly matter of hit charge 
and ignomfit or the fonnt, and miiunder- 
Atand the tpirll of the Urilitb Law. Should 
the vlaltor not intend to travel much Id the 
interior, a poney or liortc will anawer aa 
well at u JAooHt i but If be iliould with to 
tramp abuot acroM country, ihe latter will bo 
found tervlccalilc. Ijcllhe animal by all means 
have along tail, for in many plarca and ua- 
conts, where riding ia ImprartieMble or un- 
pleiunnt. a good purchase on this will cheat 
one into tbe bebef of walking ud level 
ground. 

Tbe (lirree, 2 marches distant, bolds maMter 
and Aka/a*6oiw of fair liie. tbe former take 
the ny well, and afford many a day's A|»ort to 
tboae who are not afraid of tbe beat: the 
banks of the river are also good beuls for 
juogel-fowl. pheasanU, black partridge, and 
deer. If the visitor he not a vutaty of old 
Isaac's. let him lake a rifle and « gt^dou* 
blc-barrellcd piece, of 14 or tbercalM>uLs call* 
bro, and start for Kolgurb (commonly called 
tbe Cockney Trip.") About iiiilca after 
leaving Siiala, he will enter a nvhle forest of 
pines, oaks, and other trees, of which 1 know 
not tiiG name.'—here aud there shewing tbe 
wildest glcQs In **decp and fuoeral abade." 
and occasional I j opening out into the green 
glades of park scenery, trough which echo a 
thousand plaindvcwo^-DOtca wild. Though 
this ground is haunted by most of the native 
sAtAercei, who supply Simta. a cousiderahle 
^anri^ of game may still be found, and 
should tbe sportsman be a oulck shot, a good 
fag, apd not mind a roll, will well reward his 
porsuit: (here being in the forest no fewer tlian 
four varieties of pbeasanU.—the AA«/i^, most 
MmerouB, then the pftfst, a handsome bird, 
Hi? ^ superb creature. In she pc 
like Uic English bird, and last tbe moeiui/ or 


peacock pheasant, the splendour of whose 
plumage this epithet iudicutes. Of partridges 
there are tbe <«aAere. aud another very gay 
fealbered, rather scarce and peculiar to these 
lillls. Towards the snowy range theyk^s or 
arcus pheasant is found, (dcseribed. u uiend 
tells me in UufToD, under the title of horned 
pheasant). Of deer there arc three, the ewrff, or 
Himalaya cbamois, tbe Aekvr or burking 
deer, a Dd perhaps ^ot curious nod valuable 
animal tbe musk deer may be startled ; there 
mmy be others, these are ail i have seen, 
lleani, bytenas and leopards will pmbaMy 
be roused in the deepest and darkest jungles. 
Tlte road winds tbruugb the forest fur about 
7 miles, and then emerges at Fagtw. wliuru 
there isa bungalow. The next march is to 
Muiteuna, on a tolerably level linr. except ii» 
itrtf Of two places ; some likely looking spots 
are pulled and tbe traveller cannul hut help 
adcnl ring tbe indusiry which has cinbeli killed 
whole faces of rugged sU eps with ouc sboct 
of cuKivadon. in little terraces ooe above 
another, reaching ofleo to nearly the very 
orrtt of the Hill. The siimcendars seem fully 
sensible of the value of inamire; for wbich 
purpose they make a eumpoit of furmonted 
Hr leaves, fern ami cowdung. They have an iii- 
irenious mode of slacking their huy on very 
steep slopes, which preserves it uninjured both 
by snow and rain, and in some vilkigus they 
keep it in tall cones by staking ii do poles, 
Hxrd into the ground. They take grrai pride 
in their herds of cattle, and oonsUiitly slug. 

hiJe tending them, thoir excel lencivs of 
shape and pfmluvs. and rouite even somvUdng 
like postoi^i. Thu peasantry are well fiir- 
med an<l robust, are fairer than the sanm 
class in tbe plaius, and when young very 
good looking, but whether it is owing to varly 
marriages or to frequent exposure to sim, 
wind and rain, or perhaps bolb, cert^uu it is 
thaitbcir^K>d*looks leave them at a very early 
age, and iu appeamoco at least, they be* 
come prcmnlurciy old. The villngcrs 1 saw 
were warmly clad in a (liity drab colored 
woollen frock, trowsers of die same materiaJ, 
loose about the leg and tightened over tlic lit* 
step; for head dress, the men wear a black cap 
of fricBc rolled up into something like a lur* 
han, Rtid uflcD decked with a buticli of roses 
or a green sprig ; some of them bad a girdle 
of Jiiur*rope with kuife and steel suspendeil 
(a hit of quarts serves for a flint and lliey rind 
a natural tinder or amadeo in a small downy 
plant, Uic leaves of which they dry) and when 
the weather is iDcIcmeni. they throw over all 
a blankcl, much in the manner of the High* 
land plaid. Tbe women, who bekr a most 
active part iu the labors of tbe field, wear the 
same sort of frock, frequently without anv 
UDdergameuts, with a atrip of cotton olotb 
wound round the head t seme, however, have 
or a sort of trouaeint both sexes 
are lilihy in their persoof. and like most unci* 
viliscd mounUincers. grtwsly suporititioos. 
Tfa^y profess llindooiim, ignorance of the 
rites of tlieir religion renders them perhaps 
less tenacious of caste ibtn their brethren of 
the plains, and most of I hem eat meat,—but 
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t)»e7 will nut to«cb a morsel of muttoo eKce|»t 
ibat of ihe Hills, observioj( tluit ibe 
IjcIuw have tails ** hiUfkroo A« wtoo~ 

Cojuioj; yp to Simla, I saw a mao 
about sunset, holding in front of bis faco a 
slip of wood with sorfutbing like the human 
face dJviac' carvod on iU and apparently endea¬ 
voring to cover some object at udisUnco. On 
iu«|uiring wbat he was aboot, be ** his 
was having a mootmist with one at 
Subatlioo.'' about ten milos horiaootaJ dis¬ 
tance. Wiaards and witches play all sorts 
of devilish trieks with tiieir cattle, and every 
lolty peak has its appropriate dtvts, whom 
tbuy endeavor to propitiate by n variety of 

oheriiigs. Tbc bouses arc substaoUaJly built 
of sKmc, slate and wood, some have 3 slorica. 
tJic lower appartnieuls being ailotuAl to the 
kine. the middle one to the family, and the 
garret for n granary or kitchen. Ail who 
saw these HilJs atU'r the Nepal war. agree 
iu staling, that the uentliliou of the few in- 
babitSAU WHS most piihiblc, now they tip* 
pour to he better ulT thnn any peasantry I 
Jiuve seen in India, (luorkhus were indeed 
the most merciless, brutal, grasping conquerors 
that ever disgraced tlio name of man in 
any agci und nil the oaveruble atrocities com¬ 
mitted in the soutbero portion of the new 
world, sink inUi losigoiliciinee compared with 
the villainies perpetrated by these treacher¬ 
ous tyranla. Uy Uie bye, 1 uiay here remark, 
that the men of llie Ri'giiiietit of that nation 
sluiioued at Subatkoo, are by no niouns re* 
spcflluj in their rleioeHiionr lii any Enropenns 
but Iheir ullicvrs: having, 1 suppose, adopted 
some strange notions of. siaUun and dig¬ 
nity of m»iu’' Wc pro(*euderi neatto Nagkuo- 
der, which is very much colder than SiniliUi, 
Htid where there is an excellent bungalow— 
g«iod shooting is b> Ite bad in tbc neighbour¬ 
hood : und independently of the beauties of 
this S|>ol, which are many, lyid of the climate 
wJiji!li is very bracing, the discovery this 
montik of a eJialyheal spring by Dr. Murray, 
H. A. in a shooting excursion, proiuisos to 
udd not a little to its attranUons ; its waters 
arc alrefttly in request, und no doubt, an an¬ 


alysis of tbem will shortly be prcseittod Ui 
Ihspublio. The neat tlsy, L recommend the 
traveller to devote to a ramble up to the Hill 
of HuUoo, about three and half miles oiT, and 
tho road to which lies through a superb and 
mingled forest of iirs, liolm-oa^, horse 
ehesnuts, sycamores, basic, rowan and the 
sable yew, from between the spreading arms 
of which, stand out in lovely desolntiou tho 
*• blasted pines, wrecks of n single winter, 
barkless und branchless." Let the suuuoit of 
the hill be gained early, and from It, should 
the sky be unclouded, us It probably will in 
the morning, is eomioHoddd a view awful in- 
deed, but neither sad nor gloomy. To the 
north rise proudly up the mighty |>caks of tbc 
vast Ilimalyuh, sheatlicd in |>u<*enmul snows, 
where spirits ** nightly Ircud and leave no trace 
belli ml," Hud amoug the luosl eouspieuoiis of 
those giant hcuiU, shoot up the gli I Luring pin- 
naelcs of UundeU Doueh ; tunifng to the 
south, we behold the CA/wr still with his 
night cap on, and u little to iJiu west of soulfi 
daeio auil Sinilu are dislinelly visible, und 
on either hand a scene which inlghL well 
employ poet and painter. The slopes of the 
Hill wore studded with those ever wild llow- 
ers, so endeared U» u.t by ussoclulluii, Ihc vio¬ 
let, polyunllius, buttercup, thyme, Ikc. 

In the aflurnuon I returned to N*.ykundii de¬ 
lighted with all that 1 had seen, and next day 
weijlon to Kolgurli, the mud to which is pret* 
ly, distant 7 or » miles.

Two 
marches lienee Is Uampoor, (the eupital of 
Uussabir^; the fair held therein November I 
hope to visit, and should you think this worlby 
of insertion, 1 will ul u future perio<l, descant 
on the folly of prohibiting Europeans from 
crossing the Sutlej, or fmm proceeding to 
Konawur without oIBcdul ponni.Hsion. Here

LAND TENURES OF INDIA. 


OOrBTS SUBMITTED mFSPKCTIKO THE AI4.F.Gr.D EFFICACY OF A RNOW|.BI>nK OF TUX VARIOUS UNO 
TEMmSS OF INDIA, AS A MEANS OF PROTECTINO T)IE RIGHTS AND INTEKESTS UF THt HYVTS, 


The advocates of Uyutwar irttl emeu ts charge 
the Permanent Zeinindarce setllemcDtof l^rd 
Cornwallis, and all others fornicd upon a like 
principio, witii more serious evils, as 1 humbly 
submit, than can fairly l*c imputed to them, 
w'liUst they aieribo, on the otlier band, more 
olKeacy than they deserve to those scearitiai 
against the commission of similar errors, wbiob 
funn tho basis of tbeir favorite system o^re* 
veDQo maDagemenl. 

The following observations, wbicb with all 
submissieogfi to qaestion both of these posl- 


tiooji, and which right or wrong are the resalt 
of mo eh reflection, after baving attend vely 
read, marked, and as 1 would fain hope, well 
digested tbc valHnblc infarmatioo, contained 
in the Printed Revenue Selections, inihe largo 
mass of oral and written evidence recently 
saboitted to the Board of Control and the Select 
Conitaitteo of Parliament for Uio affairs of

term, both pmcticaliy, and theoretically would 
acciuto be aa atcudriut and rooted ax ever, or 
rather, it ma^ by auid to have jpiined atrengtii 
since tbc weight of tcsliniiiny in the iD 4 uiries 
1 have aUuiit^ to, whivh preceded the renewal 
of the Charter, being all Ju lavour of that inode 
of Revenue adniinUUaUon, must have added 
to the slrong previous leaning towards it. In 
proof of wliieli, I nctMlonly mention the nauics 
of hi i r Churl us Metcalfe and Mr. Unit Mae* 
kvnsic* who, ullhough neither of tJiciu* 1 bo* 
lie VC, p mo tie a I disciples of that sHioot, arc lie* 
vertliel CMS strenuous and warm su pporters of its 
principles, and of Messrs Cum pin: 11 and Sul li* 
VIIJ 1 , of the Madras service* whose evidenoe 
display an upostolic.vl seal jo propagatiug the 
doetruies of Uicir dislingnished in asters. 

To enlarge on the vast imt>ortaQco of elj> 
citing the whole truth* ood nothing bat the 
truth, with respect to a <|uesiiun, which bus 
(Kiuupied Ml large a share of the attention 
of every ludian CovcrnrucDi* from the days 
of Warren ilssUngs to the present tiiue, 
would be to utter State truisms. I feel Mtis> 
lied, therefure, that any {lerson who eao, or 
fancies ho ean, throw a single ray of nddi 
tionaJ light upon it, need olTor no apology for 
proceeding to muke llie atlrriipt. f aiu not* 
ijuwevor, going to inniet a morciluis dissorta* 
lion upon tbc lueKts of either of the celebrat* 
ed Revenue settlomcuU 1 bavo adverted to, 
or of any other. On the eoutrury, oonaidering 
bow much has been already said and wriUcu 
upon these nod all the other systems of Kevc* 
nuG Qianugement which have at any time found 
favor in ludia, 80 Diuch indeed that one would 
iilniost think I here could bo no rcHMU for fur* 
Ihcr discussion, and J»caring in mind the oc* 
ccsshy of dealing considerately with the limb 
tcd.space which your columns, and the proba- 
hly still more limited patience of your readers, 
can aJford, I shall not only touch aa briedy as 
poKsihtc on all such facts or reasoning already 
on record, as 1 may have occosioa to refer U>, 
but shall uomprcKs my own stiggcsUous into 
titc narrowest compass consistent with per¬ 
spicuity. • 

It appears to me tlieo* that it was not* as is 
alleged* our coueluding tbo Zemindarec aet- 
ticmcni of Bengal* io ignvaoec of the land 
tenures of the country* wbicb led tu the ca- 
tcusivc destruction, said, and no doubt trnly* 
to have overtaken the rijtbts and interests of 
the ryuu and other agricultural classes. It

(in regard to the Zemindars) without delining 
the nature of the property aud froiu overlook- 
ingthe fact* that several distioet proprietors 
may very well attach to a single subject mat¬ 
ternor riv>aj '^coofutndiog the Zemindars’ 
hereditary property in the UhU rtvenuf with 
tile separate property io the Und Uefft‘\ 
which produced the '-misehier' in iiucslion. 

1 would submit, whether the same evils would 
net have ctiually etwued, had the relative 
rlglilt of every class, eonuucted with the Uiul. 
wiUiin the sphere uf its opemtioii, from the 
Zemindar or superior landholder himseir, 
down totlie lowest cultivator, beuiJ jtscenaiiiocJ, 
defined, und rcconlod io the amplest uud 
r Ira rest jMssi hie niaiiuer, precedeut to the lur- 
niatioQ dr that settlement. 

Wliai in fuct at that periotl, It not now. 
were the rights of the generaMty of the ryuU 
at Rie very best t That so long ns they duly 
paid certain iwrgunnab mtes of easesMriierii, 
said to have been lijnitod hy ancient Inw iukI 
usage ; that Is to say, a rate of usscvhiuiuK, 
which, Ihnngb lorally vague and ill-denned* 
is stated tu have lu'en e 4 uaJ. on an average, lo 
hair the gross proilijcc of their lands at the 
very Icashl they were not liable to be dispOK- 
sessed. But is tbnt a proportion, which they 
were capable of paying* 1 will not say euiitJ- 
nuously, but even for any considerable length 
of lime ! 1 hulieveitbus never been curiteiuJ* 
od that it is, fur thut it was any tiling nioit* in¬ 
deed Ilian a maxiiiium limit of legal demand, 
never to be eaeeeiled—and at all events, it iv 
<|uitu certain dial so long as there are'*lia<f 
crops and poor ryuti,” it is not a rale, which 
could have been paid by all ryuU, in ali sea¬ 
sons* and onder all rircumstaneos without re- 
missiuD or ahatcnieni, notorious, as it is, how 
small a calamity disables most ryuts from li- 
<|uidatjug their assessmenti and if so, wbat- 
evermighi have b^^en th c nature of the properly 
intend^ to have boon conferred on those, 
who were empowered to exact it, did not this 
single fact suAeu in itself, if not at once, at 
least before very long* tu invest every iine tif 
the Zemindars, with whom tlie tiovernment 
scttlufuciit was made* to all intents and pur- 
posoK, with a complete proprietary right in all 
the lands comprised within the limits of his 
Zeioiodaree* And virtnally reuder the reduc¬ 
tion uf the whole of the inferior cultivators to 
the condition of teiiants-at-wiU a more <|iica- 
tioQ of time 1 These Zemindars must nlwayM, 
it is obvious* have been the solo judges of 
when, and to what extent abatements front 
sneb stsmdard asseasmeot, if any, were to be 
granted, on a* partial or genera I failure uf 
crops. They had only therefore to refuse, on 
any such occasions, to listen to riaiins fur re¬ 
mission, on that or any other plea, and what 
became of the boasted rights oi individuals so 
circumstanced 1 Would they not to that esse 
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have been as entirely at tticir mercy, huwever 
carefully they mif hi have been ruushl uul, 
imcertained and registered, u if no «uch re¬ 
cord as ut |)rescnt had ever existed? The 
assignment, in iliurt, to tho Zemindars of a 
furie bfnncht |>Otter to take from their ryuU 
whatever they pleased, within tlicse speviliv 
limits, could not fail, 1 would submit, to en¬ 
able them sooner or later to work their will 
upon tlieni, and to oust indued nine-tenths of 
the whole, if so disposed, in the euurae of a 
very few years, without ific smallest violaDon 
of law or infnu^iuD of individual rights. Dy 
unikiiig Uiut u real measure of dciuund,'' 
which ** in the hands of Government had been 
in a great niuniier nominal/'* and strictly 
enroroiiigilsrealiaiitioM—auy record of the na- 
iirre iiidiealcd must, in a very shorUtioir, in 
short, so fur hs pro tec lion to the ryuts, have 
been liUJe better than a nullity. 

The gcncml ruto of assessment, for example, 
ill ilib iivugal Pruvinci's, as sanctioned by 
long usiige or preseriptiuo, was prolmbly not 
below that of llic CtMivd Jlislrivls of Madras, 
lived by Sir Thomas Munro’s celebrated sur¬ 
vey, but ucuurding to that maiucni revenue 
outliority. eveu so large a reduction as he ad¬ 
vised in that rate, namely, to the extent of !2.5, 
and in some iiisbuices dd per cent, would still 
have iuvolvcd, for a number of years at least, 
the necessity of remissions from bud crops 
or other aceideuts," to tbc annual amount of 
no less tliaxi lt> per cent of Uic aunnal jnm- 
uia," in an aggregate of aix or eight roliccto- 
rates, iliough it might be more in a sitiglr 
one."t Hence, unned as the Zemindars ne¬ 
cessarily were with a discretionary power to 
reject or admit as they thought fit, all pleas 
fur ubateuiout of such standard rent, one ryiit 
In ten every year, or every ryut on an aver¬ 
age, in the course of so short a period as ten 
years must have iKJon at their mercy, even if 
Die rates deniuudable from them bail been 2A 
pur coni less, than they really were, and wbe- 
Uier these rates, as well as all tbelr oDier 
lights bad been defined ur recorded or not. 
Hew much more so tbeo with reference to the 
actual rates, for which they were legally an- 
nwcmblOi 

Another proof, if further evidence be want¬ 
ing of the ryut's inability to pay any thing 
like a fixed or unifonu rate oFassessment for 
any length of Dme is dcducible from the fact 
of llie Zemlndam themselves being every day 
defaulters, and their estates forfeited incoo- 
seqnencc: no fewer than two htindrod and se- 
▼onty-six having been actually sold so recent¬ 
ly as tho year Now as the Zemindars 

of Uie present day do not appear to be charged, 
like their predecessors in the early pcric^of 

the permanent settlement, with any peculiar 
improvidcDCfl or incapacity in the manage- 
ment of tUcir lands, if they, with their sop^or 
resources, and the advantage arising from 
tbe posicision of a great deal of waste 
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land, fibc. 8tc.. are so IVeqtiently unable to 
make good tlieir engagements with Govern¬ 
ment, what was to bvux|Koted from the in^o^ 
ity of ryuu in tlie Ibiuidalioii of their obli- 
gntiemsto thriu. 

A rigorous ohrorcemunt of punctuality in the 
payiueiU of their kisU, ns Uicy fall due, could 
of itself perhaps have gone far ti» ruin ninny 
of Uiem: aiDcc they, of all |K:ople in the world, 
with their |M»vorty, must have special need of 
that patient iadulgrmoc iu iinmcy matters, 
which few |»eriioiis do not occasioually require. 

If there be any justice then in the foregoing 
ohscrvnlions, I submit that there must hIao be 
some truth in tlio proposition, with whiHt I 
set out, via.. Diat no preliminary knuwliulge, 
however accumle and complcie. of the various 
land tenures and other individual rights, cun- 
nected with tlie land, run Id luive had the cf- 
fert coiiieiidcd furof cA'cclunlly bridling the 
Zcmimlnm. or have provrsl other than a very 
U*m|K)rAry shield from the ills, which nrn sold 
to have berHilen tho ryuts from the want of It. 

I should iilmust he inclined tu go furlhcr 
und tu submit, wliuUiur in merely urging, ns 1 
have hitherto done, that hiicIi knowledge 
would be of vcrji limited utility in prulectiiig 
the inferior fonn the oppresidvc prnetiueH of 
the sup<’rior IsndUolderN, I have not passed u 
more l^ivorable Judgment upon it Ihan it really 
deserves. Whether, in short, instead of 

K ssessing the negative merit uf lacing harm- 
IS, It would not on the whole ho positively 
mischievous in Us o|>eration upon tlic.vo lust, 
or upon thnsc for whoso cspeoiiil henclil it la 
intended, and for this simple reason, that it is 
calru luted to ** put nsuiider'* Ihnso ties and 
sympathies between Die higher and lower 
dosses, wbicli, cireurosUnecd as the great 
lM>dy of the ryuts arc, miisl ever he their hest 
security for the undisturbed enjoyment of 
their rights, and for which this supposed pal¬ 
ladium would, as I greatly fear, prove but a 
very ioad«4|uatc substitute. 

Did the ryots stand lest frequently in need 
of indulgence in the payment of thoir dues, 
could Dicy in short be at once niised into indi:- 
l>endcnre in thoir circuiosUnccs, such a regis¬ 
try might indeed lie a valuable hoon-^hut 
wedded as they are to pinching |>overt^, and 
with such uojislODtly recurring occasion for 
abatemeats in the assessment, which the Ze¬ 
mindars are eatiUed to demand from them, 
fixed though it be on the lowest scale, wliieh 
has ever been contemplated—what other eilcct 
can our teaching Diein to look solely to tho 
Courts for redress, on every occasion of real 
or fancifid infringcmcot uf their rights, than to 
alienate from them the goml-wi II of those upon 
whom they are so wholly dependant, and 
who by a stem exaction of their just dues, and 
a refusal of what ean be claimed as a matter 
ofhiTorunly, and not of right, would have 
innumerable opportunities of placing them in 
a much worse posiDon, than they at present 
oceupy, since, as matters now are, tUe MiniD- 
dors may have the power; but there seems 
good reason to believe that they have seldom 
the iacUoaDoii to procDce any general oppres- 
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uion upon tbeir ryot*, vlicreu they would 
ihe/4 bftve both cbo one end the other. The 
iiiviinhtion «ould not fhil, were they to be 
I'reqaently eaed in the Count by the ryota to 
become much more bojiUe towardt them, and 
the power, ti bat been tbewn, woaldat cer* 
Uioly ttot be loa|^ wantin];. Cea a tloTe, it 
may be atked» venture to complaio of bit 
matter with impuuity ? 

To be benefioUl, tborefurc, tbe whole pea* 
tantry or tbe uouuLry* that 4t to tay» a pro^r* 
tlon of not lott porh«t» Uiau two-uirdt of tbe 
uonuuunity at larf^cmutt bo ulevated, and that 
innlaUer, to tliu ruiik of iudupeodenl luxided 
proprielom or tubtUuUal farmert* and tbit it 
whati 1 iMsIiuve, it rvaJly aimed at. A uoti 
benevoleot detiKU truly, but wbiob but for tbe 
liiirb reapect I eulortuiii for many of iU advo- 
eaiet, 1 should be liicliucd todetignalu at to 
very utopian, at to have lauvb more tbe air of 
being an ouianutiou from the brain of Mr.Uwca 
of Lanark, than Ibu tuber ealeulailon of prac* 
licaJ tutetmeo. 

In tvery part of the world, the time I fear it 
very far lioui having yut arrived fur the 
great luatt of luankjnci to be uUier than hewera 
uf wood, and drawort of water—uad in lodiu, 
with Ibulr intiilulioOt and liHul of Uaatiun, tbe 
people teem to be more etpeelaliy doomed to 
that lot. To eapvci, under tucli circututlao* 
cct, by any low of curt we can umke them 
oibvrwite, it to IwJiovo ibv Jaws of lueo Co be 
more poaierrul tfaau Ujutvof God and nature. 
Thu Uindoo laws of inbcntance would of 
tbunjteivet render it abortive beyond the pc* 
riod of a tingle generation. 

But tbe Zoniindart, it it tald, practiaed 
great opurettioo on tbe ryuu poj^ttiug ** a 
liaod right of ocoupauoy,—wliiub it llie moet 
general Culture," by every where die regarding 
and exceeding tbe cnatumary local ralot of 
attettinenW and ejecting tbcni incatc of cucur* 
fence from tbeir holdings,* iu order to make 
room for otbort, the pyacadoroe, or migratory 
ryutt, a body who ** are ever on tbe watch, by 
the offer of higher termt, to tempt tbu Govern* 
meat, or itj repretcniativc, to umt tbe here* 
diiary cultivator from bii Ueids.^'t Tuwiucli 
it may be answered, that Uieouly legal liiait to 
tUo ralot in i^ueetion, to which tbu latter data 
would appear to bavo been liable, from time 
iimmemorial, being tbor **tnppusod ability*’! 
to pay them, as ** ordinarily tbe whole of tbe 
pM^uco of ibc land, beyond what U required 
fur the reward of labour and tbe re placement of 
tiouk, might be deemed a public property, 
their condition could for the moat part acarcc* 
ly have admitted of being made wone, than 
It always bad been in tbit respect, and at all 
events, their rents could nohbevo been raised. 
I would submit, with any view to their eject* 
ment (or tUe purpose adverted to, at sneb a 
doctrine is at vartance with the notorions fact 
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every where rooorded,* that Doerasdars and 
all ryou potsetsiaig a heroditary or fixed right 
of oooopaaoy, are almoet uniformly io the ha* 
hit of paying, a higher rate of atscttinent, 
Chan the migratory clans, or those who bear a 
resemblance to tcnaats*iUwill, and who bav* 
lug BO permanent intercet In the lands they 
cultivate, lucre little or more of the local at* 
uebtnent which facilitates exaction’' from tJ)C 
others. If tueb be tbe case then, their Qeot* 
ment, the fact of which 1 do not presume to 
quetiiuii, wuet, geoeAtlly speaking, have arisen 
IroiD some other cause than the one assignat), 
since it must have been attended with |K>si- 
tive love, instead of gain, to the Zumindars. 

It may be allinned, in short, that the Zemin* 
Oars could not, if they would, have raised tbu 
rents, wAicb they were legally tmtillud to re* 
ceive from the ryots, and that they would not, 
if they could, to such an extent at leasi, aa to 
dis|KHiscss tbcffl. The one would seem U> have 
been pbysioally,aDd tbe other morally, lni|iossi* 
ble, as iKiflg clearly opposed lu Uicir own in* 
tecesis. 

The under*fanning, or tbrico repeated sub* 
renting system, prevalent hi the Zemiudarec 
of tliv Burdaau itajab has been addueed,y 
however apparently, in support of the above 
opinions, tnat tbe Zemindars were botb able 
aud Milling to levy more than Lad been custu* 
niary or was legally due from tbeir cull vators, as 
eacb of tbeso ibKC grades uf sul>*rutJteis coJ* 
lectcd of course a larger sum than tbut whieh 
be bimself bad engaged to pay. But uiigbt 
not this bate been p^iblo unougfa, without 
its being ** wrung” from the cultivators, as is 
assorted i that is to say, without any one of 
tbem paying, in porportion to tbe land wbieli 
be occupied, one rupee more, tJiao at any pre* 
vious period f Might it not, in short, liave buuu 
entirely owing to extended cultivation, upon 
which each ol those farmers speculated, since 
it has been sheyD ’* in rvB|>eet to a nuiubur 
of estates, Ukeo tndiseriminately from those 
under the Court uf Wards,”! and seme of 
those belonging io the Rsjah of Jiurdwan 
among the number, that ** the rent obtained 
from larmers on aecuunt of tbe proprietors, 
contrastud with the Guveroment revenue, was 
more than don hie tbe latter," and all owing, 
as is exprcsslv staled, to this very cause, 1 
would with Aference submit whether the 
chier,if not the whole ii^ury the ryuts bavo 
sustained under the Zemindareo eetliemeot 
In question, rather to be attributed to the en- 
Bctmeni and rigorous enforcement ef that 
claase of our lisAl EeguJations, which makes 
tbe Zemindaree tenures saleable in satisfho* 
tion of arrears of rovenoe. Not as is held, 
Imause their rights are thus made to merge 
in those of the auction pnrebasers of those 
tenures when brought to the hammer, or in 
other words, to its baring been practical ly 
ruled that in all such oases these last became 
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^oprieiori ofthe wbolc land iu«ir, and ool 
mer«iy a ibare of (he puhJie revenue derivetl 
IVoui ili* for the rjut> teauree beiOK, u 
bua been »o re|>oatv<Jly etatcd, noarly, if not 
wholly, worthlene, 90 I'ar u coDcern* (tccu* 
nUry value on account of tbe ** ordinary lejtal 
limiie of the ICO vomojcnt demand” beiay aucb 
He toabJHfrb every tbioK in tbe shape of rent, 
it followfl tbatnoithor the aot of f^Temitieot 
virtuaMy, or cxpreivJy, conferrinjt on the 
mindniw all property iu the land itaeJf, nor its 
aHJjati(|uon( trailer to utbbra. when oacheated 
lo tJie etAtu by their default, eoulcl have hoen 
any infraction of their proprietary ri|ChtA,'t 
Mitiee ** to icive up what the law and uMft^ 
HUtliuriio UH to take, ia to create a now pro* 
perty, which no individual can claiiu on the 
M4*oro of riiflit.'t hirt Lecauae it in a vtanner 
forrml the /emimlara to exerciao an equal 
dc|;rer of ri|cor and aevc/ltj U|Mm their ten* 
antry, ax they thenihelvea were subjected lo 
by the Government. The aituchinent of all 
uulivestu tJjoir landa, ami If* the consequence 
wJijnli lA derivative tfiercrrom.

If the ryursrifhte in tbe land had lind any 
suloahiv value, the nonser{Qcnccs contended 
lor. of Iborulc under the Kon|;Al system, which 
in the event of theMle of a Zeioindarcoor vil« 
lai^, oonstiluted the purchasers the sole pro* 

[ irictor of ail tbe land comprised within its 
lounds, and conveyed to him the proprietory 
riirl»ts withunt reserve, would certainly have 
been Indinputahle, because they would then 
Jiave had both (he power, and a stronjr induce* 
rnentto use it, to annihilate them by means of 
extra exaetioo. Hut as it has boon must dU* 
linetly admitted by its most ftreuuous advoca¬ 
tes, tniit their hereditary tennres were not 
l^rierelly saleable '* in the Provinces n&der 
the Beofal or Bombay Govemments, and 
that the existence of private rijtbu, limitmjt 
tbe right of Government, so as to leave the 
owners of fields a portion of the rent, that is, 
a share of tJio surplus, which remains after 
imying wages and replacing stock, seems 
rarely to have been established.**^ I cannot 
hat think there is strong reason for being 
sceptical as to the mere system of sales i fn 
yWtu, having so extensively a prejodieial ef- 
fcot npon their rights and interests. 

With respect to the Toppa of Mnneer, a 
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Zemindaree held by a community of RAipoots, 
forfeited and sold in consequence of otto or 
two of the UMly refusing to pay a portion of 
the Juioma, lo which it was assessed, by which 
the cnliru rights and lields of the whole of 
(licm, even where they had dliubargod their 
respective shens of the public revenue in 
full,** arc said to Imvc been ‘‘involved in one 
commou dcMiructlon,”' and conveyed to the 
new purclinser, und which bad liocn cltud as 
a pregnant instance of the mischief und in* 
justice, attriidiiig such a practUru, and of the 
endl^ litigation, as well m gcncml disalFee* 
tinn (I gave rise to. I would observe, in the 
first place, that this being an cstiilu held in 
common, it has always, if 1 am not mistaken, 
been Ihr iisiigc of tbu country, an usage nmroly 
adopted and rniitinued in our Regulations, 
and not thvir olTspring, to hold the whole of 
such a cortM>mllon conjoiotly nnsworuble for 
the aggregate demand of Oovermiient, anil 
Ibeir lands um henlahle, if any portion, how* 
ever small, were not duly discharged ; and in 
the second place, if I srn in error in ihJs view, 
Uiu cxciiciiicnt which the sale of this Zimlii- 
daree would appear to have causetl among the 
people, seems ut linvo arisen, less from tho 
sale than f'rvm the low cmitc ut the purchaser,

I have hnd ibo less hcsiUitiou in 
answeriog this question in the nugativc, 
beranse I would humbly submit that there U 
anotlier px|>cdient, and free from any of iliosi* 
serious objections, bywhich the same ends may 
be aecompUshoO, sufllcicnily well for all 
practioQl purposes. 

I would submit whether, wherever, as in the 
Bombay terriiories, the system of village 
accounts has been re«estahlislied on an efticieiil 
footing, and has been for a considerable 
time in operation, the past collcctiona for 
a series of years, which arc therein recorded 
would not be an adequate, and at all events 
a better guide, than any SJau derived from 
•hstraet caleulations and estimates, which are 
the ehlefreUaDceof survey held assesaments, 
both for regalitiog the aggregate jumma, 
payable to Governenent by the renters, aad 
the sum of each ryut's payments to them; 
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sinee what these last had paid in limes pastv 
and the effect of which the eiperirnee and 
obMrvation uf suceessivc oollv4*.lors, during a 
JengthcDcd peHod, eould scarcely have failed 
in euHbliug them to oqualiaein a gveai Jugreo, 
or totpociiy *' the amount of increase in the 
existing jumma which might rcaiu>iiebly bo 
dcitisoded in any caie, or the a bate incut that 
ought in fairness to be granted," wo might be 
pretty certaiu of tbeir being aide to pay in 
futnre. 

I woold submit farther, wbelhcr it niiglit 
not be made the clear and sdf'evident iutr'ruat 
of ihe whole body of cultivators and of Ihc 
rvntorv, as well us the special duty of Ihu 
£uro|ican oolicctors, who, when relieved from 
the iaIioriouM details of annoiil Uyutwnr liel* 
tlemcnts, would huve uniplu icisurc lo give a 
large |M»rliuu of llicir attuniion to this usmjm- 
lial object, at all times one of the most ioi* 
portant of their dulim, and ilia luiMt iiu*

dency. Judginituf ibetree by iUfruiLi?indeed, 
tborevenue uiauaKomcntuf iienf^al, whicli but 
been so nueh decried fonnany years piut* nuiy 
with ull iu faults witll cJiuIIouko coMi|MirisoA 
purbiips with tbe Madras system, whieb bus 
been so utucli ciiloglavd and bold up to Ibc 
otliur us a model and an example, since unlike 
ibe foniier, wJiicb has upon Uie whole been 
sUitiounry, there has been a very UrKC increase

Hence, as tho oba* 
rortcr of the Europoau fur integrity shindsso 
moeb bighuf Ibxn that of a native miiiUlerml 
agency, to wbioli tbc oonduct of all detail is 
entirely entrusted uodcr every other mode of 
IL^venuc managemciii, this eireuiiulancc 
alone is very naturally bold to Im decisive of 
its superiority in many person’s minds. .

$ueb are some of the indispensable i|ualilj- 
cations required for a Govcrnor-Geueral of 
India. They were iHMsesscd in an eminent 
degree by Lords Wellesley and Hastings; 
whereas, in niauy ^uinis, the very opposite 
are the characteristics of Lord William Hon- 
tiack. Kcwaolcd tbc enlargement of mind,— 
for we may look in vain tbruagU bU adminis¬ 
tration for any acts directly and entirely 

emanating from himself tkbich arc indicative 
of a comprehensive intellect or enlightened 
views. An iosight into character was pecn- 
liar both to llas.inp and Wellesley: of the 
numbers of public olhcers who were selected 
for situations of rcspODSibility by those noble¬ 
men, there is scarcely one who disappointed 
tbe oxpuctalious that wore fomed, undrmbt- 
ediy many inetlicienl ofteers were gradually 
raised to high appoiolments in the time of

ment revenue. This is all very true, and is 
well known to many of our successive Go¬ 
vernors, and were it the custom to keep the 
same Goveraor-Goneral for twenty years, an<l 
the same Collector an equal length of time in 
the same district, sonuder principles would 
ere this probably have been reduced to 
practice.

they require rovbion and consol id atjon. Till 
then, cinlilicalion or any other labours of the 
Law Commisaioo will bo thrown away. 

Hitherto revenue having been the ehief 
object, the revenue line was the only one In 
which, with few exceptions, a public oOicer 
had ar^ chance of rising to distinction. The 
Civibiudiciul department bad until tJic last 
three yeitre hecu completely acgkclcdj tJie 
Police and Crinunal received at lirst eonsi- 
dcrabln attention, bat ibis Inis woefully dele* 
rloratcd, while the Civil Courts have ailvaoced 
in inipnjvcuieiiL The cause is Umt so often 
eumplained of, tbc loclllciciiey of the csta> 
blisbiaenU for ndiDinUtcrinj^ the uffiurs of the 
country. In oarlndian legislation we usually 
run from one extreme to the other: wc do not 
make uroper provision for exeouliug Uiv laws, 
and when tho evil has arisen to surh a height 
that some remedy isindispeusabJe, one tte|iart> 
nieut has generally becu rcliored at the cx* 
I>cn 80 of ujjolher. Formerly, in each dUlrivi 
ono man was Civil Judge and Ittagistrato, and 
another styled Collector, was to soiteriniend 
tiie assessment and collection of the bind rent. 
When it booamo absolutely ncc.essary to pro> 
vide for the administration of civil justice 
(for in reality there was none under the old 
system) a very excellent plan both in its Ibeury 
and prarJicc was devised, which has been deiu 
cribed in Mo. 33, and others of tliese papers. 
But instead of creating an cflioient Police 
establishment, tlic Magistracy wns annexed 
to thoColleotorship, and it was said tJiat every 
Collector should have a Deputy between whom 
and himself some proper distribution of the 
duties should be made. This promised to be 
better tlian the old system, but as regards the 
Bevonue and Police, the practical application 
has been a complete failure. The absurd plan 
of making the ^llector> Magistrate rospoosi- 
ble in both departments, and the vanity and 
love of power which induced the Collectors 
ID many iaitaoccs to centre all authority in 
themselves, reduced ^e Deputies to mere 
assistants who were expected to w^ork bard, 
and in reality Mrform a large share of the 
duty, while the ^Hectors were to veep all the 
credit The natural result of such a state of 
alfairs ensued: the Deputias have taken little 
or no interest in their dudes, and though fine

chief object has been the revenue dudes, and 
the Police has bMa left to shift for itself, while 
a considerable pordOB of the time of the Col* 
lector's was occupied In making out foruis, 
and drawing up Police reports, which prc> 
vented his giving undivided attcntluu to re¬ 
venue concerns. 

The result has been that these have been too 
modi neglected, while the Police is rapidly 
fa lling into a sUito of complete dlsorgHuif ation. 
Crimes are on the increase, particularly the 
gang robberies in Bengal Proper, which unless 
elivcLed will ere long rival In numbers nnd 
atrocity those which wore |H 2 rpetratCfl between 
llie years IWK and IdOU. Some of iny leaders 
will lie sunlod at this asseril>>n, nnd refer in 
rcfumiioo to the periodical statcinenis of 
crimes fliraaTVled by tho Mugislraics, which 
show n considerable diininulion during the 
Inst year or two. Were these to be depended 
on, they would l>v ronclusive; if wo eoiild 
believe tho stalenu nts and forms, the Police 
would appear to bu in a higher slate of eih- 
cicncy limn at any previous period, whereas 
all ibose behind the scenes who are roully 
aci|uainled with ibc Mato of thingH, ore per* 
fectly aware that tho contrary Is the case. 
The simple fact Is that these stiitcDients nre 
utterly inrorrert. or in plain English/nfrr, t. r. 
they do not show nearly the number of crfinrs 
really conuiiitied. It is one of the miHtnkcs 
of ilio laticr years of l^ord William's govern* 
ment to substitute forms, returns and state* 
menu for an efficient system.

A bad sen- 
son will generally produce an increase of 
crime;—other local or tempoiary causes may 
have the same elTcct:—no matter what the 
reason might be, that was rarely Investigated; 
hot should one half y^xrly report exhibit a 
greater number of crimes tlan the preceding, 
the Collector-Magistrate, as a matter of cemrse, 
received a reprimand, which be sub*divided 
among his Police officers; while should tbc 
amount of crime be lets, a letter of approba¬ 
tion was dispatched to the District officers. 
The native Police officers have been knowing 
enough to profit by the bint, and for the last 

! ear, or year and half, the periodical returns 
loin most districts exhibit « progressive de¬ 
crease of crime, only a small propordon of 
those committed being registered. 

Nevertheicu, with all these concomitant 
disadTastagos, the new system was a decided 
haproTomont on the old; aud the eonntry has 
tanerod less injury from the deterioration of 
tbi Poliee arrangemeatj than from the non* 
exIstoiMe of any civil administration.

Another point to be provided for is some 
tribunal of appeal from thu orders and deui* 
^ops of Magistrates. Formerly this existed 
in the Courts of Appeal; latterly in the Com* 
mUsioners; but the distance wnioh the par* 
tiea are'often obliged to travel, (a hundred or 
even two hundred miles) Is a great hardship: 
and it is now proposed to constitute the Civil 
and Sessions Judges Conrta of Ajipeal from 
the decisions of Magistratos. This will give 
great faoililies to tJie appellants, and form a 
very good chock on the eondnet of the Magii- 
tnitiM i nor do 1 think that it would entail much

At first, iJiey did pos¬ 
sess authority, almost equal to <hc Boards, 
consequently those higher powers found ^icir 
funcQons asur|>ed, and the mischief wasuat 
every Commissioner bad a Hystcni of bis own ; 
and at every change (which were but too fre¬ 
quent,) every Collector was obliged tu karn a 
nov^ mode oi doing business ; the Boards have 
consequently gradually deprived the Coro- 
missiouers of ail real authority. ^ The latter 
fuactiouarivs are become mere channels of 
comrounication between the Boards andAe 
Colle<;tors, and business b conseqnenily 
greatly delayed. Yet they have much to do, 
being obliged monthly to till reams of paper 
with forms, statements, reports and letters, all 
which are of no practical utility whatever; 
uud while they are not allowed any real power 
they are made tlie scape goats of the Boards 
and of Judicial Secretaries to wear the blame 
of whatever goes wrong, either in the Reve- 
nue or Police alTairs. Their Seisiong duties, 
in which alone they were of ioy real use, 
bare been transferr^ to the Civil indges; 
they are to lose their Police jurisdietion j and, 
in Revenue they are worse^than useless; so 
that the sooner the oflee of Cotnmissioner Is 
abelithed the better. There are at preeeat 
eighteen Commissioners. The expense of these 
would fhr more than provide Cor a third Board

i. e. by what steps a man shall ascend to the 
respocLivc situations, this is a? matter of 
some difficulty, and may bereafleP' bo dis¬ 
cussed. ^ 

1 shall only now observe Aat Government 
should beware of allowing Um Police adminis- 
trution to sink into annlb|(gtion and of degrad¬ 
ing Ibe Civil branch,'as they have latterly 
shewn too much inclinatsen to do. Here we 
have another of the British Indian anomalies, 
Wc have at length devised a very good ground 
plan for raising the supcrslruoturc of the Civil 
administration: but it coniams some new 
prinolplus, porticularly that of bringiug for¬ 
ward the natives. U might have beun sup¬ 
posed that some pains would have been taken 
to select men for Judges who were well quali¬ 
fied, so as lo give the sysleiu a fair trial. No 
such thing. Individuals of every variety of 
qualiliruilions have been tnsdu Civil Judges, 
and as the revenue is still the main object, 
most of die men of talent are placed in that 
lino, and whenever a Collector or Commis¬ 
sioner is fonud iuellivietit, be is appointed tu 
be Civil and Sicssioos Judge; so tliat U is be¬ 
ginning tu bo considered a mark of disgrace 
to be placed in tliflt sltuatlou which ought lo 
be an object of unbition: and when the peo¬ 
ple complain that they cannot obtain justice, 
the cry u ** this is the consequence of employ- 
tng the natives." Shame on such disgraceful 
proceedings!—by a Uoveniment, toe, who are 
pleased to boast of the blessings they confer 
upoD^bc people! God bclp the latter if they 
are never to receive any greater blessinp than 
they have yet obtained at tbs bands of the 
English! 

Some alteration, too, should be made la the 
law which authorises the Mnristrmte to em¬ 
ploy the Sudder Ameens in Crimiiial btuineu. 
Their Civil duties are of great importcBce, 
and the authority entrusted to them oonsider- 
sble; yet thb is to be neglected, and their 
time occupied in bearing the most petty Ma¬ 
gisterial business. But this paper has been 
extended to a sufleient lenpn, and the sue- 
oeedlng remarks must be demrred to a future 
number.

WrqoittedPuiUDonthti^tli Janoary, tod 
in three data reached Oudipoor, a conaider- 
Hhle town,tile i>uaiUooorwhich ia particulaily 
iiopofiant in a mil^ry point of view, for 
ihr<ugh totally unfoAficd, it commands a uor- 
iw and rocky deblo call<^ the nag]ioraGba(« 
which U the only pass into Sbckiiawattee 
from Gie eastward by way of Khaudela. or 
itohala. The Jodpoura-Souareo pass, or Kok- 
rco Uhot is 15 miles to the no/tb-cast, and 
the dhaira or Bajnr pass U about tbc saine dia* 
tance to the south-west of Oodipour, nor it 
there any praticablo rosul for ariillrry be¬ 
tween'tbose two places, (Kokroaiiod Jhalro,) 
exoept Uie said Bagbora Gbat. by which the 
deypoor armies used generally lo Hnd Uieir 
way into Sbekbawattee. We halted a couple 
of days at Oodipoor and reached Nuwulgbur 
in two abort marchea, iho whole of uur route 
from Patuo being tbmngb a well watered and 
tolerably fertile country, where the wells are 
net so deep as to prevent tbe calUvatars of 
tbc soil fruiu raising un abuadaut raise har¬ 
dest. At Nuwulgure *’a change easie over 
the spirit" of the land, and told us in nmet 
inlelfigible language that yre hod eseboogod 
tbe fertile Tallies of Touran atlee for Ibe iua- 
gulee, inody, thinly soil of the Bager, which 


rejoices in desperately sleep sand billi, and 
unpleasantly deep wells j where the very name 
of wheat or gram is a rarity, aud sharp thorns 
or i«rrs arc aliuudnul vmrugli. We made no 
halt ut Nuwulgurh. tbuugb it is a llourisbing 
city, neatly fortified, and iKNisting of four 
jelly liroking Yhakoors wbn rival Sir John 
PaltsolT both in fat and good Iiumour. 

From NuwnlgurU w’o made two muiciics to 
Puttvhpoor, an olil inussuliuun viipitul mi the 
wesu*rn frontier of Sliekbawnleo. where wo 
halted two days ami eaHmim*d tlic fort and 
city. The latter is Mirroundod hy a low and 
weak wall of stone, bnt Iho ciudcl is very 
rtwpectnhle, dcremled by lofty ranipnrf'r, a 
riiu«vbrayoaiid piirkatliudi. 4hout n bundrod 
yean have lUisHud away sinoo the Sliokba- 
u uUdisposveNsrdllir Kaiiii KkiinncH, by whoNC 
Nawab Ibrse Urwvrs wen' mised, iiiid the d^- 
sreudant of that prim e is slill ia railc, de- 
>eiidcnt for his suhslslenre upon Ihe Coojtrr 
UJns of Kewarre. The aiiiil of Kuilrhpoor 
was in coniiocnieiil during the time of our 
stay there, preparatory to Iming saucert J, and 
pmbably would nut lie sorry to uvchauge Ids 
pri'sent nioslcr, tJic Uao l^a of Seekur, for 
Oiu old Kaimkoaer Nawah. 

The oiUsion quitted FuUehpooroa ihedth 
February, and remained two or iJirre days 
at Uanigurli, u frontier town of very dourinh- 
ing ap|H;araneu, neatly furliliud and ll Hod with 
the niansiooa of wouldiy hanken*, whoso 
deecos luLVO as yet su Sored it tile from the gi>- 
nvraHy unsparing she.iis of Iho Slivkhawuis. 
The Seokur authorilUs seem lo have found 
out that levying heavy lines u|>oii the mor- 
rhunls of Koiogurli would muse tliem spee¬ 
dily to vueaie the rouiitry, aud tlius kill the 
goose which laid the only golden eggs in their 
country. Ilanigorh is seven ksr north of 
FalCehpoor, and about the same distance 
south of Chooroo, onco n flourishing city In 
the BvekaDcr terrib*ry, bui its tradci has been 
lost for years, and its moreJiants hove made 
themselves scarce. 

Wc now qniited the 8bekbawatce frontlet 
and entered tbe Bei^kaner tcriitory, encamp¬ 
ing at Rulungnrb on the 9tb of February, 
and halting there on tbo following day. The 
%ily ia surrounded by a low stone wall, with a 
dimiQatiTo citadel perched upon a sandhill in 
its B. B. gngid: the baaaars arc neatly laid out 
and have a respevULble appearance,though the 
city is small, and can oarely number rnore 
than seven bondred bousea. Being the pro¬ 
perty of Oowremdnt, or a iAa/M town, U was 
deemed fitting by tbe Eatungn^ authorities 
to stuff all our roUowenwitb awoMiants, and 
rations of various kinds were oecordiagly 
sarred oot during tbe two days of our stay at 
tbis plaoe. 

We foA JUrtuBgorb on tbo lltb Febniary, 
andanrobod ia efgbt days lo Pf^hanor by 
easy ftngu of ffv* and 7 fiei (from fi to lA

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mMoti) the whole dUusco bcioK only 4A 
fnHD iiutunf^Mrb, «ilh no intermeOiatu pincc 
of SQlhcieM iatorcst to dvUin oa» ho wo 
marched to the capital by way of Kccror and 
Badinoo without making^ a halt at any of our 
reatini^ places. 

The roads were far better than wc antit*i> 
fitted, aod the face of the country was ^really 
improred in appramnee after we rcavbed 
Kcoroe : the sand hills were lew nunierciu:^, 
thvjunKul wae thinner, and the ^moml whs 
covered fur miles with the dried stems of 
iodicatintt iin abundant antuinn crop. 
Notwithslariding (becomparatively flourishing 
appearaouc of the country there was, how¬ 
ever, ** an outward aud visible sIku” of uur 
proxiniity tti the jtreai desert, which llirre was 
no loistukinfr. namely, the exci^din^ depth 
of the wells, which incrunsed rHpidly from 
Jitllir loure than UK) feel (at rultchp«joi) to 
S40 aud *270. anil even 2VU feet as wc moved 
westward. Uccastunaily, where (he wider a 
brackish, we were supplied wiUi drinkini? 
water from iaontit nr pits in which the raiu is 
caught and preserved, hut in sueli small iiuan* 
titles as only iu be used on emergency. Poni^c 
and provisions ware also procured in abund- 
aiico by our very iMtelliiecat HtU'iidaiit, the 
Bcekuner vakeel, who allowctl us to wunt 
oothln;; that could be procured to make us 
coinforiable. 

Wearrlvcil at llceknner on Ibr IHIIi Pebninry, 
and u lar^e depiibition of n'spccinldc men. 
headed by tlio Minister, rami' not (no ktts 
from the capital to meet the Mission, and 
escorted the ruprcscnlaiivcuf British nulhorily 
with all duo fionor as fares his camp, wJiiHi 
WHspilrliedal alittJrjcrftvr ofWirccabyawTlI 
of oxcclicntw,'\ier(cHt]od timri1sir)ulH>ut r|Uflr- 
ter of n Aor sou(li*oa»t of the citadel and IhriT 
quarters of amilccuat of lUccilj. Ournrri- 
val was imniodintely reported to the Miihsnijn. 
and tbmi came an inundation orsweelinroisio 
show his hospitAlity to tlie now comers. The 
froi'cries of Beeknner are relehnted, and nol 
wUhoul reason ; for tlie conrertions of mi{;ar 
prepared in various nays for us on I his oern- 
aioD.werc the finest I ever saw, tliouRli I Iirvc 
visiteci many Native Courts, and have :i (oler- 
able sw cet tooth. The sepoys, sorvunts. and 
camp followers were nil feasted lirir He- 
free (like the cl&nsmen at Ulennaquvioh 
where the cUret never cireulalcil ** below (hv 
salt”) end so liberal were the distribiiiors of 
the Kood things, that I began to aniioipale • 
surfeit among the people wbiefa might have 
brought sickness into the camp; for Mr. 
Elphonstnnc lost nearly 4(i men before he quit 
ted Benkaner. * We arc more fortunate, how¬ 
ever, aud have not a siagie sick mao. 

On the Iptb February, ttfbday after our ar> 
rival, we went to pay a viait of ceremony to tlie 
AUbMjo, and were well MtisCed witli the 
Aral view of the Durbar, mblcb haa been coo- 
Armed by lubsequeut visits. ThiB eeremooial 
of meeting was arranged in a very aaiisfaclory 
manner, Mng oobdueted almeat on. the aaioo 
soa^ as if the (}overoor*OeoernJ's Agent were 
UniscU present. His Aulstkkt w received 


beyond tbe outworks of Uie cilndol by 
Luehmum Hingb, brother of the Muhanijn 
Rutup Singh, with a large concourse of mm o 
bearers and men at arms; after a courteous 
greeting be turned back to lead us iolo the 
fort, and the mir^s was announced by u 
ihuudoriog sulutc of Id guns, which wmh 
repented on our quitting tUst place. Our 
own foi towers made u very rospcctublo liguro 
in the procession, there being a couple of 
Sbouiuf HU wars wijUi half a dosen ehup* 
msecs, and 50 or 40 sepoys in iMlviiiiri’. 
while a doaco and a half of Itlsir's horse 
brought up the rear. Onward wc swept iMiiiil 
the thundering of raunon and rattling of 
drums, all the eavitliers dismounting aeeonl' 
ing Ui etiqneUir attlic onlor gate, vxeepi the 
Kiija LUchinun Kiiigli and the two Kiimpesii 
gentlemen, who mdc to the fmit of the piiliiei' 
steps. After dismounting we were mid i\t the 
beginning of tbc inner court by (be heir of 
lleokoMcr, KumirMirdnr Kingli. und liiinlly 
the Maharaja lliiiun .Singh Iriniself. 1 bough 
siifTcring niueli from bodily ailment, MirfM 
to tbc door of his hall of audience by (he iiirl 
of a cruP b'bended stick, and gave the rnfiih 
iofj a moMt courteous reception. Tbe nicci* 
ing pussed off verv picasuntly. and after nit- 
ing nbuiil half an hour in the prcwracf. we wcri 
disinisved without any of tliu cumbrous dis¬ 
play of shawls and other finery formally 
rnmded io AfMircr. or trays lo be looked ai 
iDl not areeptril, (a piece of pseudo* liospi- 
tiilrly now linppily exploded 1 Instead of wbirli 
we wore m mI on onr way rejoicing in a simple 
**suUamigution*' as UoustcrHwivel ealls it. 
of mtinr and fMua. 

On the '21st February tbc visit was rdurncil. 
in Mr. TrcM*l>uu s tent, by ibe tw'o FriiicuN, 
Sirdar Singli and Luebmnii Singb, tbr 
slate of (be Maburajn's Ueiillli bulrig u very 
. s 11 fill! i e I It e X e M sc for ii i H o oU'S p penro i lee. Tli c: 
cereiumiicx werw couducU'd pretty much in

1 wcut out half wny to the pnlMCc 
with nil the suwars by way of ittikbttf, —(N. Jk 
The mace bearers (kirr/liul the stirh do not!)

of tbc tent where the guard of honor was 
drawn up to form a street before fhe doori 
and liorc they dismounted from their pafkcfK 
and were ushered into the tent by tlie poli¬ 
tical functionary in persoo. 

This visit passed off very pIcasHiiily, like 
the preceding one, aud gave us some inslgfii 
into the roauaers and characters of these sim¬ 
ple Rahtores, whose court seems to be the 
vcrymtxlel pcaoo and quietness, in spite 
of the noise made by tbeir^ guns and drums. 
Numerous subsequent visits to tho palace 
b^ve couflnned this drat impresHioD, and the 
caie Wbeeq the same during our frequent 
alyojis thfpugh the. city. Tbc firowda who 
usod to surround the tents to look at tbo /r- 
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^$ 0 ffhfe were remnrkiibly <)uiet m tUoir dc* 
Wttnur and Kused in ailent wender h( the ne> 
(luiuaniter-likc operatinns of taking meridian 
nlljtudexuf the »un, kc. In a similar iiuMiner 
(Krj crowded round us in the city ** openiu^ 
the eyes of curiosity, and (he mciutli of axiu- 
nisliiiicntUut still they were silent and 
rexpretful in their OemeMDour. thonjrh eluiler> 
injt like hecs near the theodolite that was oe> 
en.iiunully set up upon their mnparta. 

The city of Ucekanet is of considerahle 
eKtont, and lolcrably iluuriHhirtft in iippeor* 
uiiiM*. I'uiitniuioK HlK)Ut ten thousand houses, 
the hotter Hortof wliieU ure entirely faced with 
richly carved rod stone, iiiiarricd at Kliarcvd. 
*2U ktn N. K. of this piacc. and the pmircr 
kind of houses are curufully piiiiitcd with a 
sort of red oehre, wbirJi is fouud on the spot 
ilk abuiidiinuc, und j(ives the town an npfKrat' 
niiec i»f ^rvut neatness and uiiifoimity. tlir 
y\ alls beiuf; ull red und the doors and wiiidtiw» 
white. There uro eii^hleon wells. *210 foot 
deep, williin the iAitAur ymuiA* which is 
iiitles io vircuil, with five jratus und tliieesui> 
hports; the whole is of stone, with n ditch on 
llirce Hides only, the south-sidoof tin: city 
Ihoiiic interseeWd by deep ravines, which have 
hrokcu Up the w hole esplanade in tliui «|unr* 
ter. The soil In the inniiudiate mn^hhourhiHMi 
Ih nn exceediOKly hard At/nAttr, shewed with 
JIUily pehhics rounded by (henclbin of wuWr, 
HothiitthcrciM MitJc or no eoliivntiuo under (he 
wulU. The eitndel which contains the palace 
is 4|ifi(e detuched from (ht; city, lyinK half n 
mile to the north east of it, and is well foiii- 
lied. )( Uns lofty stone ranipnrls with u pukka 
rtf ft- or fuusse brnyc, and ditch, ohout thiee 
i|Narter mile in circuit, with two Knics, one of 
whhdi leads to the stable court and the casl> 
ern one to the palace yard. OuUsidc the 
citadel on it.^ N. R. nnirle fs a tank (bow dry) 
faced with inasoniy, *20P yonls lonjr and t ltk 
hroiol, called ** Sv^rvt Sfi/nr/' and on Ore 
north side is a decpearlhcrn tank. Rontaiuiiif 
n liille water, which has ohtaioed, und fully 
deserves, the emphutic numc ** Gaiu/aiue'‘ or 

stinkinir. * 

The private apartments in the palorc arc so 
ux(|uisitel)| ornamented, that (bey really de< 
serve a niiuutc descripliun, particularly the 
SeetrA 3ft/Aid of the Hajn Gai Sinipb, the throne 
room of tbu lute Raja Soorut SingU, aod the 
sleujriu^ apartments of the prescot Haja 
liuttuQ. The CmJ MmAuI contains two large 
ebambers with some small closets, foroiing 
compact suit of ruuots; the oater chamber 
being: sheeted with mirrors tastefully separated 
into dilTerent rompartments by gilt frames of 
Arabesoue devices in bas relief, wbicb look 
very rich urthout being at all tawdry. The 
lower pannels arc in imitation of precious 
mosaic, with a specimen of real work, wbioh 
was probably dlscoritinucd from tlie immense 
expense, like the unHaished wiodow in the 
pulaco of AUddin upon which all the Jewels 
of the royal treasury were in vain exhaastod.. 
The dcvluu for representinf mosaic Is %ery< 
in^enloQs, the wnole larfacc of the wall’ 
bciQg cDcruited with stucco made of marble 
lime, worked into beautifully variegated forms 


io the interslict's of whiRb small mirrors and 
ooloureil foils arc so disputed as to give the 
exact eflerl of preeioiiH stones inlaid in white 
marble. The iuiier rhamiH’r isiilmost entirely 
eoveredw'iih this kind of work, which appears 
very fre.di, though cxueiiled <k» or 70 years ago. 
Uieh gluxK luktres, and other bandsume ecnbcl- 
lisJjtiienls Kivu these apai Unci its a truly regal 

uppi*arane4*. 

The throne room of MaharAjn 8oorut Singh 
was only nimplctcd aboat the time of that 
prince's deialli. and consef^umlly Iihh been 
little iKvd. hi walls are riebly orniiuicnUMl 
with llowerv bus reliefs of gold, traeed upon a 
red ground, fbr general olfue.l of wliieh is very 
pleasing, tbnugb uoi so splendid ns the apnrt> 
iiteiits already dcHCril>cil. In the sleeping 
ebsmberof the Mnlmraja I w«uk (mrtbntlnrly 
struek W’illi the bold ligiiros in Ml(o-r«|levo, 
representing (he vnrinns Avatars, llhudrro 
Kaih, Ac., riehJy imiJdetl and gill: n long pa- 
iMiruMiic hunting pieec surmniidud the upper 
part of »n«ih“f nann. representing iho»A«krter<* 
tHtrtrrrt of eU pIcinls, ve'ry richly painted; and 
ij» unoihcr pUee the whitv iH^wdings lliut run

Among (he iiirmorabilia of Uvekaner ought 
to be mcntiuneci the place called Otvtt. A'r>o«f, 
'i't Ao# cast of the city where the dece>ised 
Knjas of Bta kanor are burae<l, and their me- 
nniricnts built as Ihc Itaju of llhurtpoer were 
wont to do Ml Giivurdhuo. Some of the cAsT^* 
rett arc built entirely of tbo white marble of 
Mukrunain Marwar, and tbo rest are of red 
sandstone, elegantly chisel led though partak¬ 
ing uliulv of the ponderous style generally 
observed ill tJje quadrangular jam temples 
called ClKiomsee. Many of the nionuiuenta 
have a slab of white marble standing uprijtbt 
boitcatli tbe central donto, with the elligies 
ofUie deceased prince, wives and suub fcinale 
slaves ns performed t»iec with him. Some of 
these tables are crowded with tigurcs, but it 
is wortl^ of notice that the numbers of those 
do voted* women who braved the fire for their 
departed master s names’ sake are becoming 
f«wcr and fewer at every lucceeding genera¬ 
tion. One of the^worthies whoso ashes repose 
at the Drrce A'si^ was accompanied to the 

f dlc by HI nUtu: another had IH: others 
ess and less, until at last tbe late Mabania 
SocrotSingb was gathered tohU others with¬ 
out a single $uttt sharing bis funeral pile. 
Tbs last that occurred was nine years ago 
when the late l^ja’s second son, Xnwnr Moteo 
Singb, an exceedingly fine young man, was

Kin^b had already dei*rced the abolition of thin 
unnatumi ayalcm, m that the Kaja Rulun 
Kin^h would hlnueJf cllscountonauec the ivne. 

BeinK on the eve of quillng Ihia i>lacc,fui 
we march to*njorniw towards Jcynulincr, and 
having much to do in the Interim, iorludina 
a ieatc inkinft nudienec to Ilia IlixhrieM the 
Mahorttja, I niuM eoneludc Ihb hanty ikofrh 
of the itvekaneor capitil. J have omitted to 
montjon the tcinplcn in thocity, nome of which 
Aro well worthy of notice: niiiny arc of the 
Jain religion. And anioux thviic is a moat 
t'oninimioiij pagoda, called HktmtUtir jn hi 
mvAwri*. on the aoulh tide of the town, the 
lofty conical jpirc of which U vUible foi 
inuny milen. (Utiac to It tire Uic temple h of 
Ncninutti nnd Imehmro Narain. tutlih latter of 
whloh the M ah are jaropnirn twice in the month 
for the performanno of bla dcvoltonj. The 
muHfiert of Muildun Mohan, Ohintamun. 
KIkub Deb, &o., are worthy of mention, hut I 
have not time to parti cu Ian to/'

inp travcMcnr nearly tip to the time of their 
departure from Ilcekancrj jo 1 miiM run back 
to that capital and take op nv talc from Uiv 
point at wnicb my lajt letter dropped it. 

Wo paid our parting vUH to the Maharaja 
on the let March, and at the jamc time be 
received l*urohi( l^irdur Mill, Vakeel at Aj* 
mere on the part of Maharawiil Guj Sinph of| 
Jeyaolraero; thin public reception of the re> 
preaenlativc of hij uei^hboor beinx intended 
by the Beckaner linja aJ a first jicp towards 
a rcconriliniion with the Mnharawul with 
whom ho haj lately been on bad termj: the 
jcuond step will be a meeting between theje 
two potentatej ou their respective frontiers, 
of whioli more will be jaid hereafter. We 
took a very friendly leave of the Rnja RottuD 
Sinxh, hi« eon, and brother, by all of whom 
we had been very civilly treated daring our 
stay at their capital; and after quittinx the 
palace we vuitedilie stablea and men»x<rte, 
where numerous animals are kept ^ very 
neat order* 

Besides the elepbanta and horses kept in 
these courts, we saw two tlxars, two black 
monkeys, an elk, some hfiir, deer, comraon 
monkeys, kc. and a few nee/ y«e, two ol 
which had been broken in to draw a ca/riaxe: 
thev were males, tolerably matobod ia iiae 
autf dolour, and appeared to be a very qufel, 
and I assure you that 1 felt more than half in* 
clined to tarn Jeho, for whatever yoo may 
think, a braee of htu esws la a eurncle u a 

tvn out Aottu be meeaed at. 


On Ihf 2d Maroli we lamed our bocks on 
the hnspiiahlo walla of Beokaner, ami Jfu^r 
fourteen marohea withoot a siaxl^ hall, there 
beinx little or nuthinx worthy of notice on the 
road, we arnved in Jai\;ty at Jeysulmere. The 
xeneraJ mppearanee of the country bet wen 
(liose two vitici is barren, tlMioxh free from 

»aodhills; lbu soil beinx spoor and hiinxry 
xravel iniermiaod wiih pebhloi, ami oe« 
cusionalJy diveraiUed with sandy plains oovc* 
rod with a line DuuriJJiinx kind of xrass upon 
which cattle (brive well. We saw very little 
kymor, tmived. cullivnlion of any kind durinx 
Uto whole jourucy uf lw> iniius and upwards; 
hat I ought not to forget lUut in this spnec wc 
uriually found four green liolds of rorn, nniu* 
of which, however, wus irrigaled. At UjImi- 
ini, uur fust place of vavionpuicnt before we 
crossed Ibc frontier, the wells were dUU feet 
deep. 

It fortunately happens, where (he w'atrr 
I lies so wry fsr l»clow ihe surface of the corlh, 
thsl the incoDveuirnoe. which this would 
olherwise oernsion, is partly obviated hy the 
cxceodinx hardness and tenacity of the soil, 
which eaables the natives to dix kuoha tanks 
of xroat siao that retsio water during many 
oiontlis so Ibat they are imlepi’ndent ef Well 
water for a great part ut tlie year; werb this 
not the case, the country would hr scarcely 
habitable. As it Is, they sre often gristly dis¬ 
tressed during the summer, and many thou- 
vurid head of cauls are oeraslonally lost in 
the severe droughts. Boih Uiu horned callle 
and sheep appear to be of on eacelleiit kind, 
and the wool of tlic latter is inanufat'tured at 
Jeysuhiieie into very flue clothes of various 
kinds. 

There is Dot much junguI on the way from 
Boekaaer, though in some places which arc 
{situated on comparatively low groand. ruvIi 
as Uojner and 8irrnd, Ibero is a great dcnl of 
wood, ebieflyyaatOff A 9 'r«,(akiud of mimosa,) 
and Aareef wbioh here giviws to a large ilse 
tod is called kair. Little game Is to be found 
io so barren a country, Imt tbero are a few 
doeks on the tanks, with the sntsll door cnileil 
cAakars, wolfs, jackals, hares, gray pstridges. 
quail, and rock pigeon, as welf as sundry 
black corlieus to be seen now and then by the 
road side; and there are a few pea-fowls in 
ibe villagu, 1 think. 

Our third halting place, after leaving Boe- 
kancr, was Kailalh, where there is a very line 
tank, the scene of a me/a or fair that takes 
place twice a year: vc arrived tbero on tlio 
1th March, and on sligbiing at our tents were 
agreeably surprised with the mformation that 
.‘tbafa Sbooja, the ez-ki&g of Cabool, was 
within two Diilm of oor camp at a village 
callod Uudh. This unlacky-potontate had 
met with a severe obook at kundahar In ai- 
tamptiDf to reconquer his kingdom, and bis 
army bmug atterly routed by Dost MaiiumuJ 
Kbaorwho eameoowa in person with some 
17,00(1 men to raise tbo selge of Kundahar, 
the fallea oMDaroh was obll|^ to fly, aban^ 
doDiogall his xuBs and bamge, for ''wave 
fwpw' was the Mder of the day. 
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After WAndoriti;? about u a faRitlvc fur tome 
luonlht. Sooju-ckol'Moolk took nfugt with the 
Uiuoera of Sciud and remained 14 dayt at 
Hyriofabad* where bo was very kindly trotted ; 
and on 4|iiUtiii;S Urntjilaco was diiinincd with 
rotenu auilod rather to hit former, thon to 
it present (^>ndilion. From Hydorahnd the 
ov>kiQ}r mode hit way with about thKi follow- 
era to Jey HU 1 1110 re. where ho was alto eiviily 
treated, and lie was on bit way from tbit place 
via lieekancr to LoodiknaJi when we fell lo 
with him. 

On lionring that we were in tlio neighbour¬ 
hood. bit 4i*r«r, a moAt rotiieetnble man who 
hod lived for tome days in Mr. Trevcivan'a 
eoiiipounil at spirilla, while deputed from Shah 
Hhnoja to make tome coinmiiuicHtiao to tbc 
tiovornor-Oouend who wat thon in the hilJt, 
raiiMi over to our camp at Knlinlh nod inliniU' 
led I lint the Shiih would be inurli grati(ie<l if 
the Uritith geiitleuion would pay him a vUil. 
and that he would lie particularly happy to 
receive Lieutonaoi Trevelyan for liU broiherV 
tiiko. a.i well at lilt own. Little pretting wnn 
required to bring alxiot this meeting, and mai- 
lei^i wore Accordingly arranged to at not to 
hurt the reclitigt oflbc quondan monarch, to 
whom thu ollinort of Mr. Blphinttooe't MIh- 
tion were iiiirodueeU under tucli very dilTcr- 
uni cireuuittanuvt at Fothawur* tliough ovem 
jji tbotodayt Ibo King of Cabool and bit an* 
tagunitt Mahinomi 8bah wero like'* the lien, 
aud tbc unicorn figlitiog for tbu crowo." 

We arrived about dusk at Shah ShooJaV 
bivouac, for I cun hardly call it encampment. 
nn there was not a tingle lent to be teen, un* 
lots a small bit of dirty cloth ttroched u|hu> 
sticks deterved the name: with much gwid 
taste the king’s people bad rigged out a ball 
of audience ml /retro by the i^ge of a tank, 
the liigh bunk of which eQ'ootunlly eut off the 
gnae of curious and intrusive eyes, and ena¬ 
bled the Sbab to receive ut more at bia ease 
lliAii If no such place of concealment bad 
b^n At hand. A charpoy, covered with 
thaw It and ihIIowb, terved as a throne: a 
green tree did duty at a canopy; two carpett 
were tpread in front of the charpoy to mark 
the limiiod spare assigned exclusively to roy¬ 
ally : aod In front, oo either band, stood a few 
of the personal attendants in large blue tur¬ 
bans, wbile three ur four ennuebt posted 
tlieiiiselvcs in rear of tbeir master. After mak¬ 
ing these arrangements, with the bank at bit 
back, the tank in front, and *‘tbe lofty vault 
of heaven” above his head, the Sbab tat 
with all due decorum waiting the arrivaJ of 
hit visitors. 

On our appearance, wo were nabered to 
within a few feet of tbc ebarpoy, alias throne, 
where Sliab 8booja remained sitting while we 
Stood in front of him booted and with tbe bead 
covered! be eaprested himself highly gratJ- 

tied with the trouble wc bad taken to coose 
and visit him in his nisfurtones. and so far 
from concealing tbe extent of his reveso, be 
detailed to us with great buency, and in easy 
familiar Persian, a sketch of bis advsntnros 
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present time. 11c told us of his 'diflWulty in 
raising money from Kunjuct Singh by the sale 
of such jewels uml valuables ot remained in 
bis potteusiun before he i|uillcd Loodlana; 
and which aficr all only realised SA>,UI0 rupees- 
His depurturu from the Uritisli froiuior with 
a suiull army and four guns; bU uncspcolod 
success ai SUikarpoor: his beleaguering liic 
city of Kundahar witJi a considcruble force 
and sixteen pieces of orJiiaiicc ; bis lirat suc¬ 
cessful rcsisiance against Dost blaburoud 
Kbou, and hit subsequent overthrow by that 
powerful chief, were nil luucUcd upon ixisuc- 
ceasiuii. us acll as the prlvsiliuns which he 
had sulfcrml auil the fatigue he hml endured 
while h^iug from place to place before the 
face of his enemy* After all this iiialUguised 
narrative of his coiiditiou, ho coneludeil by 
saying IliuL kings were houmi to MTk ndvlre 
iu ull uuarlers. mid he thorclhre, wished to 
know wbiii line of acthm wc aiiiiM rucum- 
mend under bis present clreuinslauces; a 
question easier usked Ihun nnswered unless 
I He euuld Im persuaded that, it'was ld>^ixutic 
I ujidertiikiiig to sulnlue ii distJiilkiugduui willi 
four guns, a mere Imutiful of men, and au 
almost empty treasury. 

After enough of Pertian bad been spoken 
to satisfy thu court etiquette. 8Uah vbcHija 
ordeied his HllcJidants to fall back and re* 
opened the couvcrsalioo in Hinduostanvr. 
wkieb bo a|H.*akt with lluoncy from having 
resided to long at J^uodiuiiu. He reiterNied 
the expretsions of pluature derived from our 
visit and ditinitsed ut courteously, receiving 
with luauy ibaokt, from his visitors a few 
txayt of dried fruits scut to hit euiup after 
our return home, a piceo of civility wliieh 
wot tlic more aeccpt&hic at it was quite un¬ 
expected, and his hungry rollowers looked 
at if they would be glad to tec a few apricots 
aud piaiacbiv'QUts again. 

The Sbah’i dreti was very simple, a huge 
UlMdm that had ooce been embroidered with 
gold cooccaliog the whole of bis nether gar¬ 
ment: a large blue tbawl covered hit head as 
a turban, and be bad gloves upon bis bands so 
that there was no oecaaion fur wearing rings, 
Uio exUlenee of whiob wut rather apocriphal. 
Mis countenance was bronsed by lung expo¬ 
sure to the weather, and be was tomewbai 

( lulied down by fatigue aod sicknett, but hit 
eatares still retained adiguifieU appearaoee 
to which a noble black and llowiog beard con¬ 
tributed not a little. 

The mectiog with hit cx-majesty of Cabool 
bos occupied to much space that I mutt defer 
the account of our sojuuru at Jeysulmcre fur 
tome future opportunity; at present I must 
merely tay that wc arrived here jut at tbe 
GonclusioD uf tli6 if•/es festival, on tlie I4tli 
or l^h ioftant, and are likely to remain faerc 
tome days longer.

\n wo remained nearly three wceka at 
icyaulmetr before tbo breaking up ofoiir little 
parly, there wav ample time for a Iciaurel^ 
examination of the town, citadel, and enva- 
ruua, bul the Utter are loo sterile to iciupt any 
one to wander Ur from (he city, and may as 
well be dismiased in a few words previously 
locntenug luto a description of tbe capital. 
The country all round Joysolmeru for many 
miles ia a desolate, Htoiiy de«en ; it eimnot be 
railed n ploin bovause Jt U rather a sucec&sion 
of vallies or jnclinod planes several miles lon^r 
and three or four miles bmait, funned by low 
ridges of yellow limestone, the strata of arhieb 
are not quite horiiontal but dip gently to the 
westwtra and crust out on the oaitem aide, 
with a tolerably bold profile of 00 or )00 feet 
in beiglit The city is built on tbe south end 
of one uf these ranges, which is so nearly borU 
tonUI that Hi upper surface it quaitied in 
rYd^tUreciluu, and supplies aboudaot bn lid* 


ing material far tlie inhabitants : on the soUlh 
side of ibe uity. but within ibi walls, is an 
insulated hill about threoquarters of a mile 
in circuit, and with rather precipitous sides, 
whieh hsis been carefuliy forUded with more 
than Nil bastions, and forms a very imposing 
ciludcl when seen fioni the southward; lint 
the unfortunaic contiguity of iherango of bills 
already rnoniiuned which arc within duo yards 
I of (bo north face of ibe fort, and wry ueurly 

of the same aUiluder diminisbes very riiiicli 
its capabiliiy uf defence ; cKpeciatiy us this 
hili railed Noslrr DooNyrrr, is 7UI> yards wide 
at the top and allows of guns i>cing brought 
up to tbe vcrybxit uf the town wall. 

The rampnrls arc2i miles incire.tit, with 
ON bastions, generally much higher than Ibu 
iMUTventing curtains, but many of (hem are in 
ruins. Four gales tind three sally ports give 
uccess lu (he city, bul there are niuny odiur 
mrts w lie re horsemen muy ride over tiie nails 
>y uscendiug the hillucks of drift sand, wbirb 
have nearly obUU*rutcd (ho whole of tliu 
sou (hern a.s well as a groat part of (ho western 
fare. The town wail was never very stnjng. 
being in iu mnsl perfect state, barely four and 
n half r<vt (hiek and 14 feet high {including 
a pnra|H4 0 fool high and 2 feet tmek) wiliiuut 
eitlier dileh or jt*iwe brtirr. There is one 
small gun mi (hc highest bastion in the N. H. 
angle of tile oiry, which appeared to be the 
only picee of ordnance on the town walls. 

The ciladol U an irrcgulnr triangle nearly 
yards or } mile in circuit, as already 
meiilioneJ, aud may be nearly ld(r feet high 
to the sumiuituf (he ramparts, which vary frciiii 
0 lodtt feel, aud have a narrow reaev 0 feel 
broad ruuiiiijg allround. 

There is a single entrance on the north side. 
diTcndoil by four gateways with sloping muds 
between them so as In give easy access to the 
palace and oilier hiiiUlings within its ares* 
which is quite choked with MHHtUri and 
houses, pour guns are at present luounlerl 
on (ho vralls. nod two heavy guns, a largo 
bowitser. and three field pieces are drawn up 
near tbe lower gate. The foot of (ho hill, on 
which the citadel stands, is soarped all round 
with masonry to the height of liS or 20 feet, 
whence the face of the hill recedes at an 
elevation of about 40N to tiie foot of the rener, 
so that Uiese works may be aaid to buvo rather 
a siil' section, which it would be difllcult to 
assault Uiough easy eoough to breach. 

The ercstvof the parapets arc crowned wilh 
hag«t logs and balls of stone neatly urranged 
in readiness to be thrown down on the heads 
of an assailing eolumu; the garrison, too, arc 
wvll provided wilh water, having eight wells 
withiti Uie citadel which ore 904 feet deep, and 
conlaia rather brackish, but not undrinkable 
water, which would of course bo used during 
the siege, tboueb at present the mliabitanU 
use the water of a large tank called Omfreetir, 
300 yaMs H. E. of the city, clone to which are 
seveWl small pits or duration wells called 
i9crcr only a few cubits deep, wldcb collect a 
little sweet water wUbout going down lotbe 
] andspriogs. There are on ly two we Us for tfa e 
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r'tiy jnat ouUitle tbe wt$i gate. aiiiJ iMitli 
coscreil by A Ntone parapet with 
they an: koL uuLita ur tMI f«ct deep, and tlif 
water ix aligbtly brnrkish. A baolce in oow 
bdiig dug cluxo to tbe fort gale, and butt 
already SktUiju'd a tlcptli of 901 culiita. but 
ban not yet learhcO ibe main apHrtg.

Thu city of JeiKulmere conUina nearly 
(light thdUAand houxea, ificluding two or three

The cilndcl, town wall, and iiJ) the priiici|NiJ 
IhMixrx boiiig huik of iho dull yellow linic- 
of which the hill lUrlf ix ^mi|HiXi'd.

A*u N. N. W. of Jeixuliuere, intie.h valued on 
nn'oiinl of the particles of lioiextono l>eing 
distributed io small vermircular and con tort ed 
ligurcs in ft matrix of indurated red ochre, 
wbieh when cut nod polished has a fftneiful 
rexcmhliinee to Persian writing upon red pa> 
per. N umeruux conrxc specimens of the lai- 
ler xtoiio rnoy be seen in the upper pavement 
of UkUur's tomb at SikunJra. 

Among the few things worth seeing at 
Jdxuliuero are Ihc Maha Rawal's pulaca*, aiir* 
mounted by a liugo umbrella (the only other 
ItaJ pool chief uotilled to this cinhlem of dig¬ 
nity bciog the Mahftnina of Oodeporc:) and 

the MtMxr/art, or pagodwx in the oitadel of 

whi(‘b thcru nrc six; half Hindoo and half 
/aln : Hie latter bciii^ uf great Hnii(}QUy and 
richly oruQineated with carved stone. The 
kuKeUrf, or dwelling house of Salim Siagli 
Mehlu^ Into htioistcr to tbe Rawul, is quite a 
curiosity in Its way, towering proudly over tbe 
ncighhouring houses iiko King's ^Jlege 
Chapel (tbe Krcshicisu’sguldc) »t Cambridge, 
Ibougli Uiu true uaiitab would bv hurfllied al 
such to unworthy cooiparison. 


The revenue of the Bbalee country appears 
to be very miiub eiruuniseribrd. and I do jud 
remember lo have heard the Itowula ineoiur

Uuriug our long stay al Jeysulincre name* 
roux meetings look plaec between Ibe xubor* 
dioalu members of tbu Mission (ibc rcspoctable 
men sent with Lieutenant Maekisoa ou tbe 
part of Ihc Khaa Ubawul Khao, aod the 
rooljJinitiMi tervautx of tbo Mabfi Rawul)Nnil 
Miatii rs being ut length brought to an umicH- 
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ble adjiutjncnt tfarough the arbitralioa of tho 
oilkcr» dopalcil fur thla piviKMc from tho 
iigviiciea ur Delhi ond Ajtnere, wo broke up 
our oazQp on Ibc 9d April, mad made two 
roarobeg northward from Uie capiul, rcuaiu* 
ing 3 or 3 days at a large tank called AToie- 
tee$ir close to tbc frontier, while arrangeoieotg 
wore made for Ibe final leave taking of tbc 
sold Mlfiion. 

As it was likely that the preseoee of Isente* 
nant Trevelyan would be required at or near 
Jeyiulmere for at least anotlkcr luonth. he re¬ 
turned towards that capital from A'vAKrrenV 
on tbfl 7ih of April, and arrived there on the 
following day. abonl Uie same time that his 
two lateeoiMpHnions reai'bed Khan poor, where 
liuhiiw'ul Khan lisppenvd to be holding his 
rourl. Lousing tlioiii, liowover, to pursue 
lljoir WKV *' lit llic buck o’ bey lint,** i. r., on the 
Ollier siili^ of (he gmut Dcsvrt, we must return 
to JuyHoIrnore unci watch thcuiovniivnU of the 
nniin body of tho Mission. 

** The Mu ha lluwul, finding the enast clear, 
ns the snpernuinernry IMeb Urg had made 
thonigelvos setareo with acontidemblv nuiubci 
of followers, now entered with great gluo into 
such husinesa as rvniained imadjiistiul. His 
first oarc was to return the visit of his guest, 
to whoko tentH he cauie with all his court, 
sending nyM^ or royal cushion for the espe¬ 
cial dignity and comfort of bis own goodly 
person, with a brigade of guns to tickle the 
cars uf tho lieges with thundering salute. 
Ilolf of the thunder, however, liung>fire, for 
one of the gnus refus^to upJilt ils most sweei 
voice, so tbc whole brunt of the bellowing full 
trpon tlic other ** AoKcAv-W'/rv.” TJie meeting 
iHssetl olT aUnlrahly, and after presenting 
ijs Tktiktfrtr* In the British Envoy with a little 
gonoral converaatiun,theMalia Ituwul cleared 
tho court and had some private confab; the 
result of which was, ** M/f«Wr dictu,** tbit 
be promised even at this iuelement season of 
the year to go out I40 miles to his uwn frontier 
to bavo an interview with iJio Mahorgjab 
Hutun Singh of Bcekanccr: and still wore 
wonderful tJio nromiso has actually been faU 
filled. 

This Inlerviow, which was to renew a friend¬ 
ship between the lately unfriendly chiefs nf 
licckanecr and Jcysuhucrc, was the principal 
object of tlio Mission from Ajmere; and well 
it was for the accomplMlimciit of that uhj^^ 
that Lieutenant Trevelyan, during hU pcrMnal 
iiitereouric with tho Rawul, bwd so wtin bU 
heart and acu aired such an iiinoenec over 
that durbar tuat be succeeded in carrying 
iliis very desirable point in spite of tbc Avowed 
rememstraoces uf tho Ranawut (tbc Maha 
Haws Vs favorite Princcia) and the less ap¬ 
parent, though perhaps equally sincere, op¬ 
position of one of the principal Ministers, and 
some of the discontented Bbatee Thakoors. 

But Ihe arrangements fur a weighty cero- 
luoiiyofthis kind were not lobe completed 
in A burry, and many a weary day wu passed 
before) tho forty horse powei of persaasinn 
set the f umbrous mass of a Rajpoot court in 
motiou. Ily way of duing something useful 


in the interim^ Lieutenant Trevelyan proceeded 
to the village! of liudora Goiu, Ruslu, and 
Dovee Rot, to make a personal distribution 
of tbc money exacted by the British Govuro- 
uicui from tbe Mabaroja Muun Singh uf Jotid- 
poor in cumpensutitiD of Ibe outrsgvs com¬ 
mitted by his subjects, upon the S. B. frooticr 
of deysulmerc. After delivering to cucli of 
tbe sulTerers the sums uppurlioned aeordlng 
to (heir various losses, and for the receipt of 
which they iM^cocd tp be wry grateful, Mr. 
T. returued to the capital, obout tiic tiotli 
April, and wui vimbled Almost immediately 
aficrwards to prevail on the Kuwul to com- 
meuce bis moich towards tho Bcknnecr fron¬ 
tier, as will l>c mcntionml hereafter. 

Dart of the time preceding tbe above visit 
of retribution to tbo plundered viJIngan, had 
been spent at the Umur Sdgiir, u picssunt 
country rcirvHt ulroady meiituMicd, and Ihv 
Maba Kiwul Ouj Singh came out to spend a 
couple of days with his RiigliMh friciul, iil this 
place, ilrcut was tho glco of the good nutiircd 
vfaiefs as they competed with each uthcr in bsll 
practice at the tnrgcl, which was fnlrly struck 
by both : and much did he admire, the evolu¬ 
tions of the haoriful of sipaliucs which fonued 
our eseorl, observing that llioiigli few inniini- 
ber they did great things, and he begged so 
hard to see them fire just a single volley," 
that there was uo refusing Ids request: and so 
a score or two uf our boDOurnblc master's 
leaden pills were sent flying on a deputation 
fioiu which they will hartlly return until the 
Greek Knleuds. Our little party of lilalr's 
Horse were also trotted out in presence of the 
dur1»ar. and went through a few tnanrrovres 
to tbe Riwuls great delight, who bestowed a 
solid compliment upon all the parties tint had 
been paraded for bis particular gratification. 

On another occasion the Rawul insisted on 
the English gentleman's going to the palace 
and ** luakiag a regular day of it." An excef- 
Icnt breakfast was spread for the iickrk, and 
in bis pretty little rAr«<A wwAa/, whence lie 
could sec without being seen. Another break¬ 
fast was laid out (table cloth and all) for 
tbe Prince himself. When tlic bourds were 
olearod the dancing damsels wore introduced 
according to the custom of Gaslcrn courts, and 
** tbc day drove on with songs ond clatter" to 
the great dcllglit uf tbe Rawul, however wea¬ 
risome it might have been to his guest. 

Tbo paiicnt enduraoev of these frivuUtics, 
and an apparent eboerful participation in 
them, did more to bring tbe BhuUoo olilef 
into training fur hia weary trip to tbe frontier 
Iban many an hour’s serious advice woultl 
have done: and trnly this eonciliatory lino 
of conduct Diet with its reward, for on tbc 
night of tho 5tb May, all preparations being 
at length aceompIisb^. Lieutenant Trevelyan 
was enabled to quit Joisulmore, and the Raw u 1 
left his capital at the same tlaio, so that all 
dilBculiies seemed to be at an cod. But 
tlicre is many a slip between die cup and tho 
Up, ond so It nearly proved on the present 

oceajuon, for before aalf of the fiist inareli 
was completed an ill-omonod howling of jack¬ 
als, or scrvamlog of partridges at tUu wrong

•• Wu arrived At Tvhrnu in the latter end of 
July, Iwll, hut in roiiKcipiencit of the fever 
and Dguu luukiug its nppvuruncc aniongsi ut, 
rcmuiiietl inuclivc, for h peiimlof two inonlha, 
when ordcis were rcerivml for ilio detach* 
riieiit lu Uko the Orld .vgairiM the Kririla.-ni 
rave of people who Inholiit the mniintains 
ndwecji Tabicvi and Turkey: wc were two 
uumiha Jotliu liuld.aad every Uiiug waxadiled 
without a shut being bred from either aide. 
Wu returned with the Amjy to Tuhrec*, juat 
in Iniic to accompany Mahomed Mirsii, (the 
pn;scnt King) to the cnpiiol. Uii uncle Ali 
Mirzn hurlxig uascmblcd a 1 atgc force, declared 
hiinsolf King. Uc sent out his army to op> 
pose the man.h of the Prince Royal -hat ter¬ 
ror s<*iacd ihcir general—a hrothcr of the 
inoirptT, and all fled hack towards the capi- 
tul. lie wassitusicd. as it were, hetween two 
hrr.i: if he went hack to hisLrofhcr, wi^oul 
lighting for liU brother’s pretended claim, bis 
head would have been tJic forfeit for his 
ouwardieu: on the other hand, if be allowed 
liiiustdf to be taken piisoacr by the enemy, 
decapitation would iinmedintcly cDsoe; bat 
he acted a wise imn to save bis head. He 
gave liini&elf up to Sir Johu Cemphrll, who 
guaranteed that no harm should befal him 
The whole of his army laid down Ihcir arms, 
seeing that their chief had surrendered, ahd 
were all taken prisoners, but sbnrtiy after¬ 
wards released, and directed to vetara to tbeir 
duty. 

Oor force then mirehed into the capital, 
where Mahomed Mirza was crowned King. 
Kvery thing is now quiet in this quarter. The 
news Arrived here a few days ago of tbc de« 
feat of Housaan Ali, Mirt.Vs brother, who 
was at tbo bead of the Prince Rnytrt army, 
lie was slightly wounded, and fled with about 
two hundred borsenea. All the rest were 


taken prisoners. Licutenant-CrdoiicISIrllcnry 
Lindsay cuinnnindcil llie Koyal army, with the 
assistance of twu oilier ofliccni. uiul six ser- 
juanu of the delachiiieut. t^donrl Passmore 
and tbe rcmwiiiiiig iiun-comiiiissioiicd uOkora 
are at present in the capital. I was proveiit- 
ed from wriliiig from sickness, and no packet 
for ludia, I had Imcn infurnuul, liatl, or was 
about tu leave this fur India, since Uvtobur 
lust. 

Tbc atTalrs of Persia are interesting to us 
ill many imints of view—they are iniurcsting 
so far as ri'gards the individual exertions of 
our country men In supporting the cause oftlio 
legitimate dyi&.isly, and Uicy lire of estrcDio in¬ 
terest an far as regartl the looting on which we 
stand with that power. From the dptniled uc- 
('.oont which wo subjiiiii, and with whirli wo 
hive been favored by a gontlcinxn, who, from 
personal knowledge, has been aMv to give ;in 
accurate account, it will he tbui it wus 
chiefly owing to the prudent And able miuiago*< 
munt of our Envoy at the Court of Porsrn, 
and those under his coiniuand, thiit ibe righu 
of the lawful sovereign have becu established. 

It would serve little purpose for us to center, 
at this mooicot, into iLe history of our diplo¬ 
matic relatinus with Persia, or the |>oiicy 
which baa dictated that line of passive conduct 
iu its affairs which has hitherto characterised 
our relaliiiDsbip with tfast country ; but it muy 
bo pertnitlod us to a»k why it is that, not- 
witlistaoding our acknowledged influeuce at 
that C^efrt, so liiUe positive advantage results 
(to us. in a naiioiiul point of view, from tbe 
eosDvction ? Tbe ebief object of a Hission to 

Chat Court is, as wo all know, the securing iho 

Peniau interest Vith a view to tbe protec¬ 
tion of oar Indian possessions against the 
aggressions of Russia; yet true it is, and of 
verity, that Russian influence is so sirobf at 
that Court that England is cajoled, deceived^ 
and bambooalod, while Russia, day after day. 
extends her influence, fortiOes her power, and 
strttehea her domains to the utmost limit 
which her grasping ambition any oboose to 

cel 
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covft and demand. Such is the reatilt of a 
most miBcbicfOUS policy on the partofEnr* 
land» marked alike for Its want of spirit in 
the deilttn» andwaiilof eneriry in the execa* 
tion. Koglaml will fight the biiHlea of Persia, 
—her heat and bratoat anna uill risk their 
lirca in her cause, yet while she rcapi the 
empty shadow of glory, Russia aecun^x Die 
more substantial portion of the feast. 

At the prescDt time there is scarcely a de¬ 
mand we cnuld make nn Persia which would 
not be yielded. We would not advocate the 
policy of taxing her geuerosiiy at a moment 
when she must fed herself unJer a weighty 
debt of gratitude, yet a regard t4» the peace 
and safety of India, as well as the wish to prc> 
vent Persia becoming the theatre of war.—and 
which must sooner or Inter ho the ease if the 
inlvrcsU of England and Russia remain op. 
posed as they do, ought tu ioduco the Uritish 
trovernment to turn the present ninnient to 
Die best account, and place IhrmseUes on 
such a fooling In Persia ns to leave the grasit- 
ing Autocrat little hope of an asylum within 
the Persian territories should his ambitioh 
ever lead him to try the cniic{U4’St of India. 
Napoleon ridiculed the muck scruples of Eng¬ 
land in her diplomatic intercourse with the 
other nations of Europe, (n the field, Eng¬ 
lishmen were formidable, he said, but in the 
Cabini)!, they were children. It is too true. 
The ifuestlons which have agitated Eiim|ie 
for the last five years might have been set at 
rest with a single protoeol had England acted 
on a determined Mlicy. Out tlio undecided 
rbnracter in wliioh she appeared on tbc stage, 
left the other powera at a loss what lo think, 
or what to do. it was her indecision that 
pointed the way lo^ebemetAli in his triumph¬ 
ant progress to tbo walls of Consiastino- 
ple,—the same cause hroucht Ihr Ituxsiana 
within those walls, aud Ic<i to that treaty be¬ 
tween the Russians and Turks which neither 
would have dared bcea a party to, bad Uiey 
not calculated on the usual passive (Mdlcy of 
Boglaod. Holland also heura evidence to Eng¬ 
land's forbearance, and Belgium has no 
ground to he grateful. Poland has, with its 
last Tiiiec, denounced England as false to the 
cause of liberty, and all Europe gives echo lo 
the cJiurgc. 

With regard to Persia, such policy is dan¬ 
gerous in the highest degree, ns iiootonly 
does not improve our ho|»es in that ijusrtrr, 
but is apt to create an idea that wc are not 
so powerful a nation as we would wish to be 
thought. Tbc experience of the past has 
taught US the coarse wbicb ought lo be pur¬ 
sued with regard to Persia, and the present 
Dme seems tbc most litDng for our purpose 
that could have presented itself. 

The following la the communioaiioB with 
which we have IMcn favored:— 

Haviug Just arrived, charged with dis* 
patches from our Envoy at the Court of Per¬ 
sia. announcing (he acoession of Mabooied 
Shah to thecrowitof (bat empire, and fancying 
tbai an abridged sketeb of our eampajgning 
Ja that country, subiequcDt to (be demue of 


the late Klog Fnue-Ale-Shah, may not be 
unaeouptnble to yuar numerous readers, I 
have lieen induct to look over the pages of 
lay Journal, and glean from theoi a few ob¬ 
servations for your valuable pa|>«r. 

Having |>crformed a journey of unprece¬ 
dented quickness from instant!nople toTa- 
brecs in fourteen days and nights nud twelve 
hours,—a distance of nearly l.dOO miles, f 
arrived at the Utter city on tbo I si November. 
1834, and was greeted with a hnarty welcome 
hy 8lr John Campbell, Envoy at the Court of 
Persia, who appitHrod much aslonlsbcd at the 
short time in which 1 bad performed my ardu¬ 
ous Vi$k~ It iuifl never Iwcn performed hy a 
Europenn in siicU a sbort time, and only hy 
line Tnr^r. My ride was through Asia Miiior, 
whoso inountuins, valleys, and rivers (dear, 
would charm the eye of the most faHiidimis 
emgouncur. However i must say that Ta* 
hrcea, with its impliilUeatre of red hills, was 
the most agreeable scene 1 hnd wjlnessed 
since leiiving the shores of the Bosphorus. 

A few days after my arrival »( Tuhrrcx. 
(here were rumours io Djs basnur of the King's 
death, and whiuh wvic in a few days after 
eorroliorated by the Prince Royal himself, 
who knowingly Ddd Bir John Diat he had 
known it sevenil days. 

Sir John Caiupl^elJ being certain of the 
King's death, lust no Dine ii> pnparing hir 
a crisis, the probable conic4]uenecs of which 
had attracted the attention of the Courts at 
Europe. Ho represented to the Prince the 
necessity of iitiiuedlato and active mcasurcs- 
had orders sent olT fur Dig troops encnnipccl 
at Khue to march on Tahrees with all pos¬ 
sible dispatch,—gave direutions to Sir Henry 
BelhuDe, a. t. s., better known in Persia by 
the oame of Lindsay, to got in readiness a 
park of artillery fur immediate service. On 
Die 9th of November. MaUouied Mirsu wus 
puldicly proclaimed King, aud a grand salute 
fired ou tbe occasion. On tbc IDlb, the ar¬ 
tillery were all in readiness to march, but u 
want of money fur their pay, which had iioi 
been issued to them for 3 years, was ouw 
sadly felt, and it was not without Sir Joho's 
Bssisuince, and the great influence Sir Hcniy 
Bethune possessed overtboin, that they were 
prevailed upon lo move, receiving an enaiihj 
of two MunaoDs, and a promise of Dieir arrears 
at Tehran. Having got them off a great point 
was gained, as the regiments coming iu from 
Kbuc, all in arrears, would be tbc more cosily 
settled with. 

The reports from the south at this i.eriod 
were varied and nneertain. but all agreed 
with respect lo the unsetilod alatc of the 
country. A large caravan from the capital 
was eonpletely plundered a few marclicH 
from Tabrees, and other acts of a similar 
nature were every day committed by the wan* 
denog tribes, who UivariabJy take advantage 
of the unseliled slate of the oountrv to com- 
mit^all kinds of depredations on tlieir more 
peaceable Dsighboura. 

The aatmlogera having found a propiDons 
hour on ibo 1 lib for the King lo commeaoe 
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hU mareli on the ca|)ita}. ho oecorUinsIji 
ingunted, nnd proceeded to o tarden about 1' 
ruHe from the Iowa. Uo the iMh the Iroopa, 
nrriveU front Kboe cotacuauded by the Amier 
Niasani, and nut in ihe uo«t uidorly elate. 
They immediately made known their deter 
luifialjou not to take the field until all their 
Hrruiira were paid. They encamped in front 
of the RuytiJ Garden, and werv on the follow- 
inir day inapeclod by liia Maje^iy in |icraon, 
who was received on Gie«paxade with a royal 
mhIoIu from the artillery, and three volleys 
IVpiii thu line. The uflicers being ordered to 
the front, he addressed them in a very kind 
iiiid cluciucnt apoucb.prounaing them |>ay aiul 
honours ua their reaching Tehran, but that ui 
pkcscnt it was not ilk his power to pay their 
iirruaia. He afterwords rcnlv down fhc line, 
addressing vaeh rcgiiuunt as he passed, and ro- 
rogdixingneveral old veterans wlio liud served 
w'lili biiii in bis eumpuign with bis Jhibor Abai 
Miutrsa, in Korasan. Tliere were scvur.d hints 
Kivioi by the niim, who are nvi at any lime very! 
pariicular ulsiUt n|>caking in the ranks, ru* 
garding Ibeir pay, but all past olT well, aod the 
men returned to their camp. 

The King, imagining that ha bad ijoivted 
the cuui|d«uijts of bis regular army, look bis 
linal departure from the neighbourhood of 
Tabrees. leaving all bis affairs in a ninst 
deplorable state, and what is still more ex* 
lioordinury, and will scarcely be credited, 
his iiiliiisUrr, the Klani Miikam, Ibe neat day 
followed his young master, ur aprr.vding a 
report to tliut odect, hid himself in the town, 
thus leaving all the affairs of aftoubled coun* 
fry* a dhidem at stake in jeopardy. 

This rondnrt on the part of the Persian 
autborlties iiceuss*irily iucrciiscd tlic dilUcuI- 
ties and ruspuusihtJily which 8ir iobu (<auip- 
lielJ had to contend with, and which be atir- 
mounted in a firm and inas^rly oianucr. Af¬ 
ter u trouble some search of two days, and in 
which most vnluublo time was lost, hn failed 
in pmioiTing an audience of the Kiam Makam, 
iind seeing oo probability of assistance from 
that (|uarter, and from wliicb much might 
rcasojuibly have been ex peeled, he commenced, 
single banded, to turn tbo tide of affairs 
wbicii owing to the innoccace of the young 
King, nod the mistakon policy of his uiioistor. 
bad nigh left, the hark on a bore at the mercy 
of piiutesi he asseuildud the chief oiNcers uf 
the uriiiy with wbom bo bad always been on 
UM»st friendly terms, ai>d sutisiled those gi'n- 
tlcincn hy menus which are usuully succeaaful 
in Persia, and succeeded lo getting the last 
regiujcuc out uf Tabroca on Uiv :£Jrd for the 
general reodeavous, Meana, where the Xing 
wanted to usemble his troops. 

Sir Henry Belhune fearing the eyil mnse- 
uenees that might accrue froni our delay ai 
'ahreea, made a bold movement across the 
Kofiln Khoe, a dilllealt pass over a mngo of 
mountains wbioh separates tbs Provinces of 
Asahijnn and Teake, and proceedi/uc oo 
towards the eaplUil, took possession of Zun* 
goon, a town of some impotUDce, and placed, 
himself ID a strong positioa oatside tbo walls. 


Ue j ujt arrived there ia time to save the ploce, 
I and relieve the (lovernor, Baliman Meertii, 
the King's brother, of excessive fear, w'bich 
IimI indui'otl him to take refuge among the 
ladies of bis burem. 

Hirdcfin having arranged matlers fur the 

I triUctrtiou of the Tower, moved out to join the 
Ung on the lidth. 11 in Majyniy w?rs very 
uneasy alKiut our drhiy, ami uhioh he hiuiself 
bad O4'vasioiic'd, tliu imiHirlnorr of wlik’b ho 
now bi’gnii (0 4'uinpreheiu 1. 1 its bad roadied 

him from Tehran written by ximie of hix well 
wishon ill tbutpliiee, urging him Ut nmku all 
speed wilb his nroiy, and informing him that 
hisnnrle llio Zilin Sultan had erowiiud bimHclf, 
was aeknowleilged King In the onpiLil, and 
4 ailing liimsrlf Adnl .Sha, wiix prepniing an 
aniiy for the lield. Wc arrived ut Meuiui on 
tho *JUlli, ami ncro ditto p] mi riled in not ineeliiig 
the King wUu bad erosxeci the kufliri Khm* the 
day beforo nnr nrrivni. We proeevded on 
I the next Illuming and joined Hn Miijesly h| 
Atken, and moving nn in eoiiiputiy, wiiliout 
hall, Joined thu advauei* fiireo umb^r Sir 
Henry Ueiliunu on the rird Gui*eiiiber. Puw 
eiruuinstanrcB uf coiiNci|nciirc tiKik pbieo 
during nur mare.1i, uxeept the arrival of Ibe 
Kuk‘nia-Ui>wleh ^nindu Ut the King) who had 
left the eupital with orders from his lirotber 
to raise an army in the district of Khunma. 
hut who, on perceiving onr near approach, got 
alarmcil and eanic in with about‘iiMHiorseiiiuu. 
He staled th:<t when be left bis brutlois 
court they bad not allowed IbcaisukcM to 
think fur a nioiacnl that tlieru was any jios« 
sihility nflliu Asuliignr truups moving aernsv 
the Kofiin Kbao till after thu winter,•—tbai 
they beard in the capiUd that the King bsd 
a very severe uttuuk of gmii, and to remove 
wUieh he hnd alluwcil bis cfiicf physieian, 
assisted by Or. KiarU. to ampiitatu both bis 
legs. After a most uniioeessary delay of 
days, and during which time nothing of cun- 

so4|ueoce took place, tbe King oonxeiited to 
sending in advance a force under Sir Ib riry 
Uethniiu, who was dirueted to keep our iimceb 
in frniil of the main body. That olliecr sc- 
eurJingly eommeneed bin inandi with 10 
pieces of artillery, and two regiments, also 
a large body of horse, and n letter having 
hueii dHpnluhed In the nsnrpcr piarnnleeing 
him his h/r. and projicriy. should he 

rooic lo terms, sealeil hy IsHh Sir John and 
Count Siminich, wc comun^iieed oiir inandi 
wilb the whole army on tlie7tb for the capi¬ 
tal. A few duvs aCler our departuro from 
/ungoom the Maotimet-e-Dowldi and die 
(Ipifl’e-DowU-h joined the King. They were 
both tbc mioisters of laU; His Majesty, and well 
known charselers in Persia. Ua the iOth 
wc received imsitive intelligence of a force 
rnnmianded by Emam Nad6r Meeraa baving 
left Tehran, aud a day or two after the 
advance horse of both armies bad some slight 
ikinnishing near a village called 
when those of the usurper was obliged to rer 
tire, and oiir troops moving on uext day took 
posMSsion of a large town oallod Casben. 
This plm e, owing to the firmness dii^layeil 
by iu Governor, was not Uken |>owoss)on of 
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bv iht: enemy's troops wlio were refujcd pro- 
TiMions, end obliged to enoemp nomo diilaoce 
from Ujv walls. Here Sir Jobo left Ibe King, 
and proceeded in advance with Sir Ilenrj 
Hetliune, and b^ exerting ilie ioHoencv be 
possesacd over llicebiefaof tbc Prince’s army, 
as well as by some clever ncguliatioos with 
tJial person age bixusoif, succeeded in iaduo> 
log II greot jnaiiy of the former lt> oome over, 
nniJ llic Prince liodiog bis ranks daily decrease 
iiig eautc in himsril* to make terns on tbe 
17Lh, and all his artillery followed Ibe ex¬ 
ample of tlii’ir cbiof iu Uiu evening. Thus 
eoneluded our HOairs with Kmam Nadur 
Minsa, who, having nude eapiUl lems for 
his brolbcr, wus returning with a lirutau to 
3'e1jr»n, in which it whs mudo known thiH, 
slioiilJ he ithsiain fimn plumlering the loyiil 
treiisury, and doing any injury to the town, 
lie would be continued in his Uoveriiincnt of 
Ihe PiHivinifc, and nil his past conduct furgoU 
ten. The Prince hail out proceedcii far from 
our luinip, Mlieu he lucl ii purly of men from 
the eHpital. These fellows were on their 
way to the King 1 o give liiiii thn kanpy 
intclligeuix of lUe upprehensioo oflhvAiU 
la Kulluii by the son of the Assilfe llowlct, 
wJio nmdv him prisoner, and phived him in 
charge ot tlic LuOies of the hnroin. They, by 
some nicuns or other, learnt that the an fori ii* 
imic Priiiev hud the liriuun ubove ulindvd to, 
and ibe Prince, while tukiiig lea with the 
ehiof, was made a prisoner by bis follnwcniuitd 
brought bunk to iJic King. We nil arrived at 
Tehran and took imssesaion of tbe treasory, 
and ro^al jewels on the dist llceriiihcr. The 
last mile of our murnb the road was strewed 
with the heads of ouuioU, bullocks, sheep, 
&.C. sacriticed to the young King. 

The morning of our entri te Tehran was one 
of those line winter morns peculiar to a Per¬ 
sian elimutv. The luountuins hnd just l>een 
eopped with the wbitesi snow, and thr Hum- 
e-wiind (Mimiit Jllunc of the Hl-liourge-range) 
with the rays of the morning sun reilccled oo 
it. seemed to smile through its hoary mist on 
the deeds we Iniddonr. Our young hero ap¬ 
peared pensive, uud no doubt nllnwed liimscdf 
W feci the important c|KK;h that day would 
inlrnduretn lii.i life. The steed he rode was 
pure Turkenion, and its wclJ turned limbs 
seeiued to lulmur under the weigh! of the costly 
trapping that ornamented them: hu led the 
way follow cii by Imth Ain>iussa<lors with llicir 
arisckri, and u clond of followers from aU 
most every |>«iii of Asia, among them tbe 
Koords, with tbeir gllttoringbelmeU, aod well 
hulanced spears, cat a most eunsyicuous 
ligure. Having neared the tiiwn, we passed 

tbroogh the ranks of tr«x»p« drwwa ap iu line, 

and entered tbe Negar-e-Stan Palace. The 
nightingales (that wnrblc alb the year round 
in Persia) bad scarcely Onisbed tbeir matins 
when our unexpected intrusion obliged the 
warblers to greet tlieir young King aod Ry to 
a mure peaceful orchestra. Jlis Majesty JefI 
us to robe, and shortly after summoned us to 
his preseaee. We louad him seated in the 
State Chair «wtt)i a erown, on the right side of 
whl^^as placed the giAAs, avery handsome 


jewelled orntmeot. The AniUas.sn<lors now 
took tbeir seats, Count 8ummen on the right 
of the throne, and Sir John Campbell on tbe 
left. The artillery having lirud a saluie of Jui 
guns, bo received the congralulations of both 
tliesv personagns, returning a most elegant 
speech in which he thanked tbem for tbe 
tronble they Lad taken in bis iniervsis; he 
addressed Sir JuUn Campbell in a most llHtU:r- 
iog mauoer, railing bim his frioml. adding 
that he was indebted to bim alone for his 
crown : and after scfiue forms not wurili atten¬ 
tion bud bern gone tlirougb, wetouk our leave 
and priM^CMlcd to partake of ii giKxl bicukfusl. 
in the spleudid Hcsidency of Tehran. 

Cp tu the 3Sth January, the day on which 

the Kinu wun fonually. crowned. noUiing of 
emis4Miurnrc baik place,—the troops shewed 
some feelings of discontent, owing to ihcir 
promissed arrears not liaving been paid thorn. 
The ccinmation wus attended by all iho most 
rits|K»ttHl»lc inliahitnnts i»f the capital, and wa* 
one of those nniiiue srenos, which are so vciy 
diflieult todcseribc. The iiSNsinJdy in a 
large Court in tlie Mirror Palace, the t'lmrl 
dresses worn by some of Iho Princo8''’ihcre 
Were no less tlian a hundred of (hem present, 
almost all sons of the lute King—were costly 
and beautiful. t)ii the King nseendiug the 
throne a grand sulute wus lircd of one hun¬ 
dred and one guns, and Ilirco volleys ri^orii a 
brigade af /mmt>cnaiks. The King, n hiind- 
somc young inun. looked rxtrcnily well, with 
his splendid crown on, und armlets id* the 
irtosi Valuable jewels in the world. The invr 
bic Uirone, supported by fubulous animals, U 
very ancient, and eonsiefered n superior piece 
of sculpture. His Majesty liiivlng smoked his 
magnilicent calione twice, and tho coronation 
prayer being Unislied, be was addressed by thr 
Assilf-e* Jriiwlet, who having desnribed the ex¬ 
tent and tJie anlM|Uiiy of the empire he was 
eullvd upon to ntle, congnitn luted him oii 
becoming sovereign of n country, the cusloins 
and Jaw.s of which had uever changed; the 
Kingansuerrd this atldress in Turkish, and 
in which he rxpicssed his dcterniination to 
maintain the laws and customs unulWrcd, both 
in church und stntc. He then ruse amidst the 
acc 1 aina I i on s of n 11 p resen t. kV c sin irt I y a I t re 
hnd Q private audience of Ilia Majesty, wboii 
he repeated his entire npprobnlion ol’tJio con¬ 
ductor tbo English, and said they were the 
liriest fellows in the world. 

Dneertaifi reports daily arrived fioiii the 
south, giving varied accounts of the Finiiuii 
Karma's forces, and the Keuin Mnkiin with Ins 
usual vile ptdtcy, refused to draw from the 
treasury the money to pay the troops, waiting 
to receive har.k that whlrh had been taken 
from iu coffers by the unfurtonate ZlllaSiil- 
Un.

Tlio Csssiinces, or us wo shall hcruiiflcr call 
them, iliu JoiUisiunecs, rctuined iJic vessels 
oeeustunuJIy srni for them, aud being well paiu 
for tlieir asHistjineo. ami having also uppurtu- 
iiUiesuf |jr(»curmg anus, they soon aetiuired 
nil useujidanry umoug their own tribes, auo 
were enabled to take possessiuu of the towos 
of Kishimi, Luh, Lioga. and Sbinas, ou the 
Persian euast, and were cstunding tucir con- 
4|ueats throughout Muolidi Ally's posscssious 
when their career was eboeked by Sliaikh 
Ahdulluh, who re-took Oriuas, and Uanihuruoni 
froui Mullah Hussain, and KUhoui and Luft, 
from iheiuBAiHiDtcs. During AIkIbIIhIi's lifo 
tinio, tlioy retnained passive, but at Ins death 
his sons disagreed, aod their Governiucni be* 
tunning imbecile, the JouAsaiuves rc^uppeared, 
und pluodercdtbo weaker tribe, 

In the year 17Ti, Shaikh Basbid of Itussul- 
Khytnab, whohadsucreeded his falher2)baikb- 
MuUali, ctKoperatcd with l^haikh KUulfon, of 
Muscat, and destroyed two Persian vessels od 
Uunderabbus, and a luagasinc which the Per¬ 
sian troops had foriucd at Lioga. 

In 1776, lihaikh Rashed who had become 
veiy iHiwerful, and wus ut varinucc with the 
linuuui of Muscat, caplured soiue small craft 
belonging to liushire, under the plea that 
their rurgoes were the properly of tbc Imaum. 
Shortly after (his» Rashid retired from public 
life, and resigned tbe Sheikhdom to his sun, 
iSugger, who e.^poused one of AlnJullairs 
dauglitors, aod settled all their existing dilTer- 
enee,s. 

The Joaasninccs now appeared as traders, 
und by their activity, carried on a must lu¬ 
crative conuncrcc; but their treachcroux dispo- 
sitioD consUuiUy shewed itself smd Jed to 
quarrels, hoUi ajnong themselves ami tbeir 
neighbour*. Tho Persian ascvodoiicy «Jm> 
being on tbe decline, the Kus-ol-Kbyui^ lleet 
roused every petty chief tv til but armed boats, 
manned by a lawless crew, who depended 
solely on plunder for Iheirmaintciuficc, whiefa 
they iodisoriminatcly practiseil. This slate 
of alTalrs arose entirely out of the differences 
between Rasul*Khyinab and Muscat. 

Siiikh Soggor next endeavoured to nego- 
ciate a puacc between tho Persians aod tuo- 


beet, who bad plundered and taken Bahrein; 
but failing In bis efforts, he joined Nasir, of 
Hushire, in an expeditiou fur the recovery of 
that island; tlie Joassuiuee Shaikh having 
Liken part ugainst the Lttohecs, in conse¬ 
quence of lUcir capturing one of his boats, 
und murdering eighteen of her crew. Their 
atlompi for reducing Bahrein was repeatedly 
made and not abandoued until 17H6. 

Tbe Joassamees toak no part in tbc dispute* 
which occurred between the Montilik Arabs 
and the Turkish (joveriiineui, uud ihcy re¬ 
mained tranquil until I7d0. In the fulluwing 
year, they captured a vessel under British 
eulors, and charged with public dcHpatcJics. 
She was, however, reJeaxed alter a lew days. 
This ortifurrod iu May uiid in Octuher tJjc 
Company's cruiser Vifttr was Hiiaekod by 
them whilst at anchor iu the roudsteucl of 
Bushire. The doassuuee's dows had arrived u 
week bufuie the under the coiiuuniid of 

rtliaikh :tiillali. Tucir ohjeel was to intei rcpi 
the i^unree Arabs, wlio were at Bussoiali. Uu 
the very day tbe Vijter arrived, Sliuikh Sulhih 
vhtaiued uii interview with tho Kcsidonl, 
when, after thestrongcsl professioiii of friend¬ 
ship, he stalvd bis views, aud begged the 
Resident uot to prolcet llie l^ooree dows, 
nor til ship uny CoDi|>any's propeily uii 
hoard of them. Hu added. Jiowcvcr, tfinl 
if any was shipped, it sliould of ooursu he held 
sacred. Un taking leave, (he Sliuikh mvU<4tfif 
requested a small supply of uiiiiuuiiitum fruiji 
the k'ryrr, which was uo sooner furuished him, 
ihan he trvaeberuusly attacked her. The Jto- 
sidcot rcruonstrated against both of these acts. 
He was met on tbe part of l^huikb Sugger by 
the ttrvngfU ^r'ofruwHs of regard for the Kug- 
lish—that in respect to tho HlLick eii tlic 
cruiser, sAc had lircd Jii’fi- He siuted tliui 
Sallah had separated liiiuself from the triht; — 
bad pr<K;ceded to tbc Persiau Court, and bud 
established himself among the Bcui-Ohaiid 
Arabs, marry log a characterless woman of that 
irihc. He added that Wallah had acted indc* 
pendant of lias-ul-Khyiimli, and cominitlod 
depredations without the concurrence of the 
Joassamees, who ceosidered the BagUsh their 
best friends. 

Tbese disputes aroscalso out of llic unsettled 
stale of the Muscat Uovcrninent, on the doiitli 
of Syed Ahmed, and tbe usurpation of >Syed 
Sultan. He had involved hiuisclf in disputes 
with tbe Arabs in the Gulf, which led to n 
war with many of them, who hod united 
against them; and the Bombay Government 
considered that those acts of aggression expe¬ 
rienced by Dritiab tcsscIs bad proceeded from 
Arabs nniied in the interests of the deposed 
prince of Oman. 

At tbe close of the year I70A, the Imnuin 
tbcaiened to blockade Jlossorah, on aeruunt 
of some ancient claims ho poiseisetl against 
the I'aaha of Bagdad. In order that he might 
the more affccloally execute his hoKtilo inteii- 
tios, SycdBultan ovgociated a peace with his 
fomudjRilA cBemios tbe Joassamees, who 
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liojLiUinteiitioo:^ tliroaRti 
xUn inUrpoAiiiOQuf (he Rosiaeni at UuasoraU. 

The JoaiunnieoM niMKt liAve been kept in 
eheuk by tbo WalioInxM, «iiu had by tlic niUI* 
(Me i>r IH(r2 ml need lo riondnal aubiiMsaien, 
(he M hole eonxt from HuM«iruli lo Dcha, whirli 
included (heir own territory. In (wet, Shaikh 
Siijfitcr died* ond wum Mueecuilcd by his lum 
Shaikh Sulluii. TotvariU the rloM of IM»|, 
they appear (o have hec^ in alliance with Ibe 
(^ItolwcH, and it wna in an ennak^'inerit with 
iheMC twi» ti'ihea (bat the fmaum lost hit life. 

Wo may now date the period when the 
mny be said to have co(;a{;ed in 
pirnlii'ol depmluiiuns. \tp to tUo pressciM 
ijiiir. they eonimittcil no ar.t of pirMOy^wilh Iho 
eiKeeptron of Ihv capture of the vessel under 
liiiliHh eolours» and the allark on lhe<h>rn- 
pony's RMJiser and they manifcslt'd 

every respect (oaards our (laft. The influence 
of ilio Wahabecs hnvinic been introduced over 
the principal iiy of Seer, and the Musem 
</nvernnieikt after (he death of Syed Sultan, 
having iilsu fallen under the control nfthai 
N»uM'r. the character of the diJTcrcnt (ribes 
n the Golf underwent a ntateridl change, i 
lind tbc aUeiitinn of the Uombsy (iovernineni 
wtis directed to crush the sprit of piracy 
which at this period bC||Hn to dispiuy llsctr. 

Tbe cooleotion for the Iinaamship between 
the members of the Musrnt family, threw ibe 
Iruir into a state of ^reat confusion, the Joas* 
sanices atta^kc^<l and captured two vessels 
belmiKini^ (u Mr. Manesly, then the Resident 
at liiissornli. which were eharRod wilh public 
despatches, and the commanders of them were 
treated with preat cruelty. Their fleet also 
surrounded, and bred into the Honorable Com* 

E 'n criiiaer Afumrsyroa, but after a few 
tsidcs they wore compelled tu sheer oflt. 
Ill (heir successful co*opemtiuna with Moolah 
llAssin, of Kiihom, a^inst (tambaroom, or 
Itiindcrabhaa, they hoped to ebeck the ad* 
vanco of Reder, wbo bad succeeded to the 
Irnuumship, and was pn^jeetio^ a plan with 
(he Dttobces, notwitbstaindinx tbe sup|>ort he 
nu'eived from the WabHbees, to annihilate 
tJic Junssamces, who were at this time In sub* 
j VC lion to Abdab Aaecs. 

Syed Beper, on t)ie adjustment of the die* 
pules wilh Syed Gheiss. of l^bar, proceeded 
with a land and sea force for the recovery of 
Uunderabbas, Miaab, and Ormus, which he 
completely effected. Operations were at this 
tjjno actively prosecuted by the Bombay Go 
veruraont, in cunjanctioa with that of Muscat, 
uirainst the Jousaqiees. The ooiabiaed forces 
sailed for Kisbom, where they blockaded a 
Joassamec fleet, who were reduc^ to sneb 
distress as to solicit a peace. A trace was 
trranted them until tbe pleasure of our Govern* 
nieijt was known, aa it would hate been ^pos* 
aihle to prosecute hostilities without olTendinK 
the Rersiani or tbe Wahabees. Tbe Bi^bay 
Ooveniment declared that in becomiuR a party 
to tbe peace, it should not be of a lliuied 
nature, bat extended Ihroafhout the Gulf. It

also rcctuircd full indoninibealion for tlu* 
losses we had sustained. These orders, how* 
ever, could not be enforced without havinit 
recourse to rocrcive uieasiircs which would 
have pluD];i)d us in a general warfare with the 
whole of Ibe Gulf, conseituenlly H wus deemed 
advisable to enter iuti> certain agreements 
with tbe JoiLHsamces, who desired to return to 
their furmor mercantile pursuits. They conii* 
iiued true to their cnKu^rmenl, as far as we 
wereeuncerned. thouKh they ro* 0 )fte rated with 
the Imaum in an attack U|M)nSyed Ghoiss who 
bad refused to l>ecoine a party to the peace, 
which be could not In honor do, outll be bad 
revenged tlio blood of Syed Suluni. 

Precluded by Ibo treaty of lAUO from pira¬ 
cies In the Gulf, and ur^tod on by Ibc VViiliik* 
bees, the Juussaincus extuuded them to JiidiH. 
In the bcKiiiuin^ uf the year iHtIH, (buy made 
their Jirst appearance as cursnIrs in the Indiun 
.«CBs aloM|t the coast tu tbe northward of Bom* 
bay. Tbe Wahabee Sbaikb bad loii^eonlem* 
platod the extension uf piratical cruises to 
India. Tbe Junxsumccs bad, by u late order 
of the Wabalkocs, bccu rendered indcpondDui 
of tbeir lawful Shaikh, who at this period had 
nothinxleft bimbut l(asul*Khymab, Bbarga. 
and Raninps, eunsc<|uently tiioy put to seu 
without bis permission. Gadcff, an Arab 
obieflaio of the Juassaince tribe, on the 
Persian coast, was much averse to piracy, 
hut his lobjects wbo were unabin in trade oii 
account of tbe general disputes of llicir tribes, 
sought a livelihood in (he vessels of olliors. 
fa eat cruiae this year they captured twenty 
large buglinlabs, wliirb so tdulcd Ibcui, Ibnt 
(hey dcleniiiued on Sending a fleet of lifty sail 
to the coast of Kutch. Towards the end of the 
year, tliey coromiUc4l a breach of (be treaty of 
IMtW, by attacking and capturing tbe cruiser 
Sjfhtii, in the Gulf of Persia The little 
Ay/pA, however, was retaken by His Majesty's 
ship SenmHf, which liovc in sight at the iiio* 
ment tlie Joassamccs were boarding her. 

lathe following year, the Wahnbeeii directed 
tbe Joassamces and (he Uttubccs to pro¬ 
ceed sgainsl Coorte. The former prepared (o 
obey, provided tlicy were supported by ships, 
but the latter excused themselves. 

Tbe Persians from Lsr, attacked the Joassa* 
mees at Linga, and compelled them tu retire 
lo Bassadore on Ibc island of Kisborn. They 
were, however, successful agsinst a s<jaadron 
btledoutby Mabommud Nebbi*KhauQ, against 
Khore Hnssan, and raptured sis large vessels. 
At tfaia period, the Wafaal>ce chief, appointed 
Hussein*bcD Alii, adoassamee, his vicegerent, 
in tbv principality ofKeer, vested him with 
authority over Ruul-Kliymah, and Dominat* 
ed Wahabee cAcers throughoat the Juatsa* 
mee country. Shaikh Sultaun, the Joassamcc 
chief, was taken to Deryah, at which capital 
be was imprisooed by tbe Wahabee chief. 
After a detention of some months be contrived 
to escape from prison, and finding bis way to 
Yemen, embarked at Moeba for Mascat, 
whence be sought the Imaom's protection, 
dbelaiming ell concurrence in the attack ou 
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tKc ami profuMinK a desire to confora 

to Uiu treaty of IdOO. Tjie laauiii took him to 
Sltyri^als and placed liioi over tlie 
fribea at lliat placv. In September, t(Mi. Uic 
British Gnveriimetit Ucterminocl to relieve the 
Imauoiof MuHoutfrom the power of the Waba> 
hees, aniUo aupprcM their piraeiea, sent an 
cx|)edhion to llie tSnlf of Femia, uaUer Sir 
Lionel Smith and OomiuiKlorc Kowley. Their 
hml operatiema were directed aitainst JLtiuU 
Khyinnh. The attack cuiiimonced on Uio l3Ui 
of NoveinlK^rby a hoiiihurdiiieMt. Tbefollow- 
inir day the JoiUMameua were vixurously attack¬ 
ed hy xea and land, and after Hblmaly hut inef¬ 
fectual rcaiBtanee, wci‘c driven into the in¬ 
terior of the enuittry. The town, with tlio 
vcMUQla in tmrt, uiniiiiiHin;; to upwards of fifly 
aaih with the pri^e ship were 

liurnt. I 

From JUaul-Khyma. the am>ainent pro* 
t^eodrd to Lings, where twenty dows werede-; 
Mtroyed, the iiihohiiaoti deserting the town on 
cinrnpprouefa. LuftwnH taken poaacMton of 
by our tniopa. hultlic atrength of the fort, and 
the dcspcrnle manner in which it wua dc- 
remled, frustrated every attnntpt to carry It by 
Mtorm. All the esscutial ohiucta of the attacK 
wore, however, fully attained: their boats and 
dowB were vmiiplviely destroyed, and the 
place eventually surrenderod, together with 

t roperty amouniing to two lakhs of rupees 
e longing t<i the Iinaum, which with the fort, 
wore givnn in trust to Sheikh )>rrvishJho head 
of the Beni‘main triho of Arabs who have 
nlwaya hocn firmly attached to liis Uighnesa. 

On the reduction of Luff, the expedition 
proceeded with His ilighiiesa of Muscat to 
Sliiraa, where they arrived on the .11 at Uecem- 
her. The situation of the fort was found too 
disUnt to l>o reduced by hooihanlmont, 
Ihercforv, the force wua immediately landed. 
This wus defended With the must dctennined 
bravery, hut cmpitulated nfter an obatinalc 
and sHiiguinary rcsistuiicc, and was made 
over to tlie I mauni’a troops. Muaaagcswcrc 
now sunt U* various rhieftMins to refrain from 
giving ariy encoiirageuieot or protection to 
future piraleH, thougb it was not deemed ne-' 
ecssary to insist on Ute destruction of small 
crart, wliieli would have rulnud the poorer 
Trihabitants and created an odium against us 
which has never existed. 

It now hccaiue the prevolont opinion that 
the JoBSsamtxshad been deprived of the power 
of committing any further depredations by 
sea. The able Resident at Bussurab cockOrnjcd 
this opinion, but added, that soob was the 
revengeful and vindictive spirit of the Weha- 

liee tribe, and of the inhabitants on the Ara¬ 
bian sbure of the Outf, that they would 
attempt to wreak their vengeance on any 
deronocicss British vessels wbioh they might 
meet, and Mr. Mancsiy suggeitod that the 
exportation of* timber from the Malabar coast 
iv the Arabian and Pariian Gulf, should Im 
prohibited, including even the port of Muscat, 
from which place the pirates might oootrivc 
to proGuiu It, He also ccmarkedi that as tbeii 


countries did not prodoce any kind of timber 
for the purp«ises uf boat building, and being 
deprived of tlieir ordinary supply of teak 
woorl, they cMild not long possess u naval 
force of any importance. 

These corsnini, however, re* appeared in 
Fchniary, and during the course of the 

year, destroyed several large bugbahihs mid 
liows belonging to Buxsorab and Kungoon. 
Boats navigating nAdcr Uritish colours did 
not even cse»|>e their depredations; whiUi 
others, were detained and prevented from 
prosecuting their mercantile pursuits. 

About this period, an Arab chief, named 
ItuhinubUin Jauhir, who was the most sucoess- 
ful, and the most gunerrtlly tolerated pint to 
perhaps that ever infested uny scs. fell in 
with u large licet of boats belonging fo 
Buhrein, Bushirss, Kongonn, andMiisoal. Jlo 
captured Ihe whole, including a ship niid 
innumeraMc small craft, and with few excep¬ 
tions, pul tbc crews to death. Tlii.s biilchcr- 
chief was governor of Klioro 11 ussier, and 
escaped the vengcnacc of our expedition, 
since, nntwitliKtanding the ferocity tit Ids 
charucter, and the apprehension that ho would 
prosecute piracy, ho had ever respected the 
British flag. An additional motive for not 
breaking with him, whs a knowluclgu that ho 
had ciiU^rod into an Intimacy with the Waho- 
hee power, which it was the policy of our 
Ouveriinicnt Duttoolfend. The chief pirated 
for himself, and chiefly agninst the PerHluns, 
in revenge for some injuries sustained nt 
biishire. The followers of this outlaw, tn Iho 
namher of several thnusuiuls, malutnincd 
themselves by tbc plunder of prices, orxl us 
they were most of them his own nought slaves, 
and the remainder c«tuslly subject In hrs 
power, he was often ai prodigal of tlioir lives 
as tb<M<e of his cRcfnles whom he not imly 
killml in battle, but basely murdered in cold 
blood after sobinission. t have been assured 
that ho once shut up n number of Ids own 
crew in a wooden tank in which they kept 
their water, and threw them all overboard. 
1 was present at the last interview he ever had 
with the EngUsli. It was at the British Ke- 
sident's. in the presence of that accomplished 
man Colonel Stannus, and a more ferocious 
l>arbariaD 1 never beheld. His dross was 
disgustingly simple, it consisted of a shirt 
which did not appear to have been taken olT 
from the time it was first put on : no trowsers 
covered bis lank legs, a large abba encircled 
his meagre trunk, and a ragged kefliah was 
thrown loosely over his bead. His body was 
pfereeO with innumerable bullet wounds, 
and his face fearfully distorted by several 
scars, sod by the less of an eye. His loft 
ann bad been severely wounded by grape 
shot, and tlie bont between the ejbow and 
ilio shoulder being oompletcly shivered to 
pieces, the fragments worked ihemiolves out, 
exhibiting the singular appearance of (he 
arm and elbow adhering to the shoulder, hy 
flesh and tendons alone. Notwithstanding 
this, he prided himself in being able to use 
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witli RPe&t elTeot, and it one 

of hii fAVOuritc rcumrke (hat lie desired oo> 
tiling bolter ihnn the ettUin^t of as man; 
IfiroalA, ee ho ouuld eflectuiUj open wiib bia 
huiielvHN Arm. 

Thu hrulal corsair pot to sea on a cniiainit 
expedition, anooQipunied by h fleet of Juaa* 
auiiiix boiiU aliicli eecapoJ tlio uotice of the 
late expcciitioo. A despomtu actiuii wn« 
foujrht hetwovu Rahnab** Act*t aud tliu Uii<k 
hroe of liuhrcio. in wbich the foniicr wcri* 
vietorJoua. Ainouif hie oapturua were two 
hiixhaluiu r<oni iJuasurab, w*tb horeee hclontt* 
iiJK to the Ihimpaiiy, these he traiiaeh iptH-d, ami 
hull conveyed to IJimibuy. wherv 1h<'y eufoU 
arrived. SuluiHiuciitly, be cruiacd olf Uuhrdri 
tor the purpose of Interreplin^ the Jiftuvamev 
bonu which frci|uciilcd that ieluiid for duU** 
and rice. In hie aaiioQ with them he aunk 
four after takio|t out their caritoee, four otlicra 
he blew Up. not having rrewe to man them, 
and the same number U« broii)(ht into Buehiro 
joadH. lie then sailed to the eouthward nud 
continued to criilge between the piratical porta 
and the penii bank off Babrein, purxulnx hta 
course o( lawleaa rapine. No corner of the 
Ouli'waa aafe from hia presence, be swept 
from shore U» shore, and puased Imm isle to 
isle, witJi the gloom of a spirit, and the speed 
Ilf llghlning. Bui here lita career was dea- 
tined to close; ho oDcouoterod a large bugba> 
lull, and on raalily attempting to board Jier, 
was overpowered by a au|>ei'iorforcc. Hastily 
demandiog of hia crew whether they would 
not mtber perish by the deatrtiction of their 
enemies, he went below, attacbed a match to 
a powder barrel, and returning on deck as¬ 
cended the poop with bis only son in bis arms, 
when the tnatch conimuolcated. The vessels 
still grappling together burst into u thousand 
atoms, and were hurled into the air in tbe midst 
of a volcano of liiuncs, and biasing timbers, 
nnd when the terrific explosion bad snbskdeU, 
the bodies of the eombalants vroro washed 
by Iho agitated waves on the shores of 
BaJirein. 

Thns terminated the career of a man who 
had infested the Gulf for Ave and twenty 
years, and who had excited no less attention 
from the ISovobAy Government than the Per¬ 
sian, whose efforts were unable to destroy 
his situadron. Kia character and conduct 
were stained with the common vices of his 
order. By exhibiting tJie ferocity of a robber, 
and the baseness of a tmllor, he obtained all 
hU power ; and bis insatiable thirst forplun* 
der elTeoteid bis anDiUilation. 

To rf tarn to the exploits of the Joassamees. 
we finil that in oonse<|UTiecc of some depreda¬ 
tions coiamittcd on the trade, remonetnnees 
were sent to tbe chiefs of tbe WabaUeesand 
I he Joasaamees, on tbe impropriety ofthrir 
proceediogi. A reply was returned from Hus- 
svim-llen-Kabmab. the chief of Rasol-Khy- 
mab, stating that be was ootawareof any vessels 
under Uiitish colours having been oaptu rod by 
the Joaisamees, but that ibonid It be tbe ease, 


such would He rrsiored. lie a'ddc<l, that in 
futare he would is^ue instroetiona to his tribe, 
not to molest or even approach any vessel bear¬ 
ing the Brilish dag, as ho did not wUb to in¬ 
terrupt the trade in tiny way. He admitted, 
however, that liis cruisers had paid no very 
friendly visits to the nurthvrn ports of India. 

A vakrcl atsn arrived al Biishirc, with let¬ 
ters from the Wuhobcc rliicf, wherein the 
oomliirt of lluMcin-hiD-Uahmnh was severely 
censured. The vakeel statcil that the .loasva- 
mevn mere most anxious to he on gomt terms 
with the llritish. whoso good-will Ihcy would 
study hcre:ifltT to merit, and would respect 
lM)th our Aag and snhjccis ; but llic^ bojnil w'n 
would not insist on lUelt r<diiif|UiHldng their 
claims againstthoao states who wert* nt enmity 
with lUcm, for nooiirding to the Aruh luw, 
Afeedcould only be repaid by Afwwf, und if ihev 
could not follow this modo of warfare, (hey 
would nut only lose their rank nimmgst i(io 
Arab stales, but their cncmlo.s would onter 
their very doors to attack them. Thev wero 
moreover compelled by the Wahnbec chior tu 
war sguiust those MnhommcdHii sUios that 
had not embraced ihc religion of tbe Walmhce. 
ife omcludcd by ohscrvmg, that if we would 
answer fur the Aiab states nut molesting thoin, 
and would also shield them froiii (he venge¬ 
ance of the Wahuhec chief for not obeying his 
command, they would utterly iihniiclun the 
course of life they were pm suing ; hut other- 
wise their situation in the tiulf was such, (hat 
they were conipcllvd to bu at enmity with the 
greater part of it. 

The Resident admlllcd the truth of this 
statement as rogarded tlicir very peculiar situ¬ 
ation, and tbe system among the Arabs, ns 
also in respoct to the tenets of tlieir religion, 
so different from other Mshomnicdan sects, 
wbicb rendered them the enemies of all other 
followers of Islam, Ibst he deemed it Advisa¬ 
ble to overlook the pastun certain eondiliona, 
which ho then conceived suHicient to maku 
their promises binding. 

Notwitlistandings th is, however, some vessel 
having on board tbe British pass, were taken 
off Porebondcr, and a boat was dispatched to 
Uasul-lkliymuh witlj letters tu ilu«soin-hin- 
Rahmah, and liis vakeel, who had entered into 
an engagement of a friendly tenor. The com¬ 
mander of tho UesidenVs boat soon returned 
in a most deplorable state. The chief of Sharga, 
to which place the boat first p roe ceded, took 
eighty fraeils of dales out of ber, and seemod 
disposed tu keep the boat also; andonaDcbor- 
ing off the town of Rasul-Khymah a vessel 
come aloDgsulc, and enquired what she 
wanted. On hcRig informed, they greeted' 
each other, and it was recommended that the 
I (evident's boat should got under weigh and 
stand into tbe bay for her eeeurJty ; they 
fered to pilot ber, and on weighing anebog 
they took her in tow ; shortlj artorw^rdg 
about twenty armed mon started up from the 
bottom of tbe .loassamee boat, and arew their 
I sabres, tbeateniflg to murder all tho crew of 
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tfae Rdsidenfi Tusel, who injUnUj cot Oi« 
tflw rope, end pulling off to sea, escaped with 
Uio greateat UificiiUy. 

The attack on this boat which had been 
dispatched on the faith of eogagcjiients bo 
▼ery recently made, and which bad aeluully 
artfred at the very tbreabold of iheir dw ellings, 
proted what little reliance could be placed on 
any treaty with such a law Jess ha ndttti. The 
act was at variance, also, with the conduct 
which HO strongly eharacleriaea the Arabs, 
who fulfll tbe obligations of buspilaliiy even 
towards an enemy seeking their protection, 
aud ropoeing in their oonlidencc. This 0a» 
grant breach of faitb suffic.iciilly proved a de* 
temination on the part of the Joassatueesor 
aiiaokiug all vosecls they might fall in with. 

This attack was followed by their captur¬ 
ing a bughalah hoJonglog to the Imaum uf 
Muscat, wliiJftt at anchor in Moguo hay. The 
people of Mogf>o were privy to this depreda¬ 
tion, and had in fact given liiforination of the 
bughalah being there, hhe was laden with 
horaei for the remoant of this Majesty's 17th 
Dragoons, und also with sulphur ou account 
ofOoverement. Six vessels were, noreover, 
captured off tbe coast Curachcc aud Hind, 

The brilliant lucccssus that attended the 
aabse4]uentcruiacH, uudertaken by ihcJoassa- 
meet, added so much to their strength, that ft 
induced must of the other ports on tbe coast 
from Cape Nuhun to the southward to follow 
tbe same system. The Shi ikh of Charrack 
In particular, was oncouvaged to form a oon- 
nectiou with fUsuUKbyniah. and Abdullah* 
biu*Ahmed, of ilahreio, openly avowed bis 
determinatlou of proivcutiug piracy, as the 
sorest and speediest mode uf uvc|uiriog 
wealth. 

Arhip belonging to tbe port nf Bombay, 
Soiling under Uritlsh colors, was so late as 
the year ISIO captured by them off Musual, 
the greater part of the crew were put to death, 
and a ransom exacicd for the rclcnso of tbe 
Sarvivora. They also engaged and beut off 
the Imaum's Heel, and hod very nearly taken 
Ibe Cirofrxr, a doe Ott gun frigate. The 
tadacUy of these pirates increased to such a 
degree that they attacked die Honorable 
Company's cruiaer Carers, gave ehaae to, 
and fired into the American ship f^«rfiaii, 
and BO great was tbe dread entertained of the 
Joassamces, that the resident in the Gulf 
could pot even obtain a vessel to disnatcb to 
Raial*Khymah for the conveyance or letters 
of remonstrance to tbe chiefs in regard to 
these depradadoaa. 

Three vessels belonging to Surat were 
taken in the Arabian Ooff sailing onder 
&itlsb colors, and many of their crews wMt 
Bardered. The loss of property by tbeae 
captnres was estimated at a crore of rupees. 


Many other captures were made of vessels 
sailing under our |irotectiuo, attended by 
similar acta of atrocity, and when a deputa¬ 
tion was sent to Ruul>Kbymab lu obtain 
redress for the capture of the vessels In the 
Arabian Golf, it totally failed. The Joassa- 
mees explicitly and boldly .replied that they 
would respect the seel of ebieituiat, and their 
properly, but none otber. They added that 
they did not consider any part of westward 
India beloDgiog to 4be British, except Bom¬ 
bay and Mangalore, and that if we interfered 
In favour of the Hindoos, and other unbe¬ 
lievers of India, we cni|$hi just as well grasp 
at all Arabia, when notoing would be left for 
them to plunder.

The drewa from a squadron of Joassamee 
boats, landed in the mooib of October, of the 
same year, on the island of BushoaJ, and 
burnt all the villagaa at its eastern point, 
uarryiug off catUu and killiog huodreds of 
iho inbabitasta. 

At the cloee of ibe year we find them in tlie 
harbour of Assaloo. taking tiro frrjgliied 
bugbalahs, valuvd at tbreo lukbv of rupees, 
and murdering all on board. Tbe inhulilunts 
of Uushire were greatly alanucd, from the 
Jonasamees con temp latiug an attack on the 
city nf Uusomh. Vbc Governor of Uuslure 
could soaroely rusirain the iiihabiUDis from 
dying Into tbe interior uf tho country. 

The Joassamee licet remained twelve days 
at Aasooloo, and then proceedud to Kongooo, 
but finding that they were likely to meet with 
a warm reception, they weighed, and stand¬ 
ing to tbe northward, aoebored ofl* Zaire, 
where a landing was efiecteil, aud all tlie date 
groves destroy^. They wcrorvpuUed, how- 
over, In an action with the iobabitants, and 
obliged to lake tujUeir boats. 

Apprehending an attack by tJjo Turkish 
troops, tbe Joassamee vbief scuta number of 
people from Uaaul-Kliymah to build a fori at 
Baseadore on tbe west end of the island of 
KisboTi, which they inloodcd to garrison. 
About this period, the Bombay Government 
landed a force on tbe island, and took such 
effectual measures for suppressing piracy, that 
the Joassamees eeaaed from cruising over tbe 
Gulf, and have ever siuce confined then- 
selves to petty piracies amongst tbelr owu 
tribea, whtob chiefly inhabit the Arabian 
coast. Onr own vessels of war are coDstantly 
making the tour of the Gulf, and have no 
diflSeoUy In cheeking all open ruptures, so 
that we may confidently assert that as long 
as the newly built Ifi gnu sloops are kepi 
afioat Is tbe Gulf of Perile, we shell bear 
of few piracies, and sBU fewer captures.—

some fourteen or fifteen Icttew which have 
sounds uflkoowo to us: flic Persian hu eight 
or ten wlilcN have no eorrcspnuding signs Or 
symbols in either Euglish or Ordoo: there is 
probably not a language iu the world which 
does not |kisscss mme sounds peculiar to itself 
unknown in any ulhm. To romprise the 
whole Uic uuiwrsnl clmractcr most eonlaio 
some live Imudrcdor inure irtlrrs, and sup* 
po^^ing it possible to form such a i* ha racier, r«i 
g#HO/ who has leisure or nbilily to learn 
one twcntkili or thirtieth part of the uumber 
of the known lanKUnges, so iia in turn hU 
ar<|uiremnittf to any useful purpose? for a 
language m only the key, nut knoaledgo In 
ilacir. Ilul supposing it to be in the power of 
any individual lo master all llie lungungrs in 
llie world, why sIiumUI lie invent oew symbols 
and rejeel those already in use. 

Dut to Uie point. Tlie charueter already in 
use anioug the people ought lo be that of the 
Courts and i/ovc*roiiieiil olliecs, *, •.iho ilen* 
gall for Ik'Ugai proper, and Iho Nugreo fur 
liiiidooslan. The bitter is eeifaiiily u alilf 
rbaracter, and not w rilten quite MM|uickly iw 
ciUier l‘crsian or EugHsli, but this is a li illing 
dlsadvaiiiage ceiiipared with the ndvautagos 
ef hiiving but one eharacier iu use all ever the 
couolry.

Let 
any oov exaiuioe English muouscripls of only 
two or eveu ooc century old, aud observe Iho 
jlourisbes and luriis attached to half the 
alphabet, to be convinced of tbc truth of this 
observation. The grand advaotuge, however, 
would be aa improveuicut in the admiaistra- 
tioo of justice, and tbc slimilus which it 
would give to education aud i nip rove men t 
of the people. *^e mass of iho people would 
UicD be able to read and compreheod legal 
proceedings, and in minor suits aud trials 
could manage their owu busioeia iostead of 
being at the mercy of a set of low atloroeys 
whom they are now obliged to employ. As to

But wbeB the question wu merely to leam 
« Tariety of the alphabet already ir: 

goaeral use tbore can be ao doubt, but that 
Ibe Kafree prescribed for the GoTcrameni 
oIBces would immediately be Kuaerally adopt¬ 
ed all over tbe coontry. To the Bngliab 
fuDCtioaaries tbe advanlage would be iiu* 
mense in havla; but one lao^uage and cha> 
raotcr to acquire instcud of two or three; and 
they would of course bo mueb sooner and 
much better qualified than they now are tu 
wlminisier justice and traosact the business 
of tbe country. 

The grand objection, after all, which in-! 
fluenecs the majority of tbe existing race of I 
tiovernmoot functionaries to opiKJsi* this most' 
desirable change, however reluctant they may ^ 
he to confess it, even to themselves—la tbe 
dislike to tlio trouble of having to acquire a 
now obaracter after having In^cn accustomed 
to air old one. liui surely sueh a feeling as 
ihU ought Bot to be allowed to stand iu cam- 
petition with the welfare of a whole peupic 
which would be proiuoted by an improved sys¬ 
tem of (he admfnitlraUon of justice uud Ibe 
spread of eduoatiun. Nothing short of a posi* 
tiTO order from Government will effect the 
change. But let it be oncu issued, and the 
ebjeot will be attained without further dif- 
doulty. It Is like a project for introdiiring 
a new and improved system of drill fur the 
army. If the Commander-in-fJliief were (o 
consult every officer, and listen to the variety 
of opinions which would be offered, he would 
never arrive at any satisfactory conclusion, 
nor "Would the change be adopted, the main 
objection being in reality the dislike which 
the oJScem had to go to school again. The 
odlltiry chief would pursue a dilTertnt plan. 
He would coDSoUafow officersof intelligence 
and ability, and heiog himself sslislied with 
tbe sopenorlty of the plan about to be suIh 
atituted would order It to be Inlroiluced into 
the army. This wuuld speedily bo effected, 
and in a few years the old system would be 
forgotten, or only rein om be red IM an obsolete 
practice which wus happily exploded.

Let this example bo foUo^ld In regard to 
the abolition of Persian nnnthe ioirorluciion 
of Bongalloc and Hiudoostancc for transact¬ 
ing the business of Government, the bene¬ 
ficial effects would ere long he apparent 
dustice would be better administered.

All 
that ie necesiiaiy to preveAt a check to busl- 
aess is to prescribe n certain pcri<»d« uithln 
which, all now olh<’>nlly appointed, inust 
either qualify themselves in the now lOoOe or 
quit their setuatiojs : slid with the exception 
here and there of a blgotted individual or 
some who wore tired of work and had accu- 
mulnled a suJfiriciiry u> live in iodependenue, 
it would nut, when the lime arrived for thu 
changr, be ncecAsary to discharge a single 
officer, Ruglisn uj Native. 

Sixth—Tfcsr or LAXCUAOt.—A law. Axed as 
those of the Medej uud Persians, should bu 
enacted, tliutuo uou in the employ of Govern¬ 
ment, emi or miliiary, shuliJd be vesteil with 
any autnority or cuntrunl u^cr the people, 
uutil be bad acquired u tolerable knowledge 
of the veinuculiif language aod writings. One 
of the arguiuenui for intrtxlucing IvngIJsh into 
the Couits IS, that Judges at least could 
uudcisiand the proucedingi, whereus at pre¬ 
sent neiliier pnrty do. This is true rnuugli 
and lamcoiatdo also, partlculaiiy tts it is 
caused by our own absunlity iu making use 
of a language foreign to both parties. Hut It 
is ooe of the di»grucefnl insuiaces of the litllo 
aUeniiun paid by the British Indian Govern¬ 
ment to the rcnl inlore.itsof its native subjects. 
Almost daily are Englishmen placed in eem- 
maud of troops,—in staff employ.—in siiua- 
UoAS where they hate to superintund mer¬ 
cantile transaetiuus of considerable import¬ 
ance, or Urge boilirs of native worktuvu; ^ 
nay even to preside in court, as Judges and 
Magistrates (for tliough they are designated by 
the titles of assistant lo a HoliticuJ Agent or 
others, this is io reality their duty) who for 
any thlog tliai Government know or care, may 
be quite analde to bold the slightest com* 
munication wiUi the people. While auch a 
state of things as Ibis exisu, surely such a 
law as is proposed is absolutely neessary.

Eighth.—Conn or Laws. The Law Commis¬ 
sion is, I believe, already employed in tonao* 
lidatingaod revising this; and tbou|;h tbe work 

proceeds hat slowly the boon will be great 

when we receive it. One only point I shall 
here notice. Many very useful modifications, 
or new enaetments, are from time to time pro- 
poaod by various Jo(^ea and other function- 
aries to the superior diurts and Boards, and.

One point (T(|uircs tpceily attention, t. to 
chock ilic arbiuury, uiuust, and illegal mei' 
surcs of the Supreme Court la entendiog iU 
proress all over the country ; and to annibl- 
late *' ooo'^iruotive residence/' aoeb all tbv 
rest of the iccbnicul jargon and illegality con¬ 
trived to lleece houeil men for the eapport of 
the dignity of tbe court and fortbe benefit of 
the lawyers. 

Ninth.—CrutTOMi ANOTasNilT DtrTiei.«-TbU 
withering system so dustructlve of all eom> 
noreu and roanufaeiures, has been so often 
alluded to, that little is left to aay, and indeed 
there Is but one opinion oq the subject. No 
man doubts that ultimately, if these vexatious 
restrietiuns wore abolished, the revenae would 
increase while tlie people would be relieved 
from incalculable oppression and iBconveni* 
enco. Ail are agreed on this point; all that 
we want is a Covoruor willi soficient inoraJ 
courage to face the storm wliicb the Court of 
Direotors would probably thuuder in biscar, 
on porcelviug the immediate deficit. Let us 
alio hope that our rulers both here and la 
England may enite their strength in endea¬ 
vouring to procure from Parliament the abo- 
liClOQ uf the irojust taxation of India io the 
form of high duties on hi«r staple commodities. 
On this bead, indeed, the prospects for India 
arechecriug. Owing In life popularity*bunt¬ 
ing measores of the Whigi, the West Indies 
will very soon follow the fate of St. Domingo^ 
the field will be open for India, and the snpe* 
rior oheapneM with which wc can raise colo¬ 
nial produce here will ensure ns the monopoly 
which the West indies have hitherto enjoyed 
by means of unjust laws and corrupt inOuenee. 

Tenth .•^Tbst op sscatTAiNtNo THecHAascru 
OF Puauc OppicfiRs.—Let as hopa that ibis sub¬ 
ject will meet with speedy attention. ,So far 
from complaiiungof the establishment a test 
of ibis nature, all in the Government employ 
who possess any good feeling, and a real wish 
to do their duty so as to promote the welfare 
of the people, would rejoice in the establish* 
meat of some system by wbioh the able and 
sealouf might receive the reward of their 
exertions, while the indolent and IneAcient 
oAcers won Id be kept in subordinate situa¬ 
tions. But tbls neither has nor will be aooom- 
plisbad by a lystan of secret espionage. Let 
us hope that our next Governor may, anUka 
Lord william Bentinck, be one wIm knows 
bow to raise a nan in bis own estimatieb hj 
oonfidenee and eseonrageBent; and that need¬ 
less distnut, suvpiel»D» and detrmotion mat 


ulliMlely destroy ail high prinoipJfi Md pro¬ 
bity together u ib seal and sidoar for the pub¬ 
lic good. 

OIBrisI reports are a li'gitimate soarce for 
asecrtiimiiig the clisrocler of public function- 
uries. There can be no objccliun that the 
head of an office Khoald report on the quali¬ 
fications of those wboure placed under him: 
uoly lei the reports be public and let them be 
shown to those whom they concern. But al¬ 
though in theory it souuds well, Utile practi¬ 
cal utility will be derived from Uiese reports, 
Qolcss sornu defined principle be laid down 
on which they are to be made. At present, 
all is vague, depending entirely on the clitrsc- 
tcr of lUe reporting offivor, and us almost every 
osau prefers his own opluions to those of 
another, be will be guidM by bis own prac¬ 
tice and conduel in estimating the behaviour 
of bis iubordinates: the nearer this ap¬ 
proaches to bis own standard the more efficient 
will ho consider them. I will pul aside eases 
where personal friendship or personal dislike 
opemle to produce a favorable or unfavorable 
report of those uaricr Ibe authority reporter^ 
of which, however, India will afford but too 
many insUuicos—and will view the subjeot lu 
another lig^t, vis., tbatowing to our exclusive 
service of routine, many of the higher func¬ 
tionaries are, as public officers, greatly In¬ 
ferior to their Juniorf. For Instance, Mr. A. 
the Commissioner is desired to report on the 
qualifications of the Collectors under him; 
but Mr. A., as all wbo suffer from being sub¬ 
jeot to bis aulhority well know, is a fool, ut¬ 
terly ignoTunt of business and the customs of 
the poopJe,—and in reality quite unfit to bold 
even the situation of a Deputy-Collector or 
Head Assistant. On the other hand, one or 
(woof the Collectors under him arc able and 
active men wbo are promoting the publie 
good; but the mesiures they wish to introduce 
are very different from those prescribed by the 
Commissioner; and as fools have generally 
the highest opinion of theiaselves, he finds 
faiiJt with them io bU reports to Govern- 
meiit: unfortunately he is not obliged to 
enter into particulars and state the rea¬ 
sons which ioduee him to disapprove of 
their eondoet: be only reports in general 
terms that he cause to be dissatisfied 
with the procGBlMgs of Mr. C. or Mr. B. so If 
Government sh^ld be ignorant of bis real 
character, the reports of a fool have the power 
of injuring the prospects of really efficient 
men. This la no imaginary case; It has taken 
place and is going on at this very moment 
Some Gomnissioners and Judges stand high 
in the opinion of the Board who are aotoriooa 
among the people for their inefficieoey, and In 
one or two.casei^for corraptlon. 

The real standard of the oharaeter of a pub- 
lie efleer ought to be, ^e opinion of the 
people: but it will bo a long time befere the 
free expression of this will readily find aoeeaa 
to Oovenraient In (be mean time a test my 
at least be ovtablUbed on certain iEod pMa- 
oiplea. If pablio fonettonasioa Bfifibeo velag

ed on. 

Cloveotb.—The Anomaly and indecision 
which has hitherto chsmeterited the British 
Indian Government should bo abandoned for 
a system founded on Axed principles.

It will be suIBciont at present to suggest the 
propriety, no I to say necessity, of some roles t»ii 
the subject bcitig laid down by Uuvcriiincnl 
for the regulation of all that relates lo orttcial 
intercourse, and that it should uu lunger be 
leA to individual oaprice or incliuiition.

If for Europeans ax a claas, why 
not one for rich and another for poor Eo* 
ropeans! introduce the benefit of clergy and 
punish an uneducated man more setercly foi 
a tbeft tljan an cdocafed ooe. It is edoMlioo 
that makes a great djstiaction between the 
generality of Europeans apd natives, and il 
that be the ground of an argument for baving 
different criminal codes, the same would 
require a graduated .code for the different 
deyreea or dvilisttioD among Engliahmen.

The codes now in force in India embrace 
sU classes of the native iubabUanis, however 
varied tJieir religion, their language, their 
degrees of cmlisatlon ; and however iliffereiit 
may have been the laws supplanted. English¬ 
men arc already in many easvs subject to the 
same laws. Our Military Courta are widely 
iljlTereiit in practice from the Court of King s 
Bench, but wc do not hear that they sru 
defective in eiseniials, and they liuve no 
lawyers attached to them. They have jiiiis- 
diction over both naUves and Eompeuni. 
tberofoso having these examples of the well¬ 
working of a sysicm toa limited extent widely 
differing from Courts of Law in England, 
whore is the cause of doubt that laws umy be 
made to cmhraco all within iU jurisdictioii, 
whether black or white, Hindoo or Chrisii^ui, 
Muhouiuiedan or Jew t 

Alluding to this subject in conneollon witli 
colonisation, the Governor*Ounoral, in dis* 
cussing a judicial system to nioet (he sup¬ 
posed indux of Kunipc^ans, observes in ono 
of bis minulei, that bo docs not aiiiicipntu 
from Uieir presence luiy occasion of dispuio 
which a tolerahle judiciury cxtMbljsbiuerii 
would not bo competent to svtlle; that be 
would rutlier cxpuct incrcoscil rnuilitics; and 
in this opinion the Cbicf Judge of the Su¬ 
premo Court concurred, lii the course of this 
discussion, plans as various as the number of 
profiosers, were suggested. Lord William 
Bcntiock alone, and wisely, suspended his 
opinion of wlmt the laws should be, but 
dccidely thought there siioold be only ouo 
jurisdiction.

tinction between a penal and civil code, it is 
to he concluded then that it never’prise me d 
itself, or that nu imperliments were nodeed 
to the one more than to the other! 

The nuMibility of adopting one set of laws 
for civil judicature is the neui important 
<|uosUon T would refer to. To sweep away 
tfio religious or written and the common laws 
of the Hindoos and MahomraedaDs, I oun* 
oeivo to be neither practicable nor adviaeable. 
Their rights and usages are so interwoven 
with their religion, an attempt to efface the 
one would bo an nllack on the other; but a 
great deui .might he done to obtain uoifonnity 
and distinctness hy determining what Nre 
their written laws, and it is remarkable bow 
nearly they will 1>c found to correspond 
flirougheut the gro^iter part of India. The 
I'tw of inheritunec for instance, and bailment, 
excepting possibly in the southern parts of 
the peninsula, hardly vary at all, and so it 
will be found in many other points. lici 
them be collected with the assistance of 
learned men and (iroinuigated as sanctioned 


by religion and the practice of the dgy* This 
might also be done lu regard to British Euro- 
pcaos and others not iaduded in either of the 
great classes of Hindoos and Mabommedaol, 
as balf-casies, converted native Christians^ 
Parsees, Armenians, Icc. This is a subject 
leading to msny difficulties, much dlicussioa 
and great research, which I may revert to on 
aooUier occasion. 

] now would refer to the hiw of proi^edure 
in civil cHscs. and in regard to it, I do not 
suppose there will beany difTcicocc of upioiun, 
that it may and ought to be the suiiiu in all 
cases. No reason occurs to me why the 
farms should be different in one cose than 
another: why the same gra<lati(in of appeal 
should not be had : wby advantiigcs and dis¬ 
advantages expericneed by one shuulU not ho 
fell bv another. The common law of one 
may differ from that of another class us the 
writlcu law may also do, whilst the procedure 
is the same; at least, 1 am not aware that any 
valid objection exists. 

You have now an opportunity of giving us 
a |»enal code and laws of procedure that 
shall be simple and cumprehemive. cfiuallv 
applicable to all classes of pcnwins. hy which 
ail clashing of Jurisdictiona shall be avoided, 
by which all invidious exceptions and dis¬ 
tinctions shall he abolished, and by which 
the native subjects by being esteemed worthy 
of being put under the same laws as our¬ 
selves, may learn to ostoein themselves, and 
to deserve being raised in the scale of oivili- 
xatioo.

praolioally found in Great liritain to bi* 
fraught V'tli evil to the good, and a proteeiion 
to the wicked. This isinvcriiug the iutuni of 
uU legislation, and as f um oneoftbiMc who 
never could concur in the odstaken feeling of 
aiding a culprit, which John Bull only pitying 
the individual befoie him, thinks is magna* 
nimous generosity, 1 hope this rock will be 
avoided. He does not reflect on the injury he 
does to the public—the impulse of the momeor 
is enough for him. Let the prisoner have the 
benefit of a Haw—free him if possible: and il 
is wonderful how few attempts have been 
made to inculcate a sounder or more beoeficial 
reasoning. The opeiation of the Poor Laws 
is another example of mistaken legislation 
and first-cousin to tbe other, to which the eyes 
of the public are now opened, through the 
understanding I hope rather than by tbe efTect 
on ibe purse. 

The inhabitants of India are a simple peo¬ 
ple and Ilf tie edneated. They do not appear 
yet ready for any complicated srbeme. Short 
and easy as the existing laws eompnrniirfU are, 
how little do tbey appreciate the principles on 
which they are founded.

The advan¬ 
tage of so great power being deposited in the 
hands of Ibe Zdis Judge, would consisl in the 
avoidance of delay j, be l^ing always on the 
spot, the trial ought to take place as soon as 
the commitdag authority sends up the case. 
Dut for this—ii is hoa^ever a strong objection 
—a Ciiort of Circuit would be preferable. 
Tbe Sadder Adawlut should have similar 
power of general control in thia a4 in the Civil 
branch, wilb aulUorily to mitigate and annul 
sentences, to inquire Into systems of prison 
discipline, to receive complaints against the 
ex ecu live* officers, rectify abuses, L.c. ke .— 
There is still suiiicthing wanting in the shape 
of a mure active and acecssrhle superintend- 
enre than this system pruvidcs for; and with 
referunce to tbe magnitude of jurisdi^dions, 
to the great powers to be intrusted to indivi¬ 
duals, to the character of one class of them 
and of the coenmuaity, and to the want of pro- 
r paMifiiift some visiiingnutbority seuiut io 
esaeutial, armed with sulUeicut power. 

Itevcnuc and Judicial Commissioners are 
empluyed in the Calcutta and Agra 1‘rcsidun- 
cies with that view. This appears to be a 
combinniioo of duties, one of»whJch will he 
itidiffercnily performed. To he cflicient there 
should be a Commissioner for each depart- 
mentf in which case the judicial utHcer ought 
to be unceasing in movingTrnin silla Io silld, 
Io prcventdelays and accumulation uf buai- 
neas, and being necessarily a servant of consi¬ 
derable standing, due consideration to climate, 
bealtb and olrcumstapccs would nnt be afforded, 
were auch an officer compelled to perform 
such continued and harassing duty. His 
establishment would also necessarily be an 
expensive one, and unless tbe experiment is 
tbooght to have eminently succeeded, some 
other plan most be devised; and since the 
Presidency of Bengal bas been divided, may 
it not be practicable for one of tbe Puisne 
Judges of the Sudder Adawlut Court, in rota¬ 
tion, to visit tbe Courts subordinate to it once 
a year, not for* tbe trial of civil or criminal 
eases, unless when depnted, bat for the gene¬ 
ral purposes of inquiry and supervision! 
Sueh ««eiiis to b« dose id the Bombay Presi- 
deney as provided io Regulation passed in 
Iff—, and if It have been foand to be of bene¬ 
fit there, it might be introduced in all tbe 
other Preddeocies, sind U Would possibly be 
upon tbe whole tbe best and tlie most econo¬ 
mical ABode within tbe reaeb of Oovonunent. 
This Irtbe only atobnlatory Court tbut seems 
to be eitber ^qnlsltb orlidvaDtafeooj. 
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I DOW come to tbo lut iod Saprene Tribo* 
pkI. It JihoQld be situated in Calcutta oo 
account of its wealth, extent of fits population 
both native and Earopean, and it* beia^ the 
usual seal of the Govenunent of India and 
Law Commit ion. Appeals from all the Suti* 
der Courts of Cbo Presideoeics should be 
nude to it; interpretatioo of the laws should 
be vested io it: it should have aothoritj over 
tbo duddrr Conris, eorreapoodini; with tkoirs 


OTor those of the districts, but it does not 
appear ailvisable that U should exorcise 
any jurlsdirtioD in rriminal trials. Of whom 
this Covrt should be coiupoiicd is a fsrstia 
vejuis—aboneuf eontentiuu, and I beg leave 
to postpone it, and als«» that relaiinx to the 
SuddnrCuurt to a future o|>|H>itunit;.

The composilfonof the Supreme Court of 
India, and of the Sudder Ildalut at each pre¬ 
sidency, U a propusilioit^or vast importance 
and of itreut dilliuuUy. Many interests are 
involved in it, the wcl^rc of millions will 
bo affucted by 1 1 , and there arc tbo prejudices 
aud arKumenls of a powerful buiiy to meet 
Were His Majesty’s Courts, as now coastilut- 
td, proposed to be abolished, the whole Dar 
of India and England would rise ra mt*t: 
Cake upon Littleton, tho Pauducts, Ulack- 
stone, indeed tlie a hole of the ** ^rfai^af sys* 
Iris” would bo levelled at the uuheurd of 
wickodocas; but tliis is to be expected. 

1 shall Uke the liberty iu the first pluco tu 
<luotc fro.n a loirocd author, (be following 
soiitooco rogarding the f|uanricatiuns a Judge 
ought to possess, tilvjusiaoss of which I pre- 
suiQO no one will dispute: ^lu tracing the truth 
through the masos of fodian cvidonco there is 
ro<|uired In the Judge, not only much aeut^ 
floss aad sagacity, but grout acquaintance 
with the bub ito uni moiuiers of Uie people; 
that be may be able to interpret tho iiiuuine- 
rablc iadicatioDs, which are given by peculiar 
modes of expression and dcportiuent. The 
exiraordioary disadvantages under which 
Englishmen, totally uoacquaioted with tbe 
manners of the loUlaos, labor, when they 
begui to seek their way through the labyrinth 
of lodiun tcsiimouy, can easily be conceiv¬ 
ed/' and BOW let os coosider who arc tho 
people, and what is the language that people 
are oonvonaut with, over whom the Judge is 
to preside I The people consul of two great 
classes, vii. Hindoos and Hsbooiraednfts, 
together amoanting to da or BO millions, and 
of Europeans amounting to about fiOordCbOOQ, 
military included. The vernacular Uoguagee 
of the people uro various, but there is one 


language (Hindonst.innve) spoken or uodcr- 
stood io nearly uwry purl of tlu\<(cdouiiiiioijs, 
English is iinderslotKl only by EogUshiiivn, 
and a few natives at the piesiduuvics very 
imperfectly. 

Let us now coniidcr the nature of (ho laws 
of these people. The Hindoos are governed 
in civil niuUoru by tbeir own writtca and vom- 
nion-law, tlic former of which Is In gciimJ 
distinct, comprehonsivc and similar tlirougli- 
out; and iu many respects oxcclluil io priu- 
viple. The Msliumuicduns are governed by 
their written law of the Koran: U differs 
essentially from (he Hindoo law, as both do 
from tho English system. The uiiminnl codes 
of tho three nations are as varying u tho 
oivik: the Hindiio and Maliuinmcdau—nbiurd, 
cruel and partial : the English criminal cudo, 
is scarcely OAtiUed to a dilTeruiit character : 
the crimiual code now to be proioulgulcd will 
correapond with none of these, it will stand 
by itself. 

Let ns now think how tlicse different codes 
are to be administered. The Hindoo code Is 
expounded by Hindoo lawyers—it is upplied 
by xkatives and Eurojicaas, tlio latter having 
spent the best part of their lives among the 
people, and in studying their JunguagOi their 
laws and usages. The ^Uhommodan one Is 
administered in the same taanuer* The lao- 
goage used in v<»« 9oc9 pleadings, if Hindos- 
(annee were universally introduced, would he 
understood by tile judge, the parties and the 
public generally. Tho EngUsb code is ex¬ 
pounded and applied by Eogliih bred law¬ 
yers: the language used in both the written 
and KM VMS plead!np, would be understood 
by the Judge, the partaei of English and any 
EDflisbmea who night be present, but not by 
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tile public. Eitend thii Uv to the baUto^, 
ADd the pleAdingt, vfittAB or orAt, won Id be 
(indcrftood bj neiw but the jod^e end the 
eouiuel: the ProviaciAl Co arte rhea might ai 
well fit with oloied doors. Now eappoec Sir 

FrankA'A proposition of iatrodaciDg this 
EngliiU Iaw AQd lADgQAge were Adopted* will 
ADypereoD be foaad to say tbet* a Iaw, inooiB* 
preheneible to the people, directly oppoeed to 
tbeir relifioo end niAgts, iubrereive of both 
—the lAoguAge of iti procces Aod of the judge 
uointeUifiblOi U fitor joetiiAble? If there U, 
1 for OAe would not Mop to Argae with him. 

If it be Admitted then ihAt the Engliili 
code CAonot be the one for fndiA, And tiic 
delinilion of the necejoAry qaAliliee of a 
iudge, being Also ceocedod, it rc(|uircs 
not much wisdom to decide tbAiAO English 
llArrister full of the prejudices, teebnicAlitics 
ofEoglisli practico, fresh from Westminster, 
is tlic must dii^ualihed of all for silting io 
judgment in a suit between two Hindoos or 
MAbeauDodAQS, spoAkiug to iiim lu uakoown 
tongues. We must 1 think leek elsewhere. 
The mere transfer to India ofAB English iiar> 
rlstor, Although it mij make him much riober 
and mucbyr«ader,doesQgt iostil the necessary 
knowledge, nor make biiu better aoijuaialed 
with the tangonge and character of the people, 
tbeir Jaws and usages, than if ho had nerer 
loft Lincoln’s Inn. An Eoglisb lawyer, I am 
free to allow, is a must valuable adviser : his 
education we are assured, has been liberal; be 
has been accustomed to rehect on general 
principles, on the effect of tbeir appliealion in 
practice: he has been accustomed to search 
iuto the motives and inlluencing causes of the 
aolioDs of men ; and if we combine the learn¬ 
ing of an English barrister (not tbu mere pne- 
tlcal man) with the requisite knowledge of tbe 
native character and languages, 1 have no he¬ 
sitation in snyiog that he would be very far 
superior and belter qualified to sit on the 
Bench of India than our solf-tanght Judges ; 
and although Oovernmoot may still fed it ad¬ 
visable aod necessary to look to their Civil 
Service for tbe fittest instroments for the Sad¬ 
der Udaluts, the talents aad acqairetBcnis uf 
a few such men as 1 have sjKiken of, may ] 
think be obtained, and be put in requisitian 

wiUt eminent advantage to tbe pnblic,_and 

I am now Io endeavour to shew how. 

In the first place, assomiag that English 
law is ael Io be the law of the land, but a 
nsw cede of penal law to be oreated for all 


elassei, and a modified fora of tbe civil code 
of each clan determined, bis Ifigcsty’s Courts 
being no longer applicable, may be abolUbed. 
In tbeir stead 1 would propose that there be a 
Judge at tbe presidencies as in ibe lillabs, 
and that his Court should have all original 
jurisdiction. Tbe Judge might be selected 
with particular referenee to the nature of the 
population, being partly European, and this 
Court might be open both to the bar and the 
Civil Service ; and that the oar of tbe Judges 
of the Sudder Udalut should be an English- 
bred barrister. It would then be a subject 
for deliberation, whether in all cases iu which 
Europeans are the parties, the Barrister-Judge 
•lo»f should uot sit io the first instance: and 
whether io cases brought from tbe siilahs in 
appeal (which U would be impossible to trans¬ 
late,) he should only be called in on poiuti of 
law or praciice, referred by any of the other 
Judges. Jn cases originating at the presidon- 
cies wherein one or both of the parties might 
bo 1 native, I would submit wbcUier any of 
tbe Judges should not bo competent to sit 
If sueb u system did not supply mil desldurata, 
it would have the merit of saving a large ex¬ 
penditure of money to the stale, by the conse- 
t|ucnt abolition of His Majesty s Eupreino 
Courts, and all tbeir worse than useless and 
extravagant appendages. 

In regard to the Supreme Court of India, 
tbo came arguments that have led me to bint 
at the formation of the Sudder Cdaluts for 
tbe presidencies, where tbe great resort of 
Europeans may be expected to bo, and where 
some idea of Eaglifh practice and.pleading 
has been acquired, lead to the opinion that 
the Supreme Tribunal should be composed of 
materials drawn front the same sources. If tlie 
Sudder Udawluts can be filled up from the 
Provincial Bench and the English bar, the 
Supreme Court might consist of the most 
careful selections from the Suddur Courts of 
each Presidency. In it as in tlie others, one 
English lawyer of eminence would hold a 
place, be might be also the Member cif the 
Council of India, whose functions being limit¬ 
ed by the charter to legislation, his duties 
io the Supreme Court would make him better 
qualified to advise the Oovvmmcnt io its 
legislative capaeity, and tbe cognisance of 
the Supreme Court being confined to subjeeli 
of tbe most promineni imporunoe, tbe buil- 
nese of both offices would not, in ail probabi¬ 
lity, m overwhelming^ 
ifsrkara.} 1 am, Ice. Q,

It hue already been atated that after remain* 
ing some daya at Jelaulnierr our party wax 
broken np on the *26 April, when we all 
Djovoil norUiward and Aiiiained for three 
dnya upon the iiawura frontier, at a place 
culled Kolmrecair, whence Lieut. Trevelyan 
rciurncd to Jeisiil mere, white Lie at. Mackeaoo 
and myaeir Martud for Nohur or lalaingorh on 
the evening of Ibc .'illi April, and cniiinK'oeed 
our journey neroaa the desert by making a 
marrli of 20 kos, there being no intemiediule 
vllliige betwern Kohnrceair and Islamgurh. 
The bnggnge came la aerniopMshed thia dU* 
lancu in Ih hours, ]»ut our raadaerr did it in 
leas Uian b hours. 

Noll ur or Tsluiugurh wua an ancient posses* 
siun of the JeisuJmere fumily, wbo sucin to 
have been duprivuil of It by the Doodpotra 
ebiaftuini In rather a summary manner: it 
liiu HM old fort euclosing an area sIk^uI Hct 
yanis 8r(iiarc, with very lofry ramparts from 
to 60 feet high, and a high gate way io the 
K. angle covered by a Ibw outwork; Ukcre 
arc numerous bastions on the north and oast 
fiices, but scarcely any on the other two sides. 
It bus ndrhcr rftt^e nor ditch, and is disad* 
vsntageonKly siluatccl in a deep basin, Haifa 
mile or three 4|uarters of a mile in diameter, 
aurrouudod by sandhills from 50 bU feet 
high, so I hat the tew guns on iLs walls would 
soon be silenced. There are a few buildings in 
the fort, and two wells outside, with some 
straggling hooses and a buaya. 

We quitted Ularagorh on tbe evening of 
the 6tli \prii, with the pleasant prospeet of 
40 koss of desert before us ; bat a tent was 
directed to Uu pitched half way across tbe 
wilderness, and a large supply of water was 
carried forward on camels, which enabled us 
to divide this long journey into two stages, 
each averaging 20 kos. The baggage camels 
accompUshed tbe longer half of tbejoamey 
(about 23 kweAa kos]) in 12k Or 13 hours, oar 
own progress being just tbieo as oulok, for 
we were only 61 hours on the roao, tbougb 
there were very heavy sandhills during tie 
llrst half of tbe Journey. v 

During the following night we fairly left tbe 
desert behind us, and on tbe morbing of tbe 
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6rh April arrived at Khanpoor, after n marcli 
of 17 kus, whiob occupied us Oj lioifrs. fur wo 
lost our way within a slmrl diMlaiicr of (UhI 
city and became pructicully ae^uiiiiiivd with 
the fertile soil of ncind, by wading for u good 
hour among swampy rice liehN. The bag¬ 
gage rattle kept U* the proper rood, iiml ue* 
cumpliahial their march lu I’ii hount.roiuplot- 
ing the (SI Los from Kohurccair in It iluya. 
Thr ilMtaiirc Is nearly KN) miles, of nhlitli 
miles are suurjy, ami there in n gmal hard rend 
for the lirst nrid Iasi 20 iiiiIcn on niidi sidrsof 
the desert. Water is found at Danwur, :i kos 
north of Kobwrecsir, end st Morred-ka-Kot, 
12 or 14 kos (23 miles) from Khaiipoor, but 
neither place is inbabilcMi. 

As the Klinn, or Nuwnb, Buliawul Klmn 
happened to l>e ul Khanpmir when we arriv¬ 
ed, we paid our rea|iccts to him on tho ovu- 
fling of Uic Hih April, but on iha following 
da^ 1 had a much belter oppurhiiiUy of seeing 
this chief in full Darkm*, it being the great 
Mosulmnn fcslival called The Khan 

and his principal sirdars went nut nl 2 a. m. to 
pray on tbe plain, where u tent was pi(ehod 
to serve as un UrdfnA: and a squam was 
formed *rouml l( by perimps 51NI foot soldiurs, 
part of whom were clothed in an iiairorjn of 
red trowsers and caps with blue jankuU. Tho 
chief was richly dressed with strings of line 
liearls, and very large caicruUls on his head 
And round his neck, an immense emerald, set 
in gold, acted as a or armlet, and a 

rosary of pearls was in bis Lund, with emerald 
beads strung oa it at lnU*rvals, us in those of 
tbe Roman Catholic cliurcb, though tlie latter 
arc seldom of such costly mutcriuls. When 
the nut of doors ceronioinals were over, tho 
whole rHvalcude returned to the Khan's rcsi- 
denre. when some ri/tmthtt nr faMoilcd sheep 
aod some goals were slaughtered in cunjino- 
moraiion of Abraham's sacrilico. and a saJulu 
was ired while this took place. The sirdars 
paid their respects and offered their congra¬ 
tulations to the Khan upon this great feast, 
and after sitting with biio in r.ourt a few 
minutes I returned to camp, LieuL Mackeson 
being loo unwell to be present. 

Anotbor ceremony took place on tbe 11 th 
April, hut of a very dilTercnt natarc, for a 
'^courplenlere*' was assembled to witness tbe 
delivery of a kAure^is from tho Governor- 
General, aoDouDclng bis departure from India, 

aod forwarding * supplementary treaty about 

tbe navigation af tbe Indus. A salute was 
6rcd on tills occasion, and the two battalions 
of sepoys, wbo formed an avenue to tho dur¬ 
bar, presented arms to Lieut. Hacktson ns 
tbe bearer of the letter and treaty with the 
Supreme Government. More than half of tbe 
se|»ys were dressed In white uniforms with 
black accooCrements, and were armed with 
firelocks, having a band of dmms and fifes,

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)o tlic music of Mhich they narclie*^ in very 
/tiKifl fitiir; tUc rcmitiiidcr, amounting to aboal

We ()ijiued Khun pc or early in the morninff 
of the I3ih April, mid loade a innrrh of IN 
kos, viA Jujwn and tJboiiMpoor to Mi’liuii-knl, 
in lliiJijiH’l SinghV terrilor.v* on the right bank 
of Ihc Indus. \\ v. croiooni that noble liter, 
n miles frniM JS1 iiliiin'kol. iiliiiuM iinmednifel) 
below the |oMellon of the Pniijiiiid, where Its 
all earn is d,0N7 ^ardsormore tbiiii a mile and 
0 4|miller in breudtli. The bunks are very Ion, 
Mini the water very inuddy, iror is the stream 
of Very great deptti eveept the iiiaiii elianiiel: 
but willi all these nrnwharks it is s magolli> 
eent sheet of water,u very priiiee of rivers, mol 
w ell w uith the tionble that our (jovernmentnrr 
taking ill opening its navigntbin to all the 
world. MilhiriuLot is n small town aod net 
likely to he of miieh importuoec for trmny 
ytnrs, its situation bt'ing rnther unravorahle, 
as it is <ini1v surroMinlcil by water when iJic 
river rises, mid the ojily high ground neiir it is 
iilresdy covered with lioii.vcs, so that (here is 
little or iu> 1 * 1*001 for fnrthcr impruvctiicni. 
The Sikh cliiefiniirs A«r(/ars or liMtal ulUcers 
were vcrvaiteiitive to os during onr three duvs 
stay at this place, and ofTert^d me the usual 
present of rdHt rupees as n compliment upon 
entering 1?iiojeel Siugh's couutry. which was. 
of course, rcCu.scd. 

We quitted Mlthun-koton the IGtb April, 
and sailed up tlio river PiiiijnuiJ, psiJt Dhaka 
and Svctporetii Makhon Uclu Ohat oenr <>och. 
u little hclow the infatl 4»f the river Gharra, 
where WT arrived on the iNt^ April. Wc saw 
little or no appoaYtnee of trafNo on the water 
during our voysge up the wholelen^h oftJie 
Fuiijourl, altpoNl the only boats visible being 
ihortc at the rerries: we paw, however, one or 
two rugaiDuflios iwimoiini: about or inflated 
akins, like the common wafer bag, by meaos 
of wddeh it in said that they frequently cross 
the rivef tM commit depiuUatiuus on the op¬ 


posite bank. After remaining three days in 
the vicioity of Oocb. (a very old city of 
about two thousand houses, where ilierv is H 
covered baxaar and tombs cfsonie cclohratod 
Mosnimnn saiotsj 1 quitted the boats, si ml 
marched 1.1 ios inlund from Mukhiin llchi 
Oh»t to Ahmud|>oor, where the Nnwnb i{uh> 
»ul Khan hud also arrived duriiigoiiruhsvncc 
on the river. 

Abmudpoor is a ennsidcrahlc oily, infcrinr 
only to Huliawnlpoof, mid lies on ruther low 
ground ODibc weal hank efn large eiiiml calleit 
, Kirtulmwsh, which irrigates the country nil 
round it ; but there is much ikv/ua or 

mipividuciive salt ground, and much jungle 
**f or tamarisk. TJie city contuina per¬ 
haps has u goml bnsaar run- 

iiing north and south with n large mosque on 
its west side, wliieb is llie itinat coiispieiioiis 
iMiildiiig in the lawn. t>n the north side arc 
some good gardena. and on the west side is 
nil old mud fort ah<»ut b'rf) yni*<ls long and I‘id 
yards wide, the walls of which npui'iir to he 
very thin and are fi6ln‘<2iMo ‘24 fed high. The 
Gxcocdlng lowness of the houses which look 
still lower fmml>riiig fliit roofed, and the smidl 
shopswilh lilfic point bouses, projcnliiigburcly 
two fed and sometimes siiicuri'd wrili clay, 
give the city rather » mniti oppcHmncc. 
There seem in lie no ninnnraciurc.v of any no¬ 
toriety, and the water and air do net ugreo 
with foieignerR who are said to coiiinJain of 
|i>ss of iip|Hii1e nnd indigestion, whicai is not 
siirprislrig when even the towns-people look 
Mckly. The Khan UoliawuJ KliHnoccasionnlly 
resides at l>eia, about 1 miles sonth-east of 
tlimndponr,Just w ithin the IjniilBortliesmidy 
desert wlilnli comes within u kos of Ihn city, 
ami may almost be said t<» he divided froinit 
by the Kii'tubwali eaiinl. Inrulenmil Msickc* 
aon, ngcut for the navigatiun of the fudiis, 
ha.salsoa house at Ahintjd|>oor, about u laile 
nnd n halt west oMbe town, where I reniuiiicd 
for ten days prcviou.H to rc-cros»ing the <*icat 
llescrt liclween Buhawulpuor aod the Bceku- 
ncr fionller. 

1 quitted Ahniudpimra little after midnight 
on the .‘luth April, and marched ISi kos north¬ 
eastward to lluliawul|>oor. arriviog them on 
the morning of the tst May, and remaining 
tlu re three days to Hv the gcograpbieal posi¬ 
tion of this city, and to examine whatever 
might Ire worth seeing in its neighbourhood. 
Its eurioidties, however, are but few, the 
gardens and the uanufacturc of silk stulfs 
i>emg almost the only things worthy of notice. 
Though Uuhawulpoor is ■ rityofH,tlOd houses, 
H'ilh two large bazaars, it hus the same shabby 
iippioirHnei' that charaeterizet Kliunpocr and 
.\bmuiIpoor : there is no fort, und scairuely 
any town wall, though there is something that 
may onec have been a mud rampurl, with loin* 
gateways, looking toward Mooltan, KhairiHwr, 
Beckaner, nurl Ah^iudp^r. Tliu gardens ui tr 
17 in number, lying cliiclly on the noilh side 
of the city, and produce mangoes, grupcs. 
peiches, uliuonds, apples.quinces, ligs, pomc- 
granales. Ar. There aro a few woeping •wil¬ 
lows, and auotber kind of willow called ked

They Hre very perlrrnieious in their 
demand forulms. and n nuiiihcr ofliulo cycicl 
holes worked in the veil, uimldc.s them to see 
without bein^ seen. The snuir>takiD|; pro¬ 
pensity of Uio lower orders is another lUiiii; 
likely U» altrm^t the notice of a traveller, who 
has seldom seen osUve carpenters *»r brick* 
layers siitinK at work with a little sidilT box 
beside them, and taking a piiir.li every oow 
and then uith tJiu aest, if not the grace of a 
lliiiiiiiuel. 

The piles of apples in the market places, 
the windluHses ut the welU, and other such 
ti illoH as these, strongly remind uuc of home: 
and 1 uouJd hardly help laughing wheo as 
rnthuHiastic MiiUrre described with na^s^ ap¬ 
propriate gestures the wa^ in which one of 
their dog h would .sknkonpig hy the car. in the 
cia*d fasldeu that u Suffolk funaur au^hiBur* 


rate Ihc “ sowliiig'* of a hog. which is Iho 
teehnical nuine for this fciit. A very sn|icrioi 
breed of dogs of great sixe mid HireagtJi is 
brniiglit from the lower purls uf Seiad towards 
llydcrahud. and the K1i;ia Itiilniwul keeps 
several of them, being himself n very ki*eii 
sportsiUHn. Jleer, hogs, inal invlx.ii<* are liis 
principal game, and in the winter seiiHiui he 
Hies his hawks ut the ersiaes nhieh then eiui- 
gruie in large nuiul^crs. 

Itiiriug the whole of our lour through this 
chiefs Irrrilories every kind uf hnspiUlily 
wiis exercised on Ihu part of the Khaa ; ic- 
spretaldc men werosniil to necoiiipTiiiy us fioai 
place to plaee. and to furnish all kinds of 
Siipplivs thaliiiighl hermiaired hy the caiap :

I i|nitled lluliiiwulpuor on (hr morning of 
the dth May, and plungeil again into the Ureal 
ifes«'rt. hailing at l^twarH.ila. a soiaJI viJinge 
with half a d*nnoi W4’?ls of folei.ihle waler. H 
kus K. s. y.. of the enjdlaJ. (bir ioaI sl.i;;n 
was Id kas south-e:isL to Min Gnrh. h cniisi- 
dvralde fori, the Ai/f/uliir of wliieli c.inie out at 
niidiiiglil with u eousiilerahle sss’serr to escort 
me in due furni into Ids fiul. There was no 
village on the- road bctwA'e.u l*o*.irwnla and 
UoJ U«rh,bnl there area eonplc of wells wl 
a ploeu called Kala Pnhnr. iieaiJy half way 
between these two pUecs. and two kos left of 
Xhv- road hy which we eomc. 

The fort of Moj Ouih lies on linn ground, 
with low sandy cioirienees round il, but at u 
eonsiderahJe ilistaiae: it in hoi It of htick, 
with very lofty walls, nppurrntly rit) feel Idgb, 
ineluding the parapet whieji nio} ho 7 by 
feel, with a narrow ter rep lei n of ahoiit four 
feel, and uuincroiis bastions, tin the west 
side is a inositnu. with high dome, anil in the 
south-east angle is a good muAai or dwelling 
house for UiQ Khan. The J»ody of the plane 
nuiy Ik.'IIU yardsMtuarc. with (in outwork on 
the east side to cover the gate nml a kuelia 
tank ui^osite the entrance. The aeecs.x winds 
through three separate gale-ways, in each of 
wiiirb U H right angled turning, sa that there 
may be said tube six gates, though the inner 
arches are nol Nrnisbud with doors. Three 
or four pieces of cannon arc mounted on (he 
angles, and there are wells within ihn fort 
nontnining plenty of good water at a depth of 
9 cubiU from the surfanc. 

Oo the night of thV bih May. J leftMoj Ourh, 
and instead of foliowiug Uio route by logout 
as traversed by Mr. Blphiaslonc, slruek dimn 
toward the Juisulmcre fmatbr and luarched 
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12 kAs 94)alh by west over r lotenbtj bmrd 
puib, encbmplnff i a the desert at a pUee called 
Trvoliawalce, a^ere there are a few herda* 
man's buts, and some pools of water that had 
fortunately been tilled by the late rain: so 
that the people have an abuodaDisopply of 
sweet water. The baggaie was elitht hours on 
the road, but the tuvar^g camels arri>e<l in 3 
hours, 40 niiDutes. t)D the followinf nixht we 
conipleieci the roniaininK 14 koa to Kookhun- 

r r orGhous Gurh, wliich lies 46mi|ea south 
west from Uoj Gurh,aod is only 0 kos from 
the Jehu I mere frontier. The road from Troo- 
hawalee is rather heavy, tliere beinj; much 
sand with intervals of hard ftrvnml, but wo 
nccnmplhlied llio distance In 6 hours, and 
the hairissire camels did it Id ten hours and 
a half. The kt//c(f«r eame nut with his fol* 
lowers to meet me at midnijtht and lodged us 
all within the fort, ns at Moj Gurh. 

Hof*khun|»oiir is a poor villNtpr of 20iP or 27CP 
houses, niid the small fort called Glious Gurh 
on its a. w. side, was built 7U years ago by 
Muobaruk Khan of BubaMiilpoor. There are 
thrive wells, 42 cubits or 1'i peers deep, with 
Very salt water, and there are also numerous 
AveurL or reservoirs for min water close to the 
northward of the villnfe, with a tonk three 
^uanersof a kos N. n. k from it. Tliofortis 
about tap yards square Inside, and must eiiijPtv ; 
it lias oiftlu toleriibl V strouit bastions hut of the 
calcareous stone railed dAssd/«, with 0 or (i 
very small fcuns. The bastions are about 34 or 
40 feet hig:li and the wall 23 or 3d fed, include 
inft a parapet 12 fret hicli,and 7^ thick, to the 
terreplein is 4 or .3 feet broad, nod a lon|t mttt 
or outer wall thus round the fun at an interval 
of IH or 25 feet on three sides, and triple tliut 
breadth on Llic one side where the gateways 
are. TIiIn renee, a., well as the body of the 
pUec, ia built of tbc same JAeiifs kA«i«. which 
IS fashioned into blocks like larfte tuud bricks, 
and appears to be very durable. Uolli the 
villase end fort arc bnilt on s<j|id sroood, 
nnd there arc low sand hills within looB can¬ 
non shut of the latter on the south side. 

On the nifrht of the 7th May, we marched 12 
kos s. e. over a rather heavy road from Itook- 
bnnponr (Duhawul Khans) to Jlirsilpoor, a 
iarffc vilJag;e. with n fort belunfrioff tu n Bha> 
^ Kao, named Sabeh, who Is nominally sub- 
ject to the Rawul of Jeisniniere, hut who is 
pretty Independent, owin^ to bis inaccessible 
slvuatlon In the desert. This chief accompa¬ 
nied me to the top of a high sand hill, quarter 
of a mile s. w. of the fort, which is quite com¬ 
manded by it, the top of the highest bouse 
being depressed 2L On this sand hilKhe Em¬ 
peror Humaioon is said to have remained some 
day* About 375 years ago, for the foK is of great 
anUquity (the natives say 1,700 years,) though 
built after those of Poogntand Bikumpoor. 
It stands on a small rising ground, perhaps 20 
feet high, in the mldlc ofa hollow, and the 
walls are barely 30 feet high, and perhaps W 
yards square, with 4 or 6 bastions in each; 
face. The gate is on the north side, oovered' 
with a curtain, and the Interior of the fort is 
fiiU of houses. The town of Birsilpoor con- 
talna 400 bouses, and has many bunya*s shops. 


with eleven wells, one of which Is in the tori, 
the water being very salt and 41 eubils from 
the suface, hot there are many koondt of fresh 
water on the n. w. side of the towo. The 
fort has neither ditch nor fausse Uraye, and is 
built of blocks of the calcareous stone already 
mentioned. 

Our nevt march was a heavy singe of ifl 
kos A. R. bye. from Birsilpoor to Hangursir, 
where we arrived on the morninfs of die f^tli 
May, being 6 boon 40 minutes on the rond, tlio 
rbief part of which ran over numerous ihaU 
or und bilb, with intermediate hard flnta 
called dmAwr. Bangursir !» a Bhatee village 
of tt> or HO bouses (with two bunyas) lylug 
eloae to the Beckaoer frontier : it Uua a ainull 
t^at docH not deserve the (ihiiic of n 
fort, having only a gateway with two liaAtions 
and a small house, all ooniiected b^ ^HkiMUhot, 
or wall of earth and bushes, siliiiitod on a 
slight eniinencc surrounilMl by huts. There 
arc two wells to westward of the vlllngo, 
with exceedingly salt water at 121 cubils 
depth, with a few koandt or reservoirs, and a 
tank almost dry. The fuMowing menioran- 
dum will show that Bangursir ia not quite as 
cool as l^iidour, or Simla, or any of those 
pleasant plap'es for ** eating cold air”!

so that the average host for nine sucecsslve 
hours was nearly 113*, the ttiinimuin IIM, tlio 
miiNiinum 12.2% Truly this was becoming 
iprartioally acquainted with the plcadures of 
aSiroeca; a kind of shaking of bauds with 
Plurbus. 

As the 31h May wss the day appointed for 
the arrival of the Rsjiis of Bceknner and 
Jcisulinere at thei^respentive frontier villages 
of Ouriala aud Girrujsir, no time was to be 
losi un the road, so 1 quitted liangurHlr on the 
I evening of tbcDth May, und rnsMlv Bie best of 
I my way to Guriala, 7 kos south of that place, 
but found that the ikekancer Ksja would not 
arrive until the next day, so 1 trotted on a 
couple of kos farther to the south-west, and 
reached Girrvjsir at lUi f. u., thus coniplcting 
a march of 21 d kos from Jcisulmerc to Buha- 
wulpoor, &c., in 15 stages, with a single 
camel, allowing him, however, numerous 
inlormedialo halts, so tbat the galluni ship 
of the desert" amblod into camp as fresh as a 
daisy, though each of bis marches with me 
bad averag^ 14i kos. 

On the lOtb May all the great folks came 
fumbling Id together, and had sundry meeUngs 
daring our week's halt at this place. 

Having already brought down the move- 
meots of all parUes concerned in Lieut. Treve¬ 
lyan's Mission to tbc period when the rulers 
of Ueekaneer and Jelsulmcre, encamped upon 
their respective frontiers at Guriala und Oir- 
rujsiy. in readiness for a personal conference, 
:as bad been reuoinneoued lo them by tho 
I British Governtueot: 1 must now summon up 
spirila from tbe vasty deep (or borrow a bint 
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(ri^m Colonel 0*Sbao|bacMj, wbicb may do 
ju»i M well) in order to give an adcc|uaic 
avcuunl of all tbaI occurred at Uiie ffrtud iu* 
tofvicw. 

All parties had aMcniblc<l on the lOUi May, 
the diy ori^^inally named for the meeting, but 
the 4cijulmere people weio so eahauAted by 
the rapidity of their JourDCy that it would have 
boon unfair to have called** time*' to a tingle 
ternod ; to the UUj of May was allowinl to, 

C iatt i|uicily away in tl(iwlier]i. that the weary, 
iirds might find rcHl* and bo fresh for the 
fatigues of the ensuiug day. 

Karly on tbo morning of the ISih. prepare* 
ijons were made for pitching a dve/et 
nr durbar tent, exactly on Uiu boundary line 
between the two kingdoms; and in this 
iiisPiiice the Hut was real and not melapho- 
riciil. far when the proeise point had been 
aseurlaincil by tnvasuremeui with a perambu* 
lator. u'liero the boundary crosses tlie road 
between <iiif iaia and Girrajsir, |>cgs were driv* 
en into the ground* and a very long rope 
slretclicd between them* in such inaniirr as to 
point out the line of demarcution in a way that 
was t|Uite siitivfaolory to all parlies. 

A suit of tents a'as pitched on this line, 
me losing an area IPti feet long and *4t feet 
broHiIJiair of the space being on either side 
of the frontier, and the southern portion of 
this hall of audience was formed i»y Lieut. 
Xj'evclyun’M own tent, in which a large yurifft/ 
or throne was so arranged (hat one half of it 
might lie exactly to each country. All ibo 
exterior arrari gem rots were made as nc.arly as 
pussihic on exactly the same prineiplc, namelv, 
tlinl of ohscrviilg strict iinpartiality toaaraa 
both particK* for had the ** reciprocity been 
all on one side," as our Irish friend has il, or 
bad there l>eeii the least appearance of 
fiftrte or undue letniug toward either side, il 
might have marred Uic hanuguy of the meet* 
iog. • 

As the two chiefs were to approach the 
tents from opposite quarters, the guard of 
infantry accompany lug the Mission* was 
divided into two parts, so as to fonnan avenue 
at each door; the port^ of Bluir's horse was 
drawn up in a single lioe across the lioundary 
and facing the durbar, while tJie brigade of 
guns iatondod to salute the two crowned 
beads* was drawn up in rear of the cavalry so 
os to have one gon on each side of the lino as 
near as might bv. 

Though Alladin and his lamp are long ago 
gathered to the dust, yet are there kind fairies 
still wandering on earth who enabled the in* 
terestiog travellers’* to make all these propar' 

ation« during the iSih May ; and on tbo even¬ 
ing of that duy tbe teats and guards, horse 
and foot, guns, throoe, carpets, ««ar, 
opium, sugar, and all tbe proper paraphef' 
nalia of royally were in readiness to celebrate 
the mectiog of reconclliftiion between their 
iligUnesses the Maharajah Rulun SiDgh ^e> 
kaner, and the Maharawul O^j Siogh of del- 
sulniero. « 


in molioD from Uuriala, which was a mito 
and a half distant from the place of mcct- 
irig ; as tho Mnharawul had two miles to travel, 
ho rearbcil the ground a little later than iiis 
neighbour, which gave time fur separate salutes 
of seveiitcea guns to Iw iircd forcmdi of tbetu 
beftire thev alighted from their kfiamor covered 
litters. There were altogether about tbreo 
thousand uiori In tbe lield, the numbers being 
prully equal on botli sides* and (he iiuposiiig 
nature of the show was somewinit nugmciilcd 
by llie richly caparisoned elcphunU and led 
horsc'M, drums, colon rs, and xuch oilier fonugn 
aids of (»riiauiciits as seemed csscutiwl to gjvo 
proper ecUt to tills **Jield of the idiitb of 
gold.** 

No nr ittikbu/ was sent nut to mrrt 

either IMncr, but each whs received with 
presenU'd arms by IliegumI aa he approached 
the eutanec of tbo (out: a host of tktfuutrt 
or Rnjpoot nobles, and some wcnlthy iner* 
chants acroinpaoied (hern as they chiijo iu uI 
opposite doors, luid for the lirsl lime In Uivir 
lives stooil heiiealh tho suuiu riMif. Lietil. 
Trevelyan had sUilionod himself In the mill* 
die of the tout* aud as they approHched tho 
centre, extended a huod to omdi, and bruuglit 
(hem gently together ; each saluted the other 
courteously, and as tlivy were porfonuing the 
,kHi//ntf ^rrrre or ceremony of muluul cndirucc, 
the durbar resounded with eongralulatory 
' cries of ** mifvkmruk, iHontHtruk.'* 

After this fratomul aeeoiUdo they scalud 
thomselves togvilier on tho richly brocaded 
fUfUrr tbal hud been prepared for tlicrii* while 
ibuir followors crowded into thu tont rn warre 
and soon shut out what littlu daylight ruinaiii- 
ed. Many uttcnipts were made lo reduce this 
mass of courtiers into soiiiclJiiiig like an organ* 

, iavd sha|H', but it suemod us if nothing short 
of UiO trifumrniuM bncuHnum would answer 
Uie purpose, S4» iJicy wcreiiiade to sit down 
even where they had thrust IhcmsclvcH for* 
ward in their eager xual to sec the novel spec¬ 
tacle of *' two kings of Brontlord on one 
throne." 

Though some of the spectators were adorned 
with rich jewels yet bnih of the principal per¬ 
sonages had tbe good taste to attire IheuiseJvos 
simply ill tJio full while rol>e calledyViaa, with 
Uie coloured lurband peculiar to their ruspec- 
(ive courts ; a Jogger in the kumurlnwi was 
their ouly weapon, and a few pvarls and otuo* 
raids almost tJieir only ornaments. Lieut. 
TrevclyaQ was seated no the right of tbe Ma¬ 
haraja : Lieut. Hoilcau on the left of tho Ma¬ 
harawul, and their ministers and other sirdars 
formed a circle round thorn, tbo privileged 
chiefs squatting themselves down on the car¬ 
pel, while tbe iuferlors stood without, to the 
00 small stoppi^e of the free air of heaven. 

By way of making darkness visible and 
letting in some little light upon the snene,

The 0 (T 11 rimers of (lie IGih Muy have been 
already noticed, beiug the day a hen uiutioil 
visits look phieo beta run the two Jtdjns, ui 
wliifli ae were nut presenti so no more need 
1 m said about llicin ; they hulled llie iiovi day 
atCiiriala and tiirnijisir. and on the lath Nf;iv 
:wo turned our bucks upon the fremtier, wcfl 
pleased at the admirable manner in wliicli 
every thing bad gone olf, and thankful too 
(hat at such a season not a single man, among 
the (huusands brought P»gullicr on that barren 
fpunlier, hud liiwl from futiguc, exposure Ut 
the sun. or badness uf tho autor though many 
had sulTcrcd much on I be journey. 

The Mahamja's camp returned fmm fluriafa 
towards BeekHncr, and tbe MahnraHul was 
to have accompanied Lieutenant Trevedyun to 
Uikunipoor, but suddenly obnuging bis mind, 
started nt mid night for Nok. and left ns to 
Diiike tbe best of our way fmin Oiriijsir to 
Bikumpoor. a uruel mareli of 'id miles among 
steep wiridbills without a drop of water for 
many a mile. Two of my servants fell down 
ualiauslcd on the road, und one of them wus 
reported demi, but a supply of wuler wns for* 
iQualely procured, which revived them both. 
Wo baited at liikunipuor uu tbe Ullh May. 
bidng Joined in tliv morning by tbe Kawul, 
who came over with a few followi'rs, leaving 
his camp standing at Nok, distant H kos. 

Bikumpoor or Dhcokoonpoor isan exceed¬ 
ingly old fort, abouta hundred yards S(|uuru, 
with rubble walls, feet high, occupying 
the whole of a Jiltic knoll, which gives U 
rather a stiff exterior section, tliougb it has 
scarcely any interior profile, nearly (he whole 
area of (he fort being on a level with tlic icr- 
rcploin of tlic rampart. There is a high eavii- 
licr in tlie nortb-cast angle, and four guns are 
mounted iu various parts of the fort, which 
has a ii^rison of 90 to lOUnieii, with .a bakiin 
or governor from Joisolmere. There are 
high sandhills wiiLio range of tbe place wliioJi, 
tboogh somewhat formidable-looking at a dis¬ 
tance, has littlo real strcnj^lh. A neat liUlu 
town of 900 or houses lies at the soutli* 
east side of the fort: one third of tlie inbabi- 
laats are Brabmins, who drive a traUo be¬ 
tween l^elnd and Ueekaner or JeUulmeve, 
having 2260 camels employed in transpoHing 
goods, fur which they pay no duty. There 
ore two wells of suit water in tbe village, one 
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uf them clitta 10 tb« fort-fate, and IdO 
ur Mina 11 /'uAibie reacnrotra for catching rain 

WHtcr. 

Bomc idea may be formed of the very udJd- 
viling nature ut the rok^ or desert iMStween 
Ilikumpoor and PiK>gul, by tbe following 
little Dative ainry. A wild doe had loat her 
fawn, and fearing that some bcaat of prey bad 
carried off the miHaing tnUeAd, taxed a liya^na 
wiUi having devonred it Tbe bymna denied 
the charge witli indiguatioo. and otTered to 
con/irni hia denial by tJie moat aolcmu oaib 
that could be aJ miniate red: be aeeordiugly 
awore, bavo vuten your fawn, may I be 

condemiMt^to dwell in the dcaert belwceu 

Uikoinpoor jtnd roogo)!*'Uo bearing wliicb 

trvincndoua uiljuraiiun the doc fully acqaiitcd 
him. 

That tbia country wax not alwoya ao deao- 
late may. however, be iiircrrcil from tbe tradi¬ 
tion thill lijkuni|H>oronro stood on the bank 
of a river, which was drank dry by a divinity 
taking up the water in the hulluw of liUhand: 
thiaevpioit could nut caiiiy have been per- 
formed vinca the daya of tbe royul hero, who 
gave hia natnc to tbe fort. Ibe Raja Uccr Bik- 
rumject, about wlioac era U iaaaid ti> bevr been 
founded, and there ruully are witUiii iu pre- 
oiocta a couple ofmuNdKCiur pagmlaa that ap¬ 
pear hlmoat old enough to have been cottrni 
with the great Kikruin. The fort at Uirsilpoor 
being only aeventeen hundred years old, mo- 
deally oliiiinx u Icaa autiiioity than the above, 
and IB aaid to have been built aa a half way 
bouse or resting place In the dreary track 
between Uikumpoorand Pougul. 

Wo quilted Bikuiopoor on ibe 20th May. 
nccompanying Uio Maharawul to Nok, where 
tJiore U hne arable ground, and abundapee of 
aweet water Dear the aurface; on tbe follow¬ 
ing duy wc all marched to Bap. our last rest¬ 
ing plaice in the Jeisulmerc country, but 
the accunut of our parting with Ibe Kawui 
Guj Bingb, and our entry on tJie Jodbpoor 
stnio, alias Marwar. must be reserved for some 
future opportunity. 

Cnmn, MutrB in ./orfApeer, 61A Jnijfp 
The proecedings of Lieut. Trevciyao » Mis¬ 
sion to the westward have already been 
brought up to the time when the liawul of 
Jelsulmere arrived at the village or small 
town of Ban. on the Jodbpoor frontier, after 
bis Interview with the Raja of Beek^er s we 
all reached Hap on the 3ist May, and w the 
2'2d our parly was increased by the Km ol 
Blrsilpoor'a arrival with seventy or, eighty 
followers, who came to pay their respeett to 
iLc Maliurawul. The Hao Baheh Smgn Of 
Birsiluoor Is the most powerful of ail the 
Jeisulmerc feudatories, and required mach 
persaasion before ho would venture from his 
stronghold in the desert to lay bis sword at 
the feet of his Bhatee sovereign j nor were 
bis mUglrings altogether without foaDdatlon. 
for, many years have not passed sinee the fort 
of Ids neighbour and relation, the young Rao 
of Bikunipoor was surreptitiously Uken pvs- 
teisioD of by the Jeisulmere Govemoent, and 


is to this day held as a royal castle to the 
exclnsioD of its more legilimaie owner. 

Rather than be deprived of bis own posses¬ 
sion in a similar manner, thvRoa of Birsllpoor 
had determined to soenre tbe parole of tbe 
Ruropean gentlemen, who accompanied the' 
liawul from Girajsir. that a safe return home 
might be guaranteed to him: otherwise he 
determined to decline tbe invitation (or In 
other words to disobey tbe order) to appear 
forthwitb at the Hawurs camp, in which re- 
fuial he woold have been baoaed by another 
neighbour and relation tbe Rho of Pocgul. 
who is nominally subject to tbo Reekaner 
Stsle, though of Bhotce fomily, and wbo 
promised u» stand by Bnteb Singh for good 
4nd evij with all tbe forces be cuulil muster, 
and to assist him, if nerestary. in the defence 
of his desert fastness. Fortunately there was 
no oeeasion for any sue h displny of fun?c by 
these turbulent Ijordercrs: the lUo of Birsil- 
povr cume quietly to Uiip upon the pledge of 
a safe-conduct home, nod whs very honorably 
received by the Maharawul, who emhrnceil 
him in o|>eri durbar, and received his uutur 
nod dismissed him on tbe 24th May, with a 
suitable present, at tbo same time that he 
broke vp bis own camp and murched toward 
Jeisulmerc. 

Previous to the MaharawuVs deparinro, 
that is to say. on the evening of the 33d May. 
we paid a parting visit to our merry friend 
Gqj Biogh, who received us with his usual 
gciM humour, and made repealed attempts 
to ovincr his sotisfaelinn at the result of 
Lientenaot Trevelyan’s Mission, by' loading 
us with eettaiu presents, but these attacks 
were very properly ymrrlecl hy ihiit oJlicer, 
so alter much laughing and n little singing 
and dancing, we look our leave end shook 
hands for the last time with tbu Maharuwul of 
Jeisulmerc. « 

On tbe 35th May. we entered the Jodbpoor 
territory, making a march of more than 20 
miles by a eircuitons road from camp Bnp to 
tbe eity of Phulodee, with a marvellously hot 
sun over our beads, which was leisurely 
drying our brains while the rival candidates, 
for a disputed bit of frontier land, tried to 
persuade the s«A»5 fotj that the boundary line 
ran SM instead of so. Thatuoiversnl panacea for 
disputed froollers, a perambulator, was had 
recourse to in the present instance, but its ef¬ 
fects were rather so ra. it being difficult to 
please both parties in a case of this kind, 
witness Dandy DininoDt and Jack o’Dawsloo. 

Tbe town of Phulodee is said to contain 
3,otK> houses, and is built on a rising ground, 
with a stone fort about seventy yanls broad 
and lUU yards long, built on a rocky base, 
with walls about forty feet bigb. but having 
neithef ditob norrrnra. A few small guns are 
mounted on tfaevvalls, which appear to have a 
very weak seetlon. On the Hooih side of the 
fort are some good substantial bouses, inhabi¬ 
ted by merchants of tbe Jain persuasion, who 
bavo enonnuns wealth and with tbe exceptiod 
of the Foujdarsef Ramgorb in Bbekawattee, 
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ftre thd Ivmt upitAl ins iq thUptrtofUie 
cuQntrj. Thftjr tre eslle4 dkmdtt 
coatlQQftUj lending out monies in ▼nrioni 
darters to respccisble merchants et the rao- 
erate interest of eif btanoas per oeat per meo- 
seoi* ordpereeot per annum. Some of tbe 
highest houses aearlj oterlook the little cita¬ 
del above mealloned. which is not very stroox, 
and the town may itself be ooasiderW open, 
though a Tuinoua bit of stone wall aeis as a 
riHAtfr^uaeA on its sootbern face. There arr 
three small Jain pagodas, and alto some mva- 
dur$ of the ordinary Hindoo faith: there are 
four tanks (now dry) on the west and sooth 
sides of the town, and. there is abundance of 
weJI water within 15 or 90 cubits of the sur¬ 
face, wbieb, however, is rather brackish, and 
is drawn up by the self discharging skin bag 
o«ed in the Dukbun Inalead of the mM or 
rAurse, commonly employed in Hindoostan. 

We made no halt at Photodee, but made 
the best of our way by two roarehes of 17 and 
miles over tolerable roads to Pohkuro, a 
small walled oit^ of considerable Imporianee. 
the Thakoor being one of the most powerful 
of all tbe chiefs of Marwar, though the pre¬ 
sent isonmbent is by no means so powerfol as 
his grandfather the celebrated 81 wm Siagb 
Churepawut. who was treacherously murder¬ 
ed by Umecr Khan of Tonk, after tbe most 
solemn pledges of friendship had been ei- 
changed between them. 

On our approaching to within a kos or two 
miles of Polikum, tbe Thakoor came out to 
meet Lieutenant Trevelyan with about thirty 
followers, welt mounted on loe Marwaroe 
horses, which were much inperior to tbe cattle 
that had ordinarily come under our notice. 
Buboot Singh is only the adopted son of ^e 
late Thakoor of Pohkom, and being without 
Issue, though provided with two wivai, may in 
time bo obliged to adopt own luceeaaor 
too. He is a civil and eomelv looking yoong 
mao, with a aligfat oast in hia eye, and bit 
reeepiion of us was very satisfuciory, for he 
not only accompanied us to our tenta after the 
march, but came In tbe eTening to pay a 
second visit of ceremony, though our camp 
was half a mile from tbe town, close toa large 
tank on the north-west side of tbe citadel. 

After the Thakoor had sat with us for some 
tiuie, we accompanied him back to hia own 
wwAaf. which is a very neat little palaee in the 
nentre of the fort, aod immediately to the 
snath side of It. within tbe ramparts, la a 
stable yard, with excellent aeoommodatioafor 
about 160 or 900 horses, only half oC wbicb 
number, however, were pieketted there ai 
present, the remulnder being ont on duty of 
tbe district; tbe bones are separated from the 
mares, and the whole are sorted into sena^ 
according to tbeir colours. After payii^ the 
ebief a short visit in hia own ball we rode 
through tbe town of Pohknm. wbieb U well- 
built, eontalnlng 3,000houaee, andlssurroaod- 
ed by a good wall, built of uncemeoted atoi^, 
about 16 feet high (ineludinga thin parsMt 
of 6 feel by 9i feet) with a Umplein fottr Mt 


broad; (he whole being ratsked br a rms* 
and small ditch formed out of the hard red 
soil. 

The eiladel is on the west side of the town, 
and forms part of its enttinU; it is admirabiy 
built of wrought atone, tbe walls being about 
3.5 feet high outside, but only eighteen feet 
inside up to the terreplein. Its figure is an 
irregular oblong about 190 yards long snd 60 
yardn broad, with a fausse bruye and a deep 
hut narrow ditch faced with masonry, the 
revetments of wbieb have in lome place been 
forced out by the roots of trees, hut the body 
of the plane is in excellent repair, having the 
waAif already mentioned in its centTe, and a 
few guns on the walls, with good store of fuel 
inside, and a well of sweet water (about twen¬ 
ty feet deep! ) in the court yard of the palace. 
The »mU/ has a gate of its own, so that it 
would serve as a retreat in case of Iho citadel 
being carried by storm. 

Close to westward of the citadel is a targe 
tank or sagur. partly faced with masonry, but 
containing less water than the other tank cal¬ 
led Randesir, which was close to our tents. 
About a kos north of the city is a very con¬ 
spicuous pagtMla on the crest of some high 
rocky table land, marking the site of tbe old 
eity, now riolte deaerted, near which are tbe 
eAarrsaror inonameBtsof the deceaaod chiefs of 
Pohkum. Three kos northward of the city 
is a celebrated «?nMi,oraatictua^. called Ram- 
deo-jeo-ka-Dera. where malefactors find an 
atylum, and where people sometimes resort to 
offer up the hrst-sbom hair of their young 
obildero. 

The Pohknra dUtrict was formerly said to 
yield a revenue of three lacs of rupees, but 
tbe iooome of tbe present Thakoor can hardly 
exceed a third of that sum, much of bis pa¬ 
trimony having been alienated before be came 
into possession. Being on tbe high road from 
Jodbpoor aod Pleerta to ieisulmcro, (that is 
to say from Jeypoor, Kotab, Boondoe, AJmere, 
ke.f to dcind) a good deal of money is realis¬ 
ed by the transit duty on opium, large quan¬ 
tities of which find ibeir way by this route to 
the haoka of tbe Indus. 

After remaining three days at Pohknm, we 
contiuued our march southward by way of 
Bbnneeana. Bbeekoraee; Oodoo, and Bbee- 
mar to Seew or Sbeo, a smalltown, which is 
tbe capital of a eoneiderably large hot un- 
prod urate tract of country, parcelled out into 
petty diifriots. the Boonias of which pay hut 
little deference to tbe EUja of Jodhpoor's A«- 
A?bi or governor, who is statlonea at Shoo 
with four guns >and a few soldiers. We were 
very eivilly treated by this fnaetionary, and 
halted one day befide tbe fine tank, hiving 
aarcbed 76 miles from Pohkum in five da^s 
notwith stand lag the great beat of the wea¬ 
ther. A dwarf of the mafse cast came to our 
teots to ask advice for tbe extirpation of a

Therefore, whatever 
measorta bia Lordahip may be pleased to 
adopt by anticipation, may hereafter, for 
ansat jet known to tbe contrary, bate tO be 
ondone. Acta of Harliament in snob matters 
five but tbe rough outline; tbe Icttcn patent 
epecifj the details: and it would be an uoick 
ward task indeed, for bia Lordahip to hare to 
Jearn the limits of bii authority after baring 
materially exceeded them. However, eur 
preiODtioa la guarded on this point ^ tbe 
issue what it may, we think, that virtual ly and 
in spirit, the appointment is appropriated to 
tbe senior; for wo cannot forget,tnatin Mr. 
Grant's oorraspondence with &t Archbishop 
of Canterbory and the Court of Directors, he 
distinotly apeciftes, as a matter of judiciona 
anrangement, that the office of Archdeacon 
should devolve on the senior chaplain. Not¬ 
withstanding, tlierefore, tbe omiision of this 
ipeeiho enactment in the Act of Parliament 
(where we do not look fur it) or even in hU 
Lordship's letters patent (if it prove to be so 
omitted) it may with good reason be urged as 
tbe spirit of that amageuent, which was eon- 
templated by the home auihonties, and ought 
not, without solid and sufficient oaose, to be 
seed less] j set aside. 

Needlessly did we say! Aye. there comes 
the pith and brunt of tbe conientiun; for tbe 
advocates of the new system of Utmiuu urge, 
that there was an unavoidable necessity for bis 
Lordship to fall back upon tbe rear of hit 
clerical forces, by MserUng, that tbe sealer 
chaplain is disqualified by bis unaccountable 
spirit of insubordination, tbe junior by bis 
luldoess of disposilion, and the rest, of 
oonne, by one or other, or both. 

It were well if so serious, not to say libelloos 
a charge as that of **anaoconntable insubordi- 
nation,*' bad been aoooupanied and sobatan- 
tiated by proofs. In the total absence of these, 
we are feh to inatance one or two oceaeions, 
oBwhUb this insubordinate spirit has been 
manifested; and tboogfa we neither excuse 
nor extenoate insubordination in any shape, 
and are ready to concede that the senior ebap- 
Jain is not of tbe most bending temperament, 
yet a eba^e of insubordination is another 
thing; and we must be eooTineed, before we 
eondemn, that hie powillingneM to meet 
bis Lordship's wisbee, was not eolled forth 
by an illegidnate exercise of authority. 
, Hla Lordship, to mentloa one instance, 
paired tbe Cathedral obaplaJns to tbdl* 
eate and throw open tbelr palpU and Mr* 
vices to bis ewB chaplain aaa m«ln-law 


whenever be might wish It Against this 
the senior remonstrated ; and we hesitate 
not to affirm, that in se doing, if done res- 
pootfuJIy, (as we are aseured it wu) he was 
nut properly reminding bis Lordship of over¬ 
stepping his Episcopal authority. Not eve A 
His Grace of Canterbury himself, primate 
though be be, would thus interfere with tbe 
homulest curate in tbe British dominions. 

On another occasion, a most respectful re¬ 
monstrance was made by the two seniors, 
against the measure which bis Lordship la ely 
introduced and carried, for parcelling out and 
dividing tbe emoluments, which bare been 
reserved (•• euriiersm to two 

senior presidency cbaplains, ever sincu tbe 
establisbmeotof tbe English Church in India. 
Now ibm too may probably, by a rbetoricHl 
twist, be inierpreled as insabordinalion. 
Then is to obey to be a slave. Do away with 
aJI tbe higher grades of emolument, of the 
civil. miliUry, and medical services, and 
try whether the very avenues of Go>ornmcnl 
would not be choked with addresses, and 
every public servant in tbe conntry join with 
one neart and one voice iu pouring out tlieir 
complaints. But would Uiis he insubordina- 
tlonl We piesume not We would have 
wished bis Lordship bad reflected, that if, for 
tbe sake of removing (imaginary) inconve- 
niencof. It seemed expedient to efleet the 
arrangomeni in question. It wasjust and right 
likewise, previously to provide some compeu- 
setion for Ibe diminulion of establisJiod 
emolumenls; provide, we say, if impossible 
from any other source, than out of bis Lord¬ 
ship's own allowances, rather than pare away 
ibe only two remnants of any value annexed 
to the EccUsiastical Department. There is 
oot a chaplain, we are assured, tJiroughoul 
tbe country, save and except those at the 
Mission Church, who does oot think himielfin- 
jured by this uncal led for uieasure; and coum- 
den the ouly prospect the service held out to 
him of temporal benefit, cut oQ* and blasted. 
Tbe Mission Cborch chaplains, of course, 
participate not in this grievance: they only 
share toe spoil; and now, a chaplain of tbe 
Old Churob though he arrived but to-morrow, 
(as the present ones did but yesterday) will ini- 
mediately, on thedeparture uf the present in- 
eumbenUat tbe Cathedral, be in the receipt 
of probably larger emoluments thiin tbe se- 
uior io the service. Do we hear the rest of 
the cbaplaias admonished, as ministers of the 
sanctuary, “not to seek their ownT Wo 
retort in their behalf, tbe self-same admoni¬ 
tion, and add thereto, '*bot every man ano¬ 
ther's weal^ and we think it would have 
become the characters of those, who supported 
and nrged this measure, to have exerted their 
utmost influence in dissuading, instead of 
moving bis Lordship Co effect it We know, 
boweAr, in this,partieolar matter, we are 
stemming a strong current The meaiuro is 
popular. It is. moreever, a weak»iBg, how¬ 
ever alight, of tbe Chureb's secular Mnewi. 
and tberofbre, right and Justice must succumb. 

We only deplore, that tbe avowed father of 
bit eiergy uonld bnvo heea ao aisgaided as 
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to brisf it b> ptM, because by oo iaterpret&* 
tioB e4ii it be construed as an instance of 
pateroal solicitude for their velfare* 

Another initaoce of the senior's insnbordi- 
nation, eonneeted with the late order for the 
reconstruction of the Select Vestry, we can 
ooIt barely allude to: but we apprehend, that 
as laymen are mined up with this measnre, 
bis Lordship will have to undergo the i^in of 
experiencing wbat actual insubordinatioD is 

These, and it may be* one or two other* of 
tbe like sort, are the instances of alleg^ 
insubordination which disqualify tbe senior 
chaplain for the Arcb*deaconry. Before quit* 
liiiK this topic, we cannot forbear to counsel 
Ills Lordship to be as cautious, as reluctant, as 
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Jation of the establUhed ralea of tbe service, 
and in defiance of ali impartiality andjudg* 
meat 

Alas! there will be halos round Ibo brightest 
lamioaries. And when, after hearing as wo 
have soofleo dune, the splendid ontpourioga, 
which the highly gifted Bishop deals, like an 
Apoelle, from bis stores of bibliuaJ knowledge 
('* O! we follow him into the 

business of life, we are so perplexed and be¬ 
wildered as to feel dispos^ to discredit our 
senses in identifying tbe individual. What 
eye, iodued with prophetic vUiun, could have 
foreseen in the evangelical Daniel Wilson, 
the future Lord over God's heritage," not 
bearing tbe erosier, but swaying a stern scep¬ 
tre over the very pastors he was sent to over¬

We eao only implore 
his Lordship, if be be determined to abide by 
his choice, not to suiTer hi^ one unjustly to 
depreciate the ebaraeters of all those wbo have 
been superseded; but boldly to maintain ble 
owu view of his own prerojative, his ** iieosfs,** 
and **tit yufiss* (*• U m &esur") though it be 
at the expense of all right and justice in tio-

E led^c, and out of the kiodneaa of tkr 
tndeat heart perhapa that ever beat, nomi¬ 
nated Mr. Hawtayne to Bombay. But tbeu 
what can he eaid of Mr. Robinson f Why. 
that if the present appointment could bt 
Justified on ibe same grounds as his was. 
we, at least, should have very little, per¬ 
haps nothing, to say about it. Arch-deaoon 
Robinson Is a ftentlemnn who In addition 
to bis <iualifiouiions as a pious and emi* 
nent minister, is gifted with more than ordi¬ 
nary talents. He took a hifh honormiy msthe- 
malicul degree, and was a Chancellor’s medal¬ 
list at the IJniversily^distloctioBS of the first 
order that an ondergraduate can attain to. 
And when we bear In mind, tbat he subse- 
(luenily became Bisbou ileber's chaplain, and 
thus let his light shine within the palace 
walls, no wnnder that such nire atlainmenU, 
adorned with both piety and seal, were ebarms 
in the eyes of tUo Bishop, and claims to which 
even the Madras clergy might bow with cheer¬ 
fulness. Of Mr. Doaliry, wo believe we are 
speaking correctly in saying, that ho took nn 
honorary degree at tbe University at ath but 
went out among the ni poffet, and went also by 
what some persons thmlf. rather a by>patb— 
that is, be t^k his degree in Civil Iaw, and 
therefore wears the badge of B. C. L. or as 
some have it C. L. B. we wish, therefore, 
the Engliikmmn would accept this informa¬ 
tion at our hands, and reflect likewise, that 
with regard to the Areh-deaeonrlei of Madras 
and Bombay, the Bishop, not being on the 
spot, and therefore not having the means of 
rightly estimating the ^aalifications of his 
elergy, may act with somewhat more latitude 
than is admissible atCakatta; and in proof 
of this we may nentioo, that had the seafor of 
Bombay been appointed instead of Mr. Haw- 
tayne, it would nave given greater nmbmge 
in consequence of his real ineligibility, ve 
believe, to the office. 

We have already presnmed to oAr a few 
observatioos on this most melaneholy topic. 
We call it melancholy mtimnide vse iostt, 
cause «e are not enlistened in the rank of hU 
Lordsh I p’s enem ies--we,*the rathe r would rash 
forward aad be as eager in his defeaee, had 
he had rlgfateoasaess on hie side, as wo arc bow 
■ealeas to eoavinoe him of error. WhOB,: 
thereforo, ha lays Umietf open to tba marlksd 
4iaapprohtti^ of his friends, we oauet 


choose bnt deplore. Indeed, this anfortanate, 
this ill-advised bestowal of (he Arch-deaeonry, 
tura it over on every side, stands so bluntly 
and rebelllously in the fane of all that ought 
io guide bis Lordship in the e zeroise Of bIs 
patronage, that the voice of every parishioner 
io the neighbourhood, batting perhaps a few 
immoveable partisans of one particular parish, 
pitched to our uniform strain of oondecu-

In our former observations we alluded to 
some weighty arguments which might make 
the stoutest champion of arbitrary power and 
patronage lialt. if not retreat ; but as we have 
failed of touching the tender string whioh 
makes his Lordship's conscience vibrate, we 
again proceed, ** radi ^laerve," briefly and 
generally to resume the subject; at the same 
time assuring his Lordship, that if he thinks 
by taking no notice of this dark cloud It will 
soon be passed over, be will find himself griev¬ 
ously mistaken ; for it will both overshadow 
and obsenre his path, and at length, probably, 
burst upon bis nead. We dare not sooth his 
Lordship by piedkling smooth things, that In 
e few weeks Lethe will have drowned this 
matter in her oblivioua waters ; becaose we be¬ 
lieve it is a task more than Herculean now to 
hoodwink th^ world, and bring it by wholesale 
to renounce its sense and reason. On the 
aide of right one may cUrc do all that does be¬ 
come a man; we may even shut oar ears against 

E ublic opinion, and withstand public fteJIng; 
ut when the caose we maintain can only be 
propped op by power and prerogative ; when it 
levels to thegronnd all hitherto acknowledged 
claims and established rognlations; wnen 
it eaalts one to tbe depression and detraction 
of another, nod gratifies tbe wishes of a select 
party while it grieves the party-oathollo, we 
roll a Sisyphean stone, whioh will roll hack 
and ernsb us to atoms. If we estimate aright 
tbe eon format ion and calibre of his Lorship's 
undemtaoding, we believe that he has failed on 
this occasion, to let his own clear powers of 
reasoning, bis master mind (** srekiUeten* 
pkittmit*') exercise an unbiassed inflaenoe in 
determioing this choice. We feel persoadod 
that he naaBot vindicate this ffleasure on his 
right to do as be pleases, for where is the man 
more sensible than bis Lordship, that there 
is no mortal power so lawless as to be ex¬ 
empted from Uie dominion of right, reason auid 
plain justice? and, therefore, what can we sup¬ 
pose, but that be has let an overweening par- 
tiali^ put his jadgmenC in abeyance, and so

friendi had been at prodent, at they are over 
eager to atcribe to tbeir favourite tueh levia* 
tban talentt and energlet, they would have 
atoocetbowo their own iopartfelily, aed not 
have injured tbe cauie they with to terve. 
** Hie energy of character. Why. what of 
tbatt Energyt abttractedly contidered, it a 
very quetiionable virtue. It may bo mitdi* 
reoted, and mitdirecting It may be exorbi* 
tanl in demande, and lavitb in espenditore; 
and we fancy, that if thete very admirers of 
energy were getting well buffeted aboot by the 
Buroelydan, or the wind which breakt the 
■bipt of Torthltb, they would with they had 
tfM of it. They would think, perbapt, that a 
iofter brecse might ** blow open tbe far> 
den aod yet elicit tbe tpicet tbereor*—a 
breath'* merely, ** that can breathe upon tbe 
aiilo that tbev may live.'* We remember,^ 
Id dayt gone oy, when a lady who now no 
ioDger presides over tbe gentler tea of Bri* 
titb India, wai wont to oontrmet tbe new 
Arcb-deacon with another popular, but now 
departed rival—tbe one u leading, tbe other 
ai driving hii maater’a flock to heaven, and 
tboofh we quarrel not with the ^ua meda, po' 
long aa the effect be accompliebed, yet it is; 
very problematical whether tbe aame driv- 
l^ng, compulaory method and mauners. will 
be elTectuai in correcting the wilU and iab> 
duing tbe untowardoeaa of bis brother paa> 
tore: for though we believe them fully pre¬ 
pared and diaposed to aubmit to a mild and 
equitable luperinteudance, yet we very much 
doubt tbeir aubmiaaion to a harsb and over* 
bearing authority. ** Imperttunu eti Itomi- 
Mifinr, q«t arc talem aerritatem. pali pasnni, 
nae fatem Hbert^tem/* And then agun the 
gigantic knowledge.-<-laying it# broad band 
upon tbe entire eDcyclopMni (in tbe modem 
and more noble aceeptaUou of tbe term, tbal 
la, tbe whole drele) of arta and acieoceu, how 
wiae^bow much better to hive let their fev<^ 
rite enjoy tbe fair fame of a ueeful and com* 
potent minlater, apt and fit to teaeh, aod auf- 
f eiently mighty in tbe Scriptdbea to diaebarge 
fkkbfaily tbe paatoral ofiee. Verily tbe in* 
diacretion of hienda la ofteatlmea more pr^ 
judicial than tbe rancour of enemiei; 4Dd 
we would rueommend tbe new Areb-deaeon to 
be rid ** l«b aimlaa at d^naarifiua wrir.** 
Ae for one of tbem, aweet PaitoniL, we 
oaoMkbaMUe rougbly ao plalatiTe uad mIo* 


diooa a aongatreaa. Go geotle bird! oor p^' 
and ink we cannot aquander upon theet We 
are inveatigatiog not tbe aerita of a nigbtin- 
gale, buttbequalifleatioua for an Areb-dea* 
eoDry; and tbe more we read and bear, and 
meditate on the molivea which can have led 
to lUii appointment, tbe more coDvineed we 
are, that it ia unjuat, injudicious and hurtful. 
We pronooBce it unjust, beoauae in a service 
of seniority, acnlora, wbo are equally com- 
petent for tbe oflieeMare auperaeded. Ills 
isjudicioQS, because an iucorrect eitimate baa 
been made in favour of one to tbe prejudice 
of many ; and it ia hurtful because a slur is 
cast, and n damp and diicouragement thrown 
on tbe whole Ecclcsiaatical service. Of iu 
iojualice we have already spoken, but wo are 
not cont^ted with the llttfe we have urged ; 
we think mueb more may be advaucefi, al* 
though bis Lordship, probably owing to his 
short esperieoce, nay hesitate to allow auoh 
considerations to have doe weight. Wo hold, 
tbal in a acrvice like this, the wear and tear 
of life, tbe continuons exhauilion occasioned 
by long and faithful labors, and the saerl- 
fices which all mutt make daring a long aeries 
of years, are of themselves commendatory to 
a wise government, and not, without aalllclent 
muse, to be arbitrarily rejected and despised. 
Let any one look arouod among tbe present 
tenants of power and a^itbority, the mem¬ 
bers of boards and heads of departmeota, 
and even tbeir deputies and aasistanU, and 
wbat wlH be find but a rule, almost without 
an exception: nay, in many Instances, espe¬ 
cially in the military and medical acrvices, 
to which tbe Ecclesiastical is more closely as¬ 
similated, Dot only Is seniority or length of 
service a recommendation, but tirocinium is 
a positive disqualification. So sacredly is 
Ibis regnlatioD observed, tbit it would be dif- 
ficoli to produce a case where It has been 
pointedly violated.^ And wbat is tbe Arch¬ 
deacon, out, in most cases, tbe Bishop's assist¬ 
ant, or deputy, and oftentimes, cspecitlly 
during bis Lordship's ibsence, a sort of Ec- 
clcsiastieal Vice-President f Had the ap¬ 
pointment been merely that of hli Lordsbip% 
private chaplain, we would have allowed 
taste and prejudice to run amuck at pleasure; 
but ID appoiutiug one, not by seniority but 
choice, out of their own number, to cootroul 
and drill a corps composed of Ms brother 
chaplains, some little regard should be bad 
to their taste and feelings, and some peculiar 
fitness should have been secured to so select 
an individual. Besides, we are of opinion, 
that in the ordiDary discharge of Cborch Go¬ 
vernment, a degree of mildness and forbear- 

aaco is not incompatible with tbe most effi- 
eieut di#ipliDe ; and that it is of far more 
importance to relgD over tbe hearts than the 

C soas of tbe elergy. His Lordship, there- 
will do well to oonslder bow far bis new 
Vicegerent is liktlf to attain so desirable an 
end. For oor own part, we are of opinion, 
that if hU Lordship had east lots, It eould not 
have,fallen out more inapposltely, not, wt 
OMoa, OB the seofu of minlsterltl qualifier 
tiooSi but itnOAS for Church GoveraqMit, 
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How p«r*oai an tkera eodued witli a 

eompeteot caeatore of the ipirit of Bcriptural 
koowled^e, wbo are jet waotine: ia tbe ipirii 
of Goveroment* a epirit moitiadiapcaiablein 
the adm ini strati 00 of Cbarch polity; where a 
waol of Bkiiruloeas io tbe maehiocry, or ol 
oauUods controul OTer its operatioos, may 
throw every wheel in‘j> disorder. The injus¬ 
tice also is not temporarj but lastiiix i and 
wbat is worse, ralber aggravated tban difui> 
Dished by tbe lapse of tine, dust now, while 
the thing is taking placb, and we have sulb* 
cleat data to canvas tbcappoiutmeol, we can 
duly appreciate llie merits aud demerits both 
of the rejected seniors aad successful Junior. 
Wo can make alinwaoces for the friction 
which has aceelertted the other; fur (he 
fancy, favooritism, and all the other dogredi- 
eoti, that have co-operated to the full of 
many and the rise of one. Bnt io afterHlaye, 
when the heat of iocioiry shall have cooled 
and the nircuenstaoces of the new Arcb*dca- 
con's elevation sbaJi have faded fnim the 
memory of the evercliangiog society of India, 
thes will the daiiiiiutory eooscuuences still 
survive, and llie ready iuferenoe be proinplJy, 
because unavoidably drawn, that the present 
Arch-deacon's seniors were an worthy or unrh 
fur ibu olbcti. Surely bis Lordsbip must have 
failed to inaho these obvious oalculatiuus; 
and therefore it is that we have cast Iheni up 
for him ; and if he wish to verify tbe accoracy 
ofour llgares, we'would recommend him for 
the nonce, by a bold metamorphosis to picture 
bimseir to bicusolf as one of these humble 
seniors of the Bengal chaplains ; and then 
bo will be enabled, with some degree of fel¬ 
low-feeling, to mure aod mediate on thni un¬ 
merited degradation wbicli be biinsuirbus in- 
dieted 00 the department over which be pre¬ 
sides. 

Tbe Injudiciousoest—tbe want of judgment 
displayed is most manitest.4 Tbe very qaaJi- 
ficacions, which we should have put down as 
indispensable, are repudiated. The very 
energies which we sboald have thought at best, 
but «|uosilonahly beneCcial, arc made to 
iJlence all other pretensions. Long experi- 
eoce In church government and local experi¬ 
ence of India; a knowledge of its real wants 
and of the best mode of relieving them; a 
mild and onasinming way of eoforcing duties, 
and a tolerance of ailowiog others to tblnk, 
at least as well as yonrself, go for aotbiog ; 
whereas energy aod mere bodily and vocal 
vigour, and a peremptory and almost over¬ 
powering manner of putting down the bumble 
suggestions of others, go for every tblog. Tbe 
clergy only, we are assured, are permitted to 
appreciate folly these qualifleationa for a 
dictatorship; aod even the revered Arra-dca- 
con Corrie used softly to oomplain, (not, we 
presume, to expostulate) of Ming aetarbed 
from bis own proper sphere and statien, and 
bid to liatoD to an oracle- * 

But this Is not all—Ibe evil stops net bore. 
His Lordsbip Is ooeeemed to oonsider jtet 
merely the temporary outosy wbiob may be 
nUaed agaiast this or that paracalar measure; 


but wbat will be the permanent effect of this 
proceeding on tbe working body, of wbiob he

|ccis. it is true, of hia Lordship s Guvcrnuient 
aru under ibe separate douiiiiuuufcoiiscicuoe, 
uiid aru amenable to a still .bigber power. 
But it docs not become Jiis Lordship the less 
on that uccuuut to take heed, that tUe CJiurcb 
sustain no hurt our hindrance through bis 
faulu or misrmrriages. We believe the clergy 
will be preserved by higher motives in the 
raitbful discharge ot tbeir several abilities; 
yet tbe cheerfulness, the alacrity of obedience 
to his Lordship's particular iostructioiu—the 
concurrence, tbe approbation, the airection 
we sbould see, ovoii io metiers indifferonL 
surrendered as to a wise, just, aad ijupartiai 
ruler we cannot but apprehend will beoome 
chilled by sonb a nipping frost. A scotubed 
, wheel may be dragged along; but tbe Jen 
friction, tbe more niuible the luoveutont. lUs 
Lt»rdship ean command obedicaco ; but tbe 
obedience of love is what ho wunia. ** Matm 
ai ten-ar ia/irma wituuia aaiUatit.'* We uao

AFFAIRS OF JEYPORE. 


We heard on the forenoon of tbe )6lb June, 
that an oapreM received iVom Jeypore bad an¬ 
nounced some insurrection, in which Lieutc- 
Dant-Culonek Alves bad been dangeriMivIy 
wounded, and Mr. Blake, bis Assistunl, killed. 

Private letters from Jeypore communicate 
further details of the traaio events. Ou the 
morning of the 4th June, MaJ»r Alves puid a 
visit to the scunofl, accompanied by ihirnel 
McNngbtcnon the same eleplinntwith him,and 
^ Mr. llbike and Cnptain Ludlow on another. 
They sot out for tbe palaoc nt duy-bn'ak. do 
their wuy nothing cslnitinlinary ovcorred. At 
the conference I ho five Muosnhibs woie pre* 
•ent, Ibe Hanees said their say. and ** all went 
merry as a marriage hell.’* The parly look 
their leave, and on striving at Ibe pWe where 
tbe elephants were standing, Major Alves nas 
rather sUcad* Captnln Ludlow a short distance 
behind him, and Mr. Blake and f'4>ritct Mr- 
Naglilcn in conversation with one of the Tha- 
koors, were bringing up the rear. They aei'c 
all at this time within the walls of the palace. I 
with n crowd of natives around them, and Major 
Alves was preparing to mount his elcpfaHnU 
when a man suddeuly advanced oat of the 
crowd and attacked hrin, and ero the fellow 
conld be secaicd be had Infliclerl (liiee severe 
wounds on the Major's bead, which imraediale- 
ly brought him to the gmund. Captnin Ludlow, 
who was nearest to him, fell immediately 0 |>on 
tbe assasain alio was secured, offering no resis¬ 
tance. Tbe wounded oIBcer wax then put imci 
a palkcc and sent borne. They J^porcans 
around, did not afford any aid tn secure the 
villuiu, uor did they assist bim: they looked 
on at the murderous attack as unconeomed 
spcciutors, with oalm indiflferenee and seemed 
to view the aflbir ns a matter of eoqrse. Cap¬ 
tain Ludlow and CornciMoNaghleo set out by 
tbe side of the wounded offieer’s palannuln, Uie 
former alone vn tbe elephant—the latter on 
horseback. Cornet MeNtgbien after proceed¬ 
ing a short dlitajieo, turned beek to look at 
tbe villain who had wounded Major Alvee, 
•nd founded Mr. Blake with tbe wretob's 


sword in bis hand almost bent double, with 
four sepihees and two chupraasees engaged in 
binding tbe man. The Cornet was probably 
ahoQl live tuiouies looking on at this scene, 
when be urged Mr. Blake to come on and 
leave llie man to the Rawul’s guard as he was 
now well secured. Mr. Blake declined pro¬ 
ceeding until he should seethe fellow deliver¬ 
ed to the guard, nod wished tbe Cornet to stay, 
but the iHllcr desirous of going on with iho 
wounded Major, set off at a hard gallop to 
rejoin liis paJaeo. He was at this time within 
the walls of the peluue. and hail not the remo¬ 
test suspicion that any commotloD bad occur¬ 
red outside, hut he bad scarcely got without 
the palace yard when be wav assailed with the 
grossest abuse :—aitonished, he looked round 
to see v»hat was the matter, when suddenly 
about 9it men nubed forward to seise him— 
innumerable bricahata were hurled at him and 
be rodo the gauntlet down the principal street 
of Juypore through a perfect shower of (heae 
miasilcs. His escape was miraculous; hud he 
stayed another miriule or bed the speed of his 
borsc been cheeked nothing could have saved 
bin). It was afterwards discovered lliat Iho 
animal bad been struck in several places fay the 
missilesaimedathim. Tbe corpse ofMr Blukc, 
who has been savagely murdered, was reco¬ 
vered after the riot was quelled and bro ight 
into camp on the evening of the 4th, and on 
the morning of tbe 6tb tbe remaios of this geu- 
tlcman were consigned totbo grave. 

It appears til at this lamented gentleman left 
the pulace on bis elephant very soon after Cor¬ 
net McNaghten quitted him, but when he got 
outside, lie found an infuriated mob ooltected, 
who brutally assailed him—a preeantion whiob 
European oAcefs seem constantly to neglect, 
as if vbey really thought tbe security of iheir 
lives of no imporfanco—or as if there ooiild 
be any thing implying too great a regard for 
lives of such value to tbelr ooanlry as Mr. 
Blake's was, in eosformlng in that respeet to 
tbe euslom of tbU eouatrjr. A single obupras- 
see was iittio| beblDd bia, and be raa tbe 
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gaoDllet for jome time on the elepbent, ontil 
tone mwan B*^lope4 ap from bekioA and 
bamitraQg the poor beast, irbile otben were 
poking at him with ipean. He managed to get 
the eiepbaoi near a temple* when be jumped 
off and sought an asylum from the fury oC the 
mob io the sacred edifice. Vaio hope ! be 
was dragged oat and murdered In the roosi 
barbaroas manner in (be middle of the street. 

The Rancos are stated to be all fighting with¬ 
in—the Tfaakoorsand Maotsuddies all intrigu¬ 
ing without It is not believed, bovercr. tnal 
either the Kawul or tho inmates of the aonah» 
weic at all privy to this tragical affair. Ex¬ 
presses had been sent off to Susseerabad for 
troops; these expresses would roach that sta* 
tioo by thedtb.anii the eavalry would probabi) 
reach Jeypore by the evening of the 6th or the 
morning of tho ?th. The Minister's authority 
was respected within the walls, and while thni 
lasted, Mujor Alves was safe ia his camp from 
furtlier assault. 

Such are the particulars of the shocking 
occurrence at Jeypore which are contained in 
private 00 nmunicaliCDS. The olDdal letters 
may, possibly, supply further dcUils. Thr 
preolMD cause of the tragedy is, bowevor, Id 
so far as we know, still involved in mystery : 
but, this much is certain, that Its origin was 
entirely local and confined in its infiaence tu 
Jeypore—any inference from the shocking af- 
fairthatit furnishes reason to dread similar 
occurrences elsewhere, is <|uile unwarranted. 

The service and his friends sustain a heavy 
loss In Mr. Hlake's murder. A friend who 
knew him well and who has had the bust op¬ 
portunities of forming ajudgment of bis oba- 
racier and services, observes :— 

** He was a noble fellow, aoivemlly consi¬ 
dered likely to make a distinguished Ugore lu 
public life. Although be has fallen a sacri¬ 
fice iosome local exasperolioo at Jeypore, he 
was deservedly popular among the natives, 
bis warm hearted disposition, frank and cor¬ 
dial manners coiicUlaied their regard ; while 
his high independent spirit oomnianded their 
respect. As Io bis pablic services, he has 
been employed in the settlement of several 
affairs connected with the Native Stales, re¬ 
quiring the exercise of great judgment, tai;t, 
and decision, in every one of which his efforts 
were attended with the most complete success, 
and since his deputation to Sbekawattee he 
has received the thanks of Government for 
the valuable assistance given by him to Major 
Alves.'' 

It is indeed lamentable that such a life 
should be lost to the country and society in 
sucb a manner: MAlnr Alves, we sincerely 
hope, will recover from his wounds. Tbe last 
accounts were favonrable. That any of tbe 
party escaped—«lbat the palanquIo^wtUi the 
wounded officer attendtad only by Captain 
Ludlow should have boon permitted by the 
excited and savage crowd to pass unmolested, 
is iodeed mos tax iraordinary. ^ 

After tbe above was in type, we received 
from a highly inteiligent and esteemed eorres- 


poadent tbe following further particulars 
wbicb confirms in every jiaportafit point tbe 
sutement we have furnisbod. We hope a 
signal example will bo made of all concerned 
in tbe murderous attack, but we are not quite 
prepared io advocate ** tremendous reiribn- 
Uon," nor even the appropriation uf the ter¬ 
ritory, when there is no reason to appreheod 
that tbe Jeypore Mlnistur was at all coaoerned 
10 the crime.

Lieu tenant-Colonel Alves, the Uritlsh Agent, 
bad been un a visit to the Runei*, wliure every 
thing had gone off most favorably. On return¬ 
ing from tbu audience and arriving in tho 
outer court of tho palace, the party separated 
io mount their respective eleplianis, when a 
dirty-lookiog fellow sprang forwuril, and cut 
down Colouul Alves, inDiciing three severe 
wounds on his head. Thu Colonel fell, but 
was rescued by Captain Ludlow nnd the ehup- 
lasees, wbilo tho Jeyporeans looked on in ^ 
stupid sllunce. Colonel Alves was then put 
into a dooloy, and with Captain L. on one 
side and Cornet McNsghten on the otber, 
taken out to caiup, while Mr. lilaku remained 
behind to see the murderer secured. After 
proceeding some distanec. Cornel MuNaghieo 
returned to tbe imJaue to see that the murdcr- 
vr was safely secured, aad found Mr. Blake 
in the aotuf tying him. Bucing bini thus 
safe, he proposed to RIake to come and look 
after Alves ^ but, Blake said, he would not 
stir until lie bad scun the roan safely delivered 
over to the RawoTs people. McNsghiun then 
mounted bis horse aiiu galloped off. The 
parly inside the palace, which is a very exten¬ 
sive bnilding, appeared quite unconscious of 
there being any tuujull in the town. Un quit¬ 
ting the outer court, Mr. McNaghten was 
assailed with hooting and yells, and several 
men attempted to seixe him. He put spurs to 
bis horse and dashed through them, and rode 
down amid showers of stones, brickbats, and 
carib burled at him from all qaarters, through 
the Iuug street, and finally escaped to camp. 
Some time after Mr. Blake having delivered 
tbe man over to the Kswuls authority, pro¬ 
ceeded to quit the Court-yard on an elephant 
with a ebuprtssce in the howdah and asuwar 
riding behind. Tbe crowd had now greatly 
increased. They assailed biro with every soil 
of abuse—some horsemun came up and poked 
at him with tbclr spears, but he still steadily 
pashed on. At length they hamstrung his 
ulepbaoL He then got ffium tlie howdah into 
an adjoining hoose, but the rulDans forced 
open uie doors, aud seixlng him, some of the 
party held hiniduvro, wbiUt the others,—inhu¬ 
man monsters,—deliberately cut bis throat, 
la the evening when the riot was quelled, 
bis body was recovered and sent to camp. 
Colonel Alves by the last accounts was doing 
well, tbe minister's authority was respected 
wiibio tbe walls, and so long as that lasted, 
he would be safe from farther assault. £x- 
pressess hod gone to Nusseerabod, 60 miles 
dJstoal, for troops. These would reaoh that 
•tatioA on the morning of the M, and the 
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fia?skJr/ would probably reach Jcypore od tbe 
night of tlio 6tb or moroitig of tbe 7lb. 

A more atroeioaji aifair bM never been re- 
eorded—no cause can be assigned for auch a 
proceeding. It was but a few moniba aince 
tbaltiic detested Mini:*ler Jotiram was remov¬ 
ed from that city by our interfereoce, and 
Colonel Alve% by whum that act was orTcried. 
hailed as tbe deliverer of the country--Kng- 
lisbmen were iu high favour, and all was 
greotinz and atnilea^aiMl yet now, without 
a aingle assigned or divincablc vaiise, the 
people have risen un ii** in c\ecriiticiii, and in 
oold'bluodvd iroarhciy musnaered one of our 
UigU tunetitirmrics and aUeinpted the irmrder 
of the chief Agent of the Stale. The biuod 
of the niurdevcd cries high to heaven, and it 
will nut he permiued to cry in vain. A tre* 
uioiKlmH exsiiijplc niuxt ho made—end il j»

N.ightun. u liu litllc knew wiint axtorinwuH 
brewing wiilioiuthe palnen gales, wide with 
a aiJigiu liorAcnmii through them into ihe 
Climidcu (*hoiik. llarilly hail he wulkcd bin 
horse u few lengths down this street, when 
the crowd which iilwii)s asHCnibles on thr 
oucHsioii of the Kesident's visiting the court 
began to be uhuxivc; tome c\(dHiim*d that 
tliu Furiiigurs Jiad shed blood in the tiaUrc. 
wlulu olherx threw dirt niid stonux at hiiii, so 
tbiit to ovoid liclng licmiucd in iiiiil ill treated, 
he was fain to spur his horse, tind dash lUioiigJi 
thojioople: lin round the tumult suhsidi* as 
he gut Hwuy VriMii the iiiniii struct, tind slack* 
oniiig his paou ns bu iiuurcd tho Chuiidpuol 
city gale; hu passed c|iiiekly out, »nd naiilcivd 
on to the Kesidciiuy, wliich Is built in thu 
** /tfe DtfyA.*' alioiit a mile and a hall 

from the town. If is impossible to say wliu* 
Iher tlin report of the English having shed 
blood ill thu pulune wns sul about by design¬ 
ing persons, or, whether it arose from a eon* 
fused rurmiif uf the Rusidem's having passed 
out aficr liiiving hcun woiindcd in some en¬ 
counter At the Durbar. Thu impression on 
the iDindsof all fourgciulcinen after the deed, 
wus that some party s utlcuipt (u murder tbc 
lirilish KeprusenUlive had failed, and that 
there was an end of it: had any thing like a 
popular tumuli been expected, of course the 
whole Residency party would have gone ofl 
together, or have put tbetuielves under tbe 
protection of the Rawul. 

The mob were evidently not inflamed when 
Major Alves and Lndlow passed out, and 
there is little reason to doubt that bud oui 
friend beuii on horseback, be would bave 
ridden through them as easily M MuXagbleo 
did. Most unfortunately, when Blake came 
out, either ho or the cIiupraMee Lgohmuo, 
who was ID the AAuvsi of Us bowdah, exposed 
the bloody sword with which the Mgjor bad 
been wounded: tho mob on seeing ibis re* 
eatedthe former exclamation, ** the Fertn^eea 
ate abed blood in the palace/' and with cries 
of flMr/ Mer/ began to throw dirtaodsionea.' 


If Blake bad apprehended more than insult 
from this misguided crowd, he doabticss 
would have here turned back into the palace, 
bui be ordered bis mabunt to push on home¬ 
ward, and his elephant was accordingly urged 
along the ChandneeChouk for !HNi yards M a 
puce which left the mob behind, and would 
soon have carrietl him out of the city, but as 
lie turned into the broad si reel which leads to 
ihc Ajnierc or Kishenpaul gulu. a guard of 
Ibc city |M>lice attracted by the general ery, 
ran up mimI began to wound the elephant to 
slop iu progress. Blake now orduicil ti suwar 
who alteiulcd him to gallop on tn the Kc* 
sidexicy and report wbnl wus occurring: the 
mahout si ill picssed on, and hud gut liiilf way 
down the street, a distance of Igm yards, when 
Another party of police, ** Mccnulis," joined 
in llicalTruy. :ind liuekud at the eJephat’a hind 
legs. The erw/y xittaehed to this uniniul here 
displayed great courage mid dcvulluii: uoi 
being aimed, licscixid the ladder M'liich hjmg 
under one side of the howdiili nrid with it 
cudcaroiired to heat ell* I lie assailaiilx, hut ho 
was SIMM1 cut duan, iind Hie mob coming up 
ruined sloiicn id llic lionduh fjoiii nil sides, 
exelaiiiiiiig, ** kill the iiiiirdcjcrl he has shed 
lilt>od ill tbo pnlniM .” lihiKc dufended hhoMctf 
from tlio Slones ns well us hu vould by licilding 
up the cushions oriiishowduh, but prubnbly 
ililiiking that llio cily gate w as shut, or doubt¬ 
ing whellier his ilisuhled hensl could reach 
it under such cin'iimslnnees, lie ordered 
tbe mu bout 10 diivc the niirinni tip Iti the 
wall of H manr/rr (or temple) fiieiiig the 
street Wlnnging to Nath dec Pcrohil. a res* 
(H'dahle native with wlioui he was aetluQinled. 
The door of this building was closed, but 
Blake, the cliupiussce and the muhoul. gut in 
nl a window, and wurc ninducicd by two 
fttntj/inirg (piicsU) to a small luoiii on tho 
Xiouud flour and the cxticiuc cud of il, and 
lUrre locked in ; hut the moh noon followed 
them, nnd discovering their retrcnl, not only 
hHilcrcd down ihc dour uf the rouin, but broke 
a large hole through Ihc middle of llicoppo* 
si to wall, from on adjuining court, and uiiuthvr 
un one side just under the roof, froiri an out¬ 
side sUircasc, so us to bo able to alinck thorn 
rrom three puinls. Our friend got n aword 
fruin one of the jumjttrrift just before be was 
loitked in, nnd will! this he dcfcmlcd himself 
gallantly for sometinic, keeping the door, and 
warding off sword and speur thrusts, but 
when the dastartlly a-Hsassins began to fire 
luatcblcH'ks St him through the breaches they 
had made in the wall and rnKif, bo felt 
that resistance was vain, and forgettiug Arm- 
desired the men who stood by him to try 
the only chance of sHvinf^ their lives hy going 
out to the assailants. There was a posxibilliy 
of their being thus spared, for some of tho 
orowd bad loudly sworn by the Gunga and 
Jumna tbat if they would leave the feringeo 
and come out, they should not be hurt. The 
ohaprassee was the flrsl to go out, he was iio- 
mediauly killed. Tbe mahout was saved by a 
mao who seised his arm and drew bin aside. 
Our friend bad one or twice called out to bis 
atuekers not to abed innocent blood, m he 
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WM foittkfi; now leeiof ibat he hod dooe 
oil moo could hope to do ofoiost the over- 
whelmini force of hit mod cocmiet, be threw 
down bit tword et the door of the room nod 
went out oolmljr to foee tbo mob. tbot filled o 
tmoll court ia front of it* when ere be bod 
•dvoQced two steps bejruod tbetrcebbold he 
wos deprived of life by iwenly tword wounds. 
When ibe Intvllicence of Blokc’t deoth wos 
brought to the HetiJeney. it wot with difliculty 
believed; so little wot any thin; serious ex- 
eeted from the eflervctcencc of the people, 
ut o few hours oflcrworO:* the sod truth of 
the stoiemeot wos proved by the orrUol of bit 
body which wos brought with oil posaiblo res¬ 
ect by the torvouixof the Kowul. He wim 
uried eorly the next mornin; close to the 
Residency, and o monument it bein; built 
over the s|K>I, to perpetuote the meiuorj nf 
one who wot os luuclj esteemed by Govern* 
Dent OS ho wos beloved by hit fricadt.

In eotei of peculior otrocity-^io nil inttsn* 
ees of great stole emergency, the rs/wr ^ 0 «/i 
siipr«As Ux mutt bo recognised os the leouing 
principlu of oction-*ond every thing must 
Mnd before the low of otoie necessity t The 
offertee commonly dcsignntcd by the phrase of 
popular ossatsiiiution it ono which should 
always experience the most tremendous rciri* 
bulion. it is one which unless iasianUy 
checked is very liable to spread, while its 
mischiefs are of the most appalliog nature. 
In our time we only remember in India three 
insioiices in any way eoinporable to the ruceiii 
affair of Jcypcire. The one the trcacheroos 
out-break at Poooah under the Pcishwah in 
1B17. The second the events preceding the 
battle of SeetabulJee, and in later limes the 
affair at Kiltoor. where Mr. St. John Thockc- 
toy. the British Agent and oil bis escort, in¬ 
cluding four European oficers. were cut to 
pieces. In the two tint of these iosUnces 
retribution wos necessarily much delayed, but 
in none was it strUlviently severe 1 It is true 
Appah Sabih the Nugpore Prince was deposed 
and conhnnd for some years, but was subse¬ 
quently released by orders from borne—and be 
was very reeenlly believed to be at Joodpore. 
The Pcishwoh is o pensioner at Benares, on a 
otgnihcenl income of £ 100.000 slcrling per 
annum, and tlic traitor minister of Kittoor was 
spared from death and only subjected, toge* 
tber witb bis accemplioes, to imprisonmuot 
because be bad rescued Messrs. Elliott and 
Stephenson, who were bis prUoners. from the 
bands of the mob, and spared thetr lives 
whieb weald otherwise hove been saerifieed. 
Mr. St John Tbockeroy lost hie life from his 
fooUhordinesa—be went to dictate to a well 
amed fortress with a mere escort with which 
he actuoltv attaeked the place, and thns fell 
in warm blood. There was not so mach tret- 
ohery in this case, as a presumptuous resis* 
tanee of the supreme authority not at the time 
backed by suSoient physical force. It is true 
wesubsequently besieged and eaptnmd Kittoor 
•ttd* dlepoeees^ the Banee. But months 


hod expired, no severe example was made, and 
the opportunity of vengeanoe fur the insult 
let slip; for under some pretext of bumaoitj 
or imaginary state policy, we did not bang, 
as we ought to have done, the murderers. 
The butchery of the Russian Envoy at Ta- 
breea in Persia, too, was owing to popular 
tumuli excited by bis own most indiscreet ond 
indeed outrageous measures, which though 
they could ooi justify, at least somewhat pal¬ 
liated alter cveula : but the recent lamentable 
affair stands perbapk unrivalled in modern 
times. Looking at it as an event unconnected 
with stale affairs, it is one of nu ordinary atro* 
city. IS U when the high rank of the party 
attacked, as ao accredited Envoy to a foreign 
court, added to the entire absence of any as¬ 
signed usuBo for such proecediog. Is con¬ 
sidered—it must be admitted to be a case al* 
must witliout a paraMed in modern history. 
It merits—it must receive the most signal re¬ 
tribution. or it will be but tbo precursor of 
similar, perhaps even worse atrocities. The 
advantage of decision in such cases wc shall 
take the lilierty of illustrating by a couple of 
anecdotes perhaps not very generally known** 
but wliicb deserve consideration at the pre¬ 
sent moment. We venture to request Sir 
Charles Metcalfe's attention to the same. The 
Hrst is of Indian history. At the first out¬ 
break of the Mabaraitalis, two British officers 
of the name of Vaughan travelling in tbe 
Doccan were seiaed and inhumanly hanged. 
A few daya subsequently, Cornets Morisoo 
(now Resident at Bushire) and Hunter (now 
commandant of the Mysore Horse), witb their 
cBcorl. were also captured after a most ener¬ 
getic defence in which a great many on both 
sides were k»l led, the officers surrendering only 
when tbe choultry, where they bad taken re- 
, fogc was unroofed^and the enemy could lire 
on them from above. These two officers would 
have shared a simtlar fate to the Vaughans, 
but for Mr. Elpbintflone, the Resident, who sent 
word to Bajee Row that, as these officers had 
been taken prisoner, of course tbe Peishwah 
had a right to confine them, but that if he in- 
ijured a hair of their beads, be, Mr. Elphin* 
alooe, would bold Bajee Row personally res¬ 
ponsible, and would surely hang him where- 
ever be might happen to take him. That 
most judicious and spirited threat saved Ibe 
officers from an ignominious death. They 
were impruooed in tbe hill forlreu of Wooso- 
ta, and were released at the close of tbe war, 
unharmed. 

The second instance is of European history. 
When the British troops were in Sicily ia IdVd; 
many of tbe soldiers were assassinated. 
Hardly a day passed but what cue or more 
were stabbed ia tbe streets; great precautions 
were adopted, but still tbe ill continued.

The chief noble opened forth u 
brilliant speech, seitioR forth the bcirriUlo in* 
juslice i>f this onltr. bat wos met by Sir Jobu> 
oiieniun, that he saw no ntually judicious 
course of siviitR the liws of bis men ! ** JiuU 
Sir John," continued the chief of tbe dcpoio* 
lion, “only think of the otrocilyof tiie onlcr-- 
why I, Sir John, I may be tim person ocri- 
dentally round nearest o murdered soldierT 
“J should be sorry for that. Count/* coollii 
replied the commander: “but. Sir, it soth 
ahuuld be the ense, by the living UIkI, I will

The country Is 
lertilc and wtiter In abundance near tbe sur¬ 
face ; and thunich the present pnulucv is far 
abort of half tlil.s nuuiunt, still by proper ma* 
nafronient and rniirilialion, ntid the real ora¬ 
tion of confidence nnd tranquility under a 
seUleil and equitable rule, commerer and 
my;riculturo would prosper and llir revenue 
pi«>grTessivcly tncrcnsc. It Is the dolil»cralc 
opinion of well infunned natives, that it would 
lie on act of nuipiianiiiiilv. of nierey, to fake 
the OoverumniL of tlil.x state mid or Uiiti.sh 
guidance. It ia now so completely loro by 
varions factions that no confiderrre enn he 
plated on the adnirnisirHUon of the oobir.s. 
Tbe sulisUtutinn of our autliorityr would ini- 
mediately quash these factiuns. or like an 
unfed lamp, they would quickly become cv- 
tlnftuished from the absence of proper suste¬ 
nance. Wlicn IbeThakoors have becnrcinoxed 
from power, it is wot improbable the arrreU 
of the massacre will be (disclosed. But allow- 
itifr the crime emanated from the I>urbar, and

Raj, DOW a huagry, rebellions rabble, should 
bo armed, disciplined, clothed and regolarly 
paid. In a word, U should be made an eflicicRt 
xnldiery and uierut to tbe state. As i1 would 
be Dccessary to divide tbo principality into 
sc^erwl Purgunnahs by officers uniler the 
iininediato o^ers of the Resident or Chief 
Commissioner, a portion of the troops should 
he attached to each district; thus rondering, 
aficr a short term, the presence of resulnrs, 
except ia limited nomhers, unnei^essary. Tbe 
Thiikoora and jaghcenlars should be taur.ht 
to lotik to the soil as the legltimalc source 
of Ihcir ineomes, plougb-shures should be 
encouraged os substitules for tulwars: and 
ill esse of disinclination 1 o follow thisadviroi 
llity shntiUl ho disanued, as wns done in 
bringing tbe M hairs into subjection uml eivill- 
aniiori in IK'<2;2. The education of tboyoring 
Rnjah must receive undivided altontlun; since 
it would l»e our object to make him a Prince 
among Trinecs. a paucru of a ruler suited to 
Ihe enlightened limes. This subject J would 
slrofigly rccomrarnd to the considcrntioii of 
fricml Kruinnuis. And last, though by no 
iimms Irani in imponance, is the dcoicaso 
i»f the mnifti, by disttibiitlog the Trincessos 
Hiul tbeir legions of attondunts, throughout 
the state. This is urgently necessary to the 
pruiKT working of ibe mnebiao of Govern¬ 
ment : for tbo pnlace uiilexs remodelled will 
rnniiiiih* the iinmery of every K|»ceies of 
inirigav ami enbul. Indeed, all the evils 
Joy pore h»s sulfercd for some years past b;ivc 
l»rcn engendered wlihin the MvAni. ^Viili 
ergunl to the wuys ond means, this stMc must 
of course pay the price of its regenerntion. 
Uy the. existing Irealy, we receive four unnss 
of the revenue in the rupee; it (bcrcfoie In 
manifest the greater tlic itiiprovcmeiit and 
praspciity of that country the more to our 
Qclvanlnge. Hut seltiog aside pceiiniurv con- 
aidrralious, the pei^ee and tianquiUity of Uaj- 
pfiol.'inii, indeed of upper IliiidostAn, liingu 
on the giHrd govcmmrnl of tbi.s slate: for 
anarchy, like a rontiigions disease, requires 
prompt and suvere treatment to prevent its 
spread into neighbouring territories.

Sir,—I take advantage of that freedom of 
the press which you have constantly advocated 
aorl have now secured, to express to you the 
sentimeuts which 1 hold in common with al* 
most the whole community upon the late oc¬ 
currences at ieypore. The general opinion 
has indeed been already made known, as 
opposed to the view of tho esse which you 
have received officially from Major Alves, but 
I have not observed any public print in which 
the reaMtis for this general opinion are so 
detaileot u to eonfer upon it tbe importance 
which it deserves. 

It is fortunate Ibal all tbo accouiits which 
ha VO been given fromdifTereni quarters of this 
transaction, ooineida. sa regards the mtia 
facts, with each athor, as well as wj^ Major 
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Alvos*i oITiciaI itfttemeQt ThcK mkio faclA 
may therefore be conaidered ai establiabed. 
and Ibey are nnheraally tbou^htto prove that 
Major Alvej haa been led to false concluaiona, 
and tiiat tlie honor and safety of tho Uritisli 
name are likely to suffer io his hands. 

In the first plaee. dorioF durbar wfaieh 
preceded llie events in questino, was a word of 
warninit i^ivcn to the Enpulisb party that a 
tumult in tho city vraA expected or feared? 
ft is true that Major Alvei bas expreued an 
opinion, (chanjted and re>ehBa;ed In the same 
oJTrcinl JcUcr.) that the dUtnr^nee in which 
Ulakefcllwasiinpremcdiiated,and took its rise 
from the attack wliieh bas been made upon 
himself. Hut is this soppoeition crediMe, 
eonsidcrinjt that the attack upon Mii^or Alves 
wus a momentary event ■, tliat it took plnce 
within ihf wulls of the palaee and not in the 
midst of (he populace: and that the subse(|Uont 
tumult was so immodiate that eveo ('apmin 
Ludlow and Cornet McNaithlen, who followed 
closely upon Major Alves's palanquin, escaped 
with iliflicuUy. Is it not rather forced upon 
the coiivietioti of every one by tliu cirr.um* 
stances of (Uc affair, that ibe massacre wa* 
prumediintod, and that the Mow ut Major 
Alves was only the 11 (tUtiTijp of the train, the 
eofiimencemcnt of the cKplosioii t and, if so. 
is it to be credited (hnt the numerous mem¬ 
bers of the Hiirhiir wore ipioruiiiof what was 
inaKiistion? It is seldom that see rosy such 
ns this is observed in the council of a native 
mob. 

In the second plner. did Uawa) Uyree Sal, 
to whom the troops of the Jejpore state nre 
known to W obedient; did aoy one of the in- 
Jlueiilial Tlisikoors, appour in person, or lake 
any steps to save tho Jiritisb aiilhority from 
further outrage, cither tvhen the chief repro- 
sentative of that HuthoriCy wae cut clown at 
their wry door, or durinf^^he lon^ inlcrval by 
all {utcounis more than one hour, that poor 
Dlnke was muking liis hopeless stand in the 
temple wbieh proved to him no aMnefuary? 
This is the damning evidence, of which Id the 
Jeypore Court and Thakoors clear themselves 
if they can. 1 trust tliat there is but one in- 
dividuHl in the empire who would receive 
without derision the Ilmwiirs story of his 
stuy ina to qoict ladies tongues in (be senanah, 
while Hritisb blood was Uowing withoal in 
consequence of his timely absence. liad be 
appeared at the head of a few re^nlar troops; 
had be even taken bis stand siofly between 
the mob and po<»r Blake, the latter would have 
escaped the fate to which he was coldly and 
mercilessly consigned. 

Rot is it eastemary for a native popolace 
to rise against our authority with so deep a 
feeling of animosity and blood-thirstiness, 
uolets tliey are aware that similar foalings are 
entertaioed by their oiAi rulers ? It is true 
that an European functionary has somstioies 
fallen, as occurred lately in atmther pro- 
sidsQcy, in a moment of religious ckoitemeot: 
but, putting aside such loitaoces, whore has 
tho popnlatioa of a city rtaon agaimtui, from 
political raoiivcB, in tho saino spirit as at Joy- 


poro, unloss when instigated to it by their own 
native chiefs ? More than alt, would that oily 
guard have dared to turn against Blake in bis 
oairemity: would they have ventured to put 
themselves foremost among (he alt ait king mob. 
unIcM they had been aware tliiit this ruiiduot 
wonld meet the views of the rulers by w hom 
they were entertained and pnid, and with 
whom llielr persons were Iihowk, and lljeir 
names registered ? 

These nro the grounds. Sir. upon which it U 
univerHiilly considered that the view taken of 
(bis affair by Major Alves is wholly fallaciiius, 
and that the adoption of hU suiitiiuenU by the 
Supreme<»overoment must load in Hirpi which 
will be niisaiisfacb)ry in every way, Mini i|ui(e 
inadequate to wipn off tin* instil( wliieh our 
power lias snstaineil. The insult in question 
has been inllU'ted by the finri MHeMimcMf 

scL of the city of Jeypure. No faction or 
|>urtv ran be made the snipe goat, fur all 
joined in the pursuit of Blake, and ul] who* 
ever could reach his body iiiflicU’d a wound 
upon it. It is alinosi equally rcrtaiii that 
those posHCH^ing power in thv state wore tJiu 
iJistigators ami alicttnrs of the deed. What 
would A(d»ar or Auluingeer have done bad 
their representative been similarly treated? 
They would have levelled the offending city 
with (he ground. To Iisto givcu it up to three 
d.v^s pillage would have been a suilabJo re¬ 
tribution. ns the puiiishmurit would hove been 
M universal as Hie rriiiiv. L^iril Clive or Lord 
Wellesley would have declared (ho .leypore 
rule to have ended fiom the iiionicut that the 
intelligt'riev was received. What sbutl we do 
in those loss energoUe days? Is the eacculion 
or perhaps murder of a fuw low ensto and 
friendiesH individuals, selected at the ohoico 
of the native rulers to satisfy our woundud 
dignity? The Rawul will fviHllhe Urilisb vva- 
gennuc fur years on this cundil ion, and there 
will lie no fear of Ibc daily victims nut beiug 
forlhcoming. 

It is generally understood that, Indopon* 
denliy of Jiis csculpatiun of Jeyporu the ruler, 
Major Alves afferlN to consider the whole loC'' 
laooboly occurrence as a ** trlval affair.''

He is (no to have given adiuisslon into 
III 4 mind (o Ihe f:inoy (hat Mr. Ulukc provoked 
IiIm own fiitc h) un imprudent parade us he 
diosc lhroii;;h (he town, of the IiIimkI* sluined 
snord, w levied from the hand of the assiissin. 
This ccrlJiinlv nppears a strange nnd forced 
iHsit nipt ion when Lieulcnanl McNnghlrn was 
at liiiiicl lu remind him of the ihusivo nnd 
iiiiurious ireatinent which bcalsocxpoilencrd 
from the mob and others, (hough he left the 
palace Tong U^fore Mr. Blake nnd carried 
uImiuI with him no such provocative of insult. 

4. The armed men ul (he palace gales 
joined in the fray j indeed they appear to hove 
hcen the first instigniors of it; the sepoys of 
the city pidice-cliowkccs ran with engornesi 
to the scene of confusion, and took the lead 
in pursuing ihclr iil-falcd victim and ceased 
not, till they had cruelly biilr.bcrcd him und 
bis nttuiidunls.

and most melancholy affair. Yoorcorresimn- 
dent moreover acts with frreal unfairooss in 
using that oHiccr's own*more recent condo* 
siuns founded on sabse<|uent enquiries in 
order to nttncli blame to bis Aral impressions 
or rather bare suspirinns professedly ernde, 
and formed, ns h repcaledly eapreased. whilst. 
he still remained in the dnrk from tbo want | 
of any SHtisfaMorv evidence, f readily appciit | 
toSi'iiM niMoiiR liinisclfnnd ask him** Ptoe.s not, 
Mnjor Alves manifest throiiglimit not only a; 
magnanimous calmness, but an openness to * 
receive such imprcHHions ns the evidence and 
the evidence only msy warrant ? 

7. Major Alves seems to me to have shewn 
a want of that instinctive intuition, and of 
that appreciation of internal evidence whieh 
is the invariahio clinrncterisiic of great gonina, 
but tiiay he not have felt himself precluded 
from using nr laying slress on any bitl legal 
evidenco. lie must douhtlossly have also fell 
the prcculiiir dilfieulty of his position. He is 
the judge of a rouse which i.s not niil.v his 
OovernnirniV. hut that of himsidr pcrsoimlly.

9. And still sirong reaMni for merev, 
even in this case do exist, and, though we will 


Dot listen to then, histopr will not fait to 
reeord them. We may .indeed acqoit Mr. 
Blake of having provoked bis own fate by the 
Iriumpbant display of the assassin's hloody 
sword, bat can wo with equal truth acquit the 
British Government with all its boast of 
non-interfere nee, of having provoki:d this 
cruel infliction upon itself hv sending Major 
Alves with the sword Into Jcyporo f 1 have 
sought, hut I have sought in vain lo learn, 
what Icgitimaie grounds we had to dismember 
icymiri' uf Sbuikawatce; and granting the 
josliliableness of that proceed i rig. 1 ash 
what right, or shadow of u right, had we to 
seise upon the Jrypore's share of .Samhur and 
to eject Jot horn in from the management of 
afTiiirsT My pliilanlhropir frioiid.s ask me in 
return if 1 am oflcrly lost lo Uie common feel¬ 
ings oriiumanity ; if 1 linve no coniniiscratioR 
lr» spare fora whole people groaning under a 
drrndfQl oppressor, h monster of iniquity, a 
miscreant wlio crowned a coirntlcsH list of (he 
blnekest crimes hy Ihe treacherous and cruel 
murder of hl.v own prince? Were wr, T reply, 
responsible or sreuriiy in any way for tbo 
peraonnl shfrty of that prinee? Ifiotliaram 
wastlic monster of iniquity he has been repre* 
snnlcd as being : if he was held in universal 
oxerration, what prevented the chiefs and the 
|R*oplc from rising ** en wiaw'' to take venge- 
anee for themselves and for the hlruHl of their 
murdered prince ? Were they apprehensive 
of the conrse whieh the British Government 
would lake ? Colonel Loekvtt or Major Alves 
niiglit easily hiivu hern instructed to assure 
the people that we would not oppose the sa¬ 
cred cairsc they were all ready to promote. 
The hare assorance ought. If Jotharnm has 
been truly reprcsenlf d. to have been instantly 
followed by his duwnfHlI. 

But (ho arguments uf my very philanthro¬ 
pic friends in favor of interference, were not 
so readily exhausted: they maintained that 
the unfeeling monsirr was no fuol: that fore* 
vcciog the inevitable result uf his ow n super¬ 
fluous iniquities he bad amassed private 
hoards of gold to secure him again.«t this 
nihcrwisc inevitable dcstruelioo, and (ha( by 
tills s|>oi] he commanded tho services of a 
small bund of anprincijded nnd desperate 
men, whom the same diabolical passion for 
the plunder of the people, and a common 
sense of the conscqneot danger, b<»und in the 
strictest loagoe. They assured me, however, 
that Joiharam’s faction was sojail and most 
incoQsidenible.

Moralists 
may forget to mil at the ensnaring dangers of 
•apreme power, when (hey aee it to vrorthily, 
so benignantly employed! I 
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Let my readers now, if 1 coDimaoU anj» 
hear in mind ibat it was on tli« express under- 
s landing that Jolharauj's far lion was univor- 
salJy execrated and perfcclty iosignifinant, 
that the Uritisb Government aiidertook to 
eject it, and mark well the setiuei. Major 
Alves at the bead of a large force calls for 
the surrender of Jotliaram : Ibc Majec Sabibn 
and others manifest much reluctance in com- 
pliancc; no alacrity, strange to say, in backing 
our demand was shewn by the people nr by any 
party; the corps that were clamorous tnget 
into cantonmrnis wore ogsin and again held 
Lack to give clTect to the order of I be Hosident. 
The nature and strength of the so called petty, 
odious faction began to bo better undersiood. 
To eject Kocma Uurnrun and others was found 
impossible with all our force, mid threats, re- 
iMonstruiiecs and oxpostiilutions were equally 
vain. The njinislcr finally gives liiinseir up 
and liereu tful is thrust into his place. 8oine 
Thak^Kirs quit the seoiio of their country's 
fancied dcgi’adutiun. All reiuuiu quiet and 
sullen. There arc no joyful addresws to be¬ 
token the expucied ouilmrsts of gratitude. 
Even Hereo Sui lived in fear and trembling 
for his life. 

Nuw every nnn will readily eonfese that 
oiir conduct to the Mujee and tu this fartirm. 
whatever he its sinngth. wiis auflicieiit W 
excite their bittcrrvi resentments and tbeir 
keenest niuHce. Most assuredly It wos. for 
they were disuppolofed nnd Insohcd mm and 
women, wilh thu same pusnioiis as men and 
women in more civilised countries, bnlwitlmiii 
any of the principle that eoinjirls men in eivih 
iaed enutitries to put upnn.Uiemselves some 
reslrainls In the mode of indulging those pas¬ 
sions. They were rcpi'cscnte<l nn Iteing devils 
incarnate; it ought to hnsc been moreover 
borne in mind that they were also uncivilised 
and unscrupulous harhuriaos, and that they 
had been iusulied by us in the very po'int in 
which Uajpilot prlUo could most ill brook 
insult, wnd galling degradutions. 

II. What then were Ibe consequenres f 
They were exactly snob a.s were in he certainly 
expected and ought to have been better guarded 
against by men that knew any thing of human 
nature. This faction now put forth a decided 
domonstration of ils irritated malice, and in¬ 
curable hostility. It did more; it exposed to 
our astonished eyes a strength and a front that 
were never before allowed or dreamed of. 
SuuM Coioi'E proclaims to the world that it was 
tlie *' united and unanlmoos act” of the whole 
city of Jeypore: and can we gainsay bis con¬ 
clusion when not a single hand DOr*a single

fi'om the cold-blooded infliction of every in¬ 
dignity that even a quiet reflection could sug¬ 
gest? SuifM CniooB would therefore condemn 
tbe whole people and sequestrate the country! 

Havp we then lost all sense of shame, aU 
MDse of consistency, and all sense of jnstice! 

t|ad«lglng in a ipecnlative beoevolenoe. and 
Sfti anoootroulable disposition to meddle In 


other men's affairs, and blinded by an over¬ 
weening vanity thal^Ul not see things in tbeir 
real and true tight, we insist on denominating 
the friends uf Jotharam a paltry, inconsider¬ 
able and ruthless faction wbicb was abhorred 
and dolesivd by the whole people; on that 
ground «e justify our determination to remove 
him. Wv now find that we have been grossly 
deceived. But wUh what consistency or jus¬ 
tice can wo MOW give this same faction hqj 
other designation? Can we not be consistent 
ia our policy for even six abort months? To 
sanction an unlawful interference, you repre¬ 
sent the existing admiuistratlon as a ntcrc fac¬ 
tion ; to justify the sellish and equally unlaw¬ 
ful Assumption uf the couniry, you now pro¬ 
claim Lipt very same persons as tbe rcpreieiita- 
lives of the whole people I Yon goad a wild 
horse to madncwi; you then thrust an incapu- 
hic rider on hla back; as was to be expected 
the bofso kicks you, and throws his rider at 
slartiiig. Though your uwn folly alone is tn 
be blaniud, you must crown your utter unrea- 
vonublcikcss aud your svllishness by demand¬ 
ing iiie horse as a dcodaod for this proof of its 
incurable vice. 

^recollect when ( was at school there was a 
big boy, whom wc usrd tu mil Dill the lliilly. 
It was bis delight lo bent n Mtile hoy lill ho 
fried ; and a hen the little boy cried for tha 
locating, the Hiilly would then ngnin bent him 
fur crying. Doys at school liavg loss law pi^r- 
hnps in tbeir heads than learned clmnooUnrs, 
but they are ever true to nature nnd lo nsluraf 
justice. We then held Dill ihu Dully iu uni¬ 
versal cxiH'ration. And Is this the example 
that Svvu ('lUiiUB without looking back and 
without consulting better judgment, and liis 
host of supporters without cunHuliing their 
judgmental all, call upon IbeBritish (Juvern- 
ment pi follow ? He operks to iis Ihe page of 
history that he nv)y ikkcile ua to a more close 
cmulalioDof the cold-blooded and dnmnabJe 
hypocrisy of the relentless persecutions, and 
foul usur^mtiona of the arob-imposter Alum- 
geer. who wrought bis way to the musnud by 
tbe murder of his best friends, of JiU broUiera, 
of bis father, and of hia king.

The talented Frtbno to Ipvdia places tbo por¬ 
trait weekly within our view. We look and 
admire bis bold slrokei * but our own self- 
seeking imaginatioot can devise much more 
pleasant and mueirmore flattering likenesses. 
Can I adduce a stronger instance of tbe Inve¬ 
teracy of this dispoiitioD to self-delusion than 
that occarriog in your paper with Mr. Hutch- 
iAsAn'e letter IB it If there is one truth which 
the Parano to Ims has laboured to prove with 
acru earaeBtftUH and force thin another, it is 
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Ihut we grOMly deceive our8eWc» in fencjiojc 
that the Dude or any other of the Native Go- 
vernmenU ^ivc lenv happinese to their aohjecti 
than the Drilish Goveronicnt to ita lubjecu. 
lie (Icprccnted uiir pvinit admission into nur 
minde to an aNauniptlon eo r»l!ie : he hcacerh* 
ingly pray8 that wo will not acton snr.h a mis* 
taken notion. Mr. llutchinsou cannot continn 
hiM acif'irralutalion on wiinctMinR the strikin^t 
resenthhinrc, the all hut exact coiDcidcuce 
(he certainly acquits Ihe^KaiaaD to Inpu of 
plagriirry !) existing hclwccn liis own and the 
KuikNox opinions. And what are Mr. lluleli* 
inKon’a opiiMoiia! that the people of Ondu are 
groaning under an intolerable load of oppress 
aion ; which he beliovea to be so great thol in 
his hcnnvnUuicc he nnliripates with joy and 
with eerluinty the iiiimcdiHtc nMiitnplioM of 
tlic^ reins of Govcniiiifiit by l«<nd tVillinin 
Uontinek. Is ]i<»t this a luHanclioly obliquity 
of vision 'crooked purverainn of judgitttoM. 
tliut ran sue a Ktrikiiig roineicU'iire lit thiitg» 
diniTiidrtfally opposed ! Wo arc all blinded 
by the same gross pnrtinlilv. And how. more¬ 
over, Were Mr. Hutrhinsdii opinions formed .* 
professedly from llio daily prinK ubicli, en¬ 
tirely itionopoUacd by our follow srrvuiils and 
<Mir coontrynieii evor looking for money und 
place, rcpiesent ouly one side of the pictivrn. 

13. Your conlrmpornry the fWnVr, in 
coniruciiling upon the letlor of thuunt'. 

derides the tare idea of coosolling the wishes 
of ** the |ieoplo.’* Of the people. iiidce;l! 
liu usks wilii a sneer f In ay simplieity I bad 
thoiiKiil that the wishes niul happiness of Ihr 
people should be the first eonsideralion with 
every (Government. Wc arc all ever animalr.d 
by the sutno M’lf-srnking spirit. Our curs nre 
ever listening with the fondest and oiosi 
nbsurd credo lily (o the delusory but pleasing 
tales of lirilisli justire, British irKKleralion. 
nncl iiiiiisU anxiety to promote the giHHl of 
our people, till in spile of t^ll Ihul the Pkikvd 
TO India and others have written, we really 
believe thuiQ. Bui I still maintain, that the 
British Government has scarcely a single 
eJeincnt of popnlarity in it, wlicn adminis¬ 
tered even liy tho best of its servants; that 
fi had TUitive governincnl has in spito of its 
defecUi many elements of popularity* and 
thut n good ono makes its subjeets as happy 
as their slate of civilizatioD enables them to 
be. 

Is not the palh of honorable ambition al¬ 
most entirely closed to native talent by our 
rule? To whotpower can aoy native aspire? 
To what degree of wealth can he ever arrive 
by the longest services to the British Govern* 
oimt? We say that they are a corrupt* an* 

prineipled set of men, incapable of speaking 

a word of trnth; that wc must pay them 
according to their deserts, that is, &cir want 
of all principle j we therefore give them a 
mere subsistence. After (has making every 
allowance in their low nA of pay^for* their 
fullv anticipated want of principle, we still 
are Inoonsislent enongh to exact a degree of 
virtoe and integrity to be ensured even feom 
men of principle only by a blfh rate of rcmti* 
aeration. 8ucb U ibe just retort wbicb a 


talented native frieiulof mine lately gave me. 
but how U it in native goverumrnts ? They 
all afford the fcccsl lit’ld for ilit* itidiiJgence of 
(he passion, for |Hiwrr ami for thi^ nrquisition 
orwenlib, und the firqumt idiiiU};«'S wc wit¬ 
ness in them shew that hM. who would climb 
the slippery bcighis of ainlutiun, havo their 
dnv and (heir iiiru In the imsscssion uf (ho 
highest places tbnt suh.u'^ds enu dll. The 
fact we cannot deny; but hero w*e ngaio 
shew oiir partiality and grosN u nut of candour 
and jnstirc by inveighing against individuals:

corruplion. nml n longing fur the powers of 
the oppressor.

that neither Uoolavees nor BrabDlni can by 
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aoj poMibilU/y by any UDOQiit of aeqaire* 
Ricnfs, by any rrontaiion Cor ianctity or for 
JrnrnlnB in tbeir own departmenu, obtain 
tbroufb any influence whataoeverllie front of 
a ainglo becga of land or of a ainf le rupee, 
much Icaa a competency to free Uiem from 
temporal and peraonal cares, and thus to ena¬ 
ble them to devote their time to the spiritual 
and viernal interesU ut llicdr several commu¬ 
nities. In Europe we see the spint of tolera¬ 
tion making daily advances: and chnstiaii 

E overnnientsnow not only reitiovinf alldisa- 
ilitics from 1 heir Jews and other once denpiaed 
icetfl, hut also granting support to tlieir so oral 
churcbes. Our India <«ovvrniiieat on the other 
hand is actually receding in regard to tolera¬ 
tion. The f Joiuc <j overniiicnt after long w ith- 
atandJng ilio persecuting recoramendatiuns of 
Mr. Piiyndcr uiid his enlliu sin Stic friends hss 
finally issued its orders for the wiihdrawul of 
the Jong established public superintendence 
and disiribution uf the revenues nf the Jugn- 
nath and Gyub. and other Hindoo temples, in 
tJic hope, I l>elieve. actually avowed, that the 
ermfusion and the Kcramble which will lienee 
arise smongHi dhc interested priests and their, 
unrosiruined cxa’elioos may bring these places 
of pilgriiTiugc into disrepute. However inno¬ 
cent the act D\H^ be considered separatidy 
from its inolive, it betrays, when considered 
in conneclioti with the motive, a most dsn- 

f rrous and lamentable spirit of persecution. 

he abolition of the 8nltce rite, barbarous 
though it bc» was n hroaeli uf the letter of the 
law, and of our proclamutions repeated when¬ 
ever we entered a new territory, for this right 
is enjoined on widows io many reputed liia- 
doo revelations. 

Farthcrinore, arc not our Missionaries am) 
other enthusiasts, constantly galling, wiifaonl 
consideration and without judppnent, the Icn- 
dcrest feelings of human nature, by exposing 
the absurdities and lalsrboods of all the most 
revered books of all sects? 

And bavc not some of the most scalous and 
most talented leaders in the rao.se of ednea- 
lion, thrown tbciiiscives into ibe hands of ihe 
professionuh propngators of Cbri.stiajjjty, and 
thus given to ilie cause of conversion all the 
weight of Ibeir greut influence ? And has nut 
this hand scut their proclamutions tliougboul 
the land, proscribiug every native classical 
wnrk, whether Jlindoo or HnUiiiuudan, as too 
foil of obscenity or folly, or superstition, to 
admit of their being patronined hy them or 
used in their schools ? The iiitoleraot xeal of 
this party has indeed so far blinded their bet¬ 
ter judgmeols, that with a Russian barbarity 
they are not only labouring to uproot the na¬ 
tional litem lure of the people as worse thao 
useless, but they are also striving to abolish 
the very characters io which it is written.. It 
is a project that must assufedly fall to the 

C und : it is visionary and impracticable, 
the attempt to intreduce it roast disgust 
all wbo are aot sycophants at heart, and is 
therefore so far daugerous. And to crown 
otiT Intolerance, the Governor-General in 
Connell has not hesitated to adopt the views 
*of this bind of nnreflectlng entbniiajU $c far 


as to pass an order, that the whole amount of 
the foods destined for the educatioD of the 
people, sball be expended in tbe promotion of 
only English literature, tn tbc utter exclusion 
of all that the people of this eountry bolds 
most dear and most sacred. The goodncH Of 
the motives prompting to these antN can stand 
as 00 excuse to men with good reason and 
sound judgnieoi. 

10 . My too sealons friends, if any chance 
to scetlieso observations, will not fnil Io warm 
in rlcfuDce of thoir conduct. From them 
I despair of receiving a cool and candid 
consideration. From the public, prejiidivcd 
Ihnugli wu all arc, I expect a mure candid 
hearing : and of it 1 confidently ask—dnet not 
our conduct in the particulars above referred 
lu, fuir far short of Ihu full measure of a per¬ 
fect Inlerutioi) ? Can tbe people—one portion 
of wbicb bas ever been dislinguished fnrils 
bigotry and tbr other for ib< portiiiacioui ad- 
hereiH'e to llie religion of llieir anreMors—re¬ 
gard wilh any sentiment npprfmohjng to nlToc- 
tinn ibai Government whose acts in their ryes 
admit of no other con.struction than that they 
originate in an anxiety to subvert Ibeir litera¬ 
ture and tlieir rcHgioo by tbe ostublisbiueiit of 
those of the west. 

17. I sbould be digressing from my subject 
and lake up loo much of your spuiT, were J 
here Io enlarge to point out a hal appeared 
lomr Ibosafc and proper mcdiuui hriwecn the 
danger of aclually encouraging superstition, 
and that of proceeding tiMih.vsLily in the course 
of naiioiiul inipnivcinvul. Sufliec it to say, 
that we oanmil Irglslnlc even for tbe tjiiielest 
mre on earth either with elTeci or safety— 
without securing the bearircll cniirurrrncc, if 
not of a Duiorrical majority of tbo people, at 
any rate of n majority of the iuohI unJightened 
of them. Men inoronver rosy always be led 
faster Ibao they will be driven.

It is not Ibe Government which is conduct¬ 
ed on principles tb:it liavo bcrii demonstrated 
to be most wise in the abstract and most 
sound that gives mr>sl happiness to the peo¬ 
ple—but it is one, the feelings and principles 
and conduct of which are most nation.vl, that 
is which most ucnrly burmonise, and accord 
with tlic state of igiiorunuc prevailing amongst 
the nitijority of the people. )n this vie a* how 
dangerous was tlic beiiovoicnl anxiety uf our 
late GoTcmor-GcDcral so frequently profes¬ 
sed In establish true principles. He might 
have IskCD a lesson from 8nIon, whu Imnsied 
that lie bad given not the wisest possible 
laws to bis countrymeu but the wisest which 
they were prepared to receive. We bavc how¬ 
ever no lack of more instructive and more 
receol precedents in England and elsewhere 
where ministries have fallen ss frequently for 
being iu advance as they have for being lu 
arrear ^ the intelligence of the sgc. Our 
danger io this country eonsisti in the fact that 
tbe people bas no mootbpioee to tell us of 
their wishes—no oonstituiional organ. Its 
pre^nt mlulstry is half blind and Lnlf deaf 
and It will rosigu lu place only with Its 
life. 
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18. Tba Fbibnd to Ikdu sod BfewoUier 
writ«ra have wi abl; explaioed and made bare 
the ill HOcceaa of ourJnJioial* Revenue and 
Exoiie ayitoma, that I may safely pass over 
these subjects with tbe auigte observation 
tbut all are alike unpopular, ruioous anil 
vexatious ; Uisj^usUii^ or ruinin; all suitors in 
our Courts, reJucinit the asrlcuUura) classci 
to ojiu UJiifonii level of dei^radeil poverty, and 
haruasiug to the mercantile commuoUy. 

You are never (KuUly,V said a shrewd Tlia* 
koor, a subject of Sindia, to me the other day, 
'* of the HupcrIluouH violence of conUscatlnjc 
a man’s whole estiile for an act of fornioalion 
like our Haja i but you never fail in the 
i^ourse of a very few years to brinR all his 
treasures hy the silent operation of yj^ur sys> 
lein, as iippointec] hy law, into the t'^oinpuny's 
coffers : A few of mjf kinsmen and bunyous urc 
Itettinjr rich and insolent; tell tne how you 
effect this silent transfer ?’* 

Notorious thieves, who could never remain 
at large or csonpe with secure liiuha in any 
native government, are allowed to prey with* 
out molcstution on our native sahjeciR. Wc 
say H'C Imvo no legal evidence. If Magis* 
trales did their duty, they would shew some 
portion of that indcfallgublo seal und deep 
interest Tor our native snhjeets which have hern 
displayed when the necessities of tbe llrilish 
Govenmient were eonsidered to dcaafid their 
exorlion. A gcnurul greater exertion in those 
minor ciucs would noihd|mtc the call for them 
in onscMof mure vllnl ioiportunuc. 

Whence, too, I ask, arises the almost iiniver> 
sal impression 111 at any man, he ho a native or 
European odiccr, may withinpiinify run away 
wilh tbe danglitcr, or the sister of any nnlive, 
bringing dUgruceon the family or depriving at 
of the woluuu's serTic.cR'^if he cun only Induce 
the woman to say she is ** raser.'* The Itegula* 
(ions have not so far loft the* cause of justice 
iipd morality without defence, nor fathers 
and hnshands without remedy or SAtisfiiction. 
Although cHses of adultery and fornication 
CMC used by the native go^eniMients as a favo¬ 
rite means of oppression, their course of pro* 
( ceding still gives much more gcucrul mIm- 
raation than ours to the community, who 
jogard our total indifference aod acgloct as 
riNiious io all rnuralily. 

11). The above observations apply In oar 
estahlislicd system of Government; Jet us 
now briefly consider the general conduct and 
c I rcu in stances of the European olficers of Go- 
vermneat as individuals, and let me ask ** bow 
do we as such stand in native estimation?’' 
Are wc distinguished by a never fatlleg nr- 

banity towards all classes of our native sob- 

jecLs or even with tliose Itavi og basiness with 
us? Alas I how few are so! Powe not rather 
receive them wUbont shewing either pare or 
interest in their affairs? UoVe not look down 
U|>OD them with contempt, and are we not ever 
eager to attribute tbe worst motives to choir 
most ioDoeent sayings and doiogs—eongratn* 
laiing oorselves on onr shrewd&eaa in fathom* 
ing lieir eonaing designs ? 


Do we enter into niiy of the sports, or 
amusements of those about us f No ; the task 
would be intolerable. Do wo assist them 
wilh oor money iu the celebraliun of their 
Muliurrunu and of tlirir llidci*sf *' What!’' 
ytiu ask me in return w ith snrprlec; would 
you have us promote such iduUtroiis displays 
or encourage them by our presence!** Elisha 
told NaSumn the Leper tlmi be might go, 
ami go in peace, wilh his UUdAiruus iiiiiRtcr 
into the very Temples of hU God Himinun. 
lint uur high pricaij have now no sucdi com- 
miKsiuii of ubsolution. 1 hope that wo are 
not sorccmiig u Hpirit of avarice under this 
pretext? The rhargeyoii Indignanlly reject. 
** \S ill you then." rry dixtrCRRed widows, llin« 
duu aucl Mussulman; **will you help ns in 
our cAlauiitics, will you nsRiKt us in I he cclo- 
hrnlion of the nmrriHgcs of uur falhrrlcss 
duoghters?*’ *• Wr vumld wilh pleasure,” wo 
re|dy, *' hul in reflect mg on the causes of thu 
iiiorul dugrHdiition of the people of India, wo 
elrarly peicclvc. that it is your expensive 
marriages, which most largely contrllmto to 
produce this iHmoiitnble result hy perverting 
the Nonis of money that should he spent in the 
iiiorul iinprovemvni of your (diildren to the 
iiidulgenvc vf a ruinuus tnsle for disphiy.'* 

** \»u can then have no objection,*' cries 
the bunyii.inadr bankrupt by a sudden fall of 
prices, or tbe kirsun mined by the railure of 
hiR crops or the severity of our assessments, 
” io alleviate our ovcrwhiduiing distresses 
uUribuUbIc to no fault of uur own t" 

Our hy|OMmtical sophistry is not yet ex* 
hausted: wc have not attended the lectures 
of our Into rcvenil iuslruclur Mr. Maltbus, so 
utterly without effort ns not to have learned 
flic iriipoljry—nay, the great danger of injur** 
ifig the spirit of indupondent exertion by an 
imprudent liberality to any m$in yet hleasod 
with the ** mtmM whs tm nirpcrcisAs." The 
bruken-houKod sufferer ituilN oar presence, 
curHing our hypocrisy and the wixdom that 
bax taught a luun so io prufano tbe name of 
charily. 

Tims it is my friends, that with flic words 
justice and judgment, liberality and charily 
ever 00 our lip.s. our acule powers of percep¬ 
tion and our enlightened foresight will not 
allow us to rciluceuur benevolent speculations 
into pnicliee in any single case. 

Our con slant removals, moreover, from place 
to place, prevent thu growth of those iutima- 
cies and of that natural affection which might 
still, in spile of dll our wisdom, betray us into 
occasion^ gratifyiug acts of a sympathising 
charity to some of our subjects. 

Kay it would be well, if we even left ear 
subjects free from ^ts of personal oppreuion. 
If our marching omcers. and Commissioners 
and Collectors, and Agents, ttc, on their cir¬ 
cuits always paid or caused to be paid the 
prioe of the wood, and the grass, and the 
milk, aod tbe sheep, Itc. by the sale of which 
alone now so many that once hod ploughs and 
ballocks, have, by our system, been reduced 
to live mUembly. The poor man curses his

When it serves our purpose of hastening con- 
version we inveigh ngainst the sin for a Chris* 
tian OovcrnrucPt to promote by aivy means 
direct or indirect superstitious pilgriroages to 
Juganath: when it sails our purposes, we 
i|>eciouily set fortb the increased facilities for 
wbieh we are providing for the performance 
of pilgrimages to Mecca and avail ourselves 
of that plea to solicit their mooey.

In llius supimsing the iniprobahUily of the 
lUwul having been actively engaged in tbe 
eonspiniry, I would not be iindersiood as 
rxoiirniling him from blumo. His eotidiivt on 
the fatal day itiiisl nlill rcinaiii iriexplirahle, 
incxemuthle.urid not to be reeoncilrd willi any 
w arm aflV'ciioit fur the BrilisJi Jiaiucaiid power.

I 
need not say (hat the value of these instruc¬ 
tions depends in^inly ii|>on the judgmeot 
wbicli shall he exercised with regard toilio 
tu fij c it ac y of the atun c* men t mad e. An d w h a e 
may wc expect In ibis mailer f Foriuyscir, 1 
cannot anticipate that the full sefisfaeiion so 
justly rcc|ulred will be afforded. 1 du not 
dwell at present on tbc <|ticslion of time, 
Uiough every hour that passes over in the 
preKiki posture of affairs dee|> 0 Ds the dye of 
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tbe oriAinftl offence. But u« nlli^o par- 
ticipiled in the murder itself to be pAijbed! 
Tfjrn every indivdoal of the numeroas mob, 
that with t|ic aid of ttio Meena fuard bunted 
Blake to bis death, is as fully, as heinously 
Fuiliy, as those who were near enough to 
strike the faUl blow. There was nu divided 
spirit there ; all who were present joined, with 
heart and voice, if not witb hand, in tbc cow¬ 
ardly atrocity. The exccolion of three or 
four out of sarh a mulliiudv is a farce, a 
mockery of Justice ; so much so as almost to 
confound rif^ht and wronj^, and to wear tlie 
semblance of hanUJiip lownrds the f<?w so 
selected. Apiin, are the instigators, of what* 
ever rank, to bu traced and given up fur prrpt*- 
tnal impriannmcni in a Uri|j»h prison f What 
hope is llirro of this if, as doubtless is the 
case, they |wssrss weallli unci influcnrc f If 
for instance, the Majeo Iw Implicated, ns I 
hnvu above stated to be coniinonjy thuught 
probable, will iho itivcsti|;alion end 

in her eonvicliou ? The evidenc e of the men 
who have been reserved from e^eccilimi in the 
hope of future discdosiircs. will show how liu 
tie is to ho discovrrud fmm Ilirm. The rmis* 
series and InstrumrnU who arc made use of 
for sncdi piirpcMcs by powerful iiatiws are 
UHOuily well rliosen, and, like the nssNssin of 
Fruscr. will rniulnlv the mtiicncss of the fox 
even at the place of execution. 

But I ama(*arcil the necessity «f an) ing more 
on this point, for even Mujor Alves hiiiisidf 
undcJpaios that ilicntoncment hi|ally Icndrrcd 
by the Jcyporu liovcramciit may prv»vc itiade* 
ijuatc to tlicotxtisioii. And, sup|Kisiiig this to 
be the Anal rcHiilt, I am glnd to liml limt he 
has 60 far departed from hJs fuimcr exculpa¬ 
tory opinions. as to agree with inc in the tic- 
ccasity of ad op ting one of the two courses 
suggested in tlio last [mrngraph of my foroivr 
letter, Tbnt is to .‘sy, crithvr war must br de¬ 
clared, with lUe utleudnnt consccjuc'iircs, as 
mentioned in the (1 oven line at instriielinns, or 
we must assume the entire and uiiditidml 
manageturnt of the country during I hr yociiig 
Hajah's ininurily. ttf ilicso aUertmlives he 
prefers Uic lust, and his ohjrcdions to llie 
other more decided and energetic priwcnlure 
arc grounded partly on his doubt of its jiisfir<\ 
and jmrtly upon that uf iU ex|>edient'y. On 
both of these puiuts 1 would offer a few 
observations. 

In discussing the jHslin of setting aside 
the present ruling family of Jeyporr,'and of 
auhaUtullDg our own dirced authority in iit 
place, I am glad to find tJiot Major Alves docs 
not attack the measure in questing on the 
grounds of the Rajah being a minor, although 
lic alludes to Ibis argumenl as one that might 
p08 sih ly he bcou gh t forward. Th roughout tlu* 
world it is an acknowledged principlr. that 
any situating of power or privilege may be 
forfeited by the individual actually in posses¬ 
sion, wbeiher be hold ll to hU own right, or 
as guardian for sn others and that io neither 
case does the next heir, or the legUiwate own- 
m derive any claim to the remiisioo of the 
forfeiture on the facttba{ they were not parties 
IB pertOQ to tbc offence which incurred It. 


Did we eoBsider the sons of Tippoo entitled 
to succeed to their father, because they were 
too young to share in bis inveterate bosiility ? 
Bid tbe French nation respect tbe suc^oeseioii 
of the Boke of Bourdeaox, bvcauivc he was 
too yoong to be eonoerned in the fatal ordio- 
nances f To take a case more in point: sup- 
imsiog tbe mother or guanlian of a Scottish 
nnblaman. at the time a minor, had armed his 
vassals, and sent them furih to take a pro¬ 
minent part iu tJie rebellion of 1745. Would 
the immature age of tbe real heir have been 
considered a bur to tbe atlaiuder of the family 
and the conAscation of tbe estate f Compas¬ 
sion or policy nay iu some of tJicso cases 
rcecmnirnd a mitigated penalty ; but the strict 
Justice of tbe severer course is never brought 
inln rjii^xtion. Nor r,uuld it he iiueslMinril 
without almost annihilating the pujiiHlimunt 
due to the oJTcncv. 

But Mujnr Alves is of opinion, that tin' pre¬ 
sent unarchy and conriiMon, wbioli oxi»t in 
the ieyporc GovernTnciil to which ho aUributes 
the recent oceurronccs, has been mainly 
brought almut hy the conduct of the puru- 
mouni noHcr itself during the Inst eicvoti 
yrurs. tipon this ground bu rests his plea for 
the remixsion of all |>onul etonNcquenecs to tbc 
ruling fiiiuily of the inferior state. This is a 
scrimix oml a heavy accusation, niid one upon 
aiiicb ho should liu^c fully enlarged. insIviiH 
of merely slating it in a vuguc uiid general 
wsy. if he is really able to xubstniiiiale it. Me 
sbniild have dlsiinetly shown, by reference 
to ilic* existing treaties, wliai tslns oroiiilssiun 
and commission may be laid to the door of the 
Uritisli tiovrriiiiieni. Until llilx is done, the 
argument is null and void, and cannot in- 
flueucr. your consultations, for it is clearly 
one. which, if fully proved to be fonncled on 
fart, must excuiMi nut only what has already 
occurred, but every Imaginalile Insult, and 
every degree of atrocity. We cannot liinl fan It 
with uny action, however dugruding to our 
aiithonty, wliivli Major Alvex may pvocrUt 
owe ils origin, however remotely, to ourselves. 

Leu ting, then, this question, I arrive at the 
ros«y/«rNccs wlilrb ure apprehended fioiii the 
aniiexalion of Uiv Jeypore territory to our 
own. And here 1 pass by. as unworthy of 
serious iioLit'C, lliu remolu fear whirh 
Major Alves cntciioiiiM of u general olliaiicu 
and ouf-hruuk uf oil llic Rajpoot sbitea. com¬ 
bined with a desrent of Ilunject Sing or of 
the Ncpaulcxe. This phrase, as regards the 
assisting power, is ambiguous; lot him bnvo 
the heorlii of ihe-doubt; Lnl let us fnro bold¬ 
ly the dangerous dilemma with wbiub he next 
threatens your councils, lie fears Ihsl, if wc 
leave tbc Tbnkoors and other chiefs in pox 
session of tlivir jngeera. tbe Jeypore rewnnex 
will be insuAicicDt to meet lUc expenxes of 
the Ooveromentin our bunds, and tbnt. on the 
other bind, if wo^sumc those jageers. parti¬ 
ally or entirely, we sUall reduce their former 
possessori to the condition of discontented 
subjeeii in tbe hrstcase, and of highway rob- 
beU Id the second. The horns of this di¬ 
lemma do not meet; there is room enough to 
escape between them. No one would pro- 
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pose that, in augming adrolDistration of 
one of the Ksijpoot states, we should violenilj 
abulisb these feudal institutions to which 
prince and peasant arc equal I j nttacUed. 
Whatever may be said ai^iiiast these peculiar 
systeiiia, they have certainly tended to su|i> 
purl the Jisijpoot cUaracier at a liij^hcr staud* 
ard thon llial of the other natives uf India, 
by ftiviuj^ them ubjccU of ioterest and mo* 
lives of action uneonnecled with tlicir owu 
private advatwice and N'cltarc. It wuuld be 
an act of mini;led fully and injustice to 
reduce serf aud noble to the same dead level, 
Loth bein^ c<|oally udvurio to tbe chanfe. 
If then wo allow the Thakuors and others 
lu return their induenuc over these tribes 
or faiuiJics who one them Jicn^diUry allc- 
tfinnoe, wo cannot fail to leave <hcm at 
the suuie time in pOAsessioD of considrrahlr 
pccuuiar) ri'AcmrcrA. On Ihe other haiiil, is it 
to he uppreheuded that our Ouverniueut weuld 
fail ill uhuiinifi^ sulUideiit funds U> mectiu 
cxpendilnro; nH>, that a considerable surplus 
wuuld nut reniaiii, when wc ennsider tbnl we 
should Ic uhlu to rcaliac reitMiHrly, from Ihe 
lausl powerful, as well hs from tJje woukest 
of our new suhjeets. that tribute or revenue, 
which is now sninetiines wikbbcid, soiueliiurs 
collected with delsy and difliculiy ? And, 
moreover, tlmt all clussus of the eomriiiinity, 
and more especially the Inrjtcr fcuduliwies. 
would be relieved from the uvecssity of keep* 
in IT up an Irrcitubir force to repel opprvssmn 
and vinlcaec, and that they would then he 
able to devote to their new rulers, in return 
for the protection of reisnlur troops, the means 
wtiioh have hitherto been expended in the 
above useless and duii|^tous muuiier. A 
country coiisLitutod like the oue in i|ucslinu 
could not require larj^e civil cstablishmunU 
or B treat number of Ruropcau oAievrs to 
superintend its internal adiniuistration, For 
wo oii^rhl to work by luqaiis of tbo feudal 
machinery which already exists tbcrc, and to 
which tbo people are not only ohedieiil, but 
nllachud. And, lastly, if wc cuu conduct the 
a II airs of 4 ey pc ire with prcilit to ourselves and 
the country durink? a Jon;; minority, (as Major 
Alves biiuself seems to acknowledge) we 
should be ubic, i» foriiuri, to attain the same 
fsvoruhle results, when wc bad assumed u 
more coiimianding position as the Hotunl 
sovereign authority, and when, whatever 


raaialcnanro might be assigned for the mem* 
hereof tbe late Hojal family, that part of the 
expenditure would doubtless have been lua- 
lerially diminislicd. 

I haw not alluded to Major Alvv»*fl remark 
about the innocent being punUbed Itigetber 
with the Kuiiiy by a ilcciaruliou of win, be* 
cause I do not douhi that the intercHis of 
those alone would sulTrr, who should at* 
tempt to resist our oceupiitioii of llic country, 
or who might bo afterwards proved to hive 
' parlicipnicd ill the originiil crime. The war 
should l»e against the t»overiiincjM, iintiigaiusl 
ihe people, niid if a proclamaiion were issnod 
to the uIkivo effect, it would gu fur lo pre¬ 
clude iJic likelihood of any lesistiinec at ull. 

1 bate now. Sir, eoncluded what I hud to 
offer upon Major Aives's obj col ions lo the 
most |>olitie and adviseable ooiirse which o(rr 
Uuveruiiieiii could ]Hirsne. J nni ignorant of 
the detailed syslem wJiieh that nHirer h:is sug¬ 
gested, ill case of your udojitiug his oilier uN 
tcriiative ami uiiderluking the mamigumuut 
during ihe young iniiiorily. J know not 

rveu if his plan comprises the vital point of 
dislKkudiiig forcverlliuprcsonlJcypore troops; 
of cuiumutiiig the rnilitiiry service duo from 
ilir chiefs for nii cquivaleiii in money, nnd of 
replacing the foruu thus uboUslicd by a luHiei* 
eni ikuinher of our own regular regiments. 
Wcinusthiivo un more foroed mure lies from 
NuAM'onihad to Jeypore; Uii more baiting of 
liritixh oJlieers in the latter city on iirmiuni 
of tbe abseuiie, ioaelivity, or eoiinivaricu of 
the troops and the cuiuuiHmler, who ought to 
liavcprevciilcd it. These i|iicsli(ir>s nuunot be 
viewed merely in a peeuniiny light. When 
wv consider the cxisliug stale of Mnropoun 
polities, wc should suruly he forewarned 
and furu-arincd. The death of Kunjeet l^ing, 
wbtcb is probably near at hand, must soon 
oblige us lo decide w liHlier wc slinll carry our 
absolute unduiiuoiiiroulvd antborJiy lu the In¬ 
dus, or remain in u doubtful and insoeure posi¬ 
tion. Wc cannot stop till we rcoeli that 
poiut, for in the situation of the boatman

NOTES ON INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

No. XLIX. • 

OK THX USURY LAWS* 

It is not my intention to occupy the attca-|cluslvGly tn all ftnprejodiced minds by lien- 
lion of my readers with miong discSssioD on tbaoi; and to bis woiks I refer those who 
the abstract question bow far a man is or is wUh for informaiioD on the subject. I shall 
notjuslltled in making the greatest proat he eonfine myself lo demonstrate practioallj 
can by Lis capital as well u hismerohaodise: tbe utter irepossiblity of cnrurclDg locb ab- 
tbe point has already been argued most eoo- surd laws, and to show the dcmoralimng effect 
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upon the people ud the immense mua of 
fraud and perjnry which is caascd amoog the 
population of India by the attempt to carry 
them into eflcct. 

It is well known that the rate of interest was 
by 37 Henry Vlll. c. il. Hxud at ten per cent. 
James 1. reduced it to eight: Charles II. lo 
six: x&d by Queen Anne in 1714 U was limit¬ 
ed to five per coni., ni which rate it still re¬ 
mains. Bat all these laws are dead letters* 
capitalists will not lend their money unless 
they receive a return ade(|uute to the risk: 
they will either devise means of evading thv 
liiw, or will employ their capital in irudiug 
on their own account; or will even lock it up 
in (heir strong box rather than Iviid it on an 
insulDeient rumunurution. Wc cannot have 
stronger instances Oian arc to be fouud in the 
history of the EnglisIinKtional debt, not only 
of how tlko laws may be evaded, but of the 
evils of being obliged to resort to such prac¬ 
tices; the uonsertucnees of which wc are loch 
ing at the present day. None of the loans to 
OovernmenI in King >ViliiBiu's reign were 
effoeted at less than eight per cent. In 17 hi 
and 82, uod for several years nflerwards, 
Governnent were obliged to pay more than 
six per cent, for the loans they runoivvd ; niid 
the iTiiscbievous way in which money wus bur¬ 
rowed has entailed upon us the oMigatioD 
of paying nearly twice as much principal as 
there would otherwise have been any nrccssily 
to do. iu order to keep up the appearance of 
borrowing at a low rate of interest, Govern- 
meet Qominally raised the luun at three per 
cent.: but for every hundred pound lent, they 
registered the name of the lender as proprietor 
of £17^ three per cent, £2t> four perceut.,, 
and an annuity of 6 sbilliogs for 02 years. 
ThU gives an annual interest for every £lUO 
advanced lo Government of £0 ts. exclusive 
of the annuity. Now bad GovemmeDt fairly 
borrowed the money at six or even seaea per 
cent, we should not have paid more interest 
than wc have done: indeed as capital became 
more pleniiful, or the credit^of Government 
greater, they could have borrowed at a lower 
rate and il\ps have been enabled to pay off the 
prineipa) which bore the high interest. There 
would only have been £l00 stock to be die* 
Instead of very Dearly 900 which is 


now registered in the names either of the heirs 
of the original lenders, or those to whom they 
have sold their stock. Repeatedly have the 
English Government raised mouey in this dis¬ 
graceful manner ; and it is Uiis which has in 
n great measure tended to swell our national 
debt to the enormous amount whicli it has now 
Icached, 

f 

So much for tho shifts to which even Go- 
vernineiit are driven to evade an absurd law. 
In Rngluod, the merchants aud huakursnre 
ct|unlly ipiick Ht diseoveriug methods of 
rcceiving»whuttbey uunsidcr u proper Interest 
fur their immey. 1 speak not of Jews ami 
profoAsed Diotiey-leiiders who live by adiriinis- 
leiing to the iiccesjtiUvs and extraviigunces of 
heirs undiTOge: but of the rcapectahJc nicr- 
t'hAn(s uml bankers j and I will deserihe one 
of the uaiiy modes in which they eontrivo to 
evade the liiw. A. and 1)., (wu clever men of 
business but |m»sscssc( 1 of no nupllnl, wish, 
each, to enter into a mercantile spveuliition: 
they go to a hniikcr, (*., uiid fairly slate their 
viens ; the banker ubserves, the spceuhiljou 
promises M ell; but I cannot risk tiiy muncy 
under seven per rent.'* This is nmnuged in 
the following wny, A. and it. uacb Uniw a bill 
on the other for Iwcnly tiiouxnnd pounds, each 
Accepts tlic other’s bill, od wliicii the banker 
agrees to cash tbcm both, with an under¬ 
standing that neither shall draw more than 
fikurtcen thuusniid leaving the other six lliou- 
sjuid, us a flooUng balance ia the bunker’s 
bunds. The whole twenty thousand are placed 
in tho banker’s books to the rcspcctivo ac¬ 
counts of each of tlic two bovrowers at the 
legal interest of five per cent., while bo retains 
nearly one tliircl of tho tarn, or six thousand 
from each to employ in any wny ho can: so 
that upon the w hole, he eoiitrives to realise 
Jus seven per cent. Of course much depends 
on the good faith of the parties lo keeping Ui 
the uudcrhaad argument; consequently it is 
only among men of known honesty that such 
traosacGoni occur. 

Bet, pass we to India. Here, the legal rate 
of interest is twelvp per eent. But does it 
remain at that, or has it not risen above or 
fallen below it according to the market rate? 
Let us first view the proeeedings of the old 
bouses of agency—and begin with observing 
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their traneactione »itb the indiEo^plaaicra io 
the interior. They lent them money at twelve 
per cent; then came h charge of one per cent, 
on receipt§ and diahursements; then the tuo> 
ncy which whs monthly adrnnceil to the planter 
nndertlio name of subsistence money, on which 
some petty charges were made; and the planter 
had not the option of disposing of bis produce 
to the be.st advantage, but was obliged to send 
it to his moiiey*h'ntljQg iguiit, and to pay bim 
oomiiiissioii lor receiving and disposing of It. 
I have hoard many indigo-pi a liters say that 
they are conviiirod thut they pnid altogetlicr 
eight eeu or even twenty per ixnt. for tlic nio> 
ncy origiuully horrowod. In the loans of the 
agents to the civil and toilibiry oQjccrs, the 
pniC'C'cdillgs wcre .s<»niuthing ofthesaniustamp. 
Twelve per cent. Interest was charged—one 
percent, fur all receipts nnd dishurscmciita: 
llicn l?icy rer|uircd the horrower to ensure his 
life, charging him aunuolly iu llioir occuunt* 
h sum, as ii preriihini/ but which frcijucnU} 
they never paid Co any Inanranec ofliee, pre¬ 
ferring to Uke the risk upon tlirniscires: $** 
that it was merely a trick to riuso the interest 
a little higher. 

The agents are not to he hlameil for thcsi' 
proceedings; the interest they coiilrivcd to 
obtain was no more than a fair compensa* 
tion for the risk they ran. The indigo 
planters were men without capital; the civil 
and military oftieers hud only their monthly 
pay; Dune possessed any properly eacept 
to a small amount; and although if all 
three classes livod» they would probably re- 
pay their debt sooner or later, yet if any of 
them died, the whole of the sum due to 
the agent was irrecoverably lost 1 .only 
allude to these, to show the pmcifcea to 
which respcetable English merchants are 
obliged to have recourse to evade an absurd 
and unjnst law. How much better if would 
often have been for both parties could the 
agent liave ut once lent the indigo planter the 
money at twenty per cent., and left him un¬ 
shackled In the management of his eoncerns. 
No sooner did the market late of interest fall, 
either from the cvecss of capital or the want 
of employment for it, than these very agents 
were reedy to lend money at nine, eljhti and 
at one time seven per cent 


But with regard to the natives, they ridicule 
the Idea of enforcing such taws, and have 
many modes of evading them, one of which 
is simple euongb. The lender actually ad¬ 
vances silty, seventy, or eighty rupees, ac¬ 
cording %}* he considers the security of the 
borrower, good, bad, or indin'erent: a bond b 
drgwn out for a hundred, at twelve per cent, 
inf crest; u couple of witnesses are (lieri called 
ill to witness the liond, be^n^^ whom t)io bor¬ 
rower acknowledges to have rercived a hun¬ 
dred ru|>c<'s, and the matter b scltled. Should 
a anil be likd for Uiu debt the witnesses swuur 
to tliu above cfTcxt, and a decree is given os a 
matter uf euurse. 

There are bnt three reasons why the rate of 
interest should bo higher, b'lrst, n scarcity of 
enpitnl. Secondly, bud security un the part 
of the borrowers. Thirdly, a bud govern- 
uicnl, ill which jusUce is iU ndnihtisierod } 
thus holding out every indneemeni to debtor# 
to be dishonest und not pay tbclr debts. Many 
people I know entertuin a notion tbat the nn« 
tives are such usurers that they would ralljor 
keep their money unemployed than notobtaio 
an exorbitant interest; u most complet# 
niiatoie: the native baukers and merchant# 
charge a late proportionate to Iho security os 
good faith of the borrowers. Should a mow 
chant of CHtubtiahed repulntioo be suddenly 
pressed for a sum of money, even to the 
amount sometimes of two or three lacks of 
rupees, he will find no diflicuMy In procuring 
it from his brother merchants at six per cent.— 
a transaction which is coastaotly occurring 
in every large mercantile town. From others, 
they will demand twelve, eighteen, twenty- 
four to even thirty per cent., just according 
to tlic risk, and tlicy have ways and means of 
evading the law. One I have mentioned; 
another is by frcqaently making up accompts 
at high interest; and either getting tbc debtor 
tu give^ new bond, or to sign an ackuow- 
ludgmeot Chat iho accouat is rights upon 
which fresb interest is charged. In dealing 
with an Engliibinan, who wished to establish 
some concern, the practice ii often u fol¬ 
lows. Twelvo per cent, is charged on the 
money lent It is agreed that the lender 
ihoJl be employed to procure the artietaa 
reqoited for the coacerfiy on which Eve per 
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cent, ecmimiflsion U allowed on money 
dMijurfted, beeidee tUedoamon profit In which 
he niaket in procurioE eo mud {coods, u be 
ofcouTie ebaracs e bi|$her price Oian be pay*. 
Eighteen or iwciUy per cent may often be 
luade in tbl* way i and in addition, ibc lender 
very often atipulatc* tUat two or Ibree of bit 
relation* shall he taken into tcrTioe by the 
borrower to aaperintciid the work. On the 
other hand, 1 have known money pressed on 
an English meroliiiiit of established credit 
and good faitli, at twelve, or even less* per 
Cent. 

During the last few years, before the intro¬ 
duction of the new judicial systuju, the difli* 
oufty of borrowing money had greatly eiiereas- 
od ; until towards the end of it was 

ulinost impotiible for any farmer or oUior 
person cunnooiod wiili iho land to procare 
money at all, oven tbongli he otTvred thirty or 
forty per cent. The reason was the utter 
stagnation of all justice, and the confusion 
wbioh had been caused in tbe landed lenua**, 
so that It was almost impossible to pronounce 
who was tbe owner of any plot of ground in 
tbe Upper Provinces (a subject I sball touch 
upon ioimralcly). Still, no sooner had the new 
ay stem been In operalion for a few months, 
I ban the farm or* ecu Id borrow money at twenty • 
four or even eighteen per cent.; because Ihc 
bankers found tliai jaiUce was now atbiin* 
able: and J have not the least doubt ibis 
oaaac greatly facilitated tbu cellcction of tbe 
Kevenue during the year IK33. 

The domomlfsing effect upon tbe people is 
the next point Hundreds of debtors arc Jo* 
duced by the low altoniies who infeat our 
Courts to resist just demand* in tbe hope of 
throwing them outaltAgetler, by proving that 
more than the legal rate of interest has been 
charged! and to support this, perjared wit¬ 
nesses are brought forward, who swear what 
is ia fact true, that more than the legal rate 
of interest bas been charged (every one knows 
as a matter of course that it bas) but who are 
not the less peijured, seeing that not one of 
them were ever present at any transaetion he* 
tween the parties. On Ibeotber band, the plain¬ 
tiff produces hie hood, decUree tbe full sam 
wae lent at the legal interest and brlap for¬ 


ward bis tritaesses, who swear that tbe defend¬ 
ant acktmwiedgod before them to have recei¬ 
ved tbe full amount. They usually go a Utile 
farther and declare that they saw the money 
acloally paid. It is probable that not a single 
voit for money is over preferred in a British 
lodian Court in which either downriglit per¬ 
jury IS not commuted, or tbe plainlifT U mur¬ 
al ly speaking ga illy 01 subornation of peijury; 
and after all this swearing tJiat no more than 
ilie legal interest has been taken, should ihe 
judge happen to be acquainlod with tbe plain¬ 
tiff, and on leaving the Court call bim quietly 
and where there were no vUnesses, ask him d* 
a mere matter of curiosity what rate of into rust 
ho had made by bis money, tlie man would 
without hesiUition reply, eigliteen, or twenty- 
four, &e. M might be. 

I* it not disgusting to know that such pro¬ 
ceedings are daily going on, and that the 
native* are training to perjury (for after being 
accostoined to swear falsely about ibe interest 
uf money, a man's conscience will soon permit 
him to give false evidence in other mutters) 
solely from tbe atlempled Introduction of an 
absurd and an unjust law wliich never can be 
enforced! These con si do rati on* alone should 
induce Oovernment to act with common sonso 
and cxpongc from our statute-book, this roni- 
Munt of barbarism, ignorance and injnsiior, 
and allow a man the liberty of employing his 
capital and his merebandiae to Ihc best ad¬ 
vantage in whatever mode he finds (*4>ndurivo 
to bis first inlercsU. The only provision 
required, would be a fixed rate of interest, 
wfarcb should be charged on the amount of u 
decree, if not paid as soon as decided; and 
other points which occasionally uceer, in 
which no rate of interest has been stjpalatcd. 
In all other points let men be free to make 
their own bargains in interest of money as 
well as in every thing else. It is lamentable 
to think how much we have done to deterio¬ 
rate the character of tbe natives by tbe intro- 
dociioo of laws and coatomt not only at vari- 
anee with their habits, bot opposed to tbe 
diotates of jnsdeeand right reason, of which 
these ainry laws ard a memorable example. 

A PaiKND TO Imou« 

Jhw m, 1686 . 
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Ofl the 6tb Jane we reeumed our march to¬ 
wards tbc south, passias Kotra* ooce a cooai* 
derable place with a small hill fort, and Bisha* 
la, which is still a lar^e T^llaf e. and on the Oih 
June we arrived at the B^baj outpost of 
Balmer,38milesfronidbeo,—a deputation con- 
sistjor ofPirbhoo Lai, son ofSimheojee Joshce 
of Jodhpoor, and other respectable persons, 
with a very handsome eseort, coming out abont 
four miles from cantootnents to do honor to the 
Ajntere Mission. • 

On onr arrival at Balmer, we foond a small 
force stationed here as a temporary measure, it 
having been found eapedientto employ British 
troops to Roppress the plandering tribes, who; 
formerly infested thisfrontier ; ihcdrt;ivlirDcni' 
coniists of a squadron of native cnvHlry. two 
compsities of native infantry, and twohun-: 
dred Mall rat la horse furnished by the U&ikwar* 
of Harodn, the regular troops being relieved 
half yearly from the large camp at Oeesn, inri 
miles 8. 8. E. of Ualmer, and dO miles K. W. 
of Mount Aboo. The whole delarhinent is 
under the command of Captain Kiehurds oftlie 
blh Bombay native infantry, who is also res* I 
ted with political authorii.r under Colonel: 
PoUloger, the Resident in Kutch. Wv wore ^ 
received by this ofllcer with the greatest hoa* 
pitalityi as well as by the niher olhcersof the I 
detacbiouut, there being two wiiJi theravidry | 
and twu whb llie infauUy, besides a medical i 
man. 

As one of the principal objects of Lieat. 
Trevelyan's Mission was to undcftnkc a joint 
investigation with Captain Kivliards as to eer* 
tnin natters coQCcroingthewvcslern frontier of 
Marwar, we found it necessary to remain more 
than three weeks at Halmer, from tbe ttib to 
to tbe 2Pth June, during which lime great light 
was thrown upon tbe subject under investiga¬ 
tion, of which tbe chief points appear to be tbe 
fol lowing. 

There is a sterile tract of eonntry aboul 300 
miles long lying in 71* east lungitude, between 
tbe head of the Gulf of Kutch and the Jeisul- 
mere territory, the upper part of which line is 
a sandy desert dividing Soind from Marwar, 
and tbe lower part is a la^e salt*marali com* 
mooly called the Run or Rin. Immediately ! 
between these is a small district called Nugur 
Parkur, moeb infested with free*bootera, who 
carried their incursions both into Sciud 
and Marwar n&til routed out by the British 
detaebrDeBt under Colonel Litchfield which 
scoured tbeir country in 1331, and also cleared 
out tbe Mussulman plunderers called iToha, 
who bad established theeuelves Co tike north* 
ward of Parkur, aboal Chotun, Joona and Bel* 
roer, which weregencrally eonsiderod to be un¬ 
der the Raja of Jodhpoor until the late Agent 
of tbe Oosemor-Oeoerml at Ajmer flianteohnt* 
Colonel Lockett) started tome MWfi npoo 
the sobjoet* 


After the eleamuee of this frontier by Colo* 
ael Litchfield’s foioo. detachments of the 
Boiiibsy troops were left at Kasha in Parkori 
which ia an undisputed dcpcodcucy of Ecind, 
at Wow in Tburraudree, which U a part of 
Goocural, and at Ualmer in Mulunee, which 
until lately was always held to be a part of 
Marwar proper or Jodhpoor. llunco the com¬ 
plaints of the Maharaja Maun Singh that tbe 
British Oovernment had not only stationed an 
outpost within Ijjs frontier, but had prevented 
the petty chiefs in the Ualmer quarter from 
pacing their usaul tribute to him. These 
chiefs arc all Hmtkor Unjpoofs of the same 
tribe as the sons of Jodha, but uf adifleront 
faiiiily. fur the former aro descended from 
Bcc^rumjfC. a younger but more powerful hro* 
Ifier of Mullcenatb and Jail Mul, who t>eo- 
pled ull Ihu country Immeillately to eastward 
of the grcul desert of Uiuurknt. 

The prinripul towns (Mtfiipicd by the de* 
srendunta of Mulluennth (from whom the Mul* 
lancc district takes its name) arc Chotun, 
Joona, Ualmer, Kutra, 8lioc. Girnp, &o. to the 
wcstwnnk of tbe river l^oneo and eastward of 
the Great Oeserl; the two large towns of 
Sindrec and Jusul on the left bank of the Lo- 
ncc lliuugb also pronlcd by descendants of 
Maliccnath, are usually considered theenpi* 
lalsof a separate tract called Hewa ; wliiJethe 
towns uf Nugur acid Gnrra much lower down, 
and on the right bank of the Lonce, are the 
head quarters of the HUle district called 
Hadhra, inbabiled by the family of JaitMuJ. 
It ap|»ears from the invesligatiun made during 
our stay at Balmer, (whcie the principal men 
of nearly all these places were called in to 
give tlicir evidence on the subject) that tribute 
had been paid, and military service performed, 
when called fur on the part of Jodhpoor since 
the days of Hie liaja Ujeel Eingh : that is to 
say, tint for sumo generations all tbe pettj 
Rawuls. Thakoors, and Booixiias of Mulanee, 
Mews, and Radhru were nomibalJy lubjeots 
of Marwar. 

Tbe whole extent of country included under 
these names Ih in extreme length nearly lOO 
miles north and south from near Pohkurn to 
tiie mouths of tlie Lonce, and 100 miles east 
and west from Jusol to tlic borders of Soind, 
but the average length and breadth are perhaps 
only lOQ by 70 miles, giving an area of 7,000 
square miles, and producing a tribute of just 
about as many rupees, tbe country being very 
poor aod comprisiDg within its luoita a great 
part of tbe Liltke Ucsert. The iuhabitaots 
are a rude tribe, who seem little iuellBed to 

J ield obedience to any tbiur but absolute 
orcc, and they are coDtiDoaliy at feud with 
one another, so that it would m diAeult for 
any native power io keep them qok«t end 
UBilod: tbe presenoe of a British outo^t, 
however, seems to do the foraset pre^y affeel* 
aaJly, if not the latter also.

It U a town of about iia boodred 
housea, with a aroall atone fort in aminoua 
atmte.oooupyiogtbeauroiDitor a conical faiHdoO 
feet bl|b» wUicb ia liovevcr commanded by a 
aimilar hill at the other aide of the town, and 
the latter is again overlooked hj a very eon- 
apienoui peak called Sioojer. whicb ia 720 feci 
above tbe plain and U mile from the camp. 
Tbe town baa suffered macb from being plon* 
dared by oar troops, and balf tbe shop'keepera 
have abandoned their Uouaes, but under ai^uiet 
tbe place might become prosperous 
again, and there are even now numeroua camels 
and large herds of black cattle, i^unr wells 
give an incabauBtillc supply of water (vonic of 
wbiob is very pure) at a depth of4<ModU cubits, 
hut much diJHculty is eapeHcaced in dmwina 
it owing to tbe narrowneu of some of the well a 
mouth*, and tbe number of horses aud people 
to be supplied. 

During our slay at Balmer the rainy season 
set in and a striking change took place in the 
face of the country wbicli was alterml from n 
wHliered and arid look, toone of a lively green •» 
even during tbe hot winds, however, abumJanev 
of forage (dry looking enough however In all 
aonscience,) was procuruble for tlie horses, 
acid the thorny jungul wbieli comes close up to 
oantonments furnislied pickings for as many 
camels at could be turned into it. The com¬ 
mon ahicles of native fond were sunSciently 
cheap and plentiful, tbe wheat being supplied 
from about Gnrra, the ^ket from about |lal(H 
tra or Patondee i and bajra, rootli, Icc. from 
the immediate nighbourbood of Balmer r sail, 
too, 11 procured in abundance from Pacbbliodra 
near Ualolra, as will be mentioned liercuficr. 

Having completed the busineas which occa¬ 
sioned oar long bait at Ilalmer, wo left that 
place on the 2Ptb June and pursued our way 
eastward across the northern part of the Lit¬ 
tle Desert vlk doraee, Bailoo, Cbandeora and 
Baghoadee to BRlolra, the first three places 
being surrounded by very high but tolerably 
well-wooded sandhills, and a great part of 
tbe road from tbe latter place f Baghoadee) to 
Balotra, being under water. The direct dis¬ 
tance from Balmer is only 65 miles, but it is 
72 by tbe road we came. 

Oo tbe dd July, while the baggage was 
march iag up tbe fight bank of tbe Lonee from 
BagbonoW, the two Buropean gentlemen ac¬ 
companied ^ tbe Beekaner Vakeel and Tba- 
koor Oom Singh of Josol took a cireoitous 
rente to Balotra for tbe purpose of^visiting 
Tilwara and JumI, both of which places are 
OB the left bank of the river. Immediately 
'Copoeiteto Tit warn is Mnlee-natbka Than, the 
iarae of our aboveHnention^ patHareb, who 
bu been deified by his descendanti, and the 
temple erected to bis memoir has all tbe 

I 4vileges «f a saneteary. A large cattle fair 
s helo here apMally, eemmendag twelve 
daya. dfUr tbe bolss, and lasting for half a 
.igy b* diriwff wMeh time 90,000 people are 
to be e^eeted vttb large qaaatlties of 


camels, hones and bullocks, upon the sale of 
wbtchfeesoffive Be>, three die, and eight aonius 
per bead, respectively, arc paid to tlie Hakim 
of Sewanna, who attends the fair on tbe part 
of tho Jodbpoor Government: the descenclanU 
of Muleenaih are however exempted from this 
lax. The prices of the best horses and mares 
ore said to be from four to six huadred rupees; 
riding camels bring 120 rupees, and baggage 
camels 60. 

After visiting the flirine and tbe fair, or ra» 
tiler looking at the place where it was held, 
which is now under water, we crossed the 
Lonce river, which was rushing down with a 
fierce and turbid stream a quarter of a mile 
wide, but not very deep. Oar frail raft was 
made of / common or bedstead, under 

whicb five earthen pots wore lashed, giving a 
suflicient buoyancy to float I wo of us at a lime, 
thoagh in our transit across tbe river our ne¬ 
ther limbs were soused a little in the water, as 
the four or five stout swimmers who pushed us 
over assisted the troubled stream in rucking 
our watery cradle. Tbase men had dried cali- 
bashes atm|ipod round tbeir middles 

forming a float oailedyefee, whicb wai a great 
help to them. 

As the river was high ** in spate" (or burr# 
kswHrm ;wtce os they would call itlnSciijd» 
meaning ** very angry walcr") we would not 
trast our horses in the fierce current whicb al¬ 
most swept me off my feet though wading barely 
more than knee deep, so wc sent them up the 
right hank of the river, and borrowed half a 
doaen horses atTilwaru to take us four kns up 
Ibe left bank to Jusul. where wc were again to 
cross the river. Jusul was once a consider¬ 
able town of 3.000 houses, of which barely 
more than a tenth part appear to be now in¬ 
habited ; it lies on the north side of a samit 
rocky bill about tMW feet high. There was 
formerly a pakAcAerear of 900 shops, and sooje- 
ihiog like a wall stone round tlie town, (lie 
ruinous sta*c of which is owing to a feud of 
more than 40 years standing. 

Jusol IS but a kos or two miles from Balotra, 
yet the f.oeee nudee was running so strongly 
bctacco them (with a atream seven hundred 
yards wide opposite tho latter place,) Ibnt we 
were about four hours getting into camp, part 
of the delay being occasioned by tbe dilatory 
way io which our new raft was made and tbe 
great distance It bad to be carried up the stream 
in ordertoprevcnlourheiogsweptawny below 
tbe proper landing place. We baited two days 
at Balotra, a very thi iviag town of 1,900 houses 
belonging to Jodbpoor, and the blgh road to 
Dwacka, which brings a great number of pil¬ 
grims and religions persons to this place. 
Very neat turners' work, in ivory and wood, 
and large quantities of embroidered velvet 
shoes are for sale in the basar. Balotra is 69 
miles fr^TD Jodbpoor and seven from Pneb- 
bhodra, a brief aecohnt of which will be found 
in my ntxt letter.

oooniQoioaUon left Lieut Trevelyan's Missl- 
0B al Balotra, (on tbe banki of the Losoe 
9 b bos ioutb-west fnm Jhdhp^} 
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where we haHed oo the 4l1i and 6lh Mf, ri* 
^io^oaCon themomiDf of the latter day to 
vUit the town of Purhbudra; whieb liee Ibrer 
koi oreix fullmilej N. N. E. of Batolra. The 
road waji tolerably rood, uotwltbeundinf the 
late heavy raine, and the jarroundiof ooootry. 
tboQgb indifferently cultivated, had the ap- 
pearaaoe of coneiderahle fertility, 

Puchbudra is a considerable town of abool 
a thousaad houeei or m^re, having a mauu* 
facinre of coarHe cloths, which are sent to the 
neighliourin|r town of Balotra tohedyedj boi 
its chief srtide of prodaco is doe Blimencar> 
salt of which large quantiiiei are procure«l 
at the teltworke from three to live miles norths 
ward of Puchbudra. The proccus of forming 
this salt Is said to be very simple, nothing be* 
ing re<|nlred bat to throw thorny twigs into 
the brine of tlie marsb, by which the chrys* 
taliaatlon is so much assisted that large raassee 
of pure salt are deposited and dug awiiy 
for exportation without having recourse to 
the uiaul method of evaporaiing llie brine in 
large shallow pans called kiksret. There is a 
Kamdnr or Officer of Governmenl at Puebbu* 
<lra. as both the town and the snllworks be* 
long to the A'Aaiie, i. e., the itoyal estate of 
Jodhpoor. 

On the Hih July, we left Balotra and in four 
days reached Ibccapllal ofMurwnr, adisunec 
of 03 miles by the rather cirviiliuos route we 
ursued to Putaon, Doluh.and NaKrnudec. 
he face of the country bad greatly improved 
since we quilled tbo conJines of the LrUlc Do* 
sett wbicb lies between Balmrr and the river 
Lonee, where little rise wis to he,seen besides 
sleep sandbilla running in long lidges, f«a* 
tliered with scraggy bushes end small trees, 
wilb here and there a cluster of dark*looking 
huts, the inhabitants of which are too i>oor to 
sink wells, and arc obligetl to trnsl during tbe 
bot weather to tbe precarious supply of water 
aJfurded by the iballnw phs colled 6owrcc. Tbe 
whole country between Dalolra and Jodhpoor 
on the cooirurj appeared to be a Ooe plain, 
highly suseeptible of eultivation, aud in ge* 
ncral furnisbiiig abundnnee of sweet water, 
(owing to all tbe tauks being filled by the latr 
rains,) excepting about Kulianpoor and other 
villages surrounding Doleh, tenor twelve of 
which are obliged to resort to the wells of the 
latter place, all tbe others being too salt for 
drinking. N omerous rocky hills appear to the 
soutb*eastward of the Lonec, in direction ol 
Sewana and Jalor, hut tbe weather was too 
thick to allow ns a very distant view. There 
are also a few small conicul hills studding the 
right bank of the river, and rising at intervals 
as far as tbe edge of the little desert almui 
Kornra, Thob, and Patodee. A small part 
of these were under cultivation, and the 
remainder bore abundaoce of small aeacis 
trees with ibe uiua! jungal sbrubiy mob aa 
kurss/> kc. 

Onr first fair sight of the citadel of Jodhpoor 
was from the eamp at Nahmudee, dUtaut ooJy 
sis kos IVovi the eapltal, but it ought to lam 
booQ Hffible, bad the weather beoa oliwm 
from a much greater dlstaaee. On apgtmeh 
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lag fo wiUi*ln a mile aiHl a half of oar heots at 
Jr^hpoor, tbe Hlasloa was met by a deputa* 
lion of respectable persons headed by PuUeh 
Raj Sunghee, and Thakoor Kesuree Bingh 
Dnndhul, with tbe chieftain of Ladnoo, ko» 
followed by about two huudred lighting meUt 
of whom nearly half were on foot and the ro- 
inaindor luouated on indifferent horses, far 1 q« 
ferior to those which formed tbe cavalcade of 
tbe Pohkurn chief. Several maces and bui- 
oers. however, marked tbe dignjlied rank of tbe 
members of deputation, while tbe tii«coloured 
iiandard of Marwar, mounted upon an ele¬ 
phant, appeared to wave clieerfuily as if in¬ 
viting the strangers to enter the city In eon- 
lidence. Some of the Vakeels of our own 
parly remarked that tbe partridge’s call was 
heara to our left betokening good fortune to 
the travellers, so no outward appearand of a 
hearty welcome was wanting, and we alighted 
at our camp opposite the Sojut gate, wcUpJeaa- 
ed with the manner of our reception* 

We reached Jodhpoor on the morning oftlia 
Pth July, and on the llth were rooeived in 
slate by the Maharaja Maun Singh, who had 
appointed the afternoon of that day for our 
iotroduction. We quilted camp at f. w., ao* 
eompanied, as ususal. by our little escort of 
irregular horse and infantry, which made a 
handsome show when compared with the still 
more irregular looking warriors of the Court 
of Marwar. Wc commenced tbe ascent tn the 
palace at C r. a. nod were met at tbe .second 
gate, called fmna Pofftbat is the third gate 
from tbe bottom,) by the Maharaja himself, 
who came down thus far from tbe palace in a 
litter with a very large concourse of atten¬ 
dants, and afier halting there for a few mino- 
tvs, during which time wo were introduced 
without dismounting, wc followed tbe Koyal 
JkksM up the remainder of the paved slope, and 
under the great p^te, to the entrnneo of the 
palace. From tbit point we proceeded on foot 
through two courtyards to the steps of tbe 
ball of audience where etiquefle required the 
tihoes to be put off, and with our stockinged 
soles we slipped noiselessly across the pillared 
hall, and brought ourselves to an anchor in 
tbe Dative fashion beside the throne of the 
** King of Maroo.” A crowd of nobles and 
courtiers seated ibemMivet in tbe body of the 
Durbar, but there was not a single chioftaia 
present of snllicieDt rank to be seated imme¬ 
diately opposite to us on the right side of tho 
Gudee, we being on its left, and ve were in 
coDsequence tbe sole occupants of tbe carpet 
spread under the throne which ought not to 
have bgeu the case had Pobkum, Nagor, 
Aurkawea, or any olher noble of equal nak 

been presenL 

Colonel Tod's entbusiastio desert ptioa of 
the Court of MaPwar, with iU ** tkoosaad*eo< 
I nmned hall" and lines of silreMiikd gold aaoe- 
bcarers, led us to expect something partiott- 
larly superb, but in tJiia we were a Ltle diMp- 
poiotedi Tbe Maktraja wore some very rich 
leweis and tbe ample while vest with targe 
plaited akirts usually won i& Eqjpoot Ooarte, 
let tbe appearanoe of those who tktOUf ed bla 
hall was sot particularly itrlklagy nor Dearly 
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§fi impotfif oilibt h%yt been w«re tbe 
RcjftOQfo^ temt with bit priicipkl Tbft- 
hoor* vbo DOW fit foIlea and aloof in tliere 
ODTD futDCfief* while the Ratbor Coart diof 
fhorn of fome of iu moit dUiioitoUbed orna' 
Deoil, look! like tbe ibadow of ita former lelf. 
Maun Siogh appears to be liltlo brobeo b; 
tiae dr Rufferiofti thoufb be has endured 
Ooeh durinfc tbe many yean that have passed 
over bis bead ; tboQKb without a tooth he 
speaks intelligibly, and bis languaee is re> 
markably correct Hindoostanee, wiiboot the 
atois of his neighbours of Beekaoner and 
eisulmere. His person is large aud bulky, 
and bis face shews so little of the ravages of 
time, we muit conclude him to have recourse 
to cosmetics, an art much practised by the 
natives. 

We remained about half an hour in tho hnll 
of aodJence, during Whirh time the behaviour 
Of the Maliarfga was courtly and dignified, 
and Ills conversation polished. Though his 
apparent bauteur wai much greater than that 
of the princes abovemcnlioued, yet in rcceiv* 
ing the AJmere Miislon he both paid and 
exacted a grcaler attention to otif|ucite than 
the others had done, fie catno down in person 
to receive the deputation at one of the lower 
gales, and ngain nmde his npprarnnee below 
the steps of the hall of audience no foot, lead* 
lag liieul. Trevelyan by the hand ; yet he nd* 
tber fired a salute nor allowod the retention of 
bools ss bad been permitted at both of tUt 
other capitals. On our rising to take leave 
be applied the vInt and gave tbe pea with 
bia own haada to the politloni functionary 
(a compliment not paid to Mr. Wilder, nor to 
Colonel Tod either 1 suipcel,) while tbe aub- 
ordinate gentry were oiled and pawned by 
some of the chief funetlonaries aHoat tbe 
throne. He then lod Lieut. Trevelyan a few 
paces toward the door, and we retired sufli* 
cieolly well pleased with our reception by the 
King of Marwar, who had a very uarrow 
oicmpe last winter of being no king at all I 

On the morning of the l^th iaij, we rode 
through tbe city and passing ont at the west 
gate, oalied Chand Pol, crossed a ridge of 
rocky hilts and visited the gardens and very 
fine tank called f/Arr Ryjkt TtiUp lying aboai 
two miles beyond the walls. Lieot. Tre* 
veljan bad another interview with the Raja 
in ^e evening, for tbe discussion of griMfc 
huineu, and on the following morning we 
went to to visit Mander, tbe ancient capital of 
Marwar, wblch is five miles northward of tbe 
present city of dodho, Tbe old town oceaples 
a bight among the rocks on the east sida of tbe 
nnge of bilG that runs down to Jodbpoor, 
•ad still claims tbe semblance of a little city : 
home of the IshabltaDts of the capital also 
eome here weekly on Moaddy (the morning 
of omt visit) to pray at the differeot shrines, 
whieb may give it the appearance of a larger 
popolatloa ttaa it really possesses. 

Tbe first objects Introduced to oar Dotlee at 
Maador were Ae aightoen gigantic figares re- 
Mag in high relief the tutelar divIsiUee. 
"iJUtbot lUjpoota. These figDres form oa^ 


loag line facing tbe north, and ire backed by 
a low rock of m sand etene, the three Agnres 
at tbe west end representing the Elephant' 
headed God of Wisdom between two effigies 
of BAeiron, being placed io an open temple, 
white others are carefully protected by a screen 
wall. Tbe latter indeed require some such 
shelter, being finished with coloured cements, 
while ibc three figures already mentioned seem 
to be only daubed with red paint and bedisen* 
cd with gold leaf. 4n the first of the inner 
eomparlmcnts are tbe nine figures delineated 
in Colonel Tod's work as rock sculptures, and 
representing the eiglit-armed Duvh Aferie, 
who presides over small pox, and the cross- 
legged Ae/A^*rs, to whom miny temples are 
erected in tbis country : the remaining six 
figures dr this series nre rather Heroes or 
UcmUgodsihan real Hindoo divinities, and are 
all on horseback, the whole uf tbe sccoutre- 
ments, arms and dress being faithfully wrought 
out in the fine wbiteline to which different pig 
nents are added, and the whole are In go^ 
preservation. Their names arc AfaferneM, In 
whose honor is held the great fair at Til warm 
formerly noticed, and whose widow Roopa-deo 
having burned herself on the funeral pile, he- 
camo l»ealined and has a shrine at Tilwara 
on the side of the Lunee river, opposite to 
Mulceuath ka Than: she it represented st 
Mumlor sUnding in front of the horse of her 
fleccased lortl. Pahoejet on his celebroted 
Uaek mare, Bemdr* whose shrine lying stx 
miles north of Bobkurn is a celebrated sanc¬ 
tuary and place uf pilgrimage, and Hurhtt Gem 
Mrve, compirte tbe list of l>evtts, whose 
figures are engraved in tbe work above men¬ 
tioned. 

In the second enclosed compartment and 
eastward of the above range, are six gigantic 
fignres similarly conitracleO, but without 
paint, perhaps on account of their being 
diviniiici of a far loperior order. The first is 
the four-beaded Brelms, tbe second Apollo or 
Seorim, who instead of having a ear with four 
sicods as in the Grecian mythology, is eon- 
frnlcd with a single horse with seven beads. 
Tbe third Image represents /fwieamsA or 
the roonkey-bero, who aiststed in 
subduing Ceylon or Lunka when Ram des¬ 
troyed the arefa'Ceod Rawana, wbo had carri¬ 
ed off bis wife Seeta. These two divinities, 
Hmum and bis bride, are represented in the 
fourth group: aod to ^be fifth stands Krisknm 
or Kaofaaia, playing the flute, while four of 
the fair milk maids of Brij surrouod* him, 
*' looking delightfully with all tbelr might,'* 
while the holy Girraj or King of moaotains 
(the small bill at Govardbun near Mnttra) 
send* four various wild animals to listeo to 
those Orpbeas-like strains. The sixth and 
last fienre, at tbe oast end of the liae, is 
Mubadeo, the great deity from wboM hair de¬ 
scends a eopionsstewam representing the in* 
faat Ganges, an idea that Colonel Hodgson 
SQggests to have originated from the perpetual 
trickilog of water tbe Icicles In a snowy 
oavff at Oangeotrle. As the whole of im 
ahe^ gioepe are exeonted with great oaiti

th4t thej were net copied u well ne their 
neighboort. 

So much hM been istd aboot tlieie icolp- 
turee that 1 have little leisure to enumerate 
the other eurioiitiei of Handor; the palace 
of UJeer Singh (or rather Ubbe Singh?) ia a 
neat building of cut atone, and appears to 
have been almost entirely devoted to the anna* 
na{ but though in perfect order, ita corridor* 
are now empty, and iu phambera filled with 
tbo auJToeating sbmeh uT bati. A little rill 
cornea trickling out of the bill aide near tbit 
alaoe, and rum through the gardens which 
car thu appeanince of cgtreme age from the 
large aisc of the trees, and the Gagged paths 
arc partly cbokej by the luxuriance of the 
amuMer shruha. A quaint looking building 
like a hugo nenper box, called the Ek* 
Thuinhr Miihil, (the palace ofa single pillar,) 
uvertooka the garden, hut its name seems to 
be a misnomur, for it is not tike the place so 
ralJod Mt Futtehpoor Seekroc, which really haa 
u single oolusaal pillar of car>c4 red stone 
in its centre. 

In going to Mundor we had orossed a fine 
plain ubout two miles wide between the open 
pass leading from Jodhpoor to the site of ilie 
aoeJent capital; but in retorniug to the city 
we skirted the bills and visited a beautiful 
little rocky lake called Bal SumiKlnurir, amile 
and half from Mundor. This little sheet of 
water la nearly half a mile long, though only 
IdO or 300 yarda broad, and at its outlet are 
some noble gardens that arc seen to great ad* 
vantage from the top of the paved ghat lead¬ 
ing to the top of the low rocky hills in whieb 
Hie Sunioondur ia emboaooied. Wc followed 
tbisroad southward along the ridge lca<ling to> 
ward Joudbpoor, and at the distance of a inilo 
from the city turned aside to visit the large lank 
called Soor Sagur which is now dry. Here ia 
a beautiful palace of white snarhie vailed 3foi* 
its AfwAiV, with a large bath orciitoro of the 
same material, hewn out of a single block* and 
transported at great expense from the quar¬ 
ries at Mukrana. A large garden lies below 
the Motce Mubil, and a smaller one separates 
it from the Soor Sagor. 

The tanks within the city are numerous and 
some of them very large, but they all failed 
during the late severe seasons, except the 
Ranee Sagnr, a rocky reservoir elose under 
the N. W. side of Hie citadel. Though m^ch 
rain has fallen already the large new tank 
called Baeeka Talao contains scarcely any 
water; yet conduits of masonry have been 
built at eoosiderahle expense to brin^ down 
the out-pourings of distant nnllrnhs into its 
bed. The Ooolab Sagor, however, which is 
Of great extent and nuilt entirely of stone, 
presents a fine sheet of water as do several of 
^e other reservoirs. Large sums have been 
expended by the dodhpoor Oovernnent In 
remedying the deficiency of water under which 
the inbabltints have so often suffered. Up- 
warde of thirty Uofsrr have already beeu 
bnilt within a few yean in and aronatf the 
eity, and even in the vicinity of our own OMp, 
iMar ik$ Sqjai Gate, there are fear baaleie 
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and two trelli, all of stMie: even Ike lerfeie* 
baoleea are supplied with Peraiaa wheels ler 
raising weter, though It is 43 feet from 4be>* 
snrfaoe, and tbs large or sqaarw.woih' 

with steps near the Omc Mandur outal^* 
the Merit Gate is supplied with the Hke 
apparatus. 

In riding through the prioeipal streets of 
Jodhpoor. which are very few in proportion to 
its sisc, (for tbe ccpilal Is said to eonlaln at 
least twenty thousand bouses,) numerous re> 
specUhle looking people arc seen, but few 
tatndsnmc buildings, except the temples, some 
of which are very striking, though rather n 
mean impression of tbe city may thus be 
conveyeil to those who have been accustomed 
to travurse the broad and strwight streets of 
Delhi or Jeipoor, yet a bird's eye view of the 
city from the summit of tlio upper furt is 
really magnificent Perched upon a parapet 
of the bastioo encircling tbe pointed parada 
at the southern extremity of the vitudel, we 
gaxed with delight open the Ihlr scene at our 
feet Tho wholo city lies close to tbe rook on 
whieh the palace sUnds, surrounding its east, 
south, and west sides, tho northern side being 
occupied by a billy neck connecting the eit- 
add with the Munilor range, and wbtrh is too 
much brokea to afford building ground : the 
lively green of tbe trees, nod the quantities of 
fine white plaister applied to the red stone 
houses afforded a pleasing variety of colours, 
and gave the city a gay look; the numerous 
tanknnow filled with water, tbo white ramparts 
running along the higher parts of the city, llie 
piles of buildings crowded upon eucb other 
and rising tier above tier to the CUand Pol 
Gate, and tbe confused mass of outworks on 
the west side of the citadel, formed a scene 
that will not soou he forgolteo. 

The east side of the fort is too steep to need 
any other cover than its own bold rocks, which 
are very steep, from twenty to sixty feet below 
the foot of tbe ramparts, and then fall away 
down to the town in a tolerably easy slope. 
The whole citadel Is just five hundred yards 
long, and about half that breadth, or even less, 
the Royal Palaces and buildings occapying 
two-Bftbi of its area at tbe north end, while tbo 
south end is quite empty with the exception 
of tbe Afumfiw alresuty mentioned, aod a few 
huts: this empty space may perhaps take up 
ooe>fifth of the whole area, and the remaialng 
two^fiflhs in the centre appear (o be devoU 
od to magaxines, graoaries and other useful 
bnildiogt. The palace overtops all the other 
bouses, and its bigbest part Is 464 feet above 
the plain: the soutbem rampart, whence we 
looked down on tbe town, it 379 feet, and the 
K. E. angle 383 feet above tbe plain ; the scarp 
wall wbieh covers tbe gate at the latter place 
showing a sheeisface of hewn stone 100 feet 
high. The walls which overlook the main en» 
teranee appear to he still higher, and are buUt 
in a very substantial manner of fraestoneqoar* 
ried from the rook on which theso gigantle 
srerki are based. 

The main nte of the citadel ftmee the north, 
•nd a paved road leads down froBiit to tbq 
weetward paaalng through a eeeond gateway 
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(sb«T6 mentioned M the Ttnrot Pol or ** Onto of 
NecUr,*') whence the rood forks, the cutern 
hroDchinminB sharp round throaith two other 
irates to the which leads down towards 

the Oootab Sa^ur, while the weslerB branch 
leads pretty direotl/ downward throufcb four 
different Bates, after which it sBain forks, the 
Hffht band path leading to tbe Ranee Sagur. 
while tbe left band one turns to the south and 
if lost in the town withoot passing throogh 
any other barrier. Both of tbeic roads arc 
paved and practicable on horseback, both as* 
cending and dcacending. thoogh tbe caalero 
declivity is steep and winding: the western 
road is less steep, wider and more direct, but 
this entrance Is covered by sis gateways and 
Ibe other by onl^ four. 

There are said to be live reservoirs In the 
citadel, of which wo only saw two, but tbe 
Itanee ffegnr in wbioli there is ahunclance of 
water, is connected with the citadel by low 
OQtworhs, and the towo'e people are preventecl 
from using it, except on occasions of great 
emergency. Tbe high rocky ridges on tbe west 
side of the fort, though enclosed within the 
tkuAur PwasA, as far as the walls conld con* 
veoicutly be carried, are Deverthelees a sad 


blot on tbe impregnability of the castle of 
dhoda. wbieh would not easily laugh beavy 
gone to scorn (as it did the artillery of dugn 
Singb,)if perched oponany of these einiocnoes. 
Tbe town walls too, are in a very had state in 
several placea, where a few yards of tbe para- 
pet, and even a part of the rarnpait, has fallen 
down ; on the south side the sand hes drifted 
in one place to within four inches of the crest 
of the parapet, and in one or two other places 
breaches in the wall serve as means of ingress 
and egress to the inhabitants. Two large and 
steeply scarped masses of rock of considera¬ 
ble site, break tbe continuity of the wall on 
the east side of tbe city, and have an imposing 
appearance from being W) to 100 feet above 
Iho plain, and from beipg encircled with ram¬ 
parts onSheir outer face, but with five miles 
of wall from which to make his choice, of a 
point for assaulting the town, an enemy would 
hardly select such rocks as those against which 
to knock bis bead t The city might easily 
be earried at several points, nor would the 
upper fort long hold out egalnsi the iron 
ihower nf heavy shells and shot, which an 
European army would pour into it.— 
Oorette, 


THE VESTRY QUESTION. 


Sir,—From the tenor of roar remarks res*; 
peeling tbe Select Vestry of St. John's, 1 am 
at a lots to understand whether you have 
overlooked tbo radical reform of that corpora¬ 
tion, which was by a roa^ cfvtsl effected on the 
litth of August, and published in the CoieutU 
Gojette of tbe of the same raouth—or 
whether there has been a supplemenUry or den* 
fMffw, curtailing still further the authority of 
that venerable body. Probablv, tbe first sup¬ 
position is the correct one, for in tbo now 
charter which was oetroy^r to tbe Select Ves¬ 
try on the said 10th of August, tbe Bishop's 
authorlly is mode somewhat** like Aaron's 
which swallowed up tbe rest;” and it contains 
some happy inslanccs oficidUUncilegUlatjoo, 
that were pretty certain to load to different 
interpretations on the part of Reverend and | 
Right Reverend Exposltori: for example, the 
Hembera of the Select Vestry aro do -1 
ciared to be the Bishop, the Arcbdeacon, and > 
the Chaplains of tbe Cathedral: four lag Mem¬ 
bers are also to be cboieo aonuaJlj on Easter 
Monday. Again, tbe Vestry are to assist the! 
Bishop and Clergy in all temporal biatlers' 
connected with tbe Cathedral; bat the ap« 
pointnent and dlsmissai of iH. lervaats aid 
offleere connected with the Cathedral Is to bo 
aaltJect to tbo Bishop's approval: and also 
tbe Biibop (by rule 1st,) is to have tbe sole 
and exolOilve dirootioa la regard to tbe per* 
fonoaooe of divine lervWe, eeremoaials, or ar¬ 
rangements for general eonveoienee wilbio 
the Cathedral; eo that what wKb tbe assis- 
tMfti be Is to leeelee, and hU approval being 
reqnliHe, and bis sole aod ezcinlTe dlrto- 


tion, ibe Bishop will by hook or by crook, get 
the wbeic managed as lio pleases. 

Tbe sixth role is one slniilur to whnt Uio 
inhabitants nf Calcutta struggled and j>rii- 
tionnd for fineen years ago ; and if the Cflcri* 
cai Members of tUe old Vestry had been wise 
they would have sought for long since, and 
have given their close corporation a solid 
foundation in popular election. But they 
kept aloof from this, and when the floods rose 
and the wind came, their authority has been 
blown down, because it had no support and 
was founded upon eand. It appears that in 
futqre tbe Vestryistohsvefour Members cho¬ 
sen Annually by ballot, by those who have bad 
seats in tbe Cathedral for the six preceding 
months. Here is the march of intellect; an¬ 
nual elections, vote by ballot, and univorsal 
saffragel instead of the former mode by 
which the Select Vestry filled op themselves 
all vacancies among the four laymen in their 
body. Perhaps the publication of this new 
law has been considered as virtually placing 
the present lay Members of tliis venerable 
body ia sehednle A. Certala it if that last 
Sunday those seats which were heretofore fil¬ 
led by the select men of St John's were left 
empty and desolate, while the etdrvani Vestry¬ 
men might bo discovered scattered here and 
there, with a grave and somewhat mournful 
aspect; still they had a look of official dig- 
nity^** Kor appeared less than CAarcA 
dtas ruined.'* 

Btft if tbe old Parliamant has beew disaal- 
vad oafi dispemd, Uis U> bo hoped that di^ 
rectioAfi will bo ^voa for a mw Homo of 
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Comoioai being ehesea iumedutlej. Surely 
ibo Biibop end clergy are not to be left with- 
ODt tbe promined ** auisuuiee in temponi 
matters"—-(a bieli all clergymen greatly need) 
sntjl tbe inontb of April neat! Beaidca 
tliere are large auma of money, the dUpoaaJ of 
%bich U left by varioui truMt$ to tbe Select 
Vestry—aod if these mooiet are disposed of 
by tJie rum-watrif which is new jilting, it luay 
become a serious question bow far ibey are 
legally oompetent to do go. 

A PaaiJHiuNsa or Sr. JoHK*a. 

In order that the subject may be belter un¬ 
derstood we repiintthc ordoanaece of tbe IWb 
August lu which A pAatsiiiONaa or St. John's 
roferH. He is right in bis inferenue that Lbe 
distnUsal of the lay memberi of llfb Vestry 
uod tbo transfer of tbe whole cootroul over 
the aOuirs and funds of ifac vestry to the Bi¬ 
shop and the Arubdeauun wbo arc of one miud 
in all things it seems, was accoinplisUed by 
a supplementary evMp dWsi not precisely of a 
reforming oliariwier, in the sbape of a most 
voluminous epistle which we hope to have 
the pleasure of submitting to our readers. 
This upistoiHry ordonance dispenses eutiruly, 
if we rightly comprehend the mntler, (we have 
not yet read it) with the siaih clause of that 
of the lUtb August, for there will be no more 
elections. The Vestry will be benceforth en¬ 
tirely ecclesiastical, and as the clrr):y arc en¬ 
joined passive obedience to the Bishop and 
tbo Aredideuconf of course (he former will have 
no voles, Hod if they act judiciously will 
wave tlifi lille mockery of giving an opinion. 
Our correspondent very justly remarks that If 
the clergy had been wise they would nut bavo 
opposed in IHIO tbe principle of popular elec¬ 
tion which would seem to nave been provided 
for by the slxilj role of the ordouoance of the 
IMh August, although preceding clanses do 
not very well square with tt^t prinolplo. Tbe 
Clergy at lbe time refvrrvd to (IHIP-30) how¬ 
ever, dreaded nothing but innovation fromthe 
popular aide^they have now a pretty practi¬ 
cal iJlustratioQ of the fact, that there may be 
innovation from the other side still more dan¬ 
gerous to tiieir legitimate ioOuence. In tbe 
present day, therefore, altboogb they dare not 
take tbe popular side, they will notaticaat 
take the other, and in tbe struggle therefore 
which may be expected to take ptaee, we sbail 
at least not have them opposed to popular 
rigbu. We enlerUin very grave doubts of 
(be legal power of the ** rump vestry now sit- ^ 
ting,'' to dispose of funds left by certain trostj: 
to be applied by tbe Select Vestry: but we 
aboil have more to say to tbe snbject in our 
next. Tbe questions at issue are of deep im* 
porUoce not merely to tbe iDbabitaota of 
Cafeatta but to the whole cmnmonity of India 
involving as they doqocatioasofnoral rlghl-> 
and of legal power in tbe Governmenb—tfwnl.

funds tvhicli have been hitherto invariably sub¬ 
jected to their disposal I According to item 
fourth again, it will be seen that the Bishop 
claims a right to hUerfero in all temporalities 
upon which the Tniiieca of bt. John's very 
justly observe, that ** to take temporal matters 
from the vestry and consign them to ibc Bishop, 
is to do away with the duties of a vestry al¬ 
together/^ ^ 

To the remarks on tfae Afth item, on which 
the whole case binges in faet, wc invite spe« 
cial attention. To the uninformed aod unre- 
Heeting reader, it might have seemed a very 
ionocent proposition, but for the suspicions 
aatare of some of the provisos that precede 
it: but to those who look deeper into the 


matter it will he seen that this item efleets by 
•v mere roup iTetar a total change in the char¬ 
acter of the original Trusteeship and vests 
the $oh pturer of the trust in eAcet in the 
Rishop!! For it provides that of the nine 
memiHsrs, five shall be clerical—one of tlirse 
live the Bishop, to whom ihe clergy are en¬ 
joined to pay passive, slavish obedieneo. Of

Oh 1 but, some of our readers may sny, the 
sixth iiitiu provides for election. Jlocs it 
indeed ^^clcction of foor to be outvoted by 
tho but as the diKmisscd trustees Justly 
remark, there oun he no such Ibing as a popu¬ 
lar ciceijon linjitod fo the residents of the 
district of 8t.

Ivicct whul! fourlsy Micnilicrs to do the bidding 
of five clerical members, three out of which 
live Bgniii, iiiuMt do the bidding of the other 
Iwuff and thus forHOolh is to he cnlled iia 
cloetioii and to mock us with the ronii of a 
popular coiitroul, where in reality there is not 
a spark of popuhir priuciplu. hut on the uoii- 
trary an uinniligiiicd cleriual despotism tner 
tcm/*orai trusts!! lo fact it would xeeiii that 
the Bishop has but to ask and have, and we 
only wonder tliul his Lordship was not olfcred 
a seat at tho Council board, for we have henid 
thatuccrtaiiidiuresan once kindly vtdunlivrcd 
his assistance to the Council in guveruing the 
country ! 

The tone of the Governor's last letter to the 
gentlemen lately composing tho Select Vestry 
is altogether unexampled and inderensihtr. 
It is neither diguifiod in its style nor correct in 
its reasoning, nor Just in the scnlimenls ex¬ 
pressed, and forms a very remarkable contrast 
in oil respects to that of the Noble Mnrqucss 
of Hastings which is embodied in a former 
part of tUo eorrcspondonco. The Governor 
shuts Ids cyrs to the fact that the objection of 
Ibo Mcinl»crs wa.s not to co-operutc with the 
Bishop in any useful measure; but to place 
the whole power over the vestry trusts in Ida 
hands, making tbe rest of the Members the 
mere passive iostrumenU of bis will. Such 
is the real nature of the change which tbe 
Governor's new rules will produce—and for 

venturing to impugn the propriety of which, 

his honour hesitates not to reprimand the clergy 
and tbe members of the service belonging to 
tbe vestry, with a severity which could be only 
josUydo^to some very serious delinquency 
His uonour tolls tu, indeed, in parampb 0, 
that be is at loss toconeeive any public priu- 
eij^e on which these genUemen could have 
ooervJ this uncalled for rosistanoe to* the an- 
tbevity of Government! bat we believe that

previously prevslcnt^n usn^e which thut 
letter runllnned peudlnit a refurenee homo. 

As for tbo ^'freoartd easy*' manner of takinft 
np these trusts, it wns, as wo have seen, thul 
whieb wkks expressly suuctiouod by the bi|t*i 
authority referred to. 

The Otb piira|cmpli is still more oxUaordi imry. 
for Iho power of the scicol vestry is by tbc Otii 
resolutiuo of the urdonnance of tbc IPth 
August, expressly conHned to the trusts which 
may be cuiunjitlvd to Ibcm by tbv Supremo 
Court. 

Tbc U>th pnrnirmph again reminds thr aer* 
vonts of the (bnupaay of their servile coiidU 
tion-talks of the unexampled tone of their 
leiler consldcriii|C their situations!! So that 
because they arc the servants of the Company, 
they arc to surrender, without remonstrsnee 
nr uniikptaint, a sacred I rust to a power from 
which they did not derive it!!! tlf course 
Mry must obey, hut in doluu su, they yield nut 
to riyA< but to power. ' 

The lUh paragraph provided for the passive 
obedience of the clergy aud. us wo have said, 
places the sole power in the bandi of tbc 
Bishop. 

The 12th paragraph, which dismisses the 
vestry > is of liiUo importance after those wb ieb 
precede it. 

In the last parapaph we have a reference 
to the formatioo of a vestry. For what pur¬ 
pose? To be, as we have said, passive Instru¬ 
ments in the bands of others—having tbc 
semblance without the shadow of power or 
controul of any kind I Will any man of spiril 
undertake such an office? We trow ooL 

Such is the actual state of the case, which 
suggests other remarks for which we have not 
at present lime or space. We will only add, 
that we see no evidence Of the slightest tntee- 
tion iu the vestry to obstruct our Diooesan in 
the exercise of any right whatever. As for 
the weighty affair of placing a screen before 
Mrs. Atkinson, surely the Bishop might hive 
taken npon himself the office of making that 
very jUtitrinf proposition to the Udy.

The six rules for tba regulation of the 
vestry make it pretty (dear, that his Lordship 
must have met with freciuent, niiy perpetual 
obstniciirm to his views from the vestry. We 
hi'licve that his Lordship and tbc senior pre¬ 
sidency vUupInin wore not always exactly of 
the same opinion on matters connected with 
the internal regulation of the Church, and, 
perhaps to this fueling we ni:iy trace the pro¬ 
mulgation of tbc learning contained in the 
vestry’s answer In the second rule. It is called 
second and third items,—by which the Go¬ 
vernment is informed that in a Cathedral the 
appointment of servants, menials, &c., rests 
wiUi the Dean and Chapter,—io a Parish 
Chiireh with the ministers and tlie vestry. 
The framing of the rules hy tbc Government 
in cemmunication with the Lord Bishop and 
the spirit eviaced in the answer to, and com¬ 
ments upon, tbo rules of the Beleol Vestry, 
eaHoiuee us that a great deal of discussion had 
previously taken plnce between these parties;

And what shall we ask is the result of this 
terribly arbitrary act on the ^rt of Oovern- 
ment? Why tbe notice in ue Ceurirr, and 
the papers of yesterday for a Deetiaf in tbe 
vestry room of tlie inhabitants of the dislKct 
for tbe purpcie of elections by ballot for lay 
metobers of Jbe vestry,->tbe vary courts pur^ 
aued at b^e in all eases of tbs elsctioii oi 
commotv mtry oso . As our rsadert know 8o- 
Isol Vestryaen oUct (Acawe/m, it \m, tbetefore> 


a close borough affbir. AH that Government 
bas done in tbe hnsincst, in addition to turn* 
log out the ex»es is to open a eloee hortmpk. it 
is true the elericnl vestryiriftn are still four : 
hut innsmueb as some of the elerieal rueiuhcrs 
of tljf late vestry did not exhibit sny un- 
i»eeorning and unve.^lrymsn-like deference to 
ihe wjsbui of the Lord Bishop, we nmy, we 
presume, expect to sue the snme spririt of in¬ 
dependence evinced in the new vcMry by its 
nlerieal meinherM ; aqd, in tbai ease, th.eaubv 
craey ofihe Ilishop need not bo a subject of 
MiHrm to our contemporurics. 

I( a ill be seen that wo incline towards 
Government in this nisller to-dny. In onr 
former notU'e of lids suhjei^t, wc disputed lliu 
right of/Government: there is no longer nny 
use in mitoUng that rfMCsiion. But our upini* 
on is unrbsngerl, although, we eonfoss, ilic 
maoifesto nf lhoex*vustry Jiaslondid vuslly 
to modify the uxuoss of sympnihy wo were 
inedined to estend in Ihoir unhappy cnho. 
Willi rcHpert to the angry tenor of the Un- 
vernnjcnl tetter, we cun only say. wc would it 
were uthurwise. Why Government should 
feel or display irritation we ranoot pretend to 
uudcrsluini. As to the paragraph rulnting to 
the Company’s servants, wc lament that it 
should have seen the light. Tbe indepen¬ 
dence of dotemment servlints, in matters not 
iminudiatcJy odiclal, has long been Uollly 
recognised. We sincerely hope thattbisofR- 
uial wig, to the ex-cs is not to be considered 
tut a r*voes(ioQ of that tiieil, hut, wc trusted, 
fully established recognition. 

We mnst now cooefude. Wo have written 
this notice in great hurry. We hope it is not 
ctlrulati'd to give offonre; certain we are, 
that Done is intended by us.—A'syhVAnwn. 

An article on the Vestry r|u^sH^n from the 
ivMfffieiimoH of Friday iHBt, will he found in 
another page, which presents a strange con¬ 
trast Imtween its cnmmcnucincnt and conclu¬ 
sion : the former might really seem to have 
been written by the Bishop himself or s<ime 
one deep in his confidence—the latter appears 
intended to reconcile an inconsistency which 
is nevertUeless too palpable to escape the 
most superficial observer.

As for Mr. Charles Prin- 
sep's being dragged forward to carry on a 
contest, we refer to the Seoior Chaplaia's 
explanation on that point, and shall merely 
add that lie is about the last person In CalcntU 
who eao be justly susp^ted of being likely to 
leod himself to aey thiog of that Innd. Mr. 
Prinsep is ia general oarefal-*^o «Mefal» we 
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r6(rre>tr>tAj, orminxlini^ jrrDorloca} politici, 
— nirofy uttend)i puMic nieetiDi^ii, and is as 
iidlc ol* AQ af^iutor Hsany mao «c know. 

Wc coiTic now to answer an insinontioii 
which mure ilirccily ennccrus ourselves. The 
JiHglitkMMn BHSumes Ibut ** one of the ^uor«n»" 
wrote the remarks to wbirli lie rufess. lie is 
sreally mistaken —they arc our own. 

We ad mil that il is coniparaiively of little 
eonaeuuence as a tiencrai rule who writes, if 
the eifilor ndopLs wlml is wriiivn ; but our 
craHioe in this respect is somewhat riKhl.

write a speciid-plmdiiiir article for us, adding 
a taii pivec by uay of ioflvuinit otf the I'fferis 
of theirinistukcn seal. Ini^Hsesof this kind 
wc hold that an editor should out r|aitu so 
readily udopl. wiint is written for him U|mmi the 
ejfjMrte iiiformaiioo furnished to him hy one 
of the IiikIi conlemling powers. Our inroniia* 
tiun is derived from several sources. Wc are 
asked whether H is likely that the Itislinp 
would romplain of opposiijon to him if he had 
net eapuricoced suidi upposiiinn f IteuMmiOK 
d prim wc should have said no: but ari^urnfc 
trom actual ovideneo of wliat Is past, wc iiinst 
snyyesl that however unlikely it may have 
been deemed, rr is a pact that the Oisbop hns 
iniseonstrued into opposiUon Ihnt wliirh was 
nut opposition—wc oic hound to deny that be 
had just cause of complaini. 

Wc are told thstthc nptriion of the (•ovrm- 
incnt in comrnunieatiun with the Uishup. is 
opposed to us, ns to the allexcd ulfeiisive lone 
of tliH Vestry letter, and that these authorities 
make three to two in our curiteniporsry*K favour. 
Wc answer, that we eaii brinpe, if nc<*essnry. 
twenty iiulhoiities, in iiiteftrity and intclli* 
icenee ei^uaJ to any inemheruf the t»ovvriH 
ment, to siipporl our view un lhal point; and 
as to tJie character of the (•ovrrnor's letters— 
twenty did wc say ! ayc,Bhiindred. If indeed 
wc are to be met with the rtittk of the parties, 
we have nothinic more to say. 

We arc niraiii accused of mUrcprrscnlin|f— 
we deny the charge: we have put the case 
fairly. 

We are accused next of a fcraidiyw/speoU 
men of fttVmtf towards the beads of the 
Churcb. What our feeling may be, sball 

not BOW pronuunce ; but there huvo beeo 

heads of the Church for w hom wc cherished a 
high respect: tbey certaioly did not adopt 
any proceedings like those wc now condciDn.

Enptuhwmn may chooeo to call that personality 
if he pleases; but ho has a very diflerent 
detinltion of pemonHlity when it suits his pui* 
pose: hill our nilogcd ;>rrsvsah'ey in discussing 
Ihc puMi*! conduct of the Bishop is tJjo inure 
heinous it seems, because we know that the 
parties attacked (who are they?) will not 
reply through the sumo channel. We do not 
know any ascA tliiiig. Unless we arc greatly 
iiiistiikcn they have dooe so ere now in a cer* 
tnin way^hut pcrliHfs they don't reeogniue 
tJie luaxiui ffif€cii per mlittfH, per $t. 

The coucluding remarks of our contempo- 
mry, in wlih*U ho denies that the Ouvernmeni 
letter ul ail inlcrferes with the indcpondeiice 
nf Ihc Cuinpuny’s servants, hnve received a 
prarticid reply from the result of Monday's 
vlrctiun Hud the seiitiinents there expressed.

non most nbsolulcly ignorant of both. The 
power of those who estjiidished the nnoinniy 
js nndnnblcdly wry great, but no one will 
come forward and assert that it extunds so fur 
as this. 

8uch being my sentiments it is not llktdy 
lhat I should nish (o sec this grade of lioiioiir,

^ijuirc, so ridiculous in the Pursue or Hindoo 
Iradur. introduced into the provinces. Il will 
be time enough make men sdniinislrators 
of laws when they have bvcoiiio able (o un¬ 
derstand them; until then, it would perhaps 
be butter to ronliiic so extraordinary a class 
to the Presidency, where, if they do no gowl, 
they perhaps rio little harm. Uiit, if I would

nent fur capital, which was foriucrly not ao. 
If the oireniatinf medium br defleieot. let it 
be artlAuially locrcnsed; if any part of trade 
etafwatca frem the excess of capital employed 
In It, wake openinfs for the superfluity to 
drain et* into aome other channel!: if it aulTera 
from a dedcienoy, add inch ndvantafoa aa 
ahall draw to it the quaiility nceesaury to 
anataln Its animatioo. 

There are two grand causes which prevent 
the rise of counneroe to perfectioB. One of 
these is some natural ubstaclr, aoeb as a 
dehoienoy of roada and navigable streams, 
the ignuraDceot tbe inbabitanta, or their iaap- 
titudo for the particular species of trade, an 
adverse climate, the want of harbours, and 
many others which will occur to every iblulc* 
ing man.

I have elsewhere stated, and indeed it Is a 
tmlim in politics, that whatever ia advantage- 
cue to the community In general must be ad¬ 
vantageous to the sovereign of that com- 
mnnity^bccaaie tbeir interests are insepara¬ 
ble; bot it most not in consequence be sup- 
pet^, tbht whatever Is beneficial to a few 
perMDS in a state is to be ^naliy ^neficial 
to the monarch, fimu^ltng and treason 
sometsDes bring immense wealth to indivi¬ 
duals, while they are diametrically opposed 
to the welfare of tbe nation in gen era J> and 
of the prince in particular.

them benighted in paganism, and brought 
them tbe light of true religionthat we 
found them, io short, depraved. pCN>r, cowardly, 
and ountemptible, and that wo made Uiem vir¬ 
tuous, wealthy, brave, andiliustrions.

urn must inflict, have enacted laws to prevent 
its exportation. I cannot however tbfnk this 
a wise measure, because, in the first place, it 
may easily be evaded, and consequently a 
great expense is incurred to no purpose: and 
in the second, though it might, it porfcclly 
oxccutod, detain in tlio country the gold at 
present there, it would eeitainly greatly lessen 
tbeamountof new importations of the preci¬ 
ous metal. There is nothing which will so 
soon rid a country of goldaa any violent effort 
to enforce its stay. All attempU Ihereforc, 
wiiicfa have for their object to restrain tbe me¬ 
tallic tide from ebbing, moat be confined to 
improvomenU in the state of commerce; for, 
if you can only raise a commodity which shall 
find favour in the eyes of other nations, they 
wtil soon send their coin in exchange for It. 

Burying gold, or boarding it, has perhaps 
more effect on internal than on external com- 
raeroe. External commerce is generally car¬ 
ried on iri a great vneasarc by barter, or the 
exchange of the produce of different parts* of 
the world: bat, in iatornal commerce, barter 
has, in all eiviliMd nations, been wisely 
abaodoDttl. Were ^ny method discovered of 
sapplyiqg a ciroulatiug medium, which should 
be anivsrsally current, and which should be 
suBcient for the purpose, both deieripilons 
of might possibly bo carried <d on the 
same principles; tboogh, tbe necessity ofob* 
talning a tarfo fee the return voyage, if poe^

Tba effoct however of baryiof ^Id evett oo 
extormJ oonnerce is bj ao oieaike sUcht; 
teoAuje, bj withdrawing so mooh o«|>iid 
from the market, what remains necessarily 
Mcomes scarce and dear. The mercbaat u, 
therefore, from the paucclyof cash, nnable to 

I inrehase from the interior any thing like ao 
arac a quaaiitj of produce for expvriaiioii 
as he otherwise would have done, aci^, owing 
to its dearness, hU purciiases mast, even ii 
other eircumsiances were favourable, bo much 
more ooudaed. His profits are nearly ab¬ 
sorbed by the interest he pays; and his spe* 
oatation is attended with extraordinary risk, 
at even a slight full in the value of his goods 
u^, all things considered, be ruinoul. 

This reductiou in the export trade will 
diminish the import in a far greater degree; 
because, when once foreigners have lost, by 
bringing to our harbours more goods tlian we 
are able to buy, Uicy will not probably, the 
next time, bring even a sufiicieni (|uaoiity to 
exchange for all we wish to give them. Thus 
matters will go on from worse to worse ; and 
it will not be easy to stop tbein in their dowo> 
ward career. Me^hanU cannot afford U> bo 
always speculating In unoeriain markets, and 
if ours once become suob, they will look 
oat for some others where sales are more 
steady. 

But the great blow which boarding oapital 
gives, is to the inlernal trade of a kiogdow, as 
also to manufactures and to agriculture. 
There is sot one of these ways of securing 
a livelihood that does not require capital, 
internal commerce cannot advance a step 
without it. A scaroily of money will begin 
by lusseoing iu gains, and end by destroying 
it altogether. As with extcrual trade, with 
this too, aUitraotion of coin from circulation 
will make interest excessive,; aud when in¬ 
terest becoioes excessivet capiul can no 
longer be employed ; fur who will engage iu 
business with borrowed cash, when the price 
he Las to pay for it is greater titan the prufiu 
It procures I Thus, Uten, we sec that hoarding 
Diuoey will destroy that useful and indns- 
trioDs class, who furnish to the indolent capU 
talistafoir rent for his pecuniary asaisiance, 
at the same time that they earn an honest and 
respectable income for themselves. Persons 
who trade with their own purses are compara¬ 
tively few, bnt these arc the only men who 
can continue to exist nnder such a state of 
tbings. 

Mann^cturse must likewise fall before this 
method of diip^ag of gold. The very soul 
of manufactaridg indnstiy is capiul, and 
this, to be producUve in this way, mast be 
Obtained on easy terms. The ooUay, at first,

If we look at agriculture, we shall find the 
ease aiiuilar, with this slight variation, that, 
by agrieullufo, a bare snbsisteoce, at least, 
may yearly always be obtained. With regard 
to the payment of rents, sale of produce. Ito., 
t have in former letters shewn what effeot the 
absence ofa sufficient oapital mast have. The 
working classes also, of every desorlptioa, most 
be rained by such absence, for who oaa build 
bonses without money, who can make wells, 
watercourses, or other Improvements wHhout 
money: who can hire a sufilcleot nomber of 
labourer* to work bis farm properly, nolesa 
be has money to pay thoihf 
And now, having stated what the effects of 
boryiog gold must he in every country, let na 
see whether India forms any exueplioo. la 
not external commerce struggling on the 
brink of ruinf Is internal trade in a better 
state? Do maau facta res continue even to 
form an item in calcnlalioos of the wealth of 
these kingdoms? Is not agriculture reduced 
so low. that a bare subsistence is all that can 
be gained by it? Are not the working olasseg 
depressed to the lowest point! Are any build¬ 
ings of consequence raised by private iadivU 
duals! Are walerooursos made! Are wella 
dug! Are expensive improvements common? 
Du hired agricultural labourers exist ia num¬ 
bers sufllcient to be worthy of much consider¬ 
ation? Or doca not ratlter each acekaaepfi- 
rate maiotenauoe on a separate piece of land? 
Vou, Sir, and all India know what answer 
must be given: and is this theoountry once 
proverbial for riobes ? Is this the eount/y 
whiob seems peculiarly bleat by the prodigal 
band of nature t 

If yon wish to know the reason of all this 
wretobedness, it is, because men in this part 
of the world have begon at the wrong cad of 
things: they bavo left off where they ought to 
have cmnmenced; in short, they have madg 
money an sad whereas it is only a ma w . In¬ 
stead of nsing coin to purchase landed estates, 
or maonfaetories, or commerolal establish- 
menu, they have laboared in all then voca¬ 
tions to procure coin, which they afterwards 
hoarded, and so, made their weal4 a means 
of iojiriag thosfi ocoapationa, for the benefit 
of which we^th ia principally ndTutageooa, 
What has been the eonsaquaneo? Ivory 
fortune ao disposed of has latMoed the re- 
aonreas of tba eooniry, Every fortuaaeo dip* 
posed of gave a blow, instead of tMiftwfia to 
the ftate. Instead of reioleiBg at fl^Aeeii so

Tbo flnt l«SltjiD*ta reuoD forrmiiia; moocy | 
on morlAn^o of privnto ejiutcn ia to mnlcc 
iuch l>Qil(hnf(i nod improvoraenta, as may be 
fo profitable as to repay, within a uodenie 
time, the ostial laid oat on them; bot, tfae 
desire of elTeotin]t improvement barely or- 
nameotaU ean never justify a man*i enenm* 
berinf his grounds. Nothing eao be more 
joit than tbo applioatloa of this first role to 
tbe public revenues. 

I tbink it may confidently be asserted, that, 
until within these few years, this method of 
applying the treasure of the state has been 
wholly negivoleil in India; and even now, 
the reads and bridges which have been made, 
are mostly in such positions, as to prove that 
the coovenienee of Governors has been eon- 
suited more than Dko welfare of the people 
In their oonstrueilon. But, Jf such mode of 
expenditure has not hitherto ^en adopted, 
there is reason to hope that a more enlightened 
policy will in future be pursued, a |>oliey, 
wfaioD, if it euuse a trifling increase in tlie 
demands ou the state in tbe first insunoe. will 
eventually place ample means nt its dispo¬ 
sal for the repayment of them. 

To any person wbo roflocts upon the subiect 
it must appear most astonishing, that while 
the rulers of this country have tenueiousiy 
clung to their rights as landed proprietors, 
and nave ever held the Increase of the land- 
tax to be of the first Importance, and its occa¬ 
sional decrease to bo sofiicioni to call forth 
their most anxious fears.—wbo have eonsi'' 
dered that branob of their Revenue as ibeir' 
most ipleudld art)alsJtion in times of pros¬ 
perity, and as their destined anchor whenever 
adversity eball overtake Ihem,—'it is mosi 
astonisbinglsay, that men, who have esteemed 
this tax to be of so vital importance, should 
yet have oegleeted the most ordinary, and 
nett obvious ways, to make it more produc¬ 
tive and more secure. 

There are tliroe stages to be passed before 
wealth can fie acquired from land. Tbe first 
is a mere possession of tie soil, which will no 
more bring a man iboome than will the parch- 
reeot on which the title-deeds are written; 
tbe seecmd is the mere cultivation, which it 
Only good to preserve the actual existence of 
the persons engaged iu it: tfae third is tbe sale 
of the superlluous produce, aud this indeed 
is a fflioe, which if properly managed, will 
prove richer than one of the purest cold. It| 
IS very evident that whatever money is gained 
by agriculture can only be gained by the sale 
of the excoes of ptoduoe whioh each mao 
raises over that required for his own con¬ 
sumption. The grand business then of the 
landed proprietor is to proeuru a good luar^t' 
for his crop, and also every facility for

SUM; wnai ibese meosures are I have pointed 
out It is all very well for superfloiai obser¬ 
vers to talk of the prosperity of a country, be- 
eause they see large crops overspreading the 
fields i but holiovo me. 8rr, tbe best way to 
Jsaro tbe true state of thiogs is to ask what 
price those crops have obtained: the owner 
of one quarter of wheat, in a besieged oily, 
wilt probably be a richer man than the pos¬ 
sessor of ten, io the open oounlry. 

If we wish to make our dominions valuable, 
we must certainly oapend some capital in im- 
proviog the means of eoinmunication. I do 
not moan to say that we are to throw away 
mouey on roads which are so sUuatod as never 
to be able to repay us; I do not mean that, 
for the sake of lessoning the time taken by 
the post io travel ling from one end of India to 
tbe other, millions are to be squandered, 
When these kingdoms shall have become so 
wealthy as to furnish aoy excess of Revenue, 
sueb propositious may be eniertained ; until 
then, we may as well remain oonteot to 
wait fur the news a day or two longer than 
might be desirable. Tbo roads which should 
be made are principally wbat in England are 
termed cross roads, in other words roads from 
ooe part of a province to another; tbeso to tho 
agricultural classes are iaraluable, whatever 
may be thought of them by the luxurious in¬ 
habitants of cities., Perhaps the most judi¬ 
cious plan for the saporintendenoe of this 
branch of expenditure, would be to form a 
oommittee at the Preildeooy, to whom reports 
on tbe state of tbe roads, bridges, Re., iu 
each coUeetorate might be forwsrded by tlie 
oivil oOloer io charge, assialed if necessary, by 
an engineer officer from tbe nearest station. 

The geoeral introdoction of tolls into India 
has been much deprecated by some, and no 
doobt, the measure should bo well weighed 
before it be adopted. But, if the finHocee 
will not bear tbe devotion of sufficiently large 
eqmj to the purposes I have meotioned, it 
most be evideat to every ooe Umt they shoold 
be imposed, rather than that tbe country 
should be left altogether without ameliora- 
tioD. Tbe Kandalleh Ghaut is an instauce, 
where a toll is oot objected to by the publio 
and where the road which occasioned it has 
proved of tbe utmost benefit both to tbe people 
and to tke O^vernmeq^ I am well aware tnat 
oar native eabjeets, are ill able to bear addl- 
tlooLi] pecuniary burtheus, aud therefore, tbe 
ievylag aoy tax, which has a teodeuey stiU 
moi^to impoverish them, should bp most 
sorapulousiy avoided t but* when the pay- 
meat af a tmUg impest weald save theca la 
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encb jdurnej ihej performed, fifty timee ili 
uooQUt in earUUlre, it muit be a very falee 
eco&onjy tlial would forbid iti iotrodaction. 

Bat it ie not bo much of tulU that it u my 
preterit province to epeak» at of tho e^eodi- 
lore of tbe urdinaxy poblie money* If ever 
we wish to tee tbit coantry retcuoti from iti 
preterit miterable cooditioni a lartpu oortion 
of tutih money matt be devoted to poblio im- 
provemeiiit. tf (hey be only j udioiout onet it 
would be better to burro|p money to carry them 
into eaeeation, than to relinquith all idea of 
eo doinR. There cannot pottibiy be a mure 
IcRitimate object Tor which to raito a loan, for 
the revenues wliiob miRbt be mortfafcd for 
the payment of it would soon be almost 
doubl ed. 

Roads BUd bridRet aUo,thonfhtbo more ob¬ 
vious roiiuisites to produce protperit), arc nut 
the only ones. In a rcKiou where so much ir* 
riRatioji it necessary, to extract from the earth 
nil Ihat it is capable of yielding, and where 
capital laid out in establUhiuR the means of 
euch irriRntion, always returns usurious inter* 
est, Wells and water courses deserve much Rt> 
(enlion. Neither should inclosures bo oef* 
lecied, but these details belooR more to the 
subject uf farniinR, thnn tdtbnton which 1 am 
at present wrUmR. What the particular ini* 
provemenU may be, on which it would Ue most 
advantageous to expend a limited sain, the 
professed HRricultunst must determine; but, 
that capital to a considerable extent should be 
appropriated io improTements in RCneral, 1 
have DO besiialion in declaring. 

Improvements purely ornamental, I believe, 
can never justity tho mortgage of Uevvnue. 
The only advantatfo derived from such expen¬ 
diture is tbe aMistanco it fives to the labour- 
inf cietses; but this must 1 >g counterbalanced 
by tbe interest which must bo puid, even bv 
those very labourers, fur money borrowed. 
Jt is however a matieF of notoriety that many 
puiilic works have been carried on professedly 
with a view only of assiitluf these classes. 

There are many persons who think that all 
expenditure of capital ought to be made by 
individuals; they urge that, if any undertak- 
liif appeared of paramount importance to tbe 
people, they would themselves volontsirily en- 
fageiniL But however plausible this arfu- 
rnont may appear, little value ought to be at* 
inched to it. Even in England, how necessary 
are corporations to carry into effect any im* 
portant scheme f But of what ose would be 
a corporation of paupers, in tfais country? and 
where are tbe meo of large landed estates, 
whose names would rnmlsh security to sub- 
acribers of a better clase, that tbeir money 


would be bonesUy applied to tbe purpose pro* 
posed? 

Tbe fact is. we mnit not view India aud 
Bug land in tbe same light, because they are io 
almost every respect essentially dlfferenL In 
Eogland, the great mass uf landed property 
is iu thu bands of subjects ; they are tlicvefore 
able to du wbat Ihe^ please with tliu eoil 
which is tbeir own. Tbe whole rents go into 
their pockets, and therefore, as to them, the 
profits of all capital expended on their ground 
must accrue ; to llieir oplion it is wisely left 
to lay out capital iu that manner or not. But 
here, whatever may be alleged (oihe contrary, 
like Oovcrnmeol. If not rightfully tbu noMinaf 
owncrof the land, ucjlaiuly pusscNs all tbe 
ftfksma/isi udvaikiuges of ownership. It ii 
therefore if possible more to Us own inter¬ 
est than to that of the tenantry, to devote a 
portion of iu wealth for incrcusiikg the rents 
derived from eullivation. Iu short, the inter* 
esU of the Urivernmcnt arkd of the ryuU here 
uro respectively similar to those of the landed 
proprietor and bis tenant in Eugliind. 

1 would, before concluding this leUor, bog 
that this matter may be well considered by 
those in power. Every description of reason 
has been assigned as thu cause of the Impos¬ 
sibility of roiisultiug in this part of the world 
at ouuc the good of the 11 nances, and tbe bap* 
piness of Ibe cultivator. Tho uames of many 
who have wrillen on the subject, aie onmes 
which carry tliv greatest weight with (bem, 
hut 1 huuihiy trust, for thu sake of bumaniiy, 
that I am correct in luppcsiiig them to have 
been mi>tukcD. Their error secois to have 
been a desire to grasp all, and to expend 
nothing : but Ibore uever wav, there never 
will be, • spot of earth, from tlic isrgest empire 
to (ho smallest paddock, which cuulU possibly 
thrive under such amcihodof treaiiucnt. A 
diamond mine will yield nothing,unless cnplial 
be firsteinpluyecl upon It, und bow cun laud be 
expected to do utborwise t Even a great part of 
the revenue at present derived from the soli, 
is merely the return produced by the capital 
which has been devoted (o it in former days. 
We reap the fruits of old wells, watercourses, 
and roue, but wc too mueb neglect to make 
new ones; an less b owever some portion of tbe 
pohlic cash be applied to these-most legltl* 
mate purposes wo shall learn eventually, to 
our cost, what 1 suspect we have began to 
dieover already, that a country without capital 
is like land without manure, wbiob, instead 
of anoually becoming^more productive, will 
daily decrease in worth, and must even eOD* 
tioue to do so uDtil it shall return to its origi¬ 
nal e^ndition of a barren waste, too munh 
exhausted to yield to ordinary, and too sterile 
to repay the i;oei of expeosivc culilvatiuo.

A aecond reason 
i^^bly may have, been, that Lord William a 
loraadlate departure waa at hand, and that, 
adotber wpuM have had the glory of display-j 
ie^ the balance tlieel, showing the increase 
of'^fenpe, which the aeiaureof Oude ia ca- 
pidbted to produce. Had the order been re- 
ee>ved*A few yeara before, it la probable the 
r^dU would have been very differont. 

Whatever may have been the motive# which 
prompted the above line otconduct, the appro* 
priatjon of the territories of Oude have been 
DMtppn^d fur at least a year ; and I propcso 
in^the* taeap time to take a view of the state 
of (hat klngdoiQ. We have beard so much 
OMhe anarchy and miarule prevalent in Oude, 
that ii appears a tort of heresy lo bint ibc 
eootrbry. We are lomethiiig like the Turk 
whq had airhis life so tlrinly believed that 
tb^d sun moved round the eartb, tlint to adopt 
a bifferent idea was like the attempt to ac- 
<(ajr< a now souse wHich liis mind bad not 
rO(lm'to anteriain. . Nevertheless I do not foar 
oddfradiclion to the statement I am about to 
tnkke fi'om any unprejudiced and impartial 
op^Vver who will visit the country and take 
tai trouble ^o sec und judge for hiuself. 

The uncultivated state of the couo- 
tiy.is one of Utc oommon assertious. Now in 
Jlrpb^/ace, .the rent demanded from the 
peQpieiis oruek less than in our own provio- 
Gffj.Aboy Mit ooosequenily not only inuofa 
b^JlK' io ibe number of tbeir tloeks 
aAd' beicdi, quality of tiieir food, olulhes, 
ag4 other necessaries of life, but are oot,!

With regard to the following parts of 
the conntry, I ewn speak positively,* for 1 am 
myself acquainted with some and within the 
last few luonthe friends upon whose testimony 
I can rely, have visited (hem. Prom Luck* 
now to Seciapoor is well cultivated: from 
Locknow vih Sandee, and from ibeaoe 
branching off either to Shahjehaapoor or Fur- 
ruksbad, was a perlpet sheet or wheat and 
barley the whole way, while groves or rathef 
forests of mangoes and other fruit trees are 
so numerous that In many parts of Ibe road 
they actual If bound the h orison in every 
direction. The same observation will apply to 
IJic roids between Lucknow and FuttehpMr^ 
and Lucknow and Benares. Between Luck¬ 
now and Cawnpoor there are large parts of 
wasie land, and certainly to the eye of an un¬ 
observant traveller there is tittle but a barren 
waste I the truth Is the land is not worth culli- 
vaiing: yet even here industry is busy wher¬ 
ever a return may be expected. In the march* 
from Onnao to Rehmulgunj, on the north of 
the road, and at no great distance from* it, arb* 
a number of large shallow tanks ef which ad¬ 
vantage is takef for irrigailAn*. as fhr as thd 
water will How. al the traveller nuds tohii an¬ 
noyance. from the great nnmbor of large artl- 
bcial water-cuurses (upwards of twenty in one 
stage) which cross the road. Numerons groves 
of mangoes also were observed r In a distance Of 
about a Irundred and thirty miles, not less than 
sixteen of considerable extent wereeoonted* 
clone lo the rend, which bad been planted 
oiiJier this year or the last; besides otlrers from 
tJirce years growth upwards: most of Ihenf 
were surrounded by a bank ordrteh r and nUe 
or two had wells lined with mnionry. * This 
does net luok like inscouriiyof pv<operty*or* 
proverty; for the mangoe lo that part of ibe 
country does not vielcl any tolerable retarn 
until nfteeo years. H’^mntalions of betel vine 
are also to be seen: and onewas ^justoomplct- 
ed uear Sooltanguoj on an artificial mound *of 
earth the raising of which usust have'cast* two 
or three hundred rupees. * '

The Police is at least aselBcIfintas onKovrn, 
apd it receives considerable assistance from 
the landholders.

Licleed if the faahion which baa lately obtain* 
ed amooit our Maaiatraiea of taking it for 
{^ranted that the Police alwaye ahnae their 
aatbority, and if the reatriotiooa vhieb are 
now imposed opon them be moch furthered* 
tended, it would be mueli belter to abolisb 
the Police atlofcether, and leave tbe people 
to make their own arran|i;eme&ts, and enact 
their own roles on tbia bead. 

Civil jualioe Is intrusted to the Chnklidara 
or AumiU (Governors of Proviecea) who also 
Are vcaiod with the criminal jurisdintlon ; and 
the asscssmeni and oolleolioii of Hevenue ; ns 
in our ooo-rejTulatioa provinoes, the same in* 
dividual is Judfe. Mafistrato. and Collector. 
Doubtless iosUnues of partiality in favor of 
iitdividuals is sometimei shown, but it is very 
doubtful whether this is more frequently tbe 
ease than in the Dritisb provinces. Tbe dif* 
fercDce is that, there tbe Aumil, beinf a 
native of the country, has tempiations 

to obliire his relatives and friends than tbe 
Boffliib functionary, wbo is a foreigner: in* 
dividually. the amount of partiality practised 
by the latter is inhnitoly less than by tbe Oude 
Aumil: but when we consider tbe roguery, eh i* 
oanerj, and intrigue wbioK is carried un ly 
tbe native ofBcers of our olHces, it being a 
part of our system to give such inadequate 
salaries to the majority of the situations lhat 
no honest mao would accept Ibeoi, the diffi* 
culty tbe foreign Judg^dHtAars under in ac* 
quiring sufficient knowledge to eoable him to 
counteract this, and tbe pressure of business 
wbiob devolved on him, 1 have no Uesiution 
ia saving tbat previous to the reformation of 
the ojvil administration corrupt inltucnce bad 
greater efleut in our Courts than in those of 
Oude; that this observation will still bold 
good regarding many of our Civil Courts ; and 
tbat if tho present systota of making Jqdges of 
all the ineffloieot Revenue officers, 1^ carried 
much further, tbe state of tbiop will he as 
bad as ever. 

In Lucknow, and some others of the lai^ 
towns, regular civil jndges are appointed on 
respectable salaries. In some cases as mneh 
as a thousand rupees a month : of wkieb one 
fourth is tbe perquisite of tbe prime minister, 
and the remainder WfU jUt paid to the indi¬ 
dual. With respect to corrupt inftaeoce and 
partiality, tbe forming eemarks ape pretty 
applicable here, probably these evil prinei* 
pies have greater effect in the city of Luck* 
now iUelf, ns being the residence of a host of 
proligata oonrtiere, than ia tbo interior. Be- 
lav tm the deeteioa of soits, either by tbe Ao* 
mils or the iudges^ is less tbaa ia oar ova

ling and upper ranks of moiety have'^heea! 
redunrd to poverty toeooreaee (haGovernrndgr 
rent ru||,ibere iastill in Oatle a 
roue middle class of Undlioiders. to* wHm# 
tbe people look up with hore4litary r9<pdoti* 
and who are of tbe greatest use In 
claims and disputes: so that but a smalt' 
lion are ever referred to the AumiU'. In' 11^0* 
(owns also, tbe roerebanu are vevy'tnoob'tb^ 
tbe habit of resorting to arbitration. 

The observations on the subject of cor^pj^'j 
influence and partiality are equally apj)'Uc {^2 
ble to tbe administration of crlmiriat' 

In theory, the Dritisli UoverninenL anfjj fsoji^ 
lish .Magistrates do not tolerate any tJi|ngpjL 
the kind ; bat owing to oiir system in ili^e, 
pointmont ofthc subordinate naUve’ 
who too often enjoy all the suhordinatu authb* 
ri(y, while the MagUtrato vs a mere dydner, 
the evil eaiils fully as aoeh la our protoeeffi 
as in Oude. 

Still, it will be orged that the odnstanrln*^ 
surreetions proclaim ao oppressed' people 
and tbat the Oovornrnent officer! in 
cannot collect the revenue without ah armqdr 
force. They certainly have occasiunulfy a 
rough mode of managing matters in Oude,:.* 
nor do they carry on iheif business in tbe . 
systematic mariner in which ours is ooq*^ 
ducted. Moreover, every thing there is mag* 
nilied and commented on as If nothing ofib^ 
sort ever occurred in the British dominions..^ 
It may, however, well be doubted whethet 
turbances which meritthe name of pdsl^fvp, 
jnsurreciioDf ere mucb more frequent la fttA. 
king of Oode‘s dominions than in our own'^ 
the difference chiefly lies in ihedilfeaentaurrhi 
we employ to designate them—whAl wewall* 
'^ineurrecUons*' there, would on our own aldw' 
the river he deDominated ** petty'didturvi 
banees." Within the last ten yeavs we'faafo^ 
seen a very eerious iasarreotioa in tbe SAba*' 
runpooT district; more than one of some don^ 
sequence in tbe Delili division ; t minor ono'* 
respectively in Meerut end Uoradabad, 
other of greater importanoe wiibio twentj* 
miles of Cilcutta, all of which were oolj^ 
prevented from iMOoning very serioue by 
strong bodies of well disciplined troopa being 
close at band; to say nothinf of tbat of tbe 
Coles on tbe sealh western frontier, whiek*' 
owing to the scarcity of troops in 'that 
reetioa^rmged forymore thaa two yeAre,‘«Bid* 
wbiob was not suppressed nntll about ffw* 
thousand square miles of territory* weiw^ 
laid waste. With the eaception Of oaetf' 
that near CaleoUa, tbe whole of tketo 
the result of mis^vemment, and tk« OW* 
sequent tyranny *end esAorMom Oi tkd'Mrt** 
ofthewleera of tbe Cdnrtv affid tbd*#mdA.< 
CM4aeka'Uii bo uompUell M w ki f J ■ 
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•C Oad« dofipf nm period ? It U uan*- 
imr to the dilFertot ceniM which we ee- 
eigD for en loeamction lo Onde, uid io the 
British provinces. Tiie forrner is, as a mav 
ter of ooorsc, sttributed to oppression and 
nisgovcrnment: tbe papers teem with pbil> 
lipics, and loud ealUaremade onoarGovera- 
jnent to bestow IbcMcssiDgs of their role on 
the puor AulTerinir people of Oude. In the 
latter^villooy of some claaa of omtivcs; in* 
alifationaof the cviUclisposed, and others of 
a similar ootaro are gitea in explanation. 

^itb regard to the necessity of ao armed 
force to col lent the revenue ; if men were not 
blinded by vanity and prejudice, they would 
perceive that this docs not prove that people 
are taxed to the utmost; hut that in reality 
they are much mure lightly taxed than our 
ownsubjecii; for the simple reason that ihr 
Oude Government has not at its command tbc 
overwhelming military force tu support ex* 
toriloD wbicb ae oosseaa. The people Hod 
tbelr account in resistance, as it enables them 
to pay less and keep more for thcmiclves. 
When we Hrst ae<|uired possession uf the 
western provinces, resisinnce to the paymeot 
of the revenue was frequently elferctl. The 
people, however, found by experience that a 
military force whs always at hand which H was 
impossible tu resist; that it wum imoiudlalciy 
called iolo aoiion. and the severe puaishiiicnt 
of forfeiture of tbe estaiv of the insubordi* 
sale was almost ioimcJiately enforced. In 
Oude, the very reverse is tbe fact The very 
weakness of (he King's Governioeat, as regards 
milhaiy force, is ouereHsou why exactiuncao* 
DOtbu pushed to the same extent that it is in 
our own provinces. Besides the real truth is, 
that In many cases, tbe resistance is merely do* 
inlnnl ** for tbe honor of the thing’' as descri¬ 
bed in No. 10. of these papers; while lo much 
more lenient is the Lucknow ndministration 
than onr own, that tho puaisbment infliGted 
rarely exceeds a moderate Hnc. Those too, 
who have heard so mnvb of Iho story hordes of 
rebellious xemindars (landbuldeis) will bo 
surprised lo hear how few forls really exist in 
Oude. In Kyrahad, and some of tbe wild 
jungly dlsiHetJ, tliey may perhaps be pretty 
numerous, but io other pans of the country it u 
quite tbe reverse. On the whole length of the 
Hoe roads above mentioued, wbicb traverse 
well peopled districts, there are not ten forts 
visible to a traveller from tbe roads. loose 
line of more ibao a bundred and thirty miles, 
only one is to be seen. 

Another proof constantly adduced of the mis* 
government of Oude is that men of low birth 
are raised to offices of rank and im^rtance. 
That soch an objection should proceed from 
Bngllsliinen is extraordinary, wheo we cousi* 
der (bat in our owu eountry this very circum* 
stance is one In wbicb we peide oarseUes. It 
Is quite tbe boast of an Englisbmao that he is 
fVem that prejudioe wbicb imposes such 
severe trammeli on other oatioas; that real 
talent, however Jowly its origia, is sure to 
make its way lo eminenee; and tbata butcbei^s 
^Sm may be Lord CbaDcellor. Tbe objec* 
too, oomea with a peeuUarly bad grace 


from the English wbo are employed id India* 
DOT would It gain moob, were it to be placed 
on tbe higher gronnds that men without talent 
or qualibcalioDS were raised to high sitna* 
tions. 

For a considerable time after India came 
into Ibu posscMioQ of tbe East India Com* 
puny, tbe nictubera of its service were com¬ 
posed of mea of low birtb and little eduoa* 
lion, to say nothing of broken down gentle* 
lueii and men wbo f^m some misconduot or 
other bad fuund It convenient to abseiU them¬ 
selves from England. Not many years since, 
any one could command a writersbip by pay¬ 
ing a certain sum of money, while many a 
irailesman's bill baa been paid by tbe appoint* 
ment uf his sun.or nvpbow to a cadotaliip. In 
tbe prcsani days uadoubieJly tbs service is, 
generally spunking, composed of moD wbo ure 
by birib aud education in ilie rnuk of gentle¬ 
men; but has merit or talent any thing to do 
with the selvclluci of Ihusu wbo arc annually 
scut to bo provided for" in India, either by 
the cbolcra or good appointments? And even 
after their arrival bore (he nature uf an sx- 
clusiveand routine service has, together with 
interest, so much sway, that merit has with few 
exceptions nolhing lodo with tlioir subsequent 
and progressive promotion. I could mention 
a quondam member of Council whose talents 
and quahlicaiioDS were about on a par with 
those of ao inferior Clerk in a raurobaots 
counting hoQSc; notwitbstanding Lord Wil¬ 
liam’s niurlt*fosturiflg sclieme and all his es¬ 
pionage to b<H>l, there are several men now 
bolding the situations of CumiuissiODcr, Judge 
and Collevtiir, whoso places would, as far as 
(be admiiiistraliun of the alTairs of the country 
and the Inieresu of Uie people are ouncerned, 
be far better supplied by the respective Surlsb- 
tedars, (head Native Officer—a sort of Clerk 
of tbo Court) 

** But," I sball^e ^swerod, ** if tbc Eng¬ 
lish are blockhcaul^ ttiey are at least bunesl, 
which tbo native officers are not" Eotlly.— 
The English fanctiooaries in responsible situ¬ 
ations, not counting tbe bighest—tbe mem¬ 
bers of council receive each from to 

d;4,0U0 and even 1^,000 sterling a year. The 
pay of tbe native officers U from ElOO to £ldO. 
Try the same experiment with the natives 
that bas been tried with ourscWca—^for as 1 
have already observed, it is notorious that un¬ 
til they were well paid English honesty would 
uot stand scnitiny), and ^eo, aud not till 
(bcQ, may we proooaacc a judgment as to tbe 
difference that exiiti beiweea ns. With re¬ 
spect to Oode, there are uofortuoately many 
profligate and low people about the Court; 
but it is a calumny that all the Oovernurt of 
districts are men of that stamp; or that tbe 
districts are Boiversally farmed out to tbe 
highest bidders. The Court of Lucknow are 
wdl aware, that the landholders and peasan¬ 
try are, in tbe abs^Dce of a inperior military 
loree, far loo high spirited to be rnled by men 
of tbe above desoriptlon. A great many, per¬ 
haps tbe D^orily of the Oude Aumdi, are 
ndt'enly men of family and reipdctabJIUy, 
but generally powess considerable kerh4^U^ 
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]«nddd property. It ii in oar own protinceel^eroort hit obliged to bw the inpototlon in 
that we munlook forthedegradatioDor bat were the country tinder Driluii

Still it will Ue observed, bow conld tbe idea 
of the misgovermaont of Oude become so ge> 
neral. Because opinions which flaUcr our 
vanity are usually received with eagerness 
and because ignorance and indolence are glad 
to ncquiescc in them instead of taking the 
troii bl Q to mak e e nq n i r ies fo r theoLVcl vcs. A 
summary of the principal causes, however, 
which have concurred tn establish the above 
ojilnions. uiay not bo awisi iu this place. 

First and foremost stands the hand ereed o 
tbe ICnglish, that every thing of Ruglish origin 
or appertaining to ourselves, must be soperior 
to every tiling connected with tbe Nntives 
Onde is a Native Government—fry» U is very 


functionaries, these would contradict the 
sertlcQ. and retort it on the accusers. 

As to tbe military, the grounds on which 
the majority form their opinion are us fol¬ 
lows:—A great many have seen no more of 
Uude than the road between Klianpoor and 
Lucknow, along vrhiuh arc considerable tracts 
of uneulturable and consoqueutly wasto land. 
They seldom or never louk around them or 
ask a question, but os a matter of coarse, 
atuibule tho waste land to tho oppression 
eaercised upon the i nimbi Unis. The servants 
of Olliers are suinetiiiios boatun for aitempUng 
to enforce the piirveyanco and forced labour 
system which they aru accutlomed to do with 
impunity in our own provinces, and a hen ibo 
masters abuse ibo people they sometimes meet 
with the retort courteous—because the pea¬ 
santry there. not having bad. like our subjeoiSi 
llieir spirits eomnleicly broken by a grinding 
system of eatoriloas. are more independent, 
anil less inclined to submit to these eanolions 
and abuse. This of course proiluous furious 
coinplaints of tho misgoverninent of tbe coua- 
try and tbe insoUoce uf the people.

A niimberoripecimens were 
lately forwarded by nneof our Judges to the 
Sudder Dewanee. winch, if I can procure a 
oopy, will amply bear out the unib of this 
•tatemenb 

’Thesomreary oftbe whole is, that the people 
of Oude are not worse governed than our own 
aubjeots. It is true that things are not yet 
carried on with the regularity which is prae> 
(lied in the Uritlsh provinces: a rougher and 
raotb precipitous mode of proceeding is oeea- 
atonally adopted, with the loss sometimes oft 
few lives In consequence; and the revenue 
dffleer. |f he And an estate very productive, 
will fbmettmSe demand a higher rent than 
wA^orTcTnally agreed to. Such are.1 believe, 
aTI tlie teal grievances they have to complain 
iind an Individual hardship U thereby now 
l6id theh cftuserl. Iliii the mass of the people 
speak not of those In power, but of the 
IM'rt nolderi and peasantry—are far more 
lightly taxed than those of the Dritisb domU 
dlona. The civil and criminal administration 
Jfebrtalnly not worse than oor^s: i.e., judging 
l^ihe only true criterion, the difUculty or 
fadility of enforcing a claim; the people are 
ifnverned by their hereditary rulers, aod be* 
Pdflt by the expenditure to the country of 
the revenue that is raised, instead of being 
aab}eol to a few foreigners, by whom as much 
wealth as possible is carried out of the coun¬ 
try. In every part are to he found respect- 
awe laud-hnldera and heads of villages of 
various degrees of raok and wealth, fonsing 
the chain between tJie higher and lower clas¬ 
ses, Instead of as in provinces. the whole be¬ 
ing reduced to the equality of a nation of pau¬ 
pers. They are not cursed with confiscation 
laws, or special commissions; nor with salt, 
opium, or other monopolies; they have not ooe 
syslem for realising tbe demaodi of Govero- 
meat and auotlier for individuals; nor is the 
puniabment of reranne defaulters to be oom- 
pared in severity to that of our proceedings: 
tbe people are not excluded from every olBce 
which a man of integrity coold aceept and 
men who in our provinces are slaving on a 
bare Subsistence which they bava litUe pro 
^ect of enoreasiog, cast a wistful eye towards 
Oude where they see that the door even of (he 
highest ofiees is not close# against Hhem, 
merely because they are dark coloured natives 
instead of white Cbristlans; and without ex- 
ceptioD there is aot a single class which does 
not possess more wealth and prosperity than 
the eorrotponding class In our own provinces, 
talk, and 1 fear* net any saquiry properly 
foadaoted, is a true picture of the state of 


Oude at this momenl; and yet we are told 
that the people are sighing fur the blessiogt 
of tbe British Indian rule 1 When tbe voice of 
fibs pmpU shall be really beard—not that of 
courtiers aod men in power, but of tbe land- 
holders and peasantry—they will bo found 
lu unite in one cry of, ** of all mUeriei keep 
us from thst.'^ So far from tUeir enleriaining 
any such feeling 1 can ioforiD my readers, that 
io one pari of the l>uab, not many mootha 
ago, ibe people, farmqrs aod peasantry, held 
quite a rejoicing on hearing a report that that 
part of tbe con Qtry was to he transferred to 
tbe King of Lucknow; Ibero are English 
merchants residing on tbe spot who caa* oor« 
roboratc tbe truth of tbissUtement. My roa^, 
dors will here he ioeiined to start at the men¬ 
tion of tPe wealth of the people of Oude, ia 
proof of which 1 beg to make the following ob¬ 
servations. In the Krst instance, look at tbe 
baaaars, not only in Lucknow but in any lovrp. 
in tbe country. They are Ulfed with far more 
onmerous and expensive articles than those 
of corresponding sise in our own territories.' 
This if en excellent criterion, because 'no 
merchants or tradesmen will keep a stock of 
commodities unless sure of a sale ; and men 
cannot buy expensive articles who have not 
tolerable incomes. Secondly, the large sums 
which arc invested by the tnerebants of Code 
in the Uoverniseni securities ; and thirdly, 
on the receipt of the orders of the Court of 
Directors, (he members of our Government 
talked openly with great satisfaclion of tho 
Judge which was about to fall tothem, stating, 
Ibeir conviction, that whereas the gross reve¬ 
nue of Oude is not now above sixty or seventy 
lacks (six or seven millions of rupees) ibe 
country miglil easily, under our revenue- 
screw, he made to yield a r>et revenue of, 
one crore (ten millions) while tbe crack Col¬ 
lectors, both In «*M and /mmc, were all on. 
the ^ vise in the hopes of being able to raiso 
(heir fame by empf tsjspo nt in Oude. It is to 
be supposed that both Government and the 
first rate CoJIectorv, who like vultures snuffed ' 
(heir prey from afar, must have laid some/ 
grounds for their anticipations; and in this ' 
pointer view, it must he obvious that a coun¬ 
try whioh can be made to yield aboot doable 
its present amouot of taxes can neither be 
very poor nor very much misgovemed. 

But so prone are we to minister toonrown* 
vanity, tbit continual assertions are made that» 
the natives of Oude place tbeirjnooey in Bri¬ 
tish securities to prevent its beini^ arbitralily 
seised by ibeir own King. There ts not a sha¬ 
dow of ground for tbe statement. The reason * 
is simply this. First, tbe whole revenue of 
Code u spent witbio itself. Soooodly, iia- 
mease sums of boarded treasure, amouBting 
to many millions of rupees, have withio the 
last few years beeo spent by the King in ex¬ 
cess of tlm regular regeDue.

But for 
this, he mlKbt have been in olllco at this very 
d>y : and it is a fact worth notinjt in support 
of assertions I iiavo so frequontly made, of 
tbo uileuls of similai cuadoot ainoii^ oursclvos 
In dtsgustinfi and alienating the people. 

As to his wishing to see tbo oonnlry absorb* 
ed into the British dominions: what could bo 
expect to gain by it? at the most some insigni¬ 
ficant punaioTk^what would bo have lost 
thereby 7 The Minister’s salary is three lakhs, 
and ho is allowed a perquisite of a dedueiion of 
one fourth from all regular salaries and pay- 
merits, It is supposed, that liU iocomo ainounis 
to about twenty-two lacks (more than twomil- 
Ih>n pounds sterling)of rapees per annum: be 
e^oys power, authority and patronage to a 
great extent: all this, it is to be supposed, he 
would willingly sacrifice, and retire an obscure ; 
individual upon a small pension for the disiu- ' 
tereiled pleasure of seeing his country nnder, 
tbe enlightened rule of the English ! 1 It is ' 
impossllde that any one acquainted with tfae 
real state of things, coold have given credit 
for a moment to sucb professions: hut tbe 
general ignorance which prevails on the sub¬ 
ject, aided by tbe gratifications which our 
vanity received induced them to be very gene- , 
rally believed. 

. Mchendee All Khan however, has not, I be¬ 
lieve, (be slightest chance of being restored to 
bis preiniersbip, unless by the positive orders 
of the British goverument; and, indeed, al- 
tlioogb had he remained, he might bate been 
able well enough to carry on a system which 
was in regular train, be is now an old man, 
and though by no means saperannnated, is too 
Infirm to plunge again into the sea of polities. 
There appears little hope that bis place will 
be supplied by a man of equal abili^, eo tbai, 
at furtnest in abont three or four years, we 
may expect to see tbe domiDiont ^ Oude 
usurped by tbe EngUsb. In my nexC I shall 

oBsf a few suggestions on ibe best mode of 
^ministering tbe government of those terri- 
liries, and of avoiding tbe^oome, whj^h has 
sndered the English name so odious to tbe 
people of the Northwestern provinces.

I have been fortunate enough to procure a 
few of these presented to one of our Civil 
Courts, which i eubjoin as a specimen. 

Tbe summary of one petition is this. My 
father died oioe years ago; certain of bu 
reJaiiood'dispusseised iiiy brother of the lands; 
1 beg aa immediate order may bu issued to put 
me in pouession of tbe lands." Here both 
tbe aipaliec and his brother (who lived not 
far from the Court) bad by their own account 
quietly submitted to be ousted for nine yean, 
and then a petition of tbe above nature is for¬ 
warded * It the sipabee could nut have pro¬ 
cured leave, bis brother might have com¬ 
plained. 

Another coolly requests, tbai a village shall 
be given over to him, and Ibat be should be 
put in possession of a grove of trees: no 
grounds whatever for tbe demaud being siateO. 

A third states in general terms. f bate 
been kept out of my lands and bouses for 
many years by my relations, 1 beg an order 
may be issued to put me in possession," t. r., of 
whatever be ebose to call bis, since no puiii* 
culars were given. 

A fourth statee as follows. " I sent an or¬ 
der for do Its to a man named LaJlnun some 
years ago, lo give tbe money to my family. 
Two or three years ago 1 went to question 
Lalimun about il, bo beat me, and turned me 
out of tbo village. 1 beg on order may be 
issued to make Lalimun lustantly pay tbe 
money to my fsmily." By tbe man’s own ao* 
count be submitted to tbo loss of bis money 
and the beating besides, without complaining, 
although bis village was actually within two 
miles of the Cour b^ Hp rejoins bis corps, aud 
Ihiec yeare after lofFSrds the above petition* 

On all these and numerous others, tbe order . 
was to sue in tbe regular way, fur which by 
tbe Kegulations every facility is afi'orded to 
tbe native soldiers; they have advantages 
over ail oUier suitois: llte cousequence was 
that nothing further was ever heard of the 
suits; of which probably not one bad Ibe 
slightest shadow of foundation. 

It ia extremely common for slpabees on 
leave of absence, if they live near a Court of 
Joillce, when their leave is nearly expired, to 
truiup up some complaiot and prefer it to tbe 
Court so as by good management to enable 
them lo over-stay -Bielr leave a mostb or so; 
and then they get a certificate from tbe Judge 
or MagUtrwte, that they were in attendance 
at tbe Court from sucb a date to sucb a date. 
Notwitbstaudiag all the fine things that are 
said abont tbe honor of tbe native soldiery, 
there is "probably tio class in India, where 
you will find more fraud and chicane,— a hun¬ 
dred times more so than among tbe uaiophiap 
licated peaaaotfy from among whom tiiey are 
taBtn.

pari of the liny of IkiiKal. It is pbrud npoii 
a coiiHJiiciuble cluvalion uf table land upwards 
nf a iMiiidrcd feci aUovn ihc level of the river 
and in suinc spuis neaily a hundred and lifty. 

This elevation consists of h mass of lone* 
stone rook, niiaed with a lar|ic propuiiion of 
iron called by the native evnko, uorl is ajipa- 
rcntly nii oJf shoot fruni the lur;;c tiuH of 
irony lime stone foiniatiun which ck tends fur 
some hitnclruils of iniUs in h westerly itiiee* 
tion tliruii{(b tlic hilly tinel of tlliota Naicpuio, 
Pulamow, &e.

On the East this rm^k rises gradiiully and 
iniperccptibly fiuiii the Hat oonutrj, but uo 
the south it temunates more abruptly, having 
a narrow slip of eultivatod land vary log fioiu 
a quarter of a mile (ounillc in bresidtii he* 
tween it and the t'ossyc river, which chielly 
bounds i1 on that side. On the west and north 
it is lost In Qudnlating ground, covered with 
dwarf (reus, the comtuenccmuiyL of the Itfrgc 
tract of jonglc whivli stretches into Nagperc 
in one dtreniion and almost to tbo foot of tbc 
Itajinahl Hills in another. 

The most elevated parts of the station are 
tbe parade Ground, which is a large plain on

The rest of the station consiils of unflubiU 
, inggnniiid of nmirly lUe snnic eliaractrr with 
that of the plains, hui in the cealie uf the 
place there U a Jheel, which drains through u 
narrow tract of rice fields, into a dirty chan- 
oel, and w hiuh after ruuniog through (he na¬ 
tive town icriniiiates la (he river, borne years 
Miioe ri plan was prepared hy Mr. Dick, tbo 
Magistrute, to dry up tUU spot, and it was ap¬ 
proved by the Government, but uo furtlier 
ste|>s have liecn taken^ carry it into exccu- 
limt. It would l>c a most feasible and not a 
very expensive operation to drain tlij.s marsh 
and would contribute greatJy to iuipruve the 
purity of the air around it. 

The water found in the tanks and wells is 
generally much impregnated with iron. 

The staBon is a lai^e one, and though at 
preseut (herb is only one native Roginjunt, 
there are hells of arms for (wo corps. Houses 
are plentiful and all (he roalurials for build¬ 
ing and labor very cheap. Grain is rather 
dear, ^ut other provisiou are very rhasou- 
able.

With resurd to the eomp'^nitivc advaotuses 
of 111 esc routes, the Keurpoy road is Ions, 
the liHlliiis places bnd, hui tboic are no rivers 
to erosa, whereaa on the Ooloohiircuh road 
there uro live, via.'^the (bissyc I trice, the 
Kuopnurain, the Uaniouduh, mid Ihc Gun sou, 
the three latter heins very hrood. liy the 
Tumlook road the Coasye is twice crossed, 
hut at the suuond crossing at pHUehkoniah 
Ghaut the river is not more than n hundred 
yards wide thoush very deep, und u bridge 
ruisht easily be thrown o>ur it. For dftk 
Journvyiiis <hc Uoloobnrenh roud is the best, 
hut for tbe passage of Iroops and supplies tbe 
Tumlook route is most desirable: the laud 
journey is short, the Intltingpljceigmid, nnd a 
stcmiicr could rmi between the lust stage and 
Calcutta in six hours. If (he latter road were 
made fiMka it would of course much improve 
It and tlic eunkur of Midnapurc makes the 
ljuest rouds in the world. 

The climate of Midnapore is romarkably 
ealubrious, icscmbling more that of the upper 
provinces than ilcngaJ, itidecd (lie whole ex¬ 
ternal appearance of Uic station reminds one of 
the up-country caotoneiaenis rather than of 
a place svitbJn 50 mil«'« of tbe reuotlv of Uio 
Uoogbly. The peculiar dryness of tbe air, 
at .all times of the year, U very striking ; boi 
its purity and claslioily are mo>i observable 
in the rainy seasoo when enmpurctl with the 
close moist nimnsphere of the surrounding 
country, and cspeeluMy of CulcoUa and its 
neighbourhood. The (|ua&tjty of rain which

Midnapore.liHsbcen lal<dy visited with frcijuunt 
hnrricanci, and from its exposed situalion 
great destruction lijis been caused hy (hem ; 
but io Iho ordinary course, storms uro not 
more frcitucui here than clsewhuro; U must 
be observed, however, that mnuy uccidcuts from 
lighiiug liaVC occurred in certain parts of tbe 
station, the ulertric Iluid being of noiir.se rea¬ 
dily allructcd by tJio great i|UHDt)ty of iron in 
the ffiil. 

We may nutnrally expect this climate to be 
more than usually healthy, und us far as Euro¬ 
peans are concerned it H sUikingly su. But 
liulo iiiulariii ran be generated on simh a soil, 
nod eo>isei|ucutly rcmiticnl und intcrniiltcnt 
, fevers ore almost nnknowu, though of course 
I many cases of the latter are found, which 
hOTO been brought by tbc pnlicntH from some 
other district, aud several of these have de¬ 
rived great henc0t from The dry air of the 
statioo. lu nooijiarlson with most other places 
in ibevlow country dysentery is a very rare 
disease at Midnapore. 

Tbc diseases to which a European consti- 
liiti^ Js tooftt |j,able arc, as in all other rocky 
tropical soils, indamiiiaLjon of tbc viscera und 
plethora ; but in referring to iho mortality of 
tlic last teu years, I 11 nd that in a population 
averaging forty Eurt^eans, only one fatal 
ease of tbe palitis has occurred; six adults 
and three infants bring the total Domber of 
deaths which have happened amongst the

that a laiB can generally make larger profits

The best srcurlty for a farmer Is land or 
bouses, because he may always iiirtbern, and 
need only mortagage a part of their profits 
whenever he is in want »r funds to lay out up¬ 
on Ms farm, ft should in roDvei|uence be an 
object of ourgreatest attention, to lead ou r euh- 
jeets as inncb as is in our power to Invest their 
wealth in tliis specks nforoperty. Whether 
it be bought or merely taken on lease is per- 
bipe lest important, though of course the 
mure complete the purclmse, and the longer 
(He lease, the better will be tbeeocarlty wlirch 
they give. In leasee, however, wc iliouM 
endeavour to Intrudaoe that kind, ia which 
the value is paid at (bccommcnoctncnl, rutber 
(ban the other, in which a large annual rent is 
reserved ; as, in this latter ease, tbe property 
will be held In little estimation by bani tiers. 
The sums which arc obtained by persoei com¬ 
mencing business, and the smullncss of the iu- 
teresi paul by Government and mercantile 
bouses of repute, prove inconfestibly, that it is 
mainly for want of good security that the agri- 
coitorisls are onabletoprrvcuremoney on such 
terms as will admit of tbeir being able to pro¬ 
fit by its use, and tbullfthis impediment were 
taken away, capital would be at least as ac* 
eeasible to them as it is to others. Bat still 
the Oovernment nay Have to let an example, 
and when masses of real propertr aball have 
accomnJated in the bands of its aabjeots, there 
will be neither dillcully nor danger in Its 
doing so. 

flow far ihe existing laws relating to suc¬ 
cessions should 1>« modified, it is not for mt 
teeny. To introdnee beneficial measures is 
the duty of every government: but how far

Nh tuan has ever doubted the right uf sove¬ 
reign iHiwcr in India, (wherever IhnI power 
may he) to reduce expciiditiirf lu wJint point 
H pleases; but sovereigns should have some 
regard to policy as well as right, and the best 
policy is that, which dicUUcs n strict fulfil- 
inont of existing eugugcinenfs whether ex¬ 
pressed or implied, inclining, in the iiitorpro- 
iftlieo of lliciu, rather to the side of gCMcro- 
sity than of prnuriunsness. But public ser¬ 
vants do nut live forever; and though old 
cngagunu'iiU should Uc acted up to, there Is 
no ricecasily of entering into new ones; luoro- 
ever, there is ulwnys a great number of pei' 
SOD I, who nmy Ik' sold fi>r tho oionivui to hive

oomy demands their dismissal, can have oo 
right to complain.
